At thia tins tiui Japanoaa had not oanaaaad all tha /had a^pyjjai 
they lead captured from tha A*srloane. All of tha evidence in thia aaaa 
indloataa that tha Americans wara being wall fad and no persona1 naad oouid 
Kara prompted thia act by tha Auorlaan priaonor. It haw further boon pointed 
out br tha taotinuny of the defendant a, and oarroberated by witnesses far 
tha Judge advocate, that the stealing af food had boon aada by order frea 
the oo—uvtlng officer of <«ka a noat savers affeoaa. Testimony af tha wit- 
naaa«b for tho prosecution has further conflruad that thia ardor had bean 
lswusd to and known by the American prlaonara af war aa wall aa applying 
to tha Japanoaa garrison on nako.

Carta inly the defe idanta uctlona ol.ow no caailoe aforethought or that 
ha noted without justifiable oauna. 

The Judge mlvooata haa aside ouch over the admitted prevarication* 
titat the dafandanta concocted in an attempt to explain the disappearance 
of the American priaonera of war on >aica. Ilia defendant, Athalrai akai- 
bora, haa confessed sola responsibility for thia fiction and the court haa 
i.aaru hia explanation that the untruth was prumuugated by him in on effort 
to protect hia aubordinataa. It ia the prerogative of thia court to attach 
whatever credence it da a ire e to tide testimony end believe what you may 
concerning thia fiction, the cardinal faot remain* that the telling of a 
lie cannot be the ground# to aupport or eetabllah a charge of murder again*, 
the defendants. The defense also desires to explicitly point out to this 
court that the telling of a lie by the dofendaota does not indicate per ee 
that the defendants acted with mailee aforethought ac the Judge advocate 
co chargee. 

If it pieeec the court, it ia not tha contention of the defence in thia 
case that the killJU^ of American prisoners of war is to be condoned for 
thie aiiook* us to the very core, however, whan Juetlee ie being carried 
out in a spirit of revenge, we do condemn wholeheartedly such practices. 

e further oondeun the uethode and procedures used to bring the defendants 
before this court in a so-called impartial trial which does not render to 
the defendants tha punishment they tarit. I challenge thia oourt, have we 
reaohed such a sad state of reasoning tliat aight makes right? 

If it please the court, the upplieation of the JCAI rules, whose date 
of promulgation ia lepteuber >M, 1%5, to the chargee aa drawn up against 
tl*e defendants in thia ease for sot a the/ eosssitted in 1943* 1* in violation 
of the spirit and intent of tliat section of the Constitution of the United 
tatea, which forbida ax post facto laws. Term it what you please, explain 
it as you nay, disguise it aa you like, the retroactive use of the CAi 
rules in thia ease is thus in spirit and practice ex post faeto and hence 
illegal, have we in a moment of uilitary victory become ao warped and prej - 
diced in our thinking that we adopt a policy of "tha end Justifies the 
means' to the extent tliat we 'sake a gams out of law ami Justice and proceed 
to make up the rules to suit our needs as wa go axongt lncc the time of 
hicero before the .Toman senate, Voltaire, .(found rturka, our own forefathers 
who freued the Constitution, onu times great legal minds of reoont times, 
benjamin hardose and Oliver endell helms*) they all and many others have

1. Pursuant to the authority vested in me by the Commander-In- 

Chief, U. 8. Pacific Fleet (CinCPac conf, serial 0558, of March 8, 1946), 
and Pacific Ocean Areas, and Military Governor of the Pacific Ocean Areas, 
a Military Commission is hereby ordered to convene at the Headquarters, 
Commander Marianas on Guam, Marianas Islands, at 10 o'clock a.m. on Monday, 
April 8, 1946, or as soon thereafter as practicable, at the call of the 
president, for the trial of such persons as may be legally brought before 
it. 


2. The Military Commission is composed of the following members, 

any five of whom are empowered to act, viz: 

Rear Admiral Arthur G. Robinson, U. S. Navy 
Colonel Janes V, Ware, Infantry, Army of the United States 
Colonel Pierre B. Denson, Coast Artillery Corps, Amy of 
the United States. 

Commander John C. Poshepny, Supply Corps, U. S. Navy 
Lieutenant Colonel Adolph Zuber, U. S. Marine Corps 
Commander Joseph 0. Christian, U. S. Navy 

Lieutenant Colonel William A. Rygg, U. S. Marine Corps, and of 

Lieutenant William P. MAHONEY, U. S. Naval Reserve and 
Lieutenant Edward L. FIELD, U. S. Naval Reserve, as judge advocates, either 
of whom is authorized to act as such. 


Lieutenant Commander Donald H. DICKEY, U. S. Naval Reserve, 
Lieutenant Commander Koso HIRATA, IJN, and Lieutenant Hisao NAICASATO, IJN, 
are available and are hereby authorized to act as defense counsel. This 
authorization does not preclude as defense counsel others who are available 
and are desired by the accused. 

3« The Military Commission shall be competent to try all 

offenses vdthin the jurisdiction of exceptional military courts. It shall 
have jurisdiction over all persons in the custody of the convening authority 
at the time of the trial charged with war crimes comnitted against United 
States nationals and any white person vhase nationality has not prior to 
ordering of the trial been established to the satisfaction of the convening 
authority. Nothing herein limits the jurisdiction of the Military Commission 
as to persons and offenses which may be otherwise properly established. 

4. The military commission upon conviction of an accused is 

empowered to impose upon such accused any lawful punishment including the 
death sentence, imprisonment for life or for any less term, fine or such 
other punishment as the commission shall determine to be proper. 


5. The proceedings of the Military Commission will be governed 

by the provisions of Naval Courts and Boards, except that the commission 
is permitted to relax the rules fer naval courts to meet the necessities 
of any particular trial, and may use such rules of evidence and procedure, 
issued and promulgated by the Supreme• Commander for the Allied Powers, 

(Letter General Headquarters, Supreme Command for the Allied Pavers, APO 500, 
5 Decenber 1945, A.G. 000.5 (5 Dec. 45)LS, Subject: "Regulations Governing 
the Trials of Accused War Criminals.") as are necessary to obtain justice.

In that KAWASAKI, Susumu, then a Captain, IJN, CHO, Hiiuiru, then a 
Lieutenant Commander, IJN, and HORIE, Kiroku, then a Warrant Officer, IJN, 
and other persons unknown, attached to the military installation of the 
Imperial Japanese Navy at Wake Island, and while so serving at said military 
installation of the Imperial Japanese Navy at Wake Island, did, each and 
together, during the period from Mayl, 1942, to August 1, 1942, exact date 
to the relator unknown, on Wake Island, at a time when a state of war existed 
between the United States of America and the Japanese Empire, wilfully, 
feloniously, with premeditation and malice aforethought, without justifiable 
cause, and without trial or other due process, assault, strike, and kill, 
by beheading with a sword, a certain American prisoner of war, name to the 
relator unknown, then and there held captive by the Armed Forces of Japan, 
this in violation of the law and customs of war and the moral standards of 
civilized society. 


SPECIFICATION 2 

In that HORIE, Kiroku, then a Warrant Officer, IJN, and other persons 
unknown, attached to the military installation of the Imperial Japanese 
Navy at Wake Island, and while so serving at said military installation of 
the Imperial Japanese Navy at Wake Island, did, on or about October 7, 1943, 
on Wake Island, at a time when a state of war existed between the United 
States of America and the Japanese Eknpire, wilfully, feloniously, with 
premeditation and malice aforethought, without justifiable cau’se, and 
without trial or other due process, assault, strike, and kill, by shooting 
with a loaded firearm, about twenty-five (25) American prisoners of war, 
names to the relator unknown, then and there held captive by the Armed 
Forces of Japan, this in violation of the law and customs of war and the 
maral standards of civilized society.

In tl:o of air raids, they received 
the boat ahaltera. Tho prioonor who wus sentenced to death was not a starving 
An-rican driven leap#rate by lack of food for himself and hie follow nrleonera) 
ho broke out of the prisoner** aompound and proceeded to got drunk on uafce. 

The tmorioana during Captain Kawasaki's stay at ake Island seamed to have farad 
batter t han an other prisoners in trie hands of any other ooaaandlrv of floor 
during; the wore. This ia w*ln evidence that the execution of tho single American 
took place Judicially and Justifiably under the clroumetnnoes. 

hat is the epecifio o«oe a alnst Cfecnondar Gha? As a natter of fact and 
avidenoe, there ia no case against Coumandar Cho. Hons of tits judge advocates' 
wltneaaee have oven placed Cho at the aeons of tho execution or in any way in* 
solved him lu tho deoial on that tho prisoner should bo beheaded. By hia eua 
oonfosaLan, he was at tha execution - but only ns a spectator. la this so wrong? 
The prosecution's witnesses have all testified that they wore there only far 
curiosity - are they not ojually guilty of the crime'? Tho only evidence against 
Cho adduced in this trial ia in tho etatemont of Lieutenant (jg) Horle, one of 
tha defendants, 1*10 on the stand lias admitted many of tho statement* ware fig¬ 
ments of hia imagination in a desire to please hia questioners and not hia aetual 
resellsotlon of tho events that took plaoe that dqr and at tha tins tha prisoner 
was arrested. Horle'a statement i« admissible only against hia om interests 
and not aitainst those of tils co-defendant a, unless substantiated by additional 
ovidenoe, whloh huo not been done. 

How many- of you can recall tho complete details of events that took place 
four or five yearn ago. Could any of you honestly testify from aaooiy alone 
tho exact words of oonvorsationa or the oomploto sequence of actions of any 
incident which occurred in 19 1 £, no >altor how inportunt it seamed at that moment? 
You will retain only a do dy general iipreaaion of vdtat went on, with perhaps 
a vivid roooHection of tha high point of the event, but I doubt than anyona 
will recall specif io details and incidental happenings connected pith it. 
Lieutenant ( jg) Haris should not be blamed for hlo attempt to supply his ques¬ 
tioners with the answers ha thought thoy wanted - but most emphatically, Cenuandsr 
Cho should net be condemned by Horle' a imagination. 

Let us further consider tuo situation at tho time Co smndar Cho la alleged 
to have taken part in tha oxacution of the prisoner. In order to understand 
the position of Cho in the ohair. of oo'.msnd on aka Jaland, wa have the expert 
teeti/jony of Uioutoiant Cotaasndor ItlreU, irfFJ, who has pointed out tho marked 
difference in the status of tho jcocutivo ffioer on tho land baaoa in tha 
Japanese Navy and in tbs w»rlu n bavy. For Cho to have bean a link in either 
tho decision which loud to the santenoo of execution or in the actual oerwonlee 
surroundin': the execution would have bean contrary to all Japanese Haval euatoma 







and tradition, and wo have no evidenoe that such departure I'm, revious /reoedsnte 
took pdLaee. Cho*s oaciandlng offloor doaa not recoil any such deviation. Horio 
haa retracted nomt of his sltejonts and averred that Lieutenant Organa was in ohar^e 
of the execution, 

Moreover, Co..*axnder Oho io ohar^ed by the speeiXioAtion with having klllad 
"with i wiioe afox-ethoivht H . No />oeelale actual malioa can be shown. doonandar Che 
did not know the ^iooner, did not take any part in either the trial or investigation, 
nor in the execution. How than oouLd ha have had a d lU h fTtVl intention to execute 
the prisoner since ha not only waa ignorant of the , roposed execution - ho himself 
aomarises to oarry out >;ny euoh intention, basuander Cho ia completely lnnooent 
of participati on in the crime chirped before tide oourt. 

The third defendunt in this case ia lieutenant (JgJ Harle. He ia charged not 
only v.ith oonoartad action with Coptain Kawaaaki and Cooaanriar Jho in the execution 
of nn ..merioan prlao nar, but olio vdth the hJLULin by loaded ■ trearm of 2 $ prisoners 
of war in >otober 1943 . tot us taks a look at his position In the Havol ihaerd Unit 
occupying Wake. Moria, than a >, or rant officer, was a platoon leader, one of fire 
platoon leaders in vlxa Headquarters Oowpany. He was one step above a Chief Petty 
Officer, but still lees toon true officer rank, We mast alao realise ana foot fully 
and octtpletely. In the Japanese military forces, tnare is no auoh thin*; aa even 
umetionlnc the order of a superior officer | to refuse to obey an order ia unthink¬ 
able.- o have the testimony of no lees a parson than Adbdr&l .Sakaihere, Horio*a 
oar.«aundln officer at nko after .;eptoln Kawaaaki woe relieved, that any subordinate 
officer wno refused to carry out on order would be executed. Ihe writers on martial 
law have node nuoh of the fact that & aoldiar or sailor need only obey a lawful order, 
i'iieee writers full to take into consideration that in the Japanese Navy there is no 
such thing us an unlawful order by a superior oflioer. Horio had two choices) he 
could carry out the executions as ordered - or he void be executed himself. There 
wee no third alternative. 

In the execution of the single riuctier in 1942 , Horic had every reason to 
believe that he was oarryJUv into effect the lawful order of Lieutenant b^awn. To 
tho boat of his kjwwiedg* a trial had been held) he heard the asntenoe road to the 
prinonor, and the execution was carried cut with all the traditional ceraruony of 
such affaire. hnt further assurance can any aubordln te »mve of the legality of tho 
order Iven to him? liven today we read of the santenoe of death imposed by a military 
owulssiun to be carried out, not by the commission, but by subardlxiatss orocred te 
do tho deed. uat each soldier of tho firing squad personally pursue Inquiries to 
tite highest authorities to verify the legality of the carder - or is he entitled to 
oellev* that the decision of the ooiundssian ie a lawful one and that he will not be 
required to stana ah rgea with murder some four or five years iron now? 

Vurtheruore, how oan malice be shown or implied in such oaaosV The defendant 
did not volunteer lor the )obj he wus ordered to do it in eeoh o*se by tils superior 
of fleer, an the night of wotober 7, 1943* ** was busily engaged in , orfeotin,; his 
i-ositLon for the expected attack, U:>on orroru from .ieatoxiant Ito, he hastily left 
his position with a few of his platoon, nurried to the scene of the execution, carried 
out hie orders and returned \in double time to complete the comb it prap.trations. 












This m*y sound caUou*, mt lb urcrtainiy belies any mlics, real or Implied, It 
ahculd bo no tod oreovsr, tint i arrant Offioar nor to, in this lot tor case, did not 
«von carry out the © couti n hlaelfj tno of hi* enlisted men iiandleri th* m&ciilne 
fttfia. The judge advocate lias not shown any evidence of malice - one of tha 
t.lons In so oh a ecifLoatiun, nor do the foots as we itnov; bu«m, imply any nsllo*, 
only an obedience to tho lawful orders of s superior of floor. 

In view af the above foots. Justice require* that th* ^ fondant, Horie, be 
trmted with createet lenlenoy for his unfortunate pert in the killing of the 
Anerlean ,ris ,ncro an uctober 7, 1942. then every fucet of Japanese military train* 
inf, ond Ideology requires the linpiioifc, unquestioning obedlenae to every order of e 
eu rlor offioer, can we at & iouoh later date impose our standard* ad our etiiioa 
on a oonquared people and rsquire tliat they npw answer for their action* which took 
place at a tine end place when they had no oonoeption *f wliat our standard* were? 

If the jud.;c edveeate* ar t ;ue that action pursuant to the order of the aooueed superior 
doe* not oonetitute e defense, then the commission should hold that It should be con¬ 
sidered in mitigation of jamiaisnent, alnoe Juetioe so rood-res It. We do not ooodane 
in tiie all htert th* horrible maseaore of 25 innocent American priseoer* of war - 
that 1* contrary to every cones, »t of civilised thinking. Nevertheless, let tiie 
punish ant fall on those who original si and oxtered suoh outrage*) don't seek revenge 
on the lowly subordlmfce who, cither beoause of hi* trainin'’ or in fear for his om 
life, curries into actuality the orders conoeived by hi* superior*. The SCAT rules, 
as promulgated on 5 beoember 1945, x'eoognise Uist in nmtiy aaeee, it would be an in¬ 
justice to hold an accused to severe e laitie* for the performance of action* under 
orders of hie superior, and ttave therefor provided epealiioaily far the mitigation 
of tAmishioent in sueh ease*. The delenae holds that this is a case for the appll- 
cot .on of suoh provision*. 

In su.mary, then, the defense contends that all tlie defendants must be found

minute any "aalioe eaorethou ht" (for "malice involves tho state oi alnd intending 
to occniit an mUavaul act), there ie no malice, real or l-pUsl, present, Furtuer- 
more, since the prlsonw wse lawfully executed only alter proper legal prooedure, 
according to tho re ul» tlun* laid down by the «lnpanene r*avy, there was no "murder", 
which Noval Courts and boards dafinee a* "the < ,ulawful lcLLLin^ of a human being with 
notion oforethou ht".

A. This happened the followin ' year - 1943* let me sec - it was about 
the 6th of 7th of October 1943 that the Aaerioan forces made the 
largest task force raid against WAKE Island and 1 boiler* on the 6th 
of October, during the raid, around fifty (50) of the Americans were 
killed in the boshing. * 

Q. MORIS, who told you to give us that story?

A, I don't believe the order was issued to the entire Headquarters company. 
I remember that the order would require great haste because it inter* 
rupted me while I was either handing out hand grenades or instructing 
men in their use. As soon as i>e got tho order, since it wao so hurried, 
1 took five (5) or six (6) of ay men, with machine guns, and we went 
to the north shore, 'tow 1 believe that NAKAMURA had been given more 
co .piste directions from the company commander as to the exact location 
on the north shore. Now when 1 got to the north shore, NAKAMURA turned 
over, 1 believe, around twenty-five (25) of the prisoners to as. Then 
I lined up these twenty-live in four (4) rows and mera.ed them off 
to tho designated place.

2. The Military Commission is composed of the following members,

It shall 
have jurisdiction over all persons in the custody of the convening authority 
at the time of the trial charged with war crimes committed against United 
States nationals and any vhite person vhose nationality has not prior to 
ordering of the trial been established to the satisfaction of the convening 
authority. Nothing herein limits the jurisdiction of the Military Commission 
as to persons and offenses which may be otherwise properly established. 

4. The military commission upon conviction of an accused is 

empowered to impose upon such accused any lav/ful punishment including the 
death sentence, imprisonment for life or for any less term, fine or such 
other punishment as the commission shall determine to be proper. 


5. The proceedings of the Military Commission will be governed 

by the provisions of Naval Courts and Boards, except that the commission 
is permitted to relax the rules fcr raval courts to meet the necessities 
of any particular trial, and may use such rules of evidence and procedure, 
issued and promulgated by the Supreme■ Commander for the Allied Powers, 

(Letter General Headquarters, Supreme Command for the Allied Pcwers, APO 500, 
5 December 1945, A.G. 000.5 (5 Dec. 45)LS, Subject: "Regulations Governing 
the Trials of Accused War Criminals.") as are necessary to obtain justice. 

The commission may adopt such other rules and forms, not inconsistent here¬ 
with, as it considers appropriate. r/

As far as too Snvy is concerned, observing thia preposition ia tha kaearlpt 
(exhibit 8), it Is alao written in th* Xaval Operation Order that "Aeeemo* ef 
disci in* is obedience", and it is aa wall ins trueted io general rule VI of the 
Chips' person al service regulation, (Exhibit) that ebedieno* in tha ssrvioa is 
absolute, end mttfit Oonm r.« neo net nature to all servine personnel, once an 
order hue been rooeived, it ic absolutely not permitted for the person ordered 
to b* **c»v-Ad from its srr«outton on the gnonad of difffaulty of euoh execution, 
to nerleat to exeaute or to arms about the * rouriaty af the order.

To adopt forte of order easily results in the iioterloration of their 
sanctity. hence, in the Japanese Navy, a superior officer who issue* orally 
ale o.tit-r to hi* subordinates, uaunlly does not express it as an order, but as 
hi# doelre, request, or axnaat.itlcn for a eor*sin deed.

at*n, the defendant Vice Admiral Al, no of such 11 nry statue and 
in such an elevated position that he, himself, at the t use of this heinous crime, 
dictated nd made policy* The defendant, Captain OUAHA, .although under 
the jurisdictional ooar.--.u-. of Admiral AB! wna himself a unit oaonandcr, 
nd oni, in a matter of d.rree, to a le.eer extent, does his official 
poe tion differ iron th t of Admiral ABE. The same is also true of Geawmdor 
NAXKI rho sue only one echelon be.ow Captain UB/iiA. Thaee three defendants 
represent an ideolo^/ and philoeo,.hy of "mi, ht a- kes riht" and th«ir 
bestial and brutal methods -f vucln/ nar is but the e eence of their 
corrupt deal yio. 

The sole defense of the defendants is that they wore noting under 
orders. The defense has been unable to clearly prone shether Admiral ABN 
actually did give such on order. At beet it was but the oral statement 
of Con ander UKAPA and the defendant .BL vaguely states that ho believes 
this to represent policyI Such self-eerving statements are both 
nomal and expected I Admiral ABB kUeges th t ho was sorry ng cut policy 
as directed by the Fourth Float, and Central Headquarters eh lie Ceptaln OBtARA 
defends hip actions on the grounds that he was carrying out the orders of 
Admiral ABB, and Cosuander MAIKI olaiios he was only carrying out the orders 
of Captain OMAHA. Following such a chain no would taka responsibility 
back to tho Emperor who would claim I unity on the .roundj of his fistlsioua 
divinity. Such folly would allow ovary Japanese criminal to os cape 
punishment for war orlmes. Aasisaing for purposes of argnasnt that Adaiial 
ARB did have such an order, what then is tho law with rsspest to tho dofenoo 
of "superior orders"? In Clark and Marshal, the Law of OrisMS, fourth 
edition, section 73# note 310, it is stated, "the orders of a superior neither 
excuse nor justify an unlawful act," This nil# has twice been upheld by 
tho Navy Department in Court Martial Order 212 of 1919 and Court Martial Order 
4 at 1939. Xu the famous American ease, the United States vw. John Jones, the 
court said, "Can it be for a n merit pretended that a general of the Any or 
com ending officer of a ship of vnr oan order one of ids en to ooswdt 
sounder or felony? Certainly not I" 

It is the content! si of the defense that this ruling has been altered by 
tho recent r. dification of section 345.1 of tl >e uules of Land Warfare if 1 October 
1940, whioh states, "Individu io nd orgaid nations who violate the aooepted 
laws and custom of war may be punished therefor. However, the foot th t 
tho aote complained of were done pursuant to order of a superior or government 
sanction may be taken into consideration in determining culpability, either 
by way of defense or in mitigation of punishment. The person iJLrlnc such 
orders may also be punished." The defense also contends thrt tho SCAJP rules 
provide the defense of superior orders may be introduced in mitigation. 

If it please the oom uisaion. I wish to explicitly //oint out th t neither 
of these cited sections, the Kulos of Land Warfare nor the SCAP rules, may be the 
basis for constituting a complete defense to a defendant for his acta, but th t 
they may only bo considered in mitigation of a piudahment if tho oooulssion 
dot .min..a that justioe so requires. This principle waa laid down in the 
oelebrcted Mexican War ep.no of MITCHEhL vs. HARMONY, before the Supreme Court 
of the United States when ©def Justioe Taney deeLaredt : It can never be 
maintained th t a military officer oan Justify himself for doin,; on unlawful 
act by producing the order of tils superior. The order may palliate, but it 
ennot Justify the deed." 

I wish to further ,xdnt -ut to tide oom ission th t international law 
is quite dear in th t on act in obediconce to a military order of a sujjerior 
is ot Justifiable when that act ie known, or und< r tt<e cli'cumet&nces should 
have been known, to be illegal under the lews and customs >f warfare.

1« Pursuant to the authority vested in me by the Commander-in- 

Chief, U. 8. Pacific Fleet (CinCPac conf. serial 0558, of March 8, 1946), 
and Pacific Ocean Areas, and Military Governor of the Pacific Ocean Areas, 
a Military Commission is hereby ordered to convene at the Headquarters, 
Commander Marianas on Guam, Marianas Islands, at 10 o'clock a.m. on Monday, 
April 8, 1946, or as soon thereafter as practicable, at the call of the 
president, for the trial of such persons as may be legally brought before 
it. 


2. The Military Commission is composed of the following members, 

any five of whom are empowered to act, viz: 

Rear Admiral Arthur G. Robinson, U. 3. Navy 
Colonel Janes V. Mare, Infantry, Army of the United States 
Colonel Pierre B. Denson, Coast Artillery Corps, Army of 
the United States. 

Commander John C. Poshepny, Supply Corps, U. S. Navy 
Lieutenant Colonel Adolph Zuber, U. S. Marine Corps 
Commander Joseph 0. Christian, U. S. Navy 

Lieutenant Colonel William A. Rygg, U. S. Marine Corps, and of 


Lieutenant William P. MAHONEY, U. S. Naval Reserve and 
Lieutenant Edward L. FIELD, U. S. Naval Reserve, as judge advocates, either 
of v/hom is authorized'to act as such. 

Lieutenant Commander Donald H. DICKEY, U. S. Naval Reserve, 
Lieutenant Conmander Koso HIRATa, IJN, and Lieutenant Hisao NAKASATO, IJN, 
are available and are hereby authorized to act as defense counsel. This 
authorization does not preclude as defense counsel others who are available 
and are desired by the accused. 

3» The Military Commission shall be competent to try all 

offenses within the jurisdiction of exceptioral military courts. It shall 
have jurisdiction over all persons in the custody of the convening authority 
at the time of the trial charged with war crimes committed against United 
States nationals and any white person whose nationality has not prior to 
ordering of the trial been established to the satisfaction of the convenir^ 
authority. Nothing herein limits the jurisdiction of the Military Commission 
as to persons and offenses which may be otherwise properly established. 

4. The military commission upon conviction of an accused is 
empowered to impose upon such accused any lav/ful punishment including the 
death sentence, imprisonment for life or for any less term, fine or such 
other punishment as the commission shall determine to be proper. 

5. The proceedings of the Military Commission will be governed 
by the provisions of Naval Courts and Boards, except that the commission 
is permitted to relax the rules fcr naval courts to meet the necessities 
of any particular trial, and may use such rules of evidence and procedure, 
issued and promulgated by the Supreme• Comnander for the Allied Povfers, 

(Letter General Headquarters, Supreme Command for the Allied Pa;ers, APO 500, 
5 Decanber 1945, A.G. 000.5 (5 Dec. 45)LS, Subject: "Regulations Governing 
the Trials of Accused l/ar Criminals.") as are necessary to obtain justice. 

The commission may adopt such other rules and forms, not inconsistent here¬ 
with, as it considers appropriate.

Gentlemen of the commission, 

The prosecution realizes that eaoii member of the commission knows that, 
the opening ata ooent is not a natter of evidence, and it is the desire of the 
Judge ».dvoot. os for the eommineion to understand that. But we simply make an 
opening ata eroent to make an outline for the oomdseion, so that they can bet¬ 
ter understand how we expect to shape up our evidence and proof in this oase. 

We expect to prove to this commission thet on or about 23 February 1945, two 

individuals connected with the Imperial Japanese Army, one a corporal and one 

a foroed laborer, who were working on the shores of Chichi Jims, oaae upon an 

American prisoner. He appeared to be weak physically, and they turned him over 
to (uthoritles. This prisoner ended up In the headquarters of the 308th Battalion, 
which was one of the Japanese military installations at Chiohi Jiaa. He wee 
placed in the guard house of the 3C8th Battalion. On or ebout the 23rd of 
February, tho same day the prisoner was captured, the accused in this case Isono, 
Meruru, and Makajim, rtoboru, were both crptains in the Imperial Japanese Ariqy, 
and both serving and att ached to the 308th Battalion on Chiohi Jima and on the 
evening of this dsy thet the prisoner war taken into custody, these two accused 
were at a party. Some time during the course of this party, word come through 
thet there was an American prisoner at the guard house, and for some reason, to 
either interview tho prisoner or observe him, they proceeded to the guard house, 
whethor together or separately I do not know, but they were together in the 
prisoners' presence at the sane time. They came upon the prisoner along the 
way, and he was under the custody of several Japanese Army personnel, who were 
questioning him. The prisoner was appe ently unable to deliver the right answer 
because of language difficulty or mime reason, and the aooueed Captain Isono 
attempted to get answers by striking him and beating him with his hands, and the 
accused Captain Nakajima took over the questioning and he was unsuccessful and 
ha struok the prisoner over the head and shoulders with a walking stick. The 
prisoner wn in a squat position while he was lying prone on the ground, and 
the pr.sonor fell over end died on tho round* There was some evidence that 
the accused Nakajima was drinking at the party he h*d .just come from, and we 
have no knowledge of the name of tho American prisoner. 


8TATHOHT OF ISQNO. MKOURU 


I had abaolutaly no ill intentions ta«i4 this American prisoner. I took 
a lance at tho prioonor'a pitiful 4>ape and bolatorod him when ho fall d>—. 
I absolutely did not hit hist. I u quite curprlood that I have b aeons a eun- 
pootod criminal booauao there wore many more violent people than I, 1 hog 
that you kindly take this point into your consideration* 

This poor follow was the first prison, r 1 had over soon, and hearing 
afterwards that ho had boon killed, tho deep Uproooion that 1 received o i 
him hoe still not left mj mind. 

If I am convicted for the action I took towardo this prisoner Z think 
that everyone in the world la also guilty. Heaven known, Ood known, end the 
spirit of this dspartsd so d must know that thoro la net n shadow of guilt 
In as.

commission two defendant* charged with the murder of A captured American, 
held a* a prisoner of war at Chlehl Jlaa, Hon In Island. The defendants are 
furtner charged, that this murder was carried out wilfully, maliciously and 
with premeditation and malice aforethought. Let us consider the allegation 
of this charge In light of the evidence presented. 

The onl„ roper ap-mlenl that can be given to evidence In this case In 
order that lto full slpilfioanee oan be comnlotoly apprehended lo to consider 
this evidence in view of the extenuating circumstances surrounding the events 
of this murder and in rol tlonshln to the back ground and sotting in which 
this crltae ocpurred. 

It lo the uncontceted faot that on or about February 33, a eanturod 
American flier was delivered to the hendcuartere of the 308th battalion. At 
the tine of the r isoners arrival at the said headquarters, a party of senior 
officers of the 308th battalion wan taking lace. All accounts Indicate that 
this was the riotous affair and that such nartloe ware a common oocuranco at 
the headquarters of the 308th battalion. 1 wish to new point out the state¬ 
ment of Oaptaln Malta Jima that orders for the disposal of prisoners wore well 
kno-..n by all r ureonnel of the 308th battalion. Stimulated by drink and in¬ 
fluenced by the known policy concerning the tre taont. of nrisonero In the 
,lo8th battalion, we can re (illy realise the frame of alnd and the underlying 
intent that ancouttased thoee at the party when they la med that a oapturad 
American had been brought In. 

It neems from the best evidence that what took ulaea after this news 
reosived at the party la or follows. Oaptaln Sato end Oaptaln Xoono went 
out to question the flyer who at tha time was In a weak and exhausted con¬ 
dition, and the flyer up arently wan unable to understand the nmentions put 
to him. This rronpted Oan tain Sato to knock the Anerioan to the ground, 
although he would have ue believe by hie testimony that he *»s in the moun¬ 
tains at the time. 

C- ptain Isoao them -receded to slap the flyer without osy revocation 
or Justifiable cause. Under these circumstance* there is absolutely no 
raison other than a.ntoin I ono's nelfaerring statement, to believe that hn 
slapped the flyer only onoo or that it was a light tap. Surrounded by suoh 
a diabolical set of follow officers, it is ra dlly reoognlsable that Isono 
acted and i*a in accord with this environment. 

A little later, following the slapping by Zsono, Makajlaa comes out 
and -lroooedn to pummel the victim with biu walking etiok, and r»« a reoult 
of this treatment the victim Moon died. It la entirely a ueetion of faot 
aa to uere tho chain of causation began which led to the flyer's « oath. 

Vfh-t port the beating and slapping the victim had received before he was 
bo ten by Hafcajima, played, in bringing about the da: th of tho victim is for 
this comict icn to determine. 2s there any real evidence that the flyer would 
not hav* died from the e ting and sis ing by S?<to and Xeono alone I 

It lo the contai tlon of the prosecution that Ha>ajlme is but one of the 
cevtnal persons res onsible for the death of the flyer, end that tho flyer < Id 
not die entirely >jc tho re .ult of a be- ting he reoeivod from Rakajima, but 
that this was but a part of the contributing cnu-<e.

CLOSING ARGUMENT

Gentlemen of the comriasion. 

The Supreme Commander of the Allied Powers has set up rules and regulations 
for these trials that has permitted us some leeway in the introduction of evidence, 
and the examination of witnesses, To some extent, in this case we have taken ad¬ 
vantage of those rules. It has been neoessary to set those up because of the 
groat language *<rrier of the accused and all parties to the trial. For the most 
part, we have thought that the rules of evidence used by our own countries provides 
groat protection to the accused and to the government. Also Ih the lew of this 
case, ws will apply the law of our own land, which of course is preoedented from 
the law of England, The courts of tx>th countries sre both known for the protect¬ 
ion of the uUJused and fairness to the roaeoutlon. 

Though I am sure that the commission and all parties of the trial are cog¬ 
nisant of many of the facts I will make through my statement preliminary to my 
argument, I will still make them aa a matter of respect. The charge in this case 
ie, of course, the moct grave, and if a conviction is determined, the sentence 
could * rost severe. The Government hau placed a great responsibility on all the 
parties of this case because the charge la murder. The responsibility fhlls not 
only on the shoulders of the com i slon, the Ju ge advoeates, and the defense 
counsel, but the oourt reporter, the interpreters, the orderlies, and even down 
to the spectators whose responsibility it is to maintain the quiet and dignity 
for which our courts are famous. I believe that I am not overly impressed by 
these trials when I say that they are a oart of the moat famous and historical 
trialB in the world - the war crl-.ea trials. The decisions that we reach and 
the conduct that we carry out or* lione trials will no doubt affeot the lives of 
men, the conduct of armies, and political leaders for hundreds of years. So 
with all these things in mind, I think -e h ve all roceaded carefully and diligen¬ 
tly} and, of course, - redominant protection for the rights of the accused and 
still remembering the duty ie have to our own gov mment and to all the countrios 
that these trials might affect. 

As the counsel for the accused says, it is the duty of the judge advocate to 
advise the commission of the lew. It is not only the duty of the judge idvoeate 
to advise the commission of the law, but also the accused. That is also partially 
correct, but not entirely. Naval Courts and do rds, Seoticn 422) states, "It is 
improper to mis-tato any matter of law in an argument, but on matters about which 
the authorities differ a pa ty nay roperly sta*-e only the view* favorable to hie 
side." 

The authorities I will resent to the court, I have ticked to be what 1 be¬ 
lieve is the majority opinion of the counts of our land and the courts of England. 
Scmetimea it is difficult to etormine just what a majority of opinion is. At any 
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rate, I will diligently at tempt to state the most desirable and give the ajority 
opinion. 

ne will first take the specification and the proof of it. First, ooraee the 
23rd of February, 194$. Now there la some conflict In testimony aa to what date 
this alleged crime was committed, but one witries3 has testified that he believes 
it is the ?3rd and several have testified that it is around the 23rd. I think 
that that date is sufficiently proved and the conflict in testimony is not 
sufficiently prejudicial to the rights of the accused. Next, we come to willfully, 

I don't have the authorities for rhat interpretation of willfully is before ae at 
this moment, but wc will attempt to find them before dosing the argument. 

By maliciously, we will sme what the authorities say on the term maliciously. 

In Bouvier's Lc- Dictionary, page 2067, the following definition of maliciously. 

"1. The doing of a wrongful act intentionally without Justifiable cause; 2. A 
conscious violation of the law to the prejudice of another) 3. Ia * legal sense 
malice is never understood to denote malevolence or unkindness of heart or enmity 
toward a particular individual, but it signifies rather the intent from whloh flows 
any unlawful and injurious act committed without legal justification." We will 
also oobaider malice aforethought at the same time. Malice aforethought is described 
in Bouvier's Law Dictionary, page 2068 as follows: "A technical phrase employed 
in indictment, which with the word murder must be used to distinguish the felonious 
killing called murder from what is called manslaughter. In the description of 
murder he erds do not Imply deliveration, or the lupne of considerable time 
between malicious intent to take life and the aotual execution of that intent, but 
rather denote pur- ose and design in contradiction to accident and mischance) and 
the intent necessary to constitute -slice aforethought need not have existed for 
any particular time before the aot of killing, but it may spring up at the instant 
and may be inferred from the fact of killing) but premeditation may be an element 
showing malice when otherwise it would not sufficiently appear. 

There are two kinds of alioe. There is what is oalled expressed cal ice and 
implied malice. Expressed malice r.eans an actual.attempt to kill. An implied 
malice in that inferred by law from the fact roved, dark and Marshall on Crimes . 
Volume 4, page 289 3tate3» "Implied malice is that inferred by law from the facts 
proved. Implied malice exists where there is no actual intent to kill any person 
but death is caujed by conduct whleh the law re-"rde es showing such an a bandoned 
otar.e of mind as to be equivalent to an actual Intent to kill. From such co duct 
the law implies malice," In Naval Courts and Boards, Section 53, there is a state¬ 
ment there that concerns slice aforethought, which I shall use at this time: "The 
use of the word "aforethought" does not neon that malice must exist for any 
particular tine before the cc mission cf the act, or that the intention to kill 
must have previously existed it is sufficient that it existed at the time the act 
is committed.” From these authorities we can see that the accused need not have 
left that party and walked down to where the victim was with the expressed intent 
to take his life. I an going to reud owe more on malice inferred. Malice 
inferred is toe rux of our case, 57e do not allege that the ac used, Nakajima, 
had an express intent to take the victim's life, or the accused Isono meant tr take 
the prisoner's life. Whartcn *3 Criminal Law, Section 438, Vol. 1 says c malice 
inferred: "The old distinction betwe n <?• ress and implied malice cannot be 
logical y maintained. There is no case of ^ollolo s homicide In which the nallee 
is not inferred from the attendant circusstances) no case in which it la demon- 
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otrnted &a express. »e hare no ^ower to ascertain tho eertain conditions of a 
man*a heart. The oat we can do is ti infer hia intent, more or lean satisfactorily 
from liia acta* Malice in this a nse nay be considered under the following headai 
1, Intant to kill; 2. Intent to do bodily ham." 3ection 440, the same citation, 
nays: "Independently of the stautuos, it has to be said that though A in anger 
from preconceived malice, intend only to iien B 'everely, and taqpgen to kill hia, 
it will be no excuse that he did not intend all the iaohlef that followed! for 
what he did was malar in fie and he must e answerable for lta consequences. He 
beat B with au intention of doing hia gneat bodily ham, and therefore, answerable 
for all the harm he did. So, if a large ^tone be thrown at one with a deliberate 
intent to hurt seriously, though not to kill hia, and it actually kllle hi*, this 
la murder. But the nature of the instrument, and the manner of using it, as cal¬ 
culated to produce great bodily hone or not, will vary the offense In such eases. 

If the intert be merely to inflict a slight chastisement, and death arises free 
some pec-llarity in the deceased's constitulcn (e.g. inflaneation fron a scratoh) 
then the offense is but manslaughter; and so where the injury is only mischievously 
inflicted, with no Intention to seriously hurt," %ere the intent and Bailee is 
inferred as we allege it is in this case, I wish to quote further from Clark and 
Marshall on Crimes, Volume 4, Section 23St "And if a man voluntarily and wilfully 
does an act, the natural and .robable oonsequenoe of which la to cau*e another '* 
death, an intent to kill will be resumed. The intention need not even be to 
kill any particular person. It is murder wilfully to shoot into a crowd, or to 
do any other dangerous act, with & general intent to kill or inflict great bodily 
ham,* Absenoe fron intent to kill, section 239, same oitation: "One may be 
guilty of murder at oomnon law, though thiiv e*y have been no actual intent to 
kill. JThother or not the offense la murder depends upon the nature and extent of 
the Injury or wrong actually intended. It has been said that there are really 
only four cases in which an unintentional killing will constitute murder) only 
four cares, that ia, in which the law will im^ly "allow where there was no eotual 
intent to cause death. One of these cases in which there was ar intent to inflict 
great odily ham." The intent will be inferred in cases in whloh there ms ar. 
intent to lnfliot greet odily harm and death resulted. The sane citation, Clark 
and Marshall, Section 240, states: "All the authorities agree that, where death 
i> caused, though unintentionally, by an net done with intent to lnfliot great 
bodily harm, and -ithout Justification or excuse, nor under circumstances reducing 
the homicide to manslaughter,, it is >-urder. The intent shows suoh a disregard 
of consequences that the law implies malice, and it is no defense in nuoh e ease 
to say that there was no intent to kill. Thus, killing a person by cruel torture, 
wantonly 1nflicted and causing grievous bodily injury, is murder, oven oonoeding 
that there was no intent to cause death." In Com onwealth vs, Webster, Mass,, 

2 Am Dec. 711: "No rinciple is better settled in the criminal law that the 
principle that a oerson nur>t be presumed to intend to do that whioh he voluntarily 
and wilfully does in fact do, and that he mu fc intend all the natural, probable, 
and usual consequences of his own acts." Now applying that to the accused. If 
the commission 3hould feel that either of those accused or both of them set out 
at the moment that they raised thoir hand or the stick to lnfliot nunishment or 
groat bodily harm u:v n the victim, and tho commission further r eeln that because 
of this bodily ham tho victim diod, the intent to take life 1^ Inferred whether 
or not the accu ed rental!y had that intent or ot. 

There la n evi cnee that this killing was Justifiable. Re have ret up a 
prime facie oa e and there la no evidence showing it as Justifiable. None of the 
witnesses knew of any trial. Those who were udeed w< re in a position to know if 
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there was one, though they .mid they didn't know. There is another allegation here, 
■feloniously," hich 1 would like t.o re d to the conmiyglon. Bouvier's Law Dictionary, 
Volume 1, page 1201 states! "Feloniouslyi In an indictment it in equivalent to 
purposely or wilfully." Bleak's Law Dictionary, page 764 stateet "Feloniously is 
without color of right or justification, and that the word feloniously is a generic 
tesrm -^oing to di.itinct certain crises nuch as murder, robnery, and larceny from 
infra tions .iown aa misdemeanors." Now if the commission will bear with me, X 
will have to skip around free: point to print as these are different books, and 
it is hard to eep the citations chronologically. On implied malice, Black's Law 
Dictionary, page 1147, it 9tatesi Malioc inferred by legal reasoning and neceaeury 
deduction from the res gesta or the conduct of the party. Malice inferred from any 
doliborate cure! act committed by one verson against another, however sudden. 

'Vhat is called "general malice" is often thus inferred. In the definition of 
"murder" malice aforethought exists where the person doing the act which causes 
death ha a an intention to cause death or grievous bodily harm to any person, 

(whether the person is actually killed or not) or to commit any felony whatever, 
or has the knowledge that the act^till probably cause the death of cr grievous 
bodily barm to .aae person, altho'fgh be doeo not lesire it, or even wishes that 
it may not be caused. The words "malice aforethought" long ago acquired in law 
a settled meaning, somewhat different from the oopular one. In their legal sense 
they do not import on actual intention to kill the deceased. The idea is not 
spite or alevelenoe to the deceased in particular, but ^vll design in general, 
the dictate of a -icked, depraved, and malignant heart) not prenedlated personal 
hatred or revenge towards the person killed, but that kind of unlawful pur ose 
which, if persevered In, must roduce mischief." 

In the definition of murder, I think that the authorities are well nettled 
that in order to bo cenvioted of murder, the •Mast'd does not have to have the 
Intent to take life. He has to have the intent to inflict great odily harm. 

Malice aforethought nay come into being at the v^ry moment he assaults his victim. 

The defense has raised drunkenness aa to the intent to take Iife. If the commission 
believer that the accused Nakajina was so drunk that he did not know what he was 
doing .then he was beating up the deceased, they would find him not ruilty of murder. 

If it wa3 found that ho was so drunk he could not form the Intent to Inflict 
great bodily hum on this victim, then intent oould not be inferred to inflict 
murder. On drunkenness aa a defense, I wish to state to the commission that that 
is a defense that must be considered and aocc.ted by the commission with great 
caution. The authorities on this are rather lengthy, and it is very important to 
this ease, and it is important to the aocused, find it la i* ortant to justice 
that this be brought out. I shall now uote the Court Martial Order which has the 
general law on drunkenness as a defense that is quoted in other Court Martial Orders 
on this subject. Court Martial urder 8-1922-12 statest "It is a general rule of 
law that voluntary drunkenness is not an excuse for crime committed in that 
condition. But the question of whether or not the accused was drunk and the de^roe 
of suoh drunkenness at the time of the commission of the acts alleged may be 
material to another important factor in some cases. Thus there are crimes which 
can be consummated only where a oeeull&r and distinctive intent or conscious 
deliberation or premeditation has concurred with the act which could not well be 
possessed or entertained by a person deeply under the influence of intoxicants. 

In such cases videnoe of the drunken condition of the accused at the ‘ ime of the 
commission of the alleged orime is admissible not to eronwe cr extenuate the acts 
as such, out to aid in determining whetner in vi**w of the state of his nind the 
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accu od was capable of entertaining the specific intent or premeditation 
neoessary to change the nature or degree of his offense. Thus, in cases of 
murder, larceny, robbery, or burglary, which require for their commission a 
spool Mo intent, evidence of drunkenness is admissible, as indication whether 
the offender was capable of entertaining this Intent. The acts constituting 
burglary for example if with the intent to oommit a felony upon the entered 
premises constitute no more than a trespass if the specific intent is Jacking. 

But even in those oases drunkenness will constitute a defense only where it is 
shewn the accused was by drink so deprived of his reason that he did not have 
the mental capaolty bo entertain the necessary apeelfle intent required to 
constitute the crime and the burden of showing such to have been the case, 
being a natter of defense, rests upon the accused. In military oases involving, 
as necessary to constitute the offense, a certain knowledge, or a deliberate 
purose or a speolfie intent, the drunkenness of the aacused, if clearly shown 
in the evidence to have been nuoh as to have incapacitated the accused from 
having the requisite knowledge, our ose, or intent, will ordinarily be treated 
as constituting a defence to the specific offense charged." Drunkenness as a 
defense. H^re is Clark and Marshall on Crimes, Fourth Edition, page 136i 
"Degree of drunkenness. - Voluntary drunkenness ie no defense, even when a 
npeoifio intent or a guilty knowledge is an essential element of the crime 
oharged, unless the accused was so drunk as to be mentally incapable of enter¬ 
taining the requisite intent, or of possessing the requisite knowle ge. It is 
only material *hen it negatives the existence of such intent or knowledge." 

Clark and Marshall on Crimes, page 139: "Manslaughter - The extent to rhich 
drunkenness may be shown at common law to reduce a homicide from murder to 
voluntary manslaughter is not altogether dear. The weight of authority le in 
favor of the rule that, if the homicide was committed after such provocation 
as the law deems adequate to reduce a killing under the influence of passion 
and heat of blood eau3ed thereby to manslaughter, evidence that the aooused was 
drunk at the time of the homicide may be admitted and considered In determining 
whe her the killing was in the heat of blood caused by the -'revocation, or 
whether it was with malice. But it nur-t be regarded as settled that the mere 
fact of drunkenness will not reduce to manslaughter a homicide committed on 
inadequate provocation after the lapse of a reasonable time for the blood to 
cool. In other words, if the provocation would not reduce a homicide by * sober 
man from murder to manslaughter, it will not so reduoe a homicide by a drunken 
man." Wharton's Criminal Law, volumel, section 516: "When the defendant is 
in such a state of drunkenness as to be incapable of forming a specific intent 
to take life, then the 0 1 fence, if murder ut common law, is murder in the second 
degree under the statutes. In behalf of the defense, insanity, intoxication, 
or any other fact which tends to orove that the prisoner was Incapable of 
deliberation, was competent evidence for the jury to weigh. Intoxication is 
admissible in such cuscb, not as an excuse for crime, but as tending to show 
that the leso and not the greater offense waa in face committed. When, however, 
the defendant voluntarily made himself drunk in anticipation of the crime, the 
offense consists merely in doing a criminal act, without regard to the intention. 
The fact that a person is intoxloated at the time of the commission of the crlee 
charged furnished no defence to a prosecution and punishment for suoh crime, un¬ 
less it, is so excessive, or has continued for such a length of time, as to dethrone 
the reason, overcome the power tc oontrol his actions, and destroy the power - for 


the time being at leu t - to distinguish between right and wrong in relation 
to the particular act charged, or to form a criminal intent, or tc entertain 
malice." The United bta es vs. Roudenbush - Federal Case Me. 16, 198. Baldwin 
514* “In this case it wag said by the court: 'If the mind still acts, if its 
reasoning and discriminating faculty remains, a 3tate of partial intoxication 
affords no ground of a favorable nresumption in favor of an honest or innocent 
intention in cases where a dishonest and criminal intention would be fairly 
Inferred from the commission of the same act when sober. The simple question is, 
did he know what he was about? '" There is no question that the weight of 
authority shows that d^inkennoss will excuse the aocused Nakajima only when It 
is shown that he was s/0 drunk that he did not know what he was doing, that he 
did not know wh«t it was about, and had no power of reasoning, at the time be 
ap lied this beatingito the deceased American. The oosa&insion will have to 
apply that law to toe evidence that has been brought before this court. In 
considering Nakajima *3 statement, it says that he was drunk. That is his 
conclusion and it does necessarily have to be the conclusion of the oommlssion, 
though we do not deny he was drunk. We admit he was drunk. 

The next question is was he so drunk that he didn't know what he wee doing 
when he hit the American. He statos that he hit him four times. He was not so 
drunk that he didn't reme.tber what he was doing. He says ha gave him cold wator 
and nibbed his hands. The witness Kanemori stated that he called the American a 
bastard and hit him several times and never missed him while striking at him. 

Other evidence is that ha had a stick with him. He wasn't so drunk that he 
didn't carry his stick, either for support or dignity. The counsel for the 
aocused has ably presented the case in the light that Nakajima wa* drunk end 
had all the character!.*:tios of a drunken man. He left the party and staggered 
to the scene of the crime. The e is no evldenoe that the accused Nakajima 
staggered. He 3ays he pushed the crowd aside which is evldenoe of hie'drunken¬ 
ness. The testimony of the witnesses shows that that was only an indleatlon of 
Nakajima*s character. Apparently he never healt& ed to use this stick on 
officers and nen of his own army. It is not reasonable to believe that he would 
hesitate to use it on a man from our own forces. There is no question from the 
evidence that "akajima with the help of Isono beat this flyer to death. In the 
confession, he admits that the flyer is dead, and that question is no longer hardly 
debatable. Again I remind the ccnmisslon that they will aooept the defense of 
drunkenness with great caution, and that is the holding of many oourts of our 
land. Underhill, Criminal Evidence, Fourth Edition, page 5A8, states* "The sub¬ 
stance of homicide being the felonious killing, proof of a killing in any manner 
or by means that correspond substantially with ths indictment, is suffiolent. 

All details of the offense noed not be proved preeiotely as alleged,” Simply 
that the proof corresponds substantially with the indictment. As to the point 
the efenae counsel brought p, the allegation that the aocused did "eaoh and 
together," This allegation is sufficient to convict both of the accused or 
either one of them. It le not necesr.ary to show which used the stick or -hich 
used his hand. Often times in criminal cases that is not know to authorities 
until the proof comes out. The law is not so bound that it has to prove an 
indictment to the last period. A substantial proof corresponding substantially 
with the main points is sufficient to uphold a conviction. I want to go over 


with the commission this allegation "inflicting a mortal round upon the head and 
body." Wharton's Criminal Law, Volume 1, deotion 667, states! "When the tern 
•wound* is used in an indictment for homioide (i.e,, in the clause, giving unto 
the deceased one mortal wound, etc.), the tarn ie used in a popular sense, and it 
understood to inolude bruises, eto." How the word "mortal" from Black’a Lav 
Dictionary! “Causing or occasioning death, terminating life, ex osing or deserving 
death; deadly as a mortal wound." There is some question here as to the guilty 
and innocence of Captain Iaono, as there is also in the case of Captain Nakajima. 
There is in the allegation of this case, "that they did each and together.* As 
I have 3tated to this com lesion before, this indictment is perfectly proper to 
hold either one of them or both of them together) but there is seme evldnee regard¬ 
ing Captain Isono - that he came down to this viotlm, struck him on the oheek, 
and thon went back., and that Gapttln Nakajima was not there at that tine. How 
Wharton's Criminal Law, Volume 1, Section 432, ay si "Death must be Imputable to 
defendant's act. As har, been already fully illustrated, the death must be traced 
to the blow obarged to the defendant," If this commission should believe that 
Captain Isonc cane down and struck this flyer on the oheek malieiouely, and then 
went up to his quarters, and this had no connection with Captain Nakejima's act, 
the commission would have to determine whether or not the flyer's death wae 
imputable to this blow. But if the commission should conclude that they aoted 
in consort in a coheme to abuse and inflict bodily harm on this flyer, then It 
does not have to be shown that the accused Isono was not there at the very moment 
Hakajima was. It is shown thnt the victim has been struck by both of the aoeuseds, 
and if they acted in consort, it does not make any difference from which blow 
death resulted. Again I will state if the commission should find that the aeeused 
Isono was not vowJ^tog in consort with Nakajima, then it will have to determine if 
the death of this American was because of the blow on the cheek, and in reaching 
that decision whether or not they were in consort working together or working 
individually, you will have to take in consideration the entire picture of the 
;etup. Both were at this party; both had access to this liquor; both going down 
there to observe or question, a few momenta apart; uoth of them have enjeyed the 
sane status as company commander; both are captains in the Japanese Army, There 
is some evidence of this victim being in a weakened condition. I have one more 
authority that I want to cite on striking of a pereon who is in that condition. 

Rex vs. Harbin (1832) 5 Car. & P. (eng.) 128 states: "Deceased In delleate state 
of health at time of receiving blow which accelerates death, accused Is guilty 
of murder." These o.fleers were both captains; they were both soldiers, and it 
was their duty to protect the weak, especially a disarmed military person of an 
enemy country who would lay down his arms and who had shown no signs of actions. 

I oan't understand what evidence shows that the accused Nakajima was so drunk 
that he did not know what he was doing. His own confession negatives that. He 
says he wau drunk. Re cor.oede he wan drunk. That much oannot be a defense. 

Again I ask the commission to consider his own confession which negatives that. 

He rer embers what he did. The commission does not have to go outside the evidence 
on this cose to hunt up suspicions. The man was drunk, but 'here in no evldenoo 
that he did not know what he was about. Of oourse, as In all criminal cases, the 
prosecution must prove that the accused ire guilty beyond a reasonable doubt. A 
reasonable doubt is hard to define, but here is what I thought was the prominent 
law in reasonable doubt. Underhill Criminal evidence. Fourth Edition, Pages 26 
and 27 , stated! "The doubt of the guilt of the prisoner to be a reasonable doubt 
must have <*a thing to rest on. In other words, it must be a substantial doubt. 
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The state is not required to prove the ?ullt of the defendant beyond a reasonable 
possibility or probability, or absolutely, or a mathematical certainty, nor beyond 
all doubt, every doubt, any doubt, or a mere doubt unless it be a real and 
substantial dou >t for which the jurors could give a reason such as mould arise 
in the minds of reasonable men from proper consideration of all the evidence, and 
not 'ron a consideration apart rom the evidence. A doubt that will Justify a 
prisoner's aequltall ia not a doubt of any particular faot constituting the sub of 
the prisoners, but a doubt upon all the evidence that ha is guilty. A reasonable 
doubt is one where the state of the mind of the jurors is such that they cannot 
say that they feel an abiding conviction that to a moral oert&inlty that the 
defendant is guilty; and the phrase "To a moral certainlty" applicable to the 
quality or quantity of proof la synonoms with 'Beyond reasonable doubt.'" If 
the commlaaion believes there ia a r asonable doubt aa to the accused's milt, 
there must be. a reasonable ground. In the case of Ex Parte Youngblood, 100 So. 

SB, the Alabc^a Supreme Court uaidi "A reasonable doubt la a doubt for mhleh there 
exists a reason found in the evidence." In Boyd vs. Co monwealth, 157 S.I. 546, 
the Su reme Court of Virginia statesi "The Jury is not to go beyond the evidenoe 
for the purpose of hunting up doubts, and if a'ter considering all of the 
testimony, it has an abiding conviction of the truth of the charge, the Jurora 
can say they are satisfied beyond a reasonable doubt." 

Again 1 remind the commission that we do not have to prove that elthar one 
of the accused had the intent to take life. All ee have to show is that they 
had the intent to administer great bodily lv.rm to the victim, and that as a result 
of that bodily harm which they inflicted when they knew what they were doing and 
what they were about, the victim died. There was no Justification for It In 
that no legal trial has been shown. We have asked the witnesses and none could 
explain if there was justification. The allegations of this charge and speci¬ 
fication has been proved in all the substantial parts, but of course not down to 
the last period. There would be no convictions, in that case, lc courts such 
as ours whore the aocur.ed have their rights protected to such an extent. Again 
I remind the commission that drunkenness la an excuse only where the accused was 
so drunk he didn't even know he was inflicting bodily harm on the flyer; he didn't 
oven know he was hitting the flyer; he didn't know he was beating hie on the head. 

The proaecuvion has presented all of tho evidenoe they have in this c is, 
and the cotraninaion has been most considerate. The judge advocates are appreciative 
of the consideration shown by the commission.

1* Pursuant to the authority vested in me by the Command er-in- 

Chief, U. 8. Pacific Fleet (CinCPac conf. serial 0558, of March 8, 1946), 
and Pacific Ocean Areas, and Military Governor of the Pacific Ocean Areas, 
a Military Commission is hereby ordered to convene at the Headquarters, 
Commander Marianas on Guam, Marianas Islands, at 10 o'clock a.m, on Monday, 
April 8, 1946, or as soon thereafter as practicable, at the call of thB 
president, for the trial of such persons as may be legally brought before 
it. 


2. The Military Commission is composed of the following members, 

any five of whom are empowered to act, viz: 

Rear Admiral Arthur G. Robinson, U. S. Navy 

Colonel Janes V. Ware, Infantry, Army of the United States 

Colonel Pierre B. Denson, Coast Artillery Corps, Army of 
the United States. 

Commander John C. Poshepny, Supply Corps, U. S. Navy 

Lieutenant Colonel Adolph Zuber, U. S. Marine Corps 

Commander Joseph 0. Christian, U. S. Navy 

Lieutenant Colonel William A. Rygg, U. S. Marine Corps, and of 

Lieutenant William P. MAHONEY, U. S. Naval Reserve and 
Lieutenant Edward L. FIELD, U. S. Naval Reserve, as judge advocates, either 
of whom is authorized to act as such. 

Lieutenant Commander Donald H* DICKEY, U. S. Naval Reserve, 
Lieutenant Commander Koso HIRATA, IJN, and Lieutenant Hisao NAKASATO, IJN, 
are available and are hereby authorized to act as defense counsel. This 
authorization does not preclude as defense counsel others who are available 
and are desired by the accused. 

3* The Military Commission shall be competent to try all 

offenses within the jurisdiction of exceptional military courts. It shall 
have jurisdiction over all persons in the custody of the convening authority 
at the time of the trial charged with war crimes committed against United 
States nationals and any white person vhase nationality has not prior to 
ordering of the trial been established to the satisfaction of the convening 
authority. Nothing herein limits the jurisdiction of the J&litary Commission 
as to persons and offenses which may be otherwise properly established. 

4. The military commission upon conviction of an accused is 
empowered to impose upon such accused any lawful punishment including the 
death sentence, imprisonment for life or far any less term, fine or such 
other punishment as the commission shall determine to be proper. 

5. The proceedings of the Military Commission will be governed 
by the provisions of Naval Courts and Boards, except that the commission 
is permitted to relax the rules fcr naval courts to meet the necessities 
of any particular trial, and may use such rules of evidence and procedure, 
issued and promulgated by the Supreire- Commander for the Allied Powers, 

(Letter General Headquarters, Supreme Command for the Allied Powers, APO 500, 
5 December 1945, A.G. 000.5 (5 Dec. 45)L5, Subject: "Regulations Governing 
the Trials of Accused War Criminals.") as are necessary to obtain justice. 

The commission may adopt such other rules and forms, not inconsistent here¬ 
with, as it considers appropriate.

installations of the Ira, erial Japanese Array, Chichi Jima, Bonin Islands, 
and while so serving at said military installations of the Imperial Japanese 
Army at Chichi Jima, Bonin Islands, did, each and together, on or about 7 
August 1944, on Chichi Jima, Bonin Islands, at a time when a state of war 
existed between the United States of America and the Japanese Empire, 
wilfully, feloniously, with premeditation and malice aforethought, without 
justifiable cause, and without proper trial or oJier due process, assault, 
strike and kill, by bayoneting with fixed bayonets and by beheading with

Argument for the aeeused delivered by Mr. Shlsuo Moriksw 

The difference of language end custom between our two people hae result¬ 
ed In the making of thle trial as difficult a one sb anybody could umaglne. 

I feel It li truly a fortunate thing for world peace that these barriers have 
been overcome and the trial so superbly conducted. 

For the first tine In ay life I have participated in a just American 
trial, and I, a Japanese national, an grateful from the bottoa ef ay heart 
that X have been permitted to defend the poor Japanese who have become victims 
of the Japanese military ollgue, 

I plead that the Commission especially take note of, In this case the 
fact that obedience to orders Is absolute In the Japanese Amy, 

As Major Harle testified, since the establishment of the Japanese Armed 
Forces, teem a general on the top to a private on the bottom, It was tradit¬ 
ional and customary that no judgement whatever, even aa to the order's being 
right or wrong, could be exercised by one receiving an order, Aa order was 
any rules or laws, 

X can states without exaggeration a'ter that this unfortunate war started, 
almost all of the war crimes to which military personnel are connected to 
were caused by this foroed obedience to orders. Especially the non c oa m lee- 
ioned officers and men were In an almost slave-like state of existence. And 
among these accused In war crimes trials, there is no one who is In such a 
pitiful plight as the noncommissioned offloers and men, and we Japanese 
feel a deep sympathy for them. 

But it was due to this Ironolad rule of obedlenoe to orders in the 
Japanese Armed Foroee that they were able to keep their strong unity. With 
the war loat and the sense of obedlenoe to orders gone, Japan Is In absolute 
a sad oondltlon where group life under control is non-existent, as you well 
know. 


This rule of absolute obedlenoe to ordere became the eharacterlatlos of 
the Japanese Armed Forees, and also it's weakness. 

In the Japanese Amy, the men, whose level of education le low, were 
dyed to the core with the doot-ine of this absolute obedience to and this to 
aueh an extent that they elemoet lost their senses of judging right from wrong, 

I believe that this case should be deolded upon with thle In mind. 

First I would like to sreak to It, Col, Ito. 

Xto was, at the Brigade Headquarters at Chichi Jlma, In a position next 
only to that of tha Brigade Commander, hut as he was old in age, he was 
scolded merollesely by the Commander, and even had a brawl with him. But aa 
Col. Kato has testified, he Is a person of earnest character and onee ordered, 
was not one to refUae. It was only natural that In deciding upon such a 
grave problem as the execution of prisoners that the Brigade Commander should 
discuss the matter over with him, but once the order was given to him without 
this, he had no other alternative but to carry It out. 

It seems that very brutal that I to beheaded the prisoners, tut this was a 
traditional Japanese buehidl custom called "KaishaVu", which le an important 
role as is the second In committing "hareklri*. This is the most slnoere 
way of expressing courtesy towards the victims. Ito's sotlons In beheading 
the prisoners after they had been executed was based on this traditional 
courtesy, and being a possessor of a diploma o^ Japanese swordsmanship, he

Our foolish up.itny after the first iorld War towards tar Criminals, has 
brought down upon our heads a flood of mors visoious var Criciimlu with a 
gory repertoire of unthinkable crLuau. And now that exp rionse has taught 
its expensive lesson. The Allied lowers iiavo resolved that Mar criminals shall 
be diligently gunted down and punished oefore an outraged world, eo that we 
usty te ch ae we h <ve i.> .r. ed: by hard and bitter exporienee. 

On the other hand the Allied Powers are not so naive ae to punish 
indiscriminately* Saoh suapeotod bar Criminal is brought before a worthy 
tribunal and ha? every opportunity to defend himself against the charge as 
he would h ve before the courts of any civilised nations* 

Ho one who has witnessed this trial can say that these four defendants 
nave not been given a fair trial. The Comaiaaion and the Defease Counsel have 
been most diligent in ; rotcoting the rights of the accused and no one eon 
say that these rights lavs been Infringed upon* 

The law which we use in this ooso is tho law of our own land end the law 
of inter sational conventions. We do not apologise for applying our law for 
so we h ve stated before, nowhere JLn the norld aru the li hts of the 
individual i.ioro vigorously protected than by tho Laws of our land*

defense counsel has also seen fit to contest Oteunoto's tostbrv ny. .e shall 
ro into 'raster detail on Cka.x>to*s testimony at a later tL-e. However, it 
nay be said at thie time that Gkaxoto*8 testimony on tits v.itness stand and 
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before the Board of Inveratlao was substantially tne same. The variation 
claimed by defence counsel Is only in i.-dnor tLctuila, And each i rw Us 
wit uoa has stat d th t he did >»t raaaadxu but ho tnou-ht things ware tnus 
and so. The v rianos ie not as to anything notorial* This does not 
amount to iwpfraohing a witness* 

The defense also bakes Issue on tbs boyonetia, and beheading ae both not 
constituting nurttar* To tliat we uay that the ^edfioatiam does not allege 
that tha prisoner* nero «illod by ba. o «tlng or bsho dit* but alleges that 
they wara killed by bayoneting and -xjhondiA;. The oopa ration T thaoo two 
aota can»vjt effect the crime. It is enough if oqy of the defendants was 
present at tha eoene of the crime with an intent to assist in its oaandusiou* 

The argument has also boon advanced that the accused camadtted tiw murder 
in a dignified manner and because of this must bo axouood of tha crime* This 
la a ridiouioue argument* Do people >\o about in tits United states or in any 
othar country laurdering ,oople in a dignified manner? iiow dignified ia it to 
tear a raw* a body idth a bayonet and than to out his h<*d off? 

The four defendants in this case are charged with nuerdar aa principals* 

In section 332 of the U. 3, Criminal Code a principal is defined aa follows' 

"iihoever dirootly oomdtu any act constituting an offense defined ia soy 
law of tha United •-.tot ee, or aids, abate, counsels, commands, induoes, or 
pir-auras its ooaniaslon, Is a principal"* 

Applying this definition to rounds, we find that a nan any be guilty of 
m rder even though lie did not strike tha fatal blew, bat did any one of the 
followin'* aided, abated, counseled, commanded, induced, or procured its 
ooaniasion* It ia well to dwell upon this a plication of the definition at a 
principal to the crime of uurder. To the layman nhoeo idea of aurdor ia more 
plot rescue, it is a startling thing to lean that ho is a murdered if hs has 
dons no laoi-o then enoouia^ed or advised ons to commit the orise. But under 
the definition, if in foot a murder had been coonltted, he ia r uilty of 
nurdor as a .rincipal* 

That nurd r, in fact and in law, haa been uoeuUted by the defend nte has 
been shown in the Ulc orguawnt of ray colleague* Anti thoru has been placed 
bef ore this count:,sic . uuffloieat evidence to prove that each of the defendants 
was a principal in tha ootxiloadLon of that erims* There has been placed bo. ore 
the comoi sion sufficient ovid if believed to proves 

That tho Defendant I to not only supervised the execution, bat oeleeted end 
ordorad the beyonotoro .uvd finally beheaded ‘lie dying prieoners. Any one of 
thoae acte of .vrtioipatlon is suffioierit to oharw I to os a principal* 

That the Defend Jib Higntulgi trim- itted tho urder to Lieutenant Colonel 
I to to execute the two riso era of ivar. In this .an er he aided, abet ted, 
conuanncted, induced and rocured tho comi elan of the carder, and ie there¬ 
fore a rincipal* 

That the defendant Iknwe by his own eUta.unt -loose Idmeelf at tlte 
sco ne of the crime and the ovldenoe shows that the ; e lect ad an ordered 
a men to the scene to not as a boyonetar* He also Instructed the be. onetors 
where to stand and aho.it,. cl orders to threat. In this amor he aided, 
abetted, o«nr.nndad, induced nd r .cured the eotol si on of the rnrder, and 
le therefore a ;ir ci al* 

That tho defendant 'Uimara wan actually one oi the bvo. inters And too 
wftnes ma have toatl iod Hint they saw hJe beyonvt enter the body of the 
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prisoner of war* His own a tut ardent that his bayonet old not lores the 
ijody 01 the riaoaer is aelf-oerviigj and <111 not stand against the tostLopy 
oi' the two witnesses. Tills overt <iC‘ of bayonoting the (.rioonar of mr is 
sufficient, participation in tho crime to onto Sfclaura a principal in the 
oonninsion of the crime* 

The defense of tho aooueed that they were acting uniier orders oan In no 
ajr excuse o.Ipab l.ty or the crime. This was eo held In the fames 
American oase of United otatee va Jones, 3 Wash, C. C* 209 where tho cornet 
aald, "As do not uean to go further ttwn to aay that the y rticipntioa of the 
inferior officer in an act wmoh he ku.o»>e, or ^ught to know, to be illegal, 
will not be exeuuod by the order of hie superior”* 

Tide wa* upiiclU in CUQ4 of 1929 where the court said, "In ref cranes 
to the contention of the nocuued ttuit he wo acting in th porforr*uioe of 
duty, it is deemed pertinent to refer urioily to tho lew j'orteijung to 
homicide oom.itted uy parsone in the military service* It is a general 
rule th/a a soldier (or sailor) is bound to obey all lawful orders, and ell 
he may do in obeying ouch .la fUl orders constitutes :io offense ae to him* 

Hut an order Illegal in Itself and not Justified by tho rules and usages of 
war, or in Its sutatnnoe dearly illegal, so tht a nan of ordinary senes 
and undorstandino would .new no soon us he heard the order rear or given 
th t it was illegal, will afford no protection for a homicide, provided the 
not with wtiloh he fiay be a urged has all tho ingredients in it which mf bo 
necessary to constitute the sane a crime in law*" 

In CUO 121 of 1919 it ms said, "A soldier Is bound to bey only tho law- 
ful orders of hie superiors* If ho receive# an order to do an unlawful act 
ho la bound neither by tils duty, nor his oath to do it* So far from such 
order bein_ a Justification, It imilces the porty giving the order on 
aeoonpiiee in the crime". 

Under international lav it has also been held that an act In obedience to 
a military order of » superior is not Justifiable when the act is known, or 
under the circunetoncoo should h»ve been known, to be illegal under the la*e 
and ountoos of warfare* This doctrine in intsi ntional law is clearly 
doraonstrat. d in tho celebrated Llandovery Caotie Ca e* This was not a ease 
in our courts tut is a Osman cnee. The Runsians have used this ease in 
war rimes trials to condemn the very Osmans out of their own moot he. In 
this oase, the Soman Supreme Court trylrg Qertaon defendants for the machine- 
gunning of open life-beats ceofared, "Military subordinates are under no 
obligation to '.{uostian the order of Uieir sup rior officers, end they sen 
oount upon its legality* but no such c mi ienoc oan be held to exist if 
such an tender is unive.aolly kn wn to everybody, including also the accused, 
to be without any doubt whatever again t the law...They should, therefore, 
have rafuaed to obey* As tiiey did not do so, they mast be punished." 

In the Mexican War case of Uitchell vs. Harmony, Chief Justice Tansy of 
the United itabee Supreuo Court wrote) "It oan .icnrei be ..alntelned that a 
liit ry offioer oan justify himself -or doi/« an unlawful act by producing 
the order of hie ouj-orlor. The order may peiilage, but it cannot Juaitfy.”

1, Pursuant to the authority vested in me by the Conmander-in- 

Chief, U. 8 . Pacific Fleet (CinCPac conf. serial 0558, of March 8, 1946), 
and Pacific Ocean Areas, and Military Governor of the Pacific Ocean Areas, 
a Military Coninission is hereby ordered to convene at the Headquarters, 
Commander Marianas on Guam, Iiariana3 Islands, at 10 o'clock a.m. on Monday, 
April 8, 1946, or as soon thereafter as practicable, at the call of the 
president, for the trial of such persons as may be legally brought before 
it. 


2. The Military Commission is composed of the following members, 

any five of whom are anpowered to act, viz? 


Rear Admiral Arthur G. Robinson, U. S. Navy 
Colonel Janes V. Y/are, Infantry, Army of the United States 
Colonel Pierre B. Daison, Coast Artillery Corps, Amy of 
the United States. 

Commander John C. Poshepny, Supply Corps, U. S. Navy 
Lieutenant Colonel Adolph Zuber, U. S. Marine Corps 
Commander Joseph 0. Christian, U. S. Navy 

Lieutenant Colcnel Yfilliam A. Rygg, U. S. Marine Corps, and of 

Lieutenant '/illiara P. MAHONEY, U. S. Naval Reserve and 
Lieutenant Edward L. FIELD, U. S. Naval Reserve, as judge advocates, either 
of whom is authorized to act as such. 

Lieutenant Commander Donald H, DICKEY, U. S. Naval Reserve, 
Lieutenant Conmander Koso HIRATA, IJN, and Lieutenant Hisao NAKASATO, IJN, 
are available and are hereby authorized to act as defense counsel. This 
authorization does not preclude as defense counsel others who are available 
and are desired by the accused. 


3. The Military Commission shall be competent to try all 
offenses within the jurisdiction of exceptional military courts. It shall 
have jurisdiction over all persons in the custody of the convening authority 
at the time of the trial charged with war crimes committed against United 
States nationals and any vhite person vhose nationality has not prior to 
ordering of the trial been established to the satisfaction of the convening 
authority. Nothing herein limits the jurisdiction of the Military Commission 
as to persons and offenses which may be otherwise properly established. 

4. The military commission upon conviction of an accused is 
empowered to impose upon such accused any lawful punishment including the 
death sentence, imprisonment for life or for any less term, fine or such 
other punishment as the commission shall determine to be proper. 

5. The proceedings of the Military Commission will be governed 
by the provisions of Naval Courts and Boards, except that the commission 
is permitted to relax the rules fcr naval courts to meet the necessities 
of any particular trial, and may use such rules of evidence and procedure, 
issued and promulgated by the Supreme Conmander for the Allied Powers, 

(Letter General Headquarters, Supreme Command for the Allied Powers, APO 500, 
5 Decanber 1945, A.G. 000.5 (5 Dec. 45)LS, Subject: "Regulations Governing 
the Trials of Accused Y/ar Criminals.") as are necessary to obtain justice. 

The commission may adopt such other rules and forns , not inconsistent here¬ 
with, as it considers appropriate.

6. Detachment of an officer from his ship or station does not of 
itself relieve him from duty as a member or judge advocate of the commission. 
Specific orders for such relief are necessary. 

7. Power of adjournment is granted the commission, and adjourned 
sessions may be held at such times and at such places as the conmission may 
determine.

in a territory convaanded by him and participated in by members of his ooamand* 

We expect to produce before this commission sufficient evidence to prove 
the following foots* Between February IB end 21 of 1745, five American 
Prisoners of War wore oiptured on Chichi dime in the Bonin Inlands. Two of 
thorn were of flee re and the other three were enlisted men* They were ell sent 
for questioning to the Deteehed Heed uarters of H&Jor Boris* After questioning 
the three enlisted non, Major Horlo cant them to Brigade Headquarters where 
they were tied to treee. A telephone eoll was put through from Brigade Head- 
quart ere to the 307th Battalion, commanded fay Colonel Kate. This sell in¬ 
formed the battalion that it had been decided to send them e prisoner of war. 

A later oall between the seme commands ordered the 307th Battalion to send e 
detail of men to escort the prisoner from Brigade Headquarter* to the head¬ 
quarter# of the 307th Battalion* This detail of men selected one of the 
three prisoners who were tied to treee and the prisoner wee then delivered to 
the 307th Battalion. 

On or about the 2$th of February 1345, Colonel Kato ordered the defendant 
Yamashita to execute the defenseless prisoner of war* Defendant Yaaashita 
then led e detail of enlisted men and nom-eooadssioned officers with the 
prisoner, to e place called Bakayame Pass which is in the Kaadneto Arse* 

There the prisoner's leather Jacket and shirt were torn off end he wee tied 
to e telephone post. Bamboo spears and fixed bayonets were used to execute 
the prisoner* Upon orders given by Lieutenant Yanaahita, defendants Merits 
and Oahide speared the prisoner with the bamboo spears and defendant Ibnlyene 
stabbed the prisoner with a fixed bayonet. Other persons either unknown or 
still -it large assisted in the bayoneting* The prisoner wee burled in e 
hole, dug on the spot for that purpose. 

Early in August 1714, at the same location, two otiwr American prisoners of 
war were bayoneted and beheaded* Lieutenant Colonel Ito. Captain Jkawa and 
Leading Privets Shimura assisted in the commission of these nurdare. One of 
the rlotins wee Lloyd Richard Woellhof and the name of the other is unknown. 
Colonel Kato waa present during these executions and although he wee 
Commanding Offloor of that particular area and was the Senior Officer present 
he did nothing to interfere and prevent the executions or to proteet thee# 
defeneeleea prisoners of war in negleet of his duty as imposed upon him by 
the law of international conventions and the customs of war. 

Ho trial was given these Amerlean prisoners of war and notioe of their 
proposed execution was not sent to the United States Government. 

The prosecution requests that the Commission take Judicial notice of the 
foil owing i 

1* That from Dcoember d, 1941 to August 14, 1745, a eUte of war existed, 
between the Imperial Oovemraent of Japan, and the Government of the Bnited 
States. 
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2. That tho island of Chiohi Jiua ie part of the territory under the 
command of the Contender Mariana a Area, 

3. The Hague Convention of Ootober II, 1907 end especially Article 23 (a) 
"It is especially forbidden to kill or sound an etey who, having laid doen 
hie one, or having no longer any neons of defense, has surrendered at 
discretion". Japan ratified and signed this Convention. 

4. The Geneva Prisoner of War Convention of Jtaly 27, 192f j and especially 
the foliosing three articlesi 

Article 2. Prisoners of War, are la the poser of the hostile poser, 
but not of the individuals or corps who have oaptured then. Ifeagr set at all 
tines be humanely treated and protected, particularly against acts of violena 
insults, and public curiosity. 

Article 41. Wo prisoner of sar may be eeutenoed without having an 
opportunity te defend himself. 

Article 44. If the deeth penalty is pronounced against a prisoner of 
war, a ooamuniquo setting forth in detail the nature and elreunetanees of 
the offense shall be sent as soon as possible te the rspresentevive of the 
protecting power, for transmission to the power in whoee andes the prisoner 
served. The sentenoe ohall not be executed before the expiration period of 
at least three months after thia oasanmlque. 

9. It is further requested that judicial notice be taken of the F oreword 
War Department Technical Manual 27*291 in which it states that although 
Japan has not ratified or formally adhered to the Prisoners of War convention, 
it has, through the Swise Government, agreed to apply the provisions thereof 
to prisoners of sar under ita control, and also, so far so practicable, te 
interned civilians.

A. Ho, X heard of this for the first time after X came to OuaJi 
from Captain An Jo.

77. 4. Woo Colonel Koto the only one who had control over the 
Ko&lnato Area or woe there n senior officer who oould direct 
operations In that Fame area? 

A. The Komlnato Blot riot vae under command of Oowunny Commander 
tiujo, and this Komlnato Dietrlot vne included in the West Dietrlot 
which was under oonuiand of Colonel Krto, and Kato was under the 
ooamand of General Taehibann.

The witness made the following statement) 

1 would like to say a few words about Colonel Kato'a gentle 
and lofty character. To give an example; Colonel Kato used to 
eat the srme food th->t hie men nte, and sometimes vhen hie 
orderly made something spsolal he soolded hie orderly, lie rleo 
told oe that we must be obedient to our superiors and oe In 
harmony with out fellow men and also treat kindly our subordinates 
The brigade Coi.m.nndwr told Colonel Kato that he was a coward and 
that he Wes dumb and th-.t Kato was going to be brought btfore a 
court martial, and Colonel Kato did rot talk book to this, but 
after returning to his residence he wept by himself. X also 
oould not restrain myself from tears at this eight. He had a 
fnth rly love for his subordinates and also In the building and 
the inspection of positions he showed this to his men. The men 
all were of the same mind and they were redy to die for uch a 
Unit Commander. When this order oswe to have the prisons o 
executed, Lhe Unit Commander arid he was very much troubled, anu 
X believe that ho ha to oerry this out because ha was very mueh 
afraid of the brigade Commander. When X say Colonel Kato was 






ofx’oid of the Brigade Goosander, It does seem sorange, but we 
hr n sense of terror r<nd dread for the Brigade Comiuander. that 
is v y I think Into carried out the order although ho regretted 
It vary uuoh. when Colonel Sato returned to the ixoueiend, Z 
felt It strange that he should go b ok alone and leave his old 
adjutant, myself, and X asked Major Horle and the Brigade benlor 
Adjutant about this, and they told a>e that the men uho refined 
v,ere only those with sotolrl duties or had oeptured or exeouted 
rlsonere and that X should not trorry muoh. They also told me 
that X was to stay with Major Horle rnd the others. X asoured 
Colonel Kato that X would not do anything which would make him 
trouble. When he met Major Horle, he told the Majox that X an e 
weak man and did order the execution, and that he felt fully 
the responsibility for thle. **ut to sumiunrize, the Colonel wae 
forced Into this not beoauee of hia fear for the brigade Commander 
and he rcoognlsed hie responsibility for thle. On the morning 
before he returned to Jeonn he oelled ue and told tie about thle, 
nnd he rleo said that it it lnevitobl that evil will out and X 
am determined never to return to Chlohl Jims, and X «m only 
telling thle to you. X told hln you only ordered the exeoutlon 
of one prisoner and this was not from your own till, so when you 
are tried before an Ancrloan oourt X an sure that your leelings 
will be fully understood end that you will not be given the utmost 
penalty eo you must not make any h sty decisions. Colonel Kato 
told me to Inform him of ray developments and I wrote a letter 
concerning thle incident, but Z wae notified at Chichi Jinm that X 
could not send any letters mentioning those incidents, so X still 
have this letter In my trunk down where X no confined. X believe 
that you will rully understand ay Unit Commander's feelings and be 
lenient in dealing with him. The other four men as far as X know 
era all eager and also very obedient persons. My Unit Commander 
le not a person who tells lies but sometimes hie memory fells him 
nd he makes mistakes. For example; when he took the vltne&s 
et nd the other day, he mistook the year he oame to Ghlohi Jims 
and also the month that he left, but X assure you that he had no 
111 intentions. He also said that In August, 1844, a dclly 
uo....uuniuuc was issued concerning this incident, but this is not 
true, and I think he hntf mistaken a printed document oonosrnlng 
the boosting of morale which was issued in Feuruary of the next 
year Just before or Just after the exeoutlon. X heard the 
urlgade Commander tell Colonel Kato that this document was to bo 
di trlouted to every single soldier when X accompanied Colonel Kato 
on tha Inspection of the positions.

A. X have never heard of a prisoner being held in custody by ths 
507th Bnttnlion. 

9. 4. Old you evor reoelve any orders from tha Commanding 

Offloar of tha COTth Battalion oonoernlng prisoners of war? 

A. Xas.

A. Z do not know the date exactly, perhaps it was in February that 
Z reoeived an order saying that a prisoner or prisoners are going 
to be received by the Battalion at the Brigade Headquarters, and 
that you are to Bend out a man for this task.

February or shat year* 

A, Z remember it was in February of 1040.

The aeeeenger Z sent out to go to the 
Second Platoon, arrived at this platoon and found that there was 
nobody hone and so vent to the First Platoon to have nen sent out* 
but this took time. This nan did not arrive at the headquarters 
in time toreoeive the prisoner or prisoners. Arriving at the 
Brigade the men were told that they were to dispose of this 
prisoner, and they returned to the Battalion Headquarters. Z do 
not know the exaot time, but it aeons that soon after this the 
Unit Ooaaander returned hone fron Yayazan. Then the order of 
the Brigade was reported to the Unit Commander, and the Unit 
Ooaaander said if it is so, then go and dispose of the prisoner or 


op prisoner#. fhrt le what Z heard. 

The aoeuaed moved to strike out this answer on the ground 
th-»t It was entirely hearsay. 

The Judge p. voo’i;e replied. 

The commission was els red. The oomulsalon was opened and 
all parties to the trial entered. The ooaulsslon announced that 
the objection war sustained and directed that the answer be 
striven from the reoord. However, the ootuul salon considers# 
that the basis of the question as originally put by the Judge 
advooate is perfectly proper, and deelreo that the question bo 
re-put In a more direct and definite manner and the wltnces 
was lnstruoted to confine hie reply te the question so put.

This phone call said 
that there has been a phone oall from the Brigade Headquarters 
saying that the battalion met oome end receive e prisoner or 
prisonars, so what shall we do. Then the Unit Commander replied 
that the men to go and reoelve the prisoner or prisoners should 
be sent out from the NaXano and Ito Units, and on resolving the 
prisoner at the brigade the men were told that the prisoner woo 
to be disposed of by the 507th Battalion. Bo the men brought 
the prisoner or prisoners be ok to the Battalion Headquarters. 

The Unit Gomeander had oome home Just before or soon after the 
prisoner or prisoners arrived at the Battalion Headquarters, and 
a report wao made to him about the 507th Battalion being lnstruoted 
oy the brigade Headquarters to dispose of the prisoner or j>rlson*rs. 
When this report was mads the Unit Commander said, "Xaaashlta, 
you go and dispose of the prisoner".

Xnanehita. This order was s simple one stating only that Captain 
XniQ&Bhlta is to execute the prisoner or prisoners, end Z did not 
give any date, toe an o, nor the fits for the exeoution.

The reason 
Z did not give the details in ay order is because the nature 
of this order was a very distasteful one for myself, and the other 
reasons are Just ae Z have stated in my statement. Z heard later 
from Captain Zkawa, when he reported to me, that Captain Yamaehlta 
had refused the order when It was delivered to him, but as there 
wee no one else that was appropriate for this Job he was foroed 
to acoept the order. Z think it was four or five days later 
when Z waa at Xsyasmn instructing the oontruotion of positions 
that Z received a phone call from the Brigade Headquarters whlah 
was relayed to ay own Battalion Headquarters. Captain Xkava 
recalved this phone call and reported to we of the contents 
which were that a prisoner or prisoners is to be handed over to 
you today so you are to send out men to eons and receive them, 
and so Z ordered the adjutant to make arrangements to have the 
men sent out.

Its source In the national struoture of Japan and that this 
national struoture nee oharaoturisties vhieh cannot be found In 
any otnsr country in ths world. Xn the Japsneee Army Regulations 
It Is especially msntlonsd that tha person motiving ordsro shall 
not *rgu* whsthar tha ordsr Is right or wrong, nor shall ha 
hastltata In carrying thaaa orders out. Xt also states In t/.eae 
Japanese Army Regulations that the superior offloor should 
have hlo subordinates believe that he le their proteotor. From 
whet X have stated before. X have ehown that the person reoevlng 
orders oarrlee them out without fear. Tha superior officer In 
giving orders was ropreentlng the Emperor, end so It Is natural 
that tha superior offloor taka all responsibility for tha 
orderr. ht has given.

A. Lleutenent Colonel Xto graduated from the Military Aoadeay 
eight years before X did and X received training from hla, and X 
cannot reply definitely to this until X see the Army offloers* 
rorter In which the seniors and Juniors are listed. 

09. (4. Colonel, you have testified that you are a graduate 

of the Japanese Military Academy, Is that correct! 

A. Xt Is correct. 

60. 4. While a student at the Japanese Military Academy did 

you ever reoelve any instructions In the treatment of prisoners 
of war! 

A. I did not. 
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61. <1. Do you Bean to toy thrt the whole time wnlle you wero 
at the a or-demy you reeelved no instructions whatever regarding 
the treatment of prleonere of wart 

A. There le entirely no euoh eduoation. It le merely stated 
in the Japanese Army Operational Code that when a eoout or 
eentlnel oapturee a prisoner, he le not to Interrogate the 
prleoner himself, hut Immediately report It to hie superior 
offloor. 

62. <1. Colonel, ore there any provisions In the Japanese Army 
Regulatlone that deal with captured prisoners of wort 

A. Not no far as I know. 

68. <1. Colonel, If you reoelved no lnstruotlono at the 
Military Ao&domy and there are no regulatlone oonerlng prisoners 
of war In the Army rules, what then determines the polloy of the 
treatment of prisoners of warf 

A. In the brigade and divisions there ore what you oall staff 
offloere. To name a person It Is like Major Horle. These 
persons have graduated from the Military College where Inter¬ 
national lew le taught, and these staff offloere assist their 
oom ending offleers by giving them knowledge of International 
law. It Is for these oommandlng offleera to determine the 
polloy of the treatment of prisoners.

A. No. As there is no training oonoemlng prleonere in the 
Military Aoademy and there are no Instructions given In the field, 
it is necessary and proper that the superior authority teaoh or 
give Instructions to his subordinates when the ocoaelon arises.

from your superior authority? 

A. I have ttated that I have not received any lnetruotlone or 
training.

A. Although Z did not notiee him being on the seene, one man 
must have been eent out from my unit by orders. 

88. Colonel, you have testified that you went to the seene 

to see that your subordinates did not perform any oruelties. 

Is that oorreot? 

A. Xes.

A. X do not remember the naaes. Z oan state definitely that 
it was not Captain Xkaua. 

88. Do you know Corporal OkaaotoT

67. <4. Colonel, you have testified that orders of the 

Japanese Army originate with the fimperor, la that correct* 

A. Zn a spiritual sense it is so. 

88. <4. However, it le spiritual only, not faetualt 

A. This spirit le expressed in our aotions. 

80. (4. Kell, do you mean that the orders to exeeute the two 

prisoners in August. 1944, same from the Aaperort 
A. This order was issued by a superior offleer who was aotlng 
in behalf of the fimperor. 

90. (4. Do you mean to say then that the fimperor is responsible 
for these two men being executed* 

A. Z oannot definitely state so. 

91. <4. Could a Colonel in the Japanese Army expeot a Lieuten¬ 
ant Colonel with the Colonel's area to obey any orders th. t he 
might give him? 

A. If this Lieutenant Colonel is under his command, he is 
expeoted to obey the Colonel's orders, but when he lo not under 
the Colonel's command this oannot be expeoted.

A. Z did not have any opportunity to have uoolo with the general 
at thla tint, this lo booaueo at thie tluo Z had jaat neved 
over to tho Moot Olotriot frou the Suet District, and Z woe out 
inspecting tho eltoe for pooltiono alnoet every Any. Vo noted 
over on tho 31et of July. 

09. <4. Insofar no you know. Colonel, had thooo two prloenero 

that you eav executed done anything that prompted then to bo

A. Z do not know. 

09. <4. On for no you know, woe there any Justification' in tho 

least bit for executing thooo two went 

A. Z do not know. Lieutenant Colonel Zte had received a clear 
order that he was to exeeute tho prisoner or prisons*. and 
that order in Itself was enough to Justify thie execution. 

00. (4. Colonel, Just prior to thie execution taking place, 

did you converse with Lieutenant Colonel Ztot 
A. I did not talk with hln.

108. <4, You have testified that the troops In your area were 
subject to severe American oooblng. Had that done anything to the 
morale of your troopet 

a. No. At that time the air raid shelters were almost completed 
and there was not muoh direct damage from the bombing. 

109. (i. Colonel, you have testified that your battalion 
reoelved a phone oall from the brigade. Do you recall the oontente 
of this phone call as delivered to you? 

A. The first phone oall was an order saying one prisoner will be 
turneu over to the 607th Battalion, and so the sane battalion 
will dispose of him. 

110. 4. And by dispose, Colonel, what did you understand that 
to mean? 

A. I understood it to mean to kill the prisoner, ' 

111. 4. Colonel, why wae a prisoner turned over to your battalion 
to be killed?

A. Z merely wae obedient to order*. 

120. <4. Colonel, you have testified that you reoelved this 
notice by telephone. Was the prisoner delivered to you at this 
time? 

A. Several days passe* since the time Z reoelved the first 
phone oall until the time that the prisoner was cent to me. 

121. <4. During these several days, knowing that you were going 
to exeouts a man, did you make any inquiries as to why he was to 
be exeouted or why your unit wae going to exeoute hint 

A. Z considered offering my opinion to the Brigade Commander, 
but at that time I wae so busy in building fortlfloatlons and In 
considering operational matters Z oould not take oare of other 
details, and Z had also thought that there was still some time 
before the prisoner would be sent to at. Then Z suddenly was 
notified that the prisoner was to be handed over on that day.

Colonel, why were the buddies of the men who had been 
kll ed In American bombing rnide selected to perform this execution? 
A. Thla was an instruction from the brigade, eo Z do not know. 

125. •%. Colonel, you have testified that there were several 
days between the time of the first tel hone oall and the time of 
the second telephone oall. During thle time did you make any 
Inquiry at the brigade eo to w y your unit was eexected to kill 
this jian? 

A. No. 


126. <4. Curing theee several days between phone oalls did you 

offer tiny objection or protest in o&rrylng out this order? 

A. Z had buried myself in o erationsl work so I forgot about 
thle oace. 
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12?• 4. J>o you mean, Colonel, that the execution of e 

prisoner of war was such e minor detail that you could not give it 
the proper consideration? 

A. 1 did not mean that. Z meant that as X vae so busily en^ged 
in my work that the day of execution came quite suddenty. 

128. 4. Colonel, you have testified that following conversation 
with Oaptaln Ikava you deolded to seleot Captain Zam&uhita ae 

the suitable man to carry out the execution. Was that correct? 

A. Zee, but X hold the responsibility for this because I 
deolded, and it vac X who decided and made the deolelon and not 
Oaptain Ikava. 

129. 4. Well, why did you decide that Oaptaln Xamaahita was the 
suitable umn? 

A. The offloers below Company Commanding Offlaere were all 
busily engaged In the oonetruotlon of fortifications.

That is beoause it was Captain Ikewa himself who 
hed actually heard the Brigade order over the phone, and so X 
thought he would give a more detailed order.

A. 1 made a report saying X have made Captain Zamashlta carry 
out the execution today.

126. 4. Colonel, se Commending Offloer of the 207th Battalioa, 

what wee the reason the 207th Battalion vae celeoted to oarry out 
the execution? 

A. X have explained that before. 
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The Judge advocate eteted aa follows* 

I would like to have that answer stricken frou. the reoord, 
and have the witness answer the question aa given. 

The commission directed the witness to answer the question. 

The question was repeated. 

A. 1 imagine that it was due to the difference between the 
Brigade Command. r'e and my character, and that we were both 
in the same graduating olaee at the Military Academy. 

Colonel, why should this differenoe in character 
have anything to do with the execution of a orisoner of war by 
the ?07th Battalion? 

A. 1 think that the Brigade Commander was not satisfied with my 
oharaoter. 

128. >1. And what did he intend to dd with your character by

A. He ti.ay have thought that it woultM&ake mb possess a strong 
will suoh as he had. 

129. ii. Colonel, do you know that it is illegal'to kill 
defenseless prisoners of war without justification? 

A. Frou common sense, of course it is so. but as it was a 
Brigade Commander's order that justified thie killing. 

140. <4. And knowing that this exeoutlon it illegal from oomuon 
sense, do you mean to say that you proceeded to oarry it out 
without ever having consulted the Brigade Commander who was a 

classmate of yours? 

a. The fact that there was an order is the solution for thie, 
and the superior officer who Issues this order must give the 
priconer the trial, but It wr.e beyond my knowledge whether the 
Brigade Comumnder had given the prisoner a trial or not. If it 
was proper that the urleoner be given a trial, Z believe he would 
nave had one.

A. X do not know the reason for this. 

145. 4. Why did you order one man from your unit to take part 
in the exeoution in Auguntt 

A. Xt was beoause X was ordered to do so* 

144. <1* Xs the morale of troops higher or lower during the 

time of a raid or enemy action? 

A. Xt is muoh higher. 

140. d. What chiefly oooupled your time in February 1040 be¬ 
tween the time you received the first phone sail from the Brigade 
Headquarters and the time that the prisoner was at your unltf 
A. X was engaged merely in instructing the building of 
fortlfloatlone and the training of the men and training them for 
battle. Also X was engaged in their education. 

146. <1. Vae there air raids during those few days? 

A. There were air raids day and night oontinually. 

147. <4. About how many hours a day wars you working. Just bs- 
fore ths prisoner was delivered to your unitt 

A. X only had five or six hours slsep. 1 was working the rest 
of the time. 

146. (4. Do you know whether ths men ssleotsd for ths 

exeoution in February 1940 actually were frhnde of those who had 
died In air raids? 

A. As I did not ohooee the executioners myself, X do not know 
whether they were actually friends of the dead. 

Neither the Judge advooate nor the aoouaed desired further to 
examine this witness. 

The oomulselon did not desire to examine the witness. 

The witness made the following statement: 

After receiving the orders to carry out the exeoution from ths 
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brlf/ndt in febr pry, Z gave the orders to Captain Yomoahlta. 
Captain Yamashlta and hie subordinate* only ear. led out ay orders 
faithfully. They were in a position froa vnioh they eould net 
escape even If they anted to. They did not in any way oarry 
this out voluntarily. It w*e ell done because of ay given ordero 
and ao Z plead thet the oeaaiasion take into eoneideration tnese 
oireuastehees when deeiding upon these four accused, eepeaiolly in 
the ease of Captain Yauas its. fie ones refused ay order, hut X 
finally made hia oarry it out, and so 1 alee ask that the 
eoa^iaslon also oonsldor this point when deeiding upon this 
neeueed person. That is all Z have to odd to ay testimony. 

The witness resumed hie etotua as an ooeused.

On tha Slat 
of Moroh of tho following year Z finished ay year of aotlv# 
service, but Z etayed in tha aray until July 91, of tho sane year 
with many of my friends ae e student offleer. After thet. Z be- 
eaae an elementary cehool teneher and eontinued this until IMS?

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of October 1944, I beorme an offloer attached to the Battalion 
Headquarters. There my main duties v.cre In the construction 
of fortifloctions and education. 

7. h . Who was your commanding officer? 

A. It was Colonel Isto. 

8. <4. Have you ever eeen any prisoners? 

A. Zee. 

9. How many did you see? 

A. I saw one. 

10. <4. When and where did you see him? 

A. I do not remember the date exaotly, but Z think that it was 
two daye after the Buzakl air field at Chichi Jima received ltc 
seoond heavy bombardment. Z caw him in front of the Battalion 
Headquarters offloe. 

XX. <4. Under what circumstances did you see the prisoner? 

A. I made arrangements and had the prisoner brought frost the 
Brigade Headquarters. 

12. 4. How did you happen to have the prisoner brought to 

the Battalion Headquarters; tell us in detail the oireunstanoes? 

A. The air field was being repaired after the second heavy 
bombardment and this repair work took two days, and Z was taking 
charge during my unit commander’s absence, staying in his room. I 
remember that It was on the morning of the second day about 
eleven o'clock that I suddenly received a phone call from the 
Brigade Headquarters. The phone was right next to me as Z was 
sleeping with a slight cold. The phone oall said, "Come over 
and receive one prisoner oafore one p.a.". Z replied at that 
time, "My unit commander is out now and I do not know what to 
do." Then the person on the other end of the phone eald, "Aren’t 
you an offloer? You oanwake arrangements yourself. Come over 
and get the prisoner immediately," and the phone was out. Z 
did not know what to do, and Z remember trying to phone Colonel 
Kato and receive instructions from him, but Z oould not get 
my unit commander on the phone. As Z did not have muoh time, 

I thought the most proper thing was to have men Lent out from 
the units which were nearest and so Z phoned the Nakano Unit 
and the Ito Unit to send out one man each. Although a 
considerable length of time passed, these men did not show up 
so I remember making another phone oall telling them to hurry. 

Then the man from the Ito Unit arrived while the man sent out 
by the Nakano Unit arrived only after a while. 1 notloed that 
these two men had arrived and then I told them to go t the 
Brigade Headquarters and get the prisoner. There men had oome 
without any arms. They did not carry a rifle or a bayonet so 
I remember telling them that they must be r.rmed. I made them 
borrow a rifle and bayonet from the office room of the Battalion 
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Headquarters. Than they set out for the Brigade Headquarters. 
After a while Z received a raport that tha prisoner haa baan 
brought back to tha battalion, but Z do not reaambar who it waa 
that aada thia raport to aa. Z told tha person who made thia 
raport to kaap watah over tha prlaonar. X did not go out to 
aaa tha prlaonar myself. Aa Z remember, it waa about thraa or 
four o'clock in tha afternoon whan ay unit aaaaandar Sato and 
adjutant Zkawa oaaa homo, looking wary auoh axhauatad. Z 
reported to Oalonal late that tha prlaonar had baan received, 
and than Z want to ay own quartara and Z waa raatlng. Z hoard a 
loud voles shouting for aa to come. Z think it waa Oaptala 
Zkawa'a voice aa Z want to Oalonal Xato'a room. Tha unit 
aaaaandar waa ataddlng at tha window and whan Z want to hla ha 
told so, "You go and execute tha prlaonar". Whan Z hoard 
thia order, Z waa oonfuaad. Z eould not foal Ilka aarrylng 
thia order out* Z oould not bear to kill a paraon who had loot 
all power to raalat. Z ayaalf had baan a teaeher for seventeen 
years, and Z had taught ay children that wa auat pity haraleaa 
thing*. X waa wary aueh at a loaa. Than Z remembered that Z 
waa a Japanese ailltary offlaar and that obedlenee to orders 
waa absolute. Z had baan aduaatad ainaa Z waa young on this 
point, and Z had also taught ay subordinates and required from 
than absolute obedience. Than a thought flashed through ay 
head, that thia order waa not an operational order, and that Z 
auat refuse aueh an unpleasant order and so Z said, "X ean not 
da auoh a thing". The unit ooaaandor replied. "Xt la tha same 
aa an operational order, you earry it out". As X was a dap* 
aness ailltary offlaar, X replied, "Yea". X remember asking my 
unit commander at that time, "Who should X make carry out tha 
execution and in what wayT" *hen Oalonal Kata replied, "Aa you 
are an offlaar you should think of and taka ears of auoh things", 
Zt waa left for aa to decide on tha way to earry out thia 
exeoutlon. First X triad to figure out a way thia should be 
carried out. X bellows that tha aaat aura and tha beat way to 
exaouta, to earry out an exeoutlon, was to stab tha prlaonar. 

Z readied that whan Lieutenant Oalonal Zto aarrlod out aa 
execution, a ddly communique had been laauad and in tha oontents 
tha wards of this ddly communique werei that tomorrow two 
American prisoners will be executed at Wakayama Pass. At tha 
end of thia text it waa dso written that) bamboo spears are 
to be used in thia axaautlon. Z had reoelwed a lasting impression 
from thia. Tha reason la because this waa a matter which occurred 
whan Z waa a Oompany Commander, and one of my clerks brought me 
thia daily communique written dearly in blue ink. At that time 
Z had thought that thia was to preserve ammunition. Z dso 
remembered that Z had heard frequently that bamboo spears had 
the same wdue aa red spears. They had been uaad from the old 
times and Z had dso read many books whloh told about this. 

Z had dso heard storlea from the old persona, and the use of 
bamboo epeara had beoome oommon. That is the reason why thia 
daily communique left a lasting impression on me, and that 
la why Z deoldad to uae bamboo epeara. Z walked up to tha 
of flea room of tha amttdlon Headquarters, and for the first time 
Z saw the prisoner. 1 remember ordering soma man in this office 
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room to prepare two bamboo spoors. 

15. 4. What did you do than? 

A. Than Z tried to daeida on the ooana for the execution. After 
thinking it over, I same to the conclusion that Makayaaa Paea 
waa best. Thera ware a few by-pa e ears and it waa not eonaplououa 
as a ooana for an axaaution. X decided to go to Makayaaa Pace 
and than find an appropriate spot there, and X than thought of 
the men to taka with me. The evening waa encroaching and X did 
not have the time to have new man sent out from the companies, ao 
X took along with me the two man X had ordered to watch the 
prisoner. X had them carry the execution out. X believe 
we started for Nakayama Paee with the prisoner and with the men 
from the Nakano Unit and the Xto Unit eaooring him. 

14. (1. Then what did you do? 

A. This waa the first time I had ever seen an American. He 
was about an inch taller then X waa and he was of the slender 
type. He had blaok hair, it may have been black, yet it nay not 
have been blaok, but a little lighter, and he had his hair parted. 
The color, the complexion of hie face, waa like a Japanese or 
maybe a little paler than that of the Japanese people. As we 
walked along the road, I tried to talk to him. X asked him hie 
age and his schooling and about hia parents. X remember that 
he waa 10 years old and that hie mother was Spanish. That was 
all X could understand. X remember meeting Taniyana on our way. 

X also noticed on my way that the two men X was taking along 
with me had come from the Maohine dun Company and Rapid Fire dun 
Company and they were not expert in bayoneting, so when X met 
Tanlyama, X remember telling him, "Won't you come and help me?* 

X also remember shouting to Tsiyama, as we parted, to have him 
bring a couple of more trusty men and this is what happened 
afterwards. X did not notloe when Tanlyama and the others 
arrived at the scene of the execution. Ve climbed up the muady 
roads to Makayaaa Pass silently and we came to a plaoe where 
it waa flat. X looked around and X saw that there waa a email 
path leading in toward the left. Following this path for a 
while we oame to a plaoe where the incline was not as steep 
as it was in other plaoes, and the earth there was red day. X 
ohose this spot for the execution. About 90 meters in along 
this path from the main road X found a slender telephone pole 
standing. X had come to the conclusion, unices we tied the 
prisoner to a tree, we would not suooeed in stabbing him. X had 
the prisoner bound with hie back to this telephone pole. He 
was bound to this telephone pole in a standing position. 

16. <4. What did you do then? 

A. When the prisoner waa tied to this telephone pole, X noticed 
that about 10 meters toward the main road a orowd of about 
10 men had gathered and were watching us. When X thought thit 
we were about to etab the prisoner, x felt a ohlll run down my 
spine. X thought that this would not do so X remember that X 
shouted at the two men, "Aim at the heart and etab him*. *hen 
the men turned pale and did not move. ‘hlnklng this would 
not do, X turned around and with a etiok X pointed out eaoh man 
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and aaid, "You stab!" Ae I was fluttered at that time, I did not 
remember to whom I gave these orders. I would like to say at 
this point that although Z remembered the two men in the Ito 
and Kakano Unites and Tanlyama being at the scene, I had for¬ 
gotten about the others until I was questioned after I was taken 
into ouetody. Morito and Oehida were at that time familiar, that 
le their fooee. Ae my subordinates. X had not known their names. 
I got to know them by their names only afterwards. This is be* 

Of u8« even in the same company the platoons are separated and it 
was quite difficult to know all the men by names. After X came 
to duaia, I have reomlled many faote about what X saw at that 
time and X believe that it woe Morito who was the first to 
answer my oall, and it was Morlto who first used the bamboo spear. 
Ifound out that the bamboo spears only slipped and were of no us# 
and that the point of the opear bent over and became blunt. X 
remember shouting, "Bamboo spears are no good, stab him with m 
bayonet!" I also recollect that the second pereon was Tanlyama 
who bayoneted the prisoner and then Oshlde came out. At the. time 
when Oehida etabbed the prisoner, the prisoner*s body had slumped 
down. After Oshlda the prisoner's body was almost in a sitting 
position. The two bamboo spears as I remember were both used. 

One of them was green and they were about an inch and a half In 
diuueter. The point of one of them bent over and beoame blunt 
while the other point of the other bamboo spear split open and 
they both did not succeed, X do not know who else other than 
Morlto used the bamboo spears. All this took plaoe in a very 
short time, maybe two or three minutes. X thought that the 
prisoner was dead and the next thing X remember le that the 
prisoner*e body fell from the telephone pole and rolled over e 
oouple of times on the ground. As this piece was inclined X 
do not know whether the rope was cut and the body fell off or 
whether I ordered the body to be untied. 

16. 4. What was the prisoner wearing? 

A. He had on a furlined leather Jacket which was b own colored. 

I remember that he had a picture of a girl drawn on the baok 
and on the left tide of his chest. That Is on the Jacket. He 
wore field shoes with rubber soles. These oboes were made of 
canvas and he had on a long pair of pants and the color was 
khaki. I also remember that there was some oolored letters 
inscribed on the back of this leather Jacket. 

17. 4. Bid you actually stab the prisoner yourself? 

A. I absolutely did .ot. 

10. 4. What did you do after you executed the prisoner? 

A. I noticed that not very far away there was a hole dug In 
the red clay which looked like an old machine gun position, and 
X had my men dig at this hole enough to place the body In and 
hr>: them bury the v>rlsoner*8 body. I would also like to add that 
this leather Jaoket was taken off the prisoner Just before the 
execution. 
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nnd said, "You stab!” As I was fluttered at that tlme, 1 did not 
remember to whoa I y ?a theca orders, Z would Ilka to say rt 
this point thnt 1 though I remembered the two utan In the Ito 
and liakano Units and Taniyaua being at the soene, I had for¬ 
gotten about the others until Z was questioned after Z was taken 
into outs tody. Horlto end Oshlda were at that Hue familiar, that 
la, their faoee. As my subordinates, Z had not known their names, 
X £Ot to know them bar their names only afterwards. This la be¬ 
cause even In the same company the platoons are separated and it 
was quite difficult to know all tha man by names. After Z oame 
to Ouam, Z have raoalltd many faota about whatt Z saw at that 
tlma, ond Z believe that It was Morlto who wi s the first to 
answer my oall. Zt was Morlto who first usad tha bamboo spear. 

Z found out that the bamboo spaara only slipped and were of no 
use and thot the point of the spear bent over and beeame blunt. 

Z re.amber shouting, "Bamboo spaara are no good, etab him with a 
bayonet!"

After Oehlda, the prisoner's body was almost In e sitting 
position. The two bamboo spears s Z remember were both uaed.

Z thought that the 
prisoner was dead and tha next thing Z remember le that tha 
prisoners body fall from the telephone pole and rolled over a 
ooupla of times on the ground. As this place was inclined, Z 
do not know whether tha rope was out and the body fall off or 
whether I ordered the body to be tt led.

A. He had on a furllned leather Jacket whloh was brown oolored. 

Z remember thet he tod a picture of a irl drawn on the beak 
and on the left side of hie ohost. Thrt is on the Jsakst. He 
wore field slioes with rubber soles. These shoes were wrde of 
onnvas and he hnd on a long pair of p^nts and the aolor was 
khnkl. Z also reiuembe th.-t there vere some oolored letters 
lneorlbed on the book of this leather Jacket.

A . I absolutely did .tot.

A. X noticed thrt not very far avay tere was a hole dug In 
the red ol ay whloh lo <ked Ilka an old machine gun position, Rnd 
X to u my men dig at this hole enough to place the body In and 
tod them oury the prisoner*t body. X would also like to r.dd that 
thia leather J#>oket w.s t ^ ken off the prisoner Just refers the 
execution.

A. Whan X uaad thaoo bonboo opoaro. Z had not know that tho 
baaboo at Ohiahi Jlna lo not oqual in quality to that in 
Japan baoauoo looking at than, thoy war® not dlfforont in 
appoaranao to thooo that grow in Japan. X rononbor fro® 
oaporionoa that tho baaboo whiah grown in ouah a wan plaoo no 
Ohiahi Jlna hao no value. Aftor thlo inoldont X learned on 
many oooaoiono that tho oanboo grown thoro did not loot long 
and oould not bo uaod in vital plaooo.

A. When X refused, X pleaded in a soft voles, but when the 
oolonel spoke to me the seeond time hie voice was very stern.

What 
is the difference in the Japanese Army in the polioy of absolute 
obedience to orders between an operational order and an order 
of this nature? 

A. Xn the oase of an operational order the refusal of it would 
have a grave effeot on the battle conditions, but to orders of 
this nature X thought that it did nothing to the battle oonditiono.

Kato why were you selected as the executioner? 

A. X had not known that Captain Xkawa and my unit commander had 
eonfered in deoidlng upon seleoting me. X learned of this for 
the first time when that phone call cams through. X do not 
know why X was ohosen.

A. We were not at all friendly and often our ideas and opinions 
clashed. X tried to avoid him aa much as possible beoause 
his ohnraoter was a rather unusual one and X did not want to 
beoorne mixed up in any affairs with him. 

You hove testified that you talked to this prisoner 
on the ay to the execution; did you learn hie name? 

A. X had heard hie name, but I oould not exaotly remember the 
pronunciation.

A. When X eaw the oharges X was surprised to find that the 
person*s name had been "York", and I still oan not remember. 

32. (4. You have testified that prior to the exeoutlon by 
Colonel Ito there was e oomaunlque issued which stated that the 
exeoutlon would be done with bamboo epenrs. Do you know if this 
execution wae done with bamboo spears? 

A. Until X heard at the end of the war of the details of the 
exeoutlon, X believed that Lieutenant Oolonel Ito hrd used 
bamboo spears. 

33. (4. You have further testified that two exeoutlonere o.'tue 
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from the Nakano and Ito Unite. Do you know the names of theae 
othere! 

A. Z heard leter that the men cent out from the Zto Unit was 
e superior private named Kiryu. At that tin# I also had heard 
the name of the other man sent out from the Makano Unit, but 
his name is hard to remember and X am unable to resell it. Z 
olearly remember hearing from Oeptein Makano that this men use 
formerly e Buddhist priest before he entered the army.

but Z do remember that Z pointed at him with a stick and oalled 
him. The other two were also oalled in the eame way. 

57. 4. Who were the other two! 

A. Z remembered their names later that they were Taniyame 
end Oehlda. Z only knew their fnoea then. 

56. <1. Did Oehida use a bayonet or n spear to etsb the 

prisoner! 

A. Z remember olearly that he ueed a bayonet, but Z am not 
sure whether he used the bamboo epenr or not.

A. I had i irmly believed that the higher authorities of the 
J next rtay never Issued any wild orders, and thct is shy I 
felt thrt there vac an ample reason for thia execution.

reason for the execution. 

45. You have testified that there were navy peraonr.el 
pre ent r-t the exeoutlon.

A. 1 oan not tell.

A. 1 on.y reKueber that there vere soi-e words on tht buck of hie 
Jiioxt t nd thrt there v. « a girt** . loture in a half clrola on 
the left side of hie Jacket. There wee n larger picture on me 
be)-.. 1 had not noticed anything alee that eight have been hie 

nauc. I recently 1 earned fro* a guard th«.t the words on his 
back ware he none of hla position or duty and hie name. 

Neither the Judge advocate, the accused, nor the ooualeelon 
desired f. rther to exaolne this witness.

A. X think that he was bound with a coarse rope.

On the first charges 

Although this incident was aarrled out on orders of my 
superior. Lieutenant Oeneral Taohibana, X regret that ae a 
resit, X have caused the four, Including Lieutenant (then) 
XA*u>.fc>IlITA to os named as the aoeuced. Their actions vers ordered 
by the Battalion Commander, ay self. and they were thus placed 
in a position from which they oould not escape even when they 
wanted to, ne they were my subordinates. X plead that you fully 
understand that their aotione were not aommltted by them of their 
own fret will. 

Especially, when X gave the order to Oaptcin Xamashita, he 
positively declined to carry it out ao far »e it was possible 
for him to do, and was forced by me to oarry it out and is there* 
fore worthy of sympathy. 

X am sure the members of the Commission are familiar with tha 
t;ene al polloy of the Japanese army foraes concerning orders 
which teaohes that the lesuer of tho orders who is the superior 
offloor, shall, in all oases hold all responsibility for tho 
same order! 

The receiver of the order shall have no responsibility what¬ 
ever for action based on the received order; 

The Judgement on the right or wrong of the execution of 
prisoners is not within the authority of the receiver of the 
oraers to dsolde, but is the responsibility of tho highest 
officer who issues the order to decide on this; "^ 

Xn the Japanese Army Regulations it is deeply admonished 
that the receiver of order* shall not nrgue on the approprlotenesa 
of the ordere or hesitate to carry them out. 

X believe that the potion X took was proper, based on the 
above mentioned views. 

On the seoond charges 

In view of my long years In the Imperial Japanese Army and 
my mnk as s Colonel. X should certainly have oarrled out every 
notion which I considered to be my duty. However, elnos the 
events vMoh occurred in August 19 4 were under tne direct con¬ 
trol of the Brigade Commander and his staff officer, lieutenant 
Uolontl Xto , X oould have no duty to neglsot. Xf I restrained 
Lieutenant Colonel Xto , my notion would be contradictory to 
the Japanese Army lenal Cods as lnterfsrsnos in the carrying out 
of offiolal ordere. I be t the Goauxlasion as military persona 
to consider the fnets and rsoognlxe my true position in this 
affnlr and find ms not guilty of neglsot of duty.

Tnl* incident v.-• e for me tn abrupt one, and X carried it out 
much against my will as X did not hr.ve any other alternative* 

Xt was a very regretful lnoldent, quite contrary to my humane 
rinolples and feelinge. Consequently, after X v;ae taken into 
custody at Tokyo, I tried to evade this matter aa much ae possible. 

The repeon for this is th t without me ay family would oe thrown 

into a desperate situation, deprived of all means of income. 

There ore alx members in my family who are my aged mother 
(68 years old) toy wife (34 years and sick). The eldest son 
(16 years old and in the seoond year of on industrial school), 
the eldest daughter (14 years old, 6th year of elementary school) 

the necond son (12 years old, 4th year of elementary school), the 

seoond daughter (9 years old, let. year of elementary aohool). 

The children also have a tendency toward illness. My family will 
hardly be able to exist if X am not present for the next six or 
seven years at which time my eldest son will be thrown and able 
to take hie place in the world. 

What income X have had until now was my yearly pension of 
740 yen, uy com^nie 1 a salary end bonus, a monthly total of 
about 170 yen, and the dividends from about a hundred shares of 
electric power stocks. But the pension was abolished, and my 
company was reduced in size at the end of the war, and when X was 
repatriated, X found myself unemployed. And of oouree, there 
have been no dividends from the electric power btooks. Soas X 
have explained, our income woe completely out off. Xn the future 
in order to continue our bere living we must sell what real 
estate and furniture we have, and these would not last us two 
years. 

What little savings we had were spent for food and when X 
was repatriated I found that my wife had sold half of her clothes 
to buy rice. This was because in about September and October 
ay wife and children had been taken ill and suffered from Jeuadios 
caused by malnutrition. My wife was surprised and had bought the 
rice* 

My closest relations are, an elder brother who is a tenant 
f rmer, and my wife's own family (aged mother and father, an 
elder brother who retired from the police force this a ring and 
entered a company, and four children,)and they all are poor* 

There is a cousin's family but it is large and they also are 
not well to do. They rre not kindly lnolined towards us, and 
I eu wurt they will never take care of my children. The above 
rre all the relatione X have and X ornnot sew any light of hope 
anywhere. 

Uue to the aDove oirou meanest X did not say a word at my 
interrogation. But in mid-June of this year, there woe ra 
ooorslon in which I was moved deeply, and realized that the hl;;h 
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official* in charge of myself vm truly Just and lenient nan 
van moved to toara by tholr warn eyupnthy. Z waa touah by 
their lofty oharaoter. 

Z felt that Z had done wrong by denying everything, and had 
oauaed those In oharge of me trouble. Furthermore, Z f bit that 
{ had no excuse to make to the dead or hie family. Z had been 
thinking too much of ay life end the love of my own family. 

Ky family did not natter In front of the eold faete of the aot 
Z committed. 

80 Z apologised to thoee who lnveetlgated me* and deelded to 
be tried like a man, aa 1 have ealaly eat before this eourt.

Ths (tensva Treaty of 1929 was not ratified oy the Jap&nsc* 
government, and it would appear that in this war, the lollltr ry 
foroee of Japan dealt with prisoners from their own original 
standpoint. 

In the &lno-Japanese War of 1994-6 ana in the Husso-Japanesc 
War of 1904-8, Dr. Arise Ohobun and Dr. fakahaahl Bakue, 
authorities on International Law In their time, were personally 
engaged at the front as nigh advisors to the Japs nese foroee, 
thus making It Hare that Japan was orltlelsed by any foreign 
nation. 

But simultaneously with the end of this war, a great number 
of persons havs been arraigned as so-called war criminals through¬ 
out the war area. X ean say that this is proof of the feet that 
the Jepanese Supreme Military Authorities did not promulgate 
any daflnlta polioy oonoeming prisoners, and left this'to the 
free decision of the local commanders. 60 X believe that it was 
Impossible for any other offloer other than the oemmander hlmeelf 
to decide whether the order wae legitimate or not, and thus oannot 
understand why the enlisted men and non-oomnlstionsd offloers 
art being oh rged for violating the laws and customs of war by 
killing prisoners) furthermore, when It is said that they acted 
"against ths moral standards of olvllisad society", it is as if 
eubul ting a difficult argument to e clay doll, and X real that 
It 1 b the same as binding a lifeless rook and negotiating with 


One of the non-oommlesloned officer wltneeees for the 
prosecution has testified in this court, in an unashamed manner, 
to the effeot that since he wae a believer In Buddhism, he did 
not carry out Inhumane orders. But aa we Japanese see it, he le 
the one that should be punished for disobedience to orders and 
we cu peet that he is a oo.ard telling e down and out lie. 

Xn defending war crime suspeote, X always feel that In the 
Japanese foreee the most hornet and straightforward persons have 
been the losers bsosuse of this lntsgrlty. It Is ths some in 
Japan itself elnoe the war ended) the orofty and the clever 
always eluds punishment, and we have started to doubt whet we 
have heretofore believed wae right, and in accordance with which 
we acted. The defendante In thle ease are all of respectAble 
oharnoter, nnd simply beoause thsy carried out their orders with 
ohlldllks faithfulness, thsy find thsmsslvsa now in a t;rave 
position, and I have ooms to think that what were considered 
-torsi values in Japan ore no longer aooepted by this world. 

Xn other countries too. obdlenoe to orders from nuperlors le 
requ red In their reet>eotlve military forces. The regulations on 
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punishment for dlsobedlenoe to orders ore sternly sot forth, 
but in many countries, it io the obedleneo to legitimate orAoro 
thnt lo called for. and when o given order io illegitimate, 
disobedience to this does not oonotltute an offense. *ut in the 
Japanese Armed Forcee alone, the term "legitimate order" does net 
exist. Zt is oonsldered that there oannot be such a thing as an 
il legit last e order from superior authorlts. Always, and in 
ease, ones Issued as an order, it oannot be Illegitimate, so 
there is no need to Judge whether it is right or wrong. 

I aa finly convinced that this is one point that oust 
taken into consideration when trying war erlnes oases. 


there is a regulation in the BOAT rules that •action 
pursuant to order of the accused's superior, or of his govern* 
sent, shall not constitute a defense?. 

This regulation ^*e set down so that the war leaders would 
not be s hie te wriggle out of their responsibilities under the 
ensues that they had only earned out orders. S believe that 
it is inproper that this be taken In such a way as to he 
applied Indiscriminately from high officiale ta a lowly enlisted 
nan. fhat. indeed, is why, in the proviso to this regulation, 
the authority to teke any extenuating clreuaetaneee into 
consideration la given the fls—lesion, ee Z Interpret it. 

Z an not immediately arguing that the defendants in this ease 
are not guilty of tholr notion, but Z plead that they are ee* 
peelally worthy of having this proviso applied to then. 

The defendants in this ease arc being charged with murder. 

Zt is not necessary for no to mention that criminal Intent 
le neoessary in a orliae. Zf that be the ease, could the 
defendants be said to have possessed criminal intent. Z do not 
deny that they had oognlsenoe of killing the prisoner, but did 
they aotuelly recognise that by this act they were violating 
the lava and customs of war and the moral standards of civilised 
eeelety. 

Zt was because they were faithful to their military 
discipline as Japanese armed forces personnel. And ee military 
men, to go against orders was indeed to violate their morel 
standards. 


The charge eon be understood if one lookg upon this ease 
from the igher and breeder standpoint, having separated, 
himself from the point of view of the Japanese forces, but within 
ths narrow limits of the Japanese forces themselves, it is 
possible to have doubts concerning this ohsrgs as "How oould one 
commit evil by being obedient to orders?* 


Zt le similar to an executioner killing e condemned oonvlet 
by order of the court end there le no nation that would oom.ilt 
the folly of charging him with aurdsr. Ths reason the exeoutloner 
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la not indicted la In legal tenue, beoaua# hi a aot lacks 
Illegality. 

Thla la a aaaa which ocoutj nod In the latter part of February 
1045, when a terrible bettie was being waged at Xwo Jima, only 
thirty minutes away by plane and as Oaptaln Koauga haa testified. 
Oh laid Jiua waa subjaot to air raida day and night, with the 
airfield there being knocked out frequently. Xt waa a truly 
acttC situation, with the en toy landing expected at any time. 
Certainly, the Japanese Foroaa on Ohlohl Jlrna ware facing the 
en ay at thle time. 

X understand that in the regulations on the punishment for 
disobedience to ordera which X think arc act down in Section 
4 of the Havel Courta and Boards, tha obedlenoe to ordere la 
aoat rigidly required whan facing the enemy. 

X think that It le unreasonable.to require of these defendants 
that they Judgelng for themselves the right or wrong of the order, 
alnee this Incident occurred in a perilous tine whan fata hung 
In the balanoe ao an enemy landing meant cure death for all. 

X believe tht the highest officer in command Issued the orders 
Judging them to be Judt, considering the clreuiastanoea surrounding 
them. X think that thla point should be considered fully In 
deolding the sentences In thle oaae. 

X would new like to speak on tha aeeond charge against defend¬ 
ant Xato. 

Locking at the charges, I think the charge In Itself is strange 
da tha decision and the oarrylng out of tha execution of the 
prisoners was dona by tha Brigade, which wee superior to Koto. 

Xato had no authority whatever to restrain thle even though it 
waa oarried out In his area of command. 

When Lieutenant Colonel Xto received orders from the 
Brigade Commander and used men from Kato'c unit under his 
eouuand. Xato did not have the authority to issue these orders. 

In spite of the fact he ulr.ht be Xto 1 a senior in rank. 

Buppoalng that Captain Xkawa who was Xato’s adjutant did 
partlol ate, onoe he vac put under Ito*a command by a flrl L de 
order. Kato loses all authority over him, and aa long as the 
Brigade order la effective, tha dietriot and personnel together 
are not under Knto'e control and thue Xato had no authority at 
all offiolally. 

To hole one responsible for a matter in which he had no 
authority la something we find hard to understand. X ballvs 
It is not neoeeeary for ins to explain why Xato* a la not guilty 
to the apeoifloatlona one and two of the second charge, aa the 
case la Just aa X have shown. 
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Z would like to speak on the bamboo spears in this oasa. 

The bamboos growing at Cfaiohi Jlma arc quite different from 
those In Japcn, and are completely Ineffective vhen used as 
bamboo spears. 

In Japan, bamboo spears have besn used slnee ancient times * 
Zn the Kobuki, or the Japanese classical drams there is a 
soene familiar to all Japanese called the battle of Yamazaki, 
in which General Akeehl Nltsuhlde is opeared vlth a bamboo 
spear and than beheaded. 

Z had prevloualy heard frequently that bamboo spuars ware 
being prepared vlth which to combat the enemy on the occasion 
of their landing on Japanese chorea. We oannot think in any 
way that by using b mboo apears, the degree ef brutality vae 
lnereaeed. Zt has been said traditionally of the bamboo spear 
that it causes lees Buffering than reel epeare end reduces the 
possibility of srrlng in one's stab. 

ftit In this ease, although they were used, they mere of no 
value at all, and Z bag that you take notice of the faot that 
they actually vert Ineffective in thie murder mate. 

fto Norite and Oahida, who are said to have uaed bamboo speare 
in this ease, actually failed in their purpose in this murder 
oust, and eepeelaZly Norite hae emphasized that he only shoved 
the etanee for bayoneting. Z beg that the Commission take 
thie faet into consideration. 

Z would like to speak on the oireumstaneea of eaoh of the 
defendants. Flret on Kato and Yamashlta. Zt la apparent thmt 
Kato vaa ordered to execute one prisoner by the Brigade and 
gave this order to Xamaehlta. The olreumeteneee at that time 
were Just re Z have stated before, the war besoming unfavorable 
for Japan, and the bombing mere severe each day and the enemy 
Landing on Ohlohi lima was considered only e matter of time* 
Especially, Kato was busily engaged In repairing the airfield 
end oouetruetlng positions ee Ohlohi Jima vaa indaed the front 
lint, separated from Xvo by only a narrow epan of water. There 
vae absolutely no room to refuse the order* 

Colonel Kato le a Christian, and so is hla child, and there¬ 
fore this Incident must have been doubly hard for Kato os a 
human* 

Kato at the rront with hie military uniform la no longer his 
own personal self; he has his r*ivonelbillty as a unit commander, 
and Z think it wna quits unbearable for him to give the orders 
to Ymnnehlta, brushing may his tuare* 

and Ynmaehlta too, was In the some position. Although he 
did refuse >noe, he had no other alternative as It vae an orde*. 
9o lie took along hie subordinates and executed the order. 
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blnoe Koto and Yauashita, under dureee issued th>se orders 
their three poor subordinates have come to oe tried oefore this 
same court, and X believe that their hearts bleed with pain to 
think of this. Z who, an a Japnese feel that it is quite 
un be oral be to think of their feelings Z beg that you understand 
their filings fully in this ease, 

Z oak the honorable members of the Oonnisalon that they take 
into their speoiel consideration the feet that Yamaahlta ones 
did refuss ths order. 

Next allow me to speak on the olreuustanoes of Tanlyama, 

Morito and Oahida. 

Just as Tanlyama himself stated before this court, they were 
truly pu/pets manipulated by orders. 

Though their raoe may be different, they art ths saas human 
us inf a, and have their Joys And sorrows. How could they havs 
willingly ctaboed the prlsonerf 

It it was not for the foot that they were at the front, if it 
were not for tho faot that they ere military personnel. How* 
ever, little education they may have received, it la the natural 
human t oeling not to >ant to kill people. They understand 
well that it is evil to kill a person. 

They did this aot because of orders, and only because of 
orders. They did not commit any evil; this Is their strong 
belief. Z bag that you understand their feelinge in dealing 
with them. 

The families of the accused ere by no xaean* .ell-off, but 
they are concealing the faote about the strained conditions at 
their hoaee before the eternfaet of defeat and theres are the 
sacrificing of this war. They Indeed, are the iltiful saorlflees 
of the military clique. Z beg you bestow on them your exceptional 
sympathy. 

As a Japanese, X with the defendants elnoerely pray for the 

reioee of the eouls of the one time prisoners.

Today, two dlfferend hinds of oourts are trying our Japanese 
war criminals. One of them le the one being held In Tokyo and 
the other held on this island of (hiam, at Yokohama, at Shanghai, 
Manila, Singapore, etc. The people of Japan are probably moat 
Interested In the progress of the ear crime trials being held at 
Tokyo. % this X mean that they are more Interested doe to the 
faot that the Japanese war leaders, without informing their own 
people, did plan and develop and seeretly maneuver a war which 
threw so many beloved husbnds, fathere and sons Into the Java 
of death, while in the homeland houeea were leveled and innumerable 
casualties resulted. That this war finally brought about 
hlmlllatlon, disgrace, and starvation is becoming clearer as the 
trtale progress. Xn this trial it la not such a grave matter to 
the Japanese people how severe a aantenee be given these war 
criminals. Sut on the other hand, the whole nation la watching 
for the results of the trials like those now being held at Toko* 
hams and Quae with deep sympathy and anxiety# 

£ven though the war terminated In bitter defeat for the Japa¬ 
nese, tholr beloved huebende have once more some home; fathers 
and eons have returned. Yoless filled with Joy ring out for the 
first time in a long while. The next instant these husbands, 
fathers and sons are plaoed before a court to bo tried for war 
orimee. Their homes onoe so ori&htened with Joy are now dark 
with sorrow. Especially slnoe the sentence are so heavy, they 
feel hopeless as If tnrown Into the pits of darkness. 

furthermore, X want to say that none of the aeoused did In the 
least, voluntarily or spontaneously maltreat or kill the prisoners; 
they merely moved In aooord with the ooamands and orders of their 
superiors. 

These defendants, who are about to receive their verdlat, 
noted solely on orders from their superiors, ee shewn clearly 
In the testimony of the witnesses, and in no ay did they aot 
with premeditation or malice aforethought, nor did they aot 
wilfully and unlawfully. 


As It la In any military foroa. In the Japanese Army orders 
from n superior were rigl<ly observed. Absolute obedience to 
orders from one's superior ie required. The Japanese Army was 
established In the first years of Superior Meljl, aoout 70 or 70 
years ago. and when a Japanese male re ohed the age of 20. It use 
his duty to s rve a period In the armed force. Alt ougjh there 
was the reform of Meljl, thle system did not ohaitge. At that time 
the majority of theJnpaneee people were In an illiterate condition 
and to train these military personnel end oontrol them, it was mos 
vlt al that an order of o superior be considered absolute and 
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supreme. 


In the fifteenth year of Keljl, which i« about Oh year* 11450 , 
that the Imperial Rescript to Army nod Maty Personnel Mae granted, 
and in this Beeoript it ia eui hnslsed that "On receiving orders 
from your superior, understand that it is to bo taken in the 
same way as if I had issued the order myself”. The Japanese 
Foroee, elaborating on this point have sinse b on eduopting 
its p rsonnel that the resolver of orders is not to argue on 
its properness nor hesitate In the execution of the order. The 
Army holds the position that the person mho resolved the order 
and exeeu.ed the sane is not to be held responsible for the 
results and the highest In oommand mho mas the souree of the 
orders assumes full reoponsibillty. This beearns the oustoae 
and tradition of the J anese Army. Thus, it mas that an 
Army earns into being whose men mould Jump to their deaths under 
oncoming tnkne mith packs of pomder to blast the tanks out of 
existence. 


I have heard that in the American Military Code t ere are 
the words "lawful order", which shows that it ia considered 
possible that an unlawful order be issued, but in the Japanese 
Army, it wae not even imagined that there could be any such 
thing as an unla ful order. 


binee the responsibility for notion pursuant to an order 
wae pieced entirely on the issuer and not the receiver, es I 
have mentioned, the subordinates executed orders with e sense 
of security. 


I believe that the Commission has knowledge of this, but in 
dealing with the 226 terror lnoident which occurred in Tokyo 
when a group of young Army offloers led e number of soldiers 
and after proouring a great amount of arme attacked the than 
Prime Minister end other high government o fields, assassinating 
many of them, occupying the environs of the Imptrld Palace, 
the Prime Minister's of field residence and the Heme Ministry, 
the Army authorities took s severe attitude in punishing the 
perpretatore, and os a result of a court martld, dl of the 
•hlef plotters among the offloers were given the death sentence, 
but due to the fast that the enlisted men were aetlng pursuant 
to orders, they were not even lndloted. 

In the latter part of February 1946 when this particular ease 
took place our forces on Iwo Jims were about to be wiped out, 
and Ohlohl Jims itself was subject to air raids almost every day, 
and even shelling from vessels ot titles, and the officers and 
uan uert resolved oe of one mind that the next snonqr landing 
would be staged on Chlehl Jims. Under these or'tied olroumstanoee, 
the order to execute the prisoner wae issued. 

Colonel Kate, who wae the Battalion Commander, was at a lose 
as to what to do when given the order, and Captain Xameshlts, who 
was given the order by Oolond Into refused this once, but as 
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the order wae repeated, could do nothing but carry it out. 

What ohanee wae there for Tanlyaua and the other men to w ver 
or hesitate? A’hey only oarried out their orders by taking part 
In the execution. 


If the wen are to be punished for merely following orders. 
It would differ from the etandnolnt of their Amy education, 
whloh would Indeed, name the brigade Ooumander as the person 
who should assume the full responsibility, and not Oolonel 
koto and his subordinates. Uspeolally as Tanlyaoa stated, 
they had been lndootrlned that their only course wae immediate 
obedlenoa to ordara. They were puppets who wem moved by 
strings whloh were orders and these strings were manl ulated 
by the offleere. They were puppets without eouls. Borrowing 
Taniyama's own words, these fins defendants were only puppets. 
I now that it must be quite hard for the five defendants to 
undaretand why they are sitting before this oourt with emerges 
against them. 


According to the speolrloatlona, the motion of the defendant# 
violated the laws and oustoma of viar and at tha sa m time noted 
agslnst ths moral standards of olvllised society. In the 
Japans ee Amy, It was morality Itself to be ooedlont to orders 
from superiors; it was moral to follow absolute orders - orders 
whloh were above all morality. 

i I would next like to say a few words on the seoond charge 
against Oolonel Koto. Although the Koalnato dietriot In which 
the execution was carried out notually wae under the control 
of Oolonel Kato, his superior, the Brigade Commander had more 
powerful authority of control, when the dlstrlot was used 
by the Brigade, It was Impossible for Colonel Ksto, who was 
under tha oommandof the Brigade, to make any protests against 
this. 

Lieutenant Oolonel Ito who oarried this out noting under 
the Brigade Commander's orders, and so was performing an 
offielrl duty, Koto oould not restrain this. If he did do so, 
he would have been oourt martlalod for Interfering with 
Lieutenant Oolonel Ito's In ear-ylng out offlolal duties. As 
ths prisoners were handed over to Lieutemnt Colonel Ito dlreotly, 
there was no way for Oolonel Kato to protest them, no matter 
how he had tried to do so. He feels It strci ge that Captain 
Iknwa who did not participate In this was punished. 

Oolonel Knto Is absolutely not guilty of the seoond charge. 

X do not exaolty (enow for whAt purpose these war crimes are 
beinp prosecuted, but If It Is to prevent Japan from repeating 
it's imperialistic) ngreeslve war than the fact that nbw Japan 
Is not allowed to maintain even one Soldier, nor one fighter 
plane today. Japan's objectives are far from waging another 
war and it Is Impossible that such plans oould be actively 
oar.led out. If It must be on a principle of retaliation, 
an eye for an eye, and a tooth for e tooth for the u .la.ful 
• ots that Japan committed, I beg that you do not perssoutu these 
five defendants who did nothing but to osrry out ths orders 
of their superior officers, be It rl^ht or wrong, but punish 
the commander who forced them into oomulttln,. auoh an not. 
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We believe thrt If, baop.uB# of eoonitting sota violating 
international lav and contrary to tha ©oral standards of oivlllted 
society, a severe punlrhment la to be noted out to tba whole 
nation, this rolley should not be applied in tha aa m vsy to 
individual a who aatad undar orders Ilka puppet a. X believe that 
it should not be so sevore towards those individuala. 

Sven If tha defendanta are found guilty 1 a this ease beaauaa 
it la etated in BOA? rules that notion pursuant ta tha aoouaad'a 
•uparlor or of hi a government shall not constitute a dafanea, it 
ia added that tha olreuustaneee nay be oonaidered in ■Itigatlon 
af puhiahaant If tha oorjalselon determines that Justice ee requires. 

Z beg your deep ooneideration on thle point.

I oan add but Xlttla to the able arguments of tho other do* 
fonao counsels In presenting to the ooamisslon tho reasons why 
tho defendant* aro not guilty from their point of view of tho 
orlttoe charged her*. Z think It lo obvloue free the avldenoe 
presented before thlo oourt that not one of the defendant* 
moved against tho prisoner except under order*. Nothing ha* 
been shown whloh would give any Indication that any of thee* 
person* noted voluntarily and of their own free will to subject 
the prlaoner to execution. The prosecution has shown that tho 
order oame from the Junior adjutant of tho Brigade Headquarter* 
to Colonel Kato 1 a Battalion to carry out tho execution. And 
Colonel Kato freely admit* and assume* responsibility for 
••looting Captain Yamaahlta to carry out Major General Tnohi- 
bane 1 * order. The onllstod personnel, either boforo or at the 
seen* of the orlme, reoelved their orders from Captain Iaaashlta 
all acted under direct orders. A* Americana we now sit booh in 
the security of having won the war and say to the conquered 
people* - "You should not have followed order*". "You should 
not hav* acted In acoordanoe with the teachings of the Maljl 
Rescript and the basic Instruction* of your own military train¬ 
ing . You should have adopted the western point of view long 
before the war. Your idea* of military discipline are all 
wrong and therefore you have violated our idea* of what should 
be done.” 

Frou our lofty Anerloan pinnrole of righteousness - for 
obviously "might does make right" we say that every person In 
the Japanese military forces should have been completely aware 
or ell the provlelone of the various convention* and the finer 
aepeoteof international law, and hava oarrled out those pro¬ 
visions under any and all oiroumstanesa. Ths aotual feat that 
Japan nsver actually ratified the Oenava Oonvantlon with ro» 

f ard to prl sonars of war, and that their agreement to abide by 
te chapters did not ooue until after the beginning of 
hostilities le of no moment to ue. We followed these sots - 
theoretloally - so they should . Bo now, in these war orlmcs 
trials, we Insist that lording privates should have argued with 
major generals th*t It wre "illegal" to kill a prlaoner - and 
since they failed to do so, find them guilty of murder. 

The rroseoution finds Itself ahooksd that there was so 
little attention paid to the execution of a prisoner, and that 
all those concerned could not remember all the details of whot 
went on. And yet the testimony has si own th. t at the time of 
ths cornu!salon of this event, the area was subjected to 









repor ted and continuous bombing attacks uy the Allied forces. 

All ii. nde vers working night ana day on their defense positions 
and the repair of the damaged airfields. Z believe that as 
a practlool matter it oan be reoognieod that actual oornbat 
and preparations for the Immediate repelling of American foroes 
might take greater importance in the minds of all than the 
execution of one prisoner. For at that ties the battle for 
Zvo Jima was in progress - and of course, the foroes on Chichi 
Jims could not know that the attack was to center on Zvo only 
ond not be continued on to Ohlohi Jims. Zn fact, apparently 
the Japanese otrateglsta expected the oonqueat of Ohlohi ae 
acre logleal than Xvo rnd thad made even greater preparations 
at that point for repelling the enemy than they did ct I wo. bo 
Colonel Xato , who was spending day and night, literally, In 
the perfeotlng of defenses and aupervlalon of the repairs 
wrought by bombings, paid little heed to the order froa the 
brigade Headquarters to oarry out the excoutlon ef a prisoner 
vhleh would be turned over to them later. Be assigned the Job 
to his subordinate and continued with the more essential work. 

Captain Yomaahlta, after protesting to Oolonel Kate that the 
assignment was unpleasant, and being dlreeted by Kato to oarry 
it out nevertheless, went ahead with the preparations - and in 
doing so ensnerled the enlisted men before this court into the 
cocaul usion of an aot which brings them up on a charge of murder. 
And yet, not one of these men feels that he has oovilttsd a 
murder. War Involves killing, and that killing le carried out 
under the orders of superior officers. From the Japanese point 
of view, those orders are Just as effective whether they Involve 
an • rrned foe or a disarmed fop. The fanatical way in which the 
Japanese fought to the death - vhloh has been reported tine 
and again thru the press and other eouroes during the war, le 
proof that they expeoted no quarter if they aurrendered - and 
oonaequently, they gave no quarter to those they oaptured, 
conventions and trestles not to the contrary. And thru-out this 
entire • loture rune the thread of "absolute obedience to orders" 
which is ingrained in every Japanese soldier and which is their 
reason for thnlr actions in this oase. Please note too that 
there is no evidence of aotual malice in this oase — no Mdistie 
torture of the prisoner prior to the actual execution, no mis¬ 
treatment - merely an execution carried out under orders of the 
coui~i nuln* officer of the island. And the use of bomboo spears 
was not in Itself an aggravation of the orlue - from the 
Japanese point of view. Japanese bamboo has long been used so 
8 combat weapon, and found ok effective ae bayonett for the ease 
pur lose. The bamboo on Ohlohi, being of a different variety, 
did not have the effectiveness of the Japanese spears, 

i/ith reference to the evldonoe offered under the lirtt charge 
in this trial, may Z point out that the prosecution Itself 
offered no evidence against the defendant Oshlda other than hla 
own confession which was obtained under condltJone which we 
still Insist should have made It inadmissible in evidence. May 
Z further oolnt out that under both general oourt martial 
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praotioe And olvll praotlea, an aooustd may not bo oonvloted 
on hia extrajudicial confession alono. It oust bo oorroboratod 
bjr Independent evldenoe. Furthermore, the note and statements 
of a conspirator uado after the ooamon design do aoooapllohod 
or abandoned are not adnle lble againat the others, except aota 
or stateaenta in furtherance of an eaoapo. There was no evldenoe 
plaoed before thie eeaaleelon involving Oehlda other than hia 
own statement and eoaa conflicting statements on tha part of 
oo-eonspirator. Zt will bo inttroatlng to notiee whether these 
fundamental eonoepte of lav are applleable before military 
aosalesione trying war orimee. 

With reference to tho eooond charge, it is indeed hard to 
knov how to argue effectively. We believe that va have proved 
beyond all doubt that Xkava vae not on aetive participant in 
tha axaoutlon vhiah took place in August 1044. Only one person 
who vae there eav or heard hia give any lnatruotloae to the 
executioners. Thie le the testimony - but eaphatleally - of 
Lieutenant Oelonel Zto, who stated he veuld not have allowed 
anyone elee to take ever hie pleee as instructor at the eeene. 

Zt le confirmed by Hldano, by Kate - by everyone except Okaaoto. 
Only Okaaoto 1 a testimony alono plaooo Zkava In an active position 
in the or las - and vs have surely shown that Okaaoto la a liar 
on tho first voter. Ho has aonfsaaod to Zkava that ho doean't 
avon knov whether Zkava was prasant or not • bat hia testimony 
of the etand vae quite otherwise. Bis story before the board of 
lnveatlgatlon ooapared with hit testimony before thie eoaaleslon 
shove e great aany vivid aontreata in faeta. Okaaoto. by hie 
lias, involved Zkava for reasons known only to himself. Yat we 
oannot expect the oonalselon to believe our oontontlon that Zkava 
la innooant - alnea they have already aantaneed hia to twenty-five 
yeara lnprlsonaent for hie part in the erlae. 

We contend that Koto had no duty in oonneetion with the 
exeeutlon of August 1944 and tharefore no negleot of duty. 

■aval Courts and Boards saya "A duty may bo iapoaed by o low. 
regulation, ordor or ouatoaa of tho aarvloo in foroo at tho time 
of tho oomaieelon of tha aot*. But what lav. regulation, ordor 
or duty la to bo tha orltorion of duty In this easel “he charge 
le laid undar international lav, and it la incumbent upon the 
prooe aitlon to sot forth with particularity the duty whloh 
devolved upon Kato undar these elrouaetaneeo. The defense 
hue shown that, In spite of the foot that the action took place 
within hie area of eoaaand, that his oontrol of that area and 
the people therein, eo far aa tha execution vae oonoorned, vae 
eupereeded by orders from the Brigade Commander, who had 
delegated hie authority In this matter to Lieutenant Colonel Zto. 
"he prlsonere were never under the control of Colonel Kato. The 
driver who ploked thorn up at tho Detached Headquarters and took 
them to the site of tho execution had Lieutenant Colonel Zto with 
hia - and tha oontrol of tho prisoners thamaelvae never passed 
from Zto to Xato. The proeeoutlon has emphasized that Oolonsl 
Kato made no attempt to verify that there vaa an ordsr from the 
Brigade Headquarters. The fact of tho matter remains that there 
vae euoh an order and It had full foroe and offoot, whether 
Colonel Kato checked It himself or simply believed hia adjutants. 
Major Horlo hae also secured the eoaaleslon that under the 
olroumatanoee whloh oooured in August 1944. Colonel Kato had no 
power to Interfere In any with the evente, had no duty to pro- 
toot thoprleonero whloh 








were wrought into his area. Si nee Keto had no duty with x'egard 
to Lieutenant Golonel Ito and Leading Private Shiours, and 
could not have prevented thalr eotlons, and nines ha had no 
control or duty toward the prisoners which vara brought to hla 
are u under the orders of Gen ral rechibona, there la no neglect 
of duty there. The only remaining question la - whether he 
neglected hla duty In not restraining Skews from taking part in 
the exeoution. We have tried to prove that Xkawa had no part 
in this affair - but slnoe this commission has previously 
decided otherwise, we cannot prase this contention successfully 
for Xkova was under Sato’s orders and oontrol. 

We should also like to point out that the proof that the 
victim of thlo execution wee Alvin Gr«dy York, as presented by 
the prosecution, 1* of the filmiest fabrlo. True, it la that 
York was lost in the Bonin Zelends about this time* but so 
were a great many other 1 arsons, the name of whoa the Judge 
advoeete on the witness stand did not bother to read from the 
dlepatohi Major Horle’e testimony in this regard is so vague 
and unsstlofaetory that the commission would be fully Justified 
in flading the name of the prisoner "not proved". 

The testimony thru out this trial, both by the oroeeoution 
and by the defense witnesses, la so conflicting and at odds 
that it la expreuely confusing. Blnoe it the province of the 
ootmal salon to weigh the evidence and decide where the 
preponderance of proof ilea, we will make no attempt to diagnose 
the faots. We would point out liowever, the grave di6orepanolec 
In regard to time, who was present, the relative position of 
the various enlisted men in the execution. The manner in whlah 
the victim was dressed, the ohoiee of weapons used, the condition 
of the prisoner and various other details set out from the 
wltneeo stand before this court. You will note that the stories 
of the defendants ns told from the witness stand differ radloolly 
one from the othex'- and enoh insists that hie is the true story, 
both under oath and to their counsel. Xt is for the commission 
to (Isolde whe -sin the true story lies. 

we oouuend to the oo&ulsalon theas five victims of an over- 
bearing war lord who ordered them to carry out repugnant and 
unnecessary tasks answer the guise of military expedience or 
merely from an unholy ?nd sndlstio desire to mistrsjftt a oaptured 
enemy. The truely guilty person in these erlaee is the Brigade 
Gojx. nnder, M Jor General Tnohlbana - any leeeer persons, who 
carried out hla ordrs, and in no way volunteered or in any 
manner acted of their own villtlon are worthy of the utmost 
consideration from the standpoint of leniency and mitigation.

Gentlemen of the Oomul scions 

To the people of a civilized nation, it la a shocking thing 
to realise that In the year 1946 we should be oolled upon to 
reassert and proolaim before the world, the dignity of uian and 
the aaeredneee of the Individual. Many centorise ago this dootrlne 
wee proclaimed by the great Pre< cher of the oermon on the Mount* 

Xt le the very core of Christianity and history hue taught that 
It le the only eolld foundation upon uhiah to build the govern* 
went of nations. 

Xt has been our sod lot to see those nations rise to power , 
those philosophy entailed the suppression of the rights of 
individuals and the degradation of man to a swell nnd inalgnlfl- 
sent sacrifice to the maehlne of state. For in the Axle countries 
end especially in Japan, the rights of the individual and even 
the rights of other countries were uo trampled upon that the 
conoept of the words became lost to the people of these outlaw 
govsrnuente. Onoe again history has taught its objeet lesson, 
tii. t government exists for uan and not uan for government* 

Witness Cermeny and Japan lying desolate In their dust and dis¬ 
grace . 

However the ncoount le not dosed. These evil governments have 
pwnp red the lawless and enoouroped them to disregard the law, 
and now It hne been deoreed that these criminals must answer for 
their crimes. Punishment is not meted out summarily but on the 
contrary, to these suspeoted War Criminals we have extended the 
protection of our laws. We do not repeat the mistakes of the 
fallen enumy. We do not punish the Innocent. Mash suspeoted 
War criminal le given ample opportunity to refute the ohsrgee 
brought against him and Indeed when such chargee have been re¬ 
futed, the accused have been acquitted. 

Whoever remit the record of this trial or hae witnessed its 
proceedings oannot say that the accused were not given a fair 
trial. On the contrary the court and counsel have been uost 
diligent in asserting the rights of theie accused. Rights do not 
stand alone but they always entail corree onding responsibilities. 
If ra tions are to live together in h/ ruony, the <eople of those 
nations must le rn to respect the lawi which give them their 
rights nnd must answer for their responsibilities. 

Defense Counsel has quote! from Naval Courts nnd Boards to show 
th t the iegalit, of orders must not be questioned In the fr ee of

the «Mqr. We do not deny thut the accused were fsolng the 
enemy. They were feeing an enemy. A diearmed, defeneeleee 
enemy tied to a telephone pole. 

Much has been eold by Defense Counsel to show th t the use 
of bamboo spears was not a sadistic method of execution. We 
hate not argued th-t the use of bamboo spears was sadistic. 

Can it be that Defease Counsel realises that this was a cruel 
and sadistic means of execution? There has also been much said 
about the poor qtui lty of the bamboo spears. Are we to exouse 
the defendants because their means of torture was clumsy and 
aggravated the suffering of the vlotlmf 

Zt has been argued that there was no erlalnal Intent or 

K emedltatlon In this orirae. Ve read from Bouvler's Lav 
etionaryi 

WILFULLY is defined as intentionally. Xn an indictment 
charging a wilful killing, it means intentionally and not by 
accident. Zt is synonymous with lntentlionally*>designedly, 
without lawful excuse, and, therefore, not accidentally* 

.... A wilful act is one that is done knowingly and purposely, 
with the direct object in view of injuring another* 

MALICE. Zn Criminal Law. The doing a wrongful act intent* 
tonally without Just cause or excuse. A wicked and mischievous 
purpose which characterises the perpetration of an injurious 
sot without lavful exouse....Zn a legal sense malice 1s never 
understood to denote general malevolence or unkindness of heart, 
or enmity towards a p rtioul r individual, but it signifies 
rather the Intent from which flows any unlawful and injurious 
act committed without legal Justification. Halles is implied 
in every case of intentional homicide* 

MALXO& ATORKPHOUOHT. Zn the description of murder the words 
do not imply deliberation, or the lapse of considerable time 
between the malicious intent to take life and the actual 
execution of that Intent, but rather denote purpose and design 
in contradistinction to aooident and mischance) and the intent 
neoeesary to constitute malice aforethought need not have 
existed for any particular time before the act of killing, but 
it may spring up at the instant and may be inferred from the 
faot of killing. 

PrtEaEDXTATXON. A design formed to commit r crime or to do 
some other thing before it is done. Intent before the set, 
but not necessarily existing any extended time before. Pre¬ 
meditation differs essentially from will, which constitutes 
the crime| because it supposes, besides an aotual will, a 
deliberation and a continued perelstenee which indicates more 
perversity. The preparation of arms or other instruments re¬ 
quired for the execution of the orlmc ere Indications of 
premeditation but are not absolute proof of it; ae these pre- 
i,-rations may have been Intended for other purposes, and then 
suddenly ehnngect to the perform* not* of the erlalnal sot. 
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We regret that v/e are forced to mention the highly Irregular 
•harge of Defense Oouneel relating to perjury. However, we feel 
It neoeaeary to eay a few word® on thle subject. In fairness 
to Defense Oouneel we shall oonalder thle aa an attempt to 
lupeaoh a witness, 

Zn Underhill's Criminal Avidenoe, Seotlon 421 we flndi A 
wltneee may be Impeached only on mattera whloh are material, 
competent, epeolflo, end relevant. A wltneae may not be 
impeached on urnttera whloh are Immaterial, and only oollateral 
to the real leeue. 

Zn Underhill under Perjury, Section 706 we flndi The 
materiality of the testimony whloh la alleged to be false mast 
be eetebllahed satisfactorily. Where there le no dispute as 
to what the acoueed tee lfled, whether the testimony wee material 
le for the oourt. 

Thle highly Irregular plea, prompted by the desperate 
oooueed reaching for etravs of defense, la a monkery before 
thle bar of Juetlee. You are ached to take the word of a 
oor.vletod murdered who le permitted to toll e story before thle 
court full of self serving statements In a strange attempt 
to vindicate hioaelf during the tidal of other#. 

The issue raised oannot be said to ba material beaauoe it 
ralaea the question of Zknwa*a guilt and this has been irre¬ 
vocably established by his oonvlotion, not by Qkamoto's 
testimony alono but on his own statement and othsr evldenoo 
aa well. 

How aa to the adaleclblllty of the confessions of defendants 
as evidsnee against the oo-dsfendante, there Is some doubt when 
the law applicable under normal circumstances le spiled. 
According to the references available to the Judge Advocate the 
oonfeselon of e co-defendant le not admissible as evidence 
against the defendant. Zn Wharton 9 a Criminal kvldenoc, beotlon 
722 the following le stated! "The confessions or admissions 
made by a eo-ooneplrntor or oo-defondant after the termination 
of the oonepiraey nnd in the absence of the defendant, aro not 
admissible agelnst the defendant as substantive evidence to 
prove hie guilt. His oonfeselon, therefore, subsequently made, 
even though by the plea of guilty, le not admissible In evidence, 
as such, against any but himself.." 

Thle war upheld In the Court Katlal Orders. However, under 
the Regulations Governing the Trails of Aooused War Criminals 
promulgated by the Supreme Commander for the Allied lowers 
under Pnragrrph 6 (d) Section (l) The commission shall admit 
such evldsnoe aa In its opinion would be of aeeistsnee In 
proving or disproving the oharge, or such as in the commissions 9 
opinion would have probative value In the mind of a reasonable 
man. 
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This leaves the admission of such evldenoe to the discretion 
or the commission. Therefore the commission must decide not 
only whether or not these statements of the defendants oan be 
used as evldenoe against themselves but also against their oo* 
defendants, if this evldenoe is needed. 

We hove been aooused by Defense Counsel, and by we 1 i»enn 
the people of the United States, of charging the Japanese with 
a Western point of view whloh they had not reoognls'cd until 
after the war had started. This was not solely at Western point 
of view but wae a view adopted by the government of Japan in 
190? nt ths Magus Convention. This was 94 ysars before the 
past wr started. Are we to take the word of the Japanese govern* 
iaent or are we to throw that out and take the word of Defence 
Counsel* 

The oharge of Megleot of Duty against Colonel Mato ie a 
most serioue one beoauee from this wanton failure to eerry out a 
pooltlve duty two murders have resultsd. 

Zn Wharton* s Criminal Lew Fags 919, Sir J. F. Stsphens le 
quoted as follows! "Everyone upon whom ths law Imposes any 
duty, or who has by oontraot, or by any wrongful act, taken 
upon himself any duty tending to the preservation of life, and 
who negleote to perform tht duty, and thereby oaueee the death 
of (or bodily injury to) any person, oommlts the same offense 
ae if he has caused the same effeot by an aot done in the state 
of mind, ee to Intent or otherwise, which ccoompanlcd the neglect 

of duty.An intentional ommieolon to discharge legal 

duty always constitutes culpable negligence...". 

We have charged Colonel Kato with an intentional omideelon 
to discharge his lagal duty. Let ue look to the law and see 
from whenoe this legal duty oomes. This duty was not directly 
Imposed upon him by the much flaunted Japanese Military Code. 

Wo are not oonoerned with this oode. This duty was imposed 
upon Mato ae an Offloer of the Japanese Army by international 
lavs which Japan either subscribed to or agreed to apply. 

The Hague Convention of October 18, 1907, article 29(c) 
strtes* "It lc especially forbidden to kill or wound an enemy 
who, having laid down hie nrrne, or having no longer any means 
of defense, hra surrendered at discretion." Japan ratified and 
signed this convention. 

The Oeneva Prisoners of War Convention of July 27, 1929 
provides In artiole 2 "Prisoners of War, are in the power of 
the hostile power, but not of the individuals or corps who have 
oaptured them. They must at all times be humanely treated and 
protected, particularly against nets of violence, Insults, rnd 
nubile ouriosity." Japan agreed to apply the provisions of this 
convention to rrisonere of war under its control. 
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There is not therefore o ahodow of a doubt thnt the govern¬ 
ment of Japan her. rleoed upon the Defendant Kato a positive and 
uniaif takable legal duty to prevent the hilling of defenceless 
prisoners of war rnd the further duty to proteot them from note 
of violence. His oulpeble ncgligenoe in failing to discharge 
this duty ie s own by rbundant evidence Ineluding hie own 
adioie clone. 

Now let ue look at thle defence to the charge of neglect of 
duty. Ve do not oontend that impossibility of performance ie 
not a valid defense to a ohnrge of neglect of duty, for in 
GMO No. 6-1932 it wee soldi the exact eltuation here presented, 
in which a court has refused to reoognlee impossibility of 
perforaanee of a duty as a defense to a criminal prosecution of 
non-performanoe, ie very unusual, and oonsequently authority 
exactly in point la lacking. On nrinoiplo however, it is not 
unreasonable to assume that the lew does not eubjeot a person 
to ijunlshment for his failure to do the impossible. In that 
oeee it was shown to be physically impossible. 

Now let us look to the evidence to learn Just how impossible 
It was for Kato to disohargo his legal duty. What positive 
totion did Golonel Kato take to dieohargs this duty? In the 
flrat place when he learned that this murder was to take plaoe 
in hie nrea, he took no steps whatever to verify upon whose 
order suoh a flagrant violation of tho law was to do carried out. 

>,hen he learned that men from his own battalion woro to 
participate in this murder he took no steps whatever to verify 
euoh an illegal order. You have heard the testimony of Major 
Horle who was called by the defense to eetahlieh this defense 
of impossibility. Major Horle testified that normally in the 
Japanese Army a commander would not permit such an illegal aot 
to ooour in hie area without at least Verifying that the order 
was given by hie superior in command. Kato did absolutely 
nothing, either before or during the execution which he witnessed} 
this is the crux of hie crlrae. He merely guessed from the 
olroumstcnoee that it was ordered by the Oeneral. How oan he 
defend tliat it wre impossible to discharge his duty when he 
never made even the semblnnoe of an attempt to diseharge lti 
Whether or not the execution would have taken plaoe if he did 
discharge hie bounden duty oannot exouse hie culpable neglect of 
duty, the foot remains that the duty wae imposed upon him by 
lav and he failed nnd negleoted to discharge that duty. 

Chief Justloe Stone of the United States Supreme Court stated 
in the recent ease "In re Yanrshlta", The law of war presupoeset 
that its violation Is to be avoided through the control of the 
operations of war by oouimandere who are to some extent 
responsible for their subordinates. 

Colonel Kcto’s defense of impossibility la based on the 
contention that the wrongful execution was ordered by his 
oofiL.andlng general. He has not ehown thrt it wae physlorlly 
ifcr ->eaiole for hlut to discharge his duty. Therefore, tali i c¬ 
on ed defense proves to oe n< thing more than the ola alibi 
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of superior orders In disguise* 

This defense of superior orders ie rdvnnoed by all of the 
nooueed* Each of the aooused exocpt Morito has confessed to hie 
port in the orlae and there 1 b abundant evidence of Morito 1 *; 
guilt* All of the aocueed hope to Justify their oriae on the 
ground of superior orders. 

We do not deny that these superior orders may excuse a 
Japanese soldier in oarrying out an illegal order uhlah *rfeots 
only the Japanese. But we do oontent that the responsibility 
for suoh oriiHue oannot be evaded when the Japanese soldiers come 
in oontaot with the personnel of another nation and ooiu. lt or lutes 
against then. 

uuoh a defense ean in no way excuse oulpabillty for the orise. 
This wsh so hold in the famous Amorloan oase of United States vs 
Jones, 3 Wash. C’.Q, 200 where the oourt said, "We do not mean to 
go further than to say that the participation of the inferior 
officer in an aot whioh he knows, or ought to know, to be 
Illegal, will not be excused by the order of hie superior,* 

This was upheld in GM04 of 1929 where the oourt ssid, "Xn 
referenee to the contention of the aooused that he was acting 
in the performsnoc of duty, it is deemed pertinent to refer 
briefly to the lew pertaining to hoiulolde committed by persons 
in the military service. It is a general rule that a aoldler 
(or sailor) is bound to obey all lawful orders, and all he may 
do In obeying suoh lawful orders constitutes no Offenses ns to 
him. But an order illegal in Itself and not Justified by the 
rules and usages of war, or lr. its substance clearly illegal, 
so that a nan of ox-dlnary sense and understanding vould know 
m soon pb he hoard the order re?d or given that it was illegal, 
will afford no protection for a homicide, provided that act 
with which hs may be charged has all the ingredients in it iiioh 
may be necessary to constitute the acme a orlme In low". 

In UMO 121 of 1919 it was said, "A soldier le bound to obey 
only the lawful orders of hie superiors. Xf he receives ar» 
order to do an unlawful aot, he 1s bound neither by his duty, 
nor his oath to do it. bo far frou. suoh order being a 
JiutifJe. tlon, it makes the party giving the order an aoootupllo# 
in the crime". 

Under international law it has also been held thnt an rot 
in obedience to a military order of a superior le not Justifiable 
when the not is known, or under the clroiwetanoes should have 
been snown. to u* 11. egal under the laws and customs of warf re. 
This doctrine in International law la clearly demonstrated in 
the celebrated Llandovery Castle Case. This woe not a code in 
our courts out is a (Newman case. The duosians havo used this 
case in war orlir.es trials to oondemn ths vory demons out of 
their own mouths. Zn this oase, ths German Supreme Oourt trying 
German defendants for the mnohine-gunning of open life-boats 
deal.?red, "Military subordinates are under no obligation to 
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question the order of their superior officers, and they oan count 
ur>on its legality. Hut no suoh confidenoe can be held to exist 
if euoh an order is universally known to everyoody, including 
also the aoouesd, to be without any doubt whatever a< uim t the 
law. ..They should, therefore have refused to obey. As they did 
not do so, they must be punished”« 

In the Mexican War Oaecof Mltohall v Harmony, Chief Juctloe 
Taney of the United States Supreme Court wrotet “It can never 
be uiaintalned that a military of fleer oan Justify himself for 
doing an urU.av.ful sot oy producing the order of his superior. 

The order may 'palliate, but it oan Justify”. 

Let us consider for a moment the pleture that these defendants 
have painted for this court. They are all harmless, sensitive 
men who would not think of harming a defenseless prisoner of 
war. The only villain Is someone in higher authority, an evil 
man, in faot tha only evil man on the island who foroee these 
helpless puppets to perform a distasteful t ek. It is only 
beoe se of the order of this wicked man that the aeoosed ever 
consented to take part in the exeoutlon. 

Now let us go book to those dark days on Chiohi Jlua and lock 
at the real faots as shown by the evidence. The murder here 
charged ooourred during the bloody offensive for I wo Jlua. The 
success of the American foroee and the constant bombing raids 
over Chiohi Jlma were demoralizing the troops on that island. 
Casualties were heavy. Bitter hatred and the consuming deaire 
for revenge swept the island. Captured prisoners were turned 
over vo the troops for exeoution to booet the morale of the men. 
These very wen who fit before this court. True, they are 
enlisted men but is this nn excuse for their orlue when tney 
clamored for the life of the prisoner to boost their morale, 
to take revenge for the lose of their oomrndes? 

touch hAe been solemnly said in tills court soout the doctrine 
of absolute obedience in the Japanese Army. Who is impressed 
by such uramatio abstraction? Certainly not the aooueed them¬ 
selves. We have all heard the testimony of the accused 
Yamnehits, that the first two man he ordered to stab the , rlsoner 
refused and failed to carry out this order. We also heard hie 
tef t i..ony that these men were not exaotly punished but were 
scolded. Thus we have had a concrete example out of the mouth 
of the accused of the application of tills rigid military doctrine 
of absolute ODedienoe. And what do we find! That the Japanese 
soldier hae the difficult and terrible choice between illegally, 
vicciouely murdering helpless prisoner of war and beln^ scolded, 
bhat a frightful alternative! To be soolded. Gentlemen this 
defense of superior orders is an Insult to this court. 

Where le the evldenoe that Morito and Oshlds were ordered to 
the coene of the execution? They v* nt of their own choosing and 
to satisfy their own emotions. This evidence is found in the 
statement of Oehldn himself. You have heard Mori to testify >w 






boasted and bragged at the execution, and demonstrated for the 
man tha proper way to spear a prisoner, did tha picture ne 
painted of hlu.Balf for you irtray a humble priv ta trembling 
under the stern orders of hie superior and reluctant to carry 
out the execution* Uo t he la a bad actor In {tore than one 
ecnee. ne has proven for ue that he la a breggrrt and a bully 
and has displayed with what vigor end enthuelnm he played hie 
port in this murder. 

Consider next the aotlona of Captain Yamsobitn who vae In 
charge of the execution. The evidence dearly snows that the 
method of the exeewtlon wee not prescribed in the order but was 
loft completely to hie discretion. What manner of wan or beast 
lc this Yomaehita, who contrives such e primitive and tortuous 
method of mutilating a living uody with bamboo epeere and bayonets, 
where can suoh a fiend seek sympathyV There is no meroy for the 
merciless. 

Colonel Unto has freely confessed to hie part in the murder 
of York in February 1046. He has testified that his oharaoter 
le so uoh better than that of the general that this execution 
was caoBt dletfti'teful to him and it saddened him greatly to have 
a p rt in it. However, he doee not prove suoh humane inclinations 
in his testimony. He permitted the execution to be carried out 
in a cruel and baroarlo fashion. Ho did nothing to presorlbe 
that the method of execution be humane but turned over the 
prieoner to the vengeful freney of hie subordinates. It le Indeed 
strange hov sueh people become sensitive and well meaning when 
their own lives are hung in the balance. 

The aooueed Tanlyame has testified that he bayoneted the 
prieoner and neither he nor coy of the other enlisted defendants 
can claim coercion by superior order; for they were given an 
example at the execution v loh shoved them that nothing more 
he- pens to an enlloted man who falls to oarry out euoh an order 
than a little soolding. A threat of e scolding oenuot be said to 
be Bufflelent ooerolon to exeuse the orlme of murder. 

There has been a bund nt evidenoe placed belore this court to 
oonvlot eooh of the aocused beyond n reasonable douot. We are 
oonfldent tiwt the ooujdi salon will weigh the evidenoe In all 
fairness to the accused and at the same time keeping in mind its 
duty to the government and to humanity. 

o nation o«n be so depraved that its people o< nnot reoognlte 
the flagrant wrong of murdering the defenceless. No amount of 
train*ng, peculiar culture, obtuse philosophy or arrogant orders 
oan er. se from the human soul the terrible feeling of guilt 

which o rsoo e murder for the life he heo token. before laws 
vere .bade, this wee even so.

(Former Corporal, JJk)

My present addresst 

Tokyo-to, Katsushika-ku, Okudo, Shlmrachi #732. 

Formerly attached toi 

Independent Infantry, 307th Battalion, Asakawa Company. 

Company Commander: Asakawa Akeichi, Captain. 

My duties at the company: I assisted in the personnel and administration 

department. I was at this time leading private in the IJA. At 
present I am a corporal, Taniyama, Shinosuke. 

Sometime in February or March, 1945# I received an order from an 
officer (as there were several officers present, I cannot recall 
who it actually was). I went with Sergeant Kiehimoto, Masao, to 
the 307th Battalion Headquarters to get a captured Aaerioan flyer. 

At the 307th Battalion Headquarters, Captain Dcawa led us two (2) 
men plus four (4) others to the Ryodan Shireibu. Here I saw four (4) Aaerioan 
flyers tied to trees. We took one prisoner out of this number and brought 
him back to the 307th Battalion Headquarters. This flyer had black hair, height 
1.7 meters, age 20-22, years, and he was wearing a leather furlined jacket. We 
tied this prisoner to a telephone pole in front of the headquarters. We took 
turns in guarding him until noon. 

Around two (2) o'clock in the afternoon, First Lieutenant Taaashita 
came and ordered us to accompany him as the prisoner was going to be axeeuted. 
Sergeant Kishimoto, Masao, Leading Private Morito, Shoichi, Superior Private 
Oshida, Takskasu, and myself (four of us(4) ) led the prisoner half way up 
Nakayama Toge (hill) overlooking the Kominato area. 

On the way, about ten (10) more soldiers joined us. However, I do 
not know their names or ranks. Vie arrived at the designated place about 
twenty (20) minutes after leaving the 307th Battalion Headquarters. We 
thereupon immediately prepared for the execution. We tore off the coat and 
shirt of the prisoner, tied him to a tele hone post and shoveled out a 
hole In the ^vound in front of him. 

In the end, at the command of First Lieutenant Yamashita, we four 
(4) soldiers to -ether with First Lieutenant Yamashita took turns in bayonetting 
the prisoner in the chest. We completed the execution in two (2) or three (3) 
minutes.

Alas, in July 1944 tharo was established oa Ohlahl Jim tha Mashed 
Headquarters of the 109th Division under the sf ni of Vjsr Zochltaka 
Boris who was oas of Oeneral *urihayashi's staff officers. 


Zhls Detached Headquarters Halt was to set as an Zatelllfsase 9 CeaaaaJ 
eatioa, and Bwppl? Bait between the Imperial Japanese Amy H ea dqu arters 
and the Island of Zwo Jims. 


Hear Adniral Horl was War Officer present oa Ohlahl Jim befbre 
and froa Jam 1944 until Bardh 1945. 

Mb Me 1944 te Harsh 1945 the soanand and nllltsry organisation on 
the island remained as I have described. 

The Japanese consider Zwe Jlna te have fallen ea February 23rd 1944 eud 
It la presumed that on er about that date Zdeateaaat General *urlbayaahl 
died with his troops in tho last days of that bistorts eoapalga. 

After the fall of Z*s dint Hajer General *achihaaa was proaeted te 
Lieutenant General and plaeed la eeamnd of tha reaaaMtta of tho 109th 
Divialon with headquarters oa Mahi Jim. *i1h thie promotion Lieutenant 
General T aohibana be oan e Senior Dffldr present on Ohlahl Jim. <TV ? 

The Detached Headquarters of the 109th DislalsB was dlsselvsd and Hajor 
Boris beoane Chief of »taff to General Taohlhaaa. 

By agreement ba t saaa tha Any and *evy oa Ohlahl Jim prlaaaers of war 
wero to ho handled hy tha Ar^» This was decided open la a neeting in 
August 1944 at which Taohlbana and Horl wore present, end upon suggestion 
of Horl. 

°n or about July 4th. 1944 ea American aviator was captured on Ad Jinn, 
an Island in the Bonin Inland group near Ohlahl Jlna. Hoellhof was 
delivered te the Hajer Boris’s headquarters and was there interrogated. 

This prisoner was Lloyd R I chard Hoellhof an Aviation Badioman Beeond Glass. 

After the interrogation he was kept in a garage for about a month and 
then on or about August 5th, taken again to major Boris’s headquarters for 
farther Interrogation. 

On or about August 7th, 1944 on orders of Id ontenant General Taehlbana, 
Inperlal Japanese Any, Hoellhof and another American, whose name vs do 
not know, was killed by a group of Japanese soldiers under the direst 
supervision of Lieutenant Colonel Ita, Zaperlal Japanese Any, with bayonets 
■atsutsro Hide, who Is now before this commission for trial, waa one of 
the bayoneteera. Lieutenant Colonel Its and several others who took mart 
in an execution have been tried and oonrioted of murder by a *illtary 
Commission here on Guam. 






The uninjured flyer wee interrogated by two offioer* ftvwi the *avy >tM, 

The following’ dey thl» prieoner woe left tied to a tree at the *avy *aee 
during the tine the Inland ana being shelled by units of the Hs rl sa n fleet* 
The next day he waa sent te the fortress H ead q ua r ters where he r sna ln a d only 
a few hours, end on the afternoon of that day wae transferred together with 
Hoellhof on to the Maken Sheribu which was Hj«f Horls’s headquarters and was 
the unknown American flyer Who was executed with *oallhof under the super* 
vision of Ideutenant Colonel He. t^e of the bayoneteora waa Hde, who la 
before this eoanlsalon for trial* 

H or about February 18th, 1944 two H arl e ss Aviators wars reeeaad fhs 
the water between Hi «ina and Chiehi Jina and taksn prieoner* 

°ne of these prisoners was *nsign Vleyd Wing Hell, United Hates Hwsl 
Reserve, The other was identified as Marvie Hlllan Hr shoe, Aviation Hadlo- 
nan third olasa* This nan will ba want toned throughout the testimony an the 
one who wore only long white underwear* 

The two prisoners were taken te the headquarters of the )0tth Battalion. 

The next dey the two prisoners were token te the headquarters of Hard 
Tashlbana of tha first Klxsd Brigade and there left tied te trees* 

During one of the days they wofe tied te a tree and a benblag raid teak 
plaea* He Japanese officers word taking the prlsonsrs to the air raid 
dialtar* 

°n the way they were stopped by Major General Taohlbana and ordered not 
to give tha prisoners shelter, food nor water. Tha prisoners were left 
out during the raid* 

Inter tha prisoners were taken te the Htaohed Headquarters of tha 109th 
and remained there in custody of Major Moris for interrogation* 

Mhen tha interrogation of Mershon was eonpletod a tall waa put into tha 
Headquarters of the 900th Battalion to send for the prieoner* The prisoner 
use then transferred to the 300th Battalion Headquarters* 

nontenant (junior grado) Jlteoro Suyeyoehi, Imperial Japanese *avy, 
(Warding Offioer of the Oth anti-aircraft battery, who la now before this 
eowr'lPsion for trial, waa told by Major Matoba, Imperial Japanaae Hay, 
Cs oso ndtu g Offioer of tha 900th Infantry Battalion, who is now bsfere this 
easstission for trial, that whan the prisoners were brought back from the 
Betaotied Headquarters of tha 109th - he would send one of the urleoners to 
Buyeyoshl'e command for disposal* 

Mershon was then sent to the Oth anti-aircraft unit, where he was bebsaded 

S T Idsutenant (junior grads) Mironobu Morishite on or about February ? 7 rd, 194* 
ironobu Morishlta later oommitted suiolde* 

H or about the evening of the 24th of February, 1943 at a rarty at tha 
headquarters of tho 309th Infantry B attal1on, T ao hibana asked Major Matoba 
to send for none meat* 






Major Matoba called hla adjutant on the telephone and orderod him to have 
the body of Merenon exhumed, and the liver and uoae ol the rleah removed and 
sent to hla at the Headquarters or the 307th Battalion. 

A doctor and a corpeaan dissected the b >dy, removed the live, and a piece 
of flesh iron thu leg ol Uershon who had already b en burled the day before. 
The flash and liv r was then dellvexed to Major Matoba at tha 307th 
Headquarters, oooked and eaten at the party. 

Hall remained at the Detached Headquarters of the 109th Division, until 
on or about March 26th, 1945 when Hall was returned to tho Headquarters of 
tho 308th Battalion. 

Major Matoba ordered Captain Kealchiehl Sato, Imperial Japanese Army, 
to exoouto Hall. Corporal Shi&enobu Nakamura, Imperial Japanese Amy, be¬ 
headed Hall under the supervision of Captain Sato. Captain Sato than 
ordered Sor^oant Yusamasu Mori, Imperial Japanese Amy, to bayonet Hall 1 a 
body after ha we beheaded. Sergeant Mori then bayoneted Halls body. 

On orders from Major Matoba a doctor and a corpaman removed the liver 
and some flesh from Hall 'a thighs. The liver was delivered to Matoba 1 s 
galley, prepared by his cook and served st a party given by Matoba. There 
was suki to drink and Ivor to oat. 

The remainder of the liver was dried, by hanging it out in the sun in 
front of Matoba*e quarters for sevural days, and then delivered to the Mavy 
Base where it was eaten in Admiral Mori's moss. 

Also around February 18th two men parachuted down on Ani Jlma and wore 
taken prisoners. These prisoners were United States Ravel personnel. 

One was Orady Alvin lork, aviation ordnancooan third class. The other 
was James Healey Dye, radioman third elaes - 

They were taken to the Brigade Headquarters, and then sent to the 
Detached Headquarters of the 109th Division lor interrogation. 

After their interrogation they were both returned to the Brigade Head¬ 
quarters on or about February 23, 1945. 

Grady Altin lork was aent directly to the hoadquartere of the 307th 
Infantry Battalion for execution on orders of General Tachibana. Upon 
receiving these orders Colonel Kato, Commanding Officer of the 307th 
Battalion aeleoted lieutenant Masao Tomashita to carry out the execution. 

Ysraashita selected uev ral enlisted men for tho execution, and on or 
about February 25, 1945, Grady Alvin York was put to death by stabbing 
with bamboo spears and bayoneting. Colonel Kato, Yaoaahita, and several 
others have b en oonviced by a Military Commission hero on Guam of the crime 
of marlor. Tachibana is here charged with tills murder. 

On or about February 23rd Tachibana ordered his adjutant to have Dye 
executed with banboo apeare, howevor, before thie execution was performed 
Captain dhisuo Yoshil, Companding Officer of the Yoako ttireloss Station ob¬ 
tained permission from Tachibana to use Dye in decoding passages. 
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Dye was than transferred to the Xoake Wireissa station, and where he re¬ 
gained for a short tine, on or about the 24th of February 1945 was taken from 
hie uartera at the Xoake Wireless Station, brought to a spot within the 
station area whore all the pereonnel of the station were asoeubled, he was 
blindfolded, his hands tied behind hits, and >ade to kneel or sit beside his 
own 2rave. Then by order of Captain Xoehii, Ensign Minoru Hayaahi, 

Lapsrial Japanese Navy, atteupted to behead Dye with a sword. However, 
Hayashl's blew failed to decapitate the prisoner entirely, so Lieutenant, 
junior grade, Shiniehl Mr.sutanl, now before this court for trial, then stepped 
up with a sword, and undsr orders fros Captain loshil completed the beheading 
of Dye. 

loshii then ordered Surgeon lieutenant Mitsuyoehi Sasaki, who ia one of 
the accused in this court, to raaove the liver of Dye. The liver was re¬ 
moved fraa Dye's body by 3aaakl and delivered it to loshii’s cook, who in 
turn delivered it to Xoehii. loshil ate some of the liver and offered it to 
sane of his officers and non at a party that night, 

tin or aoout 23rd of February 1945* »sn of the 307th Battalion rescued an 
American Aviator swimming in the water off Chichi Ji«a and took bin prisoner. 
This person was Second Lieutenant Warren Karl Vaughn, United States Marine 
Corps Reserve, 

He was taken to the Brigade Headquarters where he was interrogated and 
than transferred on to the Detached Headquarters of the 109th Division, 

Captain Toahil roceived permission from General Tachibana to obtain 
custody of Vaughn and requested ths Detached Headquarters to turn Vaughn over 
to him to use in decoding .uosaagea. 

He was sent to the Xoake Wireless Station where he regained xor several 
da a, and was then traneforred to the Torpedo Boat Squadron on orders froa 
Captain Xoahii. 

on or about March 5th, 1945 Lieutenant Xaauo Kurauaki, Imperial Japanese 
Navy, Commanding Officer of the Torpedo Boat Squadron ordered Ensign 
Takao Koyama, Imperial Japanese Navy, to behead Vaughn , and on this date 
Vaughn was lead blindfolded before about 150 officers and men of the Torpedo 
Boat Squadron, told he was going to die, asked if he was ready to die, 
answered tht he was, and even helped the Japanese roll his collar down far 
enough so the sword could cut a clean stroke on his neek, and on that day 
beheaded. 

Captain loshil ordered burjeon Lieutenant Kanah.Ua Matsushita, imperial 
Japanese Navy, now bofore this court tor trial to remove the liver from 
Vaughns body, and this was done as ordered. The >.lvor was carried off in a 
pail, and part taken by Captain Xoshil, and part by Lieutenant Kurasaki. 
Lieutenant Kuraaaki was later killed in action, and Ensign Koyama committed 
suicide. 

On or about February 23rd, 1945 two wen of the 308th Battalion captured 
an American flyer on Anl Jima. 

This was Gle n Junior Frasier, aviation ordnancemmn second class. Ths 
prisoner w&e token to the 306th Headquarters. There was s party in rogreee 
at Major Matoba'n headquarters • Captain Noboru Naksjima walked out iron 
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this party, oaue u t on the prisoner near tho hoaci .uartera and attempted to 
question him* 

During the ;uec Honing Nakajlsa began beating the , riaonor with a stick

Ufa have many witn asea to call and such evidence to produce, but we b#- 
11 eve that by presenting the .vidence of the murders many of tho specifi¬ 
cations In tho thar charges will be roved and most of the presentation 
will be completed.

If it please the commission: At the origination of tins trial the prosecution 
saw fit to arraign the 14 defendants brought before you under three chargis and 38 
specifications. During tie past 25 days cf the proceedings you have heard v.iti.esses 
for the prosecution relate ^ series ox' outrageous incidents including the execution 
of C American prisoners of war at d the cannibalistic events that followed concern¬ 
ing 4 of the victims. We have proceeded to prove the allegations of the charges 
and specifications against the respective accused. You of the commission have 
carefully and intently followed the revelation of those incidents and now the 
responsibility becomes yours to weigh this evidence and ;i/e it proper consideration 
With the exception of the 2 international war dimes trials in Berlin and in Tokyo 
it is believed that this is the longest War Crimes trial on record. The evidence 
has been long and complicated, but now that the die has boon cast and all the 
evidence is in, it is the belief of the prosecution that thas commission can 
distinguish each murder separately and as an individual crime in itself and also 
simultaneously observe how tuose murders fit into the pattern of the overall plan 
•and design of the accused. 

If it please the commission: As this trial of the 14 accused now before you come 
to an end, it is fitting that I should briefly sum up the evidence as presented 
by the prosecution. The testimony of the witnesses called by the prosecution is too 
voluminous to relate it in detail, I shall however give a synopsis of its substance. 
I shall review the evidence by tracing the murders that took place in their chrono¬ 
logical order, as oresented through the testimony of the prosecution*s witnesses. 

The first executions at Chichi Jima took place on or about August 7, 1944 at 
which time two American prisoners of war, oi.e named V/oellhof and the other, whose 
name is unknown, were executed with fixed bayonets and b; beheading. V/oellhof 
La d been captured on nearby Ani Jima on about 4 July 1944 and was passed up the 
chain of command until ho was delivered to the Detached Headquarters of Major 
Horio where he remained until the approximate date of his execution. The unknown 
flyer was captured by the Navy on or -rh out 4 August 19-44 and ho too was in tuna 
passed through the chain cf cam and, including the Brigade Headquarters, until ho 
was finally put in the custody of Major h'erie for questioning aid interrogation. 

This commission has heard Major Horie identify Woellhof by name and describe the 
appearance of the oth r unknown victim. 

The prosecution called as a witness Captain Higashigi, the- senior adj\ltant of 
the Brigade Headquarters, and he testified that the order for the - execution of 
these two flyers originated with the defendant. General TaoMbana, and that Tachib- 
ana implied the reason that prompted theoo executions was an outgrowth of the war 
in China in which prisoners were executed in order to boost the fighting morale of 
the Japanese troops. This then was the underlying purpose behind the execution of 
these two flyers in August 1944 on CM chi Jima and became the guiding policy conc¬ 
erning all later treatment of prisoners of war. This commission has heard how those 
first executions set the example for the future treatment of all prisoners of wax 
at Chichi Jima from the provocations witnesses Major Horie and Captain Kosuga as 
well as Captain HigAsi.igi, 
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The execution of these two flyers was carried out under the supervision of 
Colcnel Ito in the Koniinato area. The prisoners were executed by first being run 
through with bayonets and later both men wore beheaded by Colonel Ito, himself. 

This commission has heard from the lips of Colcnel Ito the detailed account of 
this heinous crime. Colonel Ito has named the defendant, Superior Private Kido, s 
one of the bayonetcers and tiiis has been corroborated by the prosecutions witness 
Takano who has testified as an eyewitness to this crime that he saw the defendant 
Kiclo bayonet one of the helpless victims. Kido's confession confirms tiiis entire 
account! 

The commission has hoard Co3.onel Ito testify that ho received authority to carry 
out these executions by way of Captain Higashiga as a Brigade order. The commission 
has further heard Colonel Ito state that upon completion of tho executions that 
he reported the same to the defendant. General Tachibana. Therefore it is entirely 
evident that the full responsibility for trie origination of lhi3 initial execution 
on Chichi Jima falls entirely on the defendant' Tacbibana who authorized tiiis 
scandalous atrocity without tho least bit of justification or provocation. Thus 
we see that it is the cruol sadistic lust of thi3 man. General Tachibann, as the 
Commanding Officer of the First Mixed Brigade that brought about the first execut¬ 
ion and set into motion the overall execution policy. 

Tlie commission has heard tho prosecution's witness Soya relate how ho captured 
two flyers on or about 13 February 1?45 and that he delivered these two fl; ors 
to Captain Kanmuri at tho 301 tii Battalion. Captain Ke.nm.uri has testified ho in 
tuna passed the flyer3 on to Captain Kosuga at Brigade Headquarters, Captain 
Kanmuri further testified that while the flyers were at the 30bth Battalion they 
wore tied to trees with rope ana that the defendant. General Tachibana, reprimanded 
officers who attempted to take those flyers into an air raid shelter. 

Captain Kanmuri further testified Tachibana had ordered that prisoners were not to 
be given shelter, food or water. This testimony has been corroborated by Captain 
Karashima who served a3 General Tachibana's intelligence officer at the Brigade 
Headquarters. Captain Kosuga testified that the two prisoners wore passed on by 
him frem the Brigade Headquarters to the custody of liajor ilorio and Major Horie 
has identified the two prisoners as Ensign Hall and the ctner being the man in tl. 
long wlito undeinvear to whom ho gave a pair of Japanese tabi. Captain Harashima 
lias identified this man ir. oho long white underwear -as boi Morshon and tiiis is 
corroborated by th.e prosocation's disfetches from tho Bureau of Naval Personnel. 

Major Horie has testified that the petty officer in mho long white underwear 
remained in his custody until about 21 February, 1945, -at which time ho was 
returned to the 30wth Battalion. Captain Kanmuri has tcsuiii-d that this flyer 
who had previously been scan by tho defendant lieutenant Suyeyos!li at tlio 303th 
Battalion was immediately transferred to tho unit caioandcd by lieutenant Suyoyoshi. 
You have hoard the witness Iwakawa state that Lieutenant Suyoyoshi in a spocch to 
his men had pointed out that the prisoner was not afriad due to th.e hatred that tho 
prisoner had for th.e enemy. Tiio witnesses Iwakawa, Uzaki md Yoshida have all 
testified tliat this flyer was executed at the Suyoyoshi unit by Lieutenant (junior 
grade) Morishita, now deceased, who was second in co::..:and and directly under the 
supervision of the defendant Lieutenant Suyoyoshi. Tho ca.vr.iasion ..as further 
heard through tho witnesses Captain Kanmuri, °aptain Ikawa Sergeant Kan^nori, and 
Sergeant Sugiyama that tho s victim was beheaded, arid on tnc night following his 
execution his body was exhumed ar.d tho liver and parts of the flesh were removed 






from the body and delivered to the headquarters of the 307th Battalion in 
accord with an order free; Major Matoba. Captain Ikawa has related to tho commission 
how ho cooked parts of this flesh and served it at a riotous party at tho 307th 
Battalion Headquarters to tho defendants. General Tachibana and Major Matoba and 
witnessed them eat it. Ikawa has furth ;r testified that seme of the leftovers fraa 
this bastly orgy were delivered the next morning to the 306th Battalion which was 
commanded by the defendant, Major Matoba. 

Ensign Hall remained with Major Horic at tho Detached Headquarters until about 
25 March, when he was returned to the 308th Battalion. Tho commission has hoard 
Major Horio testify that he foerd what might happen to Hall as soon as ho was 
returned to the 308th Battalion, and further hoard Captain Kanmuri testify that 
Major Horio instructed him not to allow anything to happen to Ensign Hall. However, 
decent treatment of prisoners of war was unknown by this tine on Chichi Jima and 
Ensign Hall was executed almost immediately upon his delivery to tho 308th Battalion. 
The defendant. Major Matoba,• authorized this execution which was carried out by tho 
defendant. Corporal Nakamura, by beheading the flyei’ under tho supervision of the 
defendant, Captain Sato. Those facts wore relied by tho prosecution’s witnesses 
Sorgoant Kanemori, Private Sato and Private Iso, and are corroborated by tho 
confession of Corporal Nakamura himself. Following the beheading of Ensign Kail by 
Corporal Nakamura, tho defendant Sergeant Mori with orders from the defendant 
Captain Sato bayoneted tho body of tho victim at least twice. This is admitted by 
Sergeant Mori in his confession and is corroborated by the testimony of Sergeant 
Major Wada and Superior Frivates Sato and Iso. The latter two saw tho bayonet 
wounds in the chest of tho victim. The commission then imard a fiendish account 
by Sorgoant Kanemori of the dissection of Hall’s body and its demonstration to th- 
corpsmen by Doctor Toraki. The cocvnission has hoard Superior Private Konishi test¬ 
ify that the liver of Hall wa3 delivered to Matoba’s quarters and that parts of it 
were sorted at a part for officers of tho Battalion. Tho commission has further 
heard in the confession of Matoba and tho corroborating testimony of c-he prosecution' 
witnesses Lieutenant Commander Sirinoda and Lieutenant (junior grade) Iijima that 
parts of this flyer's liver, cooked on bamboo spits-, were delivered by Matoba to 
| the Naval Base Headquarters and there eaten by Major Matoba and the defendant 
Vice Admiral Mori. 

Tho commission has further hoard fraa the confession of the defendant Isogai 
that ho had eaten human flesh at the 308th Battalion and also at the Navy Base. 

On about February 18, 1945, two American aviators parachuted down on Ani Jima 
from a TBF. One of those men is identified as Aviation Radioman third class, 

James VYosslcy Dye, USN raid tho other has been identified as Aviation Ordnancoman 
third class, Grady Alvin York, USN. These men in turn were delivered to the Brigade 
Headquarters of Major Horie for interrogation. The commission has heard Major Horio 
identify Dyo by name and give a very accurate description of York and how he recalls 
that his name sounded like "York".' Tho prosecution's evidence, by way of dispatches 
from the Bureau of Naval Personnel, have completed tho identification of York. Tho 
commission has heard testimony from prosecution's witnesses Captain Kosuga that York 
was returned to tho Brigade Headquarters on about the 23rd of February aid he was 
immediately transferred to the 307th Battalion . Colonel Kato, Cam landing Officer 
of the 307th Battalion ha3 testified before this commission that, the defendant. 
General Tachibana, had previously informed him that a flyei* would be turned over to 
Ms Battalion for disposal. Colonel Kato furth .r related that or. the day the 
prisoner was sent to ids unit, a telephone call was received from the Brigade Head- 


quarters informing him that tho prisoner was being sent for execution. Colonel Kato 
has further testified how he selected Capt;dn Yanashita to supervise this execution 
and the commission*has heard Captain Yamashita testify that he selected enlisted men 
Sergeant Kishimoto, Corporal Tanyama and Privates Oshita and llorito to perfom the 
actual deed. Captain Yamashita has further related that bamboo spears and fixed 
bayonets were used to execute tins prisoner. It will be noted that among the spe, *t- 
ctors mentioned by Ca; tain Yamashita as being present at this execution were some 
personnel from the navy. 

Major Horie has given this commission a very accurate and vivid account of how 
the defendant Captain Yoshii came to the Detached Headquarters and requested from 
Major Horie a flyer to assist in the interception of messages. Major Horie further 
testified that Captain Yoshii informed him* ho had tho permission of General Taciiib- 
ana to obtain a prisoner for 3uch purposes, and this has been corroborated by the 
prosecution's witness, Harashima,•who served as the defendant Tacliibana's intolligen 
officer; The American flyer. Dye, was tlius turned over to the Yoake Wireless 
Station, which was commanded by tho d efendar.t Ca tain Yoshii and placed in the 
custody of petty officer first class Tamamura. The commission has hoard Tamamura 
testify that on the day following Dye's arrival at the wireless station, Captain 
Yoshii informed him that Dye was to be executed, and that Dye never performed the 
least bit of work concerning message interception. It is obviou3 from this that 
Captain Yoshii only used this as a subterfuge in order to secure Dye from Major 
Horie with the immediate intention that he would execute him. The witness Tamamura 
has further testified how the defendant,Yoshii, assembled all the personnel of the 
wireless station to witness the execution and how tho defendants, Lieutenant (junior 
grade) Hayashi and Lieutenant (junior grade) Masutani proceeded to execute this 
flyer on orders from the defendant. Captain Yoshii, who personally supervised tho 
crime. Tho defendant Surgeon Sasaki then proceeded to remove tho liver of this 
victim. The commission has hoard the prosecution witness, petty officer, Suzuki 
relate how ho in turn delivered part of this liver to the room of Captain Yoshii and 
he further testified that the quarters of Captain Yoshii contained utensils for the 
cooking of his own personal food. 

On or about February 23rd, Warrant Officer Soya delivered a captured flyer to 
the 300th Battalion and this luckless victim arrived just at the time a party was 
being h id by the officers of the 302th Battalion of vihich tho defendant Major 
Matoba was the Commanding Officer. The prosecution's witness, Captain Nnkajiraa has 
testified how he went out from this party and after an unsuccessful effort to 
interrogate the prisoner, proceeded to beat this prisoner to death with a walking 
stick. Nakajima then told tiiis commission how he related the incident to the 
defendant, Major Matboa, received a very light reprimand. The commission has 
heard the prosecution witness, Sergeant Major Kurimoto identify tho location of the 
grave of ti.is man and tho commission also heard testimony from Major Shaffer, 
member of the Bonin Island Board of Investigation, to the effect that from this 
grave a pencil was found containing tho name Glenn J. Frazier. Checking this namo 
with the prosecution's despatch from the Casualty Section of tho Bureau of Naval 
Personnel, shows that Frazier was lost in operations on or about the date he was 
captured on Chichi Jima and clearly establishes the identity of the victim. 

Another American flyer identified by Major Horie as Marine Lieutenant Vaughn 
was captured on about February 23, 1945 and ho was in turn passed to Major Horie 
for interrogation. Major Horie has testified that the defendant. Captain Yoshii 






again requested that he turn a prisoner of war over to him for decoding purposes 
-and the commission has further heard Major Horie testify that he first rejected this 
request as ho had heard of the fate bestowed upon the victim Dye and fearing the 
same might happen' to Lieutenant Vaughn. However, upon repeated requests by defend¬ 
ant Cptain Yoshii, Vaughn was tamed over to him and he remained in nis custody 
about one week and then Vaughn was turned over to the Second Torpedo Squadron c omm- 
anded by Lieutenant Kurasalci, Imporial Japanese Navy, now doceased. Kurasaki then 
immediately ordered the execution of Lieutenant Vaughn and Vaughn was beheaded by 
Ensign Koyama who later committed suicide. The prosecution has offered a most vivic 
and accurate account of this murder by the witnesses lieutenant (junior grade) Hida 
and Lieutenant Olcubo. The commission has heard how a large number of officers and 
men were present to see this execution and that tho defendant. Surgeon Lieutenant 
Matsushita, on orders from the Commanding Officer of the Torpedo Boat Squadron 
removed the liver of the victim. Lieutenant (junior grade) Hida has-further 
testified how he passed on a package to the defendant Captain Yoshii, immediately 
after the execution, which Hida is certain contained human liver and that the 
defendant Captain Yoshii drove off in his car to his headquarters with this package, 

In brief then, this is the substance of what the prosecution has proved. 

In order for the commission to adequately obtain an overall view of these 
atrocitios, it is necessaiy that we observe the military command relationship as 
well as the conditions that provailod at Chichi Jima during this period from 1944 tc 
1945. The commission has heard of the joint conference mold by the army and navy 
personnel in which it was agreed the aimy would handle matters pertaining to prison¬ 
ers of war. It is to bo noted that the defendant. Admiral Mori, personally partic¬ 
ipated in this plan and as the Senior Officer present, gave his consent to this 
overall scheme, and by such participation, indicates that he is in accord with 
whatever treatment prisoners of war may receive at a later date. The prosecution h; 
presented numerous witnesses who have testified that the senior military officer on 
Chichi Jima from August 1944 until the fall of Iwo Jima, in March 1945 was tho 
defendant Vice Admiral Mori and that in case of an invasion. Admiral Mori would be 
the Supreme Commander of all Japanese forces, including tho army. 

Another factor in the overall picture that must be considered is the general 
war situation covering this period. It has been admitted by numerous witnesses by 
tho prosecution, as well a3 the defense, that tho Japanese military situation at 
Chichi Jima began to slowly deteriorate from August 1944 and with the fall of Iwo 
Jima conditions became critical. Tho bombings of Iwo Jima night and day by the 
American naval and air forces and the resultant heavy casualties, along with the 
reduced rations of food tended to shatter the morale of tho forces under the comm¬ 
and of these senior officers present in the defendants row. In .on effort to over¬ 
come the complete under-mining of the spirit of their troops, the senior officers 
resorted to the most despicable and heinous atrocities in tho hopes that they might 
stimulate the sagging morale of their forces. As stated by a v.itness for the 
defence, Ensign Wutanabe, the conditions on-Chichi Jima had reached such a sad 
plight that the feeling of tho men was that, "They did not care", .and it is exactly 
just this feeling of not caring that prompted the defendants in this court to 
commit the most horrifying and diabolical crimos witii not tho slightest regard for 
law or order. It was into this abyss of depraved men that the eight American 
victims had the untimely fate to fall as prisoners of war. Every witness that has 
taken tho stand, either for the prosecution or for tho defense, us well as the nine 


defendants, who took the witness stand on thoir bohalf, have without exception, 
stated that there was no justification whatsoever for any of the crimes that 
occurred! Thero is not a single instance that any of these victims had done any¬ 
thing to justify oven the slightest reprimand, yet they were brutally executed, 
died agonizing deaths and had their bodies eaten for no other reason than the mad 
lust and felonious desires of the accused now before you! It is indeed ironic that 
the perpetrators of these foul deeds sould be acororded every right to defend them¬ 
selves in this American court, when the same accused afforded the eight hapless 
victias not a single right or privilege! These eight victims died in accordance 
with the overall sordid plan that prisoners of war should be executed in order that 
the fighting spirit of troops on Chichi Jlna might be boosted or inspired! 

The nine defendants who took the stand in their own bohalf with the exception 
of Lieutenant Suyeyoshi and First Lieutenant Isogai have fully admitted the part 
that they played in these crimes and have proven their part in them, by their own 
admissions. Each of them has attempted to offer an alibi and each has filled the 
record with self-serving statements, the vast majority of which have been thought 
up since they appeared before the Board of Investigation. Such self-serving 
testimony comes as no surprise to the prosecution and fails in anyway to hide the 
facts of the particular caso. The defendant. Private Kido, testified before this 
commission to his part in the execution of August the 7th, 19A4, but states that he 
did so on orders frern Colonel Ito. It is interesting to note however, that he 
admitted before this commission while a witness in his own behalf, that he liked to 

use the bayonet and that he could defeat eight out of ten soldiers with the bayonet 

Such testimony seems to conform perfectly with the statement of Colonel Ito before 

this commission that*when ho asked for persons proficient in the use of the bayonet 

to raise their hands, Kido was among the group- that so did. It is only hormal 
that'he would deny any voluntary participation, when ho appears before the commis¬ 
sion, but thore is not the slightest reason to believe that Colonel Ito would make 
such an assertion were thore no foundation for such. 

Corporal Nakamura likewise took the stand and fully confessed to Ms particip¬ 
ation in tho crime as charged. He too offers the alibi that ho was under orders 
from the defendant Cayt.ain Sato and in further self-serving testimony states that 
ho objected to such orders. It is interesting to note that no such objection on 
his part was found in Ids statement as submitted to the Board of Investigation and 
offered as evidence by the prosecution! Lieutenants (junior grade) Hayashi and 
Masutani have likewise fully confessed before this commission that they beheaded 
an American prisoner of war as charged and likewise they both now claim to have 
been under orders and that they did not voluntarily participate. The prosecution 
has never contended that either of these two men volunteered their position as an 
executioner. It must be noted that it is most convenient for than to now offer 
such self-serving testimony of tho account of their objections to their participat¬ 
ion in tho crime. Surgeon Sasaki and Matsushita have likewise taken the witness 
stand in their own behalf and given a full account of their participation in the 
separate crimes for which they are charged. They also attempted to explain thoir 
conduct by saying that they were under orders to so participate. They in turn hav 
put into tho record their trumped up objections to carrying out those orders. The 
purpose of which is obvious on its face and should bo accorded its appropriate 
weight by the commission. 







The accused, First lieutenant Isogai has found it convenient to taka the stand 
in an attempt to explain away his own previous confession, Tho prosecution has 
offered into evidence the interrogation of First Lieutonant Isogai before the B oard 
of Investigation in which he on two separate occasions; first at a party at the 
30tth Battalion and second at a party at Special Naval Base, admitted that he was 
a cannibal of hiw own free will and volition. He now takes the stand and with the 
mock excuse that these statements were brought about by 30 a sickness which occurrod 
five days previously to the interrogation. He would have this commission believe 
that these statements wore the result of an upset stomach. Such shabby and trite 
explanations speak for themselves! 

Lieutenant Suyeyoshi, the commanding officer of the 6th Anti-aircraft Battory 
has taken the stand in his own behalf and in a series of carefully worded lio3 woul< 
have this comaission beliove that ho considered Major Hatoba to be joking when he 
said a flyer would be returned to the Sth Anti-aircraft Battery from the 308th 
Battalion for disposal. The prosecution concedes that there may be some truth in 
such a statement. By this time at Chichi Jima the life of an American flyer would 
hardly receive tho consideration of being a jokel This defendant does admit howevu. 
that he passed on the word that the flyer would bo turned over to his unit for 
execution to his second in command. Lieutenant Morishita (now deceased), and 
further that Morishita told him that he would carry out the execution. The defend¬ 
ed, Suyeyoshi, would further have us believo that he did not know tho flyer had 
returned to his unit and executed until after the execution had occurrod. He 
maintained such -on assertion most emphatically three times before this comaission. 

To him goes tho top honors for tho membership in the Ananias club among the 
defendants! The prosecution has - proved beyond all reasonable doubt that the testi¬ 
mony of the defendant, Suyeyoshi, on the witness stand in liis own behalf before 
this commission, was a total and absolute falsification! The prosecutions* witness 
Petty Officer Iiwakawa has testified that Suyeyoshi called a large group of peraonn< 
together after the flyer had been returned to his unit and quoted Suyeyoshi as 
3aying, that the fly-jr was not afraid as he stood before this Japanese audience due 
to his instilled hatred for them, the enemy, 'he prosecution ha3 carefully impeachi 
Lieutenant Suyeyoshi by shewing that he told tho Board of Investigation that he saw 
the flyer on the road to his headouarters prior to the flyers delivery and later 
that he saw the flyer in the custody of Lieutenant Morishita on the way to tho 
scone of the execution and by further showing that Suyoyoshi of his own free will 
voluntarily submitted a statement seme sixteen days after the interrogation in 
which ho states in substance the same facts. All of which, I might add, he denied 
most emphatic all;, while appearing as a witness in his own behalf. To make his case 
even more absurd Suyeyoshi has testified that ho never once inquired from Lioutonanl 
Morishita or anyway ascertain.d whether or not his unit. executed this flyer. Such 
absurd assertions speak for themselves and do not justify further comment. The 
truth of the case is that Suyoyoshi deliberately obtained this flyer from Major 
Matoba with but one purpose in view and that wis, that the flyer would be executed 
by his unit in an effort to boost the diminishing morale of his forces. The 
defendant, Suyeyoshi, tyas stated himself that his units wore undergoing severe 
punishment from tho American forces. 

The defendant Sato, as a witness in hiw own behalf, has testified thefc lie 
supervised the execution of the fly = r Hall on orders from the defendant Major 
Matoba, It is to bo noted however, that Sato states that ho never once asked or 
that he made not the slightest inquiry as to the reason or purpose of tills axocutio: 








and so far as ho know the flyer hod done nothing to justify such an execution. 

Sato has further testified that he of his ov;u volition selected Sergeant Furushika 
and then Later the defendant Corporal Nakamura to be the sword wioldor. He has 
further testified that ho selected the site of the scene for the execution and that 
it was on his instructions to the guards that the flyor was brought to the scene. 
Need anything further be added to the full account of the defendant, Sato, as a 
witness in his own behalf, to prove the allegations against him? 

To sum up thon, the testimony of the aforementioned nine v/itnesses who t ock 
the stand in their own bohalf did the follov/i; g: First, proved tho prosecutions 
case by full confessions in every respect with an exception of tho defendants 
Suycyoshi and Isogai. Second, filled the record with self serving testimony by the 
defendants. Third, saw tho defondants. Captain Sato, Lioutonant Suyoyoshi, and 
First Lieutenant Isogai establish themselves as perjurors, liars and falsifiers 
of tho first magnitude before this commission. 

Lot us noxt observe the c harges drawn against the defendants in tho light of 
evidence presented. Charge I is that of "murder" which one of man*s eldos vices 
originating with Cain and Abol. It is highly proper that murder is considered a 
war crime. Murder is defined by Naval Courts and Boards as "The unlawful killing 
of a human being with ,/ialice aforothought". Everyone of tho accused, charged with 
murder in this case, was thoroughly aware that their acts were both illegal and 
unjust. What then is malice? We find in U.S. v. Rood, 312, Federal Reports, the 
following definition: "Malice is not necessarily meant in tho law a malignant 
spirit, a malignant-intention to produce a particular evil. If a nan intentionally 
does a wrongful act, an act which ho knows is likely to injure mother, that in the 
law is malice. It is the wilful purpose, tho wilful doing cf an- act which he 
knows is likely to injure another regardless ef tho consequences, that is malice, 
although tiio man may net have had a special intention to hart a particular individ¬ 
ual." Cany any of the accused be heard to say he did not intend tho acts he did? 
The eight American victims whoso heads and bodies rolled up in dust at Chichi Jima 
wero killed net by accident, but by the deliberate intention ef the defendants. 

The ovidcnco clearly shows that a set of plans and agreements wore reached in the 
carrying out of this overall scheme to dispose cf all prisoners of war as well as 
tho conciiction cf tho individual murders themselves. 

General Tachibana is charged with the murder on August 7, 19A4 by members of 
his own Brigade Headquarters headed by Colonel Ito, of the two Americans namely 
Woellhof and one whose name is unknown. This commission has heard this charge 
proved in its absolute entirely and boyond all reasonable doubt by tho prosecutions* 
witness Colonel Ito. He testified that he received tho order for such an execution 
from Tachibana*s Adjutant, Captain Higashigi and that after tho execution that he, 
Ito, reported the same to the defendant, General Tachioana. Captain Higashigi has 
related to this commission that the motive wluch prompted this flagrant offense, as 
stated by General Tachibana, was the boosting of tho morale of his troops on Chichi 
Jima. Private Kido was also charged with this murder. He hr.s confessed fully his 
participation in this crime as ho is charged before this commission. 

The defendant. General Tachibana, is likewise charged with the execution of th<- 
flyer Dye by the Yoakc 'Wireless Station. We have hea d the testimony of Major 
Horie and Captain Harashima, that the defendant. Captain Yoshii who is also chared 
with this murder, obtained this flyer from the custody of Major Horie with the 






permission of tho defendant, General Tachibana. Tho commission has seen how Dye 
was oxocutod the day after h s delivery to the Yoako Wireless Station cn tho orders 
and under the supervision of tho defendant, Captain Yoshii. The allegation of the 
specifications against General T;.chibana and Captain Yoshii are proved beyond all 
reasonablo doubt and it is most obvious that tho sole purpose underlying the 
transfer of Dye to tho Yoako Wireless Station was his immediate execution before 
tho assembled personnel of the Yoako Wireless Station. The defendants Masutani 
and Hayashi, who were the actual sword wiolders for this outrageicus act, have full; 
confessed their participation before this commission. Captain Yoshii*s full 
responsibility for tho removal and eating of tho viscera of the body of the victim 
Dye was likewise clearly proved by tho prosecutions*s witness and the testimony of 
the defendant Sasaki. 

General Tachibana is further charged with the murder of tho victim York who 
was executed by the 307th Battalion. Tho commission has hoard Colonel Kate the 
Commanding Officer of the 307th Battalion testify Tachibana informed him the flyer 
would be turned over to his unit for execution and further how such an act did 
occur and if tho execution of tho flyer that followed. Colonel Kito has also 
testified that he reported tho execution to the defendant, General Tachibana. It 
is emphatically clear that tho starting ; oint of this O', tragous act is tho defer: - 
and General Tachibana. 

General Tachibana is likewise charged with the murder of Ilall by the 308th 
Battalion. The commission has hoard how Hall w s transferred to the 308th Battal¬ 
ion at tho time'Major Matoba became Chief of Staff to General Tachibana. The 
defendant, Sato, has confessed to this commission that ho supervised this execution 
fer which ho is likewise charged with murder. Sato has related that lie was told 
by tho defendant, Ms.^cr Matoba, also charged with this murder, that Hall’s oxucutlor 
was cn tho orders of the defendant. General Tachibana. Sato has further testified 
that he received tills order directly from tho defendant. Major Matoba, and that he 
solectod tho defendant Corporal Nakamura, to bchoad the victim. The four defendants 
General Tachibana, Major Matoba, Captain Sato and Corporal Nakamura are therefore 
properly charged with this murder and the charge is proved against each of than. 

The defendant. Major Matoba, is charged in aggravation with tlie removal of the 
flesh and viscera of the bod;'’ of Hall. Tho commission has heard the complete 
account of this most diabolical outrage from tho defendant Sato and the prosecut¬ 
ion’s witness Sergeant Kanamori. The commission has heard of the removal of tho 
liver and approximately 16 pounds of flesh from tho thighs of Hall and that parts 
of this flash were eaten at the 308th Battalion parties and other parts of the body 
wore eat.en at the Special Naval Ease. 

The defendant. Major Matoba and the defendant, Lieutenant Suyoyoshi, are 
charged with the murder of tho fly .r liershen. Tho commission has hoard from the 
lips of the defendant Suyoyoshi himself how Major Matoba told him tho fly r would 
be sent to his unit for disposal. The prosecution has further shewn over tho lies 
of tho defendant Suyoyoshi, by impeaching his statements before this commission, 
that such an act was' carried out with the full knowledge and acquiossence of the 
defendant, Suyeycshi, in accord with his plans* to improve tho decreasing morale jf 
his troops. Th; charge of murd-r is therefore beyond all reasonable doubt provoi. 
against this defendant and he must be held strictly accountable for his misdeeds. 

The commission has hoard Captain ICar.muri, Sergeant Kanumuri and Sergeant Sugiyoma, 
all witnesses for the prosocuti.n, describe the wild and dopravod orgy that took 










place the day after this victim was buriod when his body was dug up on the orders oJ 
the defendant, Major Matoba, fund parts cf the flesh and liver removed and how this 
was later eaten by numerous persons including the defendants Major Matoba. Thus, 
this most revolting and aggravating element of the murder of the victim as charged 
against the defendant Matoba is proved to the full satisfaction of this commission. 

The defendant, Captain Yoshii, is cha.god witn the murder cf Lieutenant Vaughn, 
Major Horie has informed this commission hew Captain Yoshii wrangled Vaughn from hi? 
custody and how he, Hone, told Captain Yoshii that nothing should happen to Vaughn, 
but the commission has hoard the stories f the prosecutions' witnesses Hido and 
Okubc and hew Vaughn was transferred to the Meter Torpedo Boat Squadron and Iris 
subsequent execution. Captain Yoshii's direct participation in this murder is 
clearly shewn bp the testimony of the witness Hido who stated that ho saw Captain 
Yoshii soon after the execution leaving the scene with a package containing part of 
the liver ef the victim. 

I reitoratc; that every allegation contained in each of the six specifications 
undor the charge of murder are substantially proved in their complete entirety and 
that-the defendants charged with these crimes, who now appear before t. is commis¬ 
sion, are guilty cf murder, committed in tho most atrocious diabolical fashionl 
Justice demands a strict accountability of each of those malefactors for his foul 
deeds! 

Next let us observe tho specifications undor charge number twe which involves 
tho vio]a ticn of the laws and cast ms cf war. Throughout the ages, man has 
struggled to eliminate thu dreadful curse ef war. Among tho many stops in this 
direction has been the recognition that certain practices must be outlawed, even 
in war. Civilized centries have found it agreeable to promulgate certain rules 
and regulations which would be recognized and heeded in tho waging ef war by all . 
nations! The great Geneva and Hague Conventions and Declarations represent man's 
ncblust efforts to prescribe that certain rules and regulations f r tho conduct of 
v:ar v:ould be recognized .as fundamental by all civilized nations. Such groat 
treaties have bocc .10 incorporated into international law and it is the violtion _f 
this international law about which wo are concerned in tiris charge. It is true that 
Japan did not sign the Geneva Prisoner of War Convention of 1929, but Japan did on 
tier own initiative inform the United States Government shortly after tho attack on 
Po^rl Harbor that sho would .apply the provisions . f that convention to American 
Prisoners of War. It is tho failure to abide by this committment thdb brought 
the defendants before this commission and specifically the defendants have violated 
articles 2, 6l, 66 and 76 of tho Geneva Prisoners cf War Convention, 

Specification one, chargo two is br uglit against the defendant, General 
Tachibana, and the defendant. Major Matoba, for tho dishonorable burial cf the 
victim Mershon who was executed by the Suyeycshi Unit. Tho full story . f this 
dastcordly crime has boon revealed to tIris commission by prosecutions' witnossos 
Captain Kanmuri, Sergeant Kanaucri and Sergeant Sugiynma. All evidence points 
that the mutilation of thi3 body was directly on the orders of Major Matoba with 
tho acquiosanco of General Tachibana in order that flesh might bo supplied to them 
for tiioir own personal consumption at a party at the 30?th Battalion. Scldon has 
the account ef a dastardly performance boon recorded before in any court! 










Specification two, charges General Tachibana with the mistreatment of. Amorim 
prisoners of war by issuing orders denying to them food, water and shelter. The 
prosecution has presented Captain Kanmuri, Adjutant to the 308th Battalion, who ' 
testified that Tachibana ordered no food and water to be given to prisoners of war 
and that Tachibana further ordered that prisoners of war would be tied to pine trees 
and left exposed to the bombing of Chichi Jima by American Forces. Captain Kamuri 
lurther testified that General Tacnibana reprimanded officers who attempted to take 
prisoners into a cave for protection during the midst of an air raid. The prosec¬ 
ution witness Harashima, who served on the staff of the defendant Tahcibana as his 
intelligence officer, lias corroborated tiiis testimony in every detail and the 
defense has brought forth not the slightest assertion that any of these allegations 
are not true! The proving of this specification is just another link in the chain 
to show the unfortunate fate that befell the prisoners of war on Chichi Jima. 

Specification three, charges the defendants Admiral Moil, Major Matoba, and 
r First Lieutenant Isogai, with the violation of the laws and customs of war by 

pr eventing the honorabl e burial of an American Fris oner of Yfar by the human consump- 
ITion of each"of these defendants of parts of his body. The prosecutions witnesses 
Lieutenant Commander Shinoda, Ensign Iijima along with the witness for the accused 
Lieutenant Commander Miyaziki have all testified that Admiral Mori and Major Matoba 
consumed human flesh at a party at the Special Naval Base. The defendant Isogai 
has, by his own admission in his confession, stated that he likewise consumed human 
flesh at the-navy base. The defense in the recall of Commander Shinoda and Comman¬ 
der Miyazika, has led them to testify that Matoba said that the flesh th± he 
brought was "goat meat" and it was only after its consumption that it became 
established that this flesh was actually that of the prisoner. Careful observation 
of the testimony of Commander Shinoda, who appeared as.a witness for the prosecut¬ 
ion fails to reveal any such comment about "goat meat" then and the testimony of 
Ensign Iijima shows-that all parties were suspicious of this flesh the moment 
Matoba delivered it, when he said it as a "delicacy." The prosecution points ouo 
that Commanders Shinoda and Miyaziki, who are cannibals as a result of participating 
in this party, made not the' slightest effort to ascertain the source of this flesh 
even after they wer certain it was thatof a human being, if there was any doubt 
beforehand. Furthermore there has not been the slightest assertion that Admiral 
Mori in any way reprimanded Major Matoba for serving him human flesh as the defense 
would have us believe, by trickery. Is it reasonable to believe that a Major would 
serve human flesh to a vice admiral if he were not certain that all parties 
concerned were in accord with his conduct? The commission must keep in mind that 
it is only normal tliat the officers on the staff of the Admiral would attempt in 
every way possible to protect him in their testimony at this trial. It is the 
contention of the prosecution that every allegation in specification throe under 
charge two is proved. 

f Specification four under charge two alleges the dishonorable burial of the 

victim Dye due to the consumption of parts of his body by the defendant Captain 
Yoshii. The commission n=as heard from prosecutions witnesses, .as well a* the 
confession of the defendant Surgeon Sasaki, how the liver ef Dye was removed on the 
specific orders from the defendant Yoshii and wo have further heard from potty 
officer Suzuki how he personally delivered part of this liver to the quarters of 
Captain Yoshii. Suzuki lias further testified tliat Yoshii warned him that he 
s&ould never reveal such facts! C^n there be the slightest doubt by any members 
of this comiission that tins specification is not proved? The answer is emphaticall 
none whatsoever! 


Specification five, charge two, also involves the defendant Yoshii, as well as 
the defendant Surgeon Matsushita. The commission has seen from the testimony of t he 
prosecution witnesses and as corroborated by the defendant Matsusiiita himself, who a 
lie appeared as a witness in his own behalf, that the liver of Lieutenant Vaun.t was 
likewise removed after his execution. The defendant. Surgeon Matsushita, testified 
that this removal was on the direct orders of the defendant. Captain Yoshii. The 
prosecution witness Lieutenant (junior grade) Hida, has testified that he personally 
passed to Captain Yoshii as he was leaving the scene of the execution, a package 
containing a part of the liver of this victim. I ask againj Can any member of this 
commission have the slightest doubt that any aspect of this specification has not 
been proved? The answer remains the same! 

Specification six is drawn against tiio defendant. Major Matoba, and the 
defendant. First Lieutenant Isogai, for the dishonorable burial of Ensign Hall due 
to the removing and eating o'f the flesh and viscera of the body of the sold Hall. 
Matoba’s part in the fulfillment of tliis specification is well knowy by the commis¬ 
sion, through the testimony of the witness Sergeant Kanemori and the confession of 
Major Matoba himself. The dissection of this flyer is so savage that it defies 
the imagination and clearly establishes Matoba as an infamous brute! 

The direct evidence against the defendant, Isogai is his own confession that 
he committed cannibalism. The prosecution has proved that Hall’s body was served 
at a part of the 308th Battalion and this coupled with his confession is sufficient 
to convict him of the charge of cannibalism. The prosecution concedes that the 
part of the specification charging Isogai with the removal of the flesh is not 
proved, but otherwise tho entire specification i3 proved in full. 

Specification seven changes the defendant Surgeon Lieutenant Sasaki with the 
dishonorable burial of tho victim Dye. Numerous prosecutions witnesses including 
petty officer Tamamura have testified that Sasaki removed the liver of the victim 
after he was executed and Sasaki has fully confessed the same as a witness in hi: 
own behalf before this commission. 

The final specification under charge two is drawn against tho defendant, 
Sergeant Mori, and concerns the bayoneting ox two body of Hall after he h d been 
beheaded by the defendant, Nakauura. Sergeant Major Wada has testified for tho 
prosecution that he saw Sergeant Mori standing beside the body with a fixed bayonet 
and warned him uhat he should not bayonet the body. Sergeant Major Wada further 
testified that Mori was the only person present ./ith a fixed bayonet. The 
prosecutions witnesses Privates Sato and Corporal Iso have both testified that they 
observed that tho body had two bayonet wounds in its chest just before Doctor 
Teralci performed the dissection. Tliis testimony is entirely in accord with the 
confession of Sergeant Mori introduced by the prosecution that he did bayonet the 
body. Captain Sato confessed supervision of the crime and his participation 
therein. Coupled with the confession of Sergeant Mori that he received those orders 
fraa Captain Sato this is sufficient evidence to prove t!ds specification, against 
both Captain Sato and Sergeant Mori. It is tho contention of the prosecution that 
the allegations against each of the accused under charge two are. proved beyond any 
reasonable doubt! 






The third charge against the defendants is that of neglect of duty in violatior 
» of the laws and customs of war. This charge is based upon the duty that is inherent 
with a command and therefore this duty reverts to the commanding officer himself. 
Before there can be neglect of duty, there must be the imposition of a duty. What 
then is the duty that lias been neglected by the defendants under charge three? 
the Commanding Officer of military units, the defendants Goneral Tachibana, Admiral 
Mori, Captain Yoshii, Major Matoba and Lieutenant Suyeyoshi were obligated and had 
iraposted upon them by international law the solemn and absolute responsiblity to 
protect prisoners of war while in their custody? Article*2.3(c) of the Hague 
Convention of 1907 states ns follows: "In addition to the prohibitions provided 
by such convention it is espectially forbidden, to kill-or wound an enemy who has 
laid down Ms arms or having no longer means of defense, ha3 surrendered at dis¬ 
cretion." Article two of the Geneva Prisoner of War Convention of July 1929 states 
in part as follows: "They (moaning prisoners of war) must at all t imes be humanely- 
treated and protected particularly against all violence, insults-and public curio¬ 
sity." These two articles alone impose upon Commanding Officers, who have in their 
custody prisoners of war, the responsibility of seeing that these prisoners of war 
are in no way mistreated. It-is the deliberate and intentional failure on the part 
of the five dofendants, listed in charge three, to protect prisoners of war when in 
the custody and undor their control that has resulted in the promulgation of this 
ciiarge against theml The failure to act where there is a duty to do so is just as 
culpable and just as criminal as is the doing of an overt act in violation of a 
prescribed rule or regulation and the degree of cupability is equally as great! 

Since the basis of this duty grows out of the command rolationsMp of the 
defendants, I shall not attempt to further amplify the individual omissions and 
failures of these fivo doferd?nt3 to protect tho eight prisoners of war involved 
under this charge. Tho proof of the first two charges and specification in and of 
iti. jlf automatically proves the third charge since the latter is but an outgrowth 
of the former. The duty imposed on tho defendants is to protect these eight 
American prisoners of war wliile they were in their custody and subject to the 
control of the respective dofendants and the open, flagrant and wilful failure to 
afford this protection to these victims brands these accused as culprits of the 
Mghest degree! 

The most important defendant in this case in so far as the prosociiion is 
concerned, is tho defendant, Vice Admiral Mori. The prosecution of murders as a 
war crime includes little or nothing mere than the usual criminal law conception of 
murder. The prosecution of Admiral Mori who is not charged directly with murder, 
but who is charged in one count with violation of laws and customs cf war and in 
six counts with neglect cf duty in violation cf the laws and customs of war evolves 
us into the wider conception of what constitutes a war crime. Certainly it is hot 
to be denied that one of tho cardinal functions of tho prosoett ion of a war crime 
is that examples and precedents will be sot wMch 3hall serve as a notice to future 
despots that if they wage illegal warfare they should be held strictly accountable 
for such. Tho case against Admiral Mori offers us the striking example of establi¬ 
shing such a precedent. 

Lot us now carefully review tho evidenco as presented against Admiral Mori. 

It has boon clearly established that from July 1944 until tho fall of Iwo Jima 
in March of 1945, Admiral Mori was tho senior military officer in the Bonin Island 
area as well as the Commanding Oificor of all naval forces and it has likewise 
been proved that in case of an invasion of ChicM Jima during this period, admiral 


Mori, as the senior military officer, would become the supreme commander of all 
military forces, both army and navy in the Bonin Island area and direct the operat¬ 
ions in defense of that area. It has been further proven, that Admiral Mori 
attended personally the conference held in August 1944, at wliich tLno it was 
decided that the handling of prisoners of war would be delegated to the army. The 
prosecution has strived in vain to find out from its own witnesses, as well as those 
of the defendants, the details of just what agreements were reached at this confer¬ 
ence and othor than broad goneral statements we still do not know the exact toms 
and commitments decided upon, A c.lose reading of the testimony presented before 
this commission will reveal that none of the witnesses mentioned that this confer¬ 
ence delegated who would be rc-spcnsxble for the actual execition of prisoners of 
war and it seems at best that this specific point was left undetermined. It is 
immaterial howover, whoth r this conference actually agreed that the army or the 
navy or neither or both would in fact dispose of the prisoners of war. The im¬ 
portant point is that Admiral Mori as the senior officer present at this conference 
acquiosed and consented to its terms and if the army did have the responsibility 
concerning the control of prisoners of war, then Admiral Mori has by his particip¬ 
ation at this conference fully agreed and consented to whatever treatment the army 
might impose on prisoners of war, buch concurrence and harmcqy with the plan as 
drawn up at this conference, places Admiral Mori in a position of knowing who was 
to handle prisoners cf war and demonstrates his complete cooperation and sympathy 
with such a plan. International law placed a duty upon Admiral Mori to protect 
these prisoners of war. Ho ra ght delegate that duty to whom he pleased, but the 
responsibility still rested on his shoulders to protect all prisoners of war in the 
Bon Island area! 

The defense would havo us believe that as a result of this conference tho navy 
has washed its hands of all matters concerning prisoners of war. The falacy of such 
an assertion is demonstrated by the fact that a fow months later three prisoners 
of war wore exocuted by naval units directly under tho command of Admiral Mori. Vfe 
have heard the witness. Lieutenant Commander Miyzald, testify, as a witness for the 
defense, that Commander Komiura, the senior staff officer under Admiral Mori, caller 
in all units under the command of the Special Naval Base and explained the toms 
of the agreement reached at this conference in «ugust of 1944 soon after the confer¬ 
ence was hold. It becomes therefore obvious that if the navy had washed its hands 
of prisoners of war, that tho unit commanders eftho Torpedo Boat Squdron, the Yoake 
Wireless Station and the Suyeyoshi Tai would never have executed these prisoners 
in violation of the August 1944 agreement provided such an agreement was in fact 
established, unless they had tho specific authority and agrcomtnt cf their supreme 
coci.iander, the defendant Vice Admiral Mori! Tho oiily conclusions that can bo 
drawn are; one the navy did net wash its hands of the control of prisoners by this 
August 1944 meeting or two if tho navy did wash its hands of prisoners of war by 
this August 1944 meeting, tho three executions b; tho navy units under tie comma: 
of Vico Admiral Mcri could not havo taken plca.ee without his consent. It is tho 
contention of the prosecution that Admiral Mori fully consented to those executions 
and acquiosed fully to their being carried out! 

Lot us observe the circumstances surrounding each of theso executions. The 
victim Mershon was executed by the Suyeyoshi unit in accordance with tho intentions 
of Lieutenant Suyeyoshi, the Commanding Officer, This unit was directly under the 
command of Admiral Mori. This commission has hoard hew the defendant Suyeyoshi 



gathered his troops together and in a fiery Bpeech before than, in an effort to 
boost their sinking morale used the victim Mors hen ns an example of an American 
with hatred for the Japanese because ho showed no fear at the time of this public 
insult. We have further heard how this oxecution took place and was witnessed by . 
some twenty to thirty persons, aid that it was not conducted in secret, but that 
personnel of the unit wore well aware, both that the prisoner was to bo executed 
and lator that he had been so exocuted. 

The execution of Lieutenant Vaughn at the Torpedo Boat Squadron again was a 
public execution with oil personnel of that unit assembled to see this victim have 
his head severed but for the one purpose of increasing the animosity of oho 
personnel present. Again wo note that this execution was net carried out in secret, 
but that it was most public with all the personnel of the unit assembled to see the 
performance and it is further noted that this execution took place a relatively 
short distance from the headquarters of Admiral Mori iiimsolf. 

The execution of the victim Dye at the Yoake Wireless Station, again was a 
public spectaclo viewed by largo numbers cf the personnel of that unit in ordor 
that the morale of troops might bo boated by seeing the "superman" American die an 
agonizing death before the eyes of the curious Japanese onlookers. 

It is further noted that among the spectators at the execution of York by the 
307th Battalion on or about ?5 February 1945 w to navy personnel in the form of 
onlookers. We therefore have four murders on separate occasions in February and 
March of 1945 at which navy personnel were present and three of which wore carri 
out entirely by officers subordinate to the defendant, Admiral Mori. You have seen 
that each of these murders wore public performances and known by the rank and file 
of the personnel within the units. Dojs the contention of the defense that thu 
defendant Admiral Mori did not know that these executions were taking place do-vrvo 
any consideration in tho light of those facts? Is it reasonable to believe that 
the lowest soaman in throo naval units undor his command could bo spectators at 
theso atrocious doeds while tho Admiral sat in his headquarters and knew nothing 
about what wa3 taking place? 

This commission must never overlook tho fact that tho defendant, Mori, is a 
Vice Admiral in the Imp-rial Japanese Nn\y and. lie did net acquire such a vaulted 
position by not knowing what took place within his command! For the defense to 
contend that I 10 did net know those executions wore talcing place males a travesty 
of his position as a Vico ..dmiral in tho Imperial Japanese Navy and would degrade 
him-to the position of being a blundering, stupid ignoramus and dope. This, I must 
add, is in sharp contrast to the description of .idairal Mori r*s given to this 
womaissicn b;, several of his staff officers when appearing as witnesses for the 
defense. 

/mother factor which we must consider is that tho prusocuu.cn has proved throw 
the testimonies of Ensign lijima, Lieutenant Commander Shinoda and Lieutenant Comm¬ 
ander Miyazaki that tho dofondant Admiral Mori is a cannibal. It is of further 
interest to note that if Admiral Mori did not knew the flesh delivered by Mntoba 
was human flesh, as tho defense now contends, that there lias boon not the slightest 
indication to show that he attempted to find cut the source of this human flesh 
after he had been informed of its nature. Tho reason for this is obviously clear. 









Ho did not ask or inquire about tho source of tliis flesh because he knew at the 
time it was brought by major Matoba, net only that it was human flosh but from 
whence it cane! Yes, it is entirely correct that Admiral Mori did net inquire 
about the source of this flesh, for such information ho already kn^w. 

The prosecution asks the ccsnmission to takj particular notice of a statement 
made by Lieutenant Commander Miyazaki, one of Admiral Mori 1 s Staff officer, v/hen 
he appeared as a witness for the defense. In this statement Commander Miyazaki 
quotes Admiral Mori as saying, "Many people say that the cxocution of a prisoner 
will bring up the spirit, hue as for myself I have tho opposite opinion. The sclri' 
gce3 down." Why then would Admiral Mori /.take or bo prompted to make such a state¬ 
ment if he did not know that such acts were taking place round about, him? Every 
aspect of the circumstantial evidence concerning these points indicates clearly 
that Admiral Mori not only knew what w s taking place, but fully acquiesod therein. 

Who would believe for a moment that a Major in tho army would deliberately 
cause a vico admiral and members of his staff t: comm..t cannibalism, within his 
presence, if the major did not know, that the Admiral and his staff fully acquiesod 
in their participation? If it please tho commission, the prosecution wishes to 
most explicitly point out that we contend that Admiral Mori not only know of the 
executions by the navy, but gave his approval to the same. However, the prime 
fact remains, that it is entirely immaterial insofar as tho charges against Admiral 
Ilori are concerned whether he knew or did not know that these executions were to.mr.g 
place! Tho duty imposed upon him as the Commanding Officer of .all naval forcer, in 
tho Bonin Island area and tho senior military officer in that' area requires that ho 
should have so known! If he did not know, it is entirely immaterial insofar as 
tho charges are concerned. Tho duty placed upon him requires that ho should have 
known what typo of treatment prisoners of war wore receiving by units under hi--, 
command, and his failure to know, as the defense would have us believe, in no v.uy 
mitigates or lessens his responsibility. Admiral Mori's crime is cne of amiC8i.cn 
in that ho has failed to carry cut his duties as ho was sc obligated to do. 

It is only natural that officers from his staff should attempt to covor up 
•and confuse the issues involved in this case* in order tint they might protect their 
formor commander, tho defendant Admiral Mori, as much as possible. Such a praced- 
uro is both expected and routine. Much has been said by theso witnesses for the 
defense about how good and noble and how fine a character tho defendant, ..clmiral 
Mori possesses and he has been described as sitting in this court looking as 
gracious as Buddha himself. Such flowery talk in no way hides the fact that this 
man is a cannibal who knowingly allowed men. under his command to perform tho most 
infamous of crimes in violation of intemati .nal law. I can but remark in respect 
to his appearance in this court that a lion in a cage nov^r looks as forocicus as 
when stalking his prey in the jungle. 

This commission must never overlook the very pertinent fact that Admiral Mori 
was tho senior military officer in the Bonin Island area as well as on Cllchi Jima 
at the time of tho execution by tho Brigade Headquarters cn August 7# 1944 of 
Wcollhof and the unknown flyer as well as in February 1945 whon the 307 th Battalion 
under tho command of Colonel Kate executed York. Tho fact that those execiliLns 
wore carried out by army units in nc way lessens the responsibility of tho senior 
military officer on Chichi Jima to protect theso prisoners while they wore in his 
military custody. Even if we agree with the defense and c.ncodo that the army had 








custody of prisonars of war and that the defendant, ..dmiral Mori, delegated his 
duties, concerning pri3onors to the- army, this in no way .alters the pertinent point 
at assuo in that his responsibility, which ho could n /t delegate remains the 30010 , 
and that ho was at all times responsible for tho protection of those prisoners’ 

The contontion of the defense that Admiral Mori did net knew the murders were 
taking place by various navy and army units on Chichi Jima can in no way bo sustain 
in view of the evidence prosonted by tho prosecution. This ccmmission has hoard the 
testimony of Captain Koruga - , the junior adjutant of the defendant, General Tad-, m. 
at the Brigade Headquarters, that it was not orJ 7 general knowledge at tho Brig.-. 
Headquarters that these oxocuti .rs were taking place, but that such information .<~u 
Jcnewn everywhere he went. The striking proof, however that these executions and 
dishonorable burials wore the gonerol knov&edgo of all personnel on Chiclii Jiua, 
both army and navy, is clearly demonstrated by the parade of nearly two score of 
witnesses before this canmissiii both for the prosecution as well as those ^f the 

defense who have testified from their own personal knowledge concerning murders, 

cannibalism and other atrocious events. Those witnesses represent numerous* separate 
army and navy units scattered over various pares of the island. That all of these 
persons should have known that then- crimes were being committed speaks for itself 
mo conclusively prove to this commission that knowledge of the committment of those 
atrocious cri es was known throughout tho width and broadth of Chichi Jima by 

personnel cf all ranks and stations. Therefore such knowledge must bo imputed to 

tho defendant Admiral Hori. Is it in any way possible to believe that such a cro-js- 
socticn of the personnel on tho island of Chichi Jima including officers and on] 1 st. 
men could testify concerning these facts and j*daiiral Mc-ri who was tho senior mi.V.tai 
officer on tho island at the ti.ie, know nothing a bait it? In the light of these 
facts to a 3 k this question is but to answer it? 

Thi 3 camission must net overlook tho very important fact that the defenders 
deliberately destroyed all traces of evidence c ncorning those prisoners cf war en 
Chichi Jima and confronted the Board of Investigate n with innumerable falsificat¬ 
ions concerning the whereabouts of prisoners cf war. The destruction of those 
documents was in direct violation of the Potsdam Agreement. This commission should 
also boar in mind the location of Chichi Jima. Beginning with the establishment 
of American Bases in the Marianas Islands, for the purpose .f attacking Japan, 

Chichi Jima became subject to a tremondous aerial bombardment as it lay directly 
on tho route to Japan. Planes returning from Japan often discharged their bombs 
there and after tho fall' of Ivo Jima tile island was subject to almost continuous 
attack by fighter planes, as well as from units of the fleet. The array and navy 
and marine corps show long lists of persons missing in action in tho Bonin Islands 
and the total reaches several hundred. Wo concede that most of these persons mot 
their deaths in accidents or combat, but the law of averages requires that a groat 
number of them would get ashore safely and be captured as prisoners in that area. 

Wo are only able to prove the deaths of eight men, but the ringing indictment 
stands against those defendants that from July of 1944 until the end eftho war tnorc 
is not a single American alive wiio ever fell into tho hones of tho defendants in 
that areal Such an indictment alone should convict every one cf those accused! 

The prosecution contends that tho fourteen defendants stand before this 
commission guilty beyond all reasonable doubt of the charges as preferred against 
than. They have been brought into this court and given every opportunity to defend 
themselves in a fair and impartial trial, .ill the rights that they so ruthlessly 
failed to give to the victims on Chichi Jima have been afforded to them by this 
commission and they have been weighed in tho judgment and found wanting. 












■ The United States Government warned Japan on too numerous occasi ns for me to 
cite, that it would hold strictly accountable all persons who have ccmoittcd such 
outrageus acts. These defendants are classic examplos of'the type of persons to 
whom President Roosevelt diroctod his warning of August 1, 1942 when he said, "It 
is only fair that they should havo this warning. The time will come when they will 
have to stand in courts cf law in the very countries which they are now oppressing 
and answer for their acts". Ihdood the time has not come! The International Lav/ 
Documents for 1943 contains the list of forty-two specific protests that the State 
Department sent to Japan in the year 1942 in an effort to obtain from Japan the 
fulfillment of its committment to treat American prisoners of war with humane and 
civilized principals and it further lists forty-five specific protests to the 
Japanese government in 1943. It is the fulfillment of these solemn pledges of oi c 
government that has brought those defendants before this commission and demonstrator 
to the world that those pledges by our government were not idle gestures. 

The senior ..fficcrs prosont before this ccmraission aro not youthful war zealots 
inspired by a sudden fanaticism, but those are men who havo made a lifetime career 
cut of the promulgation cf this wild Japanese obioscien to cjnqucr the world. They 
are not being tried fer the waging f warfare, as such, for had they waged legal 
and lawful warfare they would not be before this commission t day, but they v/ould 
have been long ago demobilized in their homeland. They are before this commission 
because they waged illegal and unlawful warfare id violation of intornatL ml lawl 
Thcso sonior defendants are the careful, calculating and scheming intriguers who 
fostored Japanese military oxpansicn in order to increase their own personal power 
and glory and what cared such obsessed mad men fer the lives f prisoners of war? 
These defendants arc- the converts cf a mad militaristic inebriation that constitutes 
net a "Lost Weekend", but a lost destinyI 

The world stands on the threshold cf a new ora and man continues to struggle to 
rid himself cf his greatest enemy, war. These defendants before thi3 commission 
will never again bo in a position to repeat their despicable acts. They stand 
before us crushed and broken. Any sympathy on this score f^r these defendants would 
have a prefound effoct on future generations. It has boon so ably stated by Winston 
Churchill, to the effect that the punishment . f such men as these shall stand as an 
example through the annals cf time as a warning to all who wuld repeat the same. 

Of some men it is said that they are wolves in sheep's clothing. I say to this 
commissi n that the principal defendants of this case are beasts in the form ^.f men! 
They stand before you proven beyond all reasonable doubt as the instigators and * 
performers of so.io >f the mest wicked and inhuman crimes ever heard in any c 'urt, 
anywhere, and at any time. The prosecution demands that this commission return a 
finding < f guilty against all fourteen defendants with due consideration ef their 
military position and station in life. The prosecution further demands that this 
commission return sentences calling for the supreme penalty to be paid by tho 
defendants General Tachibana, A&airal LLri, Ca- tain Yoshii, IJajor Ifrtoba, Captain 
Sato and Lieutenant Suyoyoshil World society has no place ner need fr such 
sadisticol maniacs and depraved men! In respect to the eight defenseless victims 
v/lio received such ignenimous deaths and in further respect to our comrades who gave 
their lives that we might enjoy the blessings ~f fre .d.m, such a sentence must be 
returned! Tc break faith with them would make us not erthy -f the blessings they 
have secured for us. Although wo hold no malice or hatred fer these defendants, v/o 
do condemn them in tho light ;f what thoy have dene as revealed to this commission 


and this is not the place cr time for sympathy in their bohoLfi The lapse of time 
and tho termination of hostilities tend to ra;ike us forgot and forgive, but I s r.y to 
this commission that tho eyes of tho world watch your docisicn and the hopes of 
future generations rest on it. We cannot allow ourselves to become soft hearted 
and close our eyes to such deeds nor forgot them! 

With this commission rests tho responsibility of carrying out the 3oleran 
pledges of our government, and of keeping faith with our fallen comrades in arms. 
Will it be said of us as the Gomans remarked at the end of the last war that wo 
are too soft and toe forgetful? 

In conclusion I wish to leave - you with this thought, as so aptly expressed an 
the groat words of Rudyard Kipling, "Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet, less we 
forgot, loss wo forget1" -

ARGUMENT FOR THE ACCUSED

To Your Honor, Tho Prcsidont end the Members of the Commission: 

■lien I wes still e student, I reed in one of Shfkcspeerc’s plays, tho 
Merchant of Venice, the pert concerning tho triel of removal of human flesh, 
which tcught me r. greet deal concerning the adoption of leu in this ceso. 
Together "ith its light humor, it ectuelly gave mo much enjoymont. 

At this time, without previous knowledge, I heve cone to ret es defenso 
lawyer in c cesc role ted to cennibclisn, This ease is different in ell re¬ 
spects to the Shekosperien triel concerning humrn flesh end thero ero various 
kinds of difficult end rerlistic problems from tho ecedenic stendpoint of 
psychology, sociology,'end leu. To solvo those problems, a greet emount of 
effort is neodod, end I have come to realize the hoevy responsibility that 
rests upon dofonse lawyers. 

I an fortunate enough to have excellent lawyers es my cssocietos, end 
from them I think you rill hear the arguments from en ecedenic stendpoint. 
Alroedy this court has hed experience with trials related to war crimes, end 
I heve hoerd thet e consider?bio emount of argument concerning this subject 
taken place. 

I am going to present the ergunonts of the three defendants, Isogei, 

Sato, and Suyeyoshi. 

Fundamental arguments about "ar Crimes trials end war crimes ( for example, 
tho responsibility of en individual in international rules concerning expost 
facto leu) ero, ct present, being argued ficrcoly at the Tokyo International 
Ililitcry trial. 

These defendants arc unknown, unimportant, low ranking military personnel, 
'■hile they mere stationed at Chichi Jinr, I claim that tho SCAF rules did not 
exist. I an not going to take up whether this criminal offense -ill stand 
up under the theory of leu, but I rm arguing from tho standpoint of mitigating 
their sentence. 

A now world, a now civilization ’Till make a now criminal theory neces¬ 
sary. Naturally the defense should go ahead in obedience to the no" ere, 
but wo hope tho conrission will take into consideration the former rules, namely 
that ’T.r is a struggle between nations and the individuals carried no res¬ 
ponsibility end we also hope that the commission rill consider the expost 
facto la- and render a lenient sentence. 

According to charges brought forth in this ease, tho defendants as 
members of the Imperial Japanese armed forces, attrehod to the army or the 
navy, Chichi Jinr., Fonir. Islands, and while so serving ct said install, tions. 
Chichi Jinr, Bonin Islands, ct : tin. when a state of war existed bct’-'con 
the United St.i.too of America and the Japanese Empire, some are charged ’”ith 










killing an American prisoner of "ar, some with eating flesh or the liver 
of the human body end Preventing en honorable burial, this in violation of 
the lews and customs of war and the moral standards of civilized society; 
some with, unlawful disregard, neglect and failure to discharge their du$y 
as a superior officer. Upon these fundamental facts various observations 
have been made. I should like to base my argument on the observation of the 
facts. First we shall think about the persons involved. All the defendants 
in this case are military personnel. They live by the code of absolute 
obedience to orders. Because they would never hesitate to die by the side 
of the Emperor, they were accustomed to going through water or fire if they 
"ere so ordered. The next thing we would have to take in consideration is 
the circumstances at that time. The third is the conditions at Chichi Jlma, 
The fourth is the details of the case, ’."hat is asked from a standpoint of 
criminology and the politics of crime, by what persons, under what circuim- 
stances, when and where, time, place, and deed. How ere the defendants 
Isogai, Sato, and Suyeyoshi to be observed under these facts? also the same 
thing can be said of the other defendents in this trial. 

"ho is the defendant? '.'hat "as his station? : hat sort of character 
did he have? The defendant Isogai, Gun'ji was 8t that time 2nd Lt., IJA 
attached to the 302th Independent Infantry Battalion of the 1st Ilixed Brigade. 
He is a graduate of the Koku Gakuin University and a very serious going man. 
The defendant Sato, Kesakichi, was at that time also attached to the 308th 
Independent Infantry Battalion of the 1st Mixed brigade. 

According to the charges the criminal offense that defendant Isogai 
was alleged to have committed was supposed to have been on the 25th and the 
28th of March 1945. The time that the defendant Sato was said to have 
committed his offense was on the 26th of March 1945. The time the defendant 
Sueyeoshi was said to have committed his offense was on the 23rd of February 
1945. At that time the navel air raids on the Japanese Homeland ’-ere fierce. 
After the fell of Iwo Jima, I think the conditions ere that they expected on 
invasion of Chichi Jima. This has been testified to in detail before this 
commission by the various •’itnesses. In judging this case it is absolutely 
necessary to take into consideration the confused conditions that existed at 
that time on Chichi Jima. 'hat are the geographical conditions of Chichi 
Jima where these offenses were said to have occurred? This is a small island 
in the Eonin Island group. It is not a flat levol island but is mountainous. 
After the fall of Iwo Jims. Chichi Jima "as alone and 'ithout holp. Eecause 
of this many difficulties came up about short rations. They were spiritually 
disturbed and unstable end I think there "ere many times when they were not 
normal. 

The defendants were under this environment. They hed been fighting a 
war a long time and they were tired. These people, the 15,000 people strtioned 
on Chichi Jima, ot times "ould call for the need of lifting the fighting spirit 
and at other times were troubled about the end of e. battle to the last men. 

This is something that cannot be comprehended by human psychology. In other 
words, it "as an environment "liich cannot be understood by average common 
sense and in usual peace times. 










That sort of character do some people hove under these unusual environ¬ 
ments r hich heve been clearly defined? The bed conditions that existed on 
Chichi Jima caused this case end incident to occur. This I believe ’/ill be 
argued in detail by my lavyer colleague-. For persons ’Tho have committed 
criminal offenses under the influence of criminal characters or persons viho 
have become a criminal through their environment, the main defense is based 
on their environment end associates. 

I shall go ahead and explain in separate arguments the offenses brought 
about by the environments of the defendents Isogci, Seto, end Suyoyoshi, 

The defendent Isogai is charged in Charge II end specifications 3 end 6 rlth 
violating the lers end customs of vrer. The defendent Isogai claims that the 
confession at the Board of Investigation ^es caused by unfeir means and he 
has denied all these charges in front of this commission 

In specification 3 of charge II it is said the defenda/nt Isogai did 
Pith the defendant Kori, Kunizo and defendant Matobe, each end togother, 
on or about 28th of March 1945 at the navy base headquarters, prevent tho 
honorable burial of on American prisoner of ’?ar, by eating the flesh and 
viscera of the body of said prisoner of uar. According to the testimony 
of the "itnosses Shinode, IIjime, and I’dyazaki,, the number of times that human 
flesh res eaten in a room at the special navel base rros only once and it is 
clear thot the defendent Isogai -’as not present. In specification 6 it is 
stated that tho defendant Isogei did, on or about 2Sth of March 1945, prevent 
the honorable burial of cn American prisoner of "er, one Floyd Ewing He11, 

Ensign, U.S. Neval Reserve, by removing end eating the flesh end viscera of 
the body of tho said prisoner. 

According to the testimony of Kuroze’ra, "There rere many dinner parties 
given at the 308th Bettalion, but tho one I romomber the most ’./as one in uhich 
one small dish of human liver res served." It is cleer that tho defendant 
Isogai tras not presont. The defendant Isogai made a confession in front of 
the Hoard of Investigation. This is a very great disadvantage to the defendent 
Isogai. At this time the quality of the confession vrould heve to bo considered 
according to the la.rs of evidence. In the first place a confession is not 
absolute and generally it is forbidden to determine the facts by confession 
clone. But in the SCiJ' Rules there is a special ruling on this. Even this 
h 8 s to go by the ruling of the commission on actual value. ' hether the defen¬ 
dant Isogai made a true confession or not can bo determined by the fact that 
he T 7 p.s confused and "as in a disturbed state of mind. It ”as done under 
hampering conditions of speech. Every person rho res present ct the dinner 
perty in T/hich human flesh ttos served st r/hich time the defendant Isogci ras 
supposed to have oaten human flesh has stated that he res not present. 
trill you determine if tho confession of the defendant before the Bocrd of 
£ivestigction ”as the truth or not, unless there are noople ’-ho can sry that 
he TTs presont at thet dinner uc.rty rhorc human flesh vras served? ~'e care 
nothing but to recognize the fact that his confession may have been the result 
of his confusion. At least, in this instance, I think it -mild be dangerous 
to moke him beer tho great responsibility of the criminal lcrr on a confession 
only made outside the court. In conclusion I believe there is not enough evidence 
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to convict him. 

Also in the record of the Board of Investigation, there is the sixth 
question, "Have you ever eaten human flesh?" In answer to this ho said, 
"according to rumor I heard later I may have eaten human flesh." In the 
23rd question, "Have you ever oaten huracn liver?" Ko answered, "Yes." 

This can be taken many ways, Ke had actually eaten human flesh end livor, but 
he did not learn that this -’as hum.n flesh and liver until afterwards. I 
believe this ^sy of thinking is also possible. I ate it but at the time I 
did not know it was human flesh. Unless the question ras put to him in 
this manner, knowing it was humrn livor, whon, whore, and by -'hat morns end 
with whom did you eat it, end he had answered in detail, it should not heve 
any value under the lerrs of evidence. 

Tho defendant Krtoba stated at the Eoard of Investigation that 1st 
Lieutonent Isogci ct tho special naval Vso, togother with Kciaiurr, Shinoda, 
Mori, Miyazaki, and Iijima, knowing it 'vs human, ate liver s itted ^lth 
bamboo. This testimony \’as completely brokon do-n by the testimonie s of 
Krnmuri, Iijime, Miyazaki, :nd Shinoda on tho 14th of September in court. 

Tho room at tho special naval base in "hich tho said human flosh was said 
to have been eaten, was a small room in a cave, -her*; lighting was good. 

I boliovo the four pairs of eyes of tho stef", doop in their operational 
plcnning could soe truthfully, I hope for your go'-d judgment - through your 
superior knowledge i nd insight. 

According to Charge I, Specification 4, the defendants Sato, liatoba, 
end Nakamura, acting jointly, did, each and together, on or about 26th of 
March, 1945, strike end kill, by boheading with a sword, an American 
risoner of war, namely, iHoyd Iking Kell, Ensign, U.S. Naval Rosorve, 
violating tho lews and customs of war and the moral standards of civilized 
society. This fret w e canrot help but recognize by his o”n testimony, thet 
of defondent Nakamura, and that of Katobr., Speckin of tho motive of the 
defendant, S"to, as a subordinate o" defond'nt Matoba, ho rocoivod orders 
from him, relaying this order to defendant Nakamura, and having the prisoner 
oxocutod. This also in clear by tho *itnosses 1 testimony connected with 
this case. In othor words Sato at that time, had beon serving in tho Ariy 
c long tirno. Ke hrd obeyed the orders of his superior officor well. 

The defendant Seto had defendant Nakemure execute tho prisoner on 
orders of the com: ending officer. In other ~crds ho hed only relayed the 
ordors of the commanding officer to Nakamura. Tho defendant Sato, did not 
initiate, plan or prepare this. Ho just blindly end mechanically carried 
out the ordors of the commending officer. This is sho’-n fully by his position 
and history. 

.according to Charge II, Specification 8, defendant Sato, Kesckichi, 
and Mori, Yssumesu, then r. sergoent, IJA, cttached to tho 306th Independent 
Infantry Bettelion, acting jointly, did, orch and together, on or about 
26 Iwrch 1945, prevent tho honorable burial of en American 'risonor of wr, 
namely, one Aloyd ‘hlug Ka.I , Sroigr., U.S. i’:.vr.l Reserve, by bayoneting and 
mutilating r dead boc’y of the srid prisoner of war , thereby violating tho 
le"s and diatoms of war. 
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.tccordir.p to the record of the Board of Investigation for defendant 
Sorgoent i ori, the dofordent Lori, hod,by the orders of the defendant S r to, 
str.' hod the deed body of a. prisoner o£ rer t^o or throe times, This is 
a confession. 

according to tho testimony of "dtness Sergeant Krjor ' ado, Tori ves 
standing at a placo apart fror. the prisoner rlth a rifle Mthj fixed bayonet, 

F dr s'id, ''i ori did not say anything to-mo. I said to I'ori, If you stab 
a dead body Mth e beyonot, it "ill bendl 1 I think Mori took ray pdvice," 

The above is tho prosecution' s evidence. There is no other reliable ovidonce, 
L-:ter I believe my associate lonyors "il" present arguments on this point. 

In regard to tho record of the Eoard of Investigation, it hrs rlrecdy 
been rrguod several tines that going by the confossion of the c'ovo 
mentioned Mori clone is drrgorous. This is not c thing th.-t hrs to be 
argued dooply to bo teom. 

According to tho Charge I, specification 5, tho defendant Sucyeyoshi, 
defendant Irtobc, "ith subordinate Lt. (jg) Morishita, acting joirtly, did 
each and together, on or about thj 23rd of February 1945, at Oraurc Co ctery 
havo killed rn .Ar.oric n prisoner of rrer, namely, or.o Marvin ' illian i . rshon 
aviation radioman third class, U.S. 1 T avy. The defendant Suoyoyoshi has 
stated that ho had nover received an order from Major Matoba, to execute 
IH6 a' ove prisonor nor had ho ordered Lieutenant (jg) Morishit: to do so. Tut 
it is clear by tho testimonies of Braki, Yosbida, I-akeva that lieutonrnt (jg) 

1 orishitc had executed tho above nontionod 1'ershon at the time, dato, and placo 
stated beforo. Also it is clear that 1 1 that tine the dofondent Suyoyoshl 
res not thero. Thu defendant Mrtobc nado some very dtrodir t estimony beforo 
the “oard of Irvcstigrtion but ho has not stated that defendant Suyeyoshi 
or tho Lieutenant (jg) orishita bad executed th risor.cr. bother the 
dofordrnt Suyeyoshi ordered Lieutenant (jg) rorishitc cannot bo detonrdn'od 
bocauso of the leek of substantial evidence. Ag . long as there is no evadonco 
to sho- "h't sort of orders Lieutenant (jg) l orishitc rocoivcd end '-bother or 
not ho rocoivcd those fror tho dofondent buyoyoshi, I believe Suyeyoshi 
has ro responsibility for that offense, .-.ccording to th testimony of Ensign 
Uzcki, et that time the air r ic conditions "ere very fierce and it is clear 
thr” the dofendrnt Suyeyoshi v?s busy '1th anti-aircraft duties at his 
command post and c’ic not have tho tine for such : thing as cr. execution 
of ; prisoner of '• r. Also the defendant Suyeyoshi stated this clearly 
and oanlicitly in court himself. 

At first the argument that defend-rt Suyeyoshi, "ho -xs so closely 
rel-ted to .Tnsion orishita, had not’d:. - to do 1th tho execution, may 
sound very unusual. : orishitc ":s the sc: ior officer of tho 
division and else a lookout man. The handling ox prisoners of -vr had 
boon don. entirely by the army and it did not concern the navy. It is clear 
through tho testimony of the • Itressee that the results of this decisio -Me; 
'as rendered tbrcu h an -grocr.ont iar.de Vy the my and tho navy "ore thoroughly 
redo kno'an to all. It car. be understood why; defendant Suyeyoshi who r- c of 
th3 r.avy "r.s al -rys hesitant in his -ttitude tcr.rd nrisonors of -Tor. There is 







a saying of a great Chinese philospher, "Go not near danger". Suyeyoshi was at 
his command post, and threw off the rumors as rumors. He took the attitude of a 
bystander. This can be understood as human psychology. The witness Iwakawa has 
stated that Lieutenant Suyeyoshi did not get along well with the officers and 
made every effort to shield the enlisted men. Why he did not talk to Ensign 
Morishita i? apparent. Soon after this incident, Morishita was transferred. If ' 
the defendant Suyeyoshi really had any intention of executing the prisoner of war, 

I believe it world have been shown when he received the two prisoners on the 19th. 
According to the testimony of the witnesses he treated them well instead of mis¬ 
treating them. He fought through a hard fight at the anti-aircraft battery in a 
battle of the air. He did not wish for cannibalism; he did not wish for the fl--h 
of a prisoner of war. No connection with this can be seen. Charge I, Specificat¬ 
ion 5 does not apply to him. 

According to Charge III, Specifications 23 and 24, the defendant Suyeyoshi, 
Jitsuro, then commanding officer of the 8th Naval Anti-Aircraft Battery, did 
neglect and fail to discharge his duty, in that he pcnnitted lieutenant (junior ' 
grade), liorishita, Hironobu, Imperial Japanese Navy, to execute a prisoner of war, 
thereby violating the laws-and customs of war. B y the statement of witnesses 
Yoshido, Iwakawa and Uzaki, the above mentioned Lieutenant (junior grade) Morishita 
was a member and also the senior division officer of -the 8th Anti-aircraft Battery, 
of which Suyeyoshi was the commanding officer. A fact that the defendant Suyeyoshi 
acknowledges. As it has been stated before, the time that Morishita executed a 
prisoner at the Gnura cemetery, on or about February 23rd, 1945, the Aaerican air 
raids against Chichi Jima were at their fiercest. 

According to the testimony of the witness Uzaki the Iwo Jima campaign had 
already begun, and an American task force on its way back frcm an attack on Tokyo, 
attacked Chichi Jima. Bullets filled the skies and the planes were so many the 
number could not be distinguished. This was repeated 4 to 5 times a day. It is 
clear through the defendants Suyeyoshi*s testimony in front of this court how 
numerous, complicated, and how very busy the duties as the commanding officer of 
the 8th Anti-aircraft Battery were. 

Suyeyoshi was always at the lookout, command post, on air raid watch over his 
allotted area, reporting the conditions in his area to headquarters. When enemy 
aircraft appeared, according to his judgment he made the necessary preparations 
such as ordering tne firing of anti-aircraft guns, anti-aircraft cannon, high 
angle guns and other ordnance at large type and small tyje aircraft. Naturally 
during the daytime he was very busy, at night there ..as the manning of the search¬ 
lights and others. Ho must have been very busy. The American Forces began the 
bombing and bombardment of Ivo Jima on the 15th and after they had succeeded in 
establishing a beach-head on Iwo Jima on the Itth, it looked as if a large force 
would invade Chichi Jima. The condition did not permit a moment's napping in 
Suyeyoshi*s anti-aircraft duties. Ihe number of raids by American planes became 
very frequent. In the period from the 21st and 25th, the only time he went down 
to the main establishment was to wash. Suyeyoshi was always at tJie lookout and 
com.:and post performing hi3 duties and lie did not have tine for anything else. On 
top of this lie became very tired from the short rations and if he had any spare 
moments he would try to get as much sleep as possible. He absolutely did riot have 
the time to stop the act of Ensign Morishita. In such an instance I do not believe 
you can accuse defendant Suyeyoshi of neglect of duty. By a thing of criminal Taw, 
using the average reasonable person as a standard, in such an instance, if the 










person could not be expected to do this sort of an act, this act would not com¬ 
promise a criminal offense. The defendant Suyoyoshi, as the commanding officer of 
the 8th anti-aircraft unit has fulfilled his duties completely. And I believe 
sincerely it is very harsh to charge the defendant Suyeyoshi for the responsibility 
on Charge III, Specifications 23 and 24. 

In concluding this poor and unsholarly argument, I feel very forward but I 
would like to tell this story. 

This is something I had heard in Peiping about an American missionary. This 
missionary arrived deep in inner China, where there was a tribe of cannibals. 

His earnestness gradually spread the love of God in the souls of the barbarians. 

A little time later because of a small incident the barbarian s reverted suddenly 
to their wild instincts and killed the missionary, an act which is very despicable. 
Just at this time the missionary's wife had come to Peiping on an errand. 'Then 
she heard of this, she did not know what to do. Should she go back to America? 

No, she did not. Picturing the cannibals dancing around the open fire at their 
feast she followed in her husband's foot steps and went into the land of the 
cannibals to preach the Gospel of God. All I could do was to wonder at her love 
of God and husband. 

When I think about these defendants who have felt deeply this pain of losing 
the war and after this are being tried in this court far from their fatherland 
and in view of the .fact that their famiiies are waiting for their speedy 
repatriation, I again repeat my request that a lenient and just verdict be given 
them.

ARGUMENT OF THE ACCUSED 


DELIVERED BY 
MR. SHIGEATSU IJICHI 


The argument which I am going to give concerns Lieutenant Matsushita, 
Corporal Nakamura and Sergeant M 0 ri. Since Lawyer ITO has already given a 
general argument concerning the military orders of these cases, I shall omit 
them to avoid duplication and not repeat them again in this argument. 

First of all I want to discuss the case concerninr Matsushita. According 
to Specification 5 of Charge II, he, acting jointly and in pursuance of a common 
intent with Commander Y 0 shii, Shizuo, desecrated the body of an American prisoner 
of war while in the custody of the Japanese forces on or about the 5th of March, 
1945 and unlawfully had flesh and viscera removed, this in violation of the laws 
and customs of war. 

First, did the accused Matsushita and Commander loshii act jointly and in 
pursuance of a common intent? A s was stated in the specification, ^oshii was 
the Commanding Officer of the Yoake tireless Station while Matsushita was one 
of the surgedn B attached to the Second Motor Tornedo Boat Corns. The two units 
were situated on Chichi Jima but were independent of each other, having no 
common command. Therefore, Commander Yoshii never gave orders to Matsushita 
nor did the two act jointly. After thoroughly examining evidence presented 
by the prosecution, I cannot find anything to support the allegation, 

Mhat we must investigate next is whether or rot he removed or caused to 
be removed the flesh and viscera. In the evidence presented by the prosecution 
there is nothing to prove that flesh was taken. The accused Matsushita denied 
it in his testimony. Therefore it goes without saying that the above two 
points have no connection with the accused Matsushita. 

What should he examined thirdly is the reason why Matsushita removed the 
liver. According to his testimony he was going to dine alone on that day, when 
a messenger came and informed him that the Commanding Officer, Lieutenant 
Kurasaki, mas calling for him. H e then hurried to the Commanding Officer. The 
prisoner had already been executed and the Commanding Officer ordered him to 
make haste in disposing of the corpse. Matsushita thought that "to dispose" 
meant to bury the dead body. Quite unexpectedly, the Commanding Officer ordered 
him to remove the liver from the corpse. H e was very astonished at this 
and asked why, but the Commanding Officer repeated his orders, saying "Romove 
the liver and leave the rest up to me". He too> the scalpel, thinking that 
it would help him in his research concerning amoebic dysentery and catarrhal 
jaundice which were then prevalent on Chichi Jima. The fact that he was forced 
to do this by the ronea+ed orders of the Commanding Officer is clear not only 
from the testimony of the accused himself but from the testimony of Lieutenant 
(jg) H ida. The witness K a naumi, who is a Korean and one of the laborers of the 
Construction Corps, also testified that Matsushita was an unusually mild man 
for a Japanese military surmcon and that he would not have touched the corpse 
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of his own accord, hut that he was obliged to oboy the ordor of the Commanding 
Officer. I think that tho above testimony supports this point. Besides, 

Bieut. Okubo also testified that ho was forced to do so by the stubborn and 
self-willod Kuragaki. 

Matsushita saluted tho dead body as a surpoon. H 0 examined the neck first 
and thon bcgan--to dissect the abdoren. Commander Kurasaki who was standing by 
him asked for an explanation on the internal organs as his scalpel moved. 
Matsushita himself, thinking that it was for research concerning jaundice from 
which tho men were suffering that he was dissecting the corpse, removed the 
liver and nut it on a medical tray covered with gauze. H 0 then sewed the neak 
of the corpse, cleaned tho body and was about to sew up the abdomen when he 
discovered that they had taken away the livor. Then he was obliged to sow up 
the body in that condition. 

Matsushita was a surgeon. It is rot desecration or abuse of a dead body 
to dissect it and examine it as a surgeon. Though he may have removod the liver, 
this does not mean that he prevented tho honorable burial. Cn that occasion Ko 
hesitated as ho was orderod so abruptly that ho oould not understand the reason. 
Ho asked tho reason first and did not act at once. 

It is alleged in this case that the act of Matsushita’s violated the laws 
and customs of war, tho judgo advocate claiming in his opening argument that 
this was in violation of Articlo 76 of tho C e neva Convention. I boliove that 
in ordor to say that Matsushita's act was in violation of this articlo, it re¬ 
quires testimony to prove Matsushita's cognizanco of tho unlawful nature of his 
act of dissection. A s I have previously mentioned, Matsushita had no cognizance 
whatever of the unlawful nature of the dissection, nor did ho know that tho 
liver would be taken away. This was also made clear by Matsushita’s reply to 
the Judge Advocate's cross examination. 

I believe that Matsushita's indictment was based on the facts that, though 
he had actually taken out the liver, he had until this day denied doing it, and 
denied rumors that human liver had been eaton. B 0 only exercised his rights as 
a defendant apainst self-incrimination when he denied this. Matsushita has 
testified that the reason ho had denied taking out the liver was bocause he had 
been instructed to do so by Captain Yoshii. I think that when a question arose 
about the commission of this act, he was told so with tho ido„ that he did not 
have to state any fdets incriminating himself. I plead not guilty for the 
accused M a tsushita. 

Next, I will sneak on Corporal Nakamura. In specification 4 of Charge I, 
it is alleged that Corporal Nakamura acting jointly and -in pursuance of a common 
intent with t v e then Bivision Commander General T a chibana, the Commanding Officer 
of the 308th Battalion, Major M a toba and the officer attached to the samo 
Battalion, Captain Sato, on or about March ?6, 1945 beheaded an American prisoner. 

Concentrating what evidence has bo~n presented in cou^t, Major M a toba gave 
orders to Captain Sato to execute tho nrisonor. Captain Sato then ordered 
Corporal Nakamura to actually carry out this act, and Sato did issue orders to 
Furushika to carry out this execution, but executioner Furushika could not be 
located. At that time, Corporal Nakamura was attached to the 308th Battalion 
Headquarters and was a messenger for receiving orders and delivoring them. It 


was a rule for all personnel attached to the Headquarters who were of the rank 
of coreoral or above to carry a sword with them. r Tien the accused Nakamura was 
about to go to receive the orders for the day, he heard that there was to he an 
execution and stopped by at the scene. The preparations had been completed, but 
there was no executioner. Thus Captain Sato gave the orders to Corporal Nakamura 
who chanced to be on the scene. Captain Sato, Sergeant Sugiyama and Corporal 
Iso have all testified about this order. 

Next, I will speak on Sergeant Mori. In specification 8 of Charge II, it 
is alleged that Sergeant Mori acting jointly and in pursuance of a common intent 
with Captain e ato, stabbed the body of a dead American prisoner with a fixed 
bayonet. This was shown only by the testimony made b- Sergeant Mori before the 
Board of Investigation in his interrogation, which was presented in this court 
as evidence. Though it is needless to say that one's guilt cannot be decided 
by his own confession alone, it is stated in the SCAP rules which preveil in 
this court that it is entirely up to the Commission to decide upon the truth¬ 
fulness of this confession. I firmly believe that unless t’^ere is ot' er evidence 
which supports this confession, it should pot be recognized as evidence. Thorough 
investigation of the witness Is testimony shows there is nothing which backs up 
this confession. The witness Wada, in his testimony, stated, "Hhen I saw Sergeant 
Mori, he was standing a small distance from the prisoner holding a rifle with 
a fixed bayonet in his hand. Sergeant Mori did not say anything to me, but I 
told i ori that his bayonet would bend if he attempted to stab the corpse. I 
do not remember whether Mori made any answer or not. From what I saw, I believe 
that Mori heeded my words." This testimony tends to prove that Mori may not 
have stabbed the body. It is a rule in penology not to punish the suspected. 

This principle applies fully in Mori's case, and I am confident that he will re¬ 
ceive your decision of not guilty. 

I have spoken a few words on the crses of Matsushita, Nakamura and Bori. 

But the point on which I beg your special consideration is the strict observance 
of orders in the Japanese armed forces. This observation of orders is strictly 
enforced, and these facts have been made clear before this Commission on previous 
occasions, and I believe has gained your full comprehension. I.fy colleague, Mr. 
Ito, has already enlarged on this point but I ask your kind considerrtion of 
the gource of these orders. In the case of Matsushita it was Commanding Officer 
Kurasaki. He was the only officer who was a graduate of the Naval Academy at 
the Second Motor Torpedo p oat Squadron. His subordinates were almost all reserves 
who had just entered the Navy from non-military school life. Most of them were 
older than the Commanding Of icer and had grerter education. The Commanding 
Of icer, young but the head of a unit including well over 300 persons was, 
according to the witness Hida, firm and headstrong in his ideas,.-especially when 
expressing them to the reserve officers. According to the witness Okubo, 

Kurasaki was coercive and arbitrary. In the case of Mori and Nakamura, it was 
Captain Sato who gave them the orders, but it is clear that he was under the 
Battalion Commander, Major Matoba's orders. I do not see the necessity of 
stressing this. Matoba's character and his severity in having his orders carried 
out have become quite obvious on many occasions. It apparent exactly 7/hat orders 
meant in : 'ajor ’atoba's battalion. 










In the SCAP rules it is stated that an act in pursuance of a superior's 
orders does not constitute a defense but may be considered in mitigation of 
punishment if t^e Commission determines that justice so requires. I firmly 
believe that last sentence was written to be applied to such eases as these. 
I beg your full consideration of this point.

ARGUMENT OF THE ACCUSED 


DELIVERED BY 
MR. MASANAO TODA 

To Your Honor, the President and the Members of the Commission: 

I should like to take this opportunity to pay my deepest respect to your th -ot. 
justice which honors the individual rights of the accused. 

At the end of July 1942, the special submarines of the Japanese Navy attacked 
Sydney, Australia. The remaiiis of the dead were treated with utmost courtesy ar.d 
were sent to Japan in coffins of unpainted wood with their swords. I was struck wii 
admiration for that nation which was then at war with Japan. 

When the Japanese, army attacked Tsingtao fortress during World Yfer .7, the high 
outer fortress of Fusan caused many dead and injured ounong our units which attacked 
it. It finally was captured, but since the fortress WdS so strong, there were no 
injured among the German forces. They surrendered before we broke into the fortress 
Though we were enraged just before their surrender, we controlled our fury and 
dealt with them kindly, without any atrocities, This honorable attitude of our aray 
was highly admired by them. 

At the time cf the Russo-Japanese War, when the Russian Army of the Port Arthu: 
Fortress which kil.leo as many as one hundred thousand Japanese soldiers surrendered 
we alleged than to wear swords for the sake of the honor of jailitary men. 

However, several young American officers and non commissioned officers, who 
started from the carrier "Hornet" in B-25*s to bomb Japan but were captured in the 
occupation area of the Japanese Army when they landed there because their fuel 
supply was exhausted, were sent to Shanghai afterward and received severe punish¬ 
ments. This was broadcast from Japan all over the world, Alas the reputation for 
chivalry of the Japanese fell to the ground! 

The arrogance and arbitrariness of the militarist Tojo and those of his ilk 
penetrated to the hot-blooded hearts of the soldiers at the front. The strategic 
bases of Saipan and Iwo Jima fell. Our main land was subjected to the terrible 
air raids of the U. S. bombers and the decisive battle was about to be held. 

This crime was committed when Japan was at the critical point where she would 
either rise or fall. As is evident from the testimony of witnesses, these acts 
were committed when the Japanese Amy at Cliichi Jima was suffering from air raids 
day and night and at a time when they were certain the enemy would land there soon. 
It goes without saying that we cannot discover the true state of affairs if we 
neglect the environment and background of the men on the island. 

As has been testified by many witnesses, the food crisis was serious then at 
Chichi Jima. Some of them stated, "It was due to the short rations, not to the air 
raids of the U. S. forces, that we were at the point of death. V/e had only measly 
rice soups and fruits from the forest, Vie had fifteen to twenty air raids in a day 
when the attack was at its height. 


Tho soldiers at Chichi Jima sav< the enemy planes in huge formations go to b ;b 
their fatherland. The communication between Japan proper and Chichi Jima was cut 
off. The enemy's attack would soon be concentrated on Clnchi Jima. Rations 
remained for only a very short time. Thus they lost their hopes and premises. Y/ho 
could fortell their future? Since they wore not philosophers it was quite natural 
that they worried themselves and became desperate in that condition, I tiiink. I 
shall not discuss wartime reactions on morals and culture here, but the crime and 
disaster during war is far beyond description. It is the war that is to blame and 
that is to be hated. I believe, that the appearance of the A-bomb v«hichwas the 
direct cause of the surrender of Japan concluded all war between the various people/ 
of the earth. If this is so, how Japan or the Japanese shall get on hereefoer vail 
be made clear. Wo must contribute to the world’s civilization by our thoroughgoing 
democracy and the reconstruction of a peaceful country. Your Honor, the President 
and the Members of the Commission, I beg you to give deep consideration to what. I 
have just mentioned. 

Now, I am going to argue for former Lieutenant (junior grade) Hay r ..u\i : Minoru, 
Lieutenant (junior grade)- Masutani, Shinichi, .-lentencat (surgeon) Sasih.. nitsuyosl 
and Superior Private Kido, Matsutaro. 

Specification two of Charge I states that: Tachibana, Yoshio, Yoshii, Shizuo, 
Masutani, Shinichi, end Hayashi, Minoru, the last three attached to the Ycake 
Wireless Station.- struck and killed by beheading with swords, an American prisoner 
of war. 

However, Hay- v. . , Minoru, then an Ensign, imperial. Japanese Navy, was subord¬ 
inate to Yoshii, t-ner a Commander, Imperial Japanese Navy, commanding officer of 
the Yoake Wireless Station, and assigned the duties of maintaining the radars. He 
was ordered by the commanding officer on or about 24 February 1945, in the morning, 
"We are going to execute the prisoner at 4 p.m. today. I think it is a good cha. -a 
to increase the courage of young officers. Hayashi and Masutani, behead him*" 
Hayashi testified about it as follows: "When I was ordered to execute him, I felt 
very terrible and I answered that it would embarrass me too much, whereupon my 
commanding officer replied that I had to obey his order, I was afraid that I had to 
obey his order. I was afraid to be shamed before ray fellow officers if I excused 
myself, and gave my consent for tho time being. After supper, I went to tho 
commanding officer's room and said that I could not behead the prisoner and that I 
wished the commander to choose someone to act in my place. But tho commanding 
officer replied that if I disobeyed his order, I knew how he would punish me. The 
commanding officer used to say at that time that he would punish whoso who did not 
obey him then and there. As I was afraid of the punishment if I opposed him, I 
agreed with him against my will." And as to the execution, "Mien I was ordered 
again to behead tho prisoner, the commanding officer advised mo not to use the 
sword with full strength, because it might hurt me." By these paragraphs, you will 
understand that Hayashi did not execute tiie prisoner of his own accord, and that he 
attempted to refuse to do it, unusual among military personnel. But he could not 
absolutely refuse it, because it was an order. Air raids were very severe then at 
Chichi Jima. The Yoake Wireless Station had few members, and it was hard for them 
to continue their duty under the severe air raids. Under theso circumstances, the 
commanding officer forced ids men to oboy his orders to the letter. Hayashi stated 
"The Commanding Officer was a very good person in his private affairs, but he was 
very strict in his official duties. Ho required his officers and enlisted men to 












discharge thoroughly what they were ordered. Even we officers could not act on our 
own initiative in carrying out orders". That Hayashi obeyed the order of his 
commanding officer and did not act of his own accord is already clear from the test 
iaionies of Hayashi, Tamanura and Watanabe. 

Hayashi answered the questions of the prosecutors in this trial as follows: 

Question: Did you know the reason why the prisoner was executed? 

Answer: I had been at Chuo hill for three days wnich was four kilometers away fro: 
Yoake-Kaua till the day when I received the erder, and came back in the evenin''. 

As for the prisor I heard that there was a .prisoner brought to our unit and 

nothing else. 

Question: Was there a trial for the prisoner? 

An3 - or: I do not know. 

Then Hayashi added, "Of course, I did not vr.nt to behead a human beii-,_ jut I 

believed the commanding officer concerning Jr-. irteou iion cf the pris< : .w. 

Hayashi is no7< twenty-three years old. After graduation from the '.'cjia.r.ao: .. 
Industrial College, he entered the Nava-. Going directly from the college Ira. - the 
navy, ho could not observe the real circumcVnocs of oho military society lu.ung 
that time. He was cno_y taught to obey the orders on any account. His father died 
four years ago and i.is mother last year. I beg jour kind sympathy for the f-;7 .re 
of this young man 1 ho - is in such a pitiful situation. Secondly, I want to argue 
on behalf of Maae'-vd. Shinichi. His duty was coding and decoding under the 

ding officer Yos. *: • Ho received the order to execute the prisoner with Hayashi- 

on or about 24 xebruary 1945, ho replied, then and there, protesting the order, 

"Is it right to execute the prisoner whom you have borrowed from the array without 
permission?" Ho did not ask the relation of the army and the navy concerning the 
execution of the prisoner, but protested tacitly against tiro execution. That is v.\ 
he met the commanding officer at his room again and petitioned that ho did net wan 
to bohoad the prisoner and thatif it was necessary to execute lrim ho wanted sane on 
to do the execution in his stead. But the com.:ending officer did not listen to him. 
and said, "Thore is no need for you to ask me the reason. You ought to knov; the 
punishment when j r ou disobey my order." And he was obliged to obey this compulsory 
order. 


How strict 8omandor Yoshii was about his orders and how severe his punishmen 
for disobedience i3 clear from the testimony of witnesses, 

Masutani is known as an intelligent person who studied politics at the Tokyo 
Imperial University. Since he had had only a year of naval experience, he was sti 
influenced by his school life. There fore, he was treated strictly because ho had 
a liberal inclination. 

He confessed the court as follows: "I shuddered when I saw Hayashi cut the 
prisoner." Witness Watanabe, Takejiro testified, "When I arrived at the scene f 
tho exocution, I saw Hayashi and Masutani pale with excitement." The fact mention- 
above tells eloquently how Masutani did net want to carry out the execution and ho-, 
ho was obliged to obey tho conpilsory order. 
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I quote hero the tuotLmony of Iijima, Tophio who is .iso a student frem the 
Tokyo Imperial University. "I an now in the University as a student. I love 
truth and am willing to’sacrifico my life to pursue it. During my military career 
of two and a half years, I was compelled to act blindly o/en though I had some 
thoughts of my own on the subject. Though it is my poor opinion, I believe that it 
is the most distressing defect of the Japanese Army. I c:n find several young 
students among the accused huro.

Specification seven of Charge II states, that Sasaki; Mitsuyoshi, then a 
surgeon Lieutenant (junior grado), Imperial Japanese Navy, v;hile serving at the 
Yoake wireless station prevented the honorable burial of an American prisoner of 
war, by mutilating and improperly removing flesh and viscera from the body,

Secondly, though tho charge stated that he removed improperly flesh and 
viscera of the body, the flesh was not removed nor have the prosecutors any proof 
of this. So ho must be innocont in regard to this point. 

It is evident-that Sasaki 1 s direct superior was Commander Yoshii. How severe 
commanding officer, Yoshii was concerning his orders was evident from tho t ostimonj 
of many witnesses. Sasaki received the order to remove the liver after lunch on 
the day when the execution was held. The order was so sudden that Sasaki could nol 
know what to do before his comrades and the other officers. After that he met 
Yoshii at the door of the commanding officers room, and asked, "Why." The 
commanding officer changed color and said in a loud voice, "What*s that?" "It*s 
unnecessary for you to a3k about it. Never mind the consequences. I am very sorr. 
that young men of your age are cowards." When Sasaki asked tho reason it was a 
tacit protest, as he could not refuse openly. Because of this you will understand 
why the commanding officer rebuked him so excitedly. Hero, I want to state the 
difference between the background of Americans and that of the citizens of the 
Japanese Emprie, Basically the Japanese are not frank in their speech. They 
think it impolite to refuso openly when they l.iust refuse. 

I can recall the following story concerning this difference, 

I remember that it is a story from your country. There was a Japanese wcma - 
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who- served an American nuxlionaire as a housekeeper. Whe^ this millionaire fell 
ill, she devoted herself to nursing him day and night. In spite of her efforts, 
however, he died. Then his son returned from Europe. She said to the son with 
tears in her eyes, "Your father died because I did not nurse him well, I am 
sorry but it was I who killed him." The son, who was an American, thought that 
she had meant to kill him, and this gave rise to dissention. In this case, the 
Japanese housekeeper certainly nursed him without sleeping and to the extent of 
sacrificing her own life if necessary. But the Japanese will say, even in such a 
case that they are to blame. This mental attitude will be difficult for you to 
understand, but it is the "modesty", which we call the virtue of the Orient. 

Sasaki said about his statement to the Board of Investigation, "It's not my 
duty to inquire about the orders-of my commanding officer, I thought that I d_.. 
what was right. But I think now, that I committed a crime. I am responsible for 
what I did", which was not translated correctly in the testimony. These words 
of his were based on the same modest assumption of responsibility for something 
which could not be helped, as was the housekeepers.

By the order’s of 
Lieutenant Colonel Ito, two non commissioned officers, a sergeant and a corporal 
stood in front of the prisoner before Kido and Shimura. In x ro nt of Kido was 
Sergeant Takano, in front of Shimura, was a corporal. This point is clear from the 
testimony of Shimura. 
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When Kiclo was ordered by Lieutenant Colonel Ito to swab, seeing the blood 
flowing from the mouth and chest of the prisoner he could not bring Muself to stab 
the prisoner, V/hen he was again ordered to stab, he could do nothing else. He 
stabbed at a point ten centimeters to the left of the breast in the arm. Kido is 
a person who has had but three years of schooling, which is almost as good as no 
schooling at all. He had difficulties in even reading and writing. 


What he has been taught was military training and what lie was taught in this 
training was obedience to orders. It is not difficult to conceive that all he efi d 
was to obey and execute this order mechanically. 


I cannot help but shed'tears when I think of his home. How is his family 
living? He ha3 no parents, no brotliers and sisters, no property. He lived in \. 
pitiful environment. He has a wife and one child. During the long years he has 
been in the service his sick wife, forcing herself on, has barely been able to kee 
alive. He was the only one at the Divisional Headquarters who was receiving mi' 
subsidy allowance. The food shortage and inflation that exists in Japan toda ' 

knocking at their door, V/hen I think of his wife and child crying from hungo 
cannot keep from shedding hot tears for them. The testimony of Captain Kosug 
verified tiiis point I am sure. I ask your full sympathy in this case. 

I would like to add a few things more concerning Hayashi, Masutani and Sasaki. 

Both Hayashi and Masutani,- are naval reserve officers. It is clear from the 
testimony of Hayashi, Masutani, Sasaki and hatanabe, Takejiro, what the attitude 
of the commanding officer Yoshii, was toward these young officers who were graduate 
of colleges and Universities, The status of the reserve officers at the Yoalce 
Coramunication Station was very low. These officers were not allowed to express 
their opinions. Especially in - the case of the Yoalce Communication Station, where 
there was no executive officer, the difference in rank between the commanding 
officer Yoshii, and his subordinates was very great. The orders of the commanding 
officer were given to them directly and absolute obedience w s expected. The 
commanding officer also placed stress on the training of the young officer. • To 
these young reserve officers, who were trained in such a short tine, he said, "I 
will hammer out your liberal learnings." Under this policy he expected the 
execution of Ms strict orders. Because of this there was no difference in the 
handling of these officers than in the handling of the enlisted men. 

Sasaki is also'a young oolloge graduate doctor and he also had been forced 
by absolute orders, this does not have to bo reiterated a ain. 

I believe it is clearly understood without my saying apytMng concerning the 
strictness of obedience to orders in the Japanese military service. 

I would like to state that a trick of fate has brought those people to stand in 
court this day as war criminals. The reason I state this is that if other perse • 3 
had been there in their places, these others would have been able to remove them¬ 
selves from this situation. I believe that t<.ose people would have been in the sam 
circumstances these people now find tr.omselves. *nd if these other persons oould 
not escape, I wonder if it would be right to have these prosent defendants carry 
the responsibility. 
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I understand fully teat, in judging, personal feelings and emotions cannot be 
c.^sidered. I wonder if it is unreasonable that I, as a Japanese lawyer acting 
in the defense of the 14 defendants, who are jay countrymen, standing before this 
commission to be judged can but pray that their sentences be light. Th^ro is a 
saying in Japanese that, "The crime should be despised and not the individual". 

I sincerely pray that this saying can be applied fully in those-war cri.es. I 
have complete confidence in the righteousness of American trial, which is governed 
by the aias of peace, justice and liberty. 

In concluding my argument, I would liko to recite samo verses from the Bibl ■

ARGUMENT OF THE ACCUSED 


DELIVERED BY 
MR. MASANAO TODA 

To Your Honor, the President and the Members of the Commission: 

I should like to take this opportunity to pay my deepest respect to your tl o t 
justice which honors the individual rights of the accused,. 

At the end of July 1942, the special submarines of the Japanese Navy attacked 
Sydney, Australia. The remains of the dead were treated with utmost courtesy and 
were sent to Japan in coffins of unpainted wood with their swords. I was struck wit 
admiration for that nation which was then at war with Japan. 

When the Japanese army attacked Tsingtao fortress during World War the high 
outer fortress of Fusan caused many dead and injured among our units whj.'’!: attacked 
it. It finally was captured, but since the fortress was so strong, there wore no 
injured among the German forces.

It is clear 
from the testimony of the witnesses, that after the target practice was over, it 
was not asked that people who were skilled in bayoneting raise their hand. There 
was no testimony to that effect that Kido had raised his hand. By the orders of 
Lieutenant Colonel Ito, two non commissioned officers, a sergeant and a corporal 
stood in front of the prisoner before Kido and Shimura. Ini xont of Kido was 
Sergeant Takano, in front of Shimura, was a corporal. This point is clear from tho 
testimony of Shimura, 


When Kido was ordered by Lieutenant Colonel Ito to stab, seeing the blood 
flowing from the mouth and chest of the prisoner lie could not bring himself to stab 
the prisoner. When he was again ordered to stab, he could do nothing else. Ke 
stabbed at a point ten centimeters to the left of the breast in the arm. Kido is 
a person who has had but three years of schooling, which is almost as good as no 
schooling at all. He had difficulties in even reading and writing. 

What he has been taught was military training and what he was taught in this 
training was obedience to orders. It is not difficult to conceive that all he d? u 
was to obey and execute this order mechanically. 

I cannot help but shed"tears when I think of his home. How is his family 
living? He has no parents, no brothers and sisters, no property. He lived in \. 
pitiful environment. He ha3 a wife and one child. During the long years he has 
been in the service his sick wife, forcing herself on, has barely been able to keep¬ 
alive. He was the only one at the Divisional Headquarters who wr.s receiving mi! .'.t; 
subsidy allowance. The food shortage and inflation that exists in Japan toda" .? 
knocking at their door. When I think of ids wife and child crying from hungo [ 
cannot keep from shedding hot tears for them. The testimony of Captain Kosug 
verified this point I am sure. I ask your full sympathy in this case. 

I would like to add a few things more concerning Hayashi, Masutani and Sasaki. 

Both Hayashi and Masutani, are naval reserve officers. It is clear from the 
testimony of Hayashi, Masutani, Sasaki and Watanabe, Takejiro, what the attitude 
of the commanding officer Yoshii, was toward these young officers who were graduate 
of colleges and Universities, The status of the reserve officers at the Yoake 
Communication Station was very low. These officers were not allowed to express 
their opinions. Especially in"the case of the Yoake Communication Station, where 
there was no executive officer, the difference in rank between the commanding 
officer Yoshii, and his subordinates was very groat. The orders of the commanding 
officer were given to them directly and absolute obedience w 3 expected. The 
commanding officer also placed stress on the training of the young officer. To 
these young reserve officers, who were trained in such a short tine, he said, "I 
will hammer out your liberal learnings." Under this policy he expected the 
execution of his strict orders. Because of this there was no difference in the 
handling of these officers than in the handling of the enlisted men. 

Sasalci is also" a young college graduate doctor and ho also had been forced 
by absolute orders, tiiis doos net have to bo reiterated a ain, 

I believe it is clearly understood without my saying anything concerning the 
strictness of obedience to orders in the Japanese military service. 

I would like to state that a trick of fate has brought those people to stand in 
court this day as war criminals. The reason I state this is that if other persons 
had been there in their places, these others would have been able to remove them¬ 
selves from this situation. I believe that t^ose people would have been in the sam 
circumstances these people now find tno.aselvos. *nd if those other persons ooul' 
not escape, I wonder if it would be right to have tnese present defendants carry 
the responsibility. 










I understand fully triat, in judging, personal feelings and emotions cannot be 
c-.sidered, I wonder if it is unreasonable that I, as a Japanese lawyer acting 
in the defense of the 14 defendants, who are my countrymen, standing before this 
commission to bo judged can but pray that their sentences be light. Thore i3 a 
saying in Japanese that, "The crime should be despised and not the individual". 

I sincerely pray that this saying can be applied fully in those war crimes. I 
have complete confidence in the righteousness of American trial, which is governed 
by the alas of peace, justice and liberty. 

In concluding my argument, I would like to recite sane versos from the Bibl.* 

St. Matthew, 0 antnr five: 

"44; Love your enemies, bless them that curse you, do good to them that hi. i. 
you, and pray for than which dospitefully use you, and persecute you;

ARGUMENT FOR THE ACCUSED 


DELIVERED BY 
MR. WORIKAWA, SHIZUO. 

Your Honor The President, and Members of the Military Commission. 

"He who knows only of winning and not of losing will fall". Upon taking the 
stand as one of the defense counsel for these fourteen accused in their very presenci 
I recall these words with great emotion. 

Looking over the testimonies of the two score and several witnesses produced 
by the Judge Advocate, and the testimonies and statements made before the Board of 
Investigation, by some of the defendants, I am convinced that this case is the 
largest one in which I have ever participated during my career as a lawyer, and 
that never again shall I be given the opportunity to defend a similar case. 

I am highly honored to be appointed a member of the defense counsel for this 
case by the courtesy of the American authorities. 

The case rith which we are confronted differs from orthodox cases in Japan 
in that it appears t’’at it may be judged by the "results" which are very apparent, 
and this, in my own opinion, is a rash prooedure. 

The reason for this is that one of the crimes alleged is cannibalism, a legal 
problem without precedent. There is no ruling in Japanese lav; that deals with 
cannibalism, and although my knowledge is very limited, I have not heard of any 
such rule existing in foreign lan. Should such a problem therefore be decided 
merely from a legal viewpoint? I am one who has much doubt about this. I do not 
think it possible that an honest judgment on this case can be given without having 
this problem thoroughly investigated not only by students of law, but also by 
scholars in other fields, such as authorities on medicine and psychiatry. What 
is their expert opinion? We should listen to them. As one of the defense counsel, 

I am one who would ask the Commission that the Commission, if possible, call on 
well known medical and psychiatric specialists to investigate, but a3 time does 
not allow this, I deeply regret that we must receive your judgment without having 
been able to take such steps. 

Before I enter the main discourse of my argument, I desire to stress how vital 
it is to probe deeply into the reasons why these incidents were caused to happen. 

It is apparent from what testimony wo have hoard in court, that when these 
incidents occurred, that is, during February and March 1945, the situation was as 
follows: 

The Iwo Jima Campaign was on, and this developed into a battle of unprecedented 
ferocity, and the tragic story of the annihilation of the Japanese Forces on that 
island, some 23,000 strong, was unfolded. Furthermore, the American Air-Forces 
staged large scale air-raids against the Japanese homeland, and the coming and 
going of these planes was witnessed by all. Needless to say. Chichi Jima itself 
was the center of concentrated air attacks, a thousand planes a day attacking. 










Already, the armed forces of Japan had suffered one defeat after another, and even 
the first line of defense for the Japanese homeland itself was on the verge of 
cftllapse. The homeland had sustained, by one air raid alone, greater damage than 
.7as wrought by the great Tokyo earthquake. Hot could any one of the Japanese militar 
personnel maintain their tranquil peacetime state of mind? 

In September of 1944, all men and women on Chichi Jima not concerned with 
military activities were sent back to Japan, leaving 15,000 military personnel and 
conscripted laborers who were leading a life void of recreation. Although it is 
only four months since I came to this island of Guam, except for attending this 
court, I confine myself to my own tent, and thus have no means of amusement. It 
may be because of this, though I did not notice it until late, that my nerves have 

become irritated, and I upset myself over trifles. Therefore, speaking from personal 

experience, I can assert that the mental condition of a person, even with considerabl 
education and powers of self-restraint, will be affected rhen staying a long time at 
a place where recreation is not provided. 

Needless to say, these military personnel led a bellicose group life. They were 
deprived of all individual liberty, and day and night were under the constant pressua 
of carrying out absolute orders. On top of all this, depressing reports of defeat 
were continuously received, and the men were gradually being bombed out of their 
senses by the ceaseless bombing. Under such circumstances one can well imagine just 

what sort of situations would arise. I believe that this case should be observed 

under the premise that these incidents occurred under such circumstances. 

I seriously doubt whether the statement and testimony made by Major Matoba 
before the Board of Investigation, which was produced by the prosecution as evidence 
has any weight at all. Though it is laid down in the SCA? rules that the confession 
of the accused is permissible as evidence, it is extremely perilous to automatically 
swallow it whole. 

As I have previously stated, in Japanese law, confessions had been considered 
as most important for a long time. H 0 wever, the famous "Teijin Incident" occurred 
a little over ten years ago. Because of this incident, concerning graft in the well 
known Teihcku I^yonf Company, the Saito Cabinet, which was in power at the time, broke 
up, and among those involved were such people as the Minister for Commerce and 
Industry, Nakajina, and the present minister for the same department, Kavaii 
Ryosei. The source from which this incident developed into such a complex and 
involved affair was the confession of one of the directors of the said company.

I have read with great interest Mr. Justice Rutledge’s opinion on the Yamashita 
case particularly what he said about the Fifth Amendment. 

But then, it is a great pleasure to be able to believe that the decision of 
whether to recognise the accused's own confession as evidence or not in interpretati« 
of the SCAP rules is entirely within the authority of the Commission. 

At this point, I would like to offer proof that the statement and testimony made 
by Major Matoba before the Board of Investigation is of no value whatever as 
evidence. It would be altogether too troublesome to take up every point of Major 
Matoba's testimony which differs from fact, but I will disprove four or five of the 
more important points. 

In his testimony, Major Matoba states: 

"At a Division Headquarters conferences in about February 1945, General Tachiban 
told us that we must fight being aware of the fact that supplies and ammunition will 
ultimately run out, and we must eat the enemy's fleBh. Major Horie was present 
at this conference. I am sure of this. Admiral Mori, the staff officers Kaniura an 
Shinoda were present". 

By the testimonies of staff officers Horie and Shinoda, it is obvious at once 
that there never was such an occurrence. 

And at another point of his testimony he states: 

"After having oaten flesh at the 307th Battalion, I started back, and met 
Admiral Mori on the way. Upon telling him: of the party at the 307Xh Battalion 
Admiral Mori asked me to bring him some of the liver. Shinoda, Miyasaki and Kamiura 
were also there". 

But that this is not a fact has been eloquently proved by the testimony of 
tho staff officers Lieutenant Commander Shinoda and Miyasaki. 

And again he states in his testimony: 

"I am positive that Adjutant Kosuga ate human flesh at the party held at the 
307th Battalion". 

This testimony has been disproved by the testimony of Kosuga himself and by 
that of Captain Ikawa. 

Major Matoba asserts in his testimony that in the lattor part of March, 1945 
he told Admiral Mori at the Naval Headquartors before eating that, "I have brought 
the human liver as I promised". But is is clear beyond suspicion that this is a 
falsity by the testimony of Lieutenant Commander Shinoda, Miyasaki and Ensign Iijimo 

Furthermore, it is on the record of the testimony that Major Irtoba stated in 
his own words, "I may be mistaken", therefore, I am confident in my belief that, it 
is unnecessary for me to further emphasize the untruthfulness of Major Matoba's 
confession and interrogations before the Board of Investigation. 

Inasmuch as such grossly erroneous statements are recorded in this testimony 
in which the defonso played no part, it is beyond human comprehension to deternij 






between the truth and the falsity of it. Thus, I come to the conclusion that this 
entire testimony cannot be relied upon. While this testimony remains alono, unable 
to be supported by evidence, I assert that it is entirely false. Needless to say, 
the evidence produced by the prosecution said to be Major Matoba's statement, and 
that this has been already fully understood by the wise members of the Commission. 
There is no reason why I should further stress on this point, 

I have just spoken on Major Matoba's testimony and statoment made before the 
Board of Investigation, and I would further like to express my legal opinion of this. 

In Section 734, of the Naval Courts and Boards, it is stated that when a person 
becomes a defendant, he is to be notified of this, and has the right of not making 
any self-incriminating statements. I believe that the defendants should be given 
all the rights he is legally entitled to. 

In the Moscow Declaration of 1 December 1943, it is stated in the part con¬ 
cerning war crimes that the law to be applied in war crime trials was to be the 
law of the nation to which the accused belonged, and also that of the country 
suffering the damage. 

In actually trying those war crimes suspects, the SGAP rules were promulgated and 
in this trial, the Naval Courts and Boards has been applied. I believe that the 
rules in the Naval Courts and Boards have been laid dorm based on the rights of 
Individuals as stated in the American Constitution. As I have asked that you 

grant these accused the rights of the individual given American citizens in my 
objection previously made against the interrogation records of the Board of Inves¬ 
tigation, I ask that once the Naval Courts and Boards are applied in this trial, 
the rights I have just mentioned as stated in tho Naval Courts and Boards be given 
the accused. Section 235 of the Naval Courts and Boards also stresses the rights 
accorded the individual by the United States Constitution, stating that one cannot 
be forced to testify against himself. 

From these standpoints, I desire to emphasize that tho testimony and statement 
of Major Matoba produced as evidence in this case cannot be recognized as such. 

As the defense counsel objected to the charges and specifications of this case 
at tho very beginning of this trial, we hold much doubt concerning the fact that thii 
is a joint trial. My colleague will speak on this particular point. I will leave 
this to him and proceed with my argument against the charges and specifications, j ast 
as they are. 

Changing the original order, I will first speak on those related to Major Matoba. 

First - Charge I - Murder. 

1. In specification 4, it is alleged that General Tachibnna, Major Matoba, 

First Lieutenant Sato, and Corporal Nakamura acting jointly murdered tho prisoner. 
But, the truth is that Tachibnna and Matoba were not both on the scene. This has 
been testified to by the witnesses, Iso, Wada, and Kaneraori. If this bo the case, 
can it bo said that they acting jointly and in pursuance of a common intent 
committed the act of murder? As a legal argument, I be]ieve that the prosecution 1 s 
evidence is inadequate. 








I am well aware of your section 332 of the United States Criminal Code: 

"Whoever directly commits any act constituting an offense defined in any lav/ of 
the United States, or aids, abets, counsels, commands, induces, or procures its 
commission is a principal". But the charge is in violation of the laws and customs 
of war and the moral standards of civilized society, and not of the United States 
statutes. 

2. According to Specification 5, Major Matoba and the commandiag officer of 
the Eighth anti-aircraft Battery, Lieutenant Suyeyoshi, Jitsuro, IJN, acting 
jointly and in pursuance of a common intent, killed a person believed to be Mershoq 
Nevertheless it is clear from the testimony of the witnesses Uzaki and Yoshida that 
Major Matoba was not on the scene. Major Horie has testified in the following 
words: 

"At Chichi Jima, by an Army directive of the Imperial Headquarters, after 
30 June, 1944, the Army and Navy became independent of each other, each being 
entrusted with equal and parallel authority". 

In other words, unless the enemy did force a landing, the Army and Navy 
were of equal status and there was no joint Army and Navy. Because of this, Matoba 
had no authority over Suyeycshi. If, supposing they jointly killed the prisoner 
believed to be Mershon, it would be necessary for the pursuance of the common in¬ 
tent to murder to exist between the two parties. Nevertheless, no evidence has 
been produced to prove this. Furthermore, the person who actually beheaded 
Mershon was Lieutenant (junior grade) Morishita. There was absolutely no 
pursuance of common intent to kill between Morishita, Suyeyoshi and Matoba. As 
the Judge Advocate has not presented any evidence to prove this point, I must 
maintain that the accused is not guilty of this specification. 

Second - On Charge II: As the specifications 1, 3, and 6, are on this so 
called cannibalism, I will sp ak on these as a group later. 

Third - On Charge III, Neglect of Duty: 

1. In Specifications 18, 19, and 20 Major Matoba is charged with the 
responsibility as the commanding officer of the 308th Battalion and of the Ncrth 
Defense £rea. I will present my argument separately for each of the two cases, 
that is, as a battalion commander and that as the commander of the North Defense 
Area. 


Supposing that the accused is found guilty of the killing of Hall, I believe 
that the offense of neglect of duty would be included in the murder of Hall, in 
accordance with the rule laid down clearly in the latter sentence of Section 19, 
Naval Courts and Boards. The reason for this is that on comparing the nature of the 
two offenses, murder and neglect of duty, the latter is lighter than the former. 

So if found guilty of murder, it is only natural that ho be found not guilty of 
the specifications 18, 19 and 20, which charge him with neglect of duty concerning 
the prisoner Hall. 

Then what of his responsibilities as the officer in command of the Ngrth 
Defense /irea? The duties of the commanding officer of the North Defense Area are 
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limited to only those of military operations, therefore, exclusive of any authority 
over prisoners. Because of this, I believe that he is not guilty of the neglect 
of duty he is charged with concerning the prisoner believed to bo Mershon. 

2. On the specifications 21 and 22. 

It is obvious that Major Matoba, as the commanding officer, of the 308th 
Battalion, had Captain Nakajima under him as his subordinate. But Major Matoba 
gained kno:'ledge only after the murder had been committed,of the fact that the 
prisoner believed to be Frazier had been beaten to death by Captain Nakajima. Thus, 
it ms quite natural that he could not have taken steps to prevent this or protect 
the prisoner properly. • 

I beg your special consideration of this point. 

Second, I would like to speak on the charges and specifications against General 
Tachibana. Charge I, Murder: 

I am confident that General Tachibana will be found not guilty of the speci¬ 
fications 2 and 4. In specification: 2, it is alleged that General Tachibana, 
acting jointly with Captain Yoshii, Masutani and Hayashi, beheaded the prisoner 
Dye. But Dye had been taken from the Brigade Headquarters by Captain Yoshii, who 
asked Tachibana for the prisoner saying that he was required in communication work, 
and then executed him without notifying the general. There was no pursuance of 
common intent whatever between Tachibana and the other parties in this affair. 

The prosecution's witnesses have, in their testimony, not spoken a word of 
evidence which has betrayed the defense counsel's belief in this. Thus, it is 
clear that Tachibana is not guilty of this offense. The same can be said of 
specification 4 . This is because Major Horie testified that: "The prisoner 
Hall was turned over directly to the 308th Battalion, and this was not reported to 
General Tachibana". Captain Kammuri has testified that there was a direct phone 
call from Major Horie saying that Hall would be returned . Furthermore, 3 of the 
witnesses, Iso, Wada and Sugiyoma have testified to the effect that Tachibana 
gave positive orders to Matoba to execute Hall. I think I can say the prosecution 
is a little off the point when it charges these parties as having acted together 
in pursuance of a common intent. 

Concerning specification 3, there is the testimony of Adjutant Kosuga saying, 

"I think he may have ordered Colonel Kato to kill them", and Colonel Kato's own 
testimony that he submitted a written report of the execution. But Kato got word 
of his having to execute prisoners from Adjutant Iknwa, who had received oral order; 
by phene. Thus, it is not clear whether Tachibana issued orders to execute the 
prisoner York. Of course, Tachibana was not on the scene. There has boon no other 
definite evidence produced on this specification. 

And next on specification 1, which is related to the execution of the prisoner 
Woollhcf by Lieutenant Colonel Ito, The o^y two testimonies is to be considered 
as evidence in this case are that of Adjutant Higashigi, who testified that, "There 
was a phone call from the Detached Headquarters saying they would have the Brigade 
dispose of a prisoner, (or some prisoners), the next day, and so I reported this 
just as I heard it to General Tachibana", and that of Lieutenant Colonel Ito, "I 
made a report to General Tachibana that I had finished the execution". These 
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testimonies do not make clear whether Tachibana issued orders for the execution 
of the prisoners. Tachibana, in this case also, was not at the scene of the 
e-ecution. If there is any doubt General Tachibana nust be found not guilty. 

I think that this evidence is not ample to prove that Tachibana acted jointly 
and in pursuance of a common intent rlth the other parties in these two cases. I 
have already once given my argument on this point in the case of Major Mataba, but 
I am confident that if Tachibana is found not guilty of the murder cases of Woellhof 
and York, he will be acquitted of the specifications 1 and 2 of Charge III for the 
same reasons. 

General Tachibana was unaware of the occurrence of the incidents charged 
against him in specifications 3 and 4, which fact I think is worthy of your full 
consideration. Further, I an sure that he is not guilty of specification 5. It 
is apparent from the testimony of Yoshida and Kanemori that Tachibana and Matoba 
were not on the scene. 

Major Horie, in his testimony, said that "the responsibility for the prisoners 
rests with the Division Commander". General Tachibana assumed responsibility for 
the prisoners after he became the Division Commanding Officer on 23, March 1945, but 
was not in a responsible position previous to tills. TThen Tachibana arrived at Chi¬ 
chi Jima as the Brigade Commanding Officer, there were almost no defense installatic 
on the island, and he busied himself day and night in constructing fortifications, £ 
in preparing the airfield. If Tachibana had neglected his duty of defense, it is 
obvious that this indeed would be his neglect of duty. But in the opinion given 
by your Mr. Justice Rutledge, it cannot be decided at once that mass guilt con 
bo Imputed to an individual. Unless it is charged or shorn that the individual 
actively partiepated in or knowingly failed to take action to prevent the wrongs 
done by others, having both the duty and the power to do soj he cannot be indicted 
for this. 

In Article 1 of the Hague Convention, it is stated "The Array shall be commanded 
by a responsible person". Eased on this rule, if it is interpreted to mean that 
General Tachibsna had the duty to take steps to protect prisoners of war, I boliove 
that it must be proved that Tachibana as an individual actually had the power to 
protect tb-'r, r.od that he did not take steps to do so. I did not notice any eviden< 
proving this point. Therefore, I think that the evidence is inadequate for the 
charges of -neglect of duty against General Tachibana. 

Also, in specification 1 of Charge III, I believe that Tachibana has no 
connection with the matter, and thus is absolutely not guilty. Sugiyama states 
in his testinony,"When I brought the package of flesh to the 307th Battalion, 

I was scolded by Matoba for being late, and Tachibana said, as he put on his shoes 
•Uhat's the idea of Oh enlisted man standing besides me’?" There is no definite 
evidence that General Tachibana ate human flesh. Quite to the contrary, by Ikawa’s 
testimony, the accusation that Tachibana ate human flesh was denied. 

In specification 2, Charge II it is alleged that during the period 1 August 194/ 
to 25 March 1945, General Tachibana unlawfully had four prisoners their names 
unknown mistreated. From what is written in thi3 specification it i3 not clear 
v/here or when the prisoners were mistreated, and who the prisoners were. I believe 










that it is unreasonable in dealing punishment to a person to charge him at random 
without at least pointing out clearly whom he mistreated, when and where. In 
looking over the evidence we find that it has not been proved accurately "hen or 
r:here the previously mentioned four prisoners were mistreated, and whom they 
wero. 

Furthermore, it is alleged in this specification that food,water and shelter 
were denied four American prisoners, and that they wore tied to trees, exposing 
them to inclement weather and the danger of fire and bombing of a combat zone. 

But at that time the Japanese forces themselves lacked shelter, and because of the 
severe American bombings -ere forced to dwell in unfinished caves. There was no 
place whatever where they could koep these prisoners safely. 

And at the time, the food rations of the Japanese forces had been reduced, 
and all were suffering from the pangs of hunger. Even then, food and water were 
provided the prisoner. There is no evidoncc that the prisoners were starved. Tha 
the prisoners wore tied to trees was to keep them where they could be safely 
watched and this for only a short time. 

There is r.o evidence that they were treated in this manner for a long period. 
There has been no evidence produced that this vo.s dene by General Tachlbana's orde. 
Although it is-- ■ leged that the prisoner-, were wxprsed to inclement weather and 
the fire and bowling of a combat area, there hwo been no proof cf what whs actual 
conditions were.. Further, it has net boor, proven that this was done by Tachibana't 
orders. Thus. I believe evidence is inadequate to prove this specification. 

Next, I will offer my argument on the charges and specifications against 
Captain Yoshii, I will first speak on specification 6, Charge • . It is alleged 
in this speciiication that Yoshii acting jointly with Lieutenant miraaaKl, Ensign 
Itoyama and other unknown persons, beheaded the prisoner Vaughn. But the Radio 
Station and the Motor Torpedo Corps are entirely separate and independent units, 
each with a commanding officer and between the two units there is no such relation 
as one subordinate to the other. Thus, it cannot be said that Yoshii oould 
give or gave orders to tha commanding officer of the Meter Torpedo Boat Corps to 
execute tho prisoner. There has beer, rc proof whatever that pursuance of a common 
ita’jor.t to execute the prisoner existed between Yoshii and K.irasaki, Tho prosecuti 
has not brought out any evidence concernii g this Yoshii case. For such reasons 
it is obvious that the accused is not guilty of this specification. Judging from 
this, it is also obvious that Captain Yoshii is not guilty of the specification 
14, 15 and 17 of charge III. The reason for this is that they are independent 
units, and Yoshii had no authority over them. 

Next, in specification 2 of Charge I, he is not charged as having acted in 
conspiracy. Ke is also not charged of mass guilt. It is alleged that he "acted 
jointly", buu it has no been proven that he acted with common intent with 
Tnchibona and the othors. I believe the evidence for this specification is 
inadequate. 

If he is judged as being guilty of specification 2 cf Charge I, I believe *-ha. 
based on the previously mentioned reasons, the nature of the offense, charged : 
specifications 12, 13 and 16 of Charge III should be included in specification 2 
of Charge I, and the accused should be acquitted of those separata charges. 


The same con be said in the case of specification 4 of Charge II. This offens 
is lighter than the crime of murder, so it should bo properly included in speci¬ 
fication 2 of Charge I. I ask for your special consideration of thG fact that 
there has been no evidence to prove that flesh pas removed from the body, caused 
to be removed, and pas offered and distributed to members of his command and that 
ho ate the flesh and viscera of the prisoner, 

I assort that the accused is not guilty of ’-hat is alleged in specification 5 
of Charge II. The reason is, in witness Hida's testimony he said that an hour 
had passed from the time of the execution till the time when Yoshii loft, and that 
the packago ”hich the ritness Hida belioves to have been the liver was still quite 
worm at that time. Listening to this, it cannot be believed that this mckage 
mentioned in the testimony is the package of liver which the prosecution i.3 tr’lng 
to prove pas a package £f liver. In his statement, Hayashi says, 11 1 have not heart 
of hj.s citing liver 11 . Suzuki, pho pas Yoshii’s own orderly, also supports this, 
oj.io to the inevitable conclusion that -.’hat the prosecution alleged t.o be 
a fact Lj-id h .. charged to have happened, actually pas non-existent.

.m is almost beyond doubt that cho admir .1 dad not eat it knorimg ’’h i it pas, but 
pa3 tricked into doing so- It is alleged in the specifiertion •'•hit Admiral Mori 
prevented the honorable b-i; l.il of the prisoner by or ting the liver. Bin whose 
does trio prosecution claim this '’.ash pi:-? This point ho a not -on alarif-.r-t. 

Did Admiral Mori have the intent to prevent the honorable burial of the prise -.or? 
This has also not b> en made clear. The element of knopledgo is a basic one, and 
the courts require it. I believe the Commission has fully understood the truth 
in this case, and therefore, I feel it quite unnecessary for me to argue further 
on this subject, It is needless to say that Admiral Mcri is not guilty of thlr. 
specification 

I maintain that Admiral Mori is not guilty of any of tho specifications ( 6 
though 11) of Charge II. As pas shorn clearly in Major Horic’s testimony, the 
senior officer on the island "as to take over command of all forces after the enem 
had landed on Chichi Jim. 3efore the enemy landed on Chichi J<ma, the Army 
ar.d Navy pore separate and independent and no connection of control or orders 
existed betrecn tho tpo military organizations. This point, I believe, nay be 
a characteristic peculiar to the Japanese. I bog that you take this into < yc u- 
careful consideration. This particular point has boon reaffirmed by tho staff 
officers Lieutenant Commander Shinoda and Lieutenant Commander Miyazaki. If so, 
it is an obvious fact that the Admiral is not guilty of specifications 9, 10 
and 11. 

As stiff o'ficor Lieutenant Commander Sbinoda testified concerning the formati« 
of naval units, the R dio Station and V. otor Torpedo Boat Coi’ps, pere independent 
units, anjLying equal status as that cf the Naval Base Unit, They were net Adnira 
Mori 1 s subordinate units. Therefore, the executions of prisoners at the Radio 
S.ation and the Motor Torpedo Boat Corps had nothing to do ’1th Admiral Il ri. Thu 
it is only proper that he have no responsibility at all over the beheading of thru* 
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prisoners by Commander Ycshii, Ensign Masutani and Ensign Haynshi , and other 
unknown persons as alleged in specifications 6 and 7. I believe it is unnecessary 
for no to speak further on this specification. If this includes the meaning that 
he is responsible for the alleged killing of Mershon, I am confident that he is 
quite properly free of all responsibility in this case in that Admiral Kori not 
only did not received any report of the excxution, but had no means cf kno-ing aboi 
this execution. As I have set forth in detail, as long as prisoners of rar aero 
conceived, admiral Kori pas not in the least obliged pith any duties. This pas 
outside his duty and beyond his authority, and thus it is only proper that ho have 
no responsibility for this. 

I also am confident that he has no responsibility ovor naval surgeon Lieutenant 
Sasaki, Lieutenant Kurasaki, Lieutenant Matsushita and other unknown persons as arc 
named in specification 8. As I have previously mentioned b" the Army - Navy agree¬ 
ment of 20 August 1944, it mas decided that tho Army mould take over all handling 
of prisoners, and this being approved of by the Imperial Headquarters, Admiral LorJ 
thoroughly instructed the naval units concerning this agreement. As it ’as so, 
Admiral Kori and his staff officers did not even imagine that there r;ere prisoners 
being held by naval units and. that they had boon executed by them. As Lieutenant 
Commander Shinoda testified, the headquarters first gained knowledge of the 
executions which had taken place at the naval units after the mar was terminated, 
and it --as quite proper and natural for Admiral Mori to bo unaware of these 
happenings. Furthermore, at the time the executions by the naval units ^cre 
carried out, the Iwo Jina Campaign was in full swing, and the naval headquarters 
was engrossed in its many confusing duties. Wo cannot help believing the testi¬ 
mony cf the Admiral's staff officers. Probing thoroughly through what evidenco 
the prosecution has boon able to prcduco, I find nothing contrary to this belief 
of nine, 

I do not doubt that thero is all tho difference in tho world between Admiral 
Mori's case and that of General Yanashita in the Philippines, However, Mr. Justic< 
Rutledge of your Supremo Court in his opinion said, "It i3 not in cur tradition 
for anyone to be charged *ith crime which is defined after his conduct, alleged to 
be criminal , has taken place. Mass guilt wo d9 net impute to individuals , perha 
in any case but certainly in none where the person is net charged or shewn 
actively to have participated in or knowingly to have failed in taking action to 
prevent the wrongs done by others, having both the duty and the po^er to do so". 

I assert that it was net negligence on the part cf Admiral I'ori that he did 
not know of the fact that prisoners had been executed by the naval units, and must 
say that it is too severe to hold him legally responsible for this. 

The Judge advocate in his argument has stated that the obvious fact that 
Admiral Mori was the senior officer in the Bonins Area and on Chichi Jira must 
not be overlooked. I believe the judge advocate himself has overlooked the fact 
that the defense has amply proved that in tho Japanese foreps, the Army and Navy 
are two distinctly separate organizations. The proseucticns own ■ itness Halor 
Horie has testified in this crurt that, "On 30 Juno 1944 the Army and Navy became 
two separate and independent units, and the senior officer was to take overall 
operational command only after the enemy landed". 

Further, tho judao advocate has conceded that the Admiral had delegated his 
duties concerning the custody of prisoners to the Army by the Arm- - Navy agree¬ 
ment of 20 August 1944 when it was decided that all handling of prisoners was to 
be taken over by the Army, and has argued that Admiral I'ori could not delegate his 


responsibility, and was at all tiroes responsible for the protection of the 
prisoners. 

The judge advocate has overlooked the fact that this point was made clear by 
the prosecution witness Major Horie rhen he testified that official notice of 
this agreement was made to all Array and Navy units as an Imperial Headquarters 
directive. 

As the fundamental issue, I maintain that by this Imperial Headquarters direct: 
Admiral Mori had no duty or power as far as prisoners of war were concerned, Thi 
prosecution has argued that the prime fact remains, that it is entirely inmateri; 
insofar as the charges against Admiral Mori are concerned whether he kne"’ it or 
did not know that these executions were taking place. 

As the duty imposed upon him as the commanding officer of all naval forcos in 
tho Bonin Area and the senior military officer in the area requires that he 
should have so known. If he did not know is entirely immaterial insofar as 
the charges are concerned. 

And I, borrowing the judge advocate's own words, emphasize that it is not the 
main issue whether Admiral Mori knew of those incidents or not, and therefore, 

I clearly state that by the directive issued by the Imperial Headquarters, ho 
was freed of all duties or authority concerning the custody of prisoners, or in 
other words he was placed in a position free of responsibility concerning prison 
of war. Therefore, it is needless for me to say that Admiral Mori is not guilty 
of all of the many cases of neglect of duty charged against hi~. 

True, he was the highest ranking naval officer on the island. But that does 
not mean that just because of his high position he must assume responsibility fc 
all and every incident ahich occurred on the island. I believe that the honor¬ 
able members of the Commission, being high ranking officers, are best qualified 
to understand the Admiral's position.well. Admiral Mori had operational 
responsibility, but ho was free from any responsibility concerning affairs now 
at issue. The prosecution has tried to give the impression that Admiral M„ri, 
just because ho was on Admiral, was guilty of something, if not .guilty of the 
charges brought against him. Does the high rank or social status incriminate 
a person automatically? Although the prosecution has tried, in vain to entangle 
Admiral Mf>ri in a nebulous maze of responsibilities as he was the ranking offief 
there has been evidence giving proof only of the Admiral's limited responsibilH 
Law demands that the charges against him be proved beyond a reasonable doubt. 

The defense counsel is confident that Admiral Mori's innocence has been proved 
beyond a reasonable doubt, 

I will repeat. As far as prisoners of war were concerned, the Admiral was 
not in a position as the commanding officer. In the case of Admiral Mori 
I most strongly and most emphatically persist that he is innocent. I beg 
that you take into your special consideration the fact that in about June 19Z-4, 
before the Army and Navy agreement had been reached, the Naval Headquarters 
sent prisoners back to Japan without maltreating them in any way. 

Next, please allow me to sneak a few words on this problem of cannibalism. 


The accused have boon charged as having violated Article 76 of the 1929 
Geneva Convention, and of .also having violated the lavs and customs of r?ar. 
Then, exactly rhat does, "honorable burial" r.'hich is in this statute mean? 




Can one say definitely that taking flesh from the dead’s body prevent an honorat 
burial? I am sure that this is a problem. And is an individual to be punished 
for violating the G n nova Convention? 

In Article II of the sane convention it is stated clearly that,"A prisoner of 
rar is net in tho custody cf the individuals or corps ’’ho couture '■'ir, but in 
that of the mover to vhich those belo:r", If it is so, it is tho nation r’ ich 
has acted in violation of the Genova Convention, and this statute must bo inter¬ 
preted ns not cne laid dev\n to punish individuals. In rhat court is this 
individual to be tried? And v?hat punishment is there for this individual? What 
is an honorablo burial and tho moral standards of civilized society in ccnnectic 
vitb cannibal ism? I believe that the prosecution must make this clear and define 
these points. Japan has not ratified this Geneva Convention. After Japan 
entered this rrar she declared that she r, ould observe the rules laid dorn in the 
Geneva Convention concerning prisoners of par, But t is declaration meant that 
in tho administration and handling of prisoners of var the statutes v?ould bo 
observed, and oas absolutely not in a legal sense. 

Japan has not ratified the Hague Convention of 1907."A-ticle 23 (c) of this 
convention prohibits tho killing or rounding of an enemy rho f having laid dorrn 
his arms, or having no means of defense, has surrendered at his o’’n discretion. 

If tho prosecution con ends that it -ns in violation of the above statute, I 
point out that in Article 2 of Section 3 of tho "Lars and Customs of War on Lard" 
Hague Convention No 17 of IS October 1907 it is laid dorn that, "The same 
convention provisions contained in tho Regulations referred to in Article I, 
as roll as in the present convention, do not apoly except bet"een contracting 
porors, and then only if all the belligerents are parties to tho convention. 

But Italy and Bulgaria, Japan’s allies in this rar^ have not ratified this 
convention. Therefore, the previously stated Article 23 can not bo apolied. 

This interpretation is not only my orn opinion, but that of your auth: oifityon 
lar, Lieutenant Commaildor James J. Robinson, United States Naval Reserve. 

Unless both parties have ratified this,it is impossible to legally interpret 
this as a binding rule. Therefore, I believe in charging the accused of having 
violated this statute, a legal basis must bo made clear. Without this legal 
basis, I must say that tho charges in this case are not appropriate. 

In the charges and specifications alleging this, it is stated that the act 
ras committed in violation of the l^.’s and customs of rar and the moral standards 
of civilized society. In the initial part of this trial, the defense counsel 
objected to tho use of the rords "in vio]ation of the moral standards of civilizec 
society" as a critirion for punishment. As I have said, the limits of this so 
called moral standards of civilized society are incomprehensibly vast, and 
differ by the degree of civilization, and again by the custom of each race. !e 
must also understand that there is a considerable difference betren the so-or31«V 
moral standards in times of rar and peace. Because of this, I claim that to 
make this a criterion for punishment is unreasonable. I believe that Japan 
has its arm civilization, and the foreign countries each have their cun. Even 
upon judging on the same subject, it must be kept in mind tint though it be tho 
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game, it pill differ according to the environment in rhiciTlt pas situated. I 
think that there pop.I d be a gre > t amount of difference “’hen Judging upon a certain 
subject by one rho had been continuously victorious and by one rho has suffered 
as many defeats, and pas struggling in deep anxiety. 

Today, after the par has ended, phen pe handle this problem of oanniba 1 ism in 
a calm state of rind, “’e can easily conclude that it is immoral for any one of any 
race to commit cannibalism. I an sure that upon observing that it V ck place 
during a severe battle, perhaps every person may form a different opinion in 
his mind. If human flesh had been eaten after all the food pas ?one, and all that 
pas edible had 'men torched, there ray be an opinion that under such circumstances 
it could be said to be an act of self-defense, and thus r.ot immoral. Reflecting 
calmly on this case, though lb did happen in par time, I think that the circunrtm 
d.iffer from ’•’hat I have just mentioned. 

There is a phrase -hich explains quite clearly the mind of the Japanese, phJch 
is, "Worship God and love thy fellor nan". It has been a characteristic of the 
Japanese from ancient days to net in this manner. Japanese civilization nay be 
behind that of America, yet it has not fallen so lor: that cannibalism is practic'd 
7e must observe each of the accused as individuals, ’’/hat caused the alleged 
incidents to happen, if they did happen? I have nothing rore to sr.y than I did 
in the beginning cf my argument, 

v7e Japanese have no doubt about the fact that the American civilization is of 
the highest standard in the v.’orlc. today. From the beginning of the lioiji Era, 
Japan has learned from America and ^e all cannot deny the fact that the 1 evel 
cf cur civilized society pas rently raised because of America .■•. It is only 
8 g years since Japan's status cf civilized society cane to be recognized interna¬ 
tionally. Do you s.ay that it is just and proper to deal "ith these accused 
Japanese possessing a background of so brief a oeried of civilized socioty -ith 
the moral standards of your most highly civilized society as a,criterion? 

Can it be said to be just, to sec this case in merely its legal aspect! 

Is it not necossary to decide upon this from a standpoint of medical science end 
psychiatry? I believe that it is such an insignificant matter for a nation 
phose pride is that its civilization is unsurpassed, to sentence a fev cf the 
accused to death as simply h-ving violated the lavs and customs of T -ar and the 
noral standards of civilized socioty, 

I fervently hope that you rill not deal -ith those persons fro" a nrrror 
standpoint of la-, but for the sake cf civilisation and-science, that you -'ill 
give life to them, 

I pray from the bottom of ny heart for the repose of tho souls of those phose 
blood rr.s shod as a result of these incidents. 

I, rith the accused, thank you for the patient hearing of our case,

Gentlemen of the Commission: 

A Navy convened Military Commission are now to decide if these fourteen 
Japanese nationals are guilty of the charges as specified. E a ch of the accused 
must be judged only as he is charged, /ill fourteen are joined in this one trial 
and, although we objected that there was misjoinder of parties, the Commission 
ruled that the accused were properly joined. 

The first charge is called "Murder". Y ; e ask that the Commission carefully 
consider whether the specifications under Charge I technically and legally allege 
murder or whether these specifications are only violations of Article 23, paragraph 
(c) of the 1907 Hague Convention, which states in part "...it is especially for¬ 
bidden - ... c. To kill or wound an enemy who, having laid down his arms, or having 
no longer means of defense, has surrendered at discretion, ...". lie feel it is of 
the utmost importance th;t this Commission decide this peint. 

If this is a murder charge, then it does not follow the sample specification 
in Section 53, Naval Courts and Boards. The statement that the accused did kill 
is a conclusion of the pleader instead of a. statement of fact and does not make 
good specification. The corpus delicti has in our opinion not been proved. 

On the other hand, if these specifications are violations of the Hague Con¬ 
vention, then we maintain that the same should be set forth verbatim in the 
specification and proved like any other fret. Section 27, Naval Courts and Boards 

"A specification should contain allegations of all tte exxential elements of 
the offense in simple, accurate, and concise language. An essential element is 
one the omission of which in a specification would be ground for sustaining a 
timely objection on the part of the accused, or if not objected to and the evidence 
adduced does not supply the omission, will constitute a fatal defect. For example, 
a specification of theft should allege: 

(1) A taking and carrying away of the property in question, and manner 

thereof. 

(2) Description and value of the personal property. 

(3) From the actual or constructive possession of the owner or person 
entitled to possession as against the accused. 







( 4 ) Picco end time of taking. 

(5) Description of owner or person entitled to possession. 

(6) Intent to deprive the o”mer rorrsnently of his property. 

For the elements of any particular offense the applicable section 
under sample charges and specifications should to consulted. 

It is not essential to state in e specification that an offers^ ucs 
committed in breach of any Federal statute, Erticle of the articles for 
the government of the lievy, low of the State in which the court is 
sitting, or general regulation, as the court takes judicial notico of 
such statuto, article, State la 1 **, or regulation, under rhich the charge 
is lc-id, but whenever tho offense comos directly under any other enactment 
(foreign lam, municipal ordinance, or local ship or station order), tho same 
should be sot forth verbatim in tho specification and proved like any other 
fact. 

a specification must on its face allege facts which constitute a violation 
of some lam, regulation, or custom of tho service. It is not sufficient that 
the accused be cherged generally with having committed an offense, but the 
particular acts or circumstances attending a specific offense must bo complete 
It is not sufficient that several specifications taken together nay do so. 

It is not necosscry that e specification bo framed ’"ith tho technical pre¬ 
cision of a common leu indictment, so long as it clearly sho^s jurisdiction ii 
the court over tho accused end over the offonso ’1th r ’hich he is charged, and 
tho latter is sufficiently described to adtiso tho accused, of the timo and 
ploco and circumstances under ’filch it is cleimod ho committed tho crimo, to 
enable him to make any defense he mry have. The statement of a nero conclusi 
of leu instoed of facts will not make a good specification. Thus, it mould nc 
bo a good specification rhich merely stated that theft res committed by a 
certain ran at a certain timo end ploco, or that a ran unlawfully bed in his 
possession certain property -Ithout alleging facts shoring rh-.roin tho possosc 
res unlawful. Each specification must support the charge under rhich it is 
laid. 

To constitute a crime both criminal intent end a prohibited act must concur 
' hero the offense specified is one r hich requires a specific intent and tho ec 
both must bo sot out. For example, a specification alleging that tho accused 
"did foloniously have in his possession ^ith tho intention of removing it fro! 
the ship. The moro possession of Govornmont property is not in itself a 
violrtion of any la~, regulation, or custom of tho sorvico, nor is it illegal 
ir. itself to take Government property from the ship, 

*7o argue os do most international lawyers that the lrr of nations is bindir 
only on sovoroipn states and r.ot on individuals. Those a.ccusod, tho individur 
offondor can bo -'unishod onl’ under the lar of Jr pen or of he la” of the 
Uritcd Stotos. 

hon it conos to individuals "ho violate the lf's and customs of rrr, 
international ler, such as the Hague Convention thorc arc neither courts nor 
punishments provided, ' 0 maintain that t’be prosecution has not made out e 
caso that tho common or customary If of nations does in feet permit the trie. 1 , 
of individuals or providos punishment - the death pen.' Ity. 









ft The prosecution hold that it would be a mockery of justice for these accused 
to claim that because no specific code of international criminal lav/ exists, they 
therefore did not know such actions as the killing of prisoners of v/ar are for¬ 
bidden. Legally we hold that the state and not the soldier is liable for violations 
of the lav/s of war. If and before this Commission holds otherwise, then it is 
incumbent upon the prosecution to furnish such legal authority and or specific 
rulings so holding, in order that this Commission may correctly find. 

It is not enough that the prosecution state that all war crimes are subject 
to the death penalty, although a lesser penalty may be imposed. 

If the offense is in violation of the moral standards of civilized society, 
then those moral standards should also be set out verbatim and proved like any 
other fact. It is not enough for the prosecution to state in his argument, with 
a wave of the hand and a shrug of the shoulder as it were, that everyone knows 
what the moral standards of civilized society are. 

It is not necessary that a specification be framed with the technical preci¬ 
sion of a common law indictment but it should be sufficiently clear so as to 
enable the accused to make any defense he may have. These offenses are alleged 
to have taken place in tine of v/ar and the prosecution has failed to prove what 
the moral standards of civilized society are in time of v/ar. be hold that where 
the offenses are alleged to be in violation of the moral standards of civilized 
society, this is a mere conclusion of the pleader. 

In our objections to the charges and specifications we stressed the importance 
of framing the spcification correctly and cited the address given by Lt. Comdr. 

James J. Robinson before the Joint Meeting of the Military and Naval Lav; Committees 
of the American Bar Association and Federal Bar Association at Washington, D. C., 
on April 20, 1945. He says: 

"A war crime is an act forbidden by the law of war and committed in any 
place in time of v/ar by a person who is connected or acting with a belligerent 
nation and who acts with intent unlawfully to injure a person or property or 
government connected with an opposing belligerent nation or with a neutral nation. 
The penalty is determined by the court in its discretion and may extend to the 
death penalty, unless otherwise provided by law." 

’'e again ask this; Commission and the prosecution: ’That law are these accused 
being charged with having violated? Is it the Hague Convention No. IV, of 18 
October 1907, Article 23 c, which reads as follows:.It is expressly forbidden 
...(c) to kill or wound an enemy who, having laid down his arms, or Irving no 
longer means of defense, has surrendered at discretion."? If it is, then we cite 
i 'tide 2 of the same convention which provides that the provisions do not ep ply 
if all of the belligerents are not parties to the Convention. Since neither 
Italy nor Bulgaria has ratified the 1907 Convention, these accused clair. they 
are not bound by ..rticle 23 c, although Japan did sign the Convention. 







In the Geneva Prisoners of War Convention of 1929, Article 2 provides that 
prisoners of war "must at all times be humanely treated and protected, particularly 
against acts of violence,...". Article 3 of the same Convention provides:. 
"Prisoners of war have the right to have their person and their honor respected." 

We point out however that Japan has not ratified or formally adhered to it. 

The mere fact that Japan ha3 through the Swiss Government agreed to observe these 
provisions makes no difference legally. This case is being tried by a judicial 
Commission and all its findings must be legal, and the sentence imposed only if 
there has been a legal violation or crime. This Commission must not try those 
accused only because their morals may have been different than burs at the time 
they committed the alleged acts. There must be another legal basis for the charges. 
It is not clerr to the accused upon what law the charges and specifications are 
based. 

Mr. Justice Rutledge in the dissenting opinion in the Yamashita case said: 

"It is not our tradition for anyone to be charged with crime..., in language not 
sufficient to inform him of the nature of the offense or to enable him to make 
defenso." 

In specification 1 of Charge I the prosecution will no doubt state that 
General Tachibana and Private Kido are charged with murder as principals. Thoy 
will probably cite section 332 of the U. S. Criminal Code as defining a principal: 
"Whoever directly commits any act constituting an offense defined in any law of the 
United States, or aids, abets, counsels, commands, induces, or procures its com¬ 
mission, is a principal". 

Then they will state that a man may be guilty of murder oven though ho did 
not strike the fatal blow, but if he aided, abetted, counseled, commanded, induced, 
or procured its commission. They will even go so far as to say a man is guilty of 
murder if he has done no more than encouraged or advised one to commit the crime. 

But they fail to define murder as it applies to the individuals of warring nations. 

In this first specification of the first charge taking it on the allegations, 
the prosecution has failed to show that General Tachibana and Private Kido acted 
jointly with Lieutenant Colonel Ito, Captain Higashigi, Private Shimura, First 
Lieutenant Ikawa, and others unknown. They have utterly failed to show that General 
Tachibana, Private Kido and the aforesaid persons did each and together and certainl 
there has boon no showing that they did each and together with others unknown. 

General Tachibana did not act in concert with these others. The accused Kido 
testified he was selected by Lieutenant Colonel Ito at target practice. Ia fact, 
there has been no showing that he acted at all because in Charge III, Specification 
1, General Tachibana is charged with neglect of duty. This clearly proves ho did 
no overt act as he is charged in Specification 1 of Charge I. Lieutenant Colonel 
Ito bears the entire responsibility for any orders th t were issued that day, 
not the General. 









v«e further criticise this first specification of the first charge because two 
killings are alleged in one specification, what justification is there for netting 
two victinia in one specification? We objected to the charges and specifications 
at the proper time but were overruled. The fact that we went to trial in no way 
cures this and other defective specifications. 

Since there was no cooperation of the part of the accused General Tachibana 
and Private Kido, the specification and the charge must fall. 

We go further however, and maintain that the prosecution has failed to prove 
that General Tachibana coruoanded the alleged killing by any of the acts alleged; 
viz: assault, strike, and kill, by bayoneting with fixed bayonets and beheading 
with a sword. These are the acts enumerated and since they have not been proved 
in the case of General Tachibaha, again the charge and tho specification must.be 
found not proved. 

It is not incumbent for the defense to define such technical words as wilfully, 
feloniously, with premeditation and malice aforethought, "c do however, refer the 
Commission to Court Martial Order 5-1921 which clearly states "The distinguishing 
character of murder is malice aforethought, When it exists, the homicide is 
always murder. Y.’hcn it does not exist, tho homicide cannot be murder,...". The 
expression 'malice aforethought* is very technical, and cannot be taken in the 
o/dinary sense of the term 'malice'. It must be construed according to the decided 
cases which have given it a meaning different from that which might be supposed... 
Chief Justice Shaw said in the celebrated ’lobster case ..."is intended to denote 
an action flowing from any wicked and corrupt motive - a thing done malo animo - 
where the fact has been attended with such circumstances as carry in them the plain 
indications of a heart regardless of social duty, and fatally bent on mischief". 
vTe continue to quote: "If a man voluntarily and wilfully does an act, the natural 
and probable consequence of which is to cause another's death, an intent to kill 
will bo presumed." 

The prosecution would have the Commission believe that they have properly 
shown beyond a reasonable doubt that General Tachibana is guilty of murder. 

Section 158, Naval Courts and Boards, states "If there is a reasonable doubt as to 
the guilt of the accused, he must bo acquitted". The prosecution brought to the 
witness stand Lieutenant Colonel Ito who has been found guilty of the same offense 
and sentenced to oe hanged until dead. Cn tho witness stand Lieutenant Colonel Ito 
testified that the act of which ho was found guilty took place in 1946, and after 
some effort, thought it was in 1944. The prosecution failed to show by this witness 
that General Tachibana had ever ordered him, or anyone else, to execute a prisoner 
of war, or thPt General Tachibana knew of the execution before it took place, or l 
that he was at the scene of the execution. 

Net a single bit of reliable evidence has been submitted to show General 
Tachibana to bo guilty of Specification 1 Charge I and we ask tho Commission to 
find as to the accused. Lieutenant General Tachibana, the specification one of the 
first charge not proved , and the accused Lieutenant General Tachibana is of the 
first charge not guilty and the Commission does therefore acquit the said Lieutenant 
General Tachibana of the first specification of the first charge, 
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We next turn to specification 2 of Charge I and find that General Tachibana 
is joined with three Navy officers, Commander Yoshii, Ensign Masutanij and Ensign 
Hayashi, who were officers attached to the Navy Yoake Wireless station. The sane 
objections and argunents which we advanced regarding specification 1 v;e place into 
the record against this specification as regards to General Tachibana. 

The commission's attention is called to Communication systems of Japan. They 
were the same as our organization in that each arm of the service had its own com¬ 
munication system. On Chichi Jima there were at least three separate communication 
systems: the Army, the Navy, and the Aviation. Each was a separate command and 
particularly as between the Army and the Navy there was no military or operational 
relationship whatsoever. Notwithstanding this fact, which was common knowledge, 
the prosecution saw fit to join Gonoral Tachibana with the Commanding Officer of 
the Navy wireless station and two of his ensigns, charging the four of then as 
having jointly, and each and together with having assaulted, struck and killed by 
beheading with swords an American prisoner of war. 

Again the prosecution will say it is not necessary for then to prove the words 
alleged and again we say that as General Tachibana is charged with having done- cer¬ 
tain acts, it is necessary in order to find him guilty, that he be shown to have 
done these acts. If the prosecution do not prove the acts alloged or prove some 
other acts, we maintain that the Commission cannot legally find General Tachibana 
guilty of the acts alleged. The acts alleged are all easily defined and do not 
legally include other acts not specified. 

The prosecution by o e witness, Captain Kosuga, Tadaaki, the Brigade Adjutant, 
could only show that an officer not identified asked this adjutant. Captain Kosuga, 
for a prisoner of war to bo used to monitor or intercept American broadcasts. So 
this Adjutant turned an .jnerican prisoner of war over to an officer from the Navy 
wireless st tion and General Tachibana thereby "did, each and together"jointly 
with three Navy officers "assault, strike, and kill by beheading with swords, 
an American prisoner of war". Gentlemen of the Commission, do not forget that 
this is a legal question and the findings must be in accordance with the acts 
alleged. 

This same witness that turned the prisoner of war over to an officer of the 
wireless station could not even testify that the prisoner was an American. Is it 
reasonable to believe that General Tachibana therefore knew the prisoner was an 
American? No testimony was brought out that General Tachibana ever even saw the 
prisoner. He was not present at the alleged scene of execution. Under these 
circumstances how then could he wilfully, feloniously, with premeditation and 
malice aforethought, assault, strike, and kill, by beheading with swords an Ameri¬ 
can prisoner of war, one James Lesley Dye? 

The witness, on cross examination, admitted that General Tachibana ordered 
the prisoner sent to Detached Headquarters and properly,so. Further, the witness 
stated that Detached Headquarters, after questioning, sent the prisoner back to the 
Lrigade, not on the request of General Tachibana, but on the orders and responsi¬ 
bility of the staff officer who at that time was in charge of Detached Headquarters, 


which was the command post of the Division Commander whose headquarters vrere on 
Iwo Jima. 

T. r e are, however, not tracing the cause of events that made it possible for this 
prisoner to be placed in jeopardy of his life, neither should the prosecution. 

The prosecution must prove the acts alleged; it is not enough to prove some other 
acts. The burden of proof is still on the prosecution and we maintain that they 
have failed to show a single overt act on the part of General Tachibana, or ?ny 
act which is legally included in the definition of the words: "assault, strike, and 
kill, by beheading with swords". 

The proseeution naively prove this specification and charge, by merely saying 
that although General Tachibana was not present at the alleged scene of execution, 
h^d no knowledge of it, and no control over the participants thereof, his conduct 
vas such that by aiding, and abetting the commission of this crime, he is a prin¬ 
cipal therein and is properly charged with the murder of the defenseless American 
prisoner of war in February 1945. These are just empty words and conclusions 
on the part of the prosecution. They have not even shown what the conduct of the 
General was whereby he is linked in any way with this alleged crime. They would 
artfully suggest and infer to the commission that the burden of proof shifts from 
the prosecution to the accused and that the accused must offer evidence that his 
coriduct did not aid or abet the commission of this alleged crime. A man is still 
innocent in an American court until he is proved guilty . General Tachibana is, 
after the evidence that the prosectuion submitted, still innocent of this charge. 

Therefore, we ask this Commission to find as to the accused, Lieutenant 
General Tachibana specification two of charge one not proved, and the accused Lieu-, 
tenant General Tachibana is of the first charge not guilty and the Commission 
does therefore acquit the said Lieutenant General Tachibana of the second specifi¬ 
cation of the first charge. 

Specification 3 of Charge I follows the same pattern as the previous two 
fifl PftffiV*'' f>ns; General Tachibana is charged with having committed certain acts 
which viere not committed by him at all because he was not even at the scene when 
—t.hagf. are alleged to h^ve taken place, but he is nevertheless charged with 

having assaulted, struck and killed by spearing with bamboo spears and by bayoneting 
with fixed bayonets an American prisoner of war, name to the reltor not definitely 
known. The persons who are joined with the General have all been found guilty by 
the majority of the members of this same cnmission of having committed these acts. 
The prosecution are, by joining the General with these already convicted persons, 
trying to impute their a£U 3 totheGeneral on the bg-si s^tjjatL c was the Commanding 
‘"TJeneral and what anyone om onuiucni Jima, the said LtT*Grefrer5P*Tcichibana actually 
d:' d himself. 

How does the prosecution attempt to do this? They attemptto'OTiov; by the 
testimony of one of the Brigade Adjutants that he heard a conversation between the 
General and Colonel Kato v/ho vrere inside an air raid shelter while he, the adjutant, 
was outside. He imagined that the heard the General mention "that he was going to 






give the prisoner of war to the colonel and for the colonel to have the prisoner 
executed in order to boost the fighting spirit of the troops". He, the witness, 
was not even present when this conversation is alleged to have taken place, yet on 
this evidence, and this evidence alone, the Commanding General at Chichi Jima is 
charged with murder and the prosecution state that this flimsy bit of evidence is 
enough to convict the accused, Lt. General Tachibana of murder, he. General Tachi- 
bana, who was charged with responsibility for the defences of Chichi Jima at 
a time when the air raids were said to be just one continuous raid. 

The senior adjutant testified that he received instructions by telephone from 
Detached Headquarters to dispose of prisoners of war. However, the prosecution 
failed to follow this up and no testimony of any real value was offered by this v.lt- 
ness other than his statement that Detached Headquarters phonod him "Ue would, like 
to have the Brigade Headquarters dispose of the prisohers of war". The inference 
is that the orders of Detached Headquarters were carried out by General Tachibana, 
but this is not warranted by the facts. 

'fitness Yamashita, Kasao, Captain, Imperial Japanese Array, who has already 
been convicted and sentenced by this commission for this crime, testified that he 
was ordered by Colonel Kato to supervise the execution of this prisoner and did so. 

Colonel Kato, on the witness stand, in no way implicated General Tachibana be¬ 
cause the only testimony ho gave was that he heard it through his Adjutant, who 
was convicted of this very offense. Someone from Brigade Headquarters is said to 
have phoned to come and get a prisoner. Colonel Kato made no attempt to verify 
that this call came from anyone in authority at Brigade Headquarters, or even came 
from Brigade Headquarters, but ordered the prisoner to be executed as soon as the 
prisoner was in his custody. It seems strange indeed that he then made a written 
report but never took the trouble to find out if the General had ever received the 
report, yet he saw the General often. 

There has been no showing that General Tachibana ever saw the prisoner, gave 
any orders for the execution of the prisoner, or that he was present at the scene 
of the execution. Yet the prosecution would on such testimony convict the accused 
Lt. General Tachibana, of the charge of murder. Again we say unless it is proved 
beyond a reasonable doubt that General Tachibana did jointly with the persons 
named, wilfully, feloniously, with premeditation and malice aforethought, assault, 
s+rike and kill by spearing with bamboo spears and by bayoneting with fixed bayonets 
a: American prisoner of war, name to the relcator not definitely known. This 
specification does not allege they did each and together, so the prosecution must 
show that the General was joined with the others at the scene. Tho evidence shows 
Lt. General Tachibana did not know of the execution, he was not informed it would 
take place, or was he present at the scene. 

Y.’e of the Defense objected that there was improper joinder of parties, but 
our objections were overruled. Ve still are of the same opinion, particularly in 
this instance there was improper joinder.

In Court Martial Order 1-1929, the rule is laid down: "It is '.veil settled 
that the necessary elements for a joint charge and joint trial are that the offense 
must be one that is not in its nature several, and there must exist a conspiracy 
or concert of action". 

This case quotes: "In Digest of Opinions of the Judge Advocate General of the 
Army (1901) p. 201, it is stated: 

•Properly to warrant the joining of several persons in the same charge 
and bringing them to trial together thereon, the offense must be such as required 
for its commission a combination of action and must have been committed by tho 
accused in concert or in pursuance of a common intent. 1 " 

’/inthrop’s Military Law, p. 208, states: "But whenever the offense is in its 
nature several, there can be no joinder". 

In footnote 3 on page 208, Vinthrop quotes 2 Hawkins, c 25, s 89, as follows: 
"Where the offense indicated doth not wholly arise from the joint act of all the 
defendants, but from such aot joined v/ith somo personal and particular defect or 
omission of each defendant, without which it would be no offense, ...the indict¬ 
ment must charge them severally and not jointly.". 

f 

This third specification of Charge I is a specification for trial in joinder 
and yet only one accused is being tried. Court Martial Order 4-1918 and Court 
Martial Order 30-1918 both hold that this form is intended to be used only when 
the participants are to be tried in joinder. To use such a form when only one 
accused is tried is highly irregular. 

In making its finding on this specification, the Commission must in accordant 
with Section 158, Naval Courts and Boards strictly observe the rule that it must 
reach its conclusion solely from the evidence adduced. This section 158 states: 

"If there is a reasonable doubt as to the guilt of the accused, he must bo 
acquitted." 

In specification 1 of Charge III this same accused Lt. General Tachibana is 
charged with neglect of duly in that he failed to control and restrain these joint 
conspirators. In view of this other charge and the failure of the prosecution to 
prove that the accused General Tachibana acted jointly with certain other persons 
alroady convicted, we ask tho Commission to find a3 to the accused General 
Tachibana, the specification number throe of the first charge not proved, and the 
accused General Tachibana is of the first charge not guilty and the Commission 
does therefore acquit the said General Tachibana of the third specification of the 
first charge. 

In specification four of Charge I, General Tachioana is charged jointly with 
a major, a first lieutenant, and a corporal, each and togother, with assaulting, 
striking, and killing, by beheading with a sword, an ijneric'.n prisoner of war. 
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We contend that there has been no showing that General Tachibana did any of 
the acts he is alleged to have done, to-wit: assault, strike, and kill by beheading 
with a sword. We further contend there has been no proof as to oven the conduct 
of General Tachibana in this particular instance. 

The prosecution would cite Section 332 of the U. S. Criminal Code, which 
provides: '"Whoever directly commits any act constituting an offense defined in any 
law of the United States, or aids, abets, counsels, commands, induces, or procures 
its commission, is a principal.” 

First we ask is the offense charged one defined in any law of the United States 
We think not since it is alleged thrt all this is in violation of the laws and 
customs of war and the moral standards of civilized society. Since the offense is 
not alleged to be in violation of a United States law we hold that the definition 
of a principal stated in Section 332 of the U. S. Criminal Codd does not apply in 
this specification or in any other specification in this case. This we hold to be 
the law as to principals in this present case. To hold otherwise would be to read 
into the above definition something which was never intended to bo there, or does 
the prosecution hold that the law makers intended to include any war crime but forgo 
to say so? 

No, Gentlemen of the Commission, this is still a law case and wishful thinking 
has no place in a case such as this. The present caso must be tried according to 
the rules of law. 

This requires, as we have previously stated, proof that the accused. General 
Tachibana, acting jointly with tho persons mentioned, and did each and together, 
wilfully, feloniously, with premeditation, and malice aforethought, assault, strike, 
and kill, by beheading with a 3Word. 

This specification charges two of the accused who did not participate directly 
in the commission of the substantive offense. It happened th't Captain Sato was a 
member of the 308th Battalion and therefore the Commanding Officer of the Battalion 
must be charged with tho commission of the substantive offense. Then simply 
because the 308th Battalion was a part of the military force on Chichi Jima, the 
Commanding General, Lt. General Tachibana, is charged with the commission of the 
substantive offense. 

Both Major Matoba and General Tachibana are in other specifications charged 
with neglect in failing to restrain and control members of their respective com¬ 
mands. Sec Specification 3 and Specification 18 of Charge III. 

Docs the prosecution hold this was a conspiracy therefore the General as 
Brigade Commander and the Major, as Battalion Commander, are properly joined? Vfo 
respectfully refer the Commission to tho opinion of the court delivered by i r. Jus¬ 
tice Iiutledge in the case of Kottoakos vs U.S. 66 S.Ct. 1239. He, in that case, 
differentiates between mass conspiracy and conspiracy. "They do not invite mass 
trial by their conduct. Nor does our system tolerate it. That way lies the drift 
toward totalitarian institutions. True this may be inconvenient for prosecution. 

But our government is not one of mere inconvenience...". 






In Pinkerton vs U.9. 66 S. Ct. 1180 "It has been long and consistently recog¬ 
nized by the Court that the commission of the substantive offense and a conspiracy 
■o commit it are separate and distinct offenses. The power of Congress to separate 
the two and to affix to each a different penalty is well established". Clune vs 
U.S. 159 U.S. 590. 

There has been no evidence to show that General Tachibana participated 
directly in the commission of the substantive offense. In the case of U.S. vs 
Sail, 116 F. 2 cd 745 decided by the Circuit Court of Appeals for Third Circuit, 
cited in 66 S. Ct. 1180 it was "held that participation in the conspiracy was not 
itself enough to sustain a conviction for the substantive offense even though it 
was committed in furtherance of the conspitacy. The court held that in addition 
to evidence the offense was in fact committed in furtherance of the conspiracy, 
evidence of direct participation in the commission of the substantive offense or 
other evidence from which participation might fairly be inferred was necessary." 

For these reasons we ask this Commission to find as to the accused Lt, 

General Tachibana, the specification number four of the first charge not proved , 
and the accused General Tachibana is of the first charge not guilty, and the 
Commission does therefore acquit the said General Tachibana of the fourth specifi¬ 
cation of the first charge. 

Charge II is designated as "violation of the Laws and Customs of ’.. r ar." 

In specification 1 of Charge II, General Tachibana and ilajor Katoba are joined 
by charging that they did each and together ... wilfully and unlawfully prevent 
the honorable burial of an American prisoner oi war, name to the relator not 
definitely known...by removing and causing to be removed and eating the flesh and 
viscera of the body of the said prisoner of war ... and the said Tachibana and 
Laatoba thereby violated the lav/s and customs of war and the moral standards of 
civilized society. 

The accused is not clear as to just what the offense is in this specification. 
Te are led tb believe that the offense is that General Tachibana and Major hatoba 
wilfully and unlawfully prevented the honorable burial by removing and causing to 
be removed and eating the flesh and viscera of the body. 

.'e can only find this statement under Article 76, Chapter 6, Geneva Prisoner 
of ,: ar Convention 1929: "Belligerents shall see that prisoners of war dying in 
captivity are honorably buried ...» and Article 4 of Geneva (Red Cross) Convention 
of 27 July 1929: "They shall further see that they are honorably buried". 

• Je quote Court Martial Order 12 - 1925 which states: "It is wholly insuffi¬ 
cient to merely allege that an act was done unlawfully or without authority without 
showing why or in v.hat matter the act was unlawful. Such a statement is a mere 
conclusion on the part of the convening authority, setting forth no facts or 
circumstances. For an act to be unlawful it must have been committed in violation 
of some law, regulation, or order in force at the time of the cojnmission of the act 
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if there be no law, regulation, or order prohibiting tho act, a mere Aatement of 
unlawfulness cannot create ah offense.” 

In the case of violation of the articles of these conventions, the accepted 
theory is that only the state and not the individual soldier is liable for his 
violation of the laws of war. So we ask that the Commission be not shocked into 
a decision but find according to the evidence and the law. The oase is very 
complicated and it may well be thrt some evidence v; s shown in an attempt to prove 
this specification. It is all very confusing. \ r rs this really Mershon or was it 
Hall that General Tachihana is charged with preventing honorable burial? 

Did the eating take place at the 307th Battalion Headquarters? If so, the 
e/idence is very misleading and we hold that no evidence was produced to show that 
General Tachibana actually ate any human flesh, or had knowledge that what was 
eaten at the 207th Battalion headquarters was human flesh. I know of no basis on 
which a man can properly be charged with oating human flesh as a crime unless he 
knew it was human flesh. The element of knowledge, or scienter is a basic one, 
and the courts always require it unless by statute Congress has expressly said 
that mere possession or c more act constitutes a violation, oven without knowledge. 
But Congress must expressly say so To Eliminate Scienter as an Element . I do not 
think that Congress did so in this situation. 

We ask therefore that this Commission find as to the accused General Tachibana 
specification number one of the second charge not proved and the accused General 
Tachibana is of the second charge not guilty and the Commission does therefore 
acquit the said General Tachibana of the first specification of the second charge. 

Specification 2, Charge II, charges Genoral Tachibana did wilfully and unlaw¬ 
fully mistreat and cause to be mistreated by his orders, four prisoners of war, 
names unknown, by denying them food, water and shelter, and by tying them to trees, 
and exposing them to inclement weather and danger of fire and bombing of a conbat 
zone, in violation of the laws and customs of war. 

As we have stated before, we find the specification faulty in that the laws 
and customs of war are not set out which were violated. What particular article 
was violated and wh t penalty is provided for the violation of the article? 

Article 3 of the Hague Convention No. IV of 1907, Lav/s and Customs of War 
on Land provides: ”A bclligenent party which violates the privisions of tho said 
regulations shall, if the case demands, be liable to pay compenscation. It shall 
b responsible for all acts committed by persons forming part of its armed forces." 

Article 2 of the same convention provides th t the provisions do not apply 
if all of the belligerents are not parties to the Convention. Since neither Italy 
nor Bulgaria ratified the 1907 Convention, Japan is not bound by these articles 
even although Japan signed the convention. 

Article 2 of the Geneva Prisoners of War Convention of 1929 cannot be said to 
apply because Japan has not ratified or formally adhered to it. The mere fact 
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that Japan has, through the Swiss Government, agreed to observe these provisions 
makes no difference. 


Since the individual offender can be punished only under the lav.’ of his own 
or in this case American statutes we hold that this Commission must find the 
accused not guilty as charged. 

My colleague has pbinted out such things as lack of names of the victims, and 
the exposure to dangers of fire and bombing in a combat zone being the same 
darters thrt many Japanese were exposed to on Chichi because there just weren’t 
enough air raid shelters. He h s further shown lack of proof as to the phrase 
"by hus orders". 

I call the court's attention to the words inclement weather. This is a con 
elusion of the pleader and must be proved. 

Since the crime is the unlawful mistreatment, there were as many unlawful 
mistreatments committed as the Humber of persons who wore unlawfully mistreated. 
Here mechanical difficulties such as typing of additional charge sheets cannot 
be accepted as sufficient justification for naming all of the victims in one 
specification. 

For all of these reasons we ask the Commission to find as to the accused 
General Tachibane specification number two of the second charge net proved , and 
the accused General Tachibana is of the second charge not guilty and the Commission 
does therefore acquit the said General Tachibana of the second specification of 
the second charge. 

In specification 1 of Charge III, General Tachibana is charged with neglect 
of duty. In order to acquaint the accused with the particular lows and customs 
of war which he violated, we should have had a bill of particulars at least setting 
•forth these specific articles. 

If these acts are in violation of the laws of wr as laid down in Fourth 
Hague Convention 1907, "the question is whether the law of war imposes on an 
Army commander a duty to take such appropriate measures as are within his power 
to control the troops under hi3 command for the prevention of the specified acts 
which are violations of the law of war..., and whether he may be charged with 
personal responsibility for his failure to take such measures when violations 
result." General Toooyuki Yamashita Nos 61 Jiiscellanecus and 672 Supreme Court. 

Wo hold that the prosecution has failed to show that there was an affirmative 
duty on the part of General Tachibana to take measures to protect these prisoners 
of war. 

In General Orders No. 264, Hq. Div. of the Philippines, September 9, 1901, 
it was held that an officer could not be f-und guilty for failure to prevent a 
murder unless it appeared that the accused had the power to prevent it. 
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The prosecution has failed to show that the accused General Tachibana had 
the power to prevent these violations. The Defense has shown that he was not 
notified that these executions were about to take place, nor was he present at any 
of these executions. Again we quote Hr. Justice Rutledge in the Yamashita case: 
"Hass guilt we do not impute to individuals, perhaps in any case, but certainly 
in none where the person is not charged or shown actively to have participated in 
or knowingly to have failed in taking action to prevent the wronge done by others, 
having both the duty and the power to do so". 

This specification 1 of Cnargo III alleges three separate offenses and we 
fool should have been laid under three specifications. 

As my colleague kr. Morikawa has said before, these acts alleged to be in 
violation of laws and customs of war, the Hague Convention IV of 13 October 1907, 
do nut .apply to Japan since (note Article 2 of this same convention) Italy nor 
Bulgaria ratified this 1907 convention. 

Finally the law of nations is binding on sovereign states and not on individu¬ 
als. In this case General Tachibana can bo punished anly under the law of Japan 
or under American statutes. 

For all these reasons we hold that the Commission should find as to the accused 
Genoral Tachibana specification 1 of Charge III not proved and the accused General 
Tachibana is ;f the third charge not guilty and tne Commission d cs therefore 
acquit the said General Tachibana of the first specification of the third charge. 

. Specification 2 of Charge III is practically the same specification, except 
that this specification charges that General Tachibana neglectod to properly 
protect these same prisoners f war. 

For the same reasons that we gave for acquitting General Tachibana of speci¬ 
fication one of Charge III wo give for acquittal of this scpcification. The 
prosecution h vo failed to diow any duty imposed upon the accused by the laws of 
Japan or our own American laws to properly charge General Tachibana with a crime 
in this case. 

V.'e ask therefore that the Commission find as to the accused General Tachibana 
specification 2 of Charge III not proved and the accused General Tachibana is of 
the third charge not guilty and the Commission doos therefore acquit the 3aid 
General Tachibana of the second spcdificatiun of the third charge. 

In specification 3 of Charge III, General Tachibana is charged with neglect 
of duty in failing to control im.jor Liatoba, First Lieutenant Sato, First Lieutenant 
Teraki and Corporal Nakamura in that he all-wed them t~ kill a prisoner of war. 

In specification A of Charge I General Tachibana is charged as a principal 
with having committed the killing by beheading.

Captain Sato, an accused, on the witness stand testified he made all the 
arrangements and because tho doctor was in a hurry he chrngcd his plans and executed 
the prisoner quickly in the early aftornoon. He testified on cr .ss examination 
that General Tachibana had not ordered him to execute the prisoner, was not on the 
scene, and he. Captain Sato, never notified the General he was about to execute a 
prisoner or that he had executed a prisoner. In ..ther words. General Tachibana 
had no knowledge of this execution, therefore it was impossible for him to control 
these executions. 

The accused. General Tachibana, did not actively participate in tho execution 
knowingly fail to take action to prevent this execution. 

\"e ask that the Commission consider all previ us objections to similar 
specifications in aedition to the lack-of proof in this specification and find as 
to the accused General Tachibana, specification 3 of Charge III not proved and the 
accused General Tachibana is of the third charge not guilty and the Commissi <n does 
therefore acquit the said General Tachibana of tho third specification of the 
third chargo. 

Specification 4> Charge III charges General Tachibana with neglect of duty 
by failing to protect a prisoner of war by failing to prevent tho killing of Ensign 
Hall. In specification 4, Charge I, the General is charged as a principal with 
assaulting, striking, and killing and beheading with aosword tho prisoner Hall, 
and in specification 3 of Charge III the General is charged with neglect for not 
controlling the executioners. 

For tho same reasons as applied to specification 3 of Charge III, we hold 
no case has been made as against General Tachibana. 

'..'e ask, therefore, that the Commission find as to the accused General Tachi¬ 
bana specification 4 of Chargo III not proved and the accused General Tachibana 
is of the third charge not guilty and the Commission does therefore acquit the 
said General Tachibana of the fourth specification of the third charge. 

Specification 5 of Charge III charges General Tachibana with neglect of duty 
in that he failed to control Major Mat bn because he permitted Major Matoba to 
prevent hunorable burial of a prisoner jf war by rem ving and causing to be re¬ 
moved and eating the flesh and viscera cf a prisoner of war not definitely known 
but beliovcd to be Lorshcnj all this in violation of the laws and customs of war 
and the nv_ral standards of civilised society. 

In specification 1 of Charge II the General and the Major are charged as 
each and together preventing honorable burial by removing and eating t.hc flesh 
and viscera. In this specification the place where the substantive act occurred 
is fixed at the headquarters of the 307th Battalion. \ .’hat we said about Specifica¬ 
tion 1 of Charge II we repeat as regards this specification. Therefore not alone 
bccauso of the law or lack ^f law on whr.t constitutes honorable burrL but also 
because the facts as brought out by the prosecution do not clearly establish the 
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guilt of the accused General Tachibana, such as his knowledge or as the courts v.'ou 
say, the- element of scienter not having been proved, we ask that the Commission 
find tilis specification not proved. We as that the accused General Tachibana be 
found not guilty of the third charge and acquit the said Genoral Tachibana of the 
fifth specification of the third charge. 

Specification 2, Charge I, alleges that Commander Yoshii, together with Ensig. 
Masutani and Ensign Hayashi, in pursuance of a common intent, did each and togethe: 
assault, strike and kill a prisoner. Dye. 

In order to set up a defense for Ensign Hayashi and Ensign Masutani, the 
defense had to put these officers on the stand and they both testified th t C-i.r- 
mandor Yoshii ordered them to execute the prisoner. The defense originally objects 
to the joinder of the accused but were overruled on this point. The substantive 
rights of the accused Yoshii were prejudiced by the joinder of the two accused 
Hasutani and Hayashi. 

Furthermore, Wharton's Criminal Evidence, Volume 2, £714 states: "narratives 
of past events after the conspiracy is fully executed are to measures taken in the 
execution or furtherance of the common purpose inadmissible against cjnspirattrs*. 
Confessions of co-conspirators and accomplices arc also inadmissible a.ainst a 
co-conspirator or co-defendant on trial, fv.r the reason that a confession is 
necessarily made after tho commissi n of the crime, and, by its naturo, it is not 
made in furtherance of the purpose of the conspiracy to commit such crime. 

"If the declaration sought t. be introduced ..., er after the c-nsumr.iation 
of the purpose thero-f, the objection to be made is that such declaration is a 
hearsay st-tement and not binding upon the c~-conspirat r on trial". Hill vs Stat» 
113 Grim. Hep. 85, 18 S(2d) 1086. Whartorfs Criminal Evidence Volume 2.#699 
page 1188. "The co-defendant against wh-m the act or declaration is not admissibl 
receives his protccti.n from the court's admonition, and it is reversible error 
for the c.urt to fail to instruct tho jury in this respect." State vs Kirkland, 
175 N.C. 770, ;4. S.E. 725 Wharton's Criminal Evidence, Volume 2, par. 701, p.1190 

One conspirator d :es n.t ... by its execution under his authority, authorize 
h L s cc-censpir 1 1or to make confessions .r admissions f guilt f r him, .r t. 
narrate past events. State vs. Huckins, 212 I;wa, 283 , 234 N.Vf. 554. V'hart n's 
Criminal Evidence Volume 2, par 714, p. 1204. 

Furthermore, in U.S. vs Sail 116 F 2 cd 745, decided by Circuit C~urt of

for Third Circuit cited in 66 S. Ct. 1180, it wa3 held th.vt ’'evidence of direct 
participation in the commission of the substantive offense or ether evidence from 
which participation might fairly be inferred was necessary. 

In our -bjections to the charges and specifications we objected to the mattor 
in aggravation particularly since in this specification the matter in aggravation 
was included as a separato charge and set forth in specification 4 of Charge II. 

The Convening Authority stated in his letter of August 19, 1946 that the 
additional facts in aggravation wore a description illustrating the character and 
the extent of the offense committed and that the offense alloged in specification 
4 of Charge II is a completely different offense. This latter is an offense in 
violation of Article 4 >f the Geneva Rod Cross Convention 1929 and Article 76 of 
the Genova Prisoner >f War Convention 1929. 

How-over, these conventions are binding only on sovereign states and not on 
individuals. Furthermore when it come3 t^ individuals wh., violate these convention 
neither courts or punishments arc provided. 

Since evidence is Inciting to pr-ve this matter in aggravation, in arriving at 
findings we ask therefore that this matter in aggravation be struck by excepting 
all Words having to do with mattor in aggravation. 

All that we have said regarding the lav/s and customs of war and the moral 
standards of civilized society we repeat regarding this specification. 

In view of the lack of competent evidence we ask that tho Commission find as 
to the accused Captain Yoshii, specification 2 of Charge I not proved, and the 
accusod Captain Yoshii is of the first charge not guilty and the Commission does 
therefore acquit the said Captain Yoshii of tho second specification of tho first 
charge. 

In specification 6 of Charge I Captain Yoshii is charged with acting jointly 
with Ensigns Kurasaki and Koyama, both now dead, and others in pursuance of a 
common intent did wilfully, with malice, assault, strike, and kill by beheading wit 
a sword a prisoner, Vaughn, in violation of the laws and customs of war and the 
moral standards of civilized society. 

Some evidence was introduced to show that tho prisoner Vaughn, was delivered 
by Detached Headquarters to the Commanding Officer of the ’.ireless Station, but 
only in order that his servicos and knowledge of English might be used in connecti^. 
with the monitoring of radi. transmissions. The evidence is not clear just Ikw ■ 
this prisoner got into the hands of Lieutenant Kurasaki, who himself is n w dead, 
having been killed in acti.n with an American destroyer in August 1945. But there 
is no evidence to sh <w thrt Commander Yoshii was 5t the scene of the execution and 
acting jointly with Lioutenant Kurasaki and Ensign Y. -yama did assault, strike, and 
kill by beheading with a sword. In this specification it is most imp rtant to 
prove that Commander Yoshii was at the scene and did the acts because tho specifi¬ 
cation des not charge each and together but only th.t those three and thers 
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acting jointly did kill the prisoner. 


All that has been said previously about the laws and customs of war and the 
moral standards of civilized s.ciety wo hold applies t^ this specification, ic 
ask that the Commissi'n consider our arguments regarding laws and customs ^f war 
and the moral standards of civilized society with reference to this specification. 

Since there is no evidence to show that Commander Yoshii participated directly 
in the commission of tho substantive offense, the Commission should find as t~ the 
accused Captain Yoshii specification 6 of Charge I not proved, and the accused 
Captain Yoshii is of the first charge net guilty and the Commission does therefore 
acquit the said Captain Yoshii of the sixth specification of tho first charge. 

In specification 4, Charge II, Commander Yoshii is charged with unlawfully 
nreventing the honorable burial of prisoner Dye by removing and causing to be re¬ 
moved, offering and distributing t- members -f his command and eating the flesh and 
viscera of tho body ~>£ the prisoner, theroby violating the laws and customs of war 
and the ra-ral standards ~f civilized society. 

The testimony at this trial was as the judge advocate said, introduced bit by 
bit, witnesses were called and recalled, testifying one day to a certain specifi¬ 
cation and then when recalled to another specification. It is our firm belief, 
however, that at no time was testimony introduced to prove that Commander Yoshii 
removed, offered and distributed to the members of his command (the wiroloss statio 
and ate the flesh and viscera of the body of a prisoner of war. Dye. 

What we have previously said about tho honorable burial and the removal and 
eating of the flesh applies in this instance also. Does the prosecution have any 
previous case or ruling at law by vvhicj? they can establish the law under these 
circumstances or arc they attempting to make new law out of tho circumstances of 
the incidents which they describe. Is it enough for the prosecution to say that 
this incident was a violation of Article 76 of the Geneva (Prisoners of War) Con¬ 
vention of 27 July 1929. b'e hold this to be a mere conclusion of the pleader. 

In this instance, as in most of the other specifications the prosecution were 
undecided upon what to base their charges and instead of selecting only one, it 
decided to try two. Tho inference is that tho prosecution was not sure about the 
law in the case. This, however, has been quite unfair to the defense. In the 
case of Davis vs Com. 150 Va. 611, 143 S.E. 641 cited in Wharton's Criminal Evidenc 
Vol. 2, par. 1031, page 1813 it was held: "a respondent is entitled to know before 
he makes his defense, what specific acts of his the state relies upon as constitu¬ 
ting the offense charged against him in order that he may properly meet the charge. 
A conviction cannot be sustained upon a different theory than that on which tho 
case has been tried. State vs Mason 93 Vt. 363, 127 A 651. V.Tiere one offense is 
charged and the evidence shows separate and distinct transactions, and either of 
them would support the charge in the complaint, the state is required to elect 
upon which it will rely for conviction. State vs Field, 95 Vt. 375, H5A 296; 

State vs Barr, 78 Vt 97, 62A 43. The time when the state should be compelled to 
make its election is within the discretion of the court, if the respondent is given 
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an opportunity to make hi3 defense. State vs Coomur, 105 Vt. 175, 163A.585, 94 
A.L.U. 1033." 

Because of lack of proof of tho acts alleged and because there has been show¬ 
ing by the prosecution that the actsi alleged are crimes we ask that the Commission 
find as to the accused, Captain Yoshii, specification 4 of the second charge not 
proved and the accused Captain Yoshii is of the second clu rge not guilty and the 
Commission does therefore acquit the said Captain Yoshii of tho fourth specifioatior 
of the second charge. 

Specification 5, Charge II, joins Commander Yoshii and Lieutenant iiatsushita 
and charges them with acting jointly and in pursuance of a common intent, did each 
and together prevent the unlawful burial of a prisoner, Vaughn, by mutilating and 
improperly removing and causing to be removed the flesh and viscera of tho body and 
. hereby violated tho lav/s and customs of war. 

There has been no evidence to show th t Commander Yoshii was in any way con¬ 
nected with the incident. .Even the co-defcndr.nt Lt. iiatsushita, on the stand as a 
witness in his own behalf, said th~t he heard that Captain Yoshii was being 
charged with connection with the incident and we liked Captain Yoshii, or words to 
that effect, Lt. iiatsushita said he removed the liver on orders of Lt. Kurasaki. 

He only removed the liver and not any flesh. 

Tho prosecution elected to charge that this w~s in violation of the laws and 
customs of war. c assume th t the violation is of Article 76 of the Geneva 
(Prisoners of ’..ar) Convention of 27 July 1929. This convention is binding only 
on sovereign states and not on individuals. If we are to punish the individual, 
then it must be because he violated some law of Japan or of the United States, 

Ylhat statute has heon violated? 

Because the evidence docs not establish the facts alleged to have been coramit- 
tod by Commander Yoshii and because the prosecution has failed to prove the commis¬ 
sion of a Cxime, we ask that tho Commission find as to the accused Captain Yoshii 
specification 5 of Charge II not proved, and the accused Captain Yoshii is of the 
second charge not guilty and tho Commission does therefore acquit tho said Captain 
Yoshii of tho fifth specification of the second charge. 

In specification 12 of Charge III Commander Yoshii is charged with neglect of 
duty in that he failed to control Ensigns Hasutani and Kayashi and allowed them to 
kill a prisoner. Dye, this in violation of the laws and customs of war. 

The testimony of Masutani and Hayashi was offered by the defense in order to 
'-how that they were ordered by their co-defendant, Commander Yoshii to do the 
subst. ntive act. Under Specification 2 of Charge I all three are charged with 
substantive offense. r 'e rely on the rules of evidence found in Tharton's Criminal 
Evidence, Vol. 2, par 714. "Y.Tion the common enterprise is at an end, whether by 
accomplishment or abandonment, no one of the conspirators is permitted, by any 
subsequent action or declaration of his own to affect the others". Citing: Logan 
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vs United States 144 U.S. 263, 36 L. ed. 429, 12 S. Ct. 617 j Brown vs United States, 
150 U.S. 93, 37 L. ed. 1010, 14 S. Ct. 37; Sorenson vs. State (C.C.A. 8th) 143 
F.820; Goll vs United States (C.C.A. 7th) 166F 419; Haugcr vs United States, 

(C.C.A. 4th) 173 F. 54; Morrow vs Unitod States (C.C.A. 8th) 11F (2d) 256, 7 Am. 
Bankr. Rep. (N.S.) 744; Lane vs Unitod States (C.C.A. 8th)34 F (2d) 413; Collonger 
vs United Status (C.C.A.7th) 50F (2d) 345, writ of certiorari denied in 284, U.S. 
654, 76 L. ed. 554, 52 S. Ct. 33; tanner vs United States (C.C.A. 10th) 57F. (2d) 
506; Dondagarda vs United States (C.C.A.10th) 64F. (2d) 182; United States vs VMtc 
5 Cranch, C.C. 38, Fed Cas. Vo. 16-675. 

In Jarrell vs Com 132 Va 551, HO S.E. 430, it was held that the admission 
against the defendant, of a statement by a co-defundant charged jointly with the 
defendant who w s on trial for murder was error. This is the rule that applies to 
specification 2, Charge I, as well as to this specification 12 of Charge III. 

As we have stated before, the prosecution has failed to show by any ruling 
caso at law that the laws and customs of war imposbd upon Commander Yoshii a duty 
to control and restrain the officers of his command. 

Uo ask, therefore, that the Co mission find as to the accused Captain Yoshii 
t .e specification 12 of the third charge not proved and the accused Captain Yoshii 
is of the third charge not guilty and the Commission do^s therefore acquit the said 
Captain Yoshii of the twelfth specification of the third charge. 

Specification 13 of Chrge III charges Commander Yoshii neglected his duty to 
properly protect a prisoner in that he neglected to take steps to prevent the kil¬ 
ling of the prisoner Dye. This is charged to be in violation of not only the laws 
and customs of war but also the moral standards of civilized society. 

All that was said regarding specification 12 of Charge III is repeated as 
regards this specification. '.To also fool that the prosecution should oledt to 
stand on either the offense being in violation of the laws and customs of war or 
the moral standards of civilized society. 

As to the moral standards of civilized society, wo hold th t there has been • 
no showing by the prosecution that there was a duty imposed upon Commander Yoshii 
by moral standards of civilized society or what these moral standards of civilized 
socioty were. 

Therefore the Commission should find as to the accused Captain Yoshii the 
specification 13 of the third charge not proved and the accused Captain Yoshii is 
of the third charge not guilty and the Commission does therefore acquit the said 
Captain Yoshii of the thirteenth specification of the third charge. 

Specification 14 of Charge III charges Commander Yoshii with neglect of duty 
as Commanding Officer of the Yoake ’.Tireless Station, and Senior Officer Present 
at the scene cf an execution, to control Lieutenant Kurasaki and Ensign Koyama and 
other persons unknown in that he permitted them to kill in his presence a prisoner, 
Vaughn, this in violation of the laws of war. 







In specification 6 of Charge I, Commander Yoshii is charged v:ith killing the 
prisoner by acting jointly with the two officers, and in this specification, he is 
charged with failing to restrain and control them. As we said in our argument on 
specification 6,of Charge I, there has oecn no evidence introduced to show that 
Commander Yoshii was at the scene of the execution. 

There has been no evidence to show that either Lieutenant Kurasaki or Ensign 
Itoyama were at the time or over under the control of Commander Yoshii. Thu burden 
of proof is upon the prosecution and they must definitely establish thes fact. 

The prosecution must further show that it was the duty of the Comm nding Officer 
of the Yoako Wireless Station to control the two officers who wore attached to a 
seagoing outfit. 

The prosecution did not elect to stand on Commanding officer of wireless sta¬ 
tion but added Senior Officer Present. They have failed to show what duty, if any, 
a Japanese Communication Officer has regarding control of other officers who aro 
not even attached to h s command or if there is anything like the term Japanese 
Senior Officer Present. Failing in that, they leave the inference by argument that 
our navy imputes certain duties upon the Senior Officer Present. Our Navy Regula¬ 
tions do impose certain duties on the senior officer present as stated in Chapter 
21 and also in article 150. I fail to find however, that the duties of Senior 
Officer Present in our Navy are anywhere set forth as regards an execution of a 
prisoner of war. 

The court was asked to take judicial notice of the Hague Convention but it 
doos not follow that the Commission can thereby bind the individual Japanese 
Naval Officer by the provisions of the Hague Convention or the Genova Prisoner of 
War Convention. 

For the above reasons the Commission should find as to the accused, Commander 
Yoshii, specification 14 of tho third charge not proved, and the accused Captain 
Yoshii is of the third charge not guilty and the Commission does therefore acquit 
tho said Captain Yoshii of the fourteenth specification of the third charge. 

Specification 15 of Charge III is practically the same specification as number 
14 exdept hero Commander Yoshii is charged with neglect of duty in that he failed 
to properly protect a prisoner of war and thereby tho prisoner ws killed. Thus 
ho did suffer the prisoner to be killed in violation of the lav/s end customs of war. 

Wo repeat all that wc said about specification 14. For those same reasons 
and because there has been no evidence to show that Commander Yoshii had an affirm¬ 
ative duty to protect this prisoner, wc ask the Commission to find as to the ac¬ 
cused Captain Yoshii tho fifteenth specification of the third charge not proved, 
and the accused Captain Yoshii is of tho third charge not guilty and the Commission 
does therefore acquit the said Captain Yoshii of the fifteenth specification 
of the third charge. 

Specification 16, Charge III charges Commander Yoshii with neglect of duty as 
Commanding Officer of Yoako Wireless Station because he did not control Lieutenant 






(j.g.) Surgeon Sasaki in that he permitted Sasaki to prevent the honorable burial 
of a prisoner of war by mutilating tho body of the prisoner Dye, and Yoshii thereby 
violated the laws and customs of war. 

Specification U of Charge II charges Commander Yoshii with preventing honorable 
burial by removing and causing to bo removed the flesh and viscera of the body of 
the prisoner, Dye. 

The Co-defendant Sasaki took the stand and admitted he removed the liver but 
then sewed up the body. His declarations and admissions on the witness stand are 
of no effect as to Comnr.ndor Yoshii bcc'use Wharton’s Criminal Evidence, Vol. 2, 
f'r. 714, page 1202 states: ,rr hen the common enterprise is an an end, whether by 
accomplishment or abandonment, no one of the conspirators is permitted by any 
subsequent action or declaration of his own to affect the others". 

In the same book, paragraph 700, "But if a statement made does not tend to 
prove the charge against the defendant who made the statement, but tends to prove 
tho charge against his co-dofendant only, the statement is objectionable as hear¬ 
say, and is admissible against neither". State vs Kennedy, 109 S.C. 141,95S.2.350. 

It is for the Commission to decide whofhor Sasaki, by removing the liver as 
he admitted, did thereby mutilate tho body and thereby prevent tho honor?ble burial 
of the prisoner. 

The prosecution has failed to show th:.t it was Commander Yoshii’s duty as 
Commanding Officer of the Yoake ’Tireless Station to control Surgeon Sasaki so as to 
prevent the doctor from removing the liver from a prisoner of war. They have- fur¬ 
ther failed to show that removing the liver prevents honorable burial. Finally, 
they have not shown this act was a violation of the laws and customs of war, and 
that Commander Yoshii was amenable to this law. 

Wc ask the Commission therefore to find as to the accused, Captain Yoshii, 
the specification sixteon of tho third charge not proved and tho accused Captain 
Yoshii is of the third charge not guilty and the Commission does therefore acquit 
the said Captain Yoshii of the sixteenth specification of tho th^rd charge. 

Specification 17 of Charge III charges Commander Yoshii with neglect of duty 
as Commanding Officer of the wireless station and Senior Officer present at the 
scene, to control Lt. Kurasaki and Surgeon Matsushita in that ho allowed them to 
provont honorable burial of a prisoner by mutilating tho body of the prisoner 
v ughn, and Yoshii thereby violated the lav/s and customs of war. 

The co-defendant. Surgeon Lieutenant Matsushita took tho stand at his own 
request as a witness in his own behalf and testified that he did remove the liver 
of the prisoner but only on the orders of Lt. Kurasaki who was his commanding 
officer. The co-dcfondant Matsushita testified he removed the liver for medical 
and research reasons, and that in his estimation, was a proper motive. He explained 
in dotail how he washed tho wounds and incisions and sewed them up, and that as a 
medical officer hews of the opinion that the body was properly prepared and 







. ad properly buried, iill thin he did on orders of Lieutenant Kurasaki. 

There has boon no evidence that Commander Yoshii issued any orders to Lt. 
Matsushita or that the surgeon was under his command. Several vdtncssos testified 
that the orders were given to the doctor by Lt. Kurasaki. 

Because the prosecution has failed to offer evidence in support of the alle¬ 
gations and because they have failed to define in legal terms honorable burial, wo 
ask that the Commission find as to the accused. Captain Yoshii, the specification 
seventeen of the third charge not proved, and the accused Captain Yoshii is of 
the third charge not guilty and the Commission docs therefore acquit the said 
Captain Yoshii of the seventeenth specification of the third charge. 


In specification 4 of Chargo I Major Matoba is joined with General Tachibana, 
Captain Sato and Corporal Nakamura as a principal charged with the execution of a 
prisoner Hall. 

L’hat wo said of General Tachibana is repeated in the case of Major Katoba. 

Ho was not at the scene of the execution and cannot therefore be held as a principal 
because there has been no evidenco to show that Matoba participated directly in 
that substantive offense. 

The co-defendant Sato did testify on the stand in his own behalf that he was 
ordered to carry out the execution by Major Katoba. 3ut he stated that he changed 
the plans and never notified Major JIatoba of the change or that there was to be an 
oxccution. 

In addition, the testimony of an accomplice must be corroborated by other 
evidoncc which in itself and without the aid of the testimony of ' 
the accomplice tends to connect the defendant with the commission of the crime. 
Whartorfs Criminal Evidence, Vol. 2, par. 728, p:.ge 1223. 

This co-defendant had to admit on cross-examination that Major Matoba did not 
toll him .ersonally to execute the prisoner nor did ho report to Major Matoba that 
he was about to execute a prisoner. 

There arc statutory provisions to the effect that a conviction cannot be had 
on the testimony of an "accomplice" unless ho is corroborated by other evidenco 
which in itself, and without the aid of the testimony of the accomplice, tends to 
connect the defendant with the commission of the crime, and in those states wherein 
the common law prevails, the judges generally caution juries against convictions 
upon the uncorroborated testimony of accomplices. The limitation of the testimony 
of an accomplice by statutes requiring corroboration thereof is designed for t ho 
protection of those accused; its purpose is to prevent one guilty of a crime from 
implicating another falsely in the hope of clemency, for motives of revenge, or 
for any other reason, (citing Carter vs State (Okla, Crim. ilcp.) 28 P. (2d) 581.) 
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In a jurisdiction where tho testimony of an accomplice must be corroborated, 
the testimony of an accomplice alone is not sufficient for conviction, A state 
requiring the corroboration of tho testimony of an accomplice ... prohibits a con¬ 
viction thereon, unless so corroborated. If there is no corroboration after the 
admission of such evidence, the court should instruct that there can be no convic¬ 
tion based on such testimony, (citing People vs Negra, 208 Ca. 64, 280 p. 354; 
People vs Santos, 134 Cal. App. 736, 26 P (2d) 522; State vs Brown, 53 Idaho, 576, 

26 P (2d) 131; State vs Rowley, 216 Iowa, 140, 248 N.Y r . 340; Fenner vs Coram. 240 

Ky. 530 , 42 S.U. (2d) 744 . 

Wharton's Criminal Evidence, Vol, 2, paragraphs 728 and 729, pages 1223 -1225. 

As to the interrogatories and the proceedings of the Board of Investigation 
convened by the Co.nmanding Officer, Occupation Forces, Bonin Islands, as evidence 
•- :ainst Major Matoba we did object. All the rights of an individual guaranteed by 
the Fifth and Sixth Amendments to the Constitution were violated by the Board in 
the ca-e of Major liatoba. Further, this accused, Major Matoba, was made to testify 
against himself when the proceedings, the interrogations, and statements of Major 
Matoba were allowed as evidence in this present case. This is in direct violation 
of the Fifth Amendment which states: no person shall be compelled in any Criminal 
Case to be a witness against himself . 

Although we were overruled in our objection to the introduction of this evi¬ 
dence, we feel that it is proper in our closing argument and that we owe our client 
the duty of again respectfully calling the Commission's attention to this most 
important point which is not a mere technicality or rule of procedure but a sub¬ 
stantial right guaranteed by the constitution. 

In our objections to the charges and specifications, we objected to the matter 
in aggravation being pleaded in this specification. 'e ask that in arriving at 
your findings you strike all matter alleged to be in aggravation since it is mere 
surplusage and no authority has been cited for pleading such matter in aggravation 
of the offense of murder. 

In making a further defense to this specification, I repeat what my colleague 
Mr. Morikawa has said, that Japan is not bound by Article 23 c of the Hague Conven¬ 
tion No. IV of 18 October 1907, since neither Italy nor Bulgaria has ratified the 
1907 Convention, although Japan did 3ign the Convention. 

For all these reasons, we ask that the Commission find as to the accused, Major 
Matoba, the specification 4 of the first charge not proved and the accused. Major 
Matoba, is of the first charge not guilty and the Commission does therefore acquit 
the said Major Matoba of the fourth specification of the first charge. 

In specification 5 of Charge I, Major Matoba is joined with Lt. (j.g.) Suye- 
yoshi. Imperial Japanese Navy, commanding officer of the Eighth Naval Antiaircraft 
Battery, a Naval installation, in pursuance of a common intent with Lt. (j.g.) 
Morishita (now dead) with assaulting, striking, and killing by beheading with a 
sword a prisoner, Mershon, and in aggravation Matoba did eat the flesh and viscera 
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of the body, all this in violation of the laws and customs of war and the moral 
standards of civilized society. 

The co-defendant Lt. Suyeyoshi, wrs put on the stand and he did testify against 
lijor Matoba. This is but another instance of what the Judge Advocate said in his 
closing argument: that the defense was proving the c'se against themselves. So we 
must again remind the Commission as to the rule of evidence regarding testimony of 
accomplices and co-defendants. I am sure the Commission understands the rules of 
evidence regarding such testimony and particularly as it applies to a murder charge. 

AH. that we said regarding the testimony of accomplices and co-defendants is 
again repeated as to thi3 specification. 

'.’e emphasize: "When the common enterprise is at an end, ... no one of the con¬ 
spirators is permitted by any subsequent action or declaration of his own to affect 
the others". Wharton's Criminal Evidence, Vol. 2, par. 714, pr.ge 1202. 

Just one other reference for emphasis: The admission against the defendant of 
a statement by a co-defendant charged jointly with the defendant who was on trial 
for murder is error, citing Jarrell vs Com 132 Va 551, 110 S.E. 430. 

But the prosecution always use as their main proof and the evidence that 
convicts the accused, the record of the Board of Investigation, Bonin Isl nds. 

This record is indeed a sad cOinmentary on American justice when we consider how this 
board knowingly and wilfully violated the rights of a defendant and did so state 
to all the world. Nevertheless the prosecution has seen fit to introduce the in¬ 
terrogatories, the statements and the proceedings of this board, raid have asked 
this judicial Commission to accept such proceedings as evidence. This offer imposes 
upon this Conridssion a most difficult problem largely because in previous cases 
this Commission did allow the proceedings to come into evidence and so if for no 
other reason the Commission must, in order to be consistent, alloy/ the interroga¬ 
tories of the board to come into evidence in this case. We did object and were 
were overruled, but I am sure the Commission will not hold us to be presumptuous 
to again reiterate our firm belief that the accused, Major Hatoba, is being made to 
testify against himself and that he was net accorded the rights and privileges 
guaranteed by all persons who are tried in any of our courts. 

’."e do not hold it to be ironical that 3uch rights be accorded this accused 
and the other accused but rather that it will redound to the everlasting glory of 
these United States ^f America that we, the poeple of these United States, did see 
fit to accord even such as these accustd rJ.1 the rights and privilejes of every 
American citizen. Ours is indeed a leadership that we can all be proud of, and I 
am sure that whatever the verdict, all the accused are and will still be greatly 
impressed with our sense of fairness and justice. The greater the contrast, the 
more impressive is our record. 

Me have previously stated our views regarding tne commission of the acts al¬ 
leged and in this case there lias been no evidence to show that the accused Major

Matoba did any of the acts charged or that he was present at the scene of the execu* 
tLon. Not even was Lt. Suyeyoshl at the scene. To hold Major Matoba guilty of 
nvurder is at variance with the evidence which the prosecution offered. Only on the 
evidence can there be a just conviction, and in this case there is no evidence whic' 
will convict the accused Major Matoba. The judge advocate has askod you condemn 
them on other than the evidence and as he said for what they have done. Y/e ask you 
to judge them oiuy as they are charged, which is the American way. 

We objected to the matter in aggravation and yet we now can see why it was ad¬ 
ded to this specification. If it were not for this matter in aggravation, Major 
Matoba would clearly h.ve had no connection with the murder, ’/hat is the proof of 
this matter in aggravation? The Convening Authority in his letter of August 19, 
1946, stated that the specification 1 of Charge II is a completely different offensi 
than the one set forth in specification 5 of Charge I. If this is correct, thon 
the prosecution has indeed failed to prove the matter alleged in aggravation in 
Specification 5 of Charge I. 

We ask therefore that you find as to the accused Major Matoba, the specifica¬ 
tion 5 of the first charge not proved and the accused, Major Matoba is of the first 
charge not guilty, and the Commission does therefore acquit the said Major Matoba 
of the fifth specification of the first charge. 

The prosecution has stated in their closing argument that Charge II are 
violations of the Geneva and Hague Conventions which have been incorporated into 
international law. V’e refer the prosecution to the address given by Lt. Commander 
Jamos J. Robinson, U.S.M.R. before tho Joint Meeting of the I ilitary rind Naval Lav; 
Committees of the American Bar Association and the Federal Bar Association in tho 
Cosmos Club at Washington D. C. on April 20, 1945. He said that Japanese accused 
of violations of the Genova Prisoners of \'ar Convention of 192 ‘ would point cut tha’ 
Japan has not ratified or formally adhered to it, Tho mere fact that Japan h s 
.trough the Swiss government agrood to observe those provisions wotild appear to 
make no difference. This was said by Robinson in April, 1945 and the prosecution 
should have hcedod his advice in drawing up this specification. As I h vc stated 
before, this is a legal case and I but reiterate what my colle.guo, Mr. Merikawa 
and the warning that Lt. Commander Robinson gave to those drawing up specifications. 

Even if the Commission hold that Japan is bound by this convention and that 
individuals are liable for violations of the provisions of this convention, and 
that t; is Commission has tho power to punish such individuals, there is still the 
big question whether there is a crime alleged. Counsel for the defense, Lt. 
Commander Kickcy, very clearly and logically covered this subject of honorable buri¬ 
al. Again the proscctuion would hvc this Commission convict the accused, llajor 
Matoba, on his confession and interrogatories before tho Borrd of Investigation. 

By this time the Commission must also realize th t such evidence cannot even be 
considered in a lav; court and to convict tho accused on such evidence is reversible 
error. 


The Commission should therefore find as to the accused linjer Latova, sj oo.ifi- 
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cation 1 of Charge II not proved, and the accused Major Matoba is of the second 
charge not guilty and the Commission does therefore acquit the said Major Katoba 
of the first' specification of the second charge. 

Specification 3 of Charge II as it pertains to Major Latoba charges him v;ith 
preventing the honorable burial of a prisoner, name unknown,by eating the flesh and 
viscera of the body, thereby violating the laws and customs of war and the moral 
standards of civilized society. About this particular incident there lias been a 
great deal of evidence offered. Most of it was to the effect that Major I/atoba did 
bring human flesh to the Navy Baso Headquarters one afternoon. 

Vo of the defense are very’puzzled as to whether this is a crime. The prose¬ 
cution are anxious to charge cannibalism but can find no legal basis for such a 
charge, therefore they state that it prevents honorable burial, which is provided 
for in Article 76 of the Geneva(Prisoners of Var) Convention of 27 July 1929. This 
\rticle says: "Belligerents shall see that prisoners of war dying in captivity are 
honorably buried ..." 

What wo have said about this convention applying to individuals and that Japan 
is not bound by this convention, we repeat. 

The prosecution has also seen fit t > state that this is in violation of the 
moral standards of civilized society. If so, what is the penalty, and in what 
court must the offender bo tried? 

Ve feel that it is indeed unfortunate thrt the prosecution did not buthor to 
get any law on cannibalism. Ve of the defense have been unable to find any. The 
Japanese counsel assure mo there is no instanco in all Japanese history of any 
cannibalism. The very thought of it is revolting to all peoples, yet wc do know 
that people have been driven to such acts. 

Just today wo received a copy of the article on Cannibalism from the Encyclo¬ 
pedia Americana, Vol. 5, pages 502-503. V'c read from account the following 
regarding cannibalism: "CANNIBALISM, the act or practice of eating human flesh by 
mankind. The Greek word, anthropophagy (avApwno^ayoc), coming down from pre-Chris¬ 
tian times, indicates that the practice though unknown to Columbus, was ancient and 
well enough known to be in the literature of the older people. The story of Poly¬ 
phemus devouring human flesh as told in the 'Odyssey', and other legends of semi¬ 
divine man-eaters is evidence enough that the ancient authors knew, by hearsay at 
least, of this practice. It is a well-established fact that all races of men have 
at some time, in a greater or less degree, been guilty of the practice of eating 
human flesh for one purpose or another. It is very generally believed, and with a 
good show of reason, that there nev^r has been a time, since man first appeared, 
down to and including our own, when the world has been free from cannibalism. 

~t is nearer being free from it now than it has been perhaps in all past time., 
loday it exists among isolated South American tribes; in Vest Equatorial and Centra? 
Africa; in the Malay Archipelago, some of the South Sea Islands (mainly in Melanesia 
and in parts of Australia. Excluding Australia cannibalism may be said to be 
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confined to a belt of iSnd extending to a little mere than 10 degrees north and 
south of the equator, 

"How far back the practice goes it is not possible to tell. So far as is know 
there is nothing to warrant the belief that the ancestors of the human species or 
the first of the human species ate one another. There is little if any evidence to 
indicate that down to as late a period as the close of tho Old Stone Age the severa.' 
races of men which had successively inhabited Euro-Asia and northern Africa prac¬ 
tised cannibalism. Cannibalism is not Universally characteristic of the savage 
state. A few charred and broken and scraped human bones from the cave-dwelling 
period are substantially all that has been found which can by any stretch of the 
imagination be supposed to hint at this practice. Tylor as far as the fact seems 
to warrant when he says that this evidence may "perhaps be taken to show that pre¬ 
historic savages were in this respect like th so of modern tiroes neither free from 
cannibalism nor universally practising it". Cannibalism originates in and is car¬ 
ried on from widely different motives, ranging all tho wry from eating human flesh 
as a regular part of daily subsistence to tho eating of it for purely magical or 
ritualistic reasons. It is not possible to draw a dividing line between the several 
kinds because all or nearly all forms are more or less intorrelated. This may a- 
r .so from the fact that usually the practice does not bogin in a single motive. 

"AS A H5ANS OF SUBSISTENCE.-.. .Under great stress of hunger occasioned by 
shipwrecks, seiges and famines, civilized persons have boon driven to the eating of 
human flesh. The seige of Samaria about the middle of tho 8th Century B.C. 

(11 Kings vi, 24 ff); the seige of P:ris in 1590; and tho famine in Algiers in 1868 
furnish instances of this, i/hat civilized eople are driven to do uy tho pressure 
of hunger it is not surprising that the savage should do with even greater readi¬ 
ness under similar circumstances. Many savage races have resorted to cannibalism 
only in times of famine. The I'ungerra tribe in Queenland in times of severe famine 
"Kill and eat sorao of their female children". The natives of Tierra del Fuego, 
when starving in winter, "throttle and devour the oldest woman of the party, ’..’hen 
asked why they did not kill and oat the dogs, they reply 'Dogs catch otters'.". 

"AS MIIIIFESTATIGN OF AFFECTION.- Incredible as it may seen, cannibalism in 
some instances seems to be prompted by affection. The Bindorwurs of Central India 
killed and ate the 3ick and aged "Thinking this an act of kindness and acceptable 
to the goddess Kali". The aborigines of southwest Victoria practise eating human 
flesh in solemn service of mourning for the dead, particularly for those kil-ed 
by accident. "The Tangara carry their dead about with them and whenever they feel 
sorry for their death, they eat some of the flesh till nothing remains but the 
bones." Among still other peoples, parents partake of the flesh of their dead 
children as a "token of grief and affection for the deceased". The practise of 
eating flesh for the purpose of honoring dead kinsmen is of a similar character. 
Herodotus, writing of the liassagetae, a Scythian people living inthg northeast of 
the Caspian, relates that when a man has attained a great age among these people it 
is the custom fer his kinsmen to sacrifice him, boil his flesh with the flesh of 
cattle and cat it. This is accounted an exceedingly happy ending. Lyden describes 
a cannibalistic custom which has the appearance of a very pious ceremony. The aged 
and infirm invite their descendants to eat them. The victim ascends a tree around 
which the others assemble singing a funeral dirge: 'The season is come, the fruit 
is ripe, and it must descend'. He then descends, and is put to death and oaten 
in a solemn banquet. 






"AS A RITUALISTIC PRACTICE.- Cannibalism as a religious institution is one of 
the most widespread and persistent forms of the practice and it ranges all the way 
from almost a passable refinement to the most revolting orgies. Tho religious 
purpose is not always the same. In some instances it is due to a dosirc, as among 
some Australian tribes, who make a practice of eating their totems, to bocomo iden¬ 
tified with the totum of god. In oth«~r cases the desire is simply to establish a 
close bond of friendship between the flesh-eating god and themsleves. The people 
who offer human sacrifices to tho god cat of these sacrifices, believing that by so 
doing they directly and surely become possessed of the divine virtues supposed to 
proceed from such sacrifices. With the Khonds it was the custom for a girl repre¬ 
senting the goddess Tari to be sacrificed and torn limb from limb by the worshippers 
eager to obtain a piece of the defied victim. Cannibalism as a purely religious 
exorcise among people possessing a high dogree of culture is best and most notori¬ 
ously illustrated by the Mexican custom of offering human sacrifices to the god 
Huitzilopochtle. "The victims wore enemies or slaves and were offered before images 
of the gods. The priest .cut open the bre-st with an obsidian knife, tcre out the 
heart and offerod it to the gods; then ho sprinkled his assistant and the offers 
with the blood. After this a crnnibal feast on the body took place, priest and of¬ 
ferers partaking." Early writers say these canibalistic sacrifices reached yearly 
into thousands. To obtain rain from the rain-god Quiatcot, children and adults wore 
sacrificed to him and his images w^re sprinkled with their blood. 

"AS ? AGIC AND MEDICINE. - One of tho most varied forms of cannibalism is that 
originating in tho belief th t by eating human flesh or certain parts of the human 
body very important advantages would be gained... .The Botocudos ate an enemy to 
render themselves invulnerable against the arrows of tho hostile tribe. Among some 
people at the founding of a new town a human victim was slain and the heart and li¬ 
ver eaten by all present so that they night not die vdthin the year. In I Kings xvi 

3>, is reflected a survival of a similar custom. The idea that the eating of human 

flesh ondows tho eater with distinctly magical or supernatural powers is frequently 
men with in the savage world. In East Central Africa it is quite generally believed 
that the uncanny powers supposed to be possessed by witches arid wizards arc obtainod 
by the feeding of the latter upon human corpses. From this comes, naturally enough, 
tho belief that whoever feeds on human flesh will have the power of witches and 
wizards. 

"Not infrequently cannibalism has arisen from an almost uncontrollable passion 
for revenge, and a savage belief that eating an enemy is the surest way of bringing 

about his lasting disgrace. The ferocious natives of New Caledonia do not consider 

that revenge is complete until thoy have devoured the slain. 

"OTHER MOTIVES.-There aresevcral other motives leading to cannibalism more or 
less distinct from those mentioned. Among some peoples the flesh of a fallen enemy 
was oaten after the fight by both contending parties as a token of entering into 
a binding covenant of peace,...Cannibal practices arc of almost infinite variety 
and perhaps all, except where hunrn flesh is oaten simply as food, h'.vo their remt 
in a superstitious view of life and the world. Naturally the practice h s been 
disappearing before the progressive enlightenment of the world, and even the tribes

who arc still guilty of eating human flesh as good aro increasingly ash mod 
of it,very often carrying on the practice in closely guarded secrecy. 

"The bibliography of the subject covers a multitude of publications, articles 
on anthropology and enthnology in journals devoted to such subjects will yield much 
information; also the narratives of travel and adventure by well-known explorers 
of early and later times. A few might be mentioned simply as•suggestions: Weeks, 
'Among Congo Cannibals'; Frazier, J. K., 'Totcmism and Exogamy'; Stanley, H.L. 'In 
Darkest Africa'; Landor, Y/.S., 'In the Forbidden Land'; Rennie, 'l'y Adventures 
Among South Sea Cannibals'; Dennys, 'Fokolore of China'." 

In II Kings, Chapter 6,wo road of the siege of Samaria by Benhadad, king of 
Syria. There was a great famine in Samaria and Israel was indeed in sad straits. 

We quote verses 26 to 30. 

"26. And as the king of Israel was passing by upon the wall, there cried a 
woman unto him, saying. Help, my lord, 0 king. 

"27. And he said. If the Lord do not help thee, whonco shall I help thee? 

Out of the barn floor, or out of the wine pross? 

"28. and the Ung^sakluntohcr, that aileth thee?_Ancshoanswcrcd, This 
"’woman said unto me, Give'' ffl^ , "sin, l That we may eat him £cl!!S^,TkW*ff;*Vdll eat my son 
tomorrow. 

"29. So we boiled my son, and did eat him; and I said unto her on the next da; 
Give thy son, that we may eat him: and she hath hid her son. 

"30. And it came to pass, when the king heard the words of the woman, that he 
rent his clothes; and ho passed by upon the wall, and the people looked, and, beholt 
he had sack cloth within upon his flesh." 

»f We only bring this incident to the attention of the Commission because the 

^ prosecution have boon unable to find any law or penalty for cannibalism. Ve too 
i I have been unable to find any law on this subject. 

The above recorded incident is more heinous than any that happened on Chichi 
Jima. And yet it is not stated th-t the king of Israel did punish the woman. 

Will the prosecution not agree that Cannibalism was against the moral standards of 
the Israelites, and yet no penalty was inflicted or punishment imposed? Y J hy? 

T c sincerely wish that we knew the answer. 

Until the prosecution can show a crime was committed we ask that the Commissioj 
find as to the accused, Major Matcba, specification 3 f Charge II not proved, and 
Major L'r.toba is not guilty of any crime and the Commission does therefore accuit 
the said Major Mat -ba of the third specification of the second charge. 
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In specification 6 of Charge II Major Matoba is again charged with preventing 
honorable burial of the prisoner Hall by removing and causing to be removed and 
eating the flesh and viscera of the body. 

This is an offense in violation of Article 4 of the Geneva (Red Cross) Conven¬ 
tion of 27 July 1929 and Article 76 of the Geneva (Prisoner of War) Convention of 
27 July 1929. See the letter dated 19 August 1946 from The Commander Marianas Area 
to the President, Military Commission. 

As we have stated previously, the theory is that the state and n.t the indivi¬ 
dual is liable for violations of the lav/s of war. 

What was said regarding specification 3 of Charge II applies equally to this 
specification. 

We therefore ask that the Commission find as to the accused liajor Matoba, 
specification 6 of Charge II not proved and Major Matoba is of tho sec.nd charge 
not guilty, and the Commission does therefore acquit the said Major Matoba of the 
sixth specification of the second charge. 

Specification 18 of Charge III charges Major hat-b?. with neglect of duty as 
Commanding Officer to control certain persons now on trial in joinder with tho ac¬ 
cused Matoba in that he permitted them to kill Hall and Wershon. In Specifications 
4 and 5 of Charge I Matoba is charged with having committed tho crime with these 
same individuals. Lt. Commander Dicky has ably brought out tho inconsistency of so 
charging these accused. 

If there was a duty to control them the prosecution must show such a duty. Th< 
burden of proof is upon the prosocution and we hold that there has boon no showing 
of any such duty, thorufore there was no neglect. 

In this case the accused Matoba was not at the scene of execution and could nol 
have controlled any of the participants. Tho accused, Captain Sato, testified that 
he made tho arrangements and only notified Major Matoba after ho had executed the 
prisoner. As we have said before, there is no precedent for dondemning one for 
failing to act. 

In view of the absence of any proof of a duty oweing we ask that the Cummissioi 
find as to the accused Major Matoba specification 18 of Charge III not proved and 
tho Commission does therefore acquit the said Major Matoba of the eighteenth speci¬ 
fication of the third charge. 

In specification 19 of Charge III Major Matoba is charged with neglect of duty 
to properly protect prisoners Hall and IMrshon. This specification says in dixferer 
words what was alleged in specification 18 and there is no grounds for such a charge 
unless it can be shown there was a duty at the time alleged. 

Major Matoba was not present at either scone and he did not know the execution; 
wuro about to take place. 






V.’hat was said in specification 18 is applicable in this instance and therefore 
we ask the Commission to find as to the accused Major Matoba specification 19 of 
the third charge not proved and that the Commission does therefore acquit the said 
Major Matoba of the nineteenth specification of the third charge. 

Specification 20 of Charge III charges Major Matoba with neglect of duty to 
control Lt, Sato, Dr. Teralci, and Sergeant Mori in that he permitted thorn to un¬ 
lawfully provent the honorable burial of two prisoners Kali, and one not definitely 
known but believed to bo Morshcn by„- mutilating their bodies, thereby violating the 
laws and customs of war. 

As we have said before this charging of an Army officer with failing to act is 
most unprecedented. The prosecution must show a duty imposed upon Major Matoba 
eecausQ he was Commanding Officer of the 308th Battalion and the prosecution has nol 
brought out any evidence as to what his duties as Commanding Officer w^ro. Neglect 
of duty is an omission rather than act. Section 105, Naval Courts and Boards says: 
"A duty may be imposed by a law, regulation, order, or custom of the service in 
force at the time of the commission of the offense.” 

Mr, Justice Rutledjo said of the Yamashita case “Much less hrve wc condemned 
one for failing to t-"ko action....I have not been able to find precedent for the 
proceeding in the system of any nation founded in the basis principles cf our con¬ 
stitutional democracy, in the laws of war or in other internationally binding 
authority or usage”. 

The prosecution have failed to reconcile the charging of this and other ac¬ 
cused with committing an offense and then in another specification with failing to 
act. 

Specification 1 of Charge II and specifiertiun 6 of Charge II charge Major 
Matoba with preventing nonorable burial. 

Because of all these reasons \.o ask that this Commission find as to the ac¬ 
cused Haja* Matoba specification 20 of the third charge not proved and the Commis¬ 
sion does therefore acquit the said Major Matoba of the specification 20 of the 
third charge. 

Specification 21 f Charge III charges Major Matoba with neglect of duty in 
that ho allowod Captain Nakajimr. to beat to death with a stick a prisoner, name 
not definitely known but believed to be Frazier, this in violation of the laws and 
customs oi war. 

Tho other specifications relating to neglect of duty are without much basis 
but this specification is without any basis whatsoever. Let us look at the facts 
as brought out by the witness Captain Nakajima who has already been condemned to 
die for this most atrocious crimo. He testified as to a party and hov; ho got drunK 
and loft the party and wjiilc very drunk did beat tho prisoner to death. How the 
prosecution are attempting to hold the Commanding Officer responsible for tho acts 







and the crime of this drunken officer. They fail utterly to show any duty in this 
instance or any general rule v.hich makes the Commanding Officer of a military unit 
responsible for the acts of a drunken officer. There may even be some doubt as to 
the responsibility of the drunken officer for his own acts but the Commission has 
f^und him guilty. Surely they cannot impute his guilt upon Major Mat^ba. 

Uo ask therefore that the accused Major l.atoba be found not guilty of specifi¬ 
cation 21 of the third charge. 

Specification 22 of Charge III is practically the same specification as 21, 
only specification 22 charges Major Matoba with neglect of duty in that he failed 
to protect a prisoner by failing to take steps t. prevent the killing by be ting to 
death with a stick a prisoner, name not definitely known but believed to b^ Frazier 
and he, Matoba, through neglect and failure, did suffer the prisoner to be killed 
in violation f the laws and customs of war. 

V/hat has been said regarding specification 21 is repeated as to this specifi¬ 
cation. As in that specification, so in this specification, there has been a fail¬ 
ure by the proscetui-n to shov/ a positive duty on the part of laj-r Matoba as Com¬ 
manding Officer of the 308th Battalion to protect the prisoner and that the steps 
he did takoworo inadequate. YJhat the prosecutiun are attempting to do is to impute 
theacts of Captain Nakajima upon Major Matoba. They can find no basis at law for 
any such holding and therefore say, well it ought to be so anyway. The Commission 
however, are trying this case according to law and will therefore find as to the 
accused Majm Matoba, specification 22 not proved and the accused Major Matoba is 
of the third charge not guilty and the Commission docs therefore acquit the said 
Major Mrtoba of specification 22 of Charge III. 


As to Admiral Mori, Kunizo. He is charged under specification 3 i Charge II 
jointly with Major Matoba and Second Lieutenant Isogai and each ~nd together as 
unlawfully preventing the honorrblc burial of a prisoner of war by eating the fle*sh 
and viscera of the b .dy and thereby violated the laws and oust >r.is of war and the 
moral standards of civilized s.-cicty. 

Yh repeat the same argujnents as heretofore made regarding honorable burial. 

^s is stated in Court Martial Order 12-1925, "For an : ct to be unlawful it must 
have been Committed in violation of some law, regulation, or order in force at the 
-time of the commission of the act; if there be n. law, regulation, or order pro- 
hibiting the act a mere., statement of unlawfulness cannot create ri jffenso. 

Mo have searched in vain through the law b^oks and the statutes, international 
law, and the laws war, and nowhere do we find such acts prohibited by law. In 
the case of Dithmnr and B4-dt instituted under German law of March 24, 1920, 
Roichgesetzblatt, 1920, p. 341, the court states: "The fact that his deed is a vio¬ 
lation of internation law must be well kn-wn to the doer, apart from acts f care- . 
lessnoss, in which careless ign.ranee is n sufficient excuse".

In this instance there is evidence which clearly shows th n t Admiral Mori did 
net know ho was eating the flesh «.<£ the body f a prisoner of war. He was tricked 
into eating it and then told it was human flesh, Me hold therefore that there was 
no intent to oat human flesh and no intent to unlawfully prevent the honorable 
burial of a prisoner of war, name to the relator unknown. 

Three persons are charged with having c ch and together at the Navy Base head¬ 
quarters unlawfully prevented honorable burial of a prisoner of v;ar by c-ting the 
flesh and viscera. The prosecution do not even attempt to show who the pris; nor 
was, or do they offer any evidence that he was not buried. They only show th t 
Major Matoba came uninvited to the Navy base headquarters and brought what the offi¬ 
cers thought was g.at meat. He was drunk and in order t~ humor him, the Admiral 
ate of the neat which the ?'aj r had brought. Then the Maj ;r said it was human 
flesh and left, having accomplished his purpose, Me again refer to the case of 
U.S. vs Sail, 116 F. 2 cd. 745, cited in 66 S. Ct. 1180. 

The specification further alleges this is in violation of the m^ral standards 
of civilized society. \c feel th't the accused is n-t fully aware that this is in 
violation of the moral standards of civilized society and that proof should be made 
by the prosectuion that the accused did have knowledge of the moral standards of 
civilized society which he violated when ho ate something which he was t )ld was goa- 
moat. 


In Major MatAba's confession, wrung out of him by. the Board of Investigation 
which we objected t-« as being imporper as evidence because the Board itself as a 
part uf the proceedings admitted that the procedure was not in accrdance with 
Section 734, Naval Courts and Boards, and vihich we still maintain to admit as evi¬ 
dence is prejudicial t~ the substantial rights of Major Matoba and in this instance 
the substantial rights of Admiral Mori, and als ■ in direct violation of the Fifth 
and Sixth Amendments of the Constitution and thereby reversible errr, Major 
Matoba believes Admiral Mori knew it was human flesh. This confession of Major 
Matoba is the only evidence and is inadmissible and is far outweighed by other 
testimony 'which is competent. 

In Chapter 25 of Leviticus, verse 91 makes thus statement: ".aid ye shall eat 
the flesh of your sons, and the flesh of your daughters shall ye eat". In Deuteron¬ 
omy 28 Ciod describes the curses for disobedience and tells of the beseiging of all 
Israel and that as a result he says in verse 53s "ijid thou shalt eat the fruit of 
thine oi/n body, the flesh of thy sons and of they daughters, i/hich the Lord thy God 
hath given thee, in the seige, and in the straitness, wherewith thine enemies shall 
distress thee". 

e are at a loss first to knov.' if this was a sin and second, if a sin, whether 
the prosecution does impute knowledge of this to the accused, Admiral Mori. e 
hold not. 

"hat is the reason for charging Admiral Mori with neglect of duty arising out 
of t is same incident if he were a willing peu leant with the requisite knowledge 
;s is done in Specification 11 of Charge III? 










As we have stated berore when it comes to individuals who violate the laws and 
customs of warfare, international law, as the Hague Convention, neither courts nor 
punishments are provided. The accused can only be punished under the law of his own 
or our American laws. 

In view of all this we ask the commission to find as to the accused, Admiral Mori 
specification 3 of the second charge not proved and the accused Admiral Mori is of 
the second charge not guilty and the commission does therefore acquit the said 
Admiral Mori of the third specification of the second charge. 

In specification 6 of charge IH Admiral Mori is charged with neglect of duty in 
■"iolation of laws and customs of war. Of this charge we can say as did Mr. Justice 
Itutledge in the General Yomoyuki Yamashita Petitioner case: "This trial is unprec¬ 
edented in our history. Never before have vie tried and’ convicted an enemy general 
for action taken during hostilities or otherwise in the course of military operatioi 
or duty. Much less have we condemned one for failing to take action . . . ., I 
have not been able to find precedent for the proceeding in the system of any nation 
founded in the basic principles of our constitutional democracy, in the laws of war 
or in other internationally binding authority or usage. 

-It is not in our - tradition for anyone to-be charged with crime which is 

defined after his conduct, alleged to be criminal, has taken place; or in language 
not sufficient to inforei him of the nature of the offense or to enable him to make 
defense. Mass guilt we do not impute to individuals, perhaps -in any case but 
certainly in none where the person is not charged or shown actively to have partic¬ 
ipated in or knowingly to have failed in taking action to prevent the wrongs done 
by others having both the duty and the power to do so." 

Evidence has been introduced which proved that Adjniral Mori had no disciplinary 
control over the persons named, Ccvu.ander Yoshii, Ensign Masutani and Ensign 
Hayashi. Commander Yoshii was the commanding officer of the wireless station and 
the two Ensigns were junior officers under the Commanding Officer, Commander Yoshii, 
The radio station was an independent command as we know commands and Admiral Mori 
exercised no disciplinary control over the officers and men attached to that statio: 

Hie Admiral is in this specification charged with neglect of duty in that he 
permitted and allowed the aforesaid persons to unlawfully kill one whose name is to 
relator not definitely known, but believed to be one Mershon. Inspecification 5 
of Charge I Major M.toba, Lt (jg) Suyeyoshi acting jointly with Lt (jg) Llorishita 
now deceased, are charged with this murder of Mershon. This specification 6 of 
Charge III however does not name any of these three officers. 

In view of any showing by the prosecution that Admiral Mori had a legal duty to 
control and restrain Commander Yoshii, Ensign Masutani and Ensign Hayashi we ask 
the commission to find as to the accused Admiral Mori specification 6 of the third 
charge not proved and the accused. Admiral -*_<ri is of the third cliarge not guilty 
and the commission does therefore acquit the said Admiral Mori of the sixth specif¬ 
ication of the third charge. 

For the very same reasons we hold that Admiral Mori has not been proved guilty 
of the offense charged on Specification 7 of Charge III. It has been shown that 
the Army not the Navy exercised control over prisoners of war on Chichi Jima and 
further that Admiral Mrjri did call the attention of all N;„vy ccmmands on Chici 
to tills arrangement. Further that on or about February 15, 1945# the battle of 
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Iwo Jiraa started and AcBTral Mori had a very heavy responsibility for the defenses 
of Chichi Jiraa and if he had neglected this duty he would surely have been derelict 
and subject to court-martial. 

We ask the comraission to find as to the accused Admiral Mori, specification 7 of 
the third charge not proved and the accused, Admiral Mori is of the third charge 
not guilty and the commission does therefore acquit the said Admiral Mori of the 
seventh specification of the third charge. 

Specification 8 of Charge III charges Admiral Mori with neglect of duty in that 
he failed to control Commander Yoshii, Surgeon Lt. Sorpki, Lt. Kurasaki, now 
deceased, and surgeon Lt. Matsushita in that he permitted the aforesaid persons to 
unlawfully prevent honorable-burial of two American prisoners of war by mutilating 
the bodies of Dye and Vaughn, thereby violating the laws and customs of war. For th 
same reasons and particularly as Justice Rutledge said in the Yamashita case Meri*s 
guilt is not imputed to induviduals where the person is not charged or shown activel; 
to have participated in or knowingly bo have failed in taking action to prevent the 
wrongs done by others, having both the duty and the power to do so. 

Admiral Mori did not participate in these offenses, did not know of them, did 
not have a duty to take action to prevent them nor did he have the power to prevent 
these wrongs. 

In view of those facts wo ask the commission to find as to the accused, Admiral 
Mori, specification 8 of the third charge not proved and the accused. Admiral Mori 
is of the third charge not guilty and the commission does therefore acquit the said 
Admiral Mori of the eighth specification of the third charge. 

In specification 9 of Charge III the mass guilty of both Army and Navy personnel 
is imputed to Admiral Mori and yet ho j.s not shown to liavo actively participated 
in or knowingly to havo failed in talcing action to prevent wrong doing by ethers, 
having both the duty and tho power to do so. He is charged only because according 
to our custom and regulations tho senior officer present has certain general duties 
as laid dewn in Chapter 21 of Navy Regulations. However Article 175 of those same 
Navy Regulations roads: "No officer can place himself on duty by virtue of his 
commission or warrant alone." 

It is not enough for the prosecution to charge the accused Admiral Mori with 
neglect of duty as Commander of Amy and Naval Forces and senior officer present on 
said island. They must prove that he had a duty to perform to control and to 
restrain the persons named. This they have not done, but on the other hand tho 
defense has clearly shown that it was the duty of tho Amy to question and to carry 
out such regulations as tho Japanese ^nmy had regarding prisoners of war on Chichi 
Jima. 

We ask the commission therefore to find as to the accused Admiral Mori, specific¬ 
ation 9 of the third charge not proved and the accused Admiral Mori is of tho till’d 
charge not guilty and the commission does therefore acquit the said Admiral Mori 
of the ninth specification of the third charge. 

Specification 10 of Charge III is to all purposes the same charge as alleged in 
specification 9. In this specification number 10 Admiral Mori is charged with 
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neglect od duty in that no failed to protect prisoners of war bocauso he failed 
to take stops to prevent unlawful killing of three prisoners of warj YVoellhof, one 
whose name is to relator unknown, and one vtfiose name is not definitely Icnov.n but 
bolioved to bo York. 

It has been proved that Admiral Mori did not know of these executions until after 
the end of the war, and no shewing has boon made by the prosecution that he should 
have known they wero taking place but quite to the contrary it has been shown that 
the Array by agreement on August 20, 1944 would bo in charge of questioning, intern¬ 
ment, etc. of all prisoners of war on Chichi Jima. It has also been shown that the 
persons alleged to have killed the prisoners of war were all Army personnel who by 
no stretch of the imagination can be said to be subject to the control of Admiral 
Mori. Since they were not subject to his.control he could in no way prevent them 
from acting in an unlawful mannor and certainly therefore the guilt of those persons 
cannot bo imputed to Admiral Mori. 

We ask the commission to find as to tho accused. Admiral Mori, specification 10 
of the third charge not proved and tho accused Admiral Mori is of the third charge 
not guilty and the commission does thoreforo acquit the said Admiral Mori of the 
tenth specification of the third charge. 

Specification 11 of Charge III charges Admiral Mori with failuro to discharge hi. 
duty as Commander Naval Forces on Chichi Jim in that he failed to control Major 
Matoba and Second Lieutenant Isogai by allowing and p? .fitting them to unlawfully 
prevent the honorable burial, of a prisoner of war name unknown by eating the flesh 
and viscera of the body of said prisoner in Admiral Mori's presence, this in 
violation of the laws and customs of war and the moral standards of civilized 
society. 

Major Matoba and Seonnd Lieutenant Isogai were not subject to Admiral Mori's 
control; Isogai was not ovon at the scone when Major Matoba is alleged to have 
eaten; what was eaten was first said to bo have been goat moat and the proof is 
not clear whether it was flesh or liver; and what was eaten was but a small amount 
no larger than about a one inch cube which is certainly not tho flesh and viscera 
of the body of the prisoner. 

The prosecution can cite no case stowing that such an act constitutes dishonor¬ 
able burial. Thoy fail to even identify the prisoner of war or to offer any 
evidence that ho was not buried. It is axiomatic that the burden of proof is upon 
the prosecution and that it nev-r shifts therefore tho prosecution must prove 
dishonorable burial in this case. Vie maintain that eating a smaH portion about on*, 
cubic inch in size and that when Major Matoba had said it was goat moat does not 
constitute preventing the honorable burial of an American prisoner of war. 

Y/e cite the address of Lt. Commander James J. Robinson beforo joint meeting of 
•he Military and Naval law Gonmatteee of American Bar association and the Federal. 

Bar Association at Washington, D.C. on April 20, 1945 in which he defines a war 
crime: 

"A war crime is an act forbidden by the low of war and committed in any place 
in time of war by a person who is co. nocted or acting with a belligerent nation and 
who acts with intent unlawfully to injure a person or property or government 








connected with an opposing belligerent nation or with a neutral nation. The penalty 
is determined by tho court in its discretion and may extend to the death penalty 
unless otherwise provided by law." 

Tho prosecution lias failed to shew any intent on the part of Admiral Mori aid the 
chargo must therefore fail. 

As wc have stated boforo the more assertion that there is an offense in violatior 
of tho laws and customs of war does not make it an effonse. Proof is necessary and 
tho prosecution has offered no real proof. 

Tho nebulous phrase "moral standards of civilized society" has been studiously 
avoided and we of the defense have no idea what is legally meant by moral standards 
of civilized society. We further add the question, "what is the punishment providec 
for a violation of the moral standards of civilized society? 

We ask the commission to find as to the accused. Admiral Mori, specification 11 
of the third charge not proved and the accused, Admiral Mori is of the third charge 
not guilty and the commission does therefore acquit tho said Adniral Mori of the 
eleventh specification of the third charge. 

In conclusion wo charge that tho prosecution has failed to define murder in time 
of war; they havo failed to define honorable burial; they have cited not a single 
case on either honorable burial or cannibalism. They havo failed to show by 
convincing evidenoo the duty which they have charged that these accused have neglcci 

Vfe respectfully remind tho commission that these accused are being tried accordii 
to American law for war crimes. The law under which they aro being tried is well 
established; it is the military law of the American Navy and is based upon and is 
fundamentally the same law as applies to every American citizen. All that this 
commission is asked to do is to apply the law as it pertains to this present case. 
This will not be easy but we know that this commissio n is most capable and will 
therefore find according to rules of law and the evidence in tho case. 

The judge advocate has asked the commission to condemn these fourteen accused 
in tho light of what they havo done but we ask that they be judged on what they aro 
charged as having done and then if a crime has been properly charged, and the 
evidence is sufficient and the chargo is proved beyond a reasonable doubt then 
and only then should any of these accused fc.s found guilty. We hold that the 
prosecution has failed to prove their case against Lt. General Tachibana, Vico 
admiral Mori, Captain Yoshii and Major Matoba. 

The prosecution has been very bittor in their statements particularly of Adiairal 
Mori. They have referred to him as the sehior officer of tho Bonin Islands knowing 
full well that Chichi Jima was only one island of tho Bonin group and that both 
tho Army and tho Navy on Chichi Jima wore subordinate units and that the Amy Divis¬ 
ion Headquarters was at Iv/o Jima and tho Navy Headquarters woro at Yokosuka. Both 
Gencml Tachibana and Admiral Mori were subordinates to these headquarters command¬ 
ers and took their orders from the abovo headquarters compandors. General Kuribachi 
.nd Vice Admiral Mode. 

Tho prosecution has charged eight murders on Chichi Jima and have asked that of 
the accused be found guilty, that the sentence bo capital punishment. Wo request 






particularly as to thes 1 ? accused whether capital punishnuSit of the guilty is in 
harmony with scientific criminology and penology. On pages 33 -’-nd 39 of the little 
booklet "What Shall bo done with War Criminals EM11-G-1 Roundtable" prepared for 
thG United States Armed Forces Institute by the American Historical Association 
August 1944 we road: 

"In the United States wo regard ovory offender as an individual. His assets and 
liabilities are studied and a program is planned to make tho most of his abilities, 
devolop now ones, curb his bad habits, and gradually restore him to a useful and 

law abiding pl^fe in society.-They could be studied by psychiatric clinics, 

however, so that wo might learn what made those men dofy the laws of civilization 

- — Wo might learn a groat deal about international gangsterism if we knew what 

made these men tick." 

Wo feel that it is altogether fitting and proper that we close our argument with 
the words of Mr. Justice Rutledge in his dissenting apinion in tho Yomashita case. 
We feci as he did in that case as to the accused in this case: More is at stake 
than tho fate of these fourtoon accused. There can be no possible sympathy for 
them if they are guilty of tho atrocities charged. We quote: "But there can be 
and should be justice administered according to law. In this stage of war’s 
aftermath it is too early for Lincoln’s groat spirit, best lighted in tho Second 
Inaugral, to have wido hold for tho treatment of foes. It is not to early, it is 
never to early, for the na.tion steadfastly to follow its great constitutional 
traditions, none older or more universally protective'against unbridlod power than 
due process of law in tho trial and punishment of men, that is, of all men, whether 
citizens, aliens, alien enemies or enemy belligerents. It can becorao too late. 

This long hold attachment marks the groat divide between our anomies and oursel- 
vos. Theirs was-a philosophy of universal force. Ours is one of universal law, 
albeit unpcrfectly made flesh of our system and so dwelling among us. Ev..ry 
departure weakens tho tradition, whothor it touches tho high or the low, the 
powerful or tho weak, the triumphant or the conquered. If wo need not or cannot 
be magnanimous we can koop our own law on the plane from which it has not descended 
hitherto and to which tho defeated foes never rose." 

As wo now finish our argument we personally and for fill the Defense Counsel 
express to this commission our sincere thanks and appreciation for the judicial 
procedure and dignity of a law court which this commission has maintained through¬ 
out the entire trial.

Gentlemen, to are assembled hero in the name of Justice, U 0 aro here to pro¬ 
claim that Justice is not the prerogative of one nation or of one people hut is 
tho sacred and inviolable right of every individual, hor-evor obscure or oxaltod 
or in whatever remote corner of tho rorld ho may be found, Uron this principle 
to have buildod a nation. Although that nation has tooto to a formidable 
pOTOr, hor nooplo have rover lost si.pht of the fact that she ones hor very 
existence to tho dofianco of tho tyranny of poror. 

U Q are not a nation of moralists but to ha to observed, that rovorament may 
learn from, rol iplon. Christianity has taught us of the dignity of man and. tho 
aacredn3S8 of tho individual, This spirit is found in our Ians and proclaimed 
in our courts. This is nhat to demand for our nooplo ard this is mhat America 
extends to others, 

h : e do rot sook regorge, for revonre is rot Justice, r *o do not repeat the mis¬ 
takes of the fallen enemy, do rot punish tho innocont. The neoplo of tho 
United States demand Justico even for the loro^t form of human being. 

In accordance -dth these traditions the accused have been pi von a fair end a 
Just trial, the like of Hhioh has never bron seen in their native land. They have 
bron allowed six defense counsels of their oto choosing, ®Ur o^icors have bron 
sent on eostly Journoys to seek cut ovid.once for their defense, Witnesses have 
been brought hero et the expense of tho covernmont to testify in their behalf, *'e 
have extended to thorn the protection of our laro and indeed to hrvo gone boyond 
the limits of tho la*-» to errand for then the rights of cross-examination. 

And. to "horn have to accorded such fair and impartial treatment? To the people 
rho have torn and mutilated the living bodies of our defenseless brothers in the 
most orimitivo and barbaric fasion, ^hat more terrible indictment can thoro bo 
than to accord, to those inhuman sevaros a fair and a Just trial? There is a 
more terrible indietmont. It is tho ^recession of ’-'itnesso3 Tfho have corao before 
this court. The officers and men ’•’ho have served ^itb and under the accused. 

Their voices surpass the larvuaro V.-rier and still ring clearly and accusingly in 
this courtroom. Voices long hushed by cruel poror and no" crying out for Justice. 
Hou shall a man face tho indictment of those ’-'ith -r, hem ho has faced death together? 

Those stresses have no personal gain to sook from their testimony. They are 
going homo to a crushed and broken Japan. They ho.vo experienced at **!rst hand 
tho cruelty and vlsclonsness of tho Jnrrnoso military and thi6 is the rorning they 
aro carrying homo to their people rho ^re struggling to build a respected, ration 
over the ashes of thoir ill-a^virod, military-dominated empire. 


They havo soon tho ambitious J aocncsc military infect thoir country like a 
dangerous disease and spread ’-ith cruelty eg the deadly plague over Agio, and tho 
Naoific. Tho aocuood stand before you as typical rooronontstives of this dia¬ 
bolical qvil force. Their trail of blood and broken bodies has boon traced 
through ^.nchuria, Ch^na and Sirpanoro to Chichi Jima. 

Nor "o shall attempt to ansror some of the arguments of d-^enso oounsol. 

Muob has been said about intent and "tIIco aforethought. I"?t vs look at- the 
definitions of theso. 

' IL7UU Y j s defined a* intentional 1 y. In an ind^ctnont charming a "ilfbl 
killing, it means intentionally and not by rocidont. It is synonymous -ith 
intentionally, designedly, without la"f”l rveuso, and, therefore, not accident.-- 
ally, A rilful ret is one that is dope knooinrly and purposely, ”ith tho direct 
object in vie’- of injuring another. 

J'AIICE /FORETFOUGFT, Ip tho description of murder the rords do not imply 
deliberation, or tho loose of considerable time bottom tho malicious intent 
to trko life and tho actual execution of that irtert, but rather denote euroose 
and design in contradistinction to accident and niachancor and the intent 
necessary to constitute mp3 ice '"rethought reed not havo existed **or any mrrti- 
o 1, lar time beforo the act of kill ino, but it may serins op at the instant and 
may be inferred from the *y 0 t 0 f killing. 

r: o do not deny that Ch'chi Jima n^val units camo under the Yokosuka Nrvnl 
Bpgo, Op the contrary re ha ,r o nro-ontod evidence to orove this, e3oar -dth 
eviderce th>-t Vide Admiral Mori o-me undor tho Yokosuka command as tho Commander 
of tho Bonin Area, 1J o fail to soe ho" this relievos him of responsibility, 

Rather it stronaly omohaeizos this resoensibility. 

Bofoneo Counsel has "round that -o a.re charging tho accused "ith our ideas 
ohich are nx-ctly oppo”ito to theirs. ,y ‘o are not prosecuting these defondants 
on eur ideas alone, r * ! Q are orosocutina these defend n nts on universal ideas 
"hieh rero adootod and shared by tho Japanese over 39 years ago ohon Jnnon 
rrs a. orrty to tho Hrruo Convention. 

^e found tho do^onso counsel’s loomed dissertation on Jan«ne«G culture most 
interesting and it "ns a p1oa«vnt Aversion 'ron the s rions asrects of this 
caso, l\ich "as said about tho Jrprneso military node of hepor called BusMdoj 
"hich of theso defondants "ill deny th-’t ho h^s disgraced the hepor o^ BpgViido? 

’o cannot ascribe theso crimes to the culture of the Jepono o o oneplo f*or 
this is a crlumny against a. nation, teeming *-ith modern industry and thoroughly 
familiar ~ith "estern business, moral an* ' i *ucational ideas, 

Tho Jaoa.noso criminal cfdo erorossly prohibits tho oamo crimes for "Mch those 
do^end^nts havo been tried. The Jepano <’0 author if* os themselves do mot claim 
that murder and cannibalism a.ro oxcUsable by 5 oao oxotic culture "Mch the 
"ostern rind cannot ♦‘athorn. 
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No conceivable cu?turo, no natter ho’" ob"use can justify mirror, If this is 
tho philosophy of tho accused then our rorl.y is th't. ”o arc hore to decry, to 
declaim and to destroy such r. culture. 

Do r 'on , '-o counsel has contended that this commission cannot decide rrhat 5s an 
honorable v urir - i, That is nrecfsol.y rhat this commission is convened to decide. 
r b.at ran of rnnius or ’*hat rrrert rrtbomatfcal mind is moded to doc5do thot ft is 
a dishonor .and a shame?ess travesty on a do"d ho-’y to remove 16 nounds of its 
flesh for cannibalism, 

What honest '■ur^oon can evor amin rftbout r"morse of conscfer.co apply hfs 
sea?pel to a human body, ?5vjpr> cr dead •’•’hen he is haunted, by the succtoc?o of 
having niblicly removod tho ?ivor of a dead mn to turn it over to cannibals? 

Dreg defense conpsol seriously contend that thfs fs honorable ’urial? ’ r o think 
not. ^hich of us mould emsi'dar hfs son honorably Hirfod if his body tor savnaoly 
bpyonoted before internment? The cuo^ti^n of honorable burial, aontlemen, is no 
pre-'t philosophical problem. Indood ^o fail t" soo a problem at rll. 

Deferso counsel hen attacked the validity of the Brand of Investigation. 

Tho proceedings of this board havo been officially apnroved and admitted in eviden¬ 
ce. This loaa.l docurent can in no ••ay ho a?t.orod by ra? testimony. In sore 
instances you havo hoard defendants anolmiro for statements rado before the beard, 
and point out that they mro orcited or i?l '-hen they made t v om. Then they pm- 
ceod to say tho sane thfnp op tho stand ”h J cb they sr.id to tho b^ard. It has also 
b^on s’rm that every -dtnoss r, ho appeared before tho board ms ofven opportunity 
to submit voluntary statements. These statements have in no instr-noo denied the 
testimony of the intorroRotion. On the contrary thoy homo corroborated e-’ch other. 
W 0 do not concede to defense counsel any riRht to attack this loyal d-cument but 
"0 mcro?y point out tho absurdity of such l 1 ?-considered attack. 

Sono circumstantial evidenco has appeared in this case and it is ~e?.l t,o say a 
TTord about such ovidenco. Naval Courts and Beards Section 1A4** Circumstantial 
evidence is not an infor-'or » T secondary kind of evidonco. It is froeuently better 
than direct evidonco. Its ~oakness ?ios in tho fact that circumstances ray bo 
very stream amainst an innocent man. In a case defendin'? on circumstantial 
ovidencc tho court, in order to convict, rust find tho circumstances to he satis¬ 
factorily nroved rs f^cts, and must also find that those f~cts c?oarly and un- 
eavivocally imply the ruilt of tho accused and cam not reasonably b 0 raconcilod 
mith any hypotheses of tig innocence. 

It h?- boon den?ored in this court that tho conqueror sits in Judgement on 
the conouerod. T e hav" oni’y to ruoto Justice Jackson when ho said* 

n Hrv-evor unfortunate it my bo, there seems no *’-y of dofna anything about the 
crimes aminst the pqo.co and against humanity ovcont that tho victors jud^o tho 
vnnovishod. Experience has taupht thrt. "o can h-rdly erpoct then to try each 
othor". 







Apr.in re night qurte Justice Jackson on the Petrine of obedience to orders 
"hen ho said* 

"^ith the doc+rino of innunity of p. hoo.d of a state usual’’y is coupled another - 
that orders from on official cunorior orot->ct the one rho obeys then. It "ill 
i he n^ticod that the combination of theae tro doctrines "oans that nobody is 
responsible. Society as nodernly organized cannot tolerate so Voad an area of 
J irresponsibility". 

Counsel for ten of tho accused onrly in his argument stated that ho "ould not 
go into tho legal aspects of tho case. That ras the truost statement in his 
argument. He "ont on to discuss the legal technicalities of trial in ioindor’and 
his argument ras truly non-leaftl ’-hen he deplored the trial in .iojnder of a ponoral 
~nd a private for tho same crime. If* you couldn’t havo a joinder there you could 
never have a trio] in joinder ir any ca-o. liurdor and atonement of justice are no 
respecters of rank. Ignorance of the lav» is no excuse. This maxim is older than 
any present civilization. 

This non-lepal "rpumont also "ont into the Heml problem of causation. It 
t?as contended that "hen txro men strike separate blo"s "ith s"ords, orly one is 
guilty of murder, TVs argument is reduced to its merited absurdity -hen "e take 
anoth t example, ^hon three men shoot three burets *nto a man’ij body does the 
la" stem to inoui e "Mch bullet caused death 7 ^ho rill contend that all three 
are not ruilty of murder 7 ' 

Defense counsel has seen fit to advise the court in his confessedly non-lepal 
argument that a confession must bo corroborated by -independent ovidenoo. '-'o 
are sure that tho cormission has recognized the insufficiency of such a statement. 
It is "-'ll kno’-n to this commission that a conviction may be had. on an extra¬ 
judicial confession and the only independent evidence needed in any jurisdiction 
is proof of the corpus delicti, Thi- re have done in each, case. 

The accused Sato contends that ercent for the orders of his superior ho mould 
not have conmitte'i the orime of murder. But dees tho ovidenoo substantiate this 
claim 7 The evidence "hors that not only did he supervise and order the execution 
but maliciously caused Sorg^ant Mari to bayonet the dead V>dy, rf hero is the 
evidence he ".as ordered to do this 7 TVs "icked and vonreful act displays for 
this commission "ith "ha.t vigor and enthusiasm, tho defendant S n to pluneod into 
a d.isgrncefVl task rhich he relished, 

Tho accused Suyoyeshi contends that he "ave the prisoner "hiskoy and 
cigarettes before o r( foring big execution. Shall "e gr'-nt that this man has 
bought a. license to murder "ith " v tskoy «nd a. for- cigarettes 7 

Those atrocities "ere n°t committed in the heat of battle by irresponsible 
subordin- + os Hit they **oro doiibora.t.oly planned by +hoso leers hc^o charged. 
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The dofenso argues th~t during those eritic.'*.! days t.hore -"■s no time to protect 
end provide *ar prisoners af rfar. But there v»as time for huro s^kc parties end 
prolonged drunken orries. There is tine for 3eng and deliberate planning of 
murders and f^esh turtles. But thoro is no timo to issue r. curt order to keep 
bonds off prisoners. 

The rules laid dorm by the Supremo Commander of the Allied Pernors hp.ve boon 
attacked by t.ho defense as being in conflict vith the articles of ”ar. It has 
also h^on deolared that the Supreme Court did. not uphold these SCAP rul^s. Bet 
us see rhot the Supreme Court said in that port of its docision ’-hich became the 
lap of the land-. 

"The petitions in this case charged that in the course of the trial the commi¬ 
ssion roooivod over objection by Petitioners counsol, the dspasition of a "it- 
noss taken pursuant to military authority by a United States Army Crptnin. It 
also, cv nr ' like objection, admitted hearsay and opinion evidenco tondored by 
the Prosecution. Petitioner argues as around for the ’•Tit of ^Vpas corpus, that 
Article 25 of the Articles of War prohibited, the reception in evideroe by the 
commission of depositions on behalf of tho prosecution in a capital case, and 
that Articlo 38 prohibited the reception of hearsay and of opinion evidence. 

We think that neither * Article 25 nor Article 38 is applicable to the trial 
of an enemy combatant by a. military commission for violations of the 7 nr of ”ar. 
Article 2 of the Articlos of U r r enumerates "the persons,....,subjoct to those 
articles," rho ape denominated, -for purposes of the Aj,tides, a e "porsons subject 
to military la”’". In general, tho persons so enumerated rxo members of our ovu 
••my and of tho personnel accompanying the army, E rG my combatants a”© not in¬ 
cluded among them. 

.By thus recognizing military commissions in nrdor to preserve t^eir 

traditional jurisdiction over enemy co^V+ants unimpaired by the Articles, Crn-ross 
gave sanction, as re hold in Ex parte Qvirin, to any use of the military commission 
contemplated by the common 3nr of ra.r .... The articlos recognized but one kind 
of military commission, not t’-’o, But they sanctioned tho use n f that ape for the 
tr^al rf tro cla.ssos rf persons, to one of ’-•hich tho Articles do, and to the 
othor of ”hich they do not apply in such trials. Being of this latter olass, 
petitioner cannot claim tho honofits of the Articles, -hich are applicable only 
to tho membors of tho othor class, Botitieno”, an enemy combatant, is therefore 
not a person made subject to the Articles n f War by Articlo ? . . , . 

It foliar's that the A r +iclos of ^rr f including Articles 25 and 38 , "ere not 
applicable to petitioner’s trial and imposed no restrictions ur n n the procedure 
to *><•> folio--ad. Tbo A-rt^al-.g loft tho control over tho procedure in such a case 
’•’here it had previously been, -ith the military command". 


We do not contend +'at the Supreme Court passed on the risdrm or philosophy 
behind the SCAP rules but it is most apparent from the In”’ just read that tho 
Supreme Court upheld the right of General MacArthur to lay dom such rules. 

Counsel have devoted most of their arguments to statements that the pro¬ 
secution has produced, no evidence t^ substantiate the charges. r, ns counsol 
n sleep uhen our vrit.nessos paraded before this court for a p-hole month? Bid 
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counsel continue their slumbers •"hen my able colle-reie talked for half a session 
sunr^nf? up only the most damaging of our evidence? 

Under the choree of N G <~loct of Duty counsel h".s argued that in one c-se knor- 
‘'ed-e of the murder cemo to the accused on^y after the event and therefore, ho 
cannot ho guilty of norlect of duty. Mny "o oak *Von -hence cones this stranee 
theory of la.*-? If it is true thr.t the crime took place ritbout the kno-lodge 
of the responsible commander is ho not ohrrgeable -ith noaleot of duty because ho 
should hove kuo-m thot such things '’ere going on rithin his command? 

hen re prove his previous kno-ledro r* the intended crime tb't increases groot- 
ly his e"l.rabil ity. But nroof rf such previous knowledge is not neceeeoryto 
establish the crime of neglect of duty. This ’••ns clearly shorm by ny colleague. 

It is so ridiculous to argue that a conrp.nd*ng officer does not hove the po^er 
to control his om subordin-tas, thot * e sholl not even ons-er thot "rpunont. 

^e hove seen in this court a vice admiral of n. -ovJd Turner stripped of ell 
po-or and authority by his eo.aor o.nd thorough defonse counsel ond this top echelon 
man has been ma.de to appear a.s helpless o.nd no~erless as n seamen second class 
mhom no one notioed and mho noticed nothing. 

Counsel for the senior-officer defendants shift responsibility to Junior-officer 
defendants and counsel for the junior defendants blame tho senior defendants. 
Therefore, our case has not only b on ^ovon completely by us but it has been 
corroborated by defense counsel shoeing tho.t all are equally guilty, 

Defense counsel has crmini that s-me of these defendants -re improperly cbnrgod 
rith participating in murders occuring in other units. The evidence shows that 
these officers in many cases participated in crimes committed in other unite as 
moll as in their oun. That is precisely -by those defendants must ho tried 
in Joinder, 

The dofonso has argued th-t Admiral Ko r i has no resoonsibility except under 
battle conditions and that there "ere no battle conditions and such responsibility 
nevor arose, Tho defense also argues that all of thoao defendants must bo excused 
becau c o they acted undor the strain of battle conditions, Uho can make sense 
out of such anomalous argument? 

Closing arguments must be confined to matters in evidonee. Defense counsel 
he- produced out of thin air tho lane excu-e that there ”oro pot enough air raid 
shelters to admit a for prisoner?, ^hero does this appear in tho evidence? The 
evidence sho-s time and a"ain that TaoMVna oxorossly prohibited air raid pro¬ 
tection for tho prisoners soylng it --as not nocess-ry. 

Thoro has been abundant evidence that Tachibana ordorod tf-oso oyecutions. 
Evidonco of Tachibana 1 s om statements that ho *oul<J havo prisoners killod to 







boost morale hag Van called. flimsy. ?*hat d^es de^onso oeunsol call concrete 
evidence? 

The authorities cited by tho ^o^ense ctq of a questionable nature. Pin r ri.ty 
r.nd dissenting opinions are never intended, as la". Neither ore the opinions of 
club speakers, Defense counsel hove cited tho opinions of sore Commander Robinson 
rhieh can have no -ei^ht in n c~urt of lar. These arc opinions of n yuest 
speaker before a club made on Anril ’0, 1945. Since then many trials hr-e been 
held based on international conventions and decisions h'-vo been banned do"n by 
the Supropo Court in cos^s Vgod on international conventions. Indeed the defense 
is desperately or^cninp at str""8. 

Defenso counsel has doolorod the danr'-e that *t»s done to the case for Yoshii 
by joining Mm "jth Ma.sutani and HpynsM, Does dofonse counsel contend that three 
non nay not be tri'd in ieindor for tho sane nur^or? No could not do so seriously, 
TJq hove not introduce* the evidonoe of Mr.sutani and Hryr.shi that Yoghii ordered 
the execution. This -pg offered by tho defense. 

The nrosocutirn b^Heveg that it hr* "mvon its c'-no beyond a reasonable doubt. 
If tho connission finds there is a reasonable doubt it nust bo founded on evidence 
and not on a nero suspicion. 

The la"s of int-moti^nal. convention un^p "hioh "o base cur case aro clear and. 
concise. 

In Hpruo Convent!on N n , IV of 1Q07 it is rvpovidod that* 

"Prisoners of -ar are in tho mo-er of the hostile Government, but not of 
the individuals °r corps "ho c-ature then. They must be humanely treated." 

"It is especially *orhid*on - T P kill or "ou n ^ rjl enemy "ho, ho.vina laid 
*om his arms, or h^vinp no lonaor moans of do^enso, has surrendered at 
discretion," 

"The same ruins (as for sol*iorg of the national army) shall bo observed 

ropardinpr - - - - the burial of prisoners of "-r, due repard beinff paid to 

their pr-de and rank". 

Japan has r n t.i^io* tMs convention p S lonf ran op 1Q07 ^nd is bound by its 
toms. 

In the Gepovr. (Prlsonors of r ) Convention of P' 7 July lopq it is provided 
that* 


"Prisonors of »-ar nro in tho po-or of the ’-ogtile oo-'er, but "ot of tho 
individuals or earns "ho have caoturo* thorn. They must at all times bo 
humanely treated and protected, n-rtlcul•'rlv against "ct* of vielenoo, 
insults and mu^ic curiosity. Noasuros of reorisal a-Mnst them aro 
prohibited". 

"Prisoners of -ar hove tho ri.rht to have their pergon and. t^eir honor 
respected. 
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”Bolligo”ents shall goo th"t pri°nno-s of rr.r dying in captivity are honorably 
beri od and that tho proves bear all duo information, °ro respected r.nd 
oro^orl y maintained". 

It is trno that Japan did not ratify or formally adhere to this convention Hit 
soon -ftor she had emb.rked on hor trerchorous -or she ras ouick to announce tho.t 
sho orreod to apply tho provisions thoroof to Prisoners of T.r under hor control. 

Sho hr stoned to claim the huno.no rights r.nd privileges of the convention for hor 
c-pturod nationals. Hnder rhr.t sys+on of Jar do rights exist -*ithout corresponding 
ros^opsihilitios ? 

Tho oovornnont of Joocn sop fit to recognize those responsibilities r.nd sho 
ine^sod then upon tho officers of her arr.y o.nd nr.vy. There bos b~en o.bundrnt ovi- 
donce before this court to sho*-» that tho international conventions ~*hich bound the 
government of Japan in her relations T dt.h prisoners c r *'rr, -ore incorporated in 
tho Innorial J"popes© *rny Handbook of Operations. Fo hrvo before us a voluno of 
the Imperial Japanese Navy Regulations -hich includes the Hague Convention. 

Fe need not resort to tho ancient legal mar in that ignoronco of tho la- is no 
excuse. Is it unreason** bio to charpo officers of tho Joranoso orry *"ith knorlodpo 
of their or»n operational handbook ? I s it unreasonable to charco Navel officers 
rrith knorledro of their orn Navy Regulations? You nor: have bof^ro you tho ridicul¬ 
ous spectacle of r. vice admiral and a lioutonant oomral attonptinr to oscopo tho 
responsibility of rules ond regulations compiled and enforced by ogivals and. 
generals. 

In his History of Criminal I»a r ’, Sir J.F, Stonhon. defines nogMgept offonsos as 
follows* 

"Everyone upon ^hem the lap imposes any 'hity, or T, ho has by contract, or by 
.any 'Tonpful act, taken upon hirself any duty tending to the preservation 
of life, and 'ho neglects to perform th-t duty, and thereby causes the 
death of (or bodily injury to) ony person, commits the srmo oOf ongG as to 
intent or other*-iso. **hich accompanied the neglect of duty”. The nop 1 ironco 
must bo culpable. "An intentional omrission to dischoroe To^al <*uty always 
constitutes culpable nep 1 irence", 

Fivo of the accused have boon charged -i.th neglect of duty. F 0 have proven in 
oach co°o an intentional ommi c sion to discharge a legal duty. This 1 opal duty 
w.s imposed upon thorn by tho lr”s of intornrtional conventions to *-*hich Japan chose 
by contract to bind hersolf and hor officers. In order th-t tH.s legal duty 
may bo cleorly and unmistakably imposed upon tho officers and ron of her army and 
navy, the government of Japan included those rules in tho Army Operational Hand-¬ 
book and in the Navy Retaliations and in addition to this tho Japanese w nr Ministry 
issued a notification in March 1942 , orvoring regulations for the Treatment of 
T 'aisenors of Far, This document recognizes tho obligations -f 5 nternat 4 onal 
tre-tiOB and customs by stating os folio*'s* 
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"A nrigoner of par, as defined, in these regulations, is any enemy combatant 
'••he hr.s falcon into the no-er of the Epoire or any other person -ho is to be 
accorded. the treatment rf r prisoner of —or by virtue of international trestles 
and cuotons." 

"A prisoner of -ar shall be humanely tro"ted and. in no c^se shall any insult 
or raltreatment bo inflicted unon Mm." 

This, eentlemen, is Japanese Ter’. It is not American la?'. It is not English 
la.' . It is Jar."rose la”. 

No- lot us road -from Japanese Navy regulations Article 105 ! 

"In regards to a matter of i ntem-ti ona.l implication, the captain must 
especially strive to bo prudent and absolutely must a.c + -Ithin the limits 
of order'', rogulrtions, and treaties. If the matter poos beyond, those 
limits, he /the c-Pta.in/ must reouest directions / Vom his superior officers 
or olso directly from the naval ninister. 

This Japanese-promulgated la- tor-other -ith the international conventions 
cited abr.v e nlaeo upop the accused on inoort.povortib! unmistakable and absolutely 
positive duty to retrain **rom killirr, maltreating, and dishonorably burying 
■ri p onerg nf -a.r and further to protect thorn aoMnst a.cts of violence. 

The five accused charged —ith neglect of duty -ere all in command of units of 
Japanese armed force", -ho n the evidence sbo-s, they failed, to restrain and con¬ 
trol, in the commission of the crimes charred. 

The nogt glaring case of nerlect of -*uty h^s h'.en sbo-n to ho that of the 
supreme commander of the island, Vice Admiral Mori, Soveral —itnosses have 
testified to his official position on Chichi Jima as supreme commander. It also 
apoeors that he -as the sonior ranking o^ficor of all services on the island. 

The evidence cleorly shors that he ackno-1edged his position and responsibiiity 
on the island as senior ranking officer and compandor in chief by calling a Joint 
conference in 19A4 and roouesting the army to handle matters concerning prisoners 
of -"r. Since under Japanese ’’ax Ministry regulations prisoners of -ar -’ore 
passed up tho line until they reached internment in Tokyo, Admiral Moj^ r.s a 
ropreaent.ative of the hi-he®t echelon op tho island — s quite correct in assuming 
such authority over prisoners of mr, Ho -as also completely Justified as 
supreme - commander to delegate this authority to General Ta.chiba.na, Ho-ever, 
he c^uld not drop the ratter there. Mbilo bo could delegate his authority, he 
could not shed his responsibility. This is elementary in -ny military organization. 

The negligence of Mori is therefore most "ppoaent. H 0 rover, in order to 
ch-rge bj n -ith the resulting cri-es, it must bo sb^-p that his ne"ijgonco "as 
culnablo. ^b~t do roe of n^glipence may be* culpable is for tho commission to 
^ooido. But in any case tho inflexible rulo of 1"— is that an intentional onmissior 
to discharge lepal duty a.l-nys constitutes culpa-blo n'-riiconoe. T^us -hi.l.o it 
w.s not necessary to prove an intentional ommission to she- culp^blo nog! ipence, 







the prosocution has revealed in its evidenco that Mori is ruilty of such inten¬ 
tional onnieeion. 

Circumstantial '-vir’onco shorn cleanly that the *upremo commander kne~ of tf-e 
eo.rturo of prisoners of mr and of their executions. The record sho"s that soon 
after the r ii-st execution in August 19A4, in tbo sane month, Mori collet r. joint 
conference to discuss nrisono^s of mr "nd to provide for their disoosol. Such 
evidence points vividly to one prominent r.nd important fr.ct, Thr.t os soon o.s the 
first orisoro^s mere captured ond executed the rottor came to the ottention of tho 
supreme command or . 

You bme heord much evidence from the o^ficops ond non "ho appeared before this 
court, th"t tho executions ond even tho c-nribalism "ere comoon kno"lod"o all over 
the island. Y P u hove hoord evidence of cannibalism in tho vory presence of the 
Admiral ond indeed by tbo Admiral h 4 peolf. r 'o hove v reurht hmo to Mori eornizerco 
of the facts th"t tho^o crimes T, oro boino connitted r.nd bis failure to even lift 
a fincer to prevent then or their recurrence mounts to on intentional omission 
to di sober re n. lopal duty. 

Ho hove sho-n this ronornl kno"lnd"o under tho rule of ]«- stated in Merton's 
Criminal Evidence, Section ASl. 

"Mhenovor it is material to brinr horo to a o~rty cognizance of n particular 
fact, it has b on hold admissible, under certain circunstancos, to s v op that such 
fact me "t the tino, ron rally knc"n and talkod about in the noi "h^orboad. "hero 
the party in ouastion resided, or ""s r. patter of com"on reputation in tho business 
coppunity to "Hcb both parties ’-olonood. It is on this around th"t proof of 
notorious us^ r e h"s been received, as roll as evidence of character, ’-’hen character 
is introduced as charrinp another * itb notice' 1 . 

Ti 0 ha^o proven Yoshii's reneral reputation as a rurdnror rnd a cannibal to 
charm Admiral Mori "itb such kno'-ledoe under this rule. ’- 7 e introduced such 
evidence only "ftor "o presented the independent ovidonco of Ycshii’s crioos. 

This ovidonco of poneral reputation "as not off-rod as e^idonco a^inst Y r gMi. 

The knorledao and notoriety of these crinos are sh—n to lie so "•’dosproad 
over tho island that any attempt by tho suoremo compandor to deny this kno"l.od"o 
muld. amount to a representation that ho —s a d G af ruto "itb poor eyesiabt. 

Does it appear likely that a "orld poror in tho crucial years of « -r ^t "nr "ould 
entrust the command of a. stratepic rrrup of islands to a deaf nuto? 

This unfortunato and unhappy a.dpirrl is no" bore because he did pot doi"n to 
summon the "root pomr hich mg Mg to command to present these crines am^nst 
humanity. A fc*- mrds, a curt order r rom him ""Uld h"vc saved the Mves of six 
men. M 0 c-.nnot osemo the ovidonco. Nn •'.mount of + oars, no ocean of petitions 
ca.n m.sh aray the mil of evidence th-t +o--nrs over ’'in. Mo cannot escape tho 
evidence. 

The responsibility for such neploct of duty is mil sunned up by tho Unitod 
States Suprone Court in tho recent emo of Y^pashitr.. Smrkipp for tho court, 

Chief Justice Stepo nr id in tho part of tho case •■h-’ch boca-o la"* 
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"It is evident th~t the conduct of military operations by troops ’■•Voso excesses 
"re unrestr"ired by the "rr’o’ , s or o^forts of their commander mould almost certainly 
result in violations -hlch it is the purpose of the 1 or of "-or to or event. Its 
ourrrgo to protect civilian populations «nd prisoners of -rr *rom brutality pould 
1 erectly bo defeated. if tho commander of nn invading army could ’ith immunity neglect 
to take re"."onrb?o noaeures for their protection. Honee the larr of nor presupposes 
that its violation is to bo avoided t.brouph the control of tho operations of rrf, r 
by corv endors '-ho are to sore extent responsible for thoir subordinates". 

Justice Steno roos "n to point out that tho Annex to tho Fourth Hogue Convention 
of 1907, in Article 1 lays dopn as a condition ’-hich an amed. force nust fulfill in 
order to be accorded tho riphts of !"rful belligerents, that it nust bo "conrnndod 
by a person responsible for his subordinates". 

Each of the accused char pod -ith neglect of duty rag in cemr-and of an amed 
force and as such is responsible **or Ms subordinates. 

^hat defense has any of those accusod advanced for their reflect of duty? Not 
a. single defense h"s boon forwarded. In tho record of tho dofon®es case thore 
is an oninous silence '-here neglect ~f duty is c^ncorned. This silence cannot bo 
ignored. It is "ost significant in the face of go nuch d.njn,nri nf » evidence brought 
forth by the prosecution. '* 

*'hat dofonso has Vice Admiral Mori ^crmrded for his nogloct of duty? There 
ha® boon a pitiful’’y small amount of ovidonce produced for him and its value and 
indeed it.g comootenco is very doubtful. Lot us seo ’’hot it is. 

Lieutenant Commander Shinodn hag testified as to his opinion that Admiral Mori 
had no responsibility eo r the army forces on Chichi Jim "nd. ho mos on to name 
the rhole list of army norsonnol involved in thoso crimes saying that Mori had no 
rosprnsibility for thorn. On cross-examination it appears that SMnoda novor evon 
knor ony of tM®o people or to rMt organizations thoy ’"ore attached and ho states 
that this imposing list of names ra.s fiven to hin by the dofonso la-yore. ^hat 
kind of evidence is that? 

Sfcinoda "Iso tostifiod that Mori had no -uthority over tho Navy units on tho 
island. Thoy -oro all indopondont units over "Mob ho had no authority. Thon 
p’h-t ras M^ri, tho hirhest ranking o'ficor on tho island doin'- there. Porha.ps 
he '.rs there **or a roll earned rest, vacationing from his rigorous duties in China. 

Not only is Sbinodo's testimony ridiculous but it is a boro-faced attempt to 
invade tho provinco of tho commission to decide tho issues in this ca°e by opinion 
ovidonce. 

You have hca.rd renoated ovidenco in this court that Mori tr.s the supremo 
commander on tho island. You have heard ovidonce of ac+s dmno by him in that 
c"nacity. You have hoard the evidence that "hen on M«rch ?3, 1945, Taohibana 
becomo supreme commander of tho island, it ”"s nccess-ry to distribute -ritton 
notices all over tho island to shor that TachiVna had r~ol"cod Mori. r hat more 
evidence can there be? "’0 do not accept tho paradox th"t legal, rosponsibi!ity 
should bo tho le-st -hero po-or is tho moatest. 
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And nop lot us consider tho ca^o arainst the toTiblo throe. T r ohibana, Yeshii, 
and Mp.toba. Tho startling evidenco nf their incredible crimes has ta.kon us beyond 
tho renin of inclination to the region of nightmare and horror, Who hes dcrod to 
defend tboso unmitigated murderous cannibals? Not a. shrod of evidenco hes boon 
offered in their behalf, Who cen say a r^A --ord for those cruel Jackals oho 
feast uoon tho doad 7 A mountain of evidence Is still ruoblinr In thoir ears. 

Tho accusing Voices of their officers and non nil] haunt then through eternity. 

Theso throo tor-other "ith Suyoycsbi hnvo been sir'll by the nvidonco to have 
boon principals in tho crime of nurdor. A principal is defined, in Soction 332 
(and perhaps --o should apologize -for this) of the United States Qrininal C 0 do 
as follows* 

’’Whoever directly oonmita any act constituting an offonso dofirod in any lav 
of tho U n itod States, or aids, abets, counsel, commands, inducos, or procuros 
its commission, is a principal. 

Defense counsel brvo viporously objected to this la.p claiming it is n la." 
peculiar to tho United States. I»nt us ro"d orom tho Japanese criminal codo* 

”Article 60. - T or pore persons pho have cooperatod in conmi+tinr a crime 
are (joint) principals* 

The expression ’(joint) principals’ does not ro^er solely to tboso vho have 
participated in tho "holo mr Part of tho act forming an essential olemont of a 
crime. If several persons have conspirod to carry out a crime and some of the 
cnP8Pir°tnrs have boon induced to undertake the execution r f tho criminal act, 
those "ho b"Vo thus caused tho criminal intention to be carried out are also 
(joint) principals. 

Article 6l, - A person "ho hr^ instirated another to commit a crime shall bo 
considered a principal. 

The same applies to a person "ho has abottod an instigator.” 

It ’-’ill be noted that a principal nood not bo at the scono of the crimo. It 
is enough if ho did any of the follovlnp thirrs, commited tho act himso!**, or 
aided, abetted, counseled, commanded, or procured its commission. 

lot us road Prom the nre^aco of the Japanese Criminal Code* 

"The eavllest kno*Ti Criminal Codo in Janan "as the Ua.iho Ritsu, compiled at 

tho V^innlncr of tho ®th century.. Tho Pirst of tho modorn Criminal Cedes 

vas promulgated and enforced in 1670 ns the Shinritsu Koryo (Outline of tho No" 

Criminal I*a- ),..The Jae^neso nation, ho’ovor, evor crying for soothing 

no*.’ and n n ro in koooin" "ith modern European practices, pas not contented until 
M, B/'ipsrna.do, tho d*ptin~uishod French Jurist employed by the ne"!y centralized 
Government of the Mikado, ba.d. completed a no" Criminal CcAa bngnd on tho Code 
Napoleon of 1611. This Ce<fe --ag enforced as from January 1, 166? and remained in 
'erco until sun rsoded by tho orient code on October 1, 1906.Ag its 
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name implies, + ho Criminal Code is the basic Ig~ *-hich defines crimes and pro¬ 
vides punishments therefor, Its scope, however, is erectly increase* hy additional 
specie! l*y"s end ordinances r/bich ere constantly beinp added to the nre-t body of 
criminal enactments already existent.” In the face of this, doforso counsel ~ou.ld 
have us believe that the culturo of Jnprp rives no ouerter to lar. 

These four accused are charped in sono instances "ith Murdor and Noploct of 
®uty rhich resulted, in murder. In e-ch base both chcross are founded upon 

the s~rao incident, ^nd in each instance there is sufficient evidence to rarrant 

a findirp of ouilty on both the murder charoo and the neoolct of duty ch-rro. If 

the commission believes the evidence substantiates the charoo of murder as ’-ell as 

the charpo of reelect of duty prorinp out of the same incident thon the findings 
must be ouilty on both charpos. 

In CHO 2-1932 it is stated that Nopliaonce and ^ilfulnoss are the opposites 

of each other. They indicate radically different montc.1 states.It 

also ouotes 24 ST" 1015 -bore the court said* ”If the killing r-s '-il^pl' as 
charred in the indictment, then it could not have been accidental, or by ’culpable 
neolipence’. The tarns are inconsistent os they ca.nnot both bo true. If the 
killinp by culpable nerli<~once t thon it ras not intentional.’” 

It ”ill be noted in that case that the indictment or specification charpod 
that the killing ve.s both -ilful and norlleant. Thig is obviously fatally ^rona 
pleadinp. 

T?o have not charred in this case both mil fill and neffli<-ent kill in". It is 
not incorsis+ent to find that a cam^andinr officer is "milty of murder ^or having 
directly er.rticipatod therein and that ho is on the other hand ruilty 0* neglect 
of duty r or failinp to protect a person and far failing t.o restrain mon undor 
his command ^Vom killinp that person. In the latter ho is not found ruilty of 
neplirent killinp but for neplect of duty in failing to protect and restrain. 

Therefore, there is no inconsistency in Gindinas <-.f ruilty on the sen-r-to 
charpes of murder and neglect af duty,

Rocont caurts-martial c-ss published in Court-Martial Orders indicate the 
fact that no definite precedent has been established hich prohibits conviction 
on ano or mere charpes no-re!y bocause they apro-r t.o have been b-sod on the

Ko*-ovor, it may Vo around thot tho noalect of duty in failing to rrot.act 
o prisoner, or in failing to ror+rein subordinates in Char-o III jg n corstituont 
olomont of tbo nurdor in Charro I. Hca? could a commanding officor 'bo h~s ardopod 
tho nurdor of a prisoner of -rr "rouo tbrt ho b"s rot noalectod bis d\tty to 
protect that prisoner? H 0 is obviously auil ty of both murder and reelect of duty 
and "hen oborpod pith ooch separately may bo convicted on both. Then if it 
arrears th~t tbo lessor cbor~a is a constituent element of tbo pra-'ter, it boccmos

In most instances tbo 
confessions hrv 0 boon thoroughly eorrot>cratod by independent evidence. 

Cop to. in S.-to has n r t oonfossad to ordering Sergeant Mori to bav^not tbo dond 
body of tho prisoner of rr.r ’ bich be oxecutod, Horovor, Sorroant H«ri in bis 
interrogation has confessed to the hoyonotinr and stated th~t it "as d^no on orders 
from Captain Sr.to. 

Tho confession of a cedofondant is net adnissiblc as ovidonco against tho 
defendant. In Wharton’s Criminal Ovidonco, Soction 722, tho following is statod*- 

"Tho confessions or admissions ro.do by a co-eopspdrater or code^ondont after tho 

termination of tho conspiracy n n^ in tho o.bsonco of the defendant, are r^t, 

admissible against tbo defendant as su^stanti^o ovidonoo to prove ’’is niilt. 

His confession, thoroforo, subgeruontly mad->, even tb-urh by the nl”>« of guilty, 

is not admissible in evi^onco, as such, against any v ut Mms-elf.,. 1 * 

Ho-avor, un^or the Hoculations Covornir g tbo Trials of Accused War Crin-’n-'ls 
promulgated by the Supreme Camrando” for tbo Allied Homers under Hararr^ph 5 (d) 
Section (l). Tbo commission shall admit such ovidonco as in its opinion —'uld bo 
of assistance in proving or d’snrovinr tbo ch.arro, o r such 's in tbo commissions’ 
opinion "o-uld ba v o nrob-tivo value in tho mind of a reasonable man.

This loovos the admission of such ovidence as arainst r. codefGr*nnt to the 
di section of the commission. 

Tho only *nfenso advanced by tho accused is the claim thot they -ere ret?nr 
un*or tho orders of thoir superiors. Such a dofenso is unt.one.blo and indeed is 
not n d ofon so rt all . 

In tho famous "moriern case of US v. Jon^s, 3 Tf rsh CC? 09 , tho court said, 

’•’ T o do n ot nor.n to re further thrn to sry thrt tho n"rticinotion of tho inforirr 
officer in rn ret -hieh ho Vno-s, or rurht to knot/, to bo ill or" 1, - il3 not bo 
excused by tho order "f his sunerior". 

This -ns uphold in CMO 4-I9P9 --boro the court said, "In reference to tho 
contortion of tho recuse* tb"t ho —'«? ret?nr in the P'r'Vrrirnco of* *uty, it is 
deemed pertinent to refer ,v r*"fly to tho l*»r? pertaining to honici*o comnittod by 
persons in the nilitorv service. It is n renerr.l rulo tbrt r. soldier (or sailor) 
is bourn? to "Tv3y nil 1 n-ful or^c^s, and nil be nr.y *0 in obeying such 1 "r.ful orders 
constitutes no offense "s to bin. But rn or*or ill oral in itself "n* n"t Justified 
by the rvTog rn d usrros of rnr, or in its <=ubstenco cloo.rly illegal, s .- thrt r. 
nan of ordinary sense and un*orst"p*irr -”uld kno- r.s soon rs bo boor* tbo or*or 
read or oiven thrt it ”rg illspol, --ill afford no protection i*rr r. homicide, pro¬ 
vided tbe ret -itb -hi eh ho nr.y be cbormed hr.s nil tbo ingredients in it -hi eh 
po.y bo nocossrry to constitute the sane r crime in In-". 

In CI10 ]ei rf 1919 it "rs said, “A goVior i s bound to obey only tho Ir-ful 
orders of his superiors. If he receives rn o r *cr t- do r.n unin-ful. net, he is 
bound noithor by his duty, nor his o«th to do it. Se fr.r fron such o r ^ nr boin? n 
Justification, it mokes tho p"rty oivinr the order an rcconrlico in tho crime". 

Un*er international la- it has a!!so b on hold tbrt rn act in obedience to n 
militory order of « superior is pot Justifiable - ben that "ct is kno-n or un*er the 
circumstances should hr.ve been kr—n, to be ill ->rr.T under tho V.-s an* customs of 
warfare. This *"ctrino in international 3 a- is clearly *-nonstrrtod in the 
celebrated I'l"n*ovory Crgtle Cnso. This -ns pot r case in our courts but is a 
German case. The Russians bavo used this case in -nr crimes trials to condemn 
the very Germans out of their r "rr\ mouths. In this case the German Supreme C^urt, 
trying Goman defendants for tho r"chino - running of open life-boats declared, 
"Military subordinates are under no obiiration to euestion tho order of their 
superior oOf£ Cr!rs they can count upon its le-ality. But no such confidence 
can bo hold to exist if such an o r dor is universally kno-r to everybody, including 

also> the accused, to bo -itbout any *oubt -hatever against the la-.They 

should, therefore, h"ve refused to obey. As they did not dr so, they must bo 
punished." 

In tho Mexican ^"r case of Mitchell v. Harmony, Chief Justico T r .noy of tho 
United States Suorono Crurt T"^, "It can never >^e maintained that a military 
officer can Justify himself for d-inr an unla efVl "ct by r> r o*ucing tbo "rder of 
bis superior. Tho order -ay naili ate but it cornet Justify." 
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There has been nuch solomnly said in this court about the doctrine of absolute 
obedience to orders in the Japanese military. ^ho is impressed by such dramatic 
abstraction? Cortainly not the accusod themselves, You have hoard the testimony 
of Captain Sato mho said that he had ordered Soraeant Furushika to behead the 
prisoner of var^hen the time came for the execution ^urushika -nas smart onough 
to hide and ho could bo found ncyhere, Ho failed to carry out the order, H© 
flagrantly disobeyed the order and you have hoard from the defendant Sato that the 
disobedient S©rgoant mas not punished, 

You have also hoard the testimony of Captain Yomashita mho testified that ho 
ordered tmo men to bayonet a. prisoner. They failed to do so and. mere not punished 
in any may. Yamashita says that since the order mas not operational in nature 
it did not require absoluto obedienoo, Tho tro men just stood there openly at 
the scene of execution and refused to carry out tho order. 

The defendant Mp.gutnni took tho stand to say that he had been continually dis¬ 
obedient to orders and ras scolded for it. Thon tho defense calls to the stand 
a witness brought hero from Tokyo to say that Mnsutani ms always very obedient 
to orders. Masutani further testified that he carried out the order to execute 
a helpless prisoner of mar bocauso if ho disobeyed it mould hold up his promotion, 
and bo mould bo digrrnood in tho eyes of tho fleet, ^hat a justification for 
murder, 

Finally the Supreme Commander for tho Allied Powers has provided that, "Action 
pursuant to order of the accused's superior, or of his government, shall not 
constitute a defense, but may be considered in mitigation of punishment if the 
commission determines that justice so requires," 

"It has cost unmeasured thousands of American lives to beat and bind tho mar 
criminals". T 0 permit them to escape justice w uld "nock the dead and make cynics 
of the living",

1« On 21 October 1946, TAKANO, Masayoshi, Sergeant, Imperial 

Japanese Army was tried and convicted by a United States Military Commission 
convened by ordor of the Commandor Marianas Area, dated 15 October 1946 at 
the Headquarters, Commander Marianas, Guam, Marianas Islands, on the 
following charge and specification* 

CHARGE: MURDER. 

SPECIFICATION: "**-** did, on or about 7 August 1944, on Chichi Jima, 

Bonin Islands **** wilfully, foloniously, with pre¬ 
meditation and malico aforethought, without justifiable 
cause, and "dthout proper trial or other duo process, 
assault, strike and kill, by bayoneting with a fixod 
bayonot, en Amoricen prisoner of war, nemo’to tho 
roictor unknown, then and there held captive by tho 
armed forces of Japan ****»■ 

FINDING: "The specification of tho charge prbvcd. 

And that tho accused, TAKANO, Masayoshi, Sergeant, Imper¬ 
ial Japancso Army, is of tho chcrgo guilty,” 10/22/46 

SENTENCE: Tho commission on 22 October 1946 sontonccd tho accused 

as follows: 

•'The commission, therefore, sentences him, Takeno, 
Moseyoshi, sergoant, Imperial Jcpaneso Array, to bo 
confinod for e period of nine (9) years

Takano are approved, Tho findings on tho chergo and the specification 
thereunder and tho sentenco ore approvod. 

The Mar Criminal Stockodo, Guam, is designated as tho place of confine¬ 
ment of Sergoant Masayoshi Takano, until approval of his sentence by 
the Commander in Chief Unitod States Pacific Fleet and Pacific Ocean 
Areas, at which tine ho will be transferred to the custody of tho 
Commanding General, United St&tos Eighth Amy, Tokyo, Japan, for 
confinement in S"geno Prison, Tokyo, Japan,”

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: May it please the Commission, 
this case against Toshimi Kumai is the sixth case involving 
atrocities committed by the Japanese security forces on 
Panay and Tablas Islands. Although the mission of Lieutenant 
Kumai did not require him to break almost every coi.teivable 
rule of land warfare as an officer, nevertheless, the 
Government will show that he and members under his command 
wilfully tortured, mistreated and killed noncombatant 
civilians. It will be shown that these civilians were 
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not killed under circumstancea that would indicate military 
necessity, but rather, that they were killed and mistreated 
deliberately, without cause or justification. 

We believe that the record will show that in addition 
to receiving the charge and specifications in the case on the 
21st of May 1946, chief defense counsel was furnished 
all the names of the Government witnesses known at that 
time, and inasmuch as most of these witnesses testified 
in. previous hearings, the defendant has had prior knowledge 
of their expected testimony. 

When the Government has established its case and 
proven the facts that we have related to the Commission, I 
will ask the accused Toshimi Kumai be found guilty as 
charged and be sentenced to death by hanging. 

The prosecution will call as its first witness Felizbert© 
Grijalvo. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Will the prosecution furnish 
the Commission a list of the witnesses to be called, and 
the number of the specification which their testimony will 
support? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: The first witness, Mr. 
Grijalvo, will testify as to Specifications 1 and 2. 









felizberto grijalvo 




a witness for the prosecution., being first duly sworn, 
testified as follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: 

Q Will you state your name? 

A Felizbert® Grijalvo. 

Q And what is your age, Mr. Grijalvo? 

A Thirty-two years old. 

Q And your nationality? 

A Filipino citizen. 

Q Where do you presently reside? 

A Arevalo, City of Il«ilo, Panay. 

Q During the course of the Japanese occupation of Panay 
Island, were y*u at any time forced to accompany the Japanese 
on a punitive expedition? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q And while on this punitive expedition with the Japanese 
what were your duties? 

A I was a enrgedor and was made to carry somethingthat 
the Japanese brought along with them on their punitive expedi¬ 
tion. 

Q While you accompanied this Japanese punitive expedition 
did you have occasion, to go with them to Tables Island, Romblon 
Province? 

A Yes, air. 

Q And will you tell the Commission the approximate date 
that tYu. punitive expedition arrived at Tables Island? 
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A It vas in the month of November 19^3. The exact date 
I could no longer remember. 

Q Did the expedition vhich you accompanied, did it head¬ 
quarter at Despojols, Tobias Island? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Did you have occasion, while you were with this expedi¬ 
tion on Tobias Island to accompany any of its patrols? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q And during that time did you have occasion to accompany 
a patrol led by Lieutenant Rumai? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q At this time would you rise and point to Lieutenant 

Toshimi Kumai, if you ore able to do so. 

A (The witness pointed to LieutenantKumai.) 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Let the record show that 
the witness correctly identified the accused. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission will recess for 
a conference of all War Crimes personnel and will reconvene 
immediately after this conference, which probably will be of a 
twenty or thirty minute duration only. 

(Short recess.) 










COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission Is in session. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Mr. Grijalvo, you remember 
that you are still under oath? 

A Yes, sir. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Will the reporter read the 
last question and answer back? 

(Question and answer read by the reporter.) 

Q Mr. Grijalvo, will you relate to the Commission, in 
your own words, the trip that you took with the patrol under 
the accused. Lieutenant Kumai, in November on Tablas Island? 

A In a patrol from Despojols to the mountains of the same 
municipality, I was taken along by the Japanese, I witnessed 
a civilian who was killed by Kumai. That civilian, as I 
understood, waB brought along from the municipality of Despojols 
to guide the Japanese to hide-outs of the guerrillas. 

MR. SIMON: Let him go ahead. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: May I suggest to you that 
you tell the Commission only about the matters specified in 
the charge, and not other matters that may have happened on 
this patrol? 

MR. SIMON: I think the witness was telling us 
about Kumai taking a civilian from Despojols, who guided them 
to the mountains, and that was the man they killed. 

A Yes. 

MR. SIMON: I request the Commission to allow the 
witness to continue with his story. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The request of the defense is 
granted and the witness may continue his story. 










A (continuing): The man was died -- 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Is there any comment by the 
prosecution? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: No, sir, only the matter, as 
I have mentioned to the defense, is not specified in the 
Specification. If the defense wants that brought in, the 
prosecution is willing. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Does the defense feel it is 

relevant? 

MR. SIMON: Sir, the defense feels that the Charge 
la that - this accused "did unlawfully order and permit 
members of the Imperial Japanese Army then under his command 
to kill v one uharmed, noncombatant civilian," and this testimony 
is relating to that killing. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: If it is relevant, and I gather 
from what the defense says that the defense feels it is 
relevant, the witness may continue with his testimony. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Well, sir, the defense is 
mistaken in that the killing that is being talked about by 
the witness is not the killing specified. If you will recall, 
the specification states he ordered the killing, and it says 
nothing about him killing that man. Now, this is an 
entirely different killing the prosecution has not brought 
into the case. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: In view of the statement by the 
prosecution, do you still want him to continue with the story 
of the killing that, as I understand, is foreign to this case? 

MR. SIMON: Sir, the defense requests to ask thi3 






witness one question to see if this is another killing. Is 
this the only killing this man is going to testify to, or 
is there some other killing in mind? 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Wouldn't you like to have the 
prosecution ask that question for you? 

MR. SIMON* All right, sir. 

Q Mr. Grljalvo, this killing of a Filipino by Lieutenant 
Kumai that you have just testified about, is that the only 
killing that occurred on the patrol that you accompanied 
from Despojols to the mountains, or were there additional 
killings by members of fcumal's patrol? 

A It was an additional killing which I later on 
recalled, and which I did not state in my testimony in the 
case of the United States vs. Kono, and the United States va< 
Tozuka. 

MR. SIMON: Since this is a killing that has 
developed, it is requested of the Commission that his answer 
be stricken from the record, as being incompetent, irrelevant 
and immaterial. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If the Commission please, 
the prosecution stopped the witness when he went off on an 
unspecified charge, and at that time, the defense insisted 
the witness continue. The defense, in other words, adopted 
the testimony, where the prosecutor did not try to put thAt 
in the record. 

COLONEL WORTMAN* That is the impression that 
the Commission got, Mr. Simon. What are your views on the 
subject now? 

MR. SIMON: The defense is faced with the service 













of the specific specification on a killing that happened 
on a patrol in November 1943, around Despojols. This witness 
takes the stand and relates the facts of a killing. The 
specification being in, defense, and uncertain as it was, 

I assumed the killing he was testifying about is this killing 
mentioned in this specification. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Are you satisfied now that it is 
not the killing mentioned in the specification? 

MR. SIMON: I am satisfied, sir, and move that it 
bu stricken as being incompetent, irrelevant and immaterial 
to this action. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If the Commission please, 
the prosecution, as a matter of record, joins the defense in 
its motion that this particular testimony be stricken. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Subject to objection by any 
member, the motion of the defense is sustained. 

QUESTIONS BY LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD (continued): 

Q Mr. Grijalvo, will you relate to the Commission only 
the details of the patrol which have been specified against 
the accused, and with that In mind, will you continue with 
your story of this patrol, led by Lieutenant Kumai? 

A In that very same patrol, I witnessed the killing of an 
old man on the slope of the mountain. The man was killed by 
Interpreter Slmoje, and the patrol was under Lieutenant Kumai. 
A couple, an old man and an old woman, was found in a hut by 
the soldiers of Kumai. The soldiers of Kumai went near the 
hut, and also Kumai. Then Kumai spoke In Japanese, which, of 
course, I did not understand. Then, right away. Interpreter 
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Simoje got hold of his native bolo and stabbed the man by 
the back. 

MK. SIMON: Would the reporter please read 
back tho last three words? 

(Requested portion read by the reporter.) 

A In the back. We left the place, and as I saw tho man, 
he appeared to be dead. The old woman was spared. Prom that 
place we proceeded on our way, and about the top of a certain 
mountain, while Kumai and some of the other soldiers were at 
rest, some other Japanese who went farther away came 
back bringing along with them a woman. The woman, as she 
appeared, was a mountain woman. She was poorly dressed. 

She was brought in front of Kumai by his soldiers. Then 
Kumai spoke in Japanese, which again I did not understand. 
Right away, the soldiers stripped the woman of her clothes and 
his soldiers began handling her private parts. Then Kumai 
again spoke in Japanese, and the soldiers bound the woman 
by the hands and feet and hung her in a nearby blueberry 
troe.

Q Mr. Grijalvo, were there many inhabitants -- many natives 
around when this girl was captured by the patrol under 
Lieutenant Kumai, to the best of your knowledge? 

A I presumed that the natives were fleeing or had fled 
away or otherwise they had gone to the lowlands because the 
Japanese had warned them that any civilian who would be 
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Simoje got hold of his native bolo and stabbed the man by 

the back. 

MR. SIMON: Would the reporter please read 

back tho last three words? 

(Requested portion read by the reporter.) 

A In the back. Wo left the place, and as I saw tho man, 
he appeared to be dead. The old woman was spared. From that 
place we proceeded on our way, and about the top of a certain 
mountain, while Kumai and some of the other soldiers were at 
rest, some other Japanese who went farther away came 
back bringing along with them a woman.

A I presumed that the natives were fleeing or had fled 
away or otherwise they had gone to the lowlands because the 
Japanese had warned them that any civilian who would be 
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captured in the mountains would bo killed, 

o How do you know the Japanese had warned these inhabitants 
<S)f tho region that they would be killed? 

A Because while we were at Despojols when the civilians 
wero gathered or assembled. Colonel Tozuka spoke to thorn, and 
this w^s interpreted to them in the local dialect by Slmojo 
and in idle course of his speech he uttered those words 
warning the civilians that they must come down because they 
would be suspected of resisting the Japanese armed forces, 
and they might be killed. 

Q On the day that this girl was captured had tho patrol 
found any other civilians along the route? 

\ Well, I did not see they captured any civilians, but 
they brought that only girl in front of Kumai, 

Q So to tho best of your knowledge and belief, she was 
practically alone, about the only one that had net escaped? 

A Yos, sir. 

Q And have you any reason why 3he hadn't escaped from 
the patrol? 

MR. SIMON: If it please the Commission, I 
don't believe it i3 in the witness's knowledge as to why 
tills woman hadn't escaped from the Japanese patrol. 










LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: The prosecution believes 
the witness knows. 

MR. SIMON: I will object to that unless some 
foundation is laid that this witness would know why that 
woman did not escape from the Japanese patrol. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: The prosecution withdraws 

the question and resubmits the matter in a different way. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Very well, you may proceed. 

Mr. Simon, did you record an objection? 

MR. SIMON: Yes. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Do you withdraw your objection 
since the prosecution has stated that he is going to withdraw 
his question and reword his question? 

MR. SIMON: I will withdraw my objection* 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Very well, you may proceed. 

BY LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: 

Q Was there any physical peculiarity about this girl 
that was captured that you particularly noticed yourself? 

A I saw the woman she was blind. Her eyes though they 
were naturally open, they were coated with a dark substance 
which I presume she could not see and which I also presumed 
was the very reason why she was not able to escape and she 
fell into the hands of the Japanese soldiers. 

Q Now then, go back a bit. When Kuraai's patrol was at 
the mountains around Despojols and Simojc wen,fc up t0 the hut 
of this old man, was Kumai actually present when Siraoje 
killed the old man? 

A Yes, sir. The man was on the ground floor and Semoje 











didn't go up. 

Q So Kuraai could see what Sinoje was doing? 

A Yeu, sir. 

Q ArA to the best of your knowledge Lieutenant Kumai was 
the officer in command of the patrol, is that true? 

A Ves, sir. 

Q *tfhen this girl was captured by the Kumai patrol, how 

was she tied so that she would be suspended from the tree 
as you have mentioned? 

A She was tied; first her hands were tied separately 
then her feet were tied separately and then the hands and 
the feet were joined together and while she was hanging her 
heal was downward. As I said, her hands were tied together 
witn the feet. 

Q And Lieutenant Kumai was present when that happened? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q He was present when his soldiers mishandled her and 

mistreated her, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q How far were you from where the killing of the old man 

occurred? 

A I was very near; I was about three or four meters 

away; I was just outside the hut. 

Q So you could see it well yourself? 

A Yes. 

4 And how far were you away from the point where the 
soldiers mistreated the girl? 

A About five meters away. 
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Q And Lieutenant Kumai was perhaps how far away from 
that point? 

A He was just standing in front of the woman. 

Q And both of these incidents happened in the month of 

November 1943, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: The prosecution has no 
more questions. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Cross-examination by the defense? 
CROSS_EXAMINATION 

BY MR. SIMON: 

Q Was the entire Tozuka battalion at Tablas Island in 
November of 1943? 

A As far as I know they were all there. 

Q How many soldiers were therel^ at Despojols at the time 
£ou mentioned? 

A There were about 100 soldiers more or less. 

Q Was Lieutenant Colonel Tozuka there? 

A He was in the town of^Despojols. 

Q And who is Lieutenant Colonel Tozuka? 

A He is a Japanese officer. 

Q What is his duty with the battalion? 

A Well, as far as my knowledge of him is concerned, I 
presume he is a commander of the Japanese expedition. 

Q Do you known Captain Kengo Vatanabe? 

A I know a Japanese by the name of Captain Watanabe but I 

couldn't be sure whether he was Kengo or he may be somebody 
else. 
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Q Was Captain Watanabe at Despojols? 

A No, sir. 

Q What other officers were there with Colonel Tozuka? 

A There were several others, subordinate officers of 
Colonel Tozuka. I did not know their names. 

Q And what day was it when you came to Despojols? 

A It was sometime in November 1943. 

Q Do you know the date? 

A I do not remember the date. 

'4 Do you know what time of the day it was when you 
arrived there? 

A We arrived in Despojols in the afternoon, about the 
following day when we landed at Tablas Island. 

Q Was it in the very last week of November 1943? 

A Maybe the third or fourth week, I cannot be exactly 

sure. 

Q Are you sure it was 1943? 

A I am sure it was in November 1943. 

Q Have you discussed this matter with the attorney for 
the prosecution? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Did you go over the entire story with the lieutenant 
right here? 

A Yes. 

Q You have? And everything you testified in this case 
met with his approval when you first told him about it, is 
that right? 

A Yes, 3ir. 
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Q Did you have to make any changes in your story in order 
to please him? 

A I do not have to make any changes. On the contrary 
I personally related to him a certain incident which I had 
forgotten in the case against Colonel Tozuka and the case 
against General Kono, and I advised him that it might not be 
acceptable inasmuch as it is not included in the specifications . 
However, he gave me the option as to whether to relate it or 
not for the Commission. 

<4 But you have testified in the case of General Kono and 
in the case of Lieutenant Colonel Tozuka, is that right? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q And you never told this story before until you got to 
this room this morning? 

A Because at that time I was not able to remember it. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If It please the Commission, 
the prosecution is a little bit mixed up here. Are you asking 
him about questions of his testimony that was stricken from 
the record at your request? 

MR. SIMON: I believe the witness is a little bit 

confused. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission believes the 
defense's last remark might be misunderstood and I would like 
to have the reporter read that statenunt back ggain. 

(The reporter read back the statement in question.) 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Which story is the defense 
referring to, the one which he actually related here this 
morning or the incident he was about to relate and which he 
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was prevented from relating on objection by the defense? 

MR. SIMON: If I could have that question on which 
I asked him about this, read back by-'the reporter, I may be 
able to answer that question. 

(The reporter read back tho question asked by the defense 

COLONEL WORTMAN: I believe the defense meant 
that part of the story which he was about to relate <ond was 
prevented from relating, is that correct or not? 

MR. SIMON: Sir, I meant any story that ho is now 
telling on the stand. If the witness has prepared a story 
to toll this Commission, now he says in his own testimony 
that he never did tell this story. Maybe the witness could 
tell uo which story that he is now creating for this Commission 

COLONEL WORTMAN: 1 would be interested to know th§.t 

too, sir. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If the Commission please, 
the prosecution suggests tho defenseh&s pretty well .mixed 
up tho proceedings because of the testimony that has been 
stricken from the record and the testimony that has been 
given since that point. I suggest tho defense stick only to 
what is actually acceptable into the record and the witness 
bo questioned just on that. Nov if tho other story is one 
that tho defense wishes to open up, che prosecution would 
object for tho sake of the record but would bo very happy 
to bring it in. 

MR, PIMON: Sir, may J pursue a different line of 
quos Honing. 

COLONEL WORTHS * Very well. 
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Q Do you hate the Japanese? 

A Of course I hate them because of what they have done 

to my people. They have killed Innocent people, they have 
killed defenseless civilians, some of them relatives of mine, 
were mistreated by them; I was made to work for them 
and In all those acts I have learned to hate the Japanese. 

Q And you will do everything in your power to see 
that these Japanese are punished, is that right? 

A I will do everything provided all that I say is the 
truth, nothing but the truth. 

Q, Were you there when this expedition formed under 
Lieutenant Kumai to leave Despojols? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Did Colonel Tozuka issue any order to Lieutenant Kumai? 

A I had not seen, sir. 

Q Where were you when the expedition was formed? 

A I was right in the municipality of Despojols in the 

house where the Japanese were living. 

Q Were you near to Lieutenant Kumai? 

A No, sir. 

Q How far away were you from him? 

A Well, I am not so near to him because when we left 
Despojols the soldiers were in formation while I was, myself, 
out of the formation, quite far away from him. 

Q When you arrived at this home where thi3 man was killed 
by Simoje, what day was that? 

A Well, I could not remember the exact date. 

Q You remember what month that was? 
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Q Do you hate the Japanese? 

A Of course I hate them because of what they have done 

to my people. They have killed innocent people, they have 
killed defenseless civilians, some of them relatives of mine, 
were mistreated by them; I was made to work for them 
and in all those acts I have learned to hate the Japanese. 

Q And you will do everything in your power to see 
that these Japanese are punished, is that right? 

A I will do everything provided all that I say is the 
truth, nothing but the truth. 

Q Were you there when this expedition formed under 
Lieutenant Kuraai to leave Despojols? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Did Colonel Tozuka issue any order to Lieutenant Kumai? 
A I had not see^sir. 

Q Where were you when the expedition was formed? 

A I was right in the municipality of Despojols in the 

house where the Japanese were living. 

Q Were you near to Lieutenant Kumai? 

A No, sir. 

Q How far away were you from him? 

A Well, I am not so near to him because when we left 
Despojols the soldiers were in formation while I was, myself, 
out of the formation, quite far away from him. 

Q, When you arrived at this home where this man was killed 
by Simoje, what day was that? 

A Well, I could not remember the exact date. 

Q You remember what month that was? 
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It vat in November 1943. 

Q How fr.r was that from Despojols? 

A It is quite far, I could not even estimate; it is quite 

far. 
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Q Could you set Sinaje take clothing out of the house. 
Lake some clothing -- plunder their house? 

A I have not seen. That house was' a very poor house. 

It was only a hut and the occupants 'were poorly clad. 

Q Did you see Siwoje take anything out of the house? 

A I have not seen. 

Q Where vas Lieutenant Kumai when the expedition first 
approached that house? 

A He wna also with the group. 

Q Mrs he at the head of the group? 

A He used to walk at the head of the group. 

Q And who brought the native to Lieutenat Kumai? 

A He was not brought before Lieutenant Kumai. Lieutenant 
Kumai, Interpreter Sinoje and the soldiers were the ones 
that came closer to them. They were all inside the hut. 

Q And they all went inside the hut to see the man? 

A Lieutenant Kumai and SJLmoje went, and the soldiers 
were nearby. 

Q Was that in the house? 

* It was in the house, but the floor was on the ground. 

Q Did it hove solid walls all around? 

A Pour walls made of banana and coconut leaves. It was 
not well enclosed. 

Q Could you look right through the house? 

A Yes, sir, in front, because the front was open, 
completely open. 

Q And where was SJtmoje when he stabbed this man? 

A He was inside the hut. 






Q And the killing took place inside the hut? 

A Inside the hut, 

Q And how far were you from the hut at that time? 

A I was very near, three or four meters, Just-o«tside 

the hut in front of the hut, 

Q Where were the other Japanese soldiers? 

A Some Japanese soldiers were around, and some of them 
were Just near the hut, 

Q Were you a guerrilla? 

A Yes, sir, 

Q And you served the guerrillas during the time you 

worked, for the Japanese? 

A Well, during the time when I was working with the 
Japanese? my connection with the guerrillas was temporarily 
disconnected, 

Q And how long did you work for the Japanese? 

A I was in prison for ninety days, and I worked as a 
oargador for the Japanese sixty-four days, 

Q Sixty-four days. Was there a struggle between Simoje 
and this native? 

A Never, sir. There was never any struggle because the 
man was lying on the ground with the back facing Simoje, and 
Simoje Just struck him in the back, 

Q And how did the man get on the ground? 

A When we arrived at the hut, he was already lying on the 

ground. Maybe he was sick. For some other reason which I dcr 
not know, he was lying, 

Q And the man did not move at all? 

A He moved when he was hit by the bolo. 


Q Prior to the tine he was struck, what was that nan. 
doing? 

A He vas lying. 

Q How did you knov whether he vas alive or dead at that 
time? 

A Because vhen he vas hit by the bolo, he moved. This 
merely goes to shov he vas alive, because if he vas not olive 
he would not have moved. 

Q There vas no conversation between this man and Kutnai? 

A No, sir. 

Q Vas there any conversation between this native and 

Sanjoe? 

A No, sir. 

Q This man made - no movement whatsoever during the tine 
the patrol approached the house? 

A 1 did not knov, because I wes not yet in a position 
see whether he was moving when the patrol was still approach¬ 
ing tlie house. 

Q Now, do you know whether any orders had been issued to 
tlie patrol in connction with disposing of any prisoners cap- 
tured? 

A I do not know any, but as far as r.iy observation of the. 
incident is concerned, Kumai might have the’ discretion in 
disposing of the prisoners r the natives that night be 
captured by them. In fret, he- spared ' woman and killed the 
old m* n. That merely goes t: show ttrt he' had the choice of 
vbat ba will do. 

Q Did Colonel Tozukr. issue any orders in c' nnecti n with 








A I do not know. 

Q Did Colonel Tozuka tell the people at Despojols 
what would happen, to any orisoners caught in the mountains? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q What did he tell the people? 

A He told the prisoners that they must stay in the 
lowlands because if they are captured it might be possible 
that they might be killed by the Japanese soldiers. 

Q Do you remember the exact words that Colonel Tozuka 
used? 

A According to my own words, that is what he told them. 

I cannot remember the exact words. 

Q Did he say they would be killed if he caught them in. 
the mountains? 

A I cannot be sure of the exact words. In fact, what 
the exact words it might be modified by the interpreter. 

As far as I have remembered, as far as my humble memory 
can recall, those are the words uttered by the interpreter. 

Q And what were these words that you remembered? 

A That the people would have to go down to the lowlands 
because if they are ceptured by the Japanese soldiers, they 
might be killed. 

Q Was there a conversation between. Simoje and Kumai 
before this man was killed? 

A Kumai just spoke in. Japanese, and I have not 
remembered Simoje answering him. It was Kumai who talked to 
Simoje, and I have not heard Simoje answer Kumai. 

Q And was the man killed before Kumai talked to 
Simoje? 
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A No,, sir, after. 

Q Hov long after? 

A Right after Kuraai terminated his talk. 

Q Was Simoje ever punished for killing this man? 

A As far as I know, he vas never punished. In fact, in 

some other expeditions I sav him kill and not any action 
vas taken against him for killing the civilians, because 
the Japanese soldiers themselves killed civilians. 

Q Do you speak Japanese? 

A No, sir. 

Q Do you understand Japanese? 

A No, sir. 

Q In regard to this voman that they captured, vould you 

tell the Commission vhat type of clothing she wore? 

A She was wearing just some rags covering her organs. 

Q Pretty badly torn clothing? 

A Well, it was a little bit torn, but it is so placed 
that if it would not be forcibly taken out from her, it 
would stay on. her in place. 

Q Was she wearing sackcloth? 

A Well, I cannot exactly distinguish, but it was old 
clothing. 

Q Was this woman talking along the trails there in the 
mountain? 

A I do not know, sir, because I saw him only when he 
va3 brought along by the Japanese soldiers, one Japanese 
soldier holding her by the left hand and another holding 
her by the right hand. 
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Q Were there any sores on the woman's body? 

A As far as I can recall, it was clean body, but it 
was black. 

Q Black body? Was 3he dirty? 

A"' Well, there were some mud stains on her body. 
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Q And other types of stains on her body? 

A I have not recalled, I do not remember. I saw some mud. 

Q Did you see Lieutenant Kumai question this woman? 

A I have not seen, sir. 

Q Did you see Lieutenant Kumai talk to this woman? 

A Lieutenant Kumai just talked in front of that woman, 
but I do not know whether that talk was directed to the 
w:nan or not, because as far as I know, it was not being 
directed to the woman, and becuase if it were directed to 
the woman, it would have been translated by Interpreter 
Slmoje. 

Q 7/ere there any nipa huts in that vicinity? 

A They were very rare. 

Q Wasn't there one about three hundred meters away from 
where this patrol was questioning this woman? 

A Well, the hut I could not exactly give the distance 
of the hut, because it was in such a location from the very 
place where we were"standing, we could not see the hut. 

Q Didn't you see this woman indicate to Lieutenant Kumai 
the location of her hut? 

A Well, I have not seen. In fact, the woman was blind 
and even if she had decided to indicate, she could not, be¬ 
cause after bringing her, she was at a loss where she was now. 
Q How far were you from the woman? Strike that. 

What vis the closest that you approached this woman? 

A About five meters away. 

Q Did you look into her eyes? 

A Sure. 
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Q Describe to the Commission what her eyes looked like. 

A Her eyes were naturally open, but it was coated with 

a dark substance, which I presume she was blind, and more 
than that, upon being caught by the Japanese, she didn't dare 
to look around. She was just looking on the ground in front 
of her, with her head slightly bowed down, 

Q Did you get a good look at her eyes? 

A Yes, sir, 

Q You did? ^jid did they seen to recognize that a person 
was near her? 

A Well, she could recognize or may know tho person near, 
her because of their conversation. Maybe her hearing was 
normal. 

Q Did she use a cane? 

A No, sir. 

Q Did she have anybody to guide her? 

A Nobody. 

Q In fact, you don't know whether that woman was blind? 

A I know, sir. 

Q And how do you know that that woman was blind, 

A I have stated already I saw her eyes naturally opened 
but it was covered with a dark substance. That is the very 
reason I believe she was blind, and from her movements , I 
could conclude that she was blind, because if she could 
see she would look around or look straight at the soldiers or 
the officer in front of her, but she didn't look at anyone else. 
Q Is it true ,dQL the time the soldiers held her she kept 
looking at the ground with her head bent? 

A I can not be sure of that. I only saw her when she was 
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in frcnt of Kunai. tVhcn she was walking, I could owe her 
with her head in that position. 

0 How f«..r was sho walking? 

^ 'When I saw her she was about fifteen meters away, 

Q She walked toward Kunai? 

A Yes sir, drug along by the soldiers. 

0 What is that? 

*1 Drug long by the soldiers, hold by both hands. 

Q Did you hear Lieutenant Kunai bawl out Sinoje for bother¬ 
ing that nan? 

A I have never heard, sir. 

Q Never hoard? 

Nc. 

Q v c .s this the first patrol that you have ever been on 

with Lieutenant Kunai? 

A It was the only petrol I have been on, 

Q ’Vos that the only patrol Lieutenant Kunai was cn? 

A I Can't say, because in the whol. ..-xpedition where I 

went with, I sc.v; several petrols.wont out. and it night be 
possible that Kunai nust to one f the officers in charge 
of the patrols. 

Q Did Sinoje generally interpret for Captain '.Vatnnabc? 

A No sir. 

Q For whom did Sinojr y .:icrally interpret? 

** Ho interprets t the Japanese officer where he right 
to assigned. Sc jotines he is • ssiyn, d tc to. officer, rent- 
tir.es t .> :wiother 011 c in the c ur f th.. xpediticr., f ar 
as* I r‘.-•enter, tec u.o I was dlwys with Simone. He inv.T- 
p re ted far several J.-paneso -if ie. . 0 , :.id one of *thcr was 
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Lieutenant Kumai. 

Q But he only went with Lieutenant Kunai on this one 
expedition? 

A Yes sir. 

Q Vfas Slnoje extremely hostile to the Filipinos? 

A Y/ell, sometimes he is good, sometimes he is hostile. 

Q Are you fairly familiar with Slnoje's history? 

A No sir. I only knew him when I went to tho expedition, 
because I was specifically assigned tinder him. 

Q Well, how old was this woman? 

A The woman was more or less fifty years old. 

Q How old? 

A Thirty years old. 

Q Was this this.wonafi that'y u thought’tins -blind? 

A Yes sir. / 

Q And how old is she? 

A About thirty years old. 

Q What made you think that? 

A When I see a woman I could give an approximation. Of 
course, not an accurate,true age} it might be wrong, it might 
bd correct, 

Q Y/'ere there any persons from the woman's family nearby? 

A I have not seen. 

Q Did you see five people from her family hiding nearby? 

A I only saw her, sir. 

Q Did you hoar whether five members of her family wore 
in hiding nearby? 

A I have not heard anything. * > 

Q Did this woman talk to Kunai? 
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Lieutenant Kumai. 

Q But he only went with Lieutenant Kumai on this one 
expedition? 

A Yes sir. 

Q Y/as SS.no.je extremely hostile to the Filipinos? 

A Well, sometimes he is good, sometimes he is hostile. 

Q Are you fairly familiar with Sinoje's history? 

A No sir. I only knew him when I went to the expedition, 
because I was specifically assigned under him. 

Q Well, how old was this woman? 

A The woman was more or less fifty years old. 

Q How old? 

A Thirty years old. 

Q Was this this.womah that'y u thought'Was .blind? 

A Yes sir. / 

Q And how old is she? 

A About thirty years old. 

Q What made you think that? 

A When I see a woman I could give an approximation. Of 
course, not an accurate*true age} it might be wrong, it might 
b4 correct. 

Q Were there any persons from the woman's family nearby? 
A I have not seen. 

Q Did you see five people from her family hiding nearby? 

A I only saw her, sir. 

Q Did you hoar whether five members of her family we^re 
in hiding nearby? 

A I have not heard anything. * ^ 

Q Did this woman talk to Kumai? 
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A I have not heard her talk. She was silent. 

Q She never 3aid a word? 

A She just screamed, she just cried when she was held by 
the Japanese, or at anything which she might not like when she 
was held by the Japanese. 

Q She seemed to recognize that it was the Japanese who were 
holding her? 

A I cannot be sure of that, but if I were to use my 
opinions, she might recognize them. Talking in her own 
language you can recognize, and even if you can close your 
eyes you can recognize a Filipino. 









Q Did you see Lieutenant Kumai bring this woman a hemp 
bag as a dress substitute? 

A I have not seen, sir. 

Q At the time this woman was being tied, where did the 

rest of the patrol go to? 

A Two Japanese soldiers brought her a little farther 
distance, where the blueberry grows, where Kumai and the rest 
of the group were standing at the very place where the 
group rested. 

Q Did the rest of the platoon leave in pursuit of some 
more Filipinos? 

A As far as I know it was the group that was there when 
the woman was brought. About the very same number was left 
at a distance. 

Q And didn't some of them leave to pursue some Filipinos? 
A I do not know, sir. 

Q Who mishandled this woman? 

A Soldiers of Kumai. 

Q Do you know their names? 

A I do not know; maybe if I could see them I might 
romombir some of thbir faces. But their names I do not know. 
Q How many soldiers mishandled this woman? 

A Two soldiers who were holding her by the hand and 
then some other soldiers were in front of the woman when 
she was brought right in front of Kumai and when her 
clothing was stripped off and soldiers around mishandled her 
private parts. 

Q Wasn't this woman's clothing torn while she was 
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struggling to free herself from the Japanese soldiers? 

A I did not see her struggle. She didn't struggle any. 

As far as I have seen her, there va3 not any action on her 
part that she struggled to free herself from her captobs. 

Q In fact, she stood motionless as they undressed her? 

A Well, when she was undressed she closed her legs 

together. Of course, her hands cannot move because she was 
held by the Japanese by the one hand and by the other 
Japanese by the other hand. 

Q But that is the only movement? 

A Ye3, sir. 

Q When the patrol departed from where this woman was, 

where were you in the patrol? What wa3 your position among 

the soldiers? 

A I was at the rear. 

Q With Lieutenant Kuraai? 

A No, with Simoje because Lieutenant Kumai was in the 

front of the group while Simoje ^nd myself were at the rear. 

Q Did you see some Japanese soldiers untie this woman 
from the tree? 

A Never, sir. I have not soon any Japanese soldiers untie 

her, because in fact we were about the last to leave the place 
and the Japanese soldiers, including Lieutenant Kumai, were 
already ahead. 

Q What was your job with the patrol? 

A Cargador. 

Q And you carried a large bundle •> 

A Not so big because I only carried rice, guns, swords and 


J 
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and things like that that will be used by myself and 
Interpreter Simoje during the duration of the patrol. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission will recess until 
1300 this afternoon. 

(The Commission adjourned at 1145 hours until 1300 hours. ) 
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AFTERNOON SESSION 
The Commission reconvened, pursuant to the noon recess, 
at 1300 hours at Court No. 2,.High Commissioner’s Residence, 
Manila, P. I., 8 July 1946. 

COLONEL VORTMAN: The Commission is in session. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Sir, let the record show 
that all the members of the Commission are present. Colonel 
Wortman, Colonel Hurd, and Major Zukerman, that the accused, 
together with his defense counsel and personal interpreter, 
and members of the prosecution are present. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Redirect examination? 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: 

Q Mr. Grijalvo, the prosecution has one more thing they 
want to ask you. During your testimony on cross-examination 
you mentioned that while you were trith the Japanese on this 
expedition that your connection with the guerrillas was 
temporarily broken. Would you explain to the Commission 
just what you meant by that? 

A I meant when I said that my connection with the 
guerrillas was temporarily broken or discontinued that 
although when I left the headquarters I was a part of the 
guerrilla unit in Panay, that upon being captured my name 
was included first in the casualty, list as being captured in 
the line of duty and later on they heard of me as having been 
killed by the Japanese and a special order was issued by the 
division headquarters wherein ray name w&3 dropped from the 
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rolls and rosters of the guerrilla unit in Panay. However, 

I had in mind that if and when I could be freed, I shall 
return to my mother unit. I could 3ay that during that 
period *nv connection with the guerrillas was temporarily 
discontinued. 

Q And when you did get away from the Japanese did you 
return to your unit and wore you put back on the rolls? 

A After I was released by the Japanese I was very thin 
and I was 3ickly. I first stayed out; I didn't come in to 
report until I was in good physical condition and when I 
returned to my mother unit I was asked some questions and 
after having undergone a two-months period and I had proven 
myself undoubtedly loyal to the cause of the army, I wxs 
reinstated to the full enjoymont of both my rank and 
prerogatives. 

Q And in both the instances which you mentioned to the 
Commission where the old mm was killed by Siraoje ar.d where 
the girl was mistreated by the soldiers of Kumai, was the 
accused. Lieutenant Kumai, present? 

A Yes, 3ir. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: The prosecution has no 
further questions. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Recross.examination? 

MR. SIMON: No further questions. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Questions by the Commission? 
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EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 

BY COLONEL HURD: 

Q I believe in your direct testimony you stated about as 
follows: You said the interpreter got hold of a native bolo 
and stabbed the old man in the back. He left the place and 
as he left, you saw the man and he appeared to be dead. Have 
you any assurance that the man was dead? 

A Well, as far as my personal observation is concerned, I 
could say that the man was dead. 

Q Was the wound such as should have produced death? 

A Yes, sir, because the wound at the back as I saw it 

passed through the body. 

Q Did it come out on the other side? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q The man was lying on his face? 

A Yes. 

Q The old man was lying on his face? 

A Ha-vas lying with the side of his body on the ground 
facing with his back the interpreter who stabbed him, 

Q The bolo went clear through his body and came out 
through the other side? 

A Yes, sir, 

FURTHER CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY MR. SIMON: 

Q In What portion of the back was the man stabbed? 

A About the middle of the back. 

Q And you saw that bolo knife went right through the 
man and came out through his chest? 
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Q Was it his chest or his stomach that the bolo knif e 
came out through? 

A Well, it came out in front. 

Q Between the ribs? 

A I have not investigated. 

Q Actually you did not investigate? 

A Actually I did not see whether it passed through 
the ribs. 

Q Was the man moving as you left the area? 

A When we left the area the man was no longer moving, 

Q Did you observe him? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Was the man dead before he was stabbed? 

A No, sir. 

Q How do you know? 

A Because when he was struck he moved and that is an 
evidence that there was life in the man because if he were 
dead after being hit he didn't move. 

Q Was the withdrawal of the bolo from the man's 
body what caused the movement? 

A It was not. 

Q How do you know that? 

A Because the movement caused by the bolo would move 
his body to a distance farther in front but in hitting him 
he was lying and his body stretched and I heard him «ry. 

Q You say you heard him cry? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Is this the first time you testified about that man 


crying? 


A. Yes, sir. 

MR. SIMON: No further questions, sir. -- Just one 


more question, sir. 

Q Did you ever go hack to that place to inspect that 
dead body? 

A No.

MR. SIMON: That is nil, sir. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: There appear 
further questions, the witness i3 excused.

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If the CommIsaion please, 
the next witness is Oseo Sandoval who will testify on the 
additional specification. 


OSEO SANDOVAL 

called as a witness for the prosecution, being first duly 
sworn, was examined and testified as follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: 

Q What is your name? 

A My name is Oseo Sandoval. 

Q Where do you live? 

A I live in Buenavista, Oulmaras Island, Iloilo. Pan<;y. 

9, And what is your age? 

A Twenty-one years old. 

Q During the time that th Japanese occupied Panay Island, 
were you -t any time captured by them? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q And following your capture were you imprisoned by them? 







crying? 


A Yes, sir. 


MR. SIMON: No further questions, sir. -- Just one 
more question, sir. 

Q Did you ever go “back to that place to inspect that 
dead "body? 


to be np 


A No. 

MR. SIMON: That is nil, sir. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: There appear 
further questions, the witness i3 excused. 

(Witn©3s excused.) 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If the Commission please, 
the next witness is Oseo Sandoval who will testify on the 
additional specification. 


OSEO SANDOVAL 

called as a witness for the prosecution, being first duly 
sworn, was examined and testified ns follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: 

Q What is your name? 

A My name i3 Oseo Sandoval. 

Q Where do you live? 

A I live in Buenavista.. Oujmaras Island, Iloilo. Fancy. 

0 And what is your age? 

A Twenty- mo ye?.rs ole 1 . 

Q During the time that the Japanese occupied Pinny Island, 
were you • t any tiruo captured by them? 

A Yes, sir. 

0, And foil owing your capture were you imprisoned by them? 







A Yes, sir. 

Q After your release by the Japanese did you accompany 
one of their expeditions as a cargador? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Do you know the approximate date that this expedition 
started out? 

A Yes, sir, it was in the year 1943, December. 

Q Do you remember the day of the month at all, or do you 

just remember it was the month of December? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you remember the day of the month? 

A I don't know, sir. 

Q How many Japanese would you estimate were on this 
expedition? 

A There were, I think, seventy to seventy-five Japanese 
with the expedition. 

Q And where did the expedition start? 

A It started in Calinog. 
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Q Hr.d the expedition been brought from Iloilo to 
Calinog in trucks? 

A Yes, sir*. 

Q As the expedition left Colinog, where did it go from 
there? 

A From Calinog it crossed Lambunoa, 

Q And after Lambunoa, vhere? 

A After Lambunoa it stopped at Ganiuay. Then in. the 
morning ve started to go to the mountains of Ganiuay. 

Q Did you accompany a platoon tovard the mountains? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Did you know any of the Japanese officers with that 
platoon, or was there more than one -- strile that. Was 
there more than one Japanese Officer with that platoon? 

A I knov the-\; was only one. 

Q Do you knov the name of that one Japanese officer? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q What was the name? 

A Captain Kumai, sir. 

Q Do you see this Japanese officer,that you call Captain 
Kumai, in this court room? 

A I beg your pardon? 

Q Let me repeat the question. Do you see this Japanese 
officer that you call Captain Kumai, that was in charge of 
that patrol, in this court room? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q. Would you walk over tovard him and point him out, if 

you are able to do so? 

A This 1 3 Kumai (pointing). 


Q That is the Captain. Kumai that you mentioned? 

A Yes, sir. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Let the record show that 
the witness walked over and pointed to the accused. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Let the record show that the 
witness properly identified the accused. 

Q Whose baggage were you carrying when, this platoon, 
went out to the expedition? 

A It was Morata's baggage. 

Q And was Morsta a Filipino collaborator accompanying the 
expedition? ^ 

A He was the Filipino spy. 

Q How did you learn the name of Captain Kumai? 

A Because some of the soldiers usually celled him 
"Captain Kumai." 

Q Now, this platoon led by Kumai went from Gfoniucy into 
what barrio? 

A Barrio Pispis. 

Q And what was the next barrio that it passed through , 

to the best of your recollection? 

A Fron Pi3pis it passes — it went to -- it passes by 
Pnbnyfc. 

Q And did the platoon next go to the barrio of Lucena? 

A yes, sir. 

Q Now, on the way to Lucena did this patrol pass near 
Eadianr? 

A yes, - ir. 

Q Will you toll the-Commission -- strike that. Did the 
Petrol capture any natives between Lucena and ISaf.ianf? 










A Yes, air, they captured one quite old men. 

Q Do you know the name of this old man? 

A I don't know. 

Q And what would you estimate his age to be? 

A He was around thirty-five. 

Q And was he forced te accompany the expedition from 
this point on to Badiang? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q When the patrol got to Boniong, were any more natives 
captured? 

A Yes, 3ir, there were two more natives crjptured. 

Q After the patrol, this platoon led by Kumal reached 

Badiang, did it rest? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q And did you see these three men that had been captured 
questioned? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Do you know who was questioning them? 

A Yes, sir, it was Captain Kumai, through an interpreter. 

Q Through an interpreter. How far were you from the 
point where Kumai wa3 questioning these three men? 

A *. ’p. about the distance of thirty me! . 

Q About thirty meters? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Pal you were able to sec and recognise Kywei? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Were these three men questioned in a group by Kumai, or 

were they questioned one by one? 

A They were questioned one by one. 
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Q Were you able to hear any of the questions that 

Kuraei vas asking these men through the interpreter? 

A I could not hear, sir. 

Q After the first men had been questioned by Kumai vhat 
happened to that first man? 

A I sav him, he vas beheaded. The first man vas beheaded. 
Q Who beheaded him? 

A It vas Captain. Kumai. 

Q Did he do it vith a sword? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q And the second and third men that had been captured, 
after they were questioned vhat happened to the”tf 
A They were also beheaded, sir. 

Q And who beheaded them? 

A It vas the same Captain Kumai. 

Q Were these men made to kneel or squat before they Vert 
beheaded? 

A They were squatting, sir. They were made to squat. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Will you read that back, I 
didn't get it? 

(Answer read by the reporter.) 

Q, And you actually sav Kumai take the sword and behead 
these three men? 

A Yes, dr. 

Q Do you know whether these men were killed or not? 

A I don't know, sir. 

Q Did you see their heads roll from their bodies? 

A They didn't. 

Q Was the $v;ord stroke raed to behead them -such'that it 
might have kiJ Leu them? 









A Yes, sir. 

Q Did you pass their bodies later? 

MR. SIMON: Just a moment. I move to strike the 
witness' last statement. Tfcepe is no foundation laid. And, 
secondly, he is not in a position to know -whether the sword 
stroke was sufficient that it could have killed them. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: The prosecution would be 


glad to rephrase the question. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Do you withdraw your objection? 

MR. SIMON: Sir, there is some evidence in the 
record now in response to the question, "Was the sword/strong 
enough to kill them?" and the answer, he believed it was. 

I move to strike that testimony from the record because there 
is no foundation laid. 


COLONEL WORTMAN: Is that an objection? 

MR. SIMON: It is a motion to strike. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: To strike what? 

MR. SIMON: Both the question and answer. If you 
will read back, I will tell you. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Are you objecting to 

something that has already been put in before? 


MR. SIMON: Right. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Subject to objection by any 
member, the motion of the defense is not sustained. 

MR. SIMON: If it please the members of the 
Commission, the defense requests that rulings on matters 
of law be entered and based upon ruling by the law member 
of the Commission. 


COLONEL WORTMAN: The President is the law member. 
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MR. SIMON: Of this Commission? 

COLONEL WORTMAI'i: Yes, sir. You may proceed. 

Q Did you later have occasion to pass the bodies of these 
men? 

A I don't pass near the bodies of the men. 

Q How long after you saw Kumai strike them with the 
sword did their bodies lay there? 

A When they were killed and we were -- after they were 
killed we started our journey. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Will the reporter read that 
last answer back, please? 

(Answer read by the reporter.) 

Q Prom the time that you saw Lieutenant Kumai strike 
them with his sword lujtil... you left, did you see any of the 
bodies of the three men move at all? 

A I didn't. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Prosecution has no more 
questions, sir. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Cross examination? 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

BY MR. SIMON: 

Q Are you a guerrilla? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q And how long did you work for the Japs? 

A It was only one week, sir. 

Q Just one week. Where did this patrol start from in 

December 1943? 

A Prom Iloilo we rode in a truck to Calinog. 
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Q Is Iloilo the headquarters for the Japanese Army at 
Panay? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Did Colonel Tozuka issue any instructions to Captain 
Kumai before they left? 

A Would you please read that back? 

COLONEL WORTMANs Will you please read back the 

ansver? 

(Answer read by the reporter.) 

A I don't know. 

Q Did you see any other officer talking to Captain Kumai 
before the expedition left Iloilo? 

A I didn't. 

Q Where did you join this expedition? 

A I joined the expedition at Calinog. 

Q At Calinog? 

A At Calinog. 

Q That was where you were captured? 

A No, sir. 

Q Were there any other officers in. this Japanese 
expedition besides Captain Kumai? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q There were? How many more officers were there? 

A I know only three officers. 

Q Who were those three officers that you knew? 

A Captain Watanabe, Captain Otsuka. 

Q Captain Watanabe was with the patrol? 

A Yes, sir. 
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LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If the prosecution, may. 

Here, Sir, I think there is again. a mixup occurring. When 
you say "expedition," are you referring to the petrol, 
platoon going out, or are you referring to the entire 
expedition that he joined? This man has only testified about 
one expedite cjjp. • „ 

MR. SIMON: No, but the expedition Is -- 
COLONEL WORTMAN: For the purpose of being sure 
that the vitness understands your question, It is felt that 
if you consistently use the word "expedition," If that is 
what you mean, it might make It easier for him to answer 
your questions intelligently. 

MR. SIMON: You wish me to use the word "expedi¬ 
tion"? 

COLONEL WORTMAN: If that Is what you mean, Mr. 
Simon. I think it will help you to get the testimony that 
you want to much better advantage. 

Q Was Captain Watanabe on this expedition? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q And was a Lieutenant Colonel Tozuka on this expedition? 

A He is not with the expedition, s'ir. 

Q And who is this other lieutenant that was on the 
expedition? 

A OtsUka. 

Q Was Captain Watanabe the leader of the entire expedition? 
A Yes, sir. 
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Q And Captain Kumai vas under Captain Watanabe? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Wlien you vent to barrio JPadiang vas Captain Watanabe 
there? 

A No, he is not there.

Q Did you know whether Captain Watanabe issued any 
orders to Captain Kunai when the expedition went to Badiang? 
A I don't know. 

Q Were there any other officers on this expedition 
besides Captain Kunai? 

A Do you nean t the expedition at Badiang? 

Q Badiang, yes. 

A I know no other officer except Captain Kunai* 

Q How about Lieutenant Itai? Did you know hin? 

A I don*t hin. 

Q Was Captain Kunai's group divided up into platoons? 

A His group is only one platoon. 

Q Was the platoon broken up into squads, do you know? 

A Sonetlnea. 

Q On this expedition to Badiang? 

A It was not broken Into squads in Badiang? 

Q Did you have a radio operator along with you? 

A I don't know. 1 

Q Wore there any radios carried on this expedition to 
Badiang? 

A I don't knew, 

Q What did you carry on the expedition? 

A I carried loads. 

Q How did the expedition keep in contact with Captain 
Watanabe? 

A He cane in contact in Cabatuan. 

Q Do you know whether ho talked to hin by wireless? 

A I don't know, 

Q Did you know a guerrilla by t he nano of Montora? 
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A I don’t know. 

Q This first native that was captured by Captain Kunai's 

expedition, did he act as a guide for the expedition? 

A I guess he did act as a guide. 

Q How long did this expedition stay in Badiang? 

A It stayed there only an hour. 

Q What tine of the day did you arrive at Badiang? 

A I don’t know, only it is norning. 

Q Was it light? 

A. I guess it is late in the norning. 

Q About what tine in the norning? 

A I don’t know. 

Q Had the sun cone up? 

A Sure. 

Q Had you had your breakfast by that tine? 

A Of course, 

Q Where did you have your breakfast, in Badiang? 

A No, it was not in Badiang* 

Q Where did you have your breakfast that day? 

A I don't know where we had our breakfast. 

Q Had you been marching since the previous night? 

A No. 

Q Y/here was the last place you stopped before you cane 
to Badiang? 

A Pispis. 

Q Is that where you stayed overnight? 

A Yes sir. 

Q And what tine did you leave Pispis? 

A In the norning. 
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Q She sun was up? 

A Yes. 

Q How far is Pispis fron Badiang? 

A I don't know. 

Q How long did it take you to get there fron Pispis? 

A I don't know. 

Q Were you ever in Badiang? 

A Yes, I was in Badiang, after we arrived there I was 
there when we arrived. 

Q And how long did it take you to go fron Pispis to 
Badiang? 

A I don't know. 

Q How nany of these nen on the expedition with Captain 
Kunai carried swords? 

A I know only one. 

Q And who was that? 

A Captain Kunai. 

Q Do you know whether he had orders to execute all 
prisoners captured on the expedition? 

A I don't know. 

Q Where were you when Captain Kunai questioned these 
prisoners? 

A I was about thirty neters distance fron hin. 

C Who was between you and where the investigation was 
going on? Were there any Japanese soldiers fron the expedi¬ 
tion that stood between you and the place where the investiga¬ 
tion was going on? 

A I was in the group of the Japanese soldiers. 

Q Were you in the rear of that group with your cargo? 
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A I was in the rear, 

Q Could you hear what the conversation was between 
Captain Kunai and each of the prisoners? 

A I can not hear, 

Q Did he have an interpreter with <hin, that is Captain 
Kunai? 

A Yes sir, 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD* If the Connission please, 
you know this ground has all been gone over. If you want to 
go over it again, it has been gone over on direct testinony, 
MR, SIMON* The purpose on cross examination is 
to check into the testinony given under direct examination 
and see if this nan does know the facts, 

COLONEL WORTMAN* You nay proceed. Avoid all 
duplications if you can with a view of expediting the trial, 
MR. SIMON* Yes sir. 

Q Where were the two faen kept a's the first nan w°.s in¬ 
vestigated? 

A They were-'with the Japanoso soldiers, 

Q How far away from where this first nan was investigated 
were the other two men kept? 

A It was about thirty meters, 

Q Thirty meters on the other side? 

A With us. 

Q Were you standing next to where those two nen were be¬ 

ing kept before they wore questioned? 

A I am standing a few feet from the man which is not being 
questioned. 

Q And as they finished questioning the first nan where 
was he taken? 
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A He was just beheaded in the spot where he was ques¬ 
tioned. 

Q Toll the Commission in your own words what you saw 
of this beheading. 

A It was after questioning that the captain drew the 
sword and beheaded the first man boing questioned. 

Q When the first nan squatted on the ground could you 
see him from your then position? 

A Yes sir. 

Q Did you see his head roll off? 

A I didn’t. 

Q Did you see the sword strike the man? 

A Yes sir. 

Q Y/here did it strike him? 

A It struck right at the back of his neck. 

9 And what happened? 

A The man fell down. 

Q New continue from there; what happened with th« second 
man. 

A The second nan was brought for investigation; after the 
investigation he was again beheaded. 

Q Where was he taken for investigation? 

A The same spot where the first man was investigated, 

Q Was there any noise made by the first man to-.be' in¬ 

vestigated as he laid there? 

A No noise. 

Q Did the body move? 

A I didn't see. 

Q You couldn't see the body? 
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COLONEL WORTMANt The witness has nodded that he 
intended to say that he did not see the body neve, 

MR. SIIIONt I want to find out whether he didn.lt see 
the body or whether he didn’t see the body neve. 

COLONEL WORTEANt In asking these questions rake 
it so that there is no nisunderstending because that will 
enable you to get the answer that you arc after. 

Q Were you able to see the body after it had been struck 
with the saber? 

k I couldn’t see the body lying, 

i; You could see a portion of the body? 

A Yes sir. 

COLONEL V/OKEMAN: He did not say a portion of 
the body} do not put words into his nouth, 

MR. SIMONi I believe in cross examination we are 
entitled t examine the nan liberally so that v/e can tost 
each and o-./ery section of his story. 

Now in response tr my question,"did you sou a portion 
-f the body?" he says "yes." In a few jf his answers .1 
at her the impression that he could observe r. porti n 'f 
the body from where ho was standing and ny next line f 
questioning is t.. sec what portion of the body he cm Id see. 

COLONEL ‘’TGRTMAN: The Commission has nc objection 
to any question that is not likely t be misleading. But in 
y.-ur 1, a blur question which you ask 3d you were the one who 
intr uc . ’ th - rtion factor; that had a t beer; mentioned 
by him. 

C Iiow much .f the ]: *:v cowl’ y 'u see? 

A I do n. t kn ow, 
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Q Could you see all of the body fron where you were 
standing? 

A Not all of the body, 

Q Could you see the legs #tf.thol h»ly fron where; you were 
standing? 

A I can see part, 

Q Which part was that that you could see, 

A Just the toes; that is the part of the leg that I could 

see, 

Q Now the second nan, were his fcrns tied behind hin? 

A It is not, 

Q What happened to hin? 

A He lied. 

Q Was he taken for questioning? 

A He was taken. 

Q What happened to hin after he was questioned? 

A He was beheaded. 

Q Tell the Connission in your own words how this alleged 
killing took place. 

A He was called to be questioned. When the questions 
were finished I could see that he was beheaded. 

Q Did you see his head roll off, 

A No. 

Q Who swung the saber? 

A It W*9 Captain Kunai. 

Q Did you see the saber strike the body? 

A No, not the body. 

C. All you saw was Captain Kunai swing the saber through 
the air? 
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A Through his nock, 

Q Then did you see the tody fall over? 

A Yes I could see the body fall, 

Q And did you see the body after it had fallen? 

A I can see it fton a distance, 

Q And did you see just the feet as you did of the first 
man, 

A I don’t know, 

Q What-portion of the second nan's body could ycu see 
as it lay there. 

A I don't know, 

r You don't know or you didn't see, 

A I can see it but I don't know what portion of the 
body could be seen, 

Q Was the nan moving? 

A No. 

Q Did the nan nake any sound? 

A No. 

Q. Did you know this nan? 

A No. 

Q Is that the closest that you over cane to examine any 
of these bodies as you have now described then? 

A Yes sir. 

Q What did Captain Kunai do with his sword after striking 
the first nan? 

A He wiped the sword. 

Q How long did he question the second nan? 

A I don't know. 

Q About how long after? 

A I don't know. 
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Q About how long did he question the third nan? 

A I don*t know. 

Q Did he question the third nan? 

A Yes sir. 

Q Could you hear what the#conversation was? 

A I could not hear. 

Q What happened after.the questioning was over of the 
third nan? 

A He was beheaded. 

Q Tell the Connission how that was done in your own words. 

A He was brought to be questioned. After the question¬ 
ing he was beheaded. 

C Did you see his head fall off? 

A I didn't. 

Q Did you see the saber strike the body? 

A No. 

COLONEL WORXMANs I think the witness is con¬ 
fused by your reference to the body. He seons to dif¬ 
ferentiate between body and neck. Would you nind asking 
hin whether or not he saw the saber strike the nan who was 
executed on the neck? 

r This third nan, the last nan, did you see the saber 
strike the neck of that nan? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you see his head roll off? 

A I didn't. 

Q What happened? 

A He lied just as the two non, he fell down just as he 
was hit. 

Q Did you check his body to see whether he was dead? 











> 

A I didn't. 

• •< 

Q You don't know whether he was cftad or not? 

A I don't know, 

Q Is that sane thing applied to these first two non? 

COLONEL Y/ORTMAN* That question is a little hard 
for hin to understand. 

MR. SIMONi I will rephrase it. 

COLONEL Y/ORTHANi Very well. 

C Lid you check the body of the third nan to see whether 
he was dead or not? 

A I didn't. 

C Did you check the body of the nan to see whether he 
was dead or not? 

A . I didn't. 
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Q Did you knov Montora, the guerrilla vice-governor of 
Iloilo? 

A I do not knov. 

Q With vhich guerrilla unit did you serve? 

A The E.P.G., Emergency Provincial Guards. 

Q 0. K. 

MR. SIMON: No further questions, sir. 

COLONEL WORTMANj Redirect? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: No redirect. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Questions by the Commission? 
EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 
BY COLONEL WORTMAN: 

Q In connection vith those men that you have just 
testified that you sav executed, I vant to ask you a question 
or tvo on them. I believe you told the Commission that the 
first man vas questioned and then had his head cut off by 
the accused,in the same position vhere he vas questioned? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Is that true or not? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q MR. SIMON: Will it please the President of the 

Commission, if my recollection of .the teebtmony is correct, 
he did not see anybody’s head cut off. The most this vitness 
has testified to vas that he sav Captain Kumai strike at the 
neck of each of the men. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: I think you are right about 
that and I vill ask a further question to establish it. 

Q Did you see/^faber strike the back of the man's neck? 

A Yes, sir. 
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Q Did the saber cut his neck? 

A It didn't cut his neck off. 

Q It didn't cut his neck off. Did it make a big cut 

on the neck? 

A I couldn't knov. 

Q Did it cut his neck at all? 

A I don't knov. 

Q Did any blood come out? 

A I cannot say. 

Q Nov, the second man, you snv him questioned, I believe? 
A Yes, sir. 

Q And then you sav him move over to the place vhere the 
first man vas hacked vith the saber? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q And then he vas hacked vith the saber there, also, is 
that true? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Did you see any blood come out of his neck vhere the 
saber hit him? 

A No. 

Q Do you knov vhether the saber cut his neck or not? 

A I don't. 

Q Is it your opinion that the saber did cut the neck of 
these tvo men? What is your opinion, to the best of your 
knovledge and belief? Do you believe vhen the saber struck 
the necks of those men they cut their necks? 

A Maybe they cut their necks, but the neck vas not — 

the head vas not throvn off. 








Q The head did not fall off, I und. stand from your 
testimony. ,Now, the third man, they questioned him and then 
he valked over to the position vhere the first and second men bac. 
been hacked on the neck? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q And then you testified that the accuse#,Kumai,likewise 
hacked him on the neck, is that correct? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Did any blood come out of his neck? 

A I don't know. 

Q Do you believe that that saber cut a gash in his neck? 

A Maybe; I believe so. 

Q To the best of your knowledge and belief, do you believe 
t had cut his neck? 

A Yes, 3ir. 

Q Do you believe that the saber cut the necks of the 
other two men? 

* MR. SIMON: Would it please the member of the 

Commission, I will object to the opinion, as evidence. This 
man was allegedly a witness who testified he did not see 
whether the sword cut the neck, and I think h#s opinion is 
incompetent, irrelevant and immaterial to this action. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Any comment from the prosecu¬ 
tion? 


LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If the Commission please, 
it is a difficult witness to question because he is being 
questioned in a separate language, not his own language, 
and because he is leaning over backwards to be truthful 










and tell what ho knows Is so. Nov, ve know it is in the 
letter of 5 'December that all information can be accumulated 
for such probative value as it may have, and I think under 
the circumstances the Commission is fully justified in asking 
a man ns broad questions as possible,and asking him his belief. 
No other man,except the accused,is in c bettor position to 
give this information than this man. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Was the remark of the defense in. 
the form of an objection? 

MR. SIMON: Yes, sir, I object to the opinion, of 
this vitness. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The objection, of the defense is 
not sustained. The vitness vill answer the question to the 
bust of his knowledge and belief. The Commission is trying 
to find out by its questions whether or not the necks of 
these men,who are alleged to have been killed,were cut. It. 
has been difficult to ascertain, information on that point. 

Q To the best of your knowledge and belief were those 
three men killed by the Japanese? 

MR. 3IM0N: Would it please the Commission, 1 
will interpose that name general objection, and interpose 
no specific objections thereafter, to thi3 line of question¬ 
ing. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Any comment by the prosecution? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Yes, I would merely say 
that 1 can utu ; no objection to asking o man. who witnessed 
what he calls three beLoadings,'if he thought any of the 
three persons were killed. What is objectionable about that? 
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MR. SIMON: Sir, I will tell you. There is one 
serious objection. In any capital case, where a person is 
clleged.to be killed, the corpus delicti, the proof of 
the killing, should be based on more than, opinion. We 
believe that even though he is an alleged war criminal we 
should not subject him to the opinion that somebody was 
killed someplace, that more positive proof should be pre¬ 
sented. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Corpus delicti can be 
proven by circuaistantM evidence, and that 1 3 what lias been 
testified to by the prosecution*s second witness. Clearly 
on. the basis of corpus delicti it is easy to show that a 
crime has been committed. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The objection of the defense 
is cot sustained. This witness will answer the question 
to the host of his knowledge and belief, as • he is the 
best source of evidence in connection with these alleged 
killings that the Commission has yet heard. 

Will the reporter read the last question back to the 
witness, please? 

(Question read by the reporter.) 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Will you pi.ee St re . a the 
question buck '-•gain? 

(Quostion read by the reporter.) 

A I don't know. 

MT\. SIMON: What was that answer, please? 

(Answer read by the reporter.) 

Q Did you go ne:r the bodies after they were hacked? 

?? 















A I didn't go near the bodies. 

Q Did you see any of the bodies move after they fell 
to the ground? 

A I cannot see. 

Q Could you see the bodies after they had fallen on 
the ground? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Did you see any of the bodies move after they had 
fallen on the ground? 

A I did not. 

Q Did you believe at that time that those men wore killed? 
A I don't believe. 

Q What did you think they were doing at that time? 

What was the purpose of their being taken over to a position 
and being hacked on the back of the neck? What was the 
reason for that? To the best of your knowledge and belief? 

A I do not know. 

Q Does the Commission understand that you have no idea 
of what they were trying to do to those men when they took 
them over and hacked them on the back of the n,eck with a 
saber? 

A To my belief they were maybe questioning the men. They 
thought they were soldiers, they were guorrillas. 

Q They were questioning them. Well, if they hacked them 
on the back of the necfc, is that what you call questioning? 

A That was — 

Q You told this Commission that at first they questioned 
the men? 

A Yes, sir. 
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Q And then you told the Commission that they took them 
over and hacked the hack of the neck. Why did they hack 
or try to hack the back of the neck? To the best of your 
knowledge and belief, why did they hack them on the back 
of the neck? 

A I do not know. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Sir, I think the witness is 
a l'ittle bit confused by that question. If we could have 
a recess and give him a chance to relax — 

MR. SIMON: If it please the Commission, I don't 
believe that the witness has shown a terrific amount of 
confusion. I do realize he is not as bright or intelligent 
as some witnesses that we have had. The defense interposes 
an objection to the general line of questioning interposed by 
the Commission, and we feel that any further pursuit of that 
line of questioning will be futile and therefore, request of 
the Commission that the witness be excused. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Any comment by the prosecution? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Well, the only comment 
being that the witness has undergone some very poorly and 
confusedly worded questions from the defense, and unquestionably 
at the present is nervous and frightened, and as often 
happens with a Filipino witness, who is being questioned in 
a language foreign to him, it is the prosecution's belief 
that,given a recess, he would answer questions a little more 
easily. 










COLONEL WORTMAN: I think a recess will .facilitate 
the matter. The objection of the defense to the line of 
questioning is not sustained. 

MR. SIMON: Sir, during this rece ss it is 

requested by the defense that the witness be given a 
thorough opportunity to relax, but that he not be permitted 
to communicate with anyone, any member of the prosecution or 
defense, during this recess. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: The prosecution will be sure 
that no one talks to the witness, except he will be 
put in the witness room. I am sure the prosecution will 
not go in and train him, which is the allegation made by 
the defense. 

MR. SIMON: Sir, the defense has made no allega¬ 
tion and will not make one. It is nerely a precaution for 
the accused. 

COLONEL Y/ORTMAN: The Commission, appreciates the 
attitude of the defense and will take precaution that the 
right steps will be taken to see that the man is not 
prompted or communicated with, v-ther than by his friends, 
in the witness room during the recess. The Commission will 
recess for ten minutes. 

(Short recess.) 
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COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission is in session. 
LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: 'You are reminded that you 
are still under oath, Oseo. 

BY COLONEL WORTMAN: 

Q Why did the accused Kumai strike these three men on 
the necks with his saber, to the best of your knowledge and 
belief? 

I want to toll the witness to bo at ease, not to feel 
that the Commission will scold or in any way say anything 
to him that is not all right, if he will answer the ques¬ 
tions truthfully and to the best of his knowledge. 

A I do not know. 

Q Do you understand the English language well? 

A I can almost understand. 

Q Would you prefer to commun5.cute through an interpreter? 

Whet language do you speak? 

A Visayan. 

Q Would you like to talk through a Visayan interpreter? 

A It is much better. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: How did we happen to get this 
witness on the stand to testify in English if he fools that 
he needs a Visayan interpreter? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Sli, I talked to him Saturday 
noming and asked ' him precisely the same questions as I 
have now, in English, and received the same answers in 
English. At that time I asked him if ho would feul all 
right to go before the Commission and use English, if he l\ It 
' he could understand pre-tty well want was said and make 
hi' .elf understood, nd he said yes, e.'C.

COLONEL WORTMAN: The vitness has expressed his 
desire to communicate through the Visayan language and the 
Commission has a question or two that it would like to 
ask* Be sure that he understands. Would you call the 
Visayan interpreter? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Surely. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: For the information of the 
defense, when, the Commission is through asking questions 
through the interpreter, you will he given, a chance to cross 
examine this witness through that interpreter, if you elect 
to do so. 

MR. SIMON: Thank you, sir. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The interpreter will he sworn. 

(Filomena Zosa was sworn in as a Visayan interpreter 
for the Commission. 

(The following testimony was given, through the 
interpreter.) 

BY COLONEL WORTMAN: 

Q You testified that you saw three men. hacked on the 
neck by the accused Kumai. To the best of your knowledge and 
belief why did Kumai strike them on the neck with a saber, 

-- to the best of your knowledge and belief? 

A I do not know, sir. I did not hear anything when he 

was investigated. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Sir, if the Commission 
please, I think that the witness believes your question, re¬ 
fers to matters that might have gone on during the investiga¬ 
tion. that he is supposed to know about. Again he is mixed 
up. 
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COLONEL WORTMAN: Possibly so. 

Q After the investigation of each of these three men 
you testified that their necks vere hacked. Why vere their 
necks hacked? 

A I do not knov why they vere hacked on the necks. 

Q Do you believe that they were trying to kill those 

men? Do you believe that Kumai was trying to kill those men? 
A I am sure, sir. 

Q Are you sure that Kumai was trying to kill them? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Did the expedition leave those men on the ground 
where they fell? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Did they bury them in any way? 

A No, sir. 

Q Did the accused Kumai, or any of the soldiers, examine 
those mei' ’after they fell to the ground? 

A No, sir, 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Any further questions by the 

defense? 

MR. SIMON: No further questions, sir. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Any further questions by the 
prosecution? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: No further questions. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: There appear to be no further 
questions. The witness is excused. 

(Witness excused.) 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: The prosecution rests. 
COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission will hear the 
opening statement of the defense. 











MR. SIMON: Sir, the defense requests a ten-minute 
recess to discuss matters vith the accused and such discussion 
may result in a substantial shortening of this case before 
putting in its case in chief. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Tho request of the defense is 
granted. The Commission will recess for ten minutes. 

LlEUTgOjkNT SHEPHERD: *If X may..interrupt, as I 
understand, the new rules are that we have to stop at three 
o*clock. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The hour has been advanced until 
four o’clock today with a view to expediting the trial as much 
as possible. 

The Commision. will recess for ten minutes. 

(Short recess.) 

CfLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission. Is in session. 

MR. SIMON: The defense will make a short opening 
statement. The accused in this action in Specifications 1 
and 2 is charged with unlawfully ordering and permitting 
men. under his command to kill nonoombatant;clviitan 

and torture a woman. 

This expedition, started out around November 25, under 
Kumai, leaving from the town of Despojols, the purpose being 
to go back into the mountains and search for guerrillas. 
Lieutenant Colonel fozuka, the battalion commander, was 
there with a portion of the battalion detailed to this duty, 
and he gave his instructions to Lieutenant Kumai to take 
this group into the mountains and make a search. 

He detailed to Kumai an interpreter by the name of 
Simoje. This was the first time that Simoje hed served as 
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interpreter for the accused in this action. As ordinarily 
Simoje vorked vith Captain Kengo Watcnnbo. The defense vill 
introduce evidence to shov that Simoje did kill/.a noncombatant 
civilian, -while they vere on this expedition. But v^ vill 
shov that Simoje did this vithout orders; did it on his 
:vn initiative and Kumal was unable to prevent it. That 
thereafter, vhen this expedition returned to Dospojols the 
battalion commander vas informed of Simoje's action, and 
affirmative action, vas taken by tie battalion commander 
to punish Simoje for this. We vill introduce corrobora¬ 
tive evidence on this punishment being imposed on Simoje. 

We vill also introduce some evidence that materially varies 
from that introduced by the prosecution, concerning this 
alleged torture of this mountain vomcn that occurred in 
November 1943. 

The defense calls as its first vitne3a the accused 
Kumal, vhose testimony vill relate only to Specifications 
one and tvo of the charge. 

The accused Kumai has been explained his rights and 
he elects to testify under oath. 



TOSHIHI KUMAI 


the accused, called as a vitness In his ovn behalf, being 
first duly svorn, testified as follovs through Interpreter 
Kato: 

DIRECT examination 

BY MR. SIMON: 

Q What is your name, rank, and internment number? 

A Toshimi Kumai, first lieutenant, 51J-40653. 

Q You are the accused in. this action? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Hov old are you? 

A Thirty. 

Q Are you single or married? 

A Single. 

Q When did you join the Japanese Army? 

A February 1940. 

Q Will you give the Commission a short background of 
your military career up through November of 1943? 

A In February 1940 I vas Inducted Into the army and I 
vas sent into the ]24th Infantry regiment. From December 
1940 to August 1941 I vas at an army school for officers 
candidates. In November 1941 I vas commissioried a second 
lieutenant. In November of the same year, 1941, I vas 
assigned to the 124th Infantry regiment. In March 1942 I 
came to Manila. 

Q When did you join the Tozuka battalion? 

A October 1942, 

Q Will you tell the Commission in your ovn vords the 
difficulties, if any, that you had vith the guerrillas of 













Panay Island In 1943? 

A We suffered losses about 1£00 men on account of guerrilla 
activities. 

Q Did General Kono issue an order dovn. to the battalion 
in regard to subjugating the Island of Panay? 

A Yes, that is true. 

Q And did he issue that order to Colonel Tozuka, your 
battalion commander? 

A Yes. 

Q And did the Tozuka battalion conduct a series of 
punitive expeditions from June 1943 up to January 1944? 

A Yes. 

Q Did Colonel Tozuka varn the Filipino people to come 

dovn out of the hills or they vould be killed? 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Will the defense fix the time 
of the period that he is referring to? 

MR. SIMON: Yes, sir. 

Q Just prior to June 1943 did Colonel Tozuka send out 

information that any Filipinos in the hills vould be considered 
guerrillas and killed? 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Will the defense shorten its 
questions and resort to fever leading questions, oov that 
you have the vitness up to about vhere you vant him to go 
ahead . I think it vill vork out better. 

A He did not. 

Q Did the Tozuka bettalion send out punitive expeditions 
in 1943? 

A Yes, it did. 
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q And on many of those expeditions, were raai^y Filipinos 
that were caught,killed? 

A Until July, there were none killed. After July 1943, 
the inhabitants captured in areas considered guerrilla 

areas, near their headquarters, battalion regimental head¬ 
quarters, were killed. 

Q Did you have a policy of strict disposal of all 
guerrillas or Filipinos captured after July of '43? 

A With the exception of the ones who surrendered 
themselves, all the ones that were captured were killed. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission will recess 
until 0830 tomorrow morning. 

(The Commission adjourned at 1500 hours, 8 July 1946, 
to reconvene at 0830 hours, 9 July 1946.)

The following ruDno and regulations will govern the trials of persons, 
units and organisations accused as war criminals' 

1. ESTABLISHMENT OF MILITARY COMMISSIONS. 

a. GeneriU. Persons, units and organiaatio.no accused as war 
criminals will c ■ tried by mill bary commit’ 3 d cns to be voavonaa by . or 
under the auohordi.y of,, the Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers. 

b, N umber and . T ypes . The commissions will be established de¬ 
pendent upon the number, nature of the offenses Involved and the offenders 
to be tried* Such comm:ssions may include, among other.c, international 
military commie si ens conststtrg of r epr e b er. b at iv ? 3 of re.veral nations or 
of each nation concerned, appointed to try cases involTlng offenses against 
one (l) or mere nations. 

2. JURISDICTION. 

a. Over Perso ns. The military commissions eppeinbed hereunder 
shall have jurisdiction over all persons charged with war crimes who axe 
in the custody of the convening authority e.o the tine cf the trial. 

b. Over Offense s. 

(1) Military commissions established heroundcr shall have 
jurisdiction over all offenses including, bub not 
limited to, tho following: 

(a) Tho planning, preparation, initiation or waging of 
a war of aggression or a war in violation of in- 
iemavional treacles, agreements or assurances, 
or participation in a coni:,on pLan or conspiracy for 
tho accomplishmcsnb of any of the foregoing* 
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(b) Violations of the laws or customs of war. Ku-'h 
violations shall include, out not ho limited to, 
m-irder, ill-treatment or deportation to rlavo 
labor or for any other purpose of civilian popu¬ 
lation of or in occupied territory; murder or 113.- 
troatment of prisoners of war or internees or per¬ 
sons on the sons or elsewhere; improper treatment 
of hostages; plunder of public or private property; 
warlon destruction of cilice, towns or villages; or 
devastation not justified by military necessity. 

(c) Murder, extermination, ens3.avemont, deportation and 
other inhuman acts committed against any civilian 
population before or during the war, or pereccu’.i.ono 
on political, redial or religious greunnr in oxe- 
cution of, or in connection vith ; any crime defined 
herein, whether or not in violation of tho domestic 
laws of the country whore perpetrated. 

(2) The offense need not have boon committed after a parti¬ 
cular date to render the responsible party or parties 
subject to arrest, but in general should have been com¬ 
ma i; ted since or in the period immediately precoding the 
Mukden incident of September 18, 1931. 

3. MEMBERSHIP OF COMMISSION. 

a. A ppoi ntment. Tho members of each military commission will 
bo appointed by the Supreme Commander for tho Allied Powers, cr under 
authority delegated by him. Alternates nay bo appointed by the cor.ver.iiig 
authority. Such alternates eh all attend all so3uions of the commission, 
and in case of illness or other incapacity of any principal mentor, an 
alternate shall vako tho place of that member, .any vacancy among the 
membors or alternates, occurring after a trial ha3 begun, may be filled 
by tho convening authority, but the substance of all proceedings had. and 
evidence taker, in that case shall bo made known to th«-t new member or 
alternate in opon court before the trial proceeds. 

b. Number of Membors . Each commission shall consist of not less 
than throo (3) members. 

c. Quail f i oati or.o. Tho convening authority shall appoint to tho 
commission persons whom ho dotermines to be competent to perform tho duties 
involved and not disqualified by personal interest or projudico, provided 
that no person shall be appointed to hear a case which ho personally 
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investigated, nor if he is required as a witness in that caso. a commission 
nay consist of Array, Navy or other cervico pc.rsonr.el. or of both service 
personnel and civilians. One specially qualified member eha'J he designated 
as the law member whose ruling is final insofar ae concerns the commission 
on an objection to the admissibility of evidence offered during tho trial. 

d, Except as to the admissibility of evidence, all 
rulings and findings of tho commaS'-ion shall be by majority vote, os-cop 4 - 
that conviction avi fcn'.once shall be by the affirmative votes of not loss 
than two-thirds (2/3) of the members present. 

e. Pre ssing M e mbe r. In the event that the convening authority 
does not name one of the members as the presiding member, the senior officer 
among the members of tho commicsion present shall provide, or such ether 
member as the senior officer nay designate. 

4. PROSECUTORS, . 

a. appofnt.a ent T The convening authority shall designate one or 
more persons to conduct the pros ecu', ion before each commission. Where 
offenses involve nationals of more then, one nation, each nation concerned, 
in the discretion of the convening authority, nay be represented among tho 
prosecutors. 

b. Duties . The duties of tho prosecutors are: 

(1) To prepare and present charges and specifications for 
reference to a commission. 

(2) To prepare cases for trial and to conduct tho prosecution 
beforo the commission of all cases referred for trial. 

5. POWERS AD D PROCEDURE 0? COMMISSIONS. 

a. Conduct of the Trial, a commission shall: 

(1) Confine each trial strictly to a fair, expeditious hearing 
on the issues raised by the charges, excluding irrelevant 
issues or evidence and preventing any unnecessary delay or 
interference. 

(2) Deal summarily with any contumacy or contempt, imposing any 
appropriate punishment therefor. 

(3) Hold public sessions except when otherwise decided by the 
commission. 
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(4) Hold each suasion at such birao and place as it shall de¬ 
termine, cr as aay be directed by the convening authority, 

b. Rights of th e Accu sed. The accused shall be entitled; 

(1) To have in advanco of trial a copy of the changes and 
specifications clearly wordod r.o as to apprise the ac¬ 
cused of each offense charged. 

(2) To be represented, prior to raid during trial by counsel 
appointed by the convening authority or counsel of his 
own choice, or to conduct his own defense. 

(3) To testify in his own behalf and have his counsel present 
relevant evidence at the trial in support of his defense, 
and cros 3 -examine each adverse witness who personally ap¬ 
pears before the commission, 

(4) To have the substance of the charges aid specifications, 
the proceedings and any documeuvary oviden.'.a translated 
when he is unable otherwise to underotaud thou. 

Co Witnesses. The Connis den shall have power: 

(1) To summon. witr.esscs and require thoir attendance and testi¬ 
mony under penalty; to administer oaths or affirmations to 
witnesses and other persons and to question witnesses. 

(2) To require the production of documents and other eviden¬ 
tiary material. 

(o) To delegate to the Prosecutors appointed by the convening 
authority the powers and duties sot forth in (1) and (2), 
above. 

(4) To have evidonco taken by a special commissioner appointed 
by the commission. 

d. Evidence. 

(1) The commission shall admit such evidence as in its opinion 
would bo of nosisteneo in proving or disproving the charge, 
or such as in the commission's opinion would have probative 
value in tho mind of a reasonable can. Tho commission 
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ehall epoly the rules of evidence and pleading set forth 
herein with tho greatest liberality to achieve eiqneditious 
procedure. In particular, and without limiting in ar.y vay 
tho scope o? tho foregoing general rales, tho following 
evidence may be admittedi 

(a) Any document irrespective of its classification which 
appears to tho commission to have been signed or 
issued by any officer, department, agency or member 
of the armed forces of any government without proof 
of the signature or of tho issuance of the document. 

(b) Any report- which appears to the commission to have 
beon signed or issued by tho Internal Lena! Red Cross 
or a member thereof, or by a doctor of medio.'no or 
any nodical service porr.oi>nol, or by an investigator 
or intelligence officer, or 'ey any ether person whom 
tho commission considers us posr.ooslng lrnowlodgc of 
tho matters contained in tho report, 

(c) affidavits, depositions or other signed statements, 

(d) Any diary, letter or other docuncr.t-, including svorn 
or unsworn statements, appearing to the commission 
to contain information relating to the charge. 

(e) a copy of any document or other secondary evidence of 
its contents, if the original is not immediately 
available. 

(2) The commission shall take judicial notice cf facts of com¬ 
mon knowledge, official government documents of any 
nation, and the proceedings, records and findings of mili¬ 
tary or other agoncios of any of the United Nations, 

(3) A commission may require the prosecution and the defense 
to make a preliminary offer of proof, whereupon tho com¬ 
mission nay rule in advance on the admissibility of such 
evidonco. 

(4) If tho accused is charged with an offense involving con¬ 
certed criminal action upon the part of a military or 
navel unit, or ary group or organization, evidence which 
has been given previously at a trial resulting in the 
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conviction of any other member of that unit, group or 
organization, relative to that concerted offence, nay be 
resolved ns pr.i r.a -fa. cic ovidenoe that tho accused like¬ 
wise is guilty of that offense, 

(5) The findings enu judgment of a commission in any trial of 
a unit, group, or organization with reepocl: to the crimi¬ 
nal character, purpose or activities thereof shall be given 
full faith and credit in any subsequent trial, by that or 
any other commission, of an individual person charged with 
criminal responsibility through membership in that unit, 
group or organization. Upon proof of membership in that 
unit, group or organization convicted by a commiaJio:i. the 
burden shall be o»i the accused to establish by proof any 
mitigating circumstances relating uo his membership or par¬ 
ticipation therein. 

(6) The official position of the accused shall not absolve him 
from responsibility, nor be considered in mitigation of 
punishment. Further, action pursuant to order of the 
accused’8 superior, cr of hie government, shall not con¬ 
stitute a defense, but may be considered in mitigation of 
punishment if the commission determines that justice so 
requires. 

(7) All purported confessions or statements of the accused 
shall be admissible without prior proof that they were 
voluntarily given, it being for the commission to de¬ 
termine only the truth or falsity of such confessions or 
statements. 

e. T rial Procedure . The proceedings at each trial will be con¬ 
ducted substantially as follows, unless modified by the commission to suit 
the particular circumstances: 

(1) Each charge and specification will be read., or its sub¬ 
stance stated, in open court. 

(2) The presiding member shall ask each accused whether he 
pleads ’’Guilty" or "Not Guilty". 

(3) The prosecution shall make its opening statement. 

(4) The presiding member nay, at this or any other time, re¬ 
quire the prosecutor to state what evidence he proposes 
to submit to the commission, and. the commission thereupon 
may rule upon the admissibility of such evidence. 
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(5) The witnesses and other evidence for the prosecution 
shall be hoard or presented. At the close of the case 
for the prosecution, the commission nay, on motion of 
the defense for a finding of not guilty, consider and 
rule whether the evidence before the commission supports 
the charges against the accused. The commission may defer 
action on any such motion and permit or require the pro¬ 
secution to roc pen its co3e and produce any furthor 
available evidence. 

(6) The defense may make an opening statement prior to 
presenting its case. The presiding member may, at 
this or any other time, require the defense bo state 
what evidence they propose to submit to the commis¬ 
sion, whereupon the commission may rule upon the ad*' 
mis3ibility of such evidence. 

(7) The witnesses and other evidence for the defense 
shall bo heard or presented. Thereafter, the prose¬ 
cution and dofonse may introduce such evidence in 
rebuttal as the commission may rule admissible. 

(8) The defense, and thereafter the prosecution, shall 
address the commission, 

(9) The commission thereafter shall cousider the case 
in closed session and unless otherwise directed by 
the convening authority, announce in open court its 
judgment and sentence, if any. The commission may 
state the reasons on which the judgment is based, 

f. Rec ord of .Pr oce edings . Bach commission shall mako a sepa¬ 
rate record of its proceedings in the tried, of each caso brought before 
it. Tho record shall bo prepared by the prosocutor under the direction 
of the commission and submitted to the defense counsel. Tho commis¬ 
sion shall bo responsible for its accuracy. Such record, certified by 
the presiding member of the commission or his successor, shall be 
delivered to the convening authority as soon as possible after the trial. 

g. S ont c oce. The commission may sentence an Accused, upon 
conviction, to death by hanging or shooting, imprisonment for life or 
for any less term, fine or such other punishment as the commission 
shall determine to to proper. The commission may also order confisca¬ 
tion of any proporty of a convictod accused, deprive that aocusod of 
any stolen property or order its delivery to tho Supremo Commander for 
the Allied Powers for disposition as he shall find to be proper, or 
may order restitution with appropriate penalty in cases of default. 
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h. Appro val of dentencc. No sentence of a military commission 
shall oc carried into effect until approved, by the officer who convened 
the commission, or his successor. Such officer shall have authority to 
approve, mitigate, remit in whole or in part, commuto, suspend, reduce 
or otherwise alter the sentence imposod, or (without prejudice to ac¬ 
cused) remand the case for rehearing before a new military commission; 
but ho shall not have authority to incroasc the severity of the sontcnce. 
No sentence of death shall be carried into execution until confirmed by 
the Suprome Commander for the Allied Powers. Except as herein provided, 
the judgment and sentence of a commission shall bo final and not subject 
to review. 

6. UliLS MAKING POWSH. 

Su pplementary Pules a nd For ms. Each commission shall adopt rules 
and forms to govern its procedure, not inconsistent with tho provisions 
hereof, or such rules and forms as may bo prescribc-d by tho convening 
authority or by tho Supreme Commander for tho Allied Powers.

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Q Ife was not with you as you searched this particular 
area in which you had captured this Filipino? 

A He was separated from me; he was at the tail end of 
our expedition* 

Q After you finished searching the area, did you order 
Simoje to go to the head of the patrol and guide it with 
this native? 

A I ordered Simoje to bring the Filipino as a guide 
to the place I was* 

Q And what did Simoje tell you? 

A He said that Filipino captive ran away* 

Q Did you learn what happened —« 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If the Commission please, 
the prosecution objects at this stage to the leading type 
of questions asked by the defense. We have been very 
lenient in allowing that up to this stage, to expecite 
matters, but we would ask defense to confine itself to the 
proper type of questioning* 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Objection of the prosecution 
is sustained. The Commission has likewise been very lenient 
in connection with your use of leading questions on direct 
examination, and has wondered why the prosecution has not 
raised an objection* Do not employ leading questions, un- 
less you ^at into a situation where you feel that you would 
like to a bridge a certain portion of the proceedings to 
quickly bring him up to where you want to talk about some 
other incident. And in that case you may employ leading 
questions at variance with regular procedure. Will the 
reporter read back the last question and answer? 

(The reporter read back the last two questions and 
answers*) 
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Q Did you learn what happened with this Filipino? 

A When Simoje said that the Filipino escaped, his man** 
ncr of saying that caused my suspicion, 

Q Did you investigate whether this Filipino had 
escaped? 

A Yos. 

Q And what did your investigation disclose? 

A I found out that Sirnoje killed him, 

Q And whom did you find this out from? 

A The 4th unit was the last unit in ovr expedition and 

I irspocted these troops and found out that Simoje had 
killed him, 

Q Did you sec the body of this Filipino? 

A No, I did not sea the dead body* 

Q Did you discuss with Simoje his action in regard to 
the native? 

A Yes, 

Q What was that discussion at that tine? 

A Sinoje was trying to get the clothes, which were old, 
from the home of this old man, and since Sinoje had a bolo 
in his hand, the old man thought he was going to kill him. 

So this Filipino tried to escape and when Sinoje tried to catch 
him again he had to kill him, 

Q Did you see any of this action yourself? 

A Nn. 

Q How: did you learn of tills? 

A I inspected the soldiers and inspected Sinoje per¬ 

sonally and through his confession I found out. 

Q What did you do about this?

A I gave 8ino jo starlet precautions not to £o such a thing 
from then on. ^uid sc that Sinoje will not do such a thing 
again kept him at uy side constantly. 

C That was during the balance of this patrol? 

A Yes, 

C; When did y^u return to Despojols? 

A Three days later. 

Q Did you nakc any report to Colonel Tog^la concerning 
the expedition? 

A Yes. 

Q What was that report? 

A I reported the truth of the expedition and I also 
told Tozuka to give Cimotje disciplinary punishment. 

Q Did you tell Colonel Tozuka why ho should give Sirroje 
disciplinary punishment? 

A I said that Sinoje killed a Filipino which we wanted 
to use as a guide and,s±nce that had giver, r. bad example to 
the rest of the soldiers in our unit, I told Colonel Tozuka 
he should be punished. 

C„ And what happened as a result of this report? 

A From the first part of January 1944 to the middle of 

February, Colonel Tozuka put Sinoje in confinement. 
r „ Ilod Sincje Icon on patrols with ycu prior to this 
patrol? 

LIFOTENJVKT SHEPHERD 2 I object to that question. 

It seems absolutory irrelevant and immaterial, 1 ’TheSo patrols 
that Sinoje had been on could have no relovnncy to this 
specification being testified on. 

COLONEL WORTHANi Pleaso repeat the question. 






(The reporter read the last question*) 

COLONEL WORTMAN* You record an objection, I 

believe? 

LIEUTENANT S HEP HERD • 'Yes, sir • 

COLONEL WGRTMAN: Tht objection of the prosecu- 
tion is not sustained and the wJ r.ocs will answer the ques¬ 
tion* 

A No* 

Q Hew long had Sinoje worked \7ith you on this expedi¬ 

tion; how many days had he been with you on this expedition? 
A ?or three days only* 

Q That was the only tine that Sinoje had served under 
you in the Tosuka battalion? 

A After that date he has worked under ne* 

Q Would you tell this Coonisslon why Sinoja acted as 
he did? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERDt I object to that? question* 
If the Commission please, it is sonething certainly out of 
the knowJ(*a@9 of the accused who is testifying here* What 
Sinoje did, why Simoje acted the way he did, is only 
knowledge to Sinoje and I can’t possibly see the relevancy 
of the question* 

Ml. SMONh If it please the Coonisslon, this 
accused is being charged with connand responsibility for 
the aots of Sinoje. We are trying this nan because of 
something Simoje did; therefore, anything that this man 
can tell this Commission that will reflect on the character, 
the tendencies and the previous experience of Sinoje wfl.1 
help this Commission determine whether Sinoje’s act 










was an independent act of savagery, an isolated act cf curder 
o? assault • upon a native., cr whether it was an act that 
was ordered. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If the Corsiission please, 
the witness has testified that the ran had never before 
Ueen with hie. cn a patrol. He was with him only threa days 
on this patrol, and now he is asked 

to road tho thoughts of Sinejo when he 
o omits this killing. I an unable to see wJtoem the witness 
is coupetent to do that. 

HR. SIIXNi I will lay a foundation to show that 
this witness made a check among the other members i'f the 
Lett :.iicn and whether he can tell fren the back* round of 
this nan, Sir ojo., the reasons why Sinojc c uld have noted 
the w^y ho did. 

COLONEL '<VCRT!IANi Tho objection of the prosecu-. 
ti:n is sustained. The information requested is not neces¬ 
sarily within tho knowledge of the v/it ness* 
r How long had Sinojc been with the T ~2Ukr. battalion? 

Fror. about September 194-3. 

V/ith whom did he ordinarily serve? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: I object to this natter 
again. Prosecution renews its objection, insisting that 
defense maintain its questioning of tn .Issues before tho 
demission which arc relevant. Defense is asking questions 
that generally sh. uld not bo within th. kr.owl. dg- f tho 
witness and have no relevancy before the Connisr ion, rayvvay, 

MR. SliiON: This is an officer in the I zuk 
battalion. Surely he has state h is familiar with vvhon 
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this nan joined the battalion. If he knows anything about 
this nan's duties, ho can testify to that, it being within 
his knowledge, if that has any bearing on the case, as 


to Sinoju's tendencies. It is very material and very 
relevant to this case. 











COLONEL WORTMAN: Read the question, back, please. 
(The reporter read the question.) 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The objection of the prosecution 
is sustained. It is not vithin the knowledge of the witness 
necessarily. 

Q Was Simoje a difficult man to control? 

A Simoje often did things irrationally and I had diffi¬ 
culty controlling him. 

Q Did you know that at the time you tojk Simoje on this 
expedition with you? 

A After I started taking him on this expedition I found 
out, and before that I heard about that. 

Q Did you request that Simoje be assigned as your 
interpreter on that patrol? 

A No. 

Q T !?w was it that Simoje went on this patrol with you? 

A At that time at the headquarters there were two inter¬ 

preters and one of them was about fifty ye~rs old, so we 
took the younger one, which was Simoje. 

Q Was Simoje c Japanese or a Filipino? 

A He is a Japanese, but- at that time I c.id not knew if 

he was a citizen of Japan or a citizen of the Philippines. 

Q Was he a resident of the Philippines or had he been a 
resident of the Philippines prior to the war? 

A He was in Panay Island before the war. 

Q Wa3 he hostile to the Filipinos? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If the Commission please, 
again the prosecution objects to something that is absolutely 
out of the knowledge of the witness, and the prosecution 
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objects generally to the line of questioning of the defense 
in this matter. 

MR. SIMON: If it please the Commission, if this 
inforoatioiT is out of the knc*.:ledge of the vitne3s, all the 
witness has to answer'isi•"I dA not.know whether he was 
hostile or not." If it Is within his knowledge, he can 
testify and I maintain it is competent, it is material, it 
is relevant. We are trying this man because of the short¬ 
comings of Simoje and the Commission should find out 
what it can about Simoje 1 s shortcomings. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If it please the Commission, 
prosecution is unable to see how on a three-day patrol 
which this witness has testified was his only association 
with Simoje, the witness would have purely within, his own 
knowledge a knowing of whether Simoje would be hostile to 
Filipinos, not hostile to them, or anything else. The 
defense apparently is working on an assumption that the 
witness has a correct knowledge of Simoje - 

MR. SIMON: The defense does not maintain that; 
on the contrary, the defense has laid foundations to show 
that Simoje had been with the battalion. wlPh which this man 
served since 19^3. Further, this man had served with Simoje 
on subsequent patrols and in the same battalion, so this 
information could have been secured after this patrol got 
back. -1 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: We are concerned with 
issues that happened in November 19^3 on a particular 
patrol, not with the general attitude throughout the man's 
existence on Panay Island. 
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COLONEL WORTMAN: The objection of the prosecution 
is not sustained. The witness will answer the question. 

A He was extremely hostile to the Filipinos• 

Q Will you explain to the Commission why he was oxtromcly 
hostilo? 

A From what I think is that from August 1942 *.ontil 
September 1943, Simojo was taken as the only Japanese 
prisoner in Panay and confined at AJuy, and he received 
various tortures from the enemy soldiers and the residents 
in that district. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Again tho prosocutiou 
objects to the answer of the witness to tho question of defense 
counsel. The witness is now testifying to matters that are 
certainly obscure, as to how he gained his knowledge. He 
new s tates that Simoje was tortured by Filipinos; on Panay 
Island —- 

MR. SIMON: If It is too obscure for prosecution 
as to how he obtained his knowledge, we suggest that on 
cross-examination we go into how he obtained this knowledge, 
and then I think that would be very material* 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Did you make your remark in 
the form of an objection? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: I did, sir. Tho prosecution 
objects to the testimony of the witness as not being matters 
within the personal knowledge of the witness. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The objection of tho prosecution 
is sustained* Tho tefttinony furnished by the witness is very 
largely hearsay and the Commission accepts hearsay for what¬ 
ever probative value it has at times, but we want to exclude 









as much hearsay as we can.. So have him testify to what he 
knows of his own. personal knowledge, as far as possible, 
in guiding his remurks by your questioning. 

MR. SIMON: Sir, is the ruling of the law member 
based upon a lack of foundation being laid that this man 
knows what Siraoje did before? 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The ruling of the law member 
is based largely on objection to hearsay second removed. 

Q Prom whom did you learn concerning olds history of 
Simoje's confinement in 1942 and 1943? 

A I heard that from Siraoje personally, and that story 
had gone around all over. 

Q And when was that that you heard the story of Slmoje*s 
background? 

A After I came to Tables; when I personally heard it was 
when I come to Tobias and before that I heard it from other 
people. 

Q What date was that when you came to '.'.tblas and you 
personally heard it? 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission again cautions 
the defense counsel in using leading questions in. its direct 
examination. It is not believed to be necessary. Eliminate 
your lending questions so for as you can possibly do it. 

MR. SIMON: Will you read the last question back, 

please. 

(The reporter read the question .«ind answer.) 

MR. SIMON: Is there objection to that question 

as lending? 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Yes, sir. 












Q What date was it when you came to Tables? 

A About the 15th of Nev©r.b©r 1945. 

Q Is that when you hoard concerning Simoje'.3 pest from 
Simoje? 

A Yes. 

Q Will you tell the Commitsion why Simoje was hostile 
to the natives? 

COLONEL WORTMAN: I believe the witness just 
answered thatv.qnestion for you, Mr«. Simon. Am I correct 
in that? 

MR. 8BIM0N: Sir, his testimony was intcrruped by 
objection by the prosecution that thi3 information was not 
uitnin the witness' o*/n knowledge and that it was hearsay, 
and objection was sustained on the ground, as law member put 
it, it is hearsay two times removed. We now lay the founda¬ 
tion to show that he heard it from Simoje. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The question was definitely 
answered. I want the reporter to read the answer back again, 
please. 

(The reporter read the required portion of the testi¬ 
mony referred to.) 

COLONEL WORTMAN: That the question that has 
already been answered and which was read back -- does that 
satisfy your requirements? 

INTERPRETER KATO: If tlu, Cxwlsaisn please. We 
did not complete the translation of that answer because we 
were interrupted. 

MR. SIMON: That is the portion, when, the 
Interruption occurred, if I recall, and the answer was cut 
off.

COLONEL WORTMAN: It is possible. I have and 
the Commission has knowledge of only what you have given the 
reporter. If you have failed to give the reporter part of 
the answer to his question, you have erred and you should • 
be careful about that. 

INTERPRETER KATO: We made one sentence and he 
was going on and we were interrupted. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission would like to 
have the continuation of the witness' answer to the question 
to which reference is now being made. 

MR. SIMON: If it please the Commission, would 
the interpreter give me the question to which this portion 
of the answer is now coming in, so that the record can con¬ 
tinue from there with the witness* answer. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission definitely wants 
it tied in 30 that it can be easily understood.

COLONEL WORTMAN: What you want now is a continua¬ 
tion. of his answer to that question?

WORTMAN: Very well, the interpreter will 
give the remaining portion of the witness* answer to the 
reporter. 

A When. Simoje was in a very dangerous position, on. the 
verge of being killed by the Filipinos, we rescued him, 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Read the last answer, please. 

(The reporter read the answer.) 
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Q Was Gimojc actually confined in 1944 ,33 punishment for 
this attack on the native? 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Mr. Simon, the Commission will 
appreciate it very much if you will avoid tho use of loading 
questions. Ask the witness direct questions and I believe it 
will more nearly get what you want in the Ion** run. 

MR. GIMON: The only information I rrant at this 
time is that h has tostified previously that p'inishmont was 
imposed upon Gimoje and I want to know whether ;i».o sentence 
imposed on Simojo vac carried out. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The witness will answer the

Will.f you toll the Commission in your own words this 
incident that occurred with this woman? 

A I captured the woman while I war • earchinr' '.through the 
jungle and when I grabbed her, her cl ethos tore off and 
she was a woman almost blind. Sho was about fifty years 
'tf ago and had on ragged gray clothing. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission will recess for 
ton minutes. 

(Short recess.) 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission is in session. 

MR. SIMON: Will the lnt rpreter remind the witness 
that he is 3till undor oath? 

(Tho interpreter reminded the witness that he was 
still under oath.) 

MR. SIMON: Will tho reporter please read back 
the last few statementa f tho accussod's last answer? 

(Tho roporter road as requested.) 

A (continuing answer begun before the reeoss): She had 
n short-sloovod cl.thing and I could sea tnat she had skin 
outbreaks on her arm. Even th ugh blind sh ; was very 
energetic ind had a very flute builcl. When T told her in 


A

Q 
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Visayan to come over, she did not move. And since I thought 
she was blind, I told my troops to bring her ovor to the 
road. Whon tho soldiers wore bringing her over to tho road, 
she suddenly found out that they wero Japanese soldiers 
because they wore grabbing her by the dress and she was 
confused and she tried to escape and the soldiers tried to 
keep her under control by dragging her dross again and 
finally tho dress tore off. So because the woman struggled 
so much, I told ny troops to tie her up. Because tho 
woman was very filthy in her body, tho troops hesitated 
and did not like to touch her, and to control 3uch a 
struggling woman it takes about at least two men. I ordorod 
my troops to tie her up, bind her because with the two men 
and interpreter and myself, it would require four men to 
investigate her. Even at that, oven though she was tiod, 
she struggled so much that I had to order my men to tie 
her hands £o a tree. And I had my interpreter Simoje tell 
the woman that he, Simoje, was a Filipino, and converse with 
hor. The woman believod that Simoje was a Filipino because 
his Visayan was so fluent, and consequently we obtained the 
following information from the woman: That the homo of 
this woman was about one hundred meters away from the place 
whore we caught her, and her family were composed of about 
five persons, and before we caught her she said there wore 
about four or five young men that came to hor homo. 

Wo caught the woman as we were pursuing the four or 
five men who had escaped with the wireless equipment. And 
since we hoard her say that the four or five mon were in 
hor house, wo asked her whore tho four or five mon pan away to 
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When we ariked her that direction they ran away to, she 
said in the general direction of the mountains. She gave 
the direction of the road towards the mountains and to tost 
if she was toll.ing the truth, I asked her if she could seo 
about throe hundred meters away in the direction of the 
mountain and she said she could, so I thought she was 
telling the truth. 

When the troops had finished investigating, they 
assembled and bocause the woman did not have any cbmploto 
clothing on, I told the troops to go to the house and bripg 
some with which she could cover herself. The troops from 
the jungle and the soldiers who I ordered to bring the 
clothing returned and so I ordered our troops to march 
forward, and I ordered my orderly, Masatomi, to give the 
woman a covering for her body. And I told him to unbind the 
woman's hands and when Masatomi wont to the woman she 
thought ho was going to kill her and so she raised a cry. 

I do think the woman cried because she thought Masatomi was 
going to kill her. And after I saw Masatomi unbind the 
woman's hands, I loft. That is all. 









Q Did your soldiers tear the clothing off of this 
woman? 

A No, they did not do that ? Because the woman has 
struggled a tremendous amount, it came off as a result of 
that struggle. At that time all persons living up in the 
mountains believed that Japanese soldiers would kill such 
people on sight and so when she discovered those soldiers 
were Japanese, she must have been tremendously scared. As 
a result of such fear, she struggled with wild frenzy and 
a3 a consequence the clothes wore torn. 

Q Were all her clothes torn in this struggle? 

A Yes. 

Q When she was tied to the tree was 3hc completely nude? 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Mr. Simon, again that loading- 

question matter. If you will do everything you can to help 
on this, the Commission will appreciate it. 

MR. SIMON: I will withdraw tho question. 

Q Did she have any clothes on when she was tied to the 
tree? 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Again, Mr. Simon, your question is 
a leading question. 

Q How was she dressed when she was tied to tho tree? 

A She was completely nude. 

Q, Did your men mistreat this woman in any way during 
thi3 incident? 

A No. 

Q Are you sure whether this woman was or was not untied 
from the tree before you left the area? 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Will you reword that question, 
please, so as to eliminate the double negative character of it. 
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Ho will be able to answer it much bettor. 

Q Was thia woman untied before you loft the aroa? 

A Yes. I made certain that she was untied before I 
left. 

Q Wa3 she given clothes of any kind before you loft the 
area? 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Mr. Simon, the question prior 
to this question was answered a few minutes ago and this 
question that you are now asking was likewise answered by 
the witness. What is the purpose of the repetition of those 
questions? 

MR. SIMON: Sir, I was just trying to tie up some 
rough ends of thi3 story, to see definitely when theso things 
occurred. It has been a long rambling story and I was 
trying to tie it up. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission doe3 not want to 
constrain you in presenting your case in any way, but it 
will help facilitate the trial and proceedings if you will 
avoid as many duplications as possiblo. 

MR. SIMON: I will withdraw that last question. 

Q Was the woman blind? 

A She was not completely blind. 

Q Tell the Commission how you know thati 

A When I asked her if she was able to soe this house 

three hundred meters away, she was able to soe it; and also 
when I spoke Vioayan to the woman she recognizgd mo as h 
Japanese soldior and started struggling. I know for these 
reasons that she was not completely blind. 

Q When your patrol first captured this woman, why didn't 



your soldiers restrain her by the wri3ts? 

A Because the woman's body was covered with -- 

COLONEL WORTMAN: I think ¥ skin irritations" aro 
the words — 

A (Continued) -- Because the woman had obvious skin 
irritatiom? on hor skin, the soldiors were reluctant to touch 
her. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: This question was answered in a 
slightly different way a while ago. 

Q How large was Simojo's bolo on this expedition of 
November 25, 19^3? 

A (Witnoss indicates with hands.) 

MR. SIMON: The record will indicate the witness 

gestured. 

Q Is that the ontiro length of the bolo from the tip of 
the blade to the tip of the handle? 

A Yes, that is the entire length of the bolo. 
v MR. SIMON: For a bolo it was quite a large bolo. 

Subject, to any objection by the prosecution raid members of the 
Commission, lot the record indicate that the witness gestured 
indicating the length of the bolo from the tip of the blade to 
the end of the handle was approximately -- lot him indicato 
the distance again — 

(Witness indicates with hands.) 

It would bo about twenty-four inches, the way it lo:-ks, about 
twonty-four inches, sir. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Is that all right with tho 
prosecution? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: The prosecution, sir, hn3 








no objection to the size. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The record will indicate that 
the witness indicated a saber of about twenty-four inches in 
length. 

Q And how largo was the handle of the bolo? 

A About one-fist and a half. 

MR. SIMON: Shall I put that into inches? About 
seven inches? 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Lot the record indicate the 
length of the handlo as indicated by the witness was 
approximately six or seven inches. 

Q Did any other incident happen on this patrol? 

A No. 

MR. SIMON: The defense has no further 

questions. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Cr^ss-examination? 
LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Did I understand that 
the defense, when this accused was put on the stand, 
indicated that ho testified only on Specifications 1 and 2? 

MR. SIMON: Specifications1 and 2 wero 
testified ©n by the witness. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: That is a question that the 
Commission will decide and the accused may bo quostionod on 
anything that he has been questioned on in his direct 
examination or anything else in addition, and including 
things which he was not quostionod about in the direct 
examination. That is a little bit different situation than 
we have in ordinary legal procedure. 










MR. SIMON: If it please the Commission, the 
defense enters a general objection and it will be understood 
that the defonse objects to any line of questioning concerning 
additional specifications. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: On that grounds? 

MR. SIMON: On the grounds that it has not been 
covered in the direct examination. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: And is that based on 
Letter O^der 5 December, which included all the rights of 
the accused? Prosecution submits to the Commission that 
Letter Order 5 December includes the rights of the accused, 
includes the entire jurisdiction of the Commission; that 
nowhere in Letter Order 5 Docembor i3 the right of the accused 
to go on the stand and limit the scope of his cross- 
examination stated and given to him; that in Letter Order of 
5 December are stated all the rights of the accused; that 
other than the rights given accused in Letter Order 5 December, 
the 3cope in examination Of the Government is as broad as 
it can be. 

MR. SIMON: If it please the Commission, I 
believe there is a broad general misltatomont of the law 
governing this particular case. There are rules and rights 
of any witness that takes the 3tnnd, namely that in cross- 
examining a witness you will examine him only on the matters 
covered in his direct examination. This witness, in his 
direct examination, has not testified concerning this 
additional specification. That is just a general rule of 
evidence which is implied in that Letter Order of 5 December 
and governs the examination of any witnoss, not only an 
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COLONEL WORTMAN: The letter of the Supremo 
Commander for tho Allied Powers, Subject, “Regulations 
Governing the Trials of Accused War Criminals," dated 
5 December, governs those trials before Military Commissions* 
The rights of the accused are set forth in that directive* 
There is nothing in the directive which prohibits the' 
questioning of the accused on any matters that are a portion 
of the main issue in the case, if tho prosecution desires 
to question him to that extent* In other words, prosecution 
is not constrained to limit his questions to the points 
covered in the direct examination. The objection of the 
defense is therefore not sustained* 





MR. SIMON: If it please the Commission, the 
defense will not interpose any objection hereafter to this 
line of questioning, if he undertakes it concerning this 
additional specification. Moreover, by our silence we d.o 
not acquiesce to this line of questioning. However, we 
specifically object to any such line of questioning* 

COLONEL WGRTMAN: Very well the record will so 

indicate* 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If the Comission please, 
the Government, although well convinced of the right- of 
the Commission to hear cross*examination on all levels, 
the examination of the accused in regard to Specification 
3 tords to confine itself merely to questions regarding the 
whereabouts, of the accused at the particular time for tho 
purpose of expediting the trial and safeguarding tho record 
under any contingencies. 

CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD* 

<? Were you at Tablas Island in November 1943? 

A I was there after the 15th of November until the 2d of 
December 1943* 

Q What wore your official duties, during the tine you were 
on Tablas island? 

A I was the ordnance officer for the Tozuka battalion. 

On the three days following the 23d and the three days fol~ 
lowing the 29 th there was a special intelligence report and 
at that tine the number of officers in the area were very 
scarce so I temporarily took over command of some soldiers 
and led the expedition®. 











Q Then you acted as a platoon leader on two patrols 
in full command of those patrols? Is that correct? 

A Yes, that is true’* 

Q On the firyt patrol you led, which started about ths 
23d of November* how many Filipinos were killed? 

A 31 didn't Kill any* 

Q Hbw many were killed by members of your patrol^ 

A Lfcr soldie’rs did not kill any either, 

Q Was Simone under your command? 

A Yes, he lias, 

Q Have you not testified that Simoje killed a native? 

A Yes, 

Q Then whtf did you say your soldiers had not killed anyone? 
A Simoje Is an interpreter— not a soldieir 
Q Was th«3 killing of the one native by Simoje the only 
killing that occurred on that patrol? 

’JR. SIMON: If it please the Commission, that 
question assumes facts not in evidence. Thoronhas been 
introduced, no evidence by the prosecution or anybody else that 
a native was killed on that patrol. The only evidence we have 
is that Simoje has plunged a bolo through the body of a native 
and ther-3 is no evidence that a native has been killed* 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: The prosecution?s comment 
in reply to the defense's objection is that in direct testimony 
of the accused by hi& bwn dodnscl hd Statod’that fcho soldiers 
had informed him that Simoje had killed the Filipinos. Killed 
means dead, 

MR. SIMON: No further comments by the defense 
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but there is no evidence that there was a native killed 
back there. We have noBody who has seen the body* 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Is counsel for the defense 
objecting or arguing? 

MR. SIMON: Counsel is objecting to the question 
as assuming facts not in evidence. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The objection of the defense 
is not sustained. The witness will answer the question 
to the best of his knowledge and belief* 

BY LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD. 

3 Will the reporter read back tho last question to the 
witness? 

(The reporter read, the last question.) 

A There wore no others. 

3 Did you see Simoje kill this Filipino? 

A No, I did not. 

Q Were there any cargadors accompanying your patrol? 

(The interpreter hesitating in translating the last 
question.) 

MR. SDION: It might be well to find out whether 
the witness knows what a cargador is, 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The prosecution will inquire 
into the natter of whether or not the witness understands 
what a cargador is. 

BY LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD* 

Q Do you know what a cargador is? 

A Is that the English word for it? 

Q Cargador is English. 

A I don T t know. 


Ill 












Q Were there any Filipinos accompanying the expedition 
carrying loads of supplies ? 

A Yes* we had them# We called then boys, however* 

Q How many boys accompa^lo^ this patrol on the 23d of 
November? 

A Just one person. There is only one boy attached 

to one officer, that is only one boy is.assigned out to^each 

officor. 

Q Did Simoje have a boy? 

A Nb. 

Q Where is Simoje? 

A Now? 

Q Now. 

A In March 1945 Simoje died in a bombardment. 

Q Why did Simoje tell you he had killed a native? — 

Let mo rep^raao that questions Did Simoje tell you. why he 
had killed.Vthe native? 

MR. SIMON: Just a moment, I am going to 
object to that question because it assumes facte that are 
not in evidence. I have no objection to the original 
question oven though he docs offer new facts not in 
evidence. I do want this witness to be fully and 
thoroughly cross-examined, but I believe the positive, 
negative phrasing of the question in quoting facts not in 
evidence is objectionable bocause it will give misleading 
information to the Commission. Let that original question 
stand. I have no objection to that. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: I will withdraw the 
original question. 
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COLONEL WORTMAN: Do you withdraw your objection? 

MR* SIMONi The second question I will object to 
on the ground it assumes facts not in evidence and it is 
so worded as to mislead the witness* 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Might the prosecution 
inquire as to what these facts are that are assumed? 

MR. SIMON: Will you read the last question 

back? 

(The reporter read the last question back.) 

I©. SIMON: The question obviously is on it*s 
face another way of saying “when did you stop beating your 
wife?" 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: What are the facts? 

MR. SIMON: Simoje did not tell him that he had 
killed anybody, 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: I am asking for reasons 
for your objection* 

MR. SIMON: Also it is not specific enough as 
to time. It does not state as to time and place when this 
alleged^'conversation took place. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The objection of the defense 
is not sustained. The witness will answer the question 
to the best of his knowledge and belief, 

MR. SIMON: If it please the Commission, I want 
to interpose a specific objection. "Did Simoje tell you 
when"; there is no statement of time, I believe the time 
element here is important. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: I said "why." 









COLONEL WORTMAN* Will the prosecution inject 
the elonant of time in there? I understand the defense 
will have no objection whatsoever to the question if that 
is done • 

MR. SIMON: Yes, sir. 

SSSFIfERDf., The prosecution will be 
glad to. The whole line of questioning has been in regard 
to a particular tine. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: You withdraw your objection in 
view of the fact that he is going to rephrase his question? 
MR. SIMON: Xes, sir. 

Q On this patrol which began on the 23d of November you 
have testified that your men told you that Simoje killed a 
native,.»is that right? 

A Yes, it is true. 

Q After your men told you of Simoje killing the native, 
did Simoje tell you why he had killed that native? 

A Yes, he did. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission will rccoss for 
ten minutosL 


(Short recess.) 


COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission is in session. 
LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Will the interpreter remind 
the witness he is still under oath? 

(interpreter Kato spoke to the witness.) 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Will the reporter read 
back the last two questions and answers? 

(•Che reporter read back the last two questions and 
answers.) 

Q Isn't It true that you ordered Simojo to kill that 
native? 

A I did not order it. 

Q Where the native was killed, was there just one house 
or was it in a barrio? 

A About one hundred motors away from that place there 
were three or four houses. 

Q Did you over go to the house where the man was killed 
by SImoje? 

A No. 

Q Did your soldiers investigate the other houses near 

the house in which the man was killed? 

MR. SIMON: May it please the Commission, I 
object to that question, on the ground that there is no 
time put in there. Was that before the man was killed or 
after the man was killed that this question pertains to? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: I am interested in both 
before and after. The question is inclusive: "Did your mon 
evor investigate the qther houses?" ' 

MR. SIMON: I object to the question as boing 
too vague and indefinite, unloss the time is fixed. 







LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: There is one patrol — they 
are there one day — there is one house and several others 
nearby. I am asking whether the soldiers investigated the 
other houses. How can I be more definite? 

MR. SIMON: You might ask, "Did your soldiers 
investigate the housos around the area before the man wa3 
killod, during the time the man was killed or after the man 
was killed? 1 ' The objection 3till stands. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The objection cf the dofonso is 
not sustained. The witness will answer the question. 

A Yes, they inspected all the housos in that neighborhood, 
but the one in which the Filipino was was inspected the last. 

Q How many of your patrol inspected that house? 

MR. SIMON: Which house does prosecution mean? 

Q (continued): — inspected the last house? 

A Five or six. 

Q And was it at this time, during this inspection,that 
Sdimoje killed the native in that house? 

A No, the Filipino was taken away from the house. The 
road was about thirty meters away from the house and the 
soldiers who inspected the house took the Filipino to the road. 
Q Did thoy bring tho Filipino to you? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you question him? 

A Yes. 

Q And after you had questioned him, did ho return to his 

house? 

A No. 

Q Where did ho go after you questioned him? 













A He remained there and I left. 

Q Did you leave by yourself or did you take your entire 
patrol with you? 

A I went with the whole patrol. 

Q Was the man alive when you loft? 

A Yes, he was very active. 

Q When you and your patrol left the man, ho was alive, 
is that true? 

A Yes, when I loft I am positive he was alive. 

Q And you took your entire patrol, including Simoje, with 
you? 

A Yes. At that time all the soldiers were resting in a 
wide area and I gave them orders to march to the front and 
the fourth squad formed the rear unit. 

Q How far were you from the fourth squad? 

A At the time of the inspection I was with the fourth 
3quad, but when we started out on the march I was about one 
hundred meters in front of the fourth squad. 

Q And Simojo was with the fourth squad? 

A Yes. 

Q Didn't you testify that Simoje had gone to the houso 

of the old man and tried to steal some clothes from it? 

A Yes, I did. 

Q And didn't you testify that the old man became frightened 
at that time and was killed by Siraoje? 

A The spot where we inspected the old man was on the 
road and about twenty or thirty meters away from the house.fe 
And after I left, Simoje wanted to go after the clothing, and 
in order to do so, he was going to take the old man from the 
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road, and when he tried to take the old man, the old man 
became frightened — and that is when the killing happened 
and I was not there any*m9©e. 

Q I thought you had testified previously that when 
Simoje tried t. steal clothes from the houso, tho old man 
became frightened and was killed. Now which 3tory was true? 

A No, I don't believe I said that before, v 3hall repeat 
it. The road was a very narrow road and the mountain was a 
small mountain, about seventy or eighty meters in height, 
and t! :• house was about twenty or thirty meters away from 
the bood.. And I ordered five or six of my troops to inspoct 
the house. Then as a result, the old man was taken out to 
tho road and the place where I inspected tho. old man was 
at the side of the road. And aftor I had completed tho 
inspection and gone to tho front and Simojo had made 
positive that I had loft, he wanted to got the clothing from 
tho house; and I had given Simoje orders to come up with 
the old man to me later on, and Simojo tried to go to the 
houso with the old man, and when he grabbed him, the old 
man became scared. And then when Simoje grabbed him, tho 
old man, ho became frightened and then tried to escape and 
offered Simoje resistance, and therefore Simojo killed him. 
And at that time I was away up in the front, so I did not 
know anything about that. 

Q How far away from tho place that the man wa3 killed 
were you at that time? 

A I do not know. 

LIEUTENANT SHE®HERD: The witness has statod he 
was away up in the front. I want to know how far in the 







front was that. 

MR. SIMON: Hjv far up? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Yes. Please read the 
previous answer. 

(The reporter read the required portion of the testimony. ) 
SIMON: I believe tho confusion of the witness 

is, "at that time " is too abstract. Do you moan at the time 
tho man was being killed? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: I am asking a question in 
response to tho witness' answer. 

MR. SIMON: I will object to the question, unless 
it is made more definite. It merely tends to confuse the 
witness to 3tate, "Whore were you at that time?" 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If the Commission please, 
the witness has answered "at that time," indicating that at 
tho time Simoje killed the old man he was away up in front. 

I am asking^fcow far away from the place, wore you?" 

MR. SIMON: At the time Simoje killed tho man? 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Certainly. 

MR. SIMON: I will request that the question be 
rephrased, so that he is asked specifically, "Where wore you 
when Simoje killed the man?" to avoid confusion. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission would like to 
have that question reworded, and do you withdraw your 
objection? 

MR. SIMON: Yes, sir. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Very well. 

Q At the time Simoje killed the old man, how far awa> 
from them wore you? 

A I do not know definitely. 










Q And your soldiers told you about the killing of the old 
man? 

A Yes. First of all the soldiers told me and Simojo at 
first told me a lie and said the old man escaped. And when 
I found that out I was two kilometers away and it was forty 
minutes later. 

Q Are any of these soldiers alive that witnessed the 
killing of the old man by Simoje? 

A Yes. 

Q Can you give the names of any of these soldiers that 
are still alive? 

A Yano. 

Q And where is he at present? 

A I do not know. 

Q How do you know he is alive? 

A Because when tre surrendered to the American Army he 
surrendered the same with us. 

Q Have you not testified previously that it was the 
policy of the Tozuka Battalion to kill all Filipinos captured 
after July 1943? 

A I did not testify such. 

MR. SIMON: It is not within my recollection that 
the witnoss did testify to such. However, I have no objection 
to finding out whether that is a fact or not. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: To the best of my recollection, 
I wrote down that it was the witness who said it was the 
policy of the Tozuka Battalion to kill all Filipinos captured 
aftor July 1943. 

MR. SIMON: I believe it was in my opening argument 
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that I said that from July 1943 to December 1943 the Tozuka 
Battalion pursued the goneral policy of subjugation, but I 
don't rooall that the witness said It. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: I wrote It down In direct 
examination. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission has no 
recollection of that testimony having boon given by the 
witness on tho stand. 
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Q Was Simojo court-martialed whon you reported his conduct 
to Colonel Tozuka? 

A There was no court-martial. 

Q Is it the policy of the Japanese army to confine a man 
for a month without any court-martial? 

A I do not know anything in connection with such a thing. 

Q You have testified that SIraoje was imprisoned for a 
month because of hi3 conduct on this patrol, is that not true? 
A Yes, but he was confined for a month not because I 
asked for confinement for a month but I only asked the unit 
commander to punish Simoje. 

Q Was Simojo court-martialed? 

A No. 

Q Is it the policy of the Japanese army tc imprison one 

of their members without a court-martial? 

A I do not know. Those things do not come under my 
authority. 

Q Were you not battalion adjutant after that? 

A On July 1944, I became adjutant. 

Q And as battalion adjutant wouldn't you know whether it 
Is the policy of your battalion and of your army to imprison 
without a court-martial? 

A The policy at that time in 1943 and 1944 was that, but 
in actual practice it was not so. Thi3 shows that the 
discipline of the Japanese army at that time was considerably 
lax and at that time it was unusual for me to ask my unit 
commander to give disciplinary punishment to Simoje. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: 0. K., that's all. 

MR. SIMON: Just a moment, I request the Commission 
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that the witness bo not cut off and bo permitted to tell the 
Commission the entire answer to the question. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: I have had the answer; it 
was given early, but because the witness continued to testify 
and the matter was relevant, I allowed it to come in a little 
longer. I feel that the answer has been adquately given now. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The witness will bo given an 
opportunity to fully answer the question a3 propounded to 
him by the prosecution. You may proceed with your questioning. 

The reporter will read the last question back. 

(The reporter read the la3t question back.) 

A It was considered unusual becauso at that time the 
orders frtm highor-ups concerning punishment were faulty and 
it wa3 considered unusual punishing someone for killing a man. 
And, after I became an adjutant on Panay Island military 
discipline was enforced and you con find out about the 
enforcement of discipline by looking into the case of the 
Tozuka trial. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The witness has answered the 
question and you may proceed with your additional questions 
that you have. 

MR. SIMON: If it please the Commission, I will 
request information as to whether the interpreters have 
anything that the witness has given that has not yet been 
inserted into the record. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Will the interpreter, if you 
have not already translated for' the record the statement made 
by the witness in reply to the question, do that now. 

INTERPRETER: It has been recorded. 
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Q Siraoje was under your command on this patrol, was he 
.not? 

A For the first time he was under my command. 

Q Is it not true that you ordered Simoje to kill this 
old man? 

A No, I did not order him. 

Q How was Siraoje dressed on the patrol that started out 
from Despojols on the 29th of November? 

A I do not remember. 

Q Was he in a Japanese uniform? 

A No. At that time the army uniforms as uniforms were 
pretty well town and so we wore all kind3 of clothing. 

Q You testified that this girl that was captured 
by your men on this patrol believed Simoje to bo a Filipino 
because he spoke such good Visayan, is that} not true? 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Will the prosecution avoid 
that habitual double-negative»question? Eliminate the 
double-negative character of the question and make the 
question direct. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: I withdraw that question and 
put it this way: 

Q Is it true that you testified that the girl believed 
that Simoje was a Filipino because he spoke such good Visayan? 
A Ye3, I think so, I testified that. 

Q Was Simoje a typical Japanese in appearance? 

A Well, he was rather dark complexioned; he did look 

something like a Filipino. 

Q The girl's clothes were torn off of her by your soldiers. 
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is that true? 

A The clothes became torn naturally because she struggled. 
Q Were her clothes torn off of her by your soldiers? 

A Yes, because the woman struggled. 

Q And you instructed your soldiers to tie her hands and 
feet, is that correct? 

A I ordered them to tie her hands. 

Q Did you not also order them to tie her feet? 

A No. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: I am sure that if the 
testimony can be read back on that point, he did. 

MR. SIMON: I suggest the prosecution have the 
reporter locate the part where he said that. I personally 
don't recollect that. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: I grant that the only 
evidence is the record itself. Perhaps if I ask him the 
direct question agAin, he may be able to give the right answer. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: If the prosecution and the 
defense feel it necessary we will have the reporter bring the 
notes in and read back. 

LIEUTENANT 3HEPHERD: The prosecution believes it 
will be an unnecessary delay and withdraws the question. 

MR. SIMON: I think so. It is my suggestion that 
if the prosecution cares to pursue the point, we are more 
than welcome to ask him what the true facts are. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: That is what I intended to 
do, counsel, thank you. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: You intend to withdraw your 

objection? 
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MR. SIMON: Yes, sir. 

Q Did you not testify that you ordered your soldiers to 
go to her house to obtain a hemp bag and bring it back to 
the road for use as substitute clothing for the girl? 

MR. SIMON: I do object to, "did you not,* and I 
request it be rephrased. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission would like to have 
that double negative eliminated, please. Ask A direct'.question. 
Q Did you send your men to the girl’s house to obtain a 
hemp bag to cover her? 

A Yes, I ordered my soldiers. 

Q And then you ordered your soldiers to untie her and 
let her loose so that she could go back to her house? 

A I ordered my orderly to unbind the woman and give her 
the material for the clothing. After her hands were 
unbound and she was given her clothing, I left. 












Q Then everything done to the woman was done by your 
orders, is that correct? 

A Yes. Of course, her becoming nude was not a conse¬ 
quence of my ordering to unclothe her, but because of 
natural circumstances. 

Q Did you lead a patrol in the month of December 19^3 
to the vicinity of Badiang, Lucene, Iloilo Province, 
Philippines? 

A I do not know the name of the barrio, but in the 
north, about four or five kilometers from Lucena, I did 
conduct an investigation. 

Q And you were in Command of the patrol at that time? 

A Yes. 

li SJ 3TENANT SHEPHERD: No further questions by 

the prosecution. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Redirect examination? 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY MR. SIMON: 

Q Do you have a military disciplinary law in the 
Japanese Army? 

A Yes, there is. 

Q Do you also have a military criminal law in the 
Japanese Army? 

A Yes. 

Q Was the punishment imposed on Simoje imposed under 

the disciplinary law or under the military criminal law? 

A I do not know. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Will the defense differentiate 
between those two types of law that he has referred to. 
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to insure that the witness will not be confused as to what 
he is talking about. 

MR. SIMON: Just going off the record for a minute-- 
(At this point Mr. Simon made an off the record state¬ 
ment concerning the two types of military law aforementioned.) 

MR. SIMON: I have no further questions. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Questions by the Commission? 

There appear to be no further questions. The witness is 
excused. 

(Witness excused.) 

MR. SIMON: Sir, the defense has another witness 
whose testimony will not take over -- I don't believe it 
should run over ten minutes. I would like to hear him at 
this time. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: If it is agreeable with the 
prosecution and defense, we will hear his testimony after 
the noon recess. 

The Commission will recess until 1300 this 

afternoon. 

(The Commission recessed at 1130 hours to reconvene 
at 1300 hours.) 









COLONEL 70HTHAN* The Comission is in session. 

! MR. SIMON* The defense colls as its .next wit¬ 
ness Jiro Motoki* 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Let the record indicate 
that ail the members of the Comission are present, the 
accused his counsel and personal interpreter and the prosecu¬ 
tion, 

JIRO MOTOKI 

called as e witness for the defense, being first duly sworn, 

/ms examined and testified as follows through Interpreter Kate*

A Jiro Motoki, captain, No. £LJ-l5036l.

A Yes.

A Yes I know him. 

Point him out t. the members of the Commission. 

(The witness pointed to the accused Kumai.) 

MR. SEION* Let the record indicate that the wit¬ 
ness properly identified the accused Kumai, 

Q Are you related to this accused? 

A No I an not a relative of h.is. 

d Did you servo with the Trzuk.. unit in November 1943? 

L Yea. 

r i Do yen krt > whether r r ev. Colonol T-vzuka had p*nIaU©d 
jne of his men for committing t.m Improper act at that time? 

A Do y'U mean Noveml r? 
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Q Apound November 1943* 

A I do not know about November but later I know, 

Q And who was involved in tnis incident that happened 

later? 

A I hemrd of this after the expedition came back in 
December 1943; so it was I learned in January 1944 and it 
concerned an interpreter named Simojc. 

Q Jill you tell this Commission what happened to this 
interpreter named Sinoje in January 1944, 

A During the Tables punitive expeditions Simoje was in¬ 
terpreter at battalion headquarters, and while he was on the 
ICumai expedition the unit captured a Filipino prisoner which 
they used as a guide and the interpreter Sinoje killed him 
without the orders or consent of the unit commander. 

Q Who did you hear this from? 

A I heard it from Lieutenant Colonel Tozuka. 

Q Did Colonel Tozuka impose any punishment on Sinoje 
for this act? 

A Yes. 

Q How do you know that? 

A I made all tho records concerning the punishment meted 
out to Sinoje by Colonel Tozuka; so I know, 

Q What was your duty in the Tozuka battalion at that time? 
A I was adjutant. 

C For whom? 

A For Colonel Tozuka. 

Q And what punishment was imposed V? upon Sinoje? 

A One month heavy confinement, 

r Did he also lose part of his pay? 
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A Ho lost about one-half of his pay rmfl hi£*r30B-; his 
food was not the full quota as he got rice and sc.io only. 

HR. £r'!0Nt No further questions. Your witness. 
COLONEL V.'ORTMAN: Rocross-cxaiiination?

In the Kuoai punitive expedition a prisoner 
was caught and he was used as a guide and Siuoje killed this 
prisoner without the consent or without an order from the 


expedition coLinander, 










Q You say the prisoner vas used os o guide, is that true? 

A I do not know the exact situotion, because I was not 

in Iloilo, but what I heard, I heard that he vas used ns a 
guide. 

Q Are you yourself under charges as a war criminal? 

A Yes, I am under charges, but it is ill-founded and I 
am suffering because of it. 

Q During the time you were in the Tozukn battalion were 
many Filipinos killed by the battalion? 

MR. SIMON: I will object to that os incompetent, 
immaterial and irrelevant, not within the issues of this 
case, certainly, and not within the scope of the witness* 
direct examination. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Read the question back, please. 
(Reporter read the question.) 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The objection of the defense is 
not sustained. 

A Yes, I have heard quite a number of them were killed. 

Q Were all the soldiers that killed any of those civilians 

punished? 

MR. SIMON: Same objection, if the Commission. 

please. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If the Commission please, 
he has testified that as adjutant he had records of the 
punishments under his control. 

MR. SIMON: It Is incompetent, irrelevant and 
immaterial, whether anyone was punished from 1942 until 
1945, so far as this action 1 is concerned.

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: The witness has testified 

that Simoje was punished for his killing of one man. I am 
just, showing by the witness’ testimony that others were 
killed, and I am inquiring if ttey likewise were punished. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The objection jf the defense is 
not sustained. 

A I do not know the facts, because these were all under 
combat conditions and I did not go on punitive expeditions. 

Q But during the time you were adjutant, to the best of 
your knowledge, just four soldiers were punished by Tozukc, 
is that correct? 

A Yes. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: No more questions by the 
prosecution. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Redirect examination? 

MR. SIMON: No further questions by the defense. 
COLONEL WORTMAN: Questions by the Commission? 
There appear to be no further questions. The witness is 
excused. 

(Witness excused.) 
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MR. SIMON: At this time defense vould like to 
co. 11 os its next witness Yasuji Okedn. to testify concerning 
the Japanese lav applicable in the situation In Jhich Colonel 
Tozuka imposed this punishment. 

YASUJI OKADA 

e witness for the defense, bding first duly sworn- testified 
as follows through Interpreters Kato and Nakamura: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY MR. SIMON: 

Q What is your name and present residence? 

A Yesuji Okada, First Demobilization Ministry. 

Q Were you .formerly a colonel in. the Japanese Imperial 
Army? 

A Yes. 

Q You are now a repatriated civilian in Japan? 

A Yes. 

Q What types of law ore there that govern punishment of 

military personnel? 

A There are two. 

Q What are the two types of law governing Japanese mili¬ 
tary personnel? 

A One is military penal low and the other one is regula¬ 
tion for disciplinary punishment. 

Q Must there be a courts-martial to impose punishment 

under military disciplinary law? 

A When punishments come under the regulations for discip¬ 

linary punishment, it is not necessary for courts-martial. 

Q Do you have a copy of the Japanese military discipli¬ 
nary law with you? 
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A Yes, I hove It. 

Q And where was this secured from? 

A I got thi3 from the Legal Section of the First Demobili¬ 
zation Ministry. 

MR. SIMON: If it please the Commission, defense 
does not have sufficient copies of this military disciplinary 
lav to offer it into evidence. However, ve will request that 
the Commission, take judicial notice of the military discipli¬ 
nary lav and I could read into the record the applicable 
paragraphs, subject to the right of the prosecution to read 
any other paragraphs he desires. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission, will take judicial 
notice of the regulations governing the disciplining of 
troops in. the Japanese Army. 

MR. SIMON: I have no further questions of the 
witness. However, I would desire to invite the Commission's 
attention to the applicable provisions of this military 
disciplinary law, cfter the prosecution concludes his exam¬ 
ination of this witness. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: I would like to knaj be¬ 
fore I examine him, what these are. 

MR. SIMON: All right. "Military Disciplinary 
Law, October 13, 1909, Military Command No. 4, Revised in 
1918 (Military Command No. 18, No. 22) 1920 ---" 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Of what army? 

MR. SIMON: The Japanese Imperial Army, sir. 

"(Military Command No. 8) and 1940 (Military Command No. 28.) 

"T, the Emperor of Japan, order the revision and 
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enforcement of Military Disciplinary Lav. 

"MILITARY DISCIPLINARY LAV 
CHAPTER I. GENERAL RULES" 

Here is Article No. 1: 

"This lav vill apply to the chastisement of military 
men vho neglected their duties, offended against military 
rules, or corrupted military morals, and vhose committments 
or necessary punishments are not specified by any articles 
in the Military Criminal Lav." 

Article 4, relating to the classification of the men 
in the army, rends, I quote: 

"Besides, men registered in military service, but vith 
no official grade or order shall be treated equally vith 
privates." 

Article 12 relates to vhat heavy confinement is. 
"Article 12" — I quote: 

"Heavy confinement in the guerd room is to be from one 
to thirty days, confined in the guard room, vithout beddings 
to be allotted. Only rice, hot vater and salt, no serv5.ee 
except of army drilling or training to be permitted. 

"The beddings and ordinary food ere to be permitted 
every third day. 

"Beddings vill be allotted in considering of climate, 
environment or other sanitary conditions, to men. applied to 
a heavy, confinement in the guard room through the permission 
of Regimental Commander or the superior officers." 

That is not complete. The rest does not apply. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Very veil. Do you intend to go 
extensively into that? If you do, ve vill have — 
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MR. SIMON: I just want to qu tc sections qovcTl&k 
inp th<» punishr.ont imposed, v/ho can impose it, and thn limits 

of thr ; unishnont Imposed# 

Article 22 covers the person who cc-n impose such 

punishment. 

“Article 22. Brigo.de commanders, Regimental commrnders 
or general or field officers who are the chief commanders of 
independent, stationary, or detached units c.re given the 
right to order to apply all regulations of punishment in. 
this law to their subordinates." 

Artile 23 states that: "Battalion, commanders or 
captains who are the chief commanders of independent, station¬ 
ary, or detached units are authorized to Impose this punish¬ 
ment on their subordinates." 

Under sub-paragraph 3 of Article 23, the type of 
punishment porriitted i3, I quote, "Heavy or light confinement 
in. the guard room within thirty d^ys for privates." 

"Artielu 52. When, the execution is over, the punished 
is made to swoar the future repentance, whilw those who are 
mentioned in Article 44 being in attendance," 

There Is also a provision of this Military Disciplinary 
Law that provides for forfeiture of five-tenths of the 
soldier's pay, when he is given this major imprisonment. 

Under Article 10,"Those under heavy confinement, a five- 
tenth of their regular s: lariesshall be reduced during the 
period of punis 1 '*' jt, *nd a two-tenth for the lighi con. 
f inement." 

Defence has nothing furthor to offer. 
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COLONEL WORTMAN: -Cross examination? 

■i .CROSS EXAMINATION 
BY LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: 

Q Colonel, would an enlisted raan be charged under the dis¬ 
ci r. 

ciplinary law'or be court-martialed if he disobeyed the 
orders of his superior officer? 9 

A That varies with the crime committed by the soldier. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: No further questions. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Further questions by the defense? 
MR. SIMON: No further questions, sir. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Questions by the Commission? 
EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 
BY COLONEL WORTMAN: 

Q What category would on interpreter^ punishment come 
under, if the interpreter had committed a murder? 

A Do you mean if an interpreter killed a Filipino or 
an American, is that what you mean? 

Q Kills a Filipino — 

A That would be punished through the military penal 
code through the court-martial. 

Q What is the maximum disciplinary punishment that can 
be given by the regulation for disciplinary punishment 
which the defense counsel just read from? 

A Meting out penalty varies with the rank of the 
authorized person, but in a case of a regimental commander 
the heavy confinement may be about thirty days, I do not 
remember exactly. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: There appear to be no further 
questions. The witness is excused. 

(Witness excused.)

MR. SIMON: Sir, if the Commission vould care 
to have clarified this witness* last statement concerning 
dependence on the rank of the man involved, I would to 
invite their attention to Article No. 23 --- 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission, takes judicial 
notice of the regulations of the Japanese Army, with refer¬ 
ence to this disciplinary punishment. It corresponds quite 
favorably with the summary courts-martial -- that and in. 
veering off in the punishment under the 104th Article of 
War, with which we are all familiar. 

MR. SIMON: Defense rests. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission will hear the 
final argument of the defense. 

MR. SIMON: Will there be any time limit set? 
Will we be allotted the same length of time for arguing? 

(The members of the Commission, the defense counsel 
and prosecutor held a discussion out of hearing of the 
court.) 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: If the Commission, please, 
the prosecution requests a thirty-minute recess, so that 
the prosecutor can assemble his notes preparatory to 
making his final argument. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: Any objection on the part of 
the defense? 

MR. SIMON: No objection, sir. 

COLONEL WORTMAN: The request of the prosecution 
is granted. The Commission will recess until 1420 hours. 

(The Commission, at 1345 hours, recessed until 
1430 hours.) 
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COLONEL WORTMAN: The Commission is in session. 

The Commission would like to have the verification of 
the presence of the Commission in view of the fact that the 
recess was n little hit longer than the usual one. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: Let the record show that all 
the members of the Commission are present; the accused, and 
defense counsel and personal interpreter, and the prosecution 
are present. 

ARGUMENT FOR THE DEFENSE 

BY MR. SiiON: 

If it please the Commission, first, I want to 
compliment the prosecution for their vigorous presentation 
of this case. I want to thank the members of this Commission 
for their attentiveness throughout the case. Their searching 
cross-examination did much to fully develop the facts in 
this case. The President of this Commission is well aware 
of the situation in Panay during the times alleged in this 
case. Tho Commission realizes that here we did not have a 
Saturday ni^it orgy. Here was an organized military expedition 
carried out in a definite military pattern throughout the 
entire Panay Island. The Tozuka Battalion had been harassed 
by the guerrillas. They had lost 1500 men and orders were 
issued to clear up and subjugate the island. The actual 
specifications covered here concern a minor expedition which 
occurred in November 1943 on Tablas Island. Lieutenant 
Colonel Tozuka took his battalion to Despojols on Tablas 
and would dispatch patrols from his headquarters to various 
parts of the islands as intelligence reports indicated such 
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action was necessary. Kumal the accused did not initiate 
these patrols or expeditions. He did not even pick the men 
to go along with him. He was assigned a certain group of 
soldiers aJId headquarters also assigned him an interpreter, 
Simoje. The specification i3, and he is charged in this case 
with having unlawfully ordered and permitted members of his 
command to kill one unarmed noncombatant civilian. Kumai was 
a platoon commander at that time. His interpreter Simoje 
of his own volition, independent action, while on this patrol, 
is proven to have stabbed a native in a fit of frenzy. 

Kumai did not order this action. He was not present at the 
time it was committed and he did not condone it. Further, 
he had no knowledge at that particular time of Simoje's 
vicious tendencies. He had never been with Simoje on a 
patrol prior to this time. But, we do have clear evidence 
that after this patrol and for the rest of the patrol, Simoje 
was carefully watched by Kumai. 

We also notice that Kumai, as any reasonable platoon 
leader would, took affirmative action to punish Simoje for 
harming a native when the native was ordered by Kumai to be 
taken along and used as a guide. Kumai testified that if 
he were to sanction this type of action, in the future other 
such incidents would occur in the platoon end it would lead 
subordinates in his platoon violating directives on their own 
initiative. That doesn't make an army. That makes a mob: and 
Kumai would not lead a mob. 

We have all been military men long enough to realize 
the wisdom of Kumai's reasoning. As to the actual death of 
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the native, I maintain the prosecution has not proved a case 
of a killing. If Simoje himself were to be tried in this 
court for a murder of this native, on the basis of the 
evidence here presented, he would be acquitted at the close 
of the prosecution's case for failuy#.. to prove the corpus 
delicti, the commission of the act - — a dead man. Yet, the 
prosecution is trying to maintain a case against Kumai on the 
3ame flimsy evidence. Kumai is no more responsible for the 
unpredictable and isolated case involving Simoje than would 
be Colonel Wortman if the bailiff standing right there 
suddenly pulled out his pistol and shot someone in this court¬ 
room. Kumai is no more responsible for an unpredictable and 
individual action by a member of his platoon than would a 
United States Army officer for the alleged bad conduct of a 
member of his 3taff or of his office. Under no law can 
defense find that prosecution has made out a prima facie 
case on this specification. 

As to the fact of corpus delicti, the fact of whethor a 
native was actually killed, there is no proof beyond a 
reasonable doubt that such an act occurred. The evidence 
merely shows that a bolo allegedly penetrated the native's body. 
No one has shown that the man was dead. I seriously 

doubt the credibility of being able to plunge a knife 
completely through the body of another, especially in view of 
the bonyy skeletal construction in the back, the rib3, and 
the spine. Even if you believe that the knife completely 
penetrated’ th« still there is no proof that the man is 

dead. There have been witnesses who testified in these very 












courtrooms whose bodies have been completely penetrated by 
a bayonet wound. They not only lived but they came here to 
testify against the men who did it. The wound shown is 
serious but that does not show corpus delicti. 

Grijalvo admits that he did not examine the body and 
he did not know whether the man was alive. For all we know, 
the man is alive in the hills of Deppojols today. The only 
evidence concerning the native is hearsay evidence that 
Simoje had done something serious to a native. Definitely 
nothing in this record shows a murder committed by Simoje. 

Specification 2 charges Kumai with permitting his men 
to torture and maltreat a woman. We had two stories on that 
and I believe the accused who took the stand to testify under 
oath, permitting liberal cross-examination, gave us the true 
and complete story. We run into a poorly dressed mountain 
woman, dressed in tatters, we have all seen these women, we 
know what they wear. And, his soldiers tried to restrain 
her so they could question her, held her by her garments and 
in her struggles to free herself, her clothing was disarranged 
and torn. It is no war crime to have a woman restrained while 
questioning her. We often see even in the States where the 
civilian police have tried to restrain women by holding their 
garments and these women have torn loose and torn their 
clothing off their bodies by the violence of their actions. 
That is what occurred here.: 

Further, there is no evidence of maltreatment, and 
further we find that she was released immediately after 
questioning and before the patrol left, and that she was given 
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another garment which they brought from her house and gave 
to her. The question about a woman being blind: We have 
evidence in the record showing that she could point out and 
indicate the place where she lived around 300 meters away. 

She could identify the soldiers, and she was walking 
unguided by anyone. She did not use a cane and she 3eemed 
to navigate in a normal manner. The evidence shows that 
undoubtedly her vision was impaired but there is no evidence 
that this woman was blind. 

In regard to Specification 3, we have evidence of one 
Filipino, and what did he see? He did not see any heads cut 
off, he did not see any blood. He did not see any necks 
chopped. He did not see any body, he did not see any killing, 
and in reply to many questions by the Commission, by the 
prosecution, by the defense, he did not know if anyone was 
killed by the Japanese or not. I want to examine this 
witness Grijalvo, one of our so-called permanent fixtures in 
these courtrooms who testifies in many actions, has a lot of 
stories. He^' has testified in three cases concerning these 
same incidents and he has a swell story and each time his 
story grows except in one detail; that detail is that he 
still hatos the Japs as fiercely as he ever did. Would he 
stretch the truth to help convict his most hated and despised 
enemy? He tells the Commission the woman was blind. The 
evidence shows he looked into her eyes and her eyes appeared 
dim, therefore he says, well if I make it a blind woman it 
makes a more serious offense against this Jap. I will say she 
was blind. 
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This Grijalvo, I believe, has strained the truth 
because he feels that being a Filipino, appearing before a 
United States Military Commission, that his word will 
undoubtedly be accepted against the word of i an alleged 
war criminal. I invite this Commission’s attention to the facts 
in this case that clearly show that Kumai acting under 
orders from hi3 battalion commander did all he could to 
carry out his task properly and efficiently. The prosecution 
has sought to make out a case against him based on the 
flimsiest evidence I have ever heard in any courtroom, based 
on a story of one man who hates and despises the Japs. 

We are actually here trying an accused for permitting or 
ordering a murder when there is no evidence, no case has been 
made out that anybody was killed. In a civilian court, 
criminal court, back in the States, the courts will have 
dismissed Specification 1 and Specification 3 at the close of 
the prosecution’s case. Specification 2, the only mistreatment 
shown of this woman, oven assuming that their story is correct, 
is that the woman was tied to a tree while being questioned 
and we heard sound ‘reasoning for that, that the woman was a 
filthy mountain woman, skin diseased, even the soldiers did 
not want to touch her. And they are asking us to believe an 
exaggerated story of mistreatment in the handling of this 
woman. It is no war fcrime to bind a prisoner while questioning. 
That is the law, to restrain him. 

I also invite the Commission's attention that even 
though this is a trial of an alleged accused war criminal, 
the law is that each and every element of the offense must 
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be proven beyond a reasonable doubt. That has not been done. 
I Invite you to consider all the facts and bring in a finding 
of not guilty on all Specifications and Charges. 

Thank you. 
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CCLONEL V70RTMAN* The Commission will hear the final 
argument of the prosecution* 

ARGUMENT FOR THE PROSECUTION 
BY LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD* 

May it please the Connisslon, the prosecution congratu¬ 
lates the defense upon a very creditable "whitewash Job" on 
the accused, Kunai. The prosecution will attempt to merely 
restate some of the facts in the case and sun up the Govern¬ 
ment's case against the accused. 

In regard to Specification 1, the Government has alleged 
that the accused, Kunai, ordered and permitted murder. In 
this regard, prosecution would like to read from the People vs 
Marx, 125 NE 719» a case in Illinois, The c'urt stated that 
in that case, that "to constitute a person guilty of a crime 
as principal it is not necessary that he should do some act 
'at the time of the commission of the offense, it being suf¬ 
ficient that ho encourages its commission by acts or gestures, 
cither before or at the time of the commission of the offense, 
with full knowledge of tho intent of the persons who commit 
the offense and a person who encurages the commission of an 
unlawful act cannot escape responsibility by quietly with¬ 
drawing from the scene," 

Grijalvo last fall told, an American investigating , 
officer sent to Panay to investigate alleged Japanese war 
crimes the story that has been brought before the court in 
Specifications 1 and 2, Grijalvo says that Kunai was 
present when Sinoje killed the old man. Certainly there 
can be no question of identification, Grijalvo remembers 
Kumai well. Was the old man dead? Grijalvo says he was, to 
the best of his knowledge and belief; that he saw Sinojo 
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jab a bolo into his body, ho saw the 1 ody twitch at that 
tine and he saw no norc r.ovenent of the body. Sven the 
accused confirms the fact in his clever story of the sane 
episode. He said his soldiers told him that Sirioje had 
killed the potential guide. And it might bo remembered by 
the Commission that Grijalvo states he doesn't understand 
Japanese, but that after a conversation between Kunai and 
Sinoje, then and then only does this old nan die. A little 
fanciful to the Government that a disciplinarian such as 
Kunai holds himself out to be would allow an interpreter, 
usually lower than any private in tho patrol, to commit a 
murder directly against his orders, and as well as we c a n 
figure, somewhere near his immediate presence, and we say 
in his presence, without giving a direct order that that 
murder be committed. And tho Government asks tho Commission 
to recognize the fact that Kumai ordered the murder of a native 
by Sinoje and Sinoje killed him. 

Sicoje was punished. Ho got thirty days — not for 
the murder — perhaps for disorderly conduct — who knows? 
Tozuka nay know. Being on© of the killers, Tozuka did not 
come into the courtro )n to testify as to what he had ordered 
done t Simoje or why Simoje had served thirty days, and 
prosecution is not at all satisfied that Simoje ever served 
thirty days. Maybe you remember Captain Motoki, the battalion 
adjutant for approximately a year and a half, stated 
that during that time, to the best of his recollection, four 
soldiers were punished, that many killings were made by tho 
battalion, and yet in this one case tho interpreter is plucked 
out by the battalion commander and allegedly riven thirty days 






for murder. No, I don't believe so. 

There is no question that Kunni was present in the 
vicinity where this took plaoe; no actual motive} no 
reasonable reason for the murder being given} just cold*' 
blooded murder on a par with nany other acts of the Jape 
on the same islands. And we submit it was cold-blooded 
murder, on ordors of the officer that commanded that 
patrol. Where are these soldiers that were in the 4th Squad, 
and told Kumai of the dastardly deed that Simoje had done? 
Prosecution didn't know about then. We didn't know who they 
were — they were known to the defendant. The soldiers didn't 
appoar to corroborate. It would appear they were not able 
to corroborate with Kumai. 

MR. SIMON: Defense will now interrupt the 
closing argument. I believe here there is a misstatement 
of fact. We could have produced those witnesses, because 
the accused himself stated that the only nan he thinks may 
be alive surrendered and he doesn't know where he is, or 
we would have known where he is and we would, have him here. 

LIEUTENANT SHEPHERD: The prosecution would have 
beon very happy to cross-examine such witnesses. 

In regard to the second. Specification. The age of the 
girl — there is a difference in the stories — Grijnlvo says 
she was thirty, the accused says she was fifty — the Govern¬ 
ment doesn't care how old she was. The Government objects, 
to her treatment. The story is pretty well dovetailed. The 
girl is captured by the patrol at the time Grijalvo secs her; 
put into the hands of the Japs; the Japs bring her to Kumai; 
Kumai says that. Kumai questions her; she struggles; Kumai 










says in the struggle her clothes are torn off. Grijalvo 
present, and placing Kunai as also present, he says her 
clothes were deliberately stripped fron her body, sho was 
indecently handled and mistreated by tho soldiers' under 
Kynai and in his presence, and that later she was bound 
and suspended fron a tree, head down. That doesn’t sound 
too bad. It is right on a par with tho usual acts, but in 
this instance wo have testimony from a witness that it was 
a cold day — cold ~ it was raining. The inhabitants in 
this region had been driven out way up into the hills to 
escape the Jap patrol, as any sensible inhabitant would do 
or any inhabitant that was physically able would do. Yet 
wo have this girl, suspended face down from a tree, hands 
and feet bound behind her, in this cold. Can thero bo any 
doubt in tho minds of the Commission that that girl under 
those circumstances was allowed to hang from this tree and 
died a slow tortured death, because nobody was present and 
nobody came to free her from the tree? Yes, Kunai says, 
"Before I left I was positive my soldiers untied her, I 
had them go up to her house and get a hemp bag for her to 
use as clothing and let her go back to her h-usc. Y’o just 
didn't release her and let her go back to tho house — no, 
we brought tho bag ourselves," It is not believed by the 
Government .and there has been a lot of talk about blindness. 
There again we have two versions of it* Grijalvo saying 
that in his opinion tho girl was blind, in that when she was 
spoken to she didn't look at the people, which is a natural 
inclination. Che was spoken to; her eyes were covered with 
a dark substance, but she gave every indication, to his 
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knowledge and belief, that she was blind, and that must 
be true, because what other explanation could have kept 
her in that region, when everybody else got out when this 
Jap patrol cane. She couldn't escape; she was blind and 
helpless and captured by a patrol, and the patrol under 
the -- perhaps not orders — I will put it in the presence 
of Kunai, did mistreat her. And the Government says that 
they tortured her, they mistreated her and left her to die. 

The defense has talked about a corpus delicti, which 
is often erroneously believed to be the production of a 
dead body. The corpus delicti means the body of the crime, 
showing that crime has been committed, to be shown by cir¬ 
cumstantial evidence, and in the Panay cases it almost in¬ 
variably has t r ' be shown by circumstantial evidence. We 
have t^ ret that and we are glad to get that. If wo have 
a live witness we are happy. No, we don't have definite 
proof that these people were stamped "dead" — a doctor 
said, "stamp" and they were dead. We don't know who they 
wore — they were just poor unidentified Filipinos, typical, 
and luckily and due t- inefficiency, perhaps, of the Japan¬ 
ese military machine, these cargadors were taken on the 
trips by the Japanese and forced to accompany then and 
carry supplies. Some survived and those are our witnesses, 
and we are nighty glad to have witnesses wlv can by circum¬ 
stantial evidence prove corpus delicti, and it has been 
proven. 

Sandoval in Specification 3 was a frightenod young 
nan. He leaned over backwards t~ give the Commission the 
truth, the literal truth* and to bo very sure that ho said 








nothing f which he wasn’t sure in his nind, The nan was 
thirty neters fron where three non, one by one, wore be¬ 
headed by Kunai. He didn’t see any blood. I will go along 
with hin on that. I don’t believe it is usually possible 
to see blood at ninety feet. But nany witnesses would 
have seen blood, Sandoval says he didn’t see blood. He 
saw Kunai take out his sanurai sword, he saw hin swing it 
at the necks of those nen, ho saw then slunp forward, "ere 
they killed? Somehow it is difficult for re to conceive 
of an efficient Japanese Military officer having squatting 
before hin three helpless nen; no trial, but a question 
or two; then he takes his sword back, he swings, hits the 
neck of these nen; he takes three strokes and nisses; he 
is perfectly satisfied to niss then three tines. The death 
of these nen, I believe, is rather obvious. Sandoval was 
ncrely a cargador on the trip. He was in no position to r.ake 
his way up tc exanine the bodies of the nen after they were 
killed. In fact, for the accused he had already seen nuch 
too nuch. Kunai, asked in exaninntion as to his whereabouts 
at this tine, adr/.its he was in the vicinity of the crino, 
that he was in abseluto connand of the patrol. I believe 
any reasonable nan taking Sandoval's obviously true story, 
Kunai*s presence, Sandoval's positive identification of 
Kunai after the nurder, will believe Sandoval and hold 
that nurder again was done not by the order of Kunai, not 
by the permission cT Kunai, but by Kunai. 

No trials wore held for the killings, "c just don't 
expect that any more. Questioning was done, people wore 
killed, no reason shown. It is an old story on Panay 








Island, but one that is horrible and is never Justified. 

The accused*s explanations on Specifications 1 and 2 
are clever, very clever. 

The Government believes that the evidence in this case 
calls for the extreme penalty. T.’e can see no mitigating 
circumstances on behalf of the Government; on behalf of the 
mountain woman, tortured and loft to dio; on behalf of the 
men, four men, killed, murdered — three by Kunai, one by his 
order. We ask that the Commission make a finding of guilty 
and sentence the accused to death by hanging. 

COLONEL WORTMANi The Commission will go into closed 
session and will reconvene in open session at 1500 hours on 
the 12th of July. 

(The Commission adjourned at 1510 hours, to reconvene 
at 1500 hours, 12 July 1946.)

Moreover, the reporters and interpreters have likewise 
performed their duties in a highly commendable manner. 

The 6hnrge and Specifications in this casd appear on 
pages 7 to 11 of these proceedings and will not be.read at 
this time. 

The offenses charged in this case are most flagrant 
derelictions of the lrv/s of war and cannot be countenanced 
or condoned by civilized nations. The Commission has care¬ 
fully considered and evaluated all the testimony in this 
case. Moreover, during the entire consideration of the case 
the Commission has kept in mind the then existing tactical 
situation, the character, training and capacity of staff 
officers and troop commanders, as well as the traits of 
character and training of troops themselves. 
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As a result of the foregoing, the Commission has 
arrived at a Judgment and sentence and will now announce 
them. 

The accused, Toshimi Kumai, his chief defense counsel 
and the Commission interpreter will take a position in front 
of the Commission.

COLONEL CHASE: I will overrule your objection, 
if It was one, at this time to permit the prosecution to 
proceed and see If that point con be cleared up by additional 
questions. 

MR. ROBE: I will attempt to do so, sir. 

Q Have you ever seen a Japanese individual, whom you know 
to be Captqin Nakajlma who was the commanding officer of the 
North Eloraentary Garrison? 

15 
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A I can remember. 

4 Is that person,whom you know to be Captain Nokajlran, 
present In the courtroom at this time? 

A Yes, I can see him. 

Q Will you point him out to th) Commission? 

A (Witness indicated) 

MR. ROBB: Let the record show that the witness 
has pointed to the Accused, NokaJ.ran. 

Q Did you ever see the individual, to whom you pointed 
in this oourtroom at this time, in the North Elemontary 
Garrison while you were working there? 

A Yes. 

Q On how many occasions? 

A Every day I worked there I saw him. 

Q Did you at any time have any conversation with this 
individual? 

A Yes. 

Q On how many different occasions? 

A A number of times. I cannot recall how many. I am 
sure that I talk with him several times. 

Q What was the substance of your conversation on those 
occasions? 

A He was giving me instructions what to do in my work. 

Q Where woro you on the 19th day of April, 1944? 

A I was in Bacolod; 

Q Did you see any people in Bacolod in the North Elemen¬ 
tary School whom you recognize ,s being from the town of 
Tali soy7 
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A Two days after the raid at Taliony I saw elevon pooplo 
whom I recognized to be from the town of Tnlisay In the 
North Elementary School, 
ft Will you name these pooplo' 1 

A I only know six peoplo by name that came from Tnlisay. 
Their nanoc arc as follows, nil of them, the eleven of them, 
that they came from the town of Tnlisay, but only six of 
then I know by their names. Thoy aro as follows: 

Rafael Toledo, Romoo Juncc, Loreto Lopoz, Felix 8npitoln, 
Jovitft Caoiple, and Dcnlnador Garcia. 
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Q Do you know Wenceslao Birando? 

A No. 

Q Do you know Evangelista Alagarme? 

A No. 

Q Where were these eleven pe(ole when you first noticed 
them? 

A They were inside the truck leading into the garrison. 

Q Whore wore you at that time? 

A I was insido the garrison. 

Q How wore you able to soo hose people? 

A I saw them through a window. 

Q What happened to these men after you first saw thorn? 

A They were ordered to alight from trucks v then brought 

to one room in the garrison. 

D Which room was that? 

A The room was located in the southern part of the garri¬ 
son buildings. 

Q What room wore you in at that time? —• :• ~ - 

A In one of the rooms situated in the southern part of 
the building. 

C Where was the room in which you were then loeeted in 
relation to the room in which they put those eleven Filipinos? 
A Two rooms was between the room where I war and the. rooms 
whore the eleven people v/orc detained. 

C What, happonod aftor that? 

A That afternoon when I left for Tolisay, 1 sow them enter 

into the garrison, and the following morning at about 7 00 
o'clock in the morning, T sow them already in the y^rd tied 
to the flag pole naked. 
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Q Then what hnpponcd? 

A That afternoon between 3*30 and 4:00 o'clock, I saw 
Romeo Jun.co: ind- tod to another room noxt to mino, by 
Japanese. 

Q What wore you doing at that time? 

A I was fixing a light in that room. 

Q Doscribc the partitions which separated the room in 

which you wore working and the room whore Romoo Junco was 
taken? 

A The partition was solid from the floor up to eight 
foot, and from eight foot up to the coiling thoro was a wooden 
railing. 

Q Woro you in a position at that time to bo able to seo 
over the partition? 

A Yos, because I was up on the ladder. 

Q Wore you able to sco into the adjoining room? 

A Yos. 

Q Who was present in the adjoining room at that time? 

A At that time I saw ono Jrpaneso officer, ono Japanese 

soldior, and one Filipino member of the standing Army, and 
Jun t co. 

Q Were you able to recognize any of tho Japanese 

whom you saw in that room? 

A Yos, I know sorao. 

Q Whom did you recognize? 

A I recognized the Japanese officer and Romeo Junco. 

0 Who was tho Japanese officer whom y^u rocognized? 

A He was the commander of he garrison. 

Q Is the Japanese whom you recognized at that tine, present 

in the court room on this occasion? 
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A Yos. 

Q Which one is ho? 

MR. ROBB: Let the record show that the witness 
pointed to the accused, Nakajima. 

0 Tell the Commission what y'U saw on this occasion? 

A V/hen Romeo Junco was brought in that room, ho was 

questioned by the Japanese officer. It was not clear to me 
what the qufesti-'ns were, but I understood him to bo questioned. 
After a serios of questioning, t'ie Japanese soldier took hold 
of a pioco of wood used for fuol. Ho struck Romeo Junoo on 
the back. He was hit several tines and he fell unconscious 
on the concrete flooring. Thon he removed Romeo and brought 
him to tho other room. After vhile the Japantso soldior 
again brought in another person from among those who were tiod 
to tho flagpole. That person was Felix Sapitola. After a 
series of questioning again, like the former case, ho was 
struck with a piece of wood on his back. That is all what I 
saw boenuso at that time I was about to loavo for Tnlisny. 

Q How big was tho stick with which these two non were struck? 
A Approximately this diameter. 

MR. ROBB: Let the record show the witness indi¬ 
cated the circumference of his forearm. 

A Approximately two fe.ot in length. 

COLONEL CHASE: You'd better get the length of it 
in the rocord. 

MR. ROBB: Ho said two foot in length. 

Q Was tho individual whom you pointed to in this court 
room, present at tho tine cither cr both of these non were 
struck? 

A Yos, he is here. 
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0 Y/as ho present during the tine these two non wore struck? 
A Yos. 

0 Did Felix Snpitoln appoar to hnvo boon injured by tho 
beating hieh he received? 

I saw hin fall unconscious. 

Q Approximately h w many bl r v;s do you recall wore struck 
on these non? 

A I canttcll y~u how many tines the stick hit the vie tins , 
but what I can tell you, that every tine they fell t-: the 
floor, they picked then up and questioned then again, and 
then followed it up with booting. 

0 Approximately how long did those beatings last? 

A I believe each one of those victims v/orc beaten for 
not less than half an hour. 

Q Where wore you during this period of tine that y^u saw 
the victims being beaten? 

A I was up or. the stop of tho ladder, and looking through 
the railing toward the room. 

Q How long did you remain n that ladder? 

. Meanwhile those two people were being maltreated, I was 

there up on the ladder because I purposely delayed ny work fix¬ 
ing the light in ord^r I night see what happened to th' so two 
people. 

Q Did you on any other ^ccasler, after the tire you wit¬ 
nessed these two people being struck, see any of the r-en from 
Trlisay? 

INTERPRETER VILLALUZ. May I have the question 
read, please. (Lost question read by tho reporter.) 
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A Sone of the other people from Tolisny was boing boaton 
in the si ma room at the time when I loft my work at the garri¬ 
son. 


COLONEL CHASE: At this tine the Commission will 


take a fi”e Minute recess. 


(SHORT RECESS) 
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COLONEL CH*»SE: Tho Commission is in session. 

1IR. LOBB: Will the intorprotor remind tho witness 
that ho is still undor oath? 

(Translated to witnoss through Intorprotor Villaluz.) 

Q, Did you soc any of those othor boatings whioh you just 
roforrod to? 

A Some of thoso pooplo, I s iw thorn whilo thoy woro boing 
boatan. 

Will you givo mo tho namos jS oil of tho other pooplo 
whom you saw who woro boing boaton? 

A I can only toll you hhroo nemos, booauso tho rost I 
do not know thoir namos. 

Q Toll mo tho throe names. 

A Jovita Casiplo, and tho two namos, which I have already 
proviously mentioned. 

Q, Whon was tho occasion that you saw Jovita Casiplo boing 
boaton? 

A I saw Jovita Casiplo boing boaton on tho aftornoon of 
tho day following that day whon I actually saw tho boating 
of tho two persons which I have already montionod. 

Q, Whoro woro you on that ooonsion? 

A I was in tho sumo room. 

11 Do you know whothor any others woro boaton on that 

occasion whoso namos you do not know? 

A Yos. 

Q How many? 

A Throo othors. 

Q, Doscribo the boating whioh was cdministcrod to thoso 

mon on that occasion. 
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A Thoy woro being beaten with a big pioco of wood just 
like tho othoro which X first sew. 
ft How long did this boating last? 

A 2aeh onu of thorn woro boaton no loss than half on hour* 

ft Who was present at tho tirno those people woro being 
boaton? 

A There was ono tepenoso of floor, oho Japanoso soldier, 
and cn^ riombor of tho standing army, e Jilipino, aside from 
mysolf, who wa3 on the other sido of tho room, 
ft Did you rooegnize tho Japanese soldier who wns prosont 
at that time? 

A Yos. 

ft Who wrs ho? 

A Ho ;/r.s an officer with a molo on the face. 

ft Is that individual present in the courtroom at this 

time? 

A Yes. 

ft Will you indionto to the Commission who that individual 

is. 

(Wior_os3 pointing to Accusod Nakajimo.) 
j iuA. liOBP: Lot tho roooru shew th:t tho witness 

has pointed to tho .vocusod Fnkajima. 

ft Do you know, and I won ,/eu to answer "yes"- or "re", 
whether or net the olovor.. men from Tel Isay were listroe tod or 
bouton on .any occasion other tint tho times y^u ,V.v- tesbifiod 
to?’ 

uh COHN: I object, Your honor, on the grounds 
there is not sufficient connection, r not sufficiont found¬ 
ation that tho previous boatings woro ir. each ounr-otion with 

/ * 
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this oqsq that thoy con bo intorprotod as my dofondant 
Nakajima having participated in thorn, or any connootion 
botwoon tho dofondant and tho provious bootings. 

COLONEL CHASE: Objootion not sustainod. 

A Yos. 

q Whon wore thoso boatings ->r mistroatmonts? 

A It took plooo after a raid in the town of Talisay. 

Q, When woro thoso boatings in relation to tho two 
beating© that you have just doscribod? 

INTERPRETER VILLALUZ: Will you road tho last 

question? 

(Last question read by :-aportor.) 

A It happonod tho day following. 

Q, How did you know that thoso pooplo woro boing boaton? 

A Every timo whon I arrived in tho garrison I saw other 
pooplo, mombors of thoso olovon pooplo whom I hnvo montionod 
from Talisay, who had bruises on thoir bodios, tiod to tho 
flag polo naked. 

Q How many days did you soo thoso pooplo tiod to tho 
flag polo? 

A From tho first tino they arrived from Talisay up to tho 
last day of April whon I loft tho garrison. 

q During that poriod of timo did you hoar any noisos coming 
from the room where you eew tho three people ooing boaten. 

A Yos. 

Q Vilhat typo of noisos woro thoy? 

A I hoard somo wooping ohu crying indicating thoy woro 

being punishodj and that tho pcin was unboorablo. 

Q How long havo you livod in Talisay? 
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A I have lived in the town of Talisay fron the year 1923 
up to 1932, 

Q, Whore did you livo in 1943? 

A I livod in ny ovaouation pluoo, outsido tho town of 
Talisay. 

Q Thoso porsons who wore tied to tho flag pole, dosoribo 
how thoy woro olothod at tho tino? 

A They woro nakod at tho timo when I saw tliom tiod to tho 
flag polo• 

q What was tho condition of tho woathor during that period 
of tino? 

A Tho woathor was very hot, 

Q Whon was tho last tino that you recall sooing Ronoo 
Junoo? 

A Tho last tino I saw Ronoo Junco was whon I stopped 
working in tho garrison. 

Q Whoro was ho at that tino? 

A I saw hin tiod to the flag polo. 

£ Whon was the last tino you recall sooing Folix Sapitola? 

A I saw hin on ny last d< at tho gurrison. 

£ Whoro was ho at that tine? 

A /Ho was tiod togothor with tho ro3t of tho olovon pooplo, 
tijb'd to tho f’ag polo. 

Do you know Bernardino Pabillo? 

I do not know hin. 

Do you know Evangelista Alagarnu? 

I do not know hin. 

MR. ROBB: You nay oross-oxcninc tho witness, 

MR. COHN: Boforo I cross-oxanir.c tho witness, 
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if it ploaso tho Comission, this afternoon I would liko to 
havo sovoral othor Japanoso prisoners sit in for purposos of 
identification, and not in ordor to oonfuso tho witnoss, 

COLONEL CHASE: Tho Comission will rocoss for a 
fow ninutos and docido that question. 





COLONEL CHASE: The Commission is in open 
session. During the recess the Commission considered the 
request made by defense counsel and can see no objection 
and will permit it. However, the Commission desires that 
no £tempt be made to exchange clothing between the 
defendants or in any way conceal or change the normal 
appearance of any one. If you are allowed this privilege, 
we desire the other prisoners and the defendant dr.essed as 
they normally would be, 

MR. ROBB: Will the witness be reminded by the 
interpreter that he is still under oath. 

(Translated to the witness by Interpreter Villaluz.) 
CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY MR. COHN: 

Q Where did you live in April of 1944? 

A At my evacuation place at Talisay. 

Q How far is Talisay from Bacolod City? 

A Seven kilometers. 

Q Where were your quarter?: in respect to the North 
Elementary School Garrison? 

A The place where I lived Was quite far. I lived at 
Talisay. 

Q Under whose direction did you work at the garrison? 

A The building construction of the North Elementary 

Garrison was under contract to Ishiwata, but Ishiwata 
told me to take my orders from the Japanese officers in 
the garrison, 

Q What wore your immediate duties in and around the 
garrison? 
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A I was doing the olectric installations Job. 

Q When you testified that Mr. Ishiwata told you that 
you were to get your orders from the ooramander of the 
garrison, do you mean that the oommander of the garrison 
was to tell you each and every day what your duties wore 
to be? 

A Yes. 

Q Had you ever seen Mr. Ishiwata before you came to 
work at the North Elementary School Garrison? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you work for Mr. Ishiwata before you came to the 
Elementary Sohool Garrison? 

A Yes. 

Q What did you do for Mr. Ishiwata before you oame to 
the Elementary School Garrison? 

A Electrical installations. 

Q Did you do any other work for Mr. Ishiwata besides 
installations? 

A No. 

Q Did you at any time receive money from Ishiwata for 
giving information concerning Filipinos to Mr. Ishiwata? 

MR. ROBB: I am going to object to that. I 
don't think that is proper impeachment of this witness. 

It would go to whether or not he was a collaborator and I 
believe before you can impeach a man for collaboration, 
you would have to prove that he had been tried as a 
collaborator and found guilty. 
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MR. I don't seek to accuse the defendant 

of being a collaborator, merely to the credibility of ti e 
witness tbr.lj he at one time had been an informer on the 
Filipinos to Mr. Ishiwata. 

COLONEL CHASE: Objection not sustained. You 
may ask him. 

(Question read by the reporter.) 

A No. 

3 You testified that on April 19, 1944, eleven people 
wore brought from Talisay into the North Elementary 8ohool 
Garrison in a truck. More previously—. 

COLONEL CHASE: I suggest that you let that 
portion of the question be translated and then proceed. 

You will find, when working through an interpreter, if 
you get too much in process of translation you get lost, 

MR. COHN; You, sir. .11 I rephrase the question? 
I will start over again, 

Q You testified that on April 19, 1944, you saw eleven 
prisoners brought in from Talisay into the North Elementary 
School Garrison ? 

a It was not correct. I did not s vj it was April 19. 

I said that on April 19 Talisay was raided by tho Japanese 
and two days after, I saw tho truck loaded with peoplo from 
Talisay brought into tho North Elementary Garrison. 

Q Now you have also testified ■chat you wero in a room 
adjoininp: the room in which the two victims, Rcmoo Junco 
and Felix 8apitola wero tortured. 

A Yes. 
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Q Now, who questioned Romeo Junco and Felix Snpitola 
while they were in that roomf 
A Japanese officer with a mole on the face. 

Q Can you point out—is the Japanese officer who did 
the questioning of the witnesses or of the victims in this 
room' at this time and, if so, would you point him out? 

A Yes. 

(Witness indicated) 

MR. ROBB: Lot the records show that the witness 
has pointed to the Accused, Nofcajima. 

COLONEL CHASE: It being 11:30, the Commission 
will recess to meet again at 1300 this date. 
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AFTERNOON SESSION 




(The Comission net, pursuant to recess, at 1300 
hours.) 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission is in session. 

I ROBB: Let the rcoird show that nil members 
of the Comission are present; that the accused togothcr with 
his personal interpreter, the official interpreters, the 
c~urt reporter, the defense counsel and prosecutor' ore 
present. Tho witness is boing recalled. 

JUAN BARLETA, 

a witnoss for the prosecution, having boon previously duly 
sworn, testified furthor as follows through Interpreter 

Vlllaluz: 

MR. ROBB: Will the court interpreter remind tho 
witness he is still under oath. 

(Interpreter Villaluz interpreted to tho witnoss.) 

FURTHER CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY MR. COHN: 

Q Who interrogated, who questioned tho victims Rcmoo June 0 
and Folix Sapitola? 

of 

A A Japanese officer ordered that/the North Elementary 
Garrison, who had a nolo on his face. 

Q Do you know what rank the officer had on, or emblem, ho 
had to indicate his rank? 

A I do not know his rank, but I only know he was on officer 
because he supervised the work that was being done at the garri¬ 
son, and besides, he had with him a sober. 

Q In what language were tho questions asked, in Visoyan 
or Tagolog, or what other language? 
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A There were tines when he spoke English, end there were 
tines v/hon I hoard him speak Japanese. I cannot tell you the 
exact words, but I could hoar only the voice. 

Q Then the two languages tir t woro used was Japanese and 

English, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

0 Did Lieutenant Nakajina - - - 

COLONEL CHASE: Caution the witness to answer 
with his v^ice instead of Just shaking his head yes or no. 

(Interpreter Villaluz interpreted to the witness.) 

Q Did Lioutonant Nakajina ask the questions directly of 
the victims, Romeo Junco and Felix Sapitoln? 

A Yes. 

Q Thon Lieutenant Nakajime did not use an interpreter, 
is that correct? 

A No. 

Q Who else w«s present bosilos Lioutonant Nakajina? 

A Aside from nyself, who w; . on the other side of the room, 
there was n Japanese soldior and a Filipino member of the 
standing Army. 

Q Had y^u ever seen those others bofore, that is, besides 
Lioutonant Nakajina? 

A Yos. 

Q Do you know their names? 

A No. 

Q Where had you seen thon before? 

A Do you refor to the Japanosa soldior, or the Filipino 
standing Army? 

MR. COHN: I refer to the other two men in the 
room, other than Lieutenant Nakajina. 
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A Yes, I saw thor.. 

Q What nonbor of the three there took the stick up and 
hit the victims? 

.A The Japanese soldier. 

Q Do you mean Lieutenant Naknjima, or do you mean the 
other Japanese soldier? 

A The Japanese soldier. 

Q Did he receive a command to do so? 

* I hoard the Japanese officer s^y something in Japanese 
before the Japahese soldier hit the victim with a stick. 

Q Do you speak Visaya.n or Tagolog? 

A Vi sayan. 

Q Y/hnt other languages besides Visryan do you talk? 

A Th~t is all I know. 

Q If you only speak Visaynn, how could you understand 
what Lieutenant Na.knjinn said to the other officers, or know 
he was questioning the other two people at the time you soon 
h'n administer the boatings? 

A Because I heard the answers made by the victims. 

Q When you were given orders by the officer of the garri¬ 
son, ns to what your duties were to bo, in what language did 
he give you the orders? 

/. In English. 

Q Do you understand English; you just testified you only 

understand Visayan? 

A I understand - - - 

COLONEL CHASE: For the sake of clarity, let's 
continue through the interpreter even though he may personally 
understand English. 

/ I can understand English, also Visayon. 
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0 . In previous testimony, you claimed you wore able to 
seo the bootings because you were on a stcplndder in the 
next room, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q You hove also testified th~t each beating took approxi¬ 
mately half an hour, is that crrrect? 

/ Yes, that half hour consumed not only the beating but 
the questioning. 

0 How many beatings did you see altogether, how many 
people did you see beaten and questioned? 

A Six people. 

Q Thon you were approximately on top of the ladder for 
three hours, is that correct? 

A No, bemuse every day I saw two victims boing beaten 
up at a tico. 

Q } it were you doing on top of tho ladder each tine that 
you climbed to the top to sec the beatings? 
r. I was doing an electrical installation job. 

Q What sort of p n electrical installation job? 

A I installed a light, an electric bulb. 

0 WhPt was the room in which you viewed the beatings used 
for, that is, the room in which you wore at tho time tho beat¬ 
ings took place? 

INTERPRETER VILLALUZ: May I have the question 
please? (L«st question read by the reporter.) 

A You moan at the time I saw the bootings? 

MR. COHN: Yes. 

A That was an unoccupied room and I do not know whet v/as 
the purpose of that room. 
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Q What was the room where the beatings took place used 
for, other than for beatings? 

A You mean the place where the victims were beaten? 

MR. COHN: Yes, the room in which they were beaten 
and questioned both, was that the same room? 

A Yes. 

Q What was it used for? 

A I do not know what that room was used for because it 
was an empty room, but every time the victim is placed inside, 
they closed the door. 

Q What was the distance between the partition that separ¬ 
ated the room and the ceiling; the distance between the coil¬ 
ing and the partition, the empty space through which you looked 
when you were on top of the ladder to view the bootings? 

A The distance botweon tho ceiling and the partition was 
approximately four feet. 

Q Was thero any space between the floor and the partition? 

A The partition reaches up to tho floor. 

MR. COHN: Roaches down to the floor. 

Q How high was the ladder on which you climbed to fix the 
electric installation? 

A Eight feet. It was a fan-like ladder. 

Q What was the distance from the floor to the ceiling? 

A Approximately twelve feet. 

Q And all the time that you saw tho beatings, you were on 
top of this ladder looking over the partition into the other 
room, and from that position you could see the beatings that 
took place in the other room, is that correct? 
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A Yes, I wps locking through to the other room, 

Q What wrs the distanco of the electric light from the 
edgo of the room, in other words, was it in the conter of the 
room or on the side of the room? 

A The wiring insulation plate was on the wall, but the bulb 
itself was located in the niddlo of the mon, 

Q Were you on tho ladder for a period of two hours each 
time you saw tho boatings? 

A No, approximately I stayed there about one hour only. 

If you stayed there one hour only, and you sow six 
beatings, and they took half an h:ur each, then you must have 
been on the laddor threo times, of one hour duration each time, 
is that correct? 

A I used to work in that room in the afternoon for tho 
purpose of seeing what might happen on the other side of tho 
room. I stayed one hour on top of the ladder evory afternoon 
that I an there and I did that three tinos. 

Q Did you eventually get the installation fixed - tho 
electric wiring? 

A On tho third day, tho wiring it was over. I really 
finished it bocausc that is about tho time sufficient 
enough to finish the job. 

Q Did the Japaneso, or y^ur superiors, at any time question 
the amount of time it took you to fix that installation? 

A I was questioned why I consumed four days in completing 
the installation of that particular room, but I told the 
Japanese that it is because in tho morning when it is very hot, 
I do not work in that room, I only choose a time when it is a 
little bit cool in the afternoon. 
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Q Did you work on tho- installation at tho scno tlno that 
you wnt nhn d Japcnoso question and.boat tho victims in tho 
next roon? 

A Yes. 

Q You testified previously that you hoard crying and 

nooning, duo to unusual punishnont; on what da to, or approx¬ 
imately what dato did this ooour? 

A I hoard tho crying end tho nooning at tho time boforo 
I ontorod that roon to do tho installation job. That was ny 
sign that it is tino for no to got into tho roon to soo what 
is happening on tho other side of tho roon. . 

4 What kind of clothos wore tho victims woaring at tho tine 
thoy woro questioned and boaton? 

A Thoy woro nakod. 

What kind of olothos woro thoy woaring rt the tine thoy 
woro brought in? 

A. Thoy woro nakod. 4 

Q Do you noon at the tino tho truck brought thou in, 19 
brought than in without any clothos on? 

A Sono of then, whon tho truck arrivod, had clothos on, 
sono woro naked-thfffc‘afternoon, but tho following norning. 

I saw thou all nakod. 

Q What woro tho onos woaring that had thoir clothos on? 

A I oannot rooall oxactly tho kind of clothos, tho clothing 
nntoricls thoy woro, but I oan rononbor that sono of thon woro 
woaring oolorod olothos. 

Q, Did any of thon havo or Japnneso unifoms or any pert 
of c Japanoso uniforn? 

A No. 
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MR. COHN: That is aH. 

MR. ROBB: Doos the Conuission havo any questions 
to a3k of this witnoss? 

COLONEL CELiSE: I have ono or two. 

EXAMINATION BY TEE COMMISSION 
BY COLONEL CE.SE:

Q, Whoro is tho North Elonontcry Sohool loentod in Booolod? 
A The North Elenontory Sohool was looctod in tho north 
of Baoolod. 

Q, Toll this Connission whet hepponod on or about the 
14th of Key 1944, rolctivo to a roquost which you raooivad 
fron tho Japanese. 

A That incidont that ooourrod in-Bcnago did not take plaoo 
on the 14th of Kay; it took place between the 20th or 21st of 
May. 

Q Toll this Connission what hap^onod on thoso datos. 

A On that date tho Japanoso soldior and a Filipino nonbor 

of tho standing arny cano to our houso tolling no that tho 
captain of tho sontry ardors no to soo hin. 

Q Thon what happonod? 

A Upon roaohing tho sontry post tho Japanoso stationod 
thoro, sort >f a houd Japanoso,told no that Captain 
Nckajina wants to inforn □» that they will kill olovon 
Filipinos, and that Cr.ptcin Nakcjina wants to know ny 
opinion, what to do with the bodies. 








Q, Then what happened? 

A Then I answered that the beat way was to bury, dig a 
hole In the ground, and bury them and then the Japanese 
answered,|"Very good." 

Q Then what happened? 

A After that I went around the barrio and Informed the 
inhabitants that the Japanese is requesting that we dig 
holes for the dead bodies of the Filipinos and the olvilians 
willingly accompanied me to dig the hole for the bodies. 

4, Then what happened? 

A ifhnt very afternoon I and the other Filipino civilians 
started to dig the hole, but we did not finish the hole 
un til the next morning, the 21st of May. 

Q Then what happened? 

A When the ditch which the people dig was finished that 
moxfting, in the afternoon about three or four o'clock, 

21 of May, the Japanese informed me that Nakajlma wants to 
see me, I answered the Japanese that, " I will be follow¬ 
ing you." 

Q Then whot happened? 

A The Japanese ordered me to proceed to the place where 
we dug. Thbn I proceeded and I pointed out to him the- 
ditch that we dug. 

Q fhen what happened? 

A y r / 4 i hen at that place there were Filipinos who were 

tied, whose hands were tied behind their backs. They were 
led"one by one to the hole. They were ordered to sit on 
the edge of the hole with their feet dangling inside the 

>■ - 
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hole, and in that position, with their hands tied behind 
their backs, a certain Japanese captain, the executioner, 
unsheathed his saber, then hackod the neck of each person, 
one by one. After the hacking, two Japanese soldiers 
pushed them into the hole. They were pushed into the hole 
with the points of their bayonets. 

Q, Did you recognize any of the Japanese soldiers or 
officers who were present at the time those Filipinos were 
killed? 

A I did not know any of those Japanese because apparently 
they were new faces to me. 

Q Were any of them the Accused, Nakajlma? 

A No, Nokajima was not present ? there, only the Japanese 
that brought those Filipino civilians. 

Q What happened after these civilians were killed? 

A After one civilian was killed in that manner, fear 
took hold of me and I asked the Japanese that I be allowed 
to look for some more civlllane to oover the grave after 
they are all killed. 

Q, Then what happened? 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission at this time 
will take a short recess. 

(Short Recess) 
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COLONEL CHASE: The Commission is now in session. 

MR. ROBB: Will the interpreter- remind the witness 
he is still under oath. 

(Interpreter Nlshihara interpreted to the witness.) 
BY MR. ROBB: 

Q How far from the holes which were dug, did you live at 
that time? 

A Approximately one-half kilometer. 

Q Answer yes or no whether or not you know if the holes

Q Between the time these people were killed, end the time 

the A eric^ns enme, were these holes ever re-dug? 

A It wps not re-dug before tho i i rric'ns c^me. 

Q 1,? ere you present when the holes were ro-dug when tho 
Americans erne? 

A Yes, I wps present. 

Q State to this Commission wh was present at thot time? 
f You mean persons? 

MR. ROBB: Yes. 

A Among those persons present during the time the hole was 
re-dug, I know only one by name, - Fr'ncirco. 

Q Approximately how many people were present at that time? 

A At the beginning of tho re-digging of the hole, there 
/;orc three persons, and at a later time more people gathered 
to see the ro-digging. 

Q What, if anything, did you find in these holos after they 
were ro-dug? 

A I saw skulls and skeletons. 

Q How many? 

I saw eleven skulls end skeletons.

A The coconut tree where I climb from the place of the 
killing is the distance from the place v/here I am sitting 
now to that garage. 

MR. COHN: Let the record indicate a distance 
of about fifty yards. 

Q Did you notice if any of the victims had any clothes 
on at the time they were killed? 

A They were naked. 

Q Are you sure they had no clothes on whatsoever? 

A They had no upper garments, but they had their pants. 

MR. ROBB: Does the Commission have any

SUBJECT: Regulations Governing the Trials of Accused War Criminals. 

TO : Commander-in-Chief, United States Army Forces, Pacific, TO 5CC 
Com. landing General, Sixth Army, APO 442 
Commanding General, Eighth Army, /TO 343 
Commanding General, XXIV Corps, APO 235 


The following rules and regulations will govern the trials of persons, 
units and organizations accused as war criminals: 

1. ESTABLISHMENT OF MILITARY COMMISSIONS. 

a. General . Persons, units and organizations accused as war 
criminals will be tried by military commissions to be convened by, or 
under the authority of, the Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers. 

b. Number and Type3 . The commissions will be established de¬ 
pendent upon the number, naturo of the offenses involved and the offenders 
to be tried. Such commissions may include, among others, international 
military commissions consisting of representatives of several nations or 

of each nation concerned, appointed to try cases involving offenses against 
one (1) or moro nations. 

2. JURISDICTION. 

a. Over Persons . The military commissions appointed hereunder 
shall have jurisdiction over all persons charged with war crimes vtic are 
in the custody of the convening authority at the time of the trial. 


b. Over Cffonsos . 

(1) Military commissions established hereunder shall have 
jurisdiction over all offenses including, but not 
limited to, the following: 


(a) 


The planning, preparation, initiation or waging of 
a vmr of aggression or a war in violation of in¬ 
ternational treaties, agreements or assurances, 
or participation in a common plan or conspiracy for 
the accomplishment of any of the foregoing. 
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(b) Violations of the laws or customs of war. Such 
violations shall include, but not be limited to, 
murder, ill-treatment or deportation to slave 
labor or for any other purpose of civilian popu¬ 
lation of or in occupied territory; murder or ill- 
treatment of prisoners of war or internees or per¬ 
sons on the seas or elsewhere; improper treatment 
of hostages; plunder of public or private property; 
wanton destruction of cities, towns or villages; or 
devastation not justified by military necessity. 

(c) Murder, extermination, enslavement, deportation and 
other inhuman acts committed against any civilian 
population before or during the war, or persecutions 
on political, racial or religious grounds in exe¬ 
cution of, or in connection with, any crime defined 
herein, whether or not in violation of the domestic 
laws of the country where perpetrated. 

(2) Hie offense need not have been committed after a parti¬ 
cular date to render the responsible party or parties 
subject to arrest, but in general should have been com¬ 
mitted since or in the period immediately preceding the 
Mukden incident of September 18, 1931. 

3. MEMBERSHIP COM!MISSION. 

a. Appointment. The members of each military commission will 
be appointed by the Supreme Commander for the /Hied Powers, or under 
authority delegated by him. Alternates may be appointed by the convening 
authority. Such alternates shall attend all sessions of the commission, 
and in case of illness or other incapacity of any principal member, an 
alternate snail, take the place of that member. Any vacancy among the 
members or alternates, occurring after a trial has begun, may be filled 
by the convening authority, but the substance of all proceedings had and 
evidence taken in that case shall be made know,, to that new member or 
alternate in open court before the trial proceeds. 

b. Numb e r of Members . Each commission shall consist of not loss 
than three (3) members. 

c. ."'uolifications. The convening authority shall appoint to the 
commission persons whom he determines to be competent to perform the duties 
involved and not disqualified by personal interest or prejudice, provided 
that no person shall be appointed to hear a case which he personally 
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investigated, nor if he is required as a witness in that case. A commission 
may consist of Arny, Navy or other service personnel, or of both service 
personnel and civilians. One specially qualified member shall be designated 
as the law member whose ruling is final insofar as concerns the comnission 
on an objection to the admissibility of evidence offered during the trial. 

d. Voting. Except as to the admissibility of evidence, all 
rulings and findings of the commission shall be my majority vote, except 
that conviction and sentence shall be by the affirmative votes of not loss 
than two-thirds (2/3) of the members present. 

e. Presiding Member . In the event that the convening authority 
doos not name one of the members as the presiding member, the senior officer 
among the membors of the commission present shall preside, or such other 
member as the senior officer may designate. 

4. PROSECUTORS . 

a. Appointment . The convening authority shall designate one or 
more persons to conduct the prosecution before each commission. VJhero 
offenses involve nationals of more than one nation, each nation concerned, 
in the discretion of tho convening authority, may be represented among tho 
prosecutors. 

b. Duties. Tho duties of tho prosecutors are: 

(1) To prepare and present charges and specifications for 
reference to a commission. 

(2) To prepare cases for trial and to conduct the prosecution 
before the commission of all cases referred for trial. 

5. POWERS AND PROCEDURE OF COMMISSIONS. 

a. Conduct of the Trial. A commission shall: 

(1) Confine each trial strictly to a fair, expeditious hearing 
on the issues raised by the charges, excluding irrelevant 
issues or evidence and preventing any unnecessary delay or 
interference. 

(2) Deal summarily with any contumacy or contempt, imposing any 
appropriate punishment therefor. 

(3) Hold public sessions excopt when otherwise decided by the 

• commission. 
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(4) Hold each session at such time and place as it shaLl de¬ 
termine, or a3 may be directed by the convening authority. 

b. Rights of the Accused . The accused shall be entitled: 

(1) to have in advance of trial a copy of the charges and 
specifications clearly worded so as to apprise the ac¬ 
cused of each offense charged. 

(2) To be represented, prior to and during trial by counsel 
appointed by the convening authority or counsel of his 
own choice, or to conduct his own defense. 

(3) To testify in his own behalf and have his counsel present 
relevant evidence at the trial in support of his defense, 
and cross-examine each adverse witness who personally ap¬ 
pears before the commission. 

(4) To have the substa.ice of the charges and specifications, 
the proceedings and any documentary evidence translated 
when he is unable otherwise to understand them. 

c. Witnesses . The Commission shall have powers: 

(1) To summon witnesses and require their attendance aid testi¬ 
mony under penalty; to administer oaths or affirmations to 
witnesses and other persons and to question witnesses. 

(2) To require the production of documents and other eviden¬ 
tiary material. 

(3) To delegate to the Prosecutors appointed by the convening 
authority the powers and duties set forth in (1) and (2), 
above. 

(4) To have evidence taken by a special commissioner appointed 
by the commission. 

d. Evidence. 

(1) The comission shall admit such evidence as in its opinion 
would be of assistance in proving or disproving the charge, 
or such as in the commission^ opinion would have probative 
valjie in the mind of a reasonable man. The comission 
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shall apply the rules of evidence and pleading set forth 
herein with the greatest liberality to achieve expeditous 
procedure. In particular, and without limiting in anyway 
the scope of the foregoing general rules, the following 
evidence may be admitted: 

(a) Any document irrespective of its classification which 
appears to the commission to have been signed or 
issued by any officer, department, agency or member 
of the armed forces of any g>vernment without proof 
of the signature or of the issuance of the document. 

(b) Any report which appears to the commission to have 
been signed or issued by the International Red Cross 
or a member thereof, or by a doctor of medicine or 
any medical service personnel, or by an investigator 
or intelligence officer, or by any other person whom 
the commission considers as possessing knowledge of 
the matters contained in the report. 

(c) Affidavits, depositions or other signed statenunts. 

(d) Any diary, letter or other document, including 3wom 
or unsworn statements, appearing to the commission 
to contain information relating to the charge. 

(e) A copy of any document or other secondary evidence of 
its contents, if the original is not immediately 
available. 

(2) The commission shall take judicial notico of facts of com¬ 
mon knowledge, official government documents of any 
nation, and the proceedings, records and findings of mili¬ 
tary or other agencies of any of the United Nations. 

(3) A commission may require the prosecution and the defense 
to make a preliminary offer of proof, whereupon the com¬ 
mission may rule in advance on the admissibility of such 
evidence. 

(4) If the accused is charged with an offense involving con¬ 
certed criminal action upon the part of a military or 
naval unit, or any grcup or organization, evidence vhich 
has been given previously at a trial resulting in tho 
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conviction of any other member of that unit, group or 
organization, relative to that concerted offense, may bo 
received as prima-facio evidence that the accused like¬ 
wise is guilty of that offense. 

(5) The findings and judgment of a commission in any trial of 
a unit, group, or organization with respect to the crimi¬ 
nal character, purpose or activities thereof shall be given 
full faith and credit in any subsequent trial, by that or 
any other commission, of an individual person charged with 
criminal responsibility through membership in that unit, 
group or organization. Upon proof of membership in that 
unit, group or organization convicted by a commission, the 
burden shall be on the accused to establish by proof any 
mitigating circumstances relating to his membership or par¬ 
ticipation therein. 

(6) The official position of the accused shall not absolve him 
from responsibility, nor be considered in mitigation of 
punishment. Further, action pursuant to order of the 
accused's superior, or of his government, shrll not con¬ 
stitute a defense, but may be considered in mitigation of 
punishment if the oomnission determines that justice so 
requires. 

(7) All purported confessions or statements of the accused 
shall be admissible with cut prior proof that they were 
voluntarily given, it being for the commission to de¬ 
termine only the truth or falsity of such confessions or 
statements. 

e. Trial Procedure . The proceedings at each trial will be con¬ 
ducted substantially as follows, unless modified by the commission to suit 
the particular circumstances! 

(1) Each charge and specification will be read, or its sub¬ 
stance stated, in open court. 

(2) The presiding member shall ask each accused whether he 
pleads "Guilty" or "Not guilty". 

(3) The prosecution shall make its opening statement, 

(4) The presiding member may, at this or any other time, re¬ 
quire the prosecutor to state what evidence he proposes 
to submit to the commission, and the commission thereupon 
may rule upon the admissibility of such evidence. 
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(5) The witnesses and other evidence ftor the prosecution 
shall be heard or presented. At the close of the case 
for the prosecution, the commission may, on motion of 
the defense for a finding of not guilty, consider and 
rule whether the evidence before the commission supports 
the charges against the accused. The commission may defer 
action on any such motion and permit or require the pro¬ 
secution to reopen its case and produce any further 
available evidence. 

(6) The defense may make an opening statement prior to 
presenting its case. The presiding member may, at 
this or any other time, require the defense to state 
what evidence they propose to submit to the conmission 
whereupon the commission may rule upon the admis¬ 
sibility of such evidence. 

(7) The witnesses and other evidence for the defense 
shall be heard or presented. Thereafter, the prose¬ 
cution and defense may introduce such evidence in 
rebuttal as the commission may rule admissible. 

(8) The defense, and thereafter the prosecution, shall 
address the commission. 

(9) The commission thereafter shall consider the case 
in closed session and unless otherwise directed by 
the convening authority, announce in open court its 
judgment and sentence, if any. The commission may 
state the reasons on which the judgment is based. 

f. Record of Proceedings . Each commission shall make a sepa¬ 
rate record of its proceedings in the trial of each case brought before 
it. The record shall be prepared by the prosecutor under the direction 
of the commission and submitted to the defense counsel. The commis¬ 
sion shall be responsible for its accuracy. Such record, certified by 
the presiding member of the comnission or his successor, shall bo 
delivered to the convening authority as soon as possible after the trial. 

g. Sentence . The commission may sentence an accused, upon 
conviction, to death by hanging or shooting, imprisonment for life or 
for any loss term, fine or such other punishment as the commission 
shall determine to be proper. The commission may also order confisca¬ 
tion of sny property of a convicted accused, deprive that accused of 
any stolen property or order its dolivory to the Supreme Commander for 
the Allied Powers for disposition as he shall find to be proper, or 
may order restitution with appropriate penalty in cases of dofault.

'Q Is that the last time that you hove :.oen your brother 
alive? 

That's the last time I saw my brother. 
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ft Have you since that time scan the remains of your 
brother? 

A Yes. 
ft Where? 

A In Banago. 
ft When? 

A 25 March 1946. 

ft Who was present at that time besides yourself? 

A Many. I do not know. 

ft Do you know Francisco Sapitola? 

A Yes, I do. 

ft Was he present at that time? 

A Yes. 

ft Do you Know Genaro Guanson'i 
A No. 

ft Do you Know Judith Portesa? 

A Yes. 

ft Was she present at that time? 

A Yes. 

ft Do you Know Antonio Algarme? 

A No. 

ft How many remains of bodies were there at the time when you 
identified your brother? 

A I was not able to see other bodies except my brother, 
ft Were there other bodies present, to your Knowledge? 

A There were three of them left, but I wasn't able to 
recognize them. 
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Q How were you able to recognize the remains of this 
person as being those of your brother? 

A I was able to Identify him by his molars. The first 
molar of the lower Jaw was present and the second was 
missing. 

CJ Was there any other way that you were able to 
identify these remains as being those of your brother? 

A That is all. 

Q When you last saw your brother alive, was the sooond, 
left, lower molar of his teeth missing? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know whether or not your brother was a guerrilla? 
A No. 

Q You mean he was or was not or that you do not know, 
by your answer. 

A He was not a guerrilla 

MR. ROBB: You may cross examine the witness. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY MR. COHN: 

Q Was your brother ever a member of the Japanese 
standing army? 

A Ho. 

Q If your brother had been n guerrilla, would you have 
known it? 

He was not a member of the guerrillas. He was a 
civilian. 

Q How do you know he wasn't a member of the guerrillas? 

A He lived with us and he evacuated together with us. 
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ft You have testified that ynu recognized your brother 
by the fact that one of his molars was missing. Do you 
know which teeth are molars? 

A The second molar of the left, lower Jaw. 

Q Do you mean that it was the second molar of the left 

side on the lower Jaw that was missing? 

A The second molar on the left side of the lower Jaw.

ft Did your brother have any clothes on at the time you 
identified his remains?

A The first tine I mentioned about the killing of my 
husband was when the Anerleans ano to Talisay and told us 
to dig out the remains of ray husband.

tr one of the molars on tho left side of tho lower jnv. 

Q How were you able to identify that tho molar 

the left side of the lower jaw of tho body which you saw 
was that of your brother? 

A At tho tine ho had tho toothache I was tho o;ia wh 
g.'vc him treatment, 
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Q Do you know what was wrong /ith tho tooth which 
caused it to ache? 

A Because the big hole in that decayed tooth caused 
him toothache. 

Q Tell this Commission whether or not tho remains, 
which you viewed, had a hole suen as that which was in 
your brother's mouth when you last saw him. 

A Yes. 

MR,ROBB: You may cross-examine the witness. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY MR. COHN: 

In view of the fact that the specifications and charges 
don't show that these additional persons were killed, I 
have become a little confused as to who was killed here. 

We have an Adoracion Antiporda and we have a Daniel Antiporda. 
Now was there any relationship between those two and the 
persona who were killed, Mr. Robb? The specifications 
and charges don't show any Antiporda as being killed. At 
least, the defendant isn't chargod with having killed any. 

MR. ROBB: The deforciant is charged with killing 
an unascertained number of Filipino civilians, Including 
certain ones named. The ones whose names have appeared in 
the testimony, and who are not named in the specification, 
are tho ones who are included in the unascertained number, 
as alleged in the specification. 

MR. COHN: Now, Mr. Robb, what Is the relation¬ 

ship between Daniel Antiporda and Adoracion Antiporda and 
the persons who wore killed? Arc there two different persons 

] • 
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to whom thoy jBereL. related or is there ono poroon? 

MR. ROBB: I don't knew. I suggest you ask 
the witness. 

MR. COHN: Well, this wasn't brought out on 
the questioning of the previous ( witness. 

COLONEL CHASE: I think that is clear in the 
record.\ Adoraclon testified that she was the wife of 
Porflrio and tho present witnooa testified that he was 
the brother of Porfirio, which would indicate—. 

MR. COHN: But the witness has also testified 
that Adoracicn was his sister and that it was her husband 
that was killed. Now, probably it is due to the fact 
the American way of referring to a sister is sister-in-law. 
I suppose that might have confused him and his not having 
done so might have led to the confusion. 

Q Was the husband of Adoraclon Antiporda your brother? 

A No. 

MR. ROBB: I believe I can clear it up. 

Adoraclon Antiporda, I think, although it hasn't appeared 
from this witness, is the sister of this witness. 8he 
at that time was married to Bernardino Fabillo. She 
testified as to the identity of the remains of Pabillo. 

This man testified as to the identity of the remains of 
his brother. 

COLONEL CHASE: I think you had better recall 
Adoraclon Antiporda after lunch and clear that up because 
the members of the Commission aoparently all got the im¬ 
pression that she testified she was the wife of Porfirio 
Antiporda. We have Just checked on that. 
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MR. COHN: Shall I continue? 


COLONEL CKaSE: Proce d. 

Q What is your occupation at your home7 
A Fishing. 

Q Were you ever a guerrilla? 

A No. 

Q Were you ever a member of the Philippine Standing 
Army? 

A No. 

Q Was your brother, Porflrio Antiporda, a guerrilla 
or ever a member of the Philippine Standing Army. 

A No. 

Q You say that your sister, Acloracion Antiporda, got 
in to see your brother, Porfirio Antiporda? How was she 
able to get in to see him and you weren't able to get in 
to see him? 

A The men were prohibited to ^isit. We were prohibited 
by the Japanese. 

Q You mean that all men were prohibited from visiting 
all the prisoners? 

A I don't know whether or n t there were men who paid 
visits to the prisoners, but in my case I was refused. 

Q Then you personally never saw your brother in the 
North Elementary 3chool. 

A No. 

Q, What was the date, then, that you last saw him olive? 

A The last time I saw him alive was before he was 

apprehended. 
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Q Can you recall the date that you last eaw him alive? 

A I can't recall. 

Q Did you see him between the dates when he was 
apprehended and the date when you were asked to identify 
his remains? 

A Yes. 

Q, On what date did you see him in between the date that 
he was apprehended and the dates when you were asked to 
identify his remains? What was the exact date? 

A 25 March 1946. 

Q You testified that you saw your brother in between 
the date he was apprehended a n r ' the date when you were 
asked to identify his remains, which was March 25, 1946, 
Wow I would like to know the date on which you saw him 
prior to the time when you were asked to identify his 
remains and subsequent to the date when he was apprehended. 

COLONEL CHaSE: I am afraid, Mr. Cohn, you 
had better break that question down into about four. I 
am afraid you will never get it across. 

MR. CORN: Yes, sir. 

Q Did you see your brother after April 19, 1944, and 
prior to the time of his c^eath? 

A No. 

Q Then you never saw your brother alive again? 

A No more. 

Q Then on March 25, 1946, you were asked to identify 
his remains! 

A Yes. 
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Q And you. identified him by a molar miesing ' on tho 
lower, left aide of your brother e Jaw, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q Were all the bodies that were in the grave with your 
brother identified? 

A I can't say anything more about that because I don't 
know them. 

0, Were there any other bodies in the grave . in ' which 
a molar was missing from the lower Jaw? 

A I saw some with the oomplete set of teeth. 

Q That wasn't my question. Did any of the other 
skeletons have teeth missing in almost the same spot 
that your brother had teeth missing? 

A There were some who had a complete set of teeth 
and some who had some of the teeth missing? 

Q I would like to ask you once again, how did you 
idontify your brother? 

A Because of the hole in his tooth and at the time 
he had a toothache I was the one who gave treatment. 

Q, Then at the time you identified your brother the 
tooth was still there, but there was a hole in it, is 
that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q Wore any of the other teeth in hie mouth missing? 

A None. 

Q Did any of tho other teeth in his mouth have holes 
in them? 

h Only that particular tooth. 
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MR. COHN: That is all, sir. 

MR. ROBB: Does the Commission have any 
questions to ask of this witness? * 

COLONEL CHASE: I think you had better have 
Adoracion and this witness back after lunch until we get 
this matter of relationship straightened out. You had 
also better bring back in addition Juan Barleta and 
Ciriaco Ouangco. Db you contemplate, Mr. Robb, any further 
witness to identify the accused? 

MR. ROBB: No, sir. 

COLONEL CHitSE: Very well, then. We will retain 
these additional prisoners in the clock* for the time being. 
The Commission will recess until 1300 this afternoon. 

(The Commission recessed, at 1125 hours,to 
reconvene at 1300 hours.) 
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AFTERNOON SESSION

A Inside. 

Q Were there any other Filipinos insidf. the building with 

him whom you recognized? 

A Yes.

A Porfirio Antiporde and Bernardino Pnbillo. 

Q '-’/hot was tho condition of your husband

A He was already appreher-od by tho Japanese when I went 
to that place. 

Q Did you over see your husband alive again of tor April 29 > 
1944? 

I No more. 
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0 At tho tino you were asked to identify the remains of 
y n ur husband, did the skeletons have any clothes on? 

It bad.no clothes on. 

Q Did cny of the other pc - 'lc th-t were present there that 
were asked to identify the bodies, identify then by the teeth 
being missing or of r. distinctive character? 

A Yes, some of then rocognizod tho skull by neons of iden¬ 
tifying tho teeth. 

Q And is it correct that you identified your husband be¬ 
cause his lower front tooth was longer than the teeth on 
either side of it, is that correct? 

A Yes, that tooth was longer than the rest. 

MR, COH^: That is all. 

UR. ROBB; Docs the Commission have any questions 
to ask this witness? 

COLONEL CHASE: I would like for the Prosecution 
to clear up two names. The tv/o names that were given are tw~ 
individuals that were imprisoned with the witness's husband, 
P^rfirio ,’ntiporda and Bernardino F"billo.

Q How did tho main building differ from the annex? 

A It was a one-story building. The concrete floor rests 

on the ground. The shape of the building is more or less 
like a warehouse. 

Q Were the walls in the main building the some as the 
walls in the southern annex? 

A The wall of that southern annex building, was the 
same as that of the main building with one exception; that 
the front wall was constructed by the Japanese themselves 
and the front was divided into four partitions with door 
on each room. 

Q Are you talking about the southern annex now or the 
main building? 

A I refor to the southern annex building. 

Q Did the rooms in the main building have tho partition, 
that is the space between the ceiling and the wall, that 
separated the two rooms— was the wall there in the same 
building the same in the southern annex or was there a space 
between? 
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A Yea. 

MR. COHN: That la all. 

MR. ROBB: I have nu further questions. 

COLONEL CHASE: This witness may be oxoused. 

The Commission will take a short reoess. 

(Short recess) 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission is in session. 

MR. ROBB: At this time we have in the courtroom 
one of the official court interpreters for Japanese, Second 
Lieutenant Nishihara, and I believe this person can clear up 
the discrepancy in the name of the accused, as charged in 
the charges and specifications, and the name as given in 
the affidavit whioh is Exhibit.4, Prosecution's Exhibit 4. 

COLONEL CHASE: What has been the usual custom7 
Is it to have the Interpreter to give his official opinion? 

MR. ROBB: The interpreter is in court officially 
for that purpose. 

COLONEL CHASE: He has been sworn for that 

purpose? 

MR. ROBB: Yes, sir. 

COLONEL CHASE: This case is one in which Yuzuru 
Nakajima is charged with certain offenses. There has been 
admitted into evidence Prosecution's Exhibit No. 4 in which 
reference is made at considerable length, to an individual 
known as Nakashima. I would like %o have you take this 
document and look through it, about the middle of Page No. 6 
as the pages are numbered, and give me your opinion as to 
the similarity or difference in the spelling of these names. 

(Handing to interpreter) 
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(By Interpreter Nishihara:) 

Well, Sir, the two names NAKAJIMA and NAKASHIMA 
can be read from the same Chinese characters and it is the 
choice of the individual bearing the name whichever way 
he wants it pronounced, NAKAJIMA or NAKASHIMA. This 
PAKASHIMA pronunciation of the name may have been taken 
from some other person who saw his name in Chinese characters 
and read it NAKASHIMA. In this case NAKAJIMA and 
NAKASHIMA would be the same because the same characters 
can be read either way; so when you Romanize, it can be 
either JIMA or SHIMA. 

MR. COHN: Could I ask a question? 

COLONEL CHASE: Surely. 

MR. COHN: Is It possible that it could have 
been two different people? Could there have been a 
NAKASHIMA and a NAKAJIMA? 

(By the interpreter:) It is possible that from the 
names alone it could have been taken that way also. 

MR. ROEB: Thank you very much. 

COLONEL CHASE: That will be all right. 

MR. ROBB: I would like to state along that 
line also, Sir, that there is a rule of law which has been 
handed down for some time, which rule provides that where 
there is a similarity in the pronunciation of names, 
although the spelling may be given, yet the incidents 
and dates and places are the seme, there is a presumption 
that the names refer to the same individual. Now, that is 
a rule of lav/. I believe counsel is familiar with that. 
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MR. COHN: That la correct, but in this 
particular case there ia another Nakashina in the 
Nakajima outfit, a sargeant major. We want to be— 
in the Yamaguchi unit too there la a Nakashima—and we 
don't want to confuse them with the defendant. 

MR. ROBB: Well, you will agree with the 
statement of law I made; where the names sound the same, 
although spelled differently, yet the-plaoe, the incident, 
and locality are the same, they are presumed to be the 
same individual? 

MR. COHN: Yes. 

MR.ROBB: The prosecution at this time would 
like to present for the inspection of the Commission a 
mosaic of the area of Bacolod. This mosaic is contained 
in the Terrain Handbook No. 52, Negros Island, which is a 
book of the Series No. 162 and I believe it is stipulated 
between the prosecution and defense that a certain area, 
which will be pointed out there, is the North Elementary 
School referred to in the testimony of the witnesses. Is 
it so stipulated? 

MR: COHN: Yes. 

(Prosecution offered mosaic in question to the 
Commission.) 

MR. ROBB: This mosaic referred to is between 
Pages 18 and 19 of the Terrain Handbook. 

COLONEL CHASE: I note on this mosaic maft which 
you have Just shown us, at some relatively 6hort distance 
away la the Santo Nino Pier. Does that indicate that the

A witness for the prosecution, having been previously 
duly sworn, testified as follows through Interpreter Vlllaluz: 
DIRECT EXAMINATION

witness that he is still under oath?

Q Are you familiar with the area between the capitol 
building in Bncolod and 3onago wharf? 

A That place there is known as Panalagan. 

Q What barrio is the North Elementary School located 
in? 

A The North Elementary School is under the Jurisdiction 
of Santo Nino barrio. That was not in the barrio; it was 
at a place known as Santo Nino. 

Q How many houses, approximately, outside of the North 
Elementary School Building, are there in that area which 
is known as Santo Nino? 

a I do not know how many houses were there. 

Q. Are there many? 

A There were many. 

Q, How for from the North Elementary School is it to 
the Santo Nino wharf? 

A Do you refer to the Santo Nino wkarf or Banago wharf? 

Q Santo Nino. 

A The distance between the Santo Nino wharf and the 
North Elementary School is approximately half a kilometer. 
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Q During the porlol of April and Mny, 1944, did the 
Japanoao occupy any other buildings in the Santo Nino 
area other than the North Elementary Sohool? 

A Do you moan at Bonago? 

Q I mean In the aria of Santo Nino, 

A Yes, there were other houses occupied by the Japanese. 

Q Were there any Filipinos residing in the Santo Nino 

area in April and Uny, 1944? 

A Yes, there were Filipinos living in that vicinity. 

Q How many houses did the Japanese occupy in this area, 

which 18 known as Santo Nino^ ot. er than the North Elementary 
Sohool? 

A By the side of the road th .t led from Santo Nino to 

Bacolod there is a big house that was occupied formerly by 

the Japanese, presently it is bring occupied by the MP's. 

Q, In that area of 8anto Nino, which is west of the main 
road, how many buildings did he Japanese ocoupy? 

A This side, if this is the North Elementary School 
(indicating), this is the road of Santo Nino. There is 
the seashore (indicating). Near the seashore was the 
building occupied by the Japanese. 

Q And is it correct that in that area the Japanese 
occupied only two buildings? 

A * At Santo Nino? 

Q At Santo Nino west of the road. 

A That one house only, that big house, 

Q Thoy occupied the big house by the seashore and they 
occupied the North Elementary School, is that correct? 
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A That Is correct. 

Q How man/ buildings comprise the North Elementary 
School? 

A I have not counted the numeer of houses of the 
North Elementary School. 

Q Approximately how many? 

A Approximately there were about five buildings in 
formation. 

MR. ROBB: I have no further questions. The 
defense may cross-examine. 

CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY MR. COHN: 

Q Were any of the houses in the Santo Nino area 
used as a prison? 

A At Santo Nino I did not see any house which was 
made into a prison house. 

Q Do you know of any time, other than the time you 
have already mentioned, when the North Elementary School 
was used as a prison? 

MR. ROBB: I am going to object. I don't 
believe this witness has testified to the North Elemen¬ 
tary School being used for r .Ison or for any purpose. 

MR. COHN: Well, he said that they kept 
Filipinos there under guard and testified that they 
held them there. 

MR. ROBB: He hasn't testified as to any 
incarceration in the Elementary School, but I will with¬ 
draw ray objection. 
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MR, COHN: I will withdraw my question. 

Q Was the North Elementary School within the Santo Nino 


area? 

A The North Elementary School was located near Santo Nino, 
Q But the North Elementary School wasn‘t in the 
Santo Nino area? 

A The North Elementary School was adjacent to Santo Nino, 
MR. COHN: 

That is all. 

MR. ROBB: Does the Commission have any questions? 

EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 
COLONEL CHASE: When people speak of Santo Nino 
Prison, does that mean the same thing as North Elementary 
Garrison? 

A I do not know, so far as their opinion is concerned. 

MR. ROBB: Prosecution has no further questions. 
MR. COHN: Defense has no further questions. 
COLONEL CHASE: The witness may be excused. 

MR. ROBB: I would like to also have the records 
show that the mosaic which was referred to heretofore is 
the mosaic dated December 5, 1944. The prosecution can 
recall Witness Antonio Algarme if there is any more 
question in the minds of el tin .* the defense or any member 
of the Commission as to the reference which she made to 
the Santo Nino Prison.

ANGEL CSV ALIOS, after having been duly sworn, testified 

at Talisay, Negros Occidental, on 16 March, 1046, as follows: 

Q Please state your name, age, nationality, address, occupa¬ 
tion and religion, 

A Angel CEVALIOS, 30 years old, Filipino, #115 Banbanan 
Street, Talisay, Negros Occidental, Trading, and a Ca¬ 
tholic, 

Q Do you intend to iliako your present address your perma¬ 
nent home? 

A Yes. 

Q How will wo be able to locate you in case you should move? 

A Through Pedro Cevalios, my relative living in 115 E.nbanan 

Street, Talisay, Negros Occidental, 

Q Iiow long have you lived at your present address? 

A Six years, 

Q Where were you living during the Japanese occupation of 
Negro3 Island? 

A I evacuatod to the hills one month before the Japanese 
landed in Negros Island and stayed there up to the time 
the Americans landed in Negros Island, 

Q Were you ever mistreated by the Japanese? 

A Yes, 


Q Will you tell us in your own words what happen to you? 

A About 2:00 o'clock in the afternoon of 7 March 1944, I 
went to Sitio Polo with Ananias (unknown) 20 years old, 
Filipino, Talisay, one and a half kilometer east of Ba- 
colod City, We wont there because there was cockfighting 
in that place. When we were inside the cockpit there 
were Japanese soldiers corairig towards the cockpit and they 
immediately surrounded the place. Then the Standing Army 
.separated the men inside the cockpit. In one group were 
the laborers of the Cotton firm of the Japoiese who were 
also in the cockpit that time and in another group were 
civilians who wore not working with the Japanese in their 
cotton plantations and I was one among those. Thore were 
about thirty seven male civilians in this group, . o Ja¬ 
panese told the laborers of the cotton plantation to go 
while the thirty sevon of us wore .marched on foot under 
guard from Sitio Polo to the Lacolod North Elementary 
School garrison. Among tho thirty seven civilians I only 
know Ananias who was my companion. When we arrived in the 
North Elemontary School Garrison ono Filipino spy named, 
Porfirio (unknown), 30 years old, Filipino, address un- 
knov/n, pointed me out to tho Japanese that I am a guor- 
rilla and I was separated from tho rest, Tho 36 priso¬ 
ners were investigated as to whether they wore guerrillas 
but they all answorod that they were civilians and they 
were immediately released and told to go home, I was 
then tied with hands behind my back and ono Japanese YALIA 
(one bar, 3 stars) took hold of a piece of wood 2"x2" one 
yard long and boat mo for almost ono hour, I was then 
placod inside tho coll and for one week successive I v/as 
takon out from tho coll every morning at 10:00 o'clock 
and taken to the investigation room and investigated by 
YAMA trying to make mo admit that I am a USAFFE but I do-

niod and for one woelc of my investigation I was always 
boaton by YAMA, For ono v/oek I never tasted food nor 
water and I was also tiod during that poriod. It was 
on 19 April 1944, I saw the Japanose bring in somo eight 
prisoners whom I later recognized that somo wore from 
Tali3ay, namely: Felix Sapitola, 17 years old, Filipino, 
Talisay; Jovito Casiplo, 20 years old, Filipino, Tali3ay; 
Evangolista Algarne, 35 years old, Filipino, Talisay; and 
Wcnccslao Birondo, 25 yoars old, Filipino, Talisay and 
tho rest I do not know, Tlieso prisoners woro placod in¬ 
side the 3amo coll whoi*c I was. Wo wore together in 
tho cell for ono weok and during this period I saw ono 
Japanose, SAITO SAN (one bar) boat Felix, Jovito, Evan- 
golista and Wenccslao with a pioco of wood sovoral times. 
After one week of my stay together with those prisoners 
Juan (unknown), 34 yoars old, Filipino 5um-ag and mysolf 
wor*o taken to tho coll located just above the prl - on 
cell whoro I v;as formerly dotainod v/ith eight p .d; >.xors. 

On 15 hay 1944, I saw some Japaneso 3oldiors v/i th Capt, 
KORADA (ono bar, 3 stars) took out from tho cell ole von 
prisoners and I rocognizcd Jovito, Folix, \Vonco3lao, 
Evangelista among them, this was about 4:00 o'clock of 
that afternoon. But I do not know whoro they woro taken. 
Around 6:00 o'clock in tho evening Capt, KORADA and tho 
Japanese soldiers returned from tho North and Capt, KORADA 
called me to wash his clothos. I saw hie clothes filled 
v/ith blood and ho further told mo to cloan his samurai 
sword which I later saw wa3 filled with blood. 

Q Did Capt, KORADA toll you what he did to theso olovon 
prisoners ? 

A No, norther did I inquire from him because I was afraid 
that ho might got angry. 

Q, \7ho was tho Garrison Commander of tho Eacolod North Elom- 
ontary School? 

A Capt, NAKASHIMA (4 bars, 3 stars), 

Q ’.7ill you doscribo NAKASHIMA for us? 

A 30 yoar3 old, 5 feet and 8 inches tall, weighs about 140 
pounds, light comploxion, plenty of gold tooth. Got a 
molo on the upper part of the uppor lip but I cannot as¬ 
certain as to v/hother it was at the right or left, hair 
black and cut short, cloan shaven, 

Q V/i 11 you doscribo KORADA for us? 

A 20 yoars old, 5 foot and 5 inches tall, slim, weighs 

about 125 pound3, light complexion, small mustache, 
handsome, plenty of O old tooth, neat in drossing, woro 
glassos, liair out short, 

Q V/i 11 you doscribo SAITO SAN for us? 

A 22 years old, 5 foot and 6 inches tall, weighs about 140 
pounds, light complexion, woro glasses, clean shaven, 
hair cut short, 

Q Can you idontify this photograph (at this point the witness 
was handed a picture of NAKASIIIUA, Yuzuru, 1st Lt., 51J- 
150343, now in Leyte Detention Cantor)? 

A Yc3 , that is MAKASKII.U, tho garrison commander of Bacolod 

North Eloraontary garrison and ho was also tho garrison 
comnandor of this garrison when the olovon prisonors I 
montionod woro taken out by KORADA, but I think I have 
not 3ocn him that day.

A. About seven months but during this oeriod every 3undav 
I wes allowed by the Jerorese to go around the City of 
Bacolod without guard because they said T am a good ci¬ 
vilian. 

0. Were you released then after the seven months? 

A. No, one day, that was the 10th of I’cptembcr, 1944, I 

asked permission from the Japanese whether I could go to 
Talisey to attend the town fiesta and they consented, lo 
I went and when I reached Talisay I immediately went up 
the hills and stayed there up to the time the Americans 
landed in Negros Island. 

q. Have you anything further to add to your statement?

ROBB: Let the record show that at the tine 
the Commission reconvened all members of the Commission, 
the accused, together with personal interpreter, dofonso 
counsel, e.'Urt reporter, court interpreter, and members 
of the prosecution were present. 

The prosecution rests its case In chief,

There has boon 
no identification of my client, there has not boon any 
sufficient establishment that riy client was there at the 
time these acts took place; in fact, none of the prosecution 
witnesses established that my client was there when the 
acts took place, 

COLONEL CHASE: Remarks by the pr sccution? 

MR. ROBB: The Specifications 1 and 2 alleged 
that this accused, or members, I sh uld say, of this 
accused^ organization were permitted by him to unlawfully

commit those acts. The Specifications do not allege that 
this accused himself personally committed the acts of 
which he is charged at this tine. 

In support of Specification 1 wo havo eye witness 
testimony that a soldior who was under the command of this 
individual, and in the presence of this individual, cruelly 
beat and tortured certain named Filipinos, and others whoso 
identity is unknown. That ovidonce is clearly presented 
before this Commission, and it is sufficient to sustain 
Specification 1, and find the accused guilty thorcof. 

As to Specification 2, the accused is again likowiso 
chargod with permitting members of his command to kill 
unarmed civilians. Wo do not contend, and did net allege 
that this accused himself committed the atrocities which 
have been presented before this Commission, but there is 
sufficient evidence to show that this accused permitted 
soldiers and members of his command to commit tho atrocity 
in Banago, There is evidenco that the atrocity was, in 
fact, committed, and there is identification of tho victims, 
identification of the remains of the victims, I should sny. 
There is testimony to establish that theso victims were 
present at the North Elementary School which was the 
garrison of this defendent. They were present there on tho 
19th day of April, and there is evidenco which shows that 
some of then continued to be present all through until the 
20th day of May 1944, On tho 21st day of May, 1944, a 
call was received by one of tho witnesses for the prose¬ 
cution, and this witness was t -Id that orders come from this 
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accused that certain Filipinos who were then confined in 
the accused’s garrison would be put to death. 

MR. COHN* I objoct, if it please the Commission, 
on the ground that the prosecution is testifying, and if ho 
wants to testify we would rather he bo put on the stand and 
sworn, because none of the prosecution witnesses have testi¬ 
fied that any of the non that executed the victims were 
Nakajina's men; there has boon no testimony that they wero 
Nnkajina’s non. 

COLONEL CHASE: It is the recollection of the 
Law Momber that the facts, and the testimony as cited by 
the prosecution is substantially correct. I don't remember 
the exact details of it, but the witness stated that he was 
told that certain people were to be cxocutod, and as a 
rosult of being told that, was required to got certain 
other peoplo, and dig a hole,and as far as I can soe that 
is all the prosecutor has cited in tho statement. He is 
not testifying, he is simply referring to testimony which 
is in the record. 

1®. COHN: That is correct, sir, but there has 
been no reference to the fact that the orders cane from 
Nakajina, or that they came from cmy of Nakajina’s o£n, - 
or that any of Nakajima's men participated in these killings, 
and that would have to be a necessity in order to establish 
the guilt of my client. 

COLONEL CHASE: Objection not sustained. 

MR. ROBB: If counsel believes I misquoted tho 
evidence before this Commission, I an sorry, but I an quoting 
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what I recall to be the ovidertce. I don't have any of 
tho record here at the presont tine, so I cannot cite 
what I contend Is before the Comission, 

Further, we have the affidavit of a Filipino whom v/o 
were unable to procure and present to this Connission per¬ 
sonally, That is Angel Cevalios. He testified on a cortain 
day, tho 15th day of May, one of the accused's non took 11 
Filipinos out, and that these Filipinos did not return, 
that the Filipinos whon he took out woro a part of tho 
victims who wore identified by their remains at Banago, 

That would in itself sufficiently connect this accused with 
the atrocity, and thorofor wo contend there is anplo ovidonco 
before this Commission to find the accused guilty of tho 
Specifications as charged,- Not that he himself committed 
the offense, but ho permitted monbors of his command to 
commit tho offense, and I thJrk that is sufficient to con*- 
ncct the accused with the atrocity, 

MR, COHN: If it please the Commission, thoro 
is no evidence that Lioutenant Nakajina in any way participated 
in the atrocity. It only says: "Who was tho garrison com¬ 
mander of the Bacolod North Elementary School?" and the 
answer was: "Captain Nakajima." And thoro is nothing that 
says tho men under Nakajinn's command committed tho atrocity, 
or that Lioutenant Nakajina ordered them to commit the 
atrocity, I would like to know what evidence the prose¬ 
cution has submitted which will establish that Lioutenant 
Nakajina gave the orders, or the men under his command 
were the ones that committed the atrocity, 
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COLONEL CHASE: Well, the conrnand responsibility 


is one for the Commission to deternine after weighing all 
the evidence. Previous witnesses so far as the accused 
is personally concerned establishes the fact that cortnin 
people confined in the garrison under the conrnand of the 
accused were taken out, and then later on a description 
of the accused, and a presumed identification of him as 
the garrison commander. 

Are thoro any further remarks by the prosecution or 
dofense? 

MR. ROBB: The prosocution has no further re¬ 
marks . 


MR. COHN: Well, sir, the only thing further 
that I would like to say is that in the affidavit as sub¬ 
mitted, the assumption that the garrison commander, or 
Lieutenant Nakajina, merely because he has his name down 
there, gave the command for these executions seems to me 
to be an unreasonable inference, in view of the fact 
Nakajina may not have been in command of the garrison at 
the time it happened. At the time this took place there 
is no testimony to establish he was even in the garrison or 
around to give the order, or that he even know about it, 
so it would seem unreasonable to place command respon¬ 
sibility on the commander of a garrison who was not even 
there, or may not have known about it, 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission will go into 
closed session to consider the motion of the dofense. 

(Closed session.) 
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session, 


COLONEL CHASE: The Commission is again in open 
The motion of the defense has been considered, 


and is denied, 

MR, COHN: At this time I would like to call the 
witness, Igmodio Apuhin,

I would liko 
to continuo ny lino of questioning oxcopt that I would liko 
to ask direct quostions of tho witness in order to - 

COLONEL CHASE: For tho rocord, in what rospoct 
does tho testimony so frr differ from tho testimony in his 
prior statement ? 

I 1 ,It. COHN: Thus far he says ho wasn't a guerrilla 
v/hon c skod tho question down at Nogros, ho said ho was. Ho 
was asked, "Who wr3 your o:.".‘icor? i, Ho replied, "Josus 
Disoutidio." 

MR. HOOD: I an going to object to counsol roc.dir 
further from this affidavit. I night suggest that ho mi ht 
ask tho v/itnoss to answor "yos" or "no" 03 to whether or not 
he knows if any of tho men v/hon ho nanod woro juorrillas and 
after ho gets this ensv/or, "yos" or "no", ho can ask tho 
witnoss how ho knows whothor or not oithor of thou v/oro 
guorrillas.

MR. COHN: All right, sir.

COLONEL CHASE: V/o have had that difficulty boforo 
in this Visayan businoss. Lot us soo what reply you got. 

A When tho Japanoso lnndod in tho Philippinos, wc 
ovacuatod to tho mountains, Thoro v/oro a group of pcoplo, 
but thoy do not belong to an organized guerrilla organization. 
Wo do not have that sort of rostor of troops. 

MR. COHN: I was just talking to the witness. I 
have intorviowod tho witnos in English and ho understands 
English and it gives him cmplo time to. concoct any story 
which ho might went to* in view of the questions I an asking 
him. 

COLONEL CHASE: You go ahead and I will allow you 
a cortain amount of latitude in your quostions.

ROBB: Object if the Court please, I believe 
he answered that. He said he did not see these people killed. 

MR. COHN: Not that he saw then, but that he wit¬ 
nessed the actual torturing and killing of them.

COLONEL CHASE: Will the interpreter translate 
this to the witness. Tho question which was just asked, you, 
will bo repeated to you. You arc directed to answer the 
question exactly as it is asked.

Q On April 19, 1944, when cei tain Filipino civilians v/ere 
rounded up in Tnlisey, was Nakajina among the Japanese soldiers 
that helped to r^und then up, or did he give any command to that 
effect? 

A I don't know, I did not rot him there. 

Q V/as this nan there during tho time, did you soe this nan 

during tho tine? 

MR. ROBB: Let the record indicate that counsel 
has pointed to the accused. 

A April 19, 1944, I did not see him. 

COLONEL CHASE: Let tho record show that the person 
referred to by defense counsel was the defendant, Yuzuru 
Nnknjira, and was the person whom, the witness stated he did 
not see. 

MR. COHN: I an through with the witness, you nay 
cross-examine. 

CROSS EXAMINATION

Q Were you present in Tails y ^n the 19th of April 1944? 

A Yes. 
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Q And you saw a group of Filipinos arrostod on that date, 
is that correct?

Q Do you know what happened of your own knowledge, to the 
Filipinos who v/erc taken to Bacolod? 

MR. COHN: Excuse me, I would like to have the 
witness answer using a yes or no for his answer. 

COLONEL CHASE: The Prosecution is examining this 
witness now, and I told you previously I do not hold to this 
yes or no answer, providing the answers arc reasonably responsive. 

MR. COHN: Well the question was, he was asked 
whether of his own knowledge, there is only one answer that 
could be given with a reasonable response and that would be n 
yes or no answer. 

MR. ROBB: If the answer is not responsive, you may 

strike it. 

COLONEL CH/SE: Proceed. 

1 According to inf emotion, they v/ere taken to Bacolod. The 
parents of the prisoners related the story that they were taken 
there. 
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COLONEL CHASE: Please emphasize how much of that 
ho knov/s of his own knowledge / nd how much someone told him. 

Q You, yourself, never v/ent to Bacolod. Is that correct? 

A No. 

Q Then you know nothing about what happened to the prisoners 
who were taken to Bacolod, other than what other people have 
told you, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

MR. ROBB: No further questions. The Commission 
hove any questions? 

COLONEL CHASE: No fi rther questions by the Com- 

, mission. 

MR. COHN: No furthoi questions by the defense. 
COLONEL CHASE: I have one. Did I understand you 
clearly that in the vicinity of Bacolod there were certain 
regular, organized USAFFE guerrillas, and certain other people 
who were not regularly organized USAFFE but who sometimes took 
part in guerrilla activities? 

A Sometimes they helped us civilians attached. 
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Q And of the people v;hom the defense counsel asked you 
about, you know one or more wh ■> was a USAFFE guerrilla, 
or some who sometimes helped aid some that you didn’t know 
about, is that right?’ 

A Before, yes, but the latter 1 time they were, only 
civilians. 

Q Do you mean by that thet in the latter part of the 
Japanese occupation theso poop le who sometimes helpod no 
longer helped? 

A When the Japanese landed in the Philippines there was 
a sort of organized guerrilla ,;roup, but not really organized 
one, for we didn’t have the r stcr of troops. 

Q What happened later on, ’as this informal organization 
broken up and succeeded by USA 'FE, or what happened? 

A Broken up. 

Q What was the situation i‘ April and May of 1944? Were 
there nothing but USAFFE, or wore there still USAFFE, and 
the ones not so well organiz '? 

A It was broken up, and there was a distinct organized 
USAFFE, but whether or not it was in the town of Talisay, 

I don’t know, 

COLONEL CHASE: Read the whole answer back, 

please. 

(Answor read by reporter.) 

00101®! CHASE: I have no further questions, 
COLONEL JONES: I have one question. 

BY COLONEL JONES: 

Q At the time of the roundup of the Filipinos on the 19 th 
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of April, 1944, were any of the civilians referred to by 
the defense counsel acting with the guerrillas? 

A No. 

BY COLONEL ESLINGER: 

Q In his answer to the defense counsel a while ago, 
didn't he say that certain ones were members of the 
guerrillas? 

A When the Japanese landed in the Philippines all the 
members of the USAFFE surrendered to the Japanese. One 
of them was Wenceslao Birondo, and later on he v/as re¬ 
leased as a civilian. 

Q During, or around the middle of April, was he still 
a guerrilla, or was it at that time that he ceased to be a 
member? 

A He was no longer a guerrilla. 

COLONEL CHASE: Any further questions by the 
prosecution? 

MR. ROBB: My question was asked, sir 0 I have 
no further questions. 

MR. COHN: No further questions, sir. 

COLONEL CHASE: The witness may be excused. 

(Witness excused.) 

SERAFIN VINGSON 

called as a witness on behalf of the defense, being first 
duly sworn, testified as follows through Interpreter Zosa. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY MR. COHN: 

Q What is your name, age and nationality? 
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A Serafln Vingson, 21 years old, Filipino. 

Q Where do you live? 

A Talisay. 

Q What is your occupation? 

A I help my father repair automobiles. 

Q Do you know Rafael Toledo? 

A I know him. 

Q Do you know Romeo Junco? 

A I know him. 

Q Do you know Felix Sapitola? 

A I know him. 

Q Do you know Wonceslao Birondo? 

A Yes. 

Q Were the men that I hove just mentioned guerrillas? 

MR. ROBB: I object to that question unless 
the date is put in, sir. 

COLONEL CHASE: I suggest because of what was 
brought in with the other witness that you try to get your 
answers as to a specific time. I think the trouble we hod 
before was perhaps because we generalized too much. 

MR. COHN: If the court pl&ase, I think that 
can be brought out by the prosecution. I think the de¬ 
fense has a right to know whether they had ever been 
guerrillas. 

COLONEL CHASE: We got into a twenty-minute 
discussion, which I think could have been avoided. Ask 
the question if he had ever belonged; that is perfectly 
permissible. 
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MR. COHN: Yes, and that can be brought out by- 
other questions. 

Q Were the men you just mentioned as being your friends, 
ever guerrillas? 

A Before the Japanese occupied the Island of Negros, 
some people of the mountains organized a group of guerrillas. 
Q Were the men that you have mentioned as being your 
friends among this group of guerrillas? 

A Before when they were in the mountains, 

Q Were you ever a guerrilla? 

A No. 

Q On September 18, 1946, did you make a statement to 
the effect you were a guerrilla? 

MR. ROBB: Before that answer comes out by the 
interpreter I am going to object to the question for the 
reason that it does not include the placo and persons 
present, and to whom the statement was made. 

COLONEL CHASE: I will let him answer the 
question to save time, and in the ovent of an affirmative 
answer you can develop those points, 

MR. COHN: All right, sir. 

A I can't remember. 

Q Did you on September 18, 1946, at Talisay Municipal 
Building in front of Leo Curry, Chief Investigator, War 
Crimes Trials, make the statement Rafael Toledo, Romeo 
Junco, Felix Sapitola and Wencoslao Birondo were active 
guerrillas? 

A Felix Sapitola was a civilian, 
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Q All T want is a "yes" or "no" answer, whether or not he 
made the statement. 

A Romeo Junco joined with the hill fighters, but not an 
organized one. 

Q I would like to ask the witness again. 


COLONEL CHASE: Let him finish this, if he can. 


Get a complete answer. 

A Wenceslao Birondo was a member of the USAFFE of 
Mindanao. Diosdado Garcia joined with the hill fighters 
before. 

MR. COHN: I did not ask him about Diosdado Garcia, 
MR. ROBB: I think this whole thing is based upon 
a prior objection of mine, that the testimony is not relevant 
because they have not given a date. 

MR. COHN: I mentioned the date September 18, 

1946. 


MR. ROBB: The date he mentioned was, "Did you 
tell an investigator on a certain date—." 

MR. COHN: All I wanted was a "yes" or "no" answer. 

COLONEL CHASE: Let's continue on this line of 
questioning. At least we ere getting answers as to in¬ 
dividuals with the names. If you get an additional name 
Itt it go in the record, and then you can go back and pin 
It down, either side, as you see fit, as to specific dates 
and membership. 

A Rafael Toledo joined with the guerrillas before, but 
that was ^nly according to our information. Pabillo — 

I don't know his first name — was a civilian. Ho lived 
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on the farm* 

Did I mention Wonceslao Birondo? 

Q Yes. 

On September 18, JL9A-6, at Talisay Municipal Building, 
Occidental Negros, before Chief Investigator Leo Curry, 
did you not make the statement that Rafael Toledo, Rome'o 
Junco, Felix Sapitola and Wenceslao Birondo were active 
guerrillas, that you were positive of the same, because "We 
were on the same battalion," meaning you were on the same 
battalion, that you were operating in the town and outside 
of the town, and that your personal duties were procurement 
agent? 

MR. ROBBs I am going to object to counsel Impeaching 
his own witness on this basis, as I said before, all the 
testimony so far is irrelevant because there is no date of 
18th or 19th April, 1944, in any of this testimony, and now 
he is trying to impeach his own witness, and moke him say 
that on such and such a date he tole an investigator they 
were guerrillas. This witness didn't tell the investigator 
they were guerrillas on the 18th or 19th of April, 1944, and 
therefore I am going to object to him impeaching his own 
witness, 

CbLQNEL CHASE: The objection is well taken, 
and is sustained. I am trying to help you get something 
into this record along the line of what you want, and not 
get into the confusion you had with the previous witness. 

Now you have got a positive statement from this witness 
that certain people were certain types of guerrillas. Now 
you have nothing as to time and if.you want to let it 
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go with the fact that ho has said "yes," certain people 
were guerrillas, you can leave it there. Otherwise pro¬ 
ceed to develop the specific tine you are talking about. 

MR. COHN: If it please the Comission, the 
witness on this specific date told the investigator they 
were active Guerrillas, meaning they were active during 
the tine they wore captured. In fact, if I an allowed to 
proceed I can bring that out. The witness said they were 
operating inside and outside of tho town, and were 
captured inside of the town. 

COLONEL CHASE: Ho hasn’t said now they were 
active guerrillas. 

MR. COHN: I have already established the 
specific date during the tine they were active guerrillas. 

COLONEL CHASE: Your witness is trying to be 
responsive, and I -.’on't let you try to inpeach hin when 
he is doing the best he can. If he gets hostile we will 
consider the situation when he gets there, but until such 
tine as he does get hostile, you can't inpeach your own 
witness. 

Q Did you witness any actual torturings or killings 
during April or May of 1944? 

A I didn't actually sec the torturing and killing, be- 
casue before I was apprehended I was taken to the house of 
Mr. Sinplicio Lizarcs. 
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HR. COHN: If it ploaso tho Commission, the 
witnoss lias thus far boon hostilo to no in tho fact that 
ho has takon no by oonploto surpriso by his lino of ans¬ 
wers, which are directly contrary to tho ones that ny 
invostigater gathored down at Nogros. Now I will try to 
continuo to prosont ;.iy caso by asking tho sano questions 
as woro askod by ny invostigator in Nogro3, and got directly 
contrary answers, at the ond of which, if it ploaso tho 
Commission, I w^uld liko to show it that tho witnoss has 
givon contrary statononts on a difforont occasion.

A Some of those persons namely, Rafael Toledo, 

Garcia, and Romeo Junco, I am not sure whether 
they were active members of the guerrillas,

A Outside and inside the town, 

Q What were your personal duties? 

A I was the supply agent, 

Q Did you witness any actual torturing or killing? 

A I didn't see actually the torture and the killing. 
What I saw was when the prisoners were tied. Their hands 
were tied behind their backs, 

Q V/ill you please relate anything which you have 
actually observed? 

A I saw the prisoners r heads tied behind their backs. 
My hands were tied behind my back too and they also tied 
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ny neck* 

Q To the bost of you knowledge were the above-mentioned 
persons who were arrested, tortured and killed by the 
Japanese, guerrillas or were they only suspected as such? 

A They were suspected members of the guerrillas, ac¬ 
cording to the information given by the civilians. 

Q V/ho was in command of the entire investigation? 

A Investigation for whom? 

MR. COHN: Well, thore is no further roforoncc. 
It says, “Who was in command of the entire investigation." 
Shall I refer to the above incident os the investigation? 

COLONEL CHASE: You mean that finishes the 
direct questioning and the remainder of the thing is 
simply the authentication? 

MR. COHN: He is asked to identify the photo 
of Lieutenant Nakajima and —, 

COLONEL CHASE: Take the entire question as it 

stands. 

Q Who was in command of the entire investigation? 

A I don't know, but I saw Yanaguchi's interpreter. 

He stood on a platform and spoke into the microphone. 

Q Was Colonel Yamaguchi present during the entire 
period of the investigation conducted by the Japanese 
soldiers? 

A I didn't see him there, but according to the in¬ 
formation given by the civilians, is that ho was prosont. 

Q Do you have anything more to add to the above 
narration?

A Regarding the incident concerning nyself, I think 
I can relate more. 

HR. COHN: Shall I continue asking the questions 
as they are here, sir? 

COLONEL CHASE: Does that finish the formal 
Interrogatory? 

MR. COHN: There is one moro question. 

Q Can you recognize this photo which I on showing to 
you, a photo of Nakajina? (Offering photo to witness.) 

A I can't recognize his face, but according to the in¬ 
formation givon by the civilians, there was an officer 
colled Lieutenant Nakajina. 

MR. COHN: That is all the questioning, sir. 
EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 
BY COLONEL CHASE: 

Q Did you know this Lieutenant Nakajina yourself or 
ever see him before you cane to this court? 

A I have not seon him, Lioutenant Nakajina. 

BY COLONEL JONES: 

Q In answering the question this morning you stated 
that Private Nakajina cane to your house one day to obtain 
eggs. >7 as that before or after the incident that took 
place at Talisay on tho 19 th day of April 1944? 

A Before the incident two Japaneso came to the house, 
Nakajima and 7/atari San. 

Q Do you recall approximately tho number of days before 
the incidont that thoy obtained these eggs? 

A Ily house was in front of the garrison* Y/atnri San was 
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there every clay. I can't give you the approximate number 
of days. There were five or six tines, but all I can say 
is that they were up to our house several times 
Q Your house was across the road from what garrison? 

A That was the house of Simplicio Lizares, being used 
as a schoolhouse and used as a Japanese garrison, 

Q Is Private Nakajina, or a person resembling him, 
sitting in this court at this tine? 

A I saw him for a long time, only once, when we went 
to the house ask for some eggs and I can't remember him 
now. 

COLONEL CHASE: Any questions by the prose¬ 
cution? 


FURTHER CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY MR. ROBB: 

Q I an handing you what is Defense's Exhibit A, I 
an referring to the second page of that exhibit, to a 
signature on the bottom, is that your signature? 

(Offering sheet to witness.) 

A It is my signature. 

Q Can you read English? 

A I can read English, but I can't understand difficult 
words. 


Q I want you to read the first portion of page 2. 

A Do you mean from this to this (Indidatiftg)? 

Q Start reading and I will stop you. 

A (Witness read aloud from the sheet in English.) 

MR. ROBB: That is sufficient. 
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COLONEL CHASE: Let the record show that the 
witness read rather fluently and'clearly,in English, 
the substance of the sheet until told to stop. 
q Did you understand what you just read? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you remember when you were being investigated by 
an American investigating officer on the 18th day of 
September, this year, which would be about two weeks ago? 
A I can't exactly recall the exact date, but I re¬ 

member I was investigated by Mr. Leo Curry of the War 
Crimes Investigations, 
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Q Did you toll Mr. Loo Curry the foots which you just rend 
off from the paper? 

A Yes. I was investigated by on interpreter, Handing 
Eronieta, he interpreted and v/rote my testimony and handed it 
to Mr. Leo Curry. 

Q I again refer you to Defense Exhibit A. While you were 
being investigated, wore you asked this question: "Are those 
boys guorrillas?"; you remember being asked that question? 

A Yes. 

Q Your answer to that question was, "Rafael Toledo, yes, 
under Capt. Baylon. Romeo Junco, killed, yes, Company B, 
sub-sector D. Felix Sepitola, no, Wcnceslao Birondo, yos, 
US;\FFE;"you remember making that answer? 

A Yos. 

Q Now was Rafael Toledo, Ro.ueo Junco and Wenceslao Birondo- 
members of the guerrillas on the 19th d'-y of April 1944? 

A I d^n't know whether or not they were members of tho 
guerrillas, but according to the information by the civilians, 
they were members of the guerrillas. Romeo Junco was a member 
of Company B, sub-sector D. 

q When you made this statement to the investigating officer, 
what period were you thinking of when you said these persons 
were guorrillas? 

A Before the organization of the guerrilla group by the 
hill fighters, those people had been members of the guerrilla 
already. 

Q When was the organization of the hill group, what year? 

A I can't exactly tell tho day and month, but the year was 
1942. 
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MR. ROBB: I hnvc no further questions. 

COLONEL CHASE: Questions by the defense? 

MR. COHN: No further questions, sir. 

COLONEL CHASE: The witness, Serefin Vingson, will 
bo released from all restrictions, but it is desired he be 
maintained in Manila subject to the jurisdiction of the Com¬ 
mission until such time as the decision has been reached by 
the Executive for War Crimes Trials regarding the matter 
affecting him which came up this morning. The witness may 
be excused. (Witness excused). 

MR. COHN: Does the Commission wish to coll the 
other witness? 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission would like to have 
called the other witness, Igmedio Apuhin. 

IGMEDIO APUHIN 

MR. ROBB: Will the interpreter remind this witness 
that this morning he took an oath to toll the truth and he is 
still bound by that oath. 

(Interpreter Zosa intorpr tod to the witness.) 

COLONEL CHASE: Mr. Apuhin, since you testified 
this morning, the Commission has acceptod in evidence your 
statement which you made to Mr. Curry about September the 18th, 
194-6. I am now going to have the defense counsel road to you 
the questions which were asked you at that time. I want you 
to think carefully and give us now, as nearly as you can, the 

correct answers to those questions. 

FURTHER DIRECT EXAMINATION 

MR. COHN: What is your name, ago and nationality? 

COLONEL CHASE: Ho will have to havo a chance to 
translate that. 
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l^R. COHN: Oh, pardon me. 

(Statement to the witnoss by Colonel Chose, interpreted 
to the witnoss by Interpreter Zoso.) 

Q What is your none, nge, and nationality? 

A Igmedlo Apuhin, 25 years old, Filipino. 

Q 7/hore do you livo? 

A Talisay. 

Q What is your occupation? 

A None. 

Q V/hich men in the Specification List are your friends and 
acquaintances? Rafael Toledo? 

A I know him. 

Q Romeo Junco? 

A I know him. 

0 Loreto Lopez? 

A I know him. 

Q Felix Sapitola? 

A I know him. 

Q Jovita Casiplc? 

A I don't know her. 

Q Evangelist? AIgormo? 

A I know her. 

Q Wcncosloo Blrondo? 

A I know him. 

Q Bernardino Pabiilo? 

A I know him. 

Q Do you know those persons personally? 

A I know them personally. 
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Q Are these boys guerrillas? 

A Some were members of the guerrilla before and at the 
time the Japanese landed or occupied the Philippines and some 
were not, but those members were not really members of an 
organized group. 

COLONEL CHASE: At this time, tho Commission will 
take a short recess to reconv.no in ten minutos. 

(Short Recess) 

COLONEL CHASE: Thu Commission is in session. 

MR. ROBB: Will the Interpreter remind the witness 
he is still under oath. 

(Interpreter Zosa interpreted to the witness.) 

FURTHER DIRECT EXAMINATION (Continued) 

BY MR. COHN: 

Q Who was your officer? 

A Before, when that group was not an organized one, I was 
under Jones Descutido. 

Q Was ho your direct superior? 

A He was not a true lieutenant, he was only taking charge 

MR. COHN: Should I repeat that question, sir? 
COLONEL CHASE: Proceed. 

Q Was he your direct superior? 

A It was said that ho was a lieutenant. 

Q How positive are you they were guerrillas, Rafael Toledo, 

Romeo Junco and Wcnceslao Birondo? 

A I would not say they were real members of the guerrilla 
but before the Japanese invasion, they were members, not all 
of them, but only Wcnceslao Birondo. Those other two persons 
evacuated to tho mountains end they were only suspected of 
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being guerrillas. They evacuated to the mountains from the 
Japanese and then Joined a group of unorganized guerrillas, 
whether or not they belonged to organized groups, I don't know. 
Q Wore you all active guerrillas? 

A V/hether or not we belonged to an active group of 
guerrillas, I can't toll, because at that time they don't 
hevo the roster of groups. 

Q Wore you operating inside tho town or outside the town? 

A What do you mean by "operating?" 

MR. COHN: I don't know, that is the way the 
question is worded here, "Wore you operating inside tho town 
or outside the town?" 

A Sometimes outside the town, sometimes inside tho town. 

Q What were your personal duties? 

A Temporary procurement agent. 

Q What was your status in tho guerrillas? 

A I was told I was a first class private. 

Q Did you witness any actual torturing or killing? 

A I actually saw the torture but not the killing. 

Q Will you please narrate anything which you have actually 

observed? 

A Between 1:00 o'clock and 2:00 o'clock in the aftornooh, 
April 19, 1944, they said we had to assemble in the Plaza for 
a meeting. The inhabitants inside and outside the town of 
Talisay gathered in front of the Plaza and there was ono 
Filipino, a Japanese soldier, who spoke in a microphone and 
I don't know his name. He spoke in tho microphone, he said 
that children, v/omen and men should be in separate groups. 
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When the women and children and men wore separated, ho spoke 
again and stated that the men should line up by fours. Then 
he spoke again, and said that all men must sit on the ground 
this wry. 

MR. ROBB: Let the record show the witness assumed 
a squatting position on the floor with his knees doubled up 
under his chin. 

A (continuing) Wo sat on the ground and he said, "All 
of you who have amnesty papers should stand up." Those who 
had amnesty papers stood up. The men who stood up wore sepa¬ 
rated. Later, members of the Japanose Standing Army surrounded 
a group of men and our group was surrounded by the Japanese 
soldiers, and two Filipinos wore brought in front of the 
Plaza, namely, Rafael Toledo, Dadong Garcia, and one spy, 
Francisco Scuzo. These, Dadong Garcia and Rafael Toledo, 
had their facos bruisod, caused by the torture they received. 
While they wore in front of us, a group of men sitting, that 
member of the standing army, took these twg, peasants and at 
the s^mc time struck them with their rifle butt. 
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At the some time while the persona were struck 
with the rifle butte, the members of that standing 
army ordered the two men to point out the men among the 
group whloh were members of the hill fighters. These 
persons were asked to go around the group of men. I 
don*t know whom they pointed out. I saw that there were 
several men pointed out, because ono after another, 
after being tortured, would point out another nan. I 
have something to say more, but I forgot the question you 
asked me. 

Q I will repeat the question. Will you ploase 
narrate anything which you had aotually observed? 

A After many persons were being pointed out, I was 
one of the prisoners.being pointed out. We were taken 
to the side of the church, and at the side of the 
churoh we woro tortured. Our hands were tied behind 
our backs, and in the course of tho investigation those 
who had amnesty papers were asked to show them, and 
some were afraid to show their papers, they thought 
that without showing the amnesty papers the Japanese 
would pot be.able to know them, beoause they were 
pointed out by some other pertons, and they were 
apprehended. We were tortured at the side of the 
church, and while we were tortured we were questioned 
which of us is a genuine member of the guerrilla, 
and the others were asked if they were civilian attaohed, 
because I was afraid that if I tell the Japanese that I 
was a civilian, on attached civilian, thoy might kill me. 
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After the torture they gave me I confessed that 
I was a genuine member of the guerrilla, In spite of 
the fact that I was a civilian attached, only. I was 
only a civilian, and in Talisay. 

Q Were you personally taken to Bacolod with the 
rest of the prisoners? 

A No. 

<4 Will you please narrate the brutalities meted out 
to you personally by the Japanese. 

A While tiie prisoners were pointing out other prisoners, 
one of the prisoners pointed me out. After being pointed 
out, that member of the Filij ino Standing Army took hold 
of my head and hit my ears with his fist. 

Q Was Colonel Yamaguohl present during the entire 
period of this investigation? 

A According to information he was present. 

^ Have you any knowledge of the person who pointed 
you out, as to whether he was killed or not? 

A Those persons who pointed me out are still alive. 

k Are you absolutely positive that all those above- 

mentioned persons are guerrillas? 

A 8ome were members before, and some were not, but 
after they went back to the town they became civilians. 

Q To the best of your knowledge, were the above^. 
mentioned persons who were arrested, tortured, and killed, 
guorrillas, or only suspected of being such? 

A Some were suspected members of the guerrilla, and 
some were members before. 
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Q Have you anything more to add to the above 
narration? 

A No more. 

Q Can you recognize this photo which X am showing 
you, a photo of Nakajima? 

(Defense counsel hands x -hoto to witness) 

A I know of a Private Nakajima whoso faoe is similar 
to.this face here, 

MR. COHN: Would you please indicate that the 
witness was shown a pioture of Lieutenant Nakajima. 

Those are all the questions, sir, on the affidavit 
which I have hero, 

COLONEL CHASE: Does the Commission have 
any questions? ^ 

(Negative answers.) 

COLONEL CHASE: Does the prosecution have 

anything? 

MR. ROBB: The prosecution has no questions, 

sir. 

COLONEL CHASE: Questions by the defense? 

MR. COHN: No questions, sir. 

COLONEL CHASE: Are you prepared to call your 
next witness right away7 

MR. COHN: Yes, sir, I think I am. I would 
like to ask the witness one question, if it please the 
Commission. 


BY MR. COHN: 

<3 Do you know whore the prisoners were taken after 
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they left Tall say when they wont to Bacolod? 

A I don't know, but according to what they say they 
wore taken to Bacolod. 

Q Where In Bacolod? 

A I don't know where they were taken; I only learned it 
from Information. 

Q Did that Information which you reoeived that the 
prisoners had been taken to Bacolod indicate which 
building in Baoolod they had been to? 

A According to the information, some were taken to 
the Kerapei Tai, some wore taken to the Provincial 
Jail, and some were taken to the North Elementary School. 
MR. COHN: That is all. No more questions, 
COLONEL CHaSE: Colonel Jones hae a 

q uestion. 

EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 
BY COLONEL JONES: 

Q What was the date that you evacuated to the mountains 
and had this unorganized guerrillas? 

A I can't recall. It is quite a long time and I can't 
give the exact date. 

Q Is Private Nakajima,or a person similar to him, 
present in this court? 

A The one in the picture is similar. 

4 Is there a person here, not a picture. 

A Only that person in the photograph, whose face is 
similar. 

COLONEL CHASE: c ir the soke of clarification 
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of the record, let It be shown that the witness failed 
to inentlfy any person now in court, and his reference 
was solely to a picture which he said resembled one of 
the men, and which was never clearly identified. 

COLONEL ESLINQ-ER: I would like to see the 

picture. 

(Defense counsel hands picture to Commission.) 

MR. ROBB: Let the records show the Commission 
is now viewing a picture which purports 
to bo that of Nakajima. 

MR. COHN: Would you indicate in the records 
that tho accused stood up and faced the Commission? 

by captain hill: 

Q Have you ever seen the aocused before you come in 
the courtroom here today? 

A No. 

4 How do you recognize the picture that was shown 
to you? 

MR. ROBB: Sir, may I interpose: I don’t 
believe that the wltnoss has identified the accused by 
a picture. The pioture was shown to him, and he says 
that it is a resemblance of some person who was a 
Private Nakajiraa, but ho hasn’t Identified the accused. 

CAPTAIN HILL: That is the point of ray 
question. I am trying to find out who he is tying the 
picture to. 

MR. ROBB: That is how I got tho question. 
CAPTAIN HILL: Porhaps I didn't make myself 
clear. That was all I was trying to do.. 
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A Whose face is similar to Private Nakajima? 

<4 Yes. 

A Because his face is quite similar. 

Q Similar to whom? 

A To that picture. 

GAPTAIN HILL: That is all. 

BY COLONEL CHASE: 

Q Do you moan by that that the picture you have 
been shown looks like, or Is very similar to the private 
whom yc'i knew? 

A Yes, similar. 

COLONEL CHASE: Any further questions by 
the Commission? 

(Negative answers.) 

COLONEL CHASE: Any questions by tho 
prosecution? 

MR. ROBB: No, Sir. 

COLONEL CHASE: The defense? 

MR. COHN: No further questions, sir. 

COLONEL CHASE: The witness may be excused. 
(Witness excused.) 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission will recess 
and reconvene at 0830 tomorrow morning. 

(The Commission adjourned at 1445 hours, to 
reconvene at 0830 hours, 5 October 1946.)

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Q, - Will you plonsc narrate anything which you had actually observed? 

A - On A pril 19, 1944, at 2:00 p.m., all the inhabitants of Talisay and tho 
nearby haciendas were ordered by the Japanese to assemble at the plaza 
for a public meeting, whon we rro airoady asscmblod the interpreter of Col, 
Yamaguchi, a Japanese, ordered the men to groun togothor and tho women to 
do tho same. After the mon and the women had elroa.dy grouped thomsolvos 
together separately, p soldier of the Filipino Standing Army stood up in 
front of us pnd ordorod all USAFFB to stand up, When nobody stood uo, a 
spy of the Japanese, Amado Lesson, and 2 prisoners, Diosdado Garcia and 
Rafnol Toledo, wore brought before us and wore ordered to pint out tho 
Guerrillas, They pintod out 2 persons of whom I only know ono and ho is Bion- 
venido Simplo. They ordered these uorsonsto point out other Guerrillas, 

When they refuse to mint out anybody they wore severely torturod by being 
hit in tho body with the butt and barrel of the rifle. I can hot toll if 
they had nointed out anybody as wo wore not aloud to look behind, but la- 
tor wo found out when they passed nonr me that thoy had already arrested 
quite a numbor. Thcj) I was ''Iso eointod out by the youngest of the Dolo-ao 
brothers whose name I do not know. All the arrested nnrsonn were tied with . 
their hands behind them. For refusing to eoint out anybody, I was hit by 
a JapanosOmSoldier with the butt of the gun and was given several blows in 
my body, ney took mo around the gmup to identify anybody known to me as 
a OuerrillA and while v/e were making the rounds of the group, 1 saw a group 
of arrested porsons in front of the north wall of the church, Thoy wore 
subjected to different tortures by hitting thorn with tho butt or barrel of 
the rifle or by giving thorn severe blows in tho body. Then they brought rao 
to tho house of Mr. Simolicio LizareB where tho.v blindfoldod mo and inves¬ 
tigated mo. During tho entire course of the investigation, they had always 
hit mo with the butt of the gun or grab mo by tho hair »nd bump me against 
the wall or give mo blows every time I refuse to identify anybody. In tho 
middle of tho investigation I heard gun fires ?nd tho soldiers loft me for 
a short time to later return and submit mo again to the samo treatment, I 
persisted to refuse to identify any ono. Whon they found out I w^s stubborn 
they resorted to other tactics, but I kept on my denying. When thoy later 
found that all means was useless they sot mo free. When I was already freo 
I was informed that ULDARICO GARCIA while he was running with tho intention 
of escape, he was ehot to doeth by the Jnpr.neso r.oIdlers and tho Filinino 
Standing Army soldiors,

arrested, tortured and kkllcd by the Jaeanose-Guerrillas or woro only sus- 
petod as such? 

A « Some of them were really Guerrillas and some were only suspected as such,

ft - How positive are you they were Guerillas (Romeo Junco, Rafael Toledo 
and Wenceslao Birondo)? 

A - We belonged to the same unit. 

ft - Were you all active Guerrillas? 

A - May be sir we are active Gueriiras in our fighting against the Jnpnese 
because some of the squads were brought to the Combat Unit and some were 
made Service Unit such as hauling palay and other things we need for our 
Unit. 

ft- Were you opprating inside the town or outside? 

A - We were operating sometimes i..side the town within the enemy's vieinity 
and sometimes when the Japanese approached our lines of defense, there 
in the mountains, 

ft - ;<hat were your personal duties? 

A - I acted as procurement agent temporarily. 

ft - What was your status in the Guerilla (Corporal, Sergeant, etc.)? 

A - First Class Private. U.J.a. va YUZUKU N..KAJD4A 
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ft - Did you witness any actual torturing or killing? 

A - Yes, sir, 

ft - Will you please narrate anything which you had actually observed? 

A - On ^pril 19, 1944, at 2:00 e.m., the Japanese under the command of Col. 
Yamaguchi encircled the town of Tplisay including the nearby haciendas. 

They forced all the inhabitants of the above mentioned places to assemble 
on the town plaza on the pretex that there will be a public meeting. When 
people had already assembled before the band stand a Filipino oerson eeoke 
on the microphone ordering the men and the women to groun together and se¬ 
parately. He also ordered the males to stand in line of fours. Then ho oi 
dered them to sit on the ground. Then he again ordered that all men who ir 
their possession have amnesty papers to stand up. Soma of the -oersons who 
have amnesty papers stood ut> and showed them to the Jananese soldiers. Thei 
the Filipino Standing Army of the Japanese ordered them to group together - 
the same vicinity. Then later on the whole unit of Filipino Standing Army 
and the Japanese soldiers encircled the male group. After that the Japane? 
spy, Francisco Sauza, and. 2 prisoners, Conrad.o la.rcia and. Rafael Toledo wei 
brought before the group pnd were commanded to u^int out the •oersons they 
know who were connected with the guerrillas. Due to severe ounishment 
to which they wore subject in case they refuse to identify anyone, they wez 
forced to uoint out somebody. After this the n ne -oointed out by the ori- 
soners were immediately arrested, tortured and ordered to identify again 
someone whom he know is a Guerilla or connected with the Guerillas. This 
■orocedure continued for a period until they h»d already arrested ouite a 
number of prisoners. I was also "ne of those identified during the t>ro- 
ceodings. Then Col. Yamaguchi ordered, his men in Ja-oanese and we were 
brought in front of the north wall of the church. Before we wore brought 
in front of the north wall of the church, I saw ULDaRICO GARCIA running 
with the intention to escape but he was fired at by Japanese soldiers, 
soldiers of the Filipino Standing Army and P. C. men who also helt> in 
the maneuver. He was hit and was killed. While we were in front of the 
north wall of the church sitting on the ground one of the Japanese offi¬ 
cers ordered that all civilians who are attached to the Guerillas must 
stand up. When they hpd alre°dy stood up, one of the soldiers of the 
Filipino Standing Army snatched -no of them and tortured him severely 
until he was senseloss. *<hen ho had already lost his senses ho was 
brought near the well which is just a few feet distance from where we 
were grouped and one of the soldiers of the Filiuino Standing Army fixed 
his bayonet and killed him and later dromed him in the well. Then a 
Japanese interpreter told us that those who have amnesty moors and who 
are genuine USAFFE must group separately together. Those who have am¬ 
nesty paoers were released and those who were not able to oroduce theirs 
were made to ride in a truck and transferred to Bac^lod City. 

ft - Were you personally t°ken to Bacolod City with the rest of the oris^ners? 

A - Ho. I was released because I had an amnesty paper which I had shown to the 
Japanese interpreter. 

ft - Will you please narrate the brutalities netted out to you oorsonally by 
the Japanese? 

A - '>hon I w°s arrested by the Jaoanese as I had mentioned above, they imme¬ 
diately gave me » severe blow on the oar. After giving mo the bl«w they 
forcod. mo to identify anybody I know to bo either a Guerilla or in connec¬ 
tion with the Guerilla. I was forced to o'-int out Wenceslao Birondo be¬ 
cause I was airoady siraiunconscious because of the tortures I h»d received 
from the Japanese. During all this -oeriod Julian Buenaventura w°s ore- 
sent because ho was also «ne of those oointed out. Then after this I 
was released because of the amnesty uaner which I had delivered to the 
Ja-oanese interpreter. 

ft - ,vas Col. Yamaguchi nresent during the ontiro eoriod. of the investigation? 

a - Yes, sir. He was in command of the whole force.

ft - Have you any knowledge of the person you had pointed out as to whether he 
was killed or not? 

A - To the best of my knowledge he woe killed because up to now he had not 
returned home. 


ft - Are y*u absolutely positive that all these above mentioned persons are 
Guerillas? 

A - Some of them are and some of them are not. 

ft - To the beet of your knowledge wore the above mentioned persons who were ai 
rested, tortured and killed, Guerillas or only suspected as being such? 

a - Some were really Guerillas and some were only suspected as such. 


ft - Have you anything more to add to the above narra.tions? 
A - No more. 


ft - Can you recognlzo this photo which I am showing you (ohoto of Capt, NA>.t ; 
A - No, sir.

A Colonel Masakazu Yamaguchl, Commander, 172nd Independent 
Infantry Battalion. 

Q How many companies did you have under your command in 
April and May of 1944? 

A % Together with tho Heavy Woapons Company, there wore 
five companies. The five companies, Including tho Heqvy 
Weapons Company, was under my direct command. However, there 
7/ere three other companies. 

Q Would you please give the names of the commanding 
officers of tho companies which were directly under your 
command? 
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A To my memory they ./ere Captain Takahashi, 1st Lt. Ishizuka, 
1st Lt. Okamoto, 1st Lt. Nakajima and Capt. Inoue. 

Q Would you please tell the Court the respective garrisons 
that those men commanded? 

MR. COHNv If it please the Commission, I will 
withdraw the lost question. 

Q Whore were your quarters located in the city of Bacolod? 

A Bacolod High School. 

C Do you remember the capturing of some prisoners, some 
guerrilla prisoners, in Talisay, on April 19, 1944? 

MR, ROBB: I sm going to object to that question 
with the word "guerrilla" in it. 

COLONEL CHASE: What is the basis for your objection?

Q After these prisoners arrived at the high school, then, 
Coloneib; you don't know what happened to them, is that correct? 

MR. BERMAN: I will object at this point again, 
on the same grounds as my previous objection, of self-incrimina¬ 
tion. On direct examination, this witness testified as to the 
road taken from Trlisay to Bpcolod,"and what happened up to 
cho time the igh chool was reached, and therefore any evi¬ 
dence given as to what occurred after that time might tend to 
incriminate the witness, and the witness, I thihk, should 
exorcise the rights against self-incrimination.

Q How large was the group of Kempei Tai? 

A I am not sure, but I believe there were about 30. 

Q Was any company or platoon of your comnand stationed 

in Bacolod besides the officers and soldiers directly part 
of your headquarters? 

A No. 

Q How many officers and soldiers were in your headquarters 
How many were actually a part of your headquarters? 

A There were about 10 officers, and about 100 soldlorc, 

Q Was the defendant in this caso, Yuzuru Nakajina, 
stationed in Bacolod? 

A Yes. 

Q What did he command? 

A The Fourth Company, 

Q What was the strength of that company in about the 

middle of April 1944? 

A Including the Filipino unit thero were from 170 to l8o, 

Q Was Lieutenant Nakajima a local garrison commander with 

authority to do certain routine things, without reference to 
your headquarters, or did he do everything that he did after 
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consultation and direct ardors from your headquarters? 

I®. BERMAN: Sir, I beg the Commission’s in¬ 
dulgence. I think I will have to abject to that question 
an the grounds that it would tend to incriminate. 

COLONEL CHASE: Very well, I will rephrase the 

question. 

Q Did Lieutenant Nakajina, in his position as company 
commander, have authority to da certain routine command and 
administrative acts without reference to your headquarters? 

A No. 

BY COLONEL ESLINGER: 

Q Did a Captain Korada? 

A No, 

COLONEL ESLINGER: That is all, 

COLONEL CHASE: Questions by the prosecution? 

MR. ROBB: I have one more question. 

CROSS-EXAMINATION (Continued) 

BY UR. ROBB: 

Q Whore was Lieutenant Nakajina on or about the 20th of 

May, 1944? 

MR. COHN: I object, Your Honor. That was not 
asked upon direct examination, and he cannot testify as to 
anything that was not asked in the questions in chief. 

COLONEL CHASE: The objection is not sustained. 
Defense introduced the fact that tho defendant was the company 
commander in tho group of five companies commanded by tho 
witness. You nay answer, 

A He was to go with me on an expedition to Kabanlcalan in

southern Negros. 

Q Where were his troops garrisoned on the 20th of May 
1944? 

MR. COHN: Could I ask the prosecution whose 
troops he means? 

MR. ROBB: Yes, I dll withdrew the question. 

Q In what building in Baoolod were the troops of 
Nakajina garrisoned on the 20th of May 1944? 

MR. BERMAN: I object at this point. It has 
been brought to my attention that the interrogation now 
going on concerns a different tine from the tine in which 
the direct examination took place, and if I an in error I 
wish to be corrected, but it is ny understanding that the 
prisoners we are discussing now were brought from Talisay 
to Bacolod on April 19th. 

COLONEL CHASE: Your right to object pertains 
in this particular case solely to the natters which would 
incriminate the witness. So it is the problem of the de¬ 
fense counsel, and not you, to object to this particular questio 
if the objection is made. The question could not possibly 
bring out anything that would incriminate your client. 

A It is the place I indicated on the sketch nap 
previously. 

Q What is the name of that building, if you know? 

A It is the grammar school. 

III. ROBB: I have no further questions. 

MR. COHN: The defense has no further questions, 

sir. 
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COLONEL CHASE: I have one more, 

EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 

BY COLONEL CHASE: 

Q Who was in connand of the Japanose prisoners at 
Bao^loa an the 20th of Hay for a period of one or two days 
before and after tho 20th of May? 

A Captain Takahashi, the commander of the Bacolod area 
garrison. 
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Q * What was the relationship, when all 

were present at Baoolod, between this Captain Takahashi 
and Lieutenant Nakajima? 

A Captain Takahashi was the commander of the 
Baoolod area garrison and Lieutenant Nukajima was in 
command of my direct, reserve unit. 

Q Was Lieutenant Nakajima under the direct command 
of your headquarters or under your command through 
Captain Takahashi? 

A Under ray direct command. 

Q Did Captain Takahashi command another company or 
platoon in Bacolod in addition to the troops commanded 
by Lieutenant Nakajima? 

BY MR. COHN: By that statement, sir, did 
you mean that Captain Takahashi commanded Nakajima 1 s 
troops? 

COLONEL CHASE: He has already answered that 
question in the negative by stating that Nakajima 1 s 
troops, in his capacity as oorapany commander, reported 
directly to the witness. What I am trying to find out 
is where this Captain Takahashi fitted into the command 
picture in Bacolod. 

A No. 

Q Who was responsible to you and your headquarters 

for the maintenance of law and order in Bacolod and the 
nearby barrios? > 

A Captain Takahashi. 
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Q, Did Captain Takahashi have any troops under his 

own, personal command? 

A Yoo. 

iu What were those troops? 

A The company under his command. 

Q You Just testified a nlnute ago, did you not, 
that Captain Takahashi did not have either a company or 
a platoon other than Lieutenant Nakajima's company 
under his command? 

MR. COHN: Excuse me, sir, Lieutenant Nakajima 
wasn't under the command of Captain Takahashi. 

COLONEL CHASE: I thought his answer 
was "No" to that question. 

MR. COHN: That is right. Lieutenant 
Nakajima wasn't under the command of Captain Tnkahashi. 

COLONEL CHASE: Are you sure of that? 

MR. COHN: Yes, sir. The present question 
asked by you, was, "Was Lieutenant Nakajima directly 
responsible to you and under your immediate command?" 

The answer was, "Yes, u so Tak.iiashi was Just another 
offioer under the command of Colonel Yanaguchi, 
whereas Lieutenant Nakajima was a company oomraander on 
an equal footing,other than rank, with Captain Takahashi. 

COLONEL CHASE: I want to clear up this 
point and I am going to repeat the question. 

Q You testified that Lieutenant Nakajima 1 s company 
was not under Captain Takahashi's command, but was a 
resorve unit directly under your oonraand. Is that 
correct? 
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Q Licutonnnt Nnkajlua's headquarters and company 
were located in the building known as the North Elemen¬ 
tary School, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Qt, Where was Captain Takabashl's company? Can you 

point that out on the map? 

(Map was offered to tho witness.) 

A Here. (Indicating.) 

COLONEL CHASE: Lot the records indicate 
that the witness has pointed to the letter "0." Will 
you identify those points on the map, Mr. Robb? 

MR. ROBB: He has indicated the building 
which is narked with a letter "0" on this map. 

COLONEL CHASE: On the east end of the nap? 
That is the thing as oriented, whereas the North Elemen¬ 
tary School is toward the north end. 

MR. ROBB: That is right.. The North Elonon- 
tary School is indicated by a letter "N." 

COLONEL CHASE: And Captain Tnkahashi was the 
officer whom you held responsible for poaoe and order and 
discipline in Bacolod and the nearby garrison, is that 
correct? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know where Captain Takahashl is now? 

A He was sentenced today. 

COLONEL CHhSE: I have no further questions. 
Does the prosecution have any questions? 

UR. ROBB: I havr no further questions. 
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COLONEL ESLING-ER: I have a question. 

Q Can you tell this court who commanded the stockade 
of the North Elementary School during the months of 
April and May, 1944? 

MR. COHN: Escuse me, sir. The evidence 
shows—the diagram will show— that there is no evidence 
submitted that there was a stockade at the North Elemen¬ 
tary School. The North Elementary was in a U-shaped 
building and there was no stockade there for the housing 
of prisoners. 

COLONEL ESLINQER: I will reword the 

question. 

Q Can you tell me who commanded the stockade which 
housed the prisoners that were taken during the months 
of April and May? 

A When there were many prisoners, they were taken 
to the Filipino prison. At other times they were taken 
to the Kempei Tai and as necessary, were called to the 
Battalion Headquarters. The prisoners taken at that 
time were given over to the Intelligence Unit. 

Q During the months of April and May, 1944, were 
there any other officers or ratheg how many officers, 
were on duty at the stockade referred to? 

A The prisoners were taken to the Fillpinc Prison 
and they were under the supervision of the warden. 

Q Do you know anything about any prisoners that 
were confined at the North Elementary School during the 
months of April and May, 1944? 
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A No. 

Q Do you know of anything that was done to any 
prisoners at the North Elementary School during the 
months of April and May? 

MR. BERMAN: I will have to object to that 
question again on the grounds of incrimination. 

COLONEL CHaSE: Your objection may be in 
order on the next question. So far it calls for on 
answer of "Yes 11 or "No" and the objection is not sus¬ 
tained at this time. You nay instruct him that ho may 
answer this question "Yes" or "No" only if he so desires. 

(Translated to the witness by the interpreter.) 

A No. 

BY COLONEL JONES: 

Q Would it have been possible for there to have 
been any prisoners at the North Elementary School 
without your knowledge during the months of April and 

tiny? 

a Yes. There is a possibility. It happened very 

often. 

BY CaPTaIN HILL: 

Q If there were prisoners at the School, during the 
period mentioned, who would have been responsible for 
their administration? 

A Each garrison unit would go out on expeditions 
to capture prisoners and suspected guerrillas and to 
investigate them. At times the battalion would go out 
and capture them and at times the companies, in their 
own areas. During combat there were many times when 
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prisoners wore captured and It was very difficult for 
us to ascertain whether they were guerrillas or not. 

BY CAPTAIN HILL: I would like to have the question 
repeated to the witness. 

BY COLONEL CHASE: We had better have the reporter 
read the question back and be sure the interpreter 
gets it correctly. 

MR. COHN: If it please the Commission, 

I would like at this time to eay that the specifications 
and charges and the evldenoe presented by the prosecution 
deals with prisoners taken at Tali say find if we are 
going to bring a collateral issue of all prisoners 
taken by any b a ttalion, then I think the specifications, 
and charges, should be amended to Include any prisoners 
taken by any battalion that was stationed in Bacolod City 
under the command of Colonel Yamaguchi. 

COLONEL CHASE: I don't think the position 
of the defense is well taken. The Commission members 
are solely trying to find out the general policy under 
the command of this witness, which included the defen¬ 
dant, with regard to similar cases. Will the reporter 
read back the question. 

(The question was read by the reporter.) 

A I was away at that time and Second Lieutenant Hotta 
was in command. 

BY COLONEL JONES: Would you please read back the 
previous answer to the question, Reporter? 

(Reporter read the first answer to the question.) 
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ft Could It have been possible for any of the 
prisoners, taken at Tall say on or about the 19th of 
April, 1944, to have been confined at the North Elera- 
tary School without your knowledge? 

A Yes. 

BY COLONEL CHASE: 

ft You testified that Lieutenant Nakajima was with 
you on an expedition away from Bacolod on 20 May, 1944, 

Is that right? 

A Yes. 

ft What troops from Bacolod only accompanied that 
expedition and how many? 

A It was the Yamaguchi U*.it which numbered approx¬ 
imately 300. 

ft Were those troops all from Bacolod? 

A Yes. 

ft What means of transportation was used from Bacolod 

to the scene of the expedition? 

A Truck. 

ft What means was used for returning to Bacolod after 
the expedition? 

A Truck. 

ft What date did the expedition leave Bacolod? 

A We were many times, but I bolieve that was May 12 or 
13. 

ft What date did the expedition return to Bacolod? 

A The latter part of May. 

ft And Lieutenant Nakajima was absent, to your 

personal knowledge, throughout that time from approximately 
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the 13th or 14th of May to tin end of the month, Is 
that right? 

A Yes. 

Q And with the exception of that one expedition, 

whas he continuously on duty at his headquarters in 
Bacolod during the months of April and May, 1944? 

A No. 
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MR. COHN: If it ploase tho Comission, I was 
going to bring out on examination that there v/cro two trips 
to Kcbanka1an,ono whioh loft on April 27th, nnd returned 
on May 10th, to Bcoolod, and rostod in Bacolod two days, 
and thon roturned to Kabankalan, and I think Colonel 
Yanaguchi is a littlo confueod. 

COLONEL CHASE: Tho Comission vrf.ll tako a short 

rocoss • 

(Short rocoss.) 

COLONEL CHASE: Tho Cconission is in session. 

MR. ROBB: Will this witness bo ronindod by tho 
interpreter that ho is still under octh. 

(Translated to witness by interpreter.) 
ft State any periods in addition to tho expedition regard¬ 
ing which you havo just tostifiod during which tho Dofon- 
dant Nckajina was, to your knowlodgo, absont fror: Bacolod 
during tho months of *-pril and May, 1944? 

A Ho was absont fron Baoolod from tho ond of April to 
tho 10th of May. 

BY CAPTAIN HILL: 

, ft You havo previously mentioned a unit of tho Konpoi Tai 
boing present in Bacolod during tho poriod under discussion. 

I would like to havo you point out on this slcotch nap tho 
plrco or headquarters of this unit. 

A I on not 3uro, but I believe it was either at "F" or 
s''"U", 

MR. ROBB: Lot tho record show that tho witnoss 
indicated two squares on tho exhibit which nro narlcod with 
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cn "F" and an "H". 

CAPTAIN PULL: That's ell I hcvo. 

BY COLONEL joites: 

q During tho tino of thoso two expeditions you testified 
that Lioutonnnt Nckajina was ~bsent fro.’. Bncolod, woro tho 
troops undor hi3 oonr.icnd rbsont on both of thoso ococsions? 

A Ho loft a snail portion of his unit bohind, and oxcopt 

for thGt unit, thoy woro all ..bsont, 

COLONEL JOKES: That is all I have. 

COLOI.EL CE-SE: Has tho prosocution anything? 

IK, ROBB: I think tho dofonso has sons more 
quostions to ask and I will loavo nino until aftor ho has 
askod his, 

FURTHER REDIRECT IDu-AIKUTION 

BY MR. COHN: 

Q, Did you roturr. with tho oxpodition fron Talisay on 
April 19th, 1944 to Baoolod?

ROBB: Can v/e have a correction in tho rooord 
that the answer was only "Yes” to tho last question that 
was propoundod? 

MR. COHN: Tho official intorpretor has inter¬ 
preted it tho way it WQ3 supp ’sod to bo officially understood. 
The Jap one so conversation so. itiros hes a hid" on nooning in 
it which can only bo brought out by an official intorpretor. 

COLONEL CHASE: I don*t undorstani your objoction*

(Short rucos5j.) 

CJLOiHSL CHASE: Tho Co:mission is in session, 
luli. ROBB: It is agreed botwoor the dofonso 
counsol, tho prosecution and tho court interpreters that 
thoro was an error in tho interpretation of tho question last 
propoundod to tho vdtnoss by a 10 intorpretor, and thoro is 
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error in tho interpretation of tho answor which canc fron 
tho witnoss, and it is thoroforo novod that tho question 
and r.nsvor as p;ivon by tho intorprotor bo 3trickon fr >.. tho 
rocord, and that tho question bo tg asked of this witnoss. 

COLONEL CK..SE: It is so ordered. 
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Cl ' During tho months of April and Mr.y 1944 wore any 
roports nedo to you of any atrocitios 
torturing and mistreating of Filipino civilians by 
Lieutenant Nakajima? 

A No. 

Q Would you under odinary circumstances have hoard if 
any such atrocity had been committed? 

A Yes. 

MR. COHN: The defense has no further questions. 
MR. ROBB: The prosecution would like to piece 
the witness under cross-examination. 

COLONEL CHASE: Prooeed. 

CROSS -EXAMINATION 

BY MR. ROBB: 

Q Do you know where Banago Wharf is located near Bacolod? 
A Yes, I know. 

£ In whose area was Banago Wharf located? 

A It was in the area controlled by First Lieutenant 

Nakajima. 

(i Was there a sentry down in the Banago Wharf area? 

I’ll change that. Y/as there a sentry post down in the 
Banago Y/harf area? strike the word’^ost” end ftek 
the witness if there was a sentry located then . 

A Yes. 

q, YVho commanded the sentry that was located at Banago 

Y/harf? 

A First Lieutenant Nakajima. 

When you left Kabankalan for Banago, did Nakajima go 
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with you? 

A Yes. 

q Did all of his troops go with you? 

A As I said beforo, he loft a small portion of his unit, 

q When you roturned to Baoolod on tho 10 th day of May, 

did Nakajima como back with you? 

A Yes. 

q Did his troops come back with you? 

A Yes, 

q Whet was tho de.to that you said that you wont beck to 
Kabankalan aftor roturning tho first timo? 

A I am not certain, but I believe it vws tho 12th or 15th. 
4 Did Lieutenant Nalcajima return to Kabankalan v/ith you? 

A Yos. 

q Did his troops roturn with you? 

A Yos. 

q What is tho distance between Kabankalan and Bacolod? 

A I am not sure, but I bolievo it is about ono hundred 

kilometers, 

4 How long did it take you to make this trip? 

A Tho vohiclos woro in poor condition so it took us 

about one day. Thoso vehicles woro not in as good condition 
as tho American vohiclos, 

q V/hat wes your purpose in returning to Bacolod for a 
period of only tv/o days? 

A Wo roturnod to Bacolod to got rations and supplies, 

q Why was it necessary that you bring b. ck your throo 

hundred mon from Kabankalan to Bacolod? 

A Wo roturrod to Bacolod thinking that tho oxpodition 
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Did you just toll me r. mirutc • go that the- reason you 
returned to Bacolod was bec/ure yov wanted to get some more 
supplies? 

A I remember that we return d for provisions. However, 
because the situation in Kabnnl lan had become worse, we 
had to depart suddenly. 

Q When you left Kabankalan then to return to Bacolod, 
your purpose was to got supplies, is that correct? 

A We returned in order to g^t provisions and also to 
rest ourselves. 

Q And it v/as necessary to return all of your men from 
Kr. banka Inn nt that time, is that right? 

MR. COHF: Object to this line of questioning 
which has no correlation between the direct examination in 
chief. If it continues I am going to have to bring out the 
whole Negros Island situation, there were 15,000 troops and 
it was dangerous to let those troops alone. 

COLONEL CHAPE; The lino of questioning appears 
to bo proper cross-examination, the prosecutor may proceed. 
A There is a garrison unit at Knbankalan, I thought 
there was no purpose in leaving any of my men there so I 
brought them all back to Bacolod. 

Q What was the purpose of taking three hundred men to 
Kabankalan if you had a garrison there? 

A There were twenty men in the garrison at Kabankalan. 
It v/as under the control of the Okamoto unit of the Binnl 
Began, I believe. The situation vr-s that they had been 
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surrounded by approximately six hundrod guorrillas and so 
I had tr.lcon my troops thoro. 

$ About tho 10th of May tho situation in Kabankclan 
became bettor, is that correct? 

A A unit from Bccolod had roinforcomonts at tho garrison 
there, Howovoi, th; t was not enough, so I took my throe hun- 
drod mon and wo broke tho siogo thoro end drove tho onomy 
avry and v/o roturnod, 

Q You roturnod for supplios, is that corroct? 

MR. COHN: It sooms the personal interpreter of 
tho accused has found that ono of tho official interpreters 
answer was not complete t the last question as given by 
tho witness. I would like to have it read. 

COLONEL CHASE: Will tho reporter road the quos- 
tion and tho interpreter*s answor as givon. 

(Tho auostion, "About the lOtii of May tho situation in 
Kabankalan bocamo bottor, is that right?" And tho answer, 

"A unit from Bacolod had roinf orcomonts at tho garrison 
there." was read by tho reporter.) 

COLONEL CHASE: The previous question and answer 
will bo stricken for tho sako of simplicity. 

MR. COHN: And then thoy wore surroundod agr.in. 

COLONEL CHASE: Wo will take tho official record 
from tho official intorprotor. If thoro is objootion on 
tho pert of tho dofonsc cs to tho correctness of tho inter¬ 
pretation wo will ro-'d tho quoetions tc tho official inter¬ 
preters and have them giv.. . l. t •> the witness again and tr'ns- 
l to tho reply. At tho ond of that if t:?^ru i3 any comment 
v/o will koop t it until v/o got satisfactory interpret tion 






to ell concornod. 

MR. COHN: Will tho pro3ocutor report tho quostion? 
COLONEL CHASE: Tho roportor will road tho quos¬ 
tion. to tho intorpretor who will again transit.to it to tho 
witnoss • 

(Tho quostion was road by tho roportor.) 

A Wo broico tlio siogo and roaouod tho garrison thoro . 
Boccusu wo exhausted our food supply wo roturnod and also 
to rest; howovor, in a day or tv/o thoy wore again bociogod 
by tho onomy. 

Q I want you to paint out on this map hero which is 
Dofonso Exhibit B tho place vhoro tho pris.-ncrs wh > were 
taken in Talisay»worc captured in Tolisr.y, woro tnkon in 
Bacolocl? 

A I boliovo they woro brought horo tj "B 1 '. 

MR. ROBB: Lot tho record indiccto tho witnoss

Q, Now this plr.co which is mr.rkod with a is your 
headquarters, isn't that correct? 

A Yos. 

Q, Then you had command of thoso prisoners? 

MR. BERMAN: If tho Commission plco.so, may I 
roquost tho prosecution to make tho quostion moro spucific 
in order that dofonso counsol may telco advantage of any 
rights that thoy r.:.y havo bof oro this Commission and also to 
whet prisoners tho prnsooution is roforring. 

COLONEL CHASE: Rap hr so your question end make 
it ns dofiuitc and spocific as possiblo. 







Q, Y/ho had command ovor thoso prisonors who woro 
oc.pturod in Talisay aftor they woro brought to th'o hoed- 
quarters. 

MR. BERMAN: I am going to havo to 
objoct, it toads to incriminate the witness. 

MR. ROBB: Ho testified as to some individual 
who had chargo, and ho loft a false impression thoy wore 
sonowhoro olso other than his herdquartors. 

COLONEL CHASE: To avoid any possibility of 
putting him in the position ^f 3olf-inorirainction, ask him 
whothor or not any person other than himself hed command of 
those prisonors, end if tho answer i3 in tho affirmative,ask 
him who tho parson was• 

MR. ROBB: Withdraw the quostion. 

Q, ^ftor the Filipinos woro brought to your headquarters, 
did any person other than yourself havo command over thorn? 

MR. BERMAN: If tho Commission ploase, I have to 
object to this quostion on tho same grounds. Ho is asking 
tho sane quostion. 

COLONEL CIL.SE: I an inclined to think you aro 

right. 

MR. ROBB: I an too, sir. 

COLONEL CfLdSE: Can counsol got together on a 
quostion which will bring out tho point tho prosecution is 
trying to make without putting tho witness in n position >f 
self-incrimination. Caution tho witness that ho need not 
answer if it tends to incriminrto him. Would that be satis¬ 
factory? 

MR. BERi’LN: Yos, that would be satisfactory. 
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MR. ROBB: I'll ask the question os propounded 
and warn him of his rights at tho same tino. Can I havo 
tho quostion road book? 

(Last quostion road by the reportor.) 

MR. ROBB: • Will tho intorprotor ask that quostion 
of the witnoss and at tho somo tino warn this witness if tho 
answer to that question would in any way tond to inorin- 
inatc hin, he oan rofuso to answer. 

A Tho intelligence dopartmont. 

Q Did tho intelligence dopartnont have tho authority 
to try thoso pooplo ns boing guorrillas? 

A I boliovo that thoro v/as. Thoso woro combat actions 
and I had not been thinking of suoh things os trials. V/o 
v/oro in tho midst of nany battles and our casualties wore 
nunboring nucli groator than that of tho enemy and wo did 
not havo tine to think of things like trials. 

During tho months of April and May 1944, wero any 
trials hold in your command against Filipinos who woro 
charged as boing guerrilla-.V 

MR. BERiWtN: I vrondor if the Commission 7/ould 
adviso the witnoss that ho need not answer that quostion 
on the grounds of solf-incrimination? 

COLONEL Cii-.SE: You nay instruct J\o nood .not 
answer if, in his opinion, tho answer would tond to incrim¬ 
inate him. 

A Thoro was no time for trials, 

MR. ROBB: I have r.o further questions. 

JR. COHN: Tho defense has no further questions.. 
COLONEL CHi.SE: Witness may be excuse a. 

( itnoso oxcuaod.) 
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MR.. BERM,!*: I would liko to express ny 
appreciation to tho Presidont and nambers of this Co:xiis- 
sion of tho very oourtoous treatment of tho v/itnoss and tho 
rights oxtondod tho 0000304*3 porsonal ooansel. 

COLONEL CH.J3E: I think perhaps for tho rocord 
wo should have your name in tho rocord. 

MR. BERMAN: I boliovo they hevo it alroady, sir. 

MR. COHN: Tho defense would like bo oall as 
its noxt witnoss, Saito Akio. 

COLONEL CHASE: Wo v/ill bo in an informal rcooso 
horo while writing for tho witness. 
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COLONEL CHASE: Tho Commission v/ill bo in session. 

HR. ROBB: Sir, I believe the interpreter wants to 
nako a correction in the Interpretation. 

COLONEL CHASE: Suppose you swear in this witness 
and give him a chance to sit down. 

AKIO SAITO 

a witness for the defense, being duly swern, testified as 
follows, through Interpreters Nishihara and Nakao. 

COLONEL CHASE: If the interpreter wants to make 
a correction in the record, v;:‘ll you proceed to that at this 
tine. 

INTERPRETER NISHIHARA: In the last testimony of 
the previous witness, he mentioned a word and from its 
phonetic value it maybe construed to have two meanings and 
it was pointed out to me by the interpreter of the accused 
that Behave interpreted a word as "tine” tho word "means" 

should be substituted. '"In the sentence, "There was no tine 
for trial" the word "time" should be changed to "moans." 

COLONEL CHASE: I ari not quite sure I get tho 
significance on this question, 

INTERPRETER NISHIHARA: The witness stated a word 
in Japanese, wh-'se sound is "kokon" and this word, from its 
phonetic value alone, can mean two things and I had mis¬ 
interpreted it to be "time for trial" instead of "means for 
trial." 

COLONEL CI-IASE: Suppose, then, wo have the roporter 
read back the sentence in v/hich tho thing occurred so that the 
correction can be made showing exactly what is wrong. 
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(Reporter Selzer read back the question and answer.) 

INTERPRETER NISHInARA : In the last answer it 
should bo changed to "means.) 

COLONEL CHASE: Get the sentence and then got 
into the record an agreer.ent between yourself and the de¬ 
fense interpreter as to what the correct interpretation of 
that particular sentence is, 

< INTERPRETER NISHIHARA : The interpreter, the 
defense interpreter, and the official court interpreters 
have agreed that the word ''tine" should be changed to 
"means•" 

COLONEL CHASE: So that the sentence now reads 
"There was no neans for trial," 

MR, COHN: Shall I proceed, sir? 

INTERPRETER NISHIHARA? That will be changed in 
the last answer. 

COLONEL CHASE: That completes the correction? 
Very well y^u nay proceed. 

MR. ROBB: Before wo proceed with this witness, 

I believe there is another stipulation to bo entered be¬ 
tween the prosecution and defense. It is stipulated between 
the prosecution and defense that Defense Exhibit"C" is a 
rough sketch of the town of Bacolod and shows relative dis¬ 
tances and relationship of buildings and streets. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY HR.COHN: 

Q Y/hat is your name, your ago, your rank and unit to 
which you were attached? 
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A Akio Saito, 24, lance corporal, attached to the 
Yar.aguchi Unit. 

Q Who was your connanding officer? 

COLONEL CHASE* I don’t get the full spoiling of 
that last name. First nano is Saito, is it not? Can you 
give us a slip with the name written on it? 

MR. COHN* Akio is the last nano, sir. I beg 
your pardon, sir, Akio is the first name and tho spelling 
is Akio Saito. 

(Interpreter Nakao furnished Coraission with written 
name of witness.) 

HR. COHN: I will repeat the question. 

Q Who was your connanding officer drring the months of 
April and I.!ay 1944? 

A First Lieutonant Nakajina. 

Q Whore wero you stationed during those months? 

A In the North Elementary School at Bacolod. 

Q Did you live in, or wero your quarters in the North 
Elementary School Building it.olf? 

A Ye3, 

Q When you wero stationed at the North Elementary School 

garrison in Bacolod,"did you notice if the walls wore solid 
or whether or not there was a partition betwoon the top of 
the wall anl the ceiling? 

HR. ROBB: I an going to object to that one as 
leading. I haven’t objected to any questions as loading yet, 
but —. 

COLONEL CHASE* I don’t think your question will 
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bring out the information you want. Ask him whether the 
partitions between the rooms wore solid and continuous 
from the floor to the ceiling or whether thcro was an 
open, or partially open, space at the top. That is what 
you want to get. 

MR. ROBB: I will still object to that as leading 
sir. He can ask this witness to describe the walls, but he 
can't set •the walls up and have the witness say "yes," 

COLONEL CHASE: I an going to let him lead in 
this question to save time. If we don't, it is going to 
take a long while, 

Q Can you tell us whether the walls that separated the 

rooms were continuous from the floor to the ceiling or 

whether or not there was a break between the top of the wall 
and the ceiling? 

A They wore solid from floor to coiling. 

Q Were you in Bacolod during the whole month of April? 

A I am not sure because we were on expeditions 
occasionally, but at the end of April I went to Kabankalan. 

Q Dr you remember the date in April on which you loft 
Bacolod to go to Kabankalan? 

A I'm not sure, but I believe it was the 27th or 28th. 

Q When did you return from that expedition? 

A Wo came back once on the 10th of Hay. 

Q Did you stay in Bacolod durin; the rest of the month 
of !!ay? 

A We cane back to Bacolod on the 10th, rested a day or 
two, and then left once ago:’ for Kabankalan, 
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Q On what data did you return the second tine fron 
Kabankalan to Bacolod? 

A The end of May. 

Q Was Lieutenant Nakajima with you on both expeditions? 
A Yes, he did. 

Q ‘ During that part of tho nonths of April and May, in 
which you wore at tho North Elementary School garrison, do 
you recall any prisoners having boen brought into tho gar¬ 
rison? 

A I do pot recall. 

Q Do you have any knowledge of any mistreatment, 
torture, or the killing of any Filipino civilians, either 
before or after or while you wore in Bacolod during tho 
months of April and Hay? 

MR. COHN* I will rephrase the question. 

Q Do you have any knowledge of any mistreatment, tor¬ 
ture, or the killing of any Filipino civilians, either be¬ 
fore or after the Kabankalan expeditions by Lieutenant 
Nakajima? 

A No, I do not know. 

Q When you returnod, ei;...r the first or the second 
tine from the Kabankalan expedition, did any one toll you 
or did you hear of any guerrillas or any Filipino civilians, 
having been tortured, mistreated or killed during your 
absence by the North Elementary School Garrison, that is, 
those men left in the North Elementary School garrison? 

A No I did not hear. 

Q Who was left in charge of the North Elor.ientary School 
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garrison while Lieutenant Naknjina v/as away on the Knbnnkalnn 
oxpeJitions? 

A Second Lieutenant Hottc, 

COLONEL CHASE* It is now 1130. The President 
and Law Member has been subpoened as a witnoss in the civil 
courts of the Republic of the Philippines on Monday morning. 

I have been unable to find out how long I will bo in court, 
so we will tentatively at this tine recess this Cemission 
until 1000, Monday, 7 October, 1946, In the event that I will 
be tied up in court for a longer period, I will notify the 
office of the Executive of the War Crimes Trials, by tele¬ 
phone, so that wc can sot a definite tine. 

( The Commission adjourned at 1130 hours to reconvene 
at 1000 hours, 7 October 1946.) 
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PROCEEDINGS 


(The Commission reconvened, pursuant to adjournment, 
at 1300 hours, 7 October 1946, in Court No. 4, High Commis¬ 
sioner's Residence, Manila, P. I.) 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission is in session. 

MR. ROBB: Let the record show at the time the 
Commission reconvened all members of the Commission, the 
accused, his personal interpreter, defense counsel, court 
interpreter, court reporter, and prosecution were present. 

I believe we finished the last session with the witness 
on the stand. 

AKIO SAITO 

a witness for the defense, having been previously duly sworn, 
testified as follows through Interpreters .Tishihara and 
Nakao: 

FURTHER DIRECT EXAMINATION 
MR. ROBB: Will the interpreter remind this witness 
that he has taken an oath to tell the truth, and that he is 
still obligated to abide by that oath. 

(Translated to witness through Interpreter Nakao.) 

MR. COHN: A.t the close of the last session, I 
had asked the witness a question. I don't recall what that 
last question was, so I shall have to start in again in my 
questioning of this witness, so if there is any repetition — 
COLONEL CHASE: According to my notes, you just 
finished a line of questioning in which you brought out 
substantially the same dates with regard to the expeditions 
td the other places which were brought out in Yamaguchi's 
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testimony. The last thing was testimony with regard to the 
dates of these two expeditions, which, according to his 
testimony, substantially agre .-d with Colonel Yamaguchi's 
in regard to that. 

MR. COHN: All rig it, sir. 

Q Do you recall any prisoners having been brought to the 
North Elementary School garrison during the months of April 
and May of 1944? 

A No, I do not. 

Q Were there any places in the North Elementary School 
garrison, were there any rooms available in that garrison for 
prisoners, if prisoners had been brought to the" school? 

A Yes, there is. 

Q Could you tell me who would have been in charge of 
any prisoners if they had been brought to the North Elementary 
School garrison? 

MR. ROBB: I am going to object to that question 
until counsel has established a foundation for his knowledge. 
MR. COHN: I will withdraw the question. 

COLONEL CHASE: Objection not sustained. I 
think that is a proper question. The one directly in command 
is the commander of the garrison, and the one above him is 
the officer of the week. 

Q Would you have been in a position to know if any 
prisoners had been brought to the elementary school garrison? 

A Yes, I would know. 

Q And are you sure that no prisoners were brought there 
during the months of April and Nfa,y 1944? 

A Yes. 
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Q Who was left In charge of the North Elementary School 
garrison when you went on the Kabankalan expedition with 
Lieutenant Nakajima? 

A Second Lieutenant Hotta. 

Q When you returned the second time from the Kabankalan 
expedition, did you hear of any prisoners having been taken 
confined in the garrison, tortured, mistreated and killed? 

* MR. ROBB: Before we get the answer, I am going to 

have to object to that. It is too leading, sir. 

COLONEL CHASE: Read the question back. 

(Question read by the reporter.) 

MR. ROBB: I have permitted him to go pretty far 
in leading questions, but I am going to object to that. 

COLONEL CHASE: That is mildly leading, but I think 
it can be answered "Yes" or"No." I will let it be answered. 

A No, I did not hear. 

MR. COHN: The defense has no further questions, 

sir. 


CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY MR, ROBB: 

q What was your rank during April and May 1944? 

A Lance corporal. 

Q As lance corporal, what were your duties at that time? 

A I was an assistant in the education of the Philippine 

standing army. 

Q How many members of the Philippine standing army did 
you take to Kabankalan with you? 

MR. COHN: I object, if it please the Commission, 
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on the ground there is no testimony that any members of the 
standing army were taken to Kabankalan. 

MR. ROBB: May I have a ruling, sir? 

COLONEL CHASE: Objection not sustained. 

A When I went on expeditions I joined the rest of the 
troops, and I do not know about the Philippine standing army. 

MR. ROBB: I would like to have that question 
repeated to the witness. 

A I do not know. 

Q When you were in Bacol d at the North Elementary School 
it was your duty to train members of the standing army, is 
that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q Then why don't you know how many members of the standing 

army went to Kabankalan? 

A There wa3 another person in command of the Philippine 
standing army, and I was aiding in the instruction of the 
Philippine standing army. 

Q Who was in command? 

A The chief instructor of the Philippine standing army 

was Lieutenant Hotta. 

Q How many of these expeditions did you go on? 

A I am not sure, but I believe over fifteen. 

Q I want youto tell this Commission the exact date and 

place that you went on these fifteen expeditions. 

MR. COHN: I object, Your Honor. It would be very 
improbable for any man to remember and re<jall the dates of 
fifteen expeditions that he may have gone on at any one time. 
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COLONEL CHASE: I think you are covering too much 
ground there. You may, if you like, ask him for expeditions 
in which he took part during the months of April and May of 
19^, and following the answers to those, if you wish you 
may test his credibility by asking him about one or more 
expeditions, but it may take him the rest of the afternoon 
to try to recall dates of fifteen expeditions. 

MR. ROBB: He has recalled the distinct date on 
one, and if he can recall one, he should be able to recite 
very rapidly on fifteen of them. 

COLONEL CHASE: Proceed on a relatively small 
number. Get your dates before the Commission at this time 
of the ones that are definitely relevant. 

MR. ROBB: I will withdraw the question. 

Q On what date did you jo on the raid to Barrio Rizal? 

MR. COHN: There is no testimony thi3 witness 
ever went on a raid to Barrio Rizal. I object. That is 
an unfair presumption, a foregone conclusion. He can ask 
him what months, but he can't assume the witness has gone 
on a raid to Barrio Rizal. 

MR. ROBB: I would like permission to a3k ques¬ 
tions as to the exact date of each fifteen. 

COLONEL CHASE: He is testing the witness' memory 
with regard to testifying to one or more specific expeditions, 
and counsel is entitled to compare his recollection in that 
respect, and his recollection of others, to test his credi¬ 
bility. 

MR. COHN: I agree that is perfectly all right, 
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Q What year? 

A 1944. 

^ Name the raid that yuu went on prior to April 1944. 

A We went to Enokawan in the month of June 1943. 

Q Name a raid that you went on during the month of March 

•44. 

ME. COHN: I again object, if it please the Commis¬ 
sion, on the grounds that there has been no evidence that the 
witness went on a raid in March of 1944. 

MR. ROBB: He can so testify if he didn't. 

COLONEL CHASE: I think you had better ask him 
whether or not he went on a raid during a certain month, or 
ask him the date of the raid just before the one on which he 
is testifying. Do something like that to fix it a little 
more clearly. 

MR. ROBB: I will withdraw the question. 

Q Did you go on a raid during the month of March 1944? 

A I cannot recall. 

Q Do you know where the town of Silay, , in Occidental 

Negros, is? 

A Yes, I know. 

Q Did you go on a raid to Silay? 

A No, we never went the.*e, 

o Did you go with Lieutenant Naka ji„*a ‘on all the raids 
that he went on? 

A I went sometimes, and other times I did not go. Silay 
was not a raid but an investigation, and I went on that inves¬ 
tigation. 
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Q Do you know how many people went on thi? investigation 
to Sllay? 

MR. COHN: I object, if It please the Commission, 
on the grounds that the counsel for the prosecution is bring¬ 
ing in collateral Material. There doesn't seem to be any 
basis or any ground for such testimony in the line of question¬ 
ing, and I therefore object to it. 

MR. ROBBt Sir, this witness has given a lot of 
information which I believe has been told to him. Now I want 
to te3t the credibility of the witness as to other matters 
by testing him on other matters. 

COLONEL CHASE: You may ask questions along similar 
lines. As I recall, on his direct testimony he gave some 
testimony regarding the strength and composition of the 
expeditions that the defense brought out that he went on. You 
have a similar right in connection with testing the witness' 
credibility. 

A 1 do not know. 

Q What was the date of that investigation in Silay? 

A I do not remember. 

Q How do you remember so positively the date that you 
went to Kabankalan? 

A There was a Sergeant Major Oyama who died in action at 
Kabankalan, and I was deeply indebted to him and therefore I 
remember that date. 

Q Between what dates did you live in the North Elementary 
School. 

A Prom approximately March of 1944 to March of 1945. 
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Q What day in March? 

A I do not remember. 

Q Was it the first or the last part of March? 

A I recall it to be the early part of March in both dates. 

Q Where did you live in the North Elementary School? 

A I lived in the south ving of the North Grammar School, 
third room from the ve3t, and the school was built in this 
form here. 

(interpreter exhibited a rough sketch to the 
Commission.) 

COLONEL CHASE: Do you describe that as in the form 
of a letter "U"? 

INTERPRETER NISHIHARA: Yes, but the bottom is fac¬ 
ing toward the right, and his room would be the third one from 
the west end of the south portion. 

MR. ROBB: Let the record show that -the interpreter 
has exhibited to the Commission a rough draft showing a build¬ 
ing in the shape of a letter "U" with the front part of the 
building facing east, the opening of the "U" facing to the 
west, and the north and south indicated in proper position. 

Q Were there any other buildings near the North Elementary 
School? 

A There was a civilian house about fifty meters away from 
the school, but for other buildings there were none, other than 
those attached to the school. 

Q How many buildings were there attached to the school? 

A There was one mess hall, one auditorium, one sjiack shop, 

two latrines, one NCO quarters, one garage, one guai*d house with 
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latrine attached, one pigpen, and outside of the barbed wire 
enclosure there was a building not being used by the army. 

Q Where was this guard-house located in relation to the 
south wing of the building? 

A There is a wall surrounding the school, and in the 
center of the east wing there is a gate, and there is a 
road running straight out from that gate towards the east, 
and this guard-house is on that corner. 

Q I again refer you to this rough sketch showing a 
U-shaped building, and I ask you what the building which was 
located adjacent to the south wing of the high school was 
used for during the months of April and May 1944? 

A There is a building away from the end of the south wing, 
and this is the auditorium (indicating). There is another 
one here (indicating), and that is the snack bar. 
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Q When wrs that building, which is to the south, which is 
to the west of the south wing, first used as an auditorium? 

A Since wo moved there. 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission will take a short 

recess. 


(Short Recess) 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission is in session. 

MR. ROBB: Will the interpreter remind the witness 
he is still under oath*. 

(Interpreter Nishihrra interpreted to the witness.) 

Q I shov/ you a’mosaic photo taken of tho city of Bacolod 
on the 5th day of December 1944, which has been previously 
referred to in this trial ''nd is found in Terrain Handbook 52, 
and I am pointing to a picture of buildingsv/hich is stipulated 
to be the buildings of the North Elementary School. Tell mo 
which of those buildings v/as used as the Guard Houso? 

A This one. 

MR. ROBB: Let the record show that the v/itnoss has 
indicated a building, which was to the cast of the main North 
Elementary School Building. 

Q In v/hich building v/erc facilities made available for the 
confinement of prisoners? 

MR. ROBB: I move to strike this answer from the 
record v/hich is not responsive, I am asking about that build¬ 
ing v/hich is portrayed on the mosaic. I v/ant him to indicate 
on this mosaic. 

INTERPRETER NISHIH/.RA: He indicated this building 
here as the Guard House, and he is explaining what part of tho 
Guard House there wore facilities for that purpose. His a.nsv/er 
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to the question was "the Guard House." 

MR. ROBB: I move the rest be stricken and not evon 
stated by the interpreter because it is not responsive to the 
question. 

Q This building which was used as a Guard House, was it 
constructed by the Filipinos aftor they took over the North 
Elementary School Building? 

A It was there when we moved into the place. 

Q What was the structure of the walls of that building? 

A Of wood. 

Q Was there any space at the upper portion of the walls 
of that building? 

A There were windows in the walls. 

MR. COHN: Could I have that ansv/er road back to me. 
INTERPRETER NISHIHARA: There were windows in the 

walls. 

MR. COHN: Was that the complete answer; what did ho 
say prior to that? 

INTERPRETER NISHIHARA: The front of the Guard House 
was open, there was no door or anything, it was open. There 
were windows in the walls. 

Q Was there an open space noar the coiling in the walls of 
the Guard House? 

A It was not open, there were windows. 

Q I an indicating a building which is to the southwest Sf J ' 
the south extension of. the North Elenentary School Building; 
jyjiat was that building used forg 
Ji.. That was the auditorium I mentioned beforo. 
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Q How many rooms were there in that building? 

A There wore no divisions. 

Q Was that building, about the period of April and May 1944, 
converted into rooms? 

No. 

Q Who was your commanding officer while you wore stationed 
in the North Elementary School? 

A 1st Lt. Nakajima. 

0 Is he present in this court room at this time? 

A Yes, he is. 

0 Will you indicate him to this Commission? 

MR. ROBB: Let the record show that the witnoss 
has pointed to the accused, Nakajima. 

0 Was he the commanding officer of the North Elementary 
School Garrison during April and May 1944? 

A Yes. 

Q How many other officers were under his command at that 

tine? 

A There wore two under the command of Lt. Nnkojima. 

Q 7/hot were their names? 

A 2nd Lt. Notts and Ibnta. 

q Did 2nd Lt. Ibata go on the expedition to Kobanks.lnn? 

A Yes, he went on that expedition. 

Q How nony troops were under the command of Lt. Nnkajinn 

at that timo? 

I am not certain but I believe around 120 ^r 130 . 

Q During the period of April ^nd May 1944, did the non¬ 

commissioned officers of the Japanese Army stationed in the North 
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Elementary School Gnrrlson wear sobers? 

A The Sorgonnt Majoj* had a sabor, and those below the 
sergeant did not. 

Q How nany sergeant majors wore there in the command of 
Lt. Nolen jimo? 

A I am not certain but I believe there were around three 
at that tino. 

Q V/as there Sorgonnt Major Kurada? 

A No, he was not there. 

Q Was Sergeant Major Hirata there? 

A No. 

0 7/hat were the names of the three sergcqnt majors whom 
y'-'U knew? 

A Oyamc, Torasaki, and Inouye. 

Q How old was Sergeant Major Oyaraa? 

A I am not sure but I judge ho was about 31 or 32. 

Q Approximately h^w tall was he? 

A This is a Japanese measurement, 5 shaku and 3 or 4 sun, 

which is approximately - - - 

COLONEL CHASE: You vr ot to take a recess to work 
ut that measurement? 

INTERPRETER NISHIHARA: Yes. 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission will take a. short 

recess. 

(Short Recess) 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission is in session. 

1.51. ROBB: May we have the answer to the l'-st ques¬ 
tion? 

A Approximately 5 foot, 4 or 5 inches. 
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Q V/hct was his stature? Was ho hocvy built or was ho a 
rather olin porson? 

A Ho was rathor thin, 

f-i How v/as his conploxion? Was he lark conplocto-l or rathor 
light conplcctod for c Japanoa<? 

A Ho was rathor light oonploctod. 

Q, Did ho have a nustachf,a snail nustacho? 

A No. 

£ Did ho ovor woar a snail nustacho? 

A I don't boliovo that ho did. 

Q Do you roccll v/hethor ho had any gold tooth in his nouth? 
A I do not rononbor. 

Q How was his hair cut at that tine? . Wa3 it cut short or 

v/as it long liko yours is at this tino? 

A It was 3hort. 

Q, Would ho bo tho oonnandor of tho guard at any tino? 

A No,

^ Who w uld be tho oonnandor of tho guard? 

A Sorgo a nts. None oris of t’ gr do of sorgoant and below. 

Q Would ... sorgoant n jor ct as officer jf tho du.y? 

^ Yos, they do take ovor tho dutios of the officer of tho

} Now I went you to toll this Conuissi.n at what tinos 
tlioro v/oro prisonors who v/oro confinod at tho North Blonont&ry 
School garrison.

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4 How many times were there prisoners confined at the 
North Elementary School garrison? 

A I remember two times. 

Q When were they? 

A Once around the middle of March 1944. I do not 
remember tho others. 

Q, How many prisoners wore confined there around the 
middle of March 1944? 

A Two. 

Q, Do you romcmber ono of those namod Angel Ccvalios? 

A I do not know tho names. 

Q, How long did theso prisoners stay at the North Elomcntory 
School garrison? 

A They wero thore for about a weok. Then they v/orkod 
in a littlo garden patoh of the Nakajima unit and thoy stayed 
at tho guard house. 

Q About how long did thoy stay at the guard house and work 
in this garden? 

A I am not certain, however I boliovo that thoy stayed for 
about twenty days. 

Was thore a soldier in Nakajima's command by tho name of 

Saito? 

A Thoro woro tv/o. 

<1 What woro thoir ranks? 

A Lance corporal and superior privato. 

MR. ROBB: I have no further cross-examination. 

Does tho defense have any? 

MR. COHN: No. 

MR. ROBB: Doos tho Commission havu any questions? 
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EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION

A Yos, 

a Whoro at the North Elomontary School was it locotod? 

A It was in front of tho offioo,

Q, How big was tho baso? 

A It was about one motor in height and thirty oontimeters

(l How for was the flag pole from tho guerd-houso? 

A Botwoon fiftoon and twenty motors. 

COLONEL CHASE: Thore being no further questions, 


tho witnoss may bo excused. 


(Witness oxcusod.) 

MR. COHN: Tho dofonso will at this tiwo like to 
call Sergeant Major Inouo. 


COLONEL CHASE: It is about ton minuses to throo. 
Will you have timo to do much more than sv/oar him in this 
aftornoon?

Q, Was thoro any difforonco between tho construction of 
tho outsido walls and the construction of tho insido walls 
vhioh soparntod the various rooms? 

A Thoy aro different, 

Q, Is thoro any oponing for vantilation in tho insido walls 
which sopcrato tho rooms? 

A No. 

Q, In what way aro tho outsido walls difforont from tho 
walls which sopcrato tho various rooms? 

A Tho outsido walls hevo windows about ono motor up. From 
tho floor is medo of wood, and tho rost aro 'windows* 
ii Was thoro any oponing at ell in the walls botwoon tho 
verious rooms? 

A 17 o* 

1SR. ROBE: Any moro questions by tho dofonso? 

MR. COHN: Tho dofonso has no further quosti r.s of 
the witness. 

HR. ROBB: Docs tho Co:mission have any furthor 
questions of this witness? 

COLOKCL CHiSE: Colonel Jones. 

FURTHER EXAMIH-TIOi, BY TEDS COI.u HoSIOK 
BY COLONBL JOI7BS: 

Q You statod this morning that you tostified yesterday 
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pertaining to the walls of tho auditorium, is that corroot? 

A Yos. 

Q, Was that tho outsido v/al? ; or tho inside walls? 

A I tostifiod that thorc woro no partitions in tho audit¬ 
or iun. 

COLO!.EL CIL.SE: Colonol Eslingor. 

BY COLONEL ESLIFGER: 

q What was tho au<lit >riun used for? 

A Wo usod that as an auditorium for t:. -.inir.g or. rainy days, 

Q Was thoro a building loc tod at tho oast ord of tho north 
Elonontary School? 

A Aro you referring to buildings attaohod to tho North 
Elonontary School? 

Q, / A soparato building. In your testimony yostordc.y you 
Seated that tli~ro was a snail building, I believe, at tho 
oast and, soparato from the North Elonontary School, 

A I tostifiod that thoro’ was a snail she ck that was not 
usod by tho Nulcajina unit. Aro you referring to that? 

Q, That is probably what I an: roforrir.g to. 

A That one is to tho south. 

(i What building was usod for tho guardhouse? 

A That was tho building outsido of tho North Elonontary 
School to the oast, 

COLONEL ESLII rER: That is all. 

COLONEL CHASE: Anything by the prosecutor or dufenso? 
IMt ROBB: Tho prosecution has no further questions, 
liR. COBH: Tho dofoiisc has no further questions. 
COLONEL CIL.SE: Tho witnos3 nay bo excused. 

(Witness excused.) 
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iMm GOHK: The dofonso at this tine would liko 
to call Kazuo Inouo as its next witnoss, 

KAZUO Xi'IOUE 

callod as a witnoss in bohslf of the dofonso, having boon 
first duly sworn r testified as follows through Interpreters 
Nckao and Nishihara: 

DIRECT EXAAIk*»T1 ON 

BY MR. COHN! 

£, Plocso stato your nano, your ego, your rrr.k and your 
outfit during the yocr of 1944. 

A Kazuo Inouo, ago thirty-ono, sergeant najor, attachod 
in 1944 to the Kakcjinc unit. 

Q V/horo wore you stationed during the nonths of April and 
May, 1944? 

A Till the end of April I was in Baoolod, and then I wont 
t o Kabankalan. 

On what date in npril did you go to Kabankalan? 

A I an not suro of the oxact date, but I boliovo it was 
the 27th of *.pril. 

Q, Whon did you return fron Kcbankalnn? 

A I rcturnod the first tine on the 10th of May. 

Q, How long did you stay in Bacolod when you roturnod tlio 

first tino? 

A One or tv/o days. 

Q, Then whoro did you go? 

A Wo wont fcgain to Kabankalan. 

H.w long did you stay in Knbonkalan? 

A Frau about tho 12th or 13th of May to the 1st of June, 
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Q Then did you return to Bacolod? 

A Yes. 

Q For what purpose did the Nakajima unit make the 
expedition to Kabankalan? 

A The unit at Kabankalan was under attack by enemy 
forces and we went to Kabankalan to rescue them. 

Q Was Lieutenant Nakajima with you on those expeditions 

to Kabankalan? 

MR. ROBB: I am going to object to that as 
leading. I suggest counsel ask where Lieutenant Nakajima 
was during that period. 

COLONEL CHASE: You might question along the 
lines suggested by the counsel. 

MR. COHN: All right, sir. 

Q Where was Lieutenant Nakajima during the times that 
you went on the expedition to Kabankalan? 

A He was along with us. 

Q Was he in command of the whole force that went to 

Kabankalan? 

A Colonel Yamaguchi was the commander of the expedition. 
Q How do you happen to remember so particularly theso 
two expeditions and their dates to Kabankalan? 

A I remember particularly because many officers and 
men died on those expeditions. 

Q V/here in Bacolod, that is on what particular spot in 
Bacolod, was your unit stationed? 

A At a place called the North Elementary School. 

Q Where in the North Elementary School area wore your 
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particular quarters? 

INTERPRETER NTSHIHARA: May I have the witness 
write the character? 

MR. ROB?? No objection by the prosecution. 
(Witness wrote Japanese character for interpreter.) 

A I lived in a building adjacent to the south wing 
where the NCO’s and the sergeant major stayed and where 
they kept the records of the meritorous deeds of the 
soldiers. 

Q How many rooms were in that building? 

A Three rooms. 

W Did you sleep in any of those three rooms? 

A Yes, I slept in the sergeant major’s room. 

Q Were any of those three rooms ever used for question¬ 
ing prisoners? 

A No. 

Q Were you ever inside the main buildings of the North 

Elementary School garrison? 

A Yes. 

v How were the rooms in the main building separated5 

that is, what sort of partitions separated the rooms in 
the main building? 

A The rooms were separated by walls made of wood. 

Q Did those walls reach from the floor to the ceiling 
or was there an open space between the top of the wall and 
the ceiling? 

A I recall it to be continuous from floor to ceiling, 

^ /here were prisoners taken; that is, in what room, 
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when they v?ere taken to the North Elementary School garrison? 
A To the Intelligence Room, 

Si Where was the Intelligence Room? that is, in what build 
ing? 

A In the main building; 

Q In the wall that separated the Intelligence Room from 
the other rooms in the building, were they solid or was there 
an open space between the top of the wall and the ceiling? 

A There was no opening. 

Q Where were the prisoners confined when they were taken 
from the Intelligence Room? 

A They were kept in a room for prisoners on one side of 
the guardhouse. 

y How many rooms were there in the guardhouse? 

A There were three rooms on the ground floor. The top 
was used as a place to put things. 

Q Were the walls of the rooms on the bottom floor solid 
or was there an opening between the top of the wall and the 
ceiling? 

A I do not remember the walls of the guardhouse. 
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Q Do you recall if any prisoners wore brought to the North 
Elementary School during the month of April 1944? 

A I do not !mow« 

Q Do you have any knowledge or recollection of having heard 
of any torturing or mistreatment of any Filipino civilians or 
the killing thereof during the monthsof April and May 1944? 

MR. ROBB: Object, it is leading. He can ask this 
witness if he has ever heard of any Filipinos being there, and 
ask him how the Filipinos were troated, if ho knows, but he 
canno.t go into the question of whether thoy were tortured and 
mistreated. 

MR. COHN: How is th"t leading? 

COLONEL CHASE: I think the quostion is all right, 
there has been testimony to the effect that certain people wore 
alleged to have been mistreated when he was present, that is 
entirely proper, proceed. 

MR. ROBB: This witness says he has no knowledge of 
^ny prisoner being there and being tortured. 

MR. COHN: And now Iaskedif he has knowledge of any 
prisoners being there. 

MR. ROBB: He can answer that but not go into the 
ramificationsof beating, torturing and killing. 

MR. COHN: Will you repeat the last question, please, 
Miss Seizor. 

(The question was read by the reporter as last above 
written.) 

A No, I have never heard. ' 

Q Is it possible, or is it probable, that you would have 
hoard if any such events had occurred? 
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A I believo that if they had occurred, I would have heard 
about it. 

MR. COHN: The defense has no further questions, sir. 
COLONEL CHASE: Cross-examination. 

CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY MR. ROBB: 

Q This room which was in the guardhouse where prisoners 
were token, how big was that room? 

MR. ROBB: To save any delay, I will withdraw the 
question before the answer has been given by the interpreter. 

Q How many prisoners would this room hold? 

A The meaximum would be about five or six. The room was 

about 6 feet square. 

Q If eleven prisoners v/erc brought to the North Elementary 
School to be held, you would not be able to got eleven prisoners 
in that room, is that correct? 

They would not fit in that room. 

Q What other buildings around the North Elementary School 
would be available to hold prisoners? 

A There were rooms not being used besides the one that hnd 
been used for prisoners. These rooms wore by the NCO building. 
However, I nover saw these r<-cms being used for prisoners. 

Q How nrny rooms wore there in this building besides the 
NCO quarters? 

A These rooms were in separate buildings, they were not in 
one building. 

Q How many separate rooms were there that c^uld be used for 
prisoners? 

A There were three open rooms. 
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Q In how many buildings were these throe open rooms? 

A They woro all in this building. 

Q In what building were they in? 

MR. ROBB: Let the record indicate the witness has 
drawn a rough sketch of the North Elementary School building 
which is in the shape of a ••U*' and has indicated structures on 
the south side near the south wing of the building being four 
structures, two small ones in the contcr and two larger ones on 
oach side thcroof. These three open buildings were aligned' 
with the non-commissioned officers' and sergeant majors' quar¬ 
ters. There were three open rooms, however, the larger one to 
the west was used as a sort of a snack bar and the two in the 
center, the two smaller ones, were open. 

COLONEL CHASE: If you have finished the description 
from that sketch, the Commission will take a short recess. I 
don't want to interrupt your line of thought. 

MR. ROBB: No, that is all, sir. 

COLONEL CEASE: The Commission will t ke a short 


recess. 


(Short reepss) 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission is in session. 

MR. ROBB: Will the interpreter remind the witness 
he is still under oath. 

(Interpreter Nishihara interpreted to the witnoss.) 

BY MR. ROBB: 

Q In this quarters where the sergeant major lived, and where 
you lived, was there at the top of the wall, which separated the 
various rooms, a lattice work affair, ~r some typo of poles g-ing 
up? 
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A The entrance was by n doer and at the top from approxi¬ 
mately about ono Inch thoro wore wooden polos running cross- 
wiso. 

Q Was that sane structure to bo found in the main build¬ 
ing of the North Elenontary School? 

A They wore different. 

Q I want you to draw a diagram of the structure which was 
at tho top of these walls of the main building. 

MR. COHN: I would suggest that the prosecution 
a.sk him whether or not there was anything "t the top of the 
main building before he asks hin to dr^w r picture of it. 

Ml. ROBB: Tho last answer given by the witness 
was that there was a difference. 

MR. COHN: Yos, but that was only in the building 
where he was situated and in the main building. I would like’ 
tho prosecution to establish that there was a difference be¬ 
fore he asks hin to draw a picture. 

MR. ROBB: May I hnvo a ruling please. 

COLONEL CHASE: Objection sustained. 

Let the witnoss sit down rt the table so he can draw 
more handily. 

INTERPRETER NISHIHARA: This is the sketch that 
the witnoss drew. These vertical lines indicate the walls, 
and this is the r of, and this is the coiling, and those walls 
were continuous fron floor to ceiling, and they were node of 
word. 

MR. ROBB: Let the record show that the witness 
has dr^wn two parallel lines, approximately 8 inches fron each 
other, and has drawn three vertical lines. The walls referred 
t" ore the vertical lines, the parallel linos indicate the ceil¬ 
ing "nd tho floor. 
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Q, Now I am indicating three vertical lines which you 
have stated are the walls, is that correct? 

A Yes. - 

Q, At the top of these walls was there any area whioh 
instead of being solid had lattice work, or fancy rails? 

A There were no suoh things. 

q I want you to tell this Commission exactly why you 

recall that it was the first day of June, 1944 when you 
returned from Kabankalan. 

MR. COHN: I object, if it please the Commission, 
on the grounds tho witness never testified that it was tho 
first .day of June. He said it was around the first of June, 
meaning the first part of Juno, not the first day of Juno. 

^ MR. ROBB: I beliovo he testified it was tho first 

of Juno. 

COLONEL CHASE: I think the dofonse oounsol has 

quoted tho substance of tho witness’s testimony correctly. 

Ho did not fix tho spooific dato, I am quito 3uro. 

MR. ROBB: I will withdraw my question. 
q, I want you to tell this Commission how you recall exactly 
that it was arounu tho first of Juno whon you returnod from 
Kabankalan, in 1944. 

A I romombor it bocauso wo loft immediately for sipalay. 

q Thon your recollection is that immodiatoly cf-tor returning 

/ 

/from Kabankalan you loft for Sipalay, is that corroot? 

A Yos. 

q But how do you romombor that tho dato you roturnod and 
tho dato you loft for Sipalay was around tho first of Juno 1944? 

/ 
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A I romembor that around the ond of April the situation 
on Nogros booamo worso, and I also remember that wo wore in 
Knbankalan for about a month, •.'.hat is why I romombor it to 
bo around tho first of Juno. I also romombor that wo might 
have stayod in Baoolod one, two, or porhaps throo days boforo 
departing for Sipalay. 

Q, Gould it havo boon possible that you roturnod from Kabnn- 
kalan about tho 25th day of May, 1944? 

A I romombor that the whole unit returned and I do not know 
tho exact dato; howovor, I romembor it to bo botwoon tho lattor 
part of May and tho boginning of Juno. I al3o romombor that tho 
oxpodition took approximately one month. 

(l Do you rocall whon tho Yamaguchi battalion had an 

investigation in the town of Tnlisay? 

A I romombor that thoro was nn investigation. 

Q Do you romembor what date that was? 

A I romombor it to bo abort ton days prior to going to 
Kabankalan• 

Q If I told you this investigation ct Tnlisay occurrod on 
tho 19th day of April 1944, would that bo approximately correct 
as you romombor? 

A I boliovo that it was a littlo boforo that. 

Q, Thon about how long did you stay in your garrison aftor 

this ■ ruld . at Talisay, and boforo you went to Kaban¬ 
kalan. 

MR. COHN: I objeot, if it ploaso tho Commission. 

Tho witnoss novor said ho wont on tho raid to Tclisay. If tho 
prosecution lays tho foundation to show tho witnoss wont bn tho 
raid to Tclisay, tho question would bo pormissiblo. 
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MR. ROBB: I didn't intend it that way. I will 
withdraw tho question. 

Q, About how long did you stny in your garrison at the North 
Elomontary School botwoon tho time of tho investigation at 

Tclioay,cnd tho time you wont to Kabanlcalnn? 

A I romombor it to t>a approximately ton days to two wooks. 

Q, Nov/, during that ton days or two v/oaks, woro you con¬ 

tinually at tho North Elomontary School garrison? 

A I romombor that wo wont on an oxpodition during that timo. 
Q Do you recall whoro you wont? 

A I forgot tho nano, but I boliovo that it was oast of 
l3abola, 

Q, How long wore you gono on that raid? 

A About throo days. I romombor that. 

Q, Did you go on any othor expeditions during that poriod? 

A No. 

Thon you v/oro at tho No:-.; 1 . Elomontary School garrison 
during tho groctor portion of tho period botwoon tho niddlc 
of April ~nd tho first of May, is that corroct? 

A Yos. 

(1 Did you act as oommandor of tho guard at any time during 

that poriod? 

a I was net, sinco I wa3 a sorgeent major. 

Q, Did you act as officer of tho day at any timo during that 

poriod? 

A No, I was not. 

Q Then you would havo no knowlodgo as to whothor or not 
any prisonors v/oro boing hold in tho North Elomontary School 
garrison, is that corroct? 
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A Yos. 

MR. ROBB: I havo no further cross-oxanination. 

Doos the Connisalon havo any questions? 

EXAMINATION BY TBE COMMISSION 
BY CAPTAIN HILL: 

Q Boforo entering tho military sorvico, did you attend 

n collego or university? 

A No. 

CAPTAIN HILL: That is all. 

BY COLONEL CHASE: 

Q, In tho do tail of porsons to supervise intornal socurity, 
and discipline, in Baoolod, what sort of duty did offioors 
porform, and for how long wore officers detailed? 

INTERPRETER NISHIHARn.: May I have that question, 

ploase?) 

(Question road by reportor.) 

A According to tho orders of tho unit oomnndor, offioors 
woro dotrilod to nako a round of inspootion of tho town, and 
of tho unit, and this lasted for approximately one weak. 
Howovor, sonotinios this was altorod oach day, 

Q What offioors porfomod this duty, was it substantially 
c. 11 offioors oxcept Colonol Yanaguchi hinsolf? 

A Officers oxcluding tho c ,pany commander. 

Was tlioro any othor duty of a similar nature performed 
undor thoso offioors by connissionad offloors; that is, did 
they havo comisaionod assistants in this duty? 

INTERPRETER NI3HIHARA: May I havo that question, 

ploaso, 

(Question road by roportor.) 
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A I don*t boliovo thoro was. 

Q, Woro tho sorgoant majors or noncommissioned of floors 
dotailcd on this duty oithor wookly or dally, as assistants 
to thoso offioors? 

A No, sorgoant majors and ot'ior nonoonmiss 1 oned officers 
did not. Thoro woro no assistants. Uowovor, thorc v/oro sono 
3 oldiors on duty. Thoro was no cortain nunbor, porhaps from 
one to throo,according to tho offieor. 

Q, What v/as the title of tho officor during tho time ho 
performed thoso duties; that is, what was ho callod? 

A Ho was known C3 tho inspoction offloor, or tho officor 
making a round of inspoction. 

Q, V/cs thoro a person callod tho oommondor of tho guard? 

A No, thoro was not. 

Q, How thon was tho guard at tho guardhouse administorod; 
who wa3 in chargo of it whon this inspecting officor was not 
around? 

A Tho ono in ohergo was tho officor of tho day, or tho 
officor of tho wook. 

Was this officor of tho day, or officor of tho wock, the 
same porson as tho ono you have just called tho inspecting 
officor? 

A No, thoy aro not. 

Q, That is, at any ono timo thoro wore tv/o officers res¬ 
ponsible for intornal socurity, one of viion was 'known os tho 
officor making inspections, and tho other ono of whon was known 
03 tho officor of tho wook, or tho officor of tlio day, is that 
corroct? 

A Tho officor of tho day, or tho officor of the wook is out 
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oi' the company, and tho offioor making inspections is out 
of tho whole unit-, ouch as tho Yanaguohi battalion, 

Q Tho.. thoro was one offioor roprosonting Colonel 
Ya.icguchi *0 authority at ell f *.os., and in addition to that 
oacl: conpnny hed an officer representing and responsible to 
its co; pany corrncndor, is that correct? 

A I do not know too well, but I bcliovo that tho officer 
making inspections did not have too much authority. I believe 
I 10 was responsible for maintaining discipline, end security 
wit!in the unit, and also was responsible for tho guard post, 

Q, And in addition to that, each conpany had an officer 
performing similar duties for tho company, is that correct? 

A Yes, that was tho offioor of tho day, or tho offioor of 
tho wook, 

l And ho was a company official, is that correct? 

A This had no relation with tho unit, referring to tho 
battalion. This officer was responsible for tho security 
end nalntononoo of military discipline and courtesy within 
tho conpany itself. 
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Q The guard at this guardhouse, which you mentioned, 
was it under and representing the authority of Yamaguchl'e 
headquarters, or was it a company guard from the oorapany 
at the North Elementary Garrison? 

A Arc you referring to the guardhouse at the North 
Elementary School? 

Q The guardhouse which was near the main building, 

I believe, across the street. 

A They were soldiers from the company. 

Q Was there any guard and guardhouse which was a 

battalion guard, responsible to Colonel Yamaguchi's 
headquarters? 

A The guard of the Yaraaguohl battalion headquarters 
was out of the Yamaguohi battalion. 

4 But there wae in addition to the company guard 
a battalion guard, is that correct? 

A There were, but the locations were different. 

Q What was the title of the person in command of 
the battalion guard? 

A He was known as the Officer of the Day of Battalion 
Headquarters, or as the Offloer of the Week of Battalion 
Headquarters. 

Q And was he a different person from this inspecting 
officer or the same person? 

A The same officers rotated the work. However, they 
did not hold the two positions at the same time. Perhaps 
one week an officer would be the Officer of the Day and 
perhaps the next week the sano officer would be the Inspec¬ 
tion Officer. 
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Q But on any one day there would bo two different 
officers performing the functions of these two posi¬ 
tions, is that oorrect? 

A Yes, there were always two. However, this 
Inspecting officer was not limited to battalion officors 
alone. Sometimes they come from a company. 

Q WaB there in addition a commander of the guard 

under the Officer of the Day or Officer of the Week 

who was directly responsible for the guard? 

A Yes. 

Q Was this commander of the guard an officer, a 
sergeant major* or a noncommissioned officer, or 
sometimes one and sometimes the other? 

A Officers and sergeant majors did not become 

commanders of the guard. The noncommissioned officers 
and lance corporals beoame commanders of the guard. 

COLONEL CHASE: Any questions by the 
prosecution? 

MR. ROBB: No questions, 

COLONEL CHASE: Any questions by the defense? 

MR. COHN: No questions. 

COLONEL CHaSE: The witness may be excused. 

The Commission will take a short recess. 

(Short recess) 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission is in session. 

MR. COHN: If it please the Commission, I 
would like to offer aB my next witness, the accused, 
Lieutenant Nakajima. 
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COLONEL CHASE: Does the accused understand 
his rights with regard to self-Incrimination? 


MR. ROBB: It will be his rights as an 
accused, sir, instead of his rights as against self- 
lnorimination. 

(Interpreter Nishlhare. translated the rights of 
the accused to the accused.) 

LIEUTENANT NAKAJIMA: I am not sure. 

MR. ROBB: Will you inform the accused that 
as the accused in this case, he is not obligated to take 
the stand? 

(Interpreter Nakao translated to the witness.) 

LIEUTENANT NAKAJIMA: I understand that it 
is up to myself. 

MR. ROBB: Will you Inform this accused that 
if he does not take the stand, no inference can bo made 
as to his guilt or Innocence by reason of that fact? 

LIEUTENANT NAKAJIM*: I understand. 

MR. ROBB: Will you Inform this accused that 
if he elects to take the stand, he may be cross-examined 
by the prosecution or by any member of this Commission 
as to any matter which may pertain to his guilt or 
Innocence of the matters which are charged against him 
at this time. 

(Interpreter Nakao translated to the witness.) 

LIEUTENANT NAKaJIMA: Yes, I understand. 
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JO. COHN: I think, If it please the 
Comnlsalon, the proaeoution should axaend that so as 
to say, "or anything brought out by direct examination 
not, "anything concerning the guilt or lnnoconce of 
the aocusod." 

MR. ROBB: That is not correct, sir. We 
are not limited to natters brought out on direct 
examination. He must answer any question whloh would 
pertain to his guilt or innocence of any of the charge 

MR. COHN: I will withdraw ray objection. 

MR. ROBB: Will you ask the acoused as to 
whether now, after his rights have been explained to 
him, he desires to take the stand. 

(Interpreter Nakao translated to the aocused.) 

LIEUTENANT NAKAJIMA: Yes, I will testify. 
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YUZURU NaKaJIMA 


a witness in his own behalf, being first duly sworn, 
testified as follows through Interpreters Nishihara 
and Nokno: 

MR. COHNi If it pler.sc the Comission, 
at thie tine in the interests of expediency, I would 
lixe to know if the prosecution will stipulate that 
the witness will testify substantially the same as 
the previous two witnesses and that I have merely put 
him up there for purposes of obtaining the truth and 
for such probative value as ho himsolf may have for 
the benefit of the prosecution and the cross-examination 
of the prosecution. 

MR. ROBB: The prosecution will not so 

stipulate. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY MR. COHN: 

ft Will you please 3tate your name, your age, your 
rank, and the unit which you commanded in April and 
May of 1944? 

A Yuzuru Nakajlma, age 41, first lieutenant, 
commander of the fourth oompany, Yamaguchl unit. 

<4 Where was your unit stationed during the months 
of April and May, 1944? 

A In the city of Baoolod. 

ft At what particular spot was your unit garrisoned 
in or about the city of Bacolod? 

A At the grammar school in the northern edge. 
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Q Did you £0 during the .;onth of April on any 
investigations with Colonol Yamaguchl that took you 
away from your garrison? 

A Yes. 

Q Would you pleaso tell this Commission the first 
one that you went on? 

A Are you referring to the expedition or the 
investigation? 

Q The investigation. 

A To the town of Siloy. 

4 Were any prisoners taken in tho investigation trip 

to the town of Sllay? 

A I do not remember the number, but I believe that 
there were. 

Q Who was in command of this investigation in Silay? 
A Colonel Yamaguchl. 

Q What was done with tho prisoners that were taken 
at Sllay? 

A They were taken to battalion headquarters? 

Q Where wore battalion headquarters? 

A It was at the high school in the southern part of 
Bacolod. 

Cj Who was the commanding officer of battalion 

headquarters? 

A Aro you referring to somo othor officer besides 
the battalion commander? 

Q No. 

A Colonel Yamaguchl. 
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Q Would Colonel Yanagucul have been in charge of 
the questioning of any of those prisoners? 

A Are you referring to the questioning at the place 
of capture or after returning to Baoolod? 
ft When they returned to Baoolod. 

A The person In charge of the prisoners was the 
person in charge of intelligence. 
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^ V/hat was the narae of the person In charge of Intelligence? 

A Captain Inoue, 

Q Were you ever in battalion headquarters? 

A The entire company was at the high school until about 
the beginning of February 194-4, 

Q Could you tell me whether or not the architecture or the 
design of the battalion headquarters was substantially the 
same as the North Elementary School? 

A Yes, it was different. 

Q What was battalion headquarters used for before the 

Japanese Occupation Army used it? 

A I do not know of things prior to the landing, 

Q Did you go on any other expedition other than the Silay 

expedition in April? Rephrase that to say, did you go on any 
other trip other than the Silay investigation in April, 1944? 

A Yes. 

% Where did you go? 

A We went on an investigation to Talisay and the longest 
expedition was to Kabankalan. We also went on some other short 
expeditions numbering two or three. 

m When did you return fron the Kabankalan expedition? 

Before the witness answers that next question, I would 
like to withdraw it, please, 

Q Did you just testify that you also went on an investi¬ 
gation to Talisay in the month of April? 

UR. ROBB: Let's read that last answer back, please. 
(Answer read by reporter as last-above written,) 

A Yes. 
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Q Who was in charge of that investigation? 

A Colonel Yamaguchi. 

Q Was Colonel Yamaguchi there at the time? 

A Yes. 

<3 Were ary prisoners taken? 

A Yes. 

Q Where were they taken? 

A We took them to Bacolod. 

<3 How many were taken? 

A I am not sure of the number, but it was around 20. 

Q By what means of conveyance were they taken? 

A By truck. 

Were you also traveling ty truck on the return from 
Talisay to Bacolod? 

A I returned by truck in command of the company. 

Were all of the prisoners taken to Bacolod or were any 
of them let off at the North Elementary School garrison? 

A No, they were not taken to the North Elementary School.- 
Q Where were they taken? 

A The battalion headquarters took charge of them and I do 
not know what happened subsequently. 

<t Were all of them taken to battalion headquarters? 

A The truck went there and I believe that they did. 

^ Did you at any time thereafter receive into your custody, 

the care and confinement oi any of the prisoners taken at 
Talisay in April, 194-4? 

A No. 

Q You have previously testified that in April, 194-4 you

made an expedition to Kabankalan. When did you return from 
that expedition? 

A There were two expeditions to Kabankalan, I believe 
that we returned on the 9th of Hay the first time. 

W When did you return to Kabankalan? 

A Two or three days later, I believe, 

Q And when did you return to Bacolod, the second time? 

A I believe that it was about the 25th or 26 th of May. 

Q Do you recall the questioning, the mistreating or the 
having given into your care, of any prisoners during the month 
of April, 1944? 

A I believe that there were several more or less three 
men to work in the gardens around that time. 

Q If any of the men under your command had mistreated any 
Filipino civilians, or had tortured them, would it have been 
likely or probable that you would have heard about it? 

A Yes, I would know. 

Q Did you hear of any such incidents in the month of April 
and May, 1944? 

A No, I did not hear of any such things. 

MR. COHN: The defense has no further questions. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY ISR.ROBB: 

Q What ”'as the date in April, 1944, when this investi¬ 
gation was conducted in Silay? 

A I do not remember the date, 

Q 7/as it in the first part or the last part of April? 

A I believe that it was around the beginning of April, 
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Q How long after this investigation in Silay, was the 

investigation conducted in Talisay? 

A I believe that over a month had passed, 

Q When the investigation in Talisay took place in May, 1944, 
is that correct? 

A I believe that it was in April, 

Q Then you are not sure in your dates as to when this in¬ 
vestigation in Talisay and the investigation in Silay took 
place, is that correct? 

A All I know is whether they were in the beginning of the 

month or the latter part of tho month and how long in between 

they were, 

Q The investigation at Silay took place the 1st of April, 

I believe you testified to, is that correct? 

A I believe that I was in error before. The Talisay in¬ 
vestigation was conducted in April I believe and the Silay 
investigation was conducted the early part of March, 

Q Are you sure now that it wasn't the Silay incident which 
was conducted the early part of April, 1944? 

A The Talisay investigation was around the middle of April 
and since the Silay investigation was conducted about a month 
previous, I believe that it was in March, 

Q Now, when they captured those prisoners in Silay, they 
brought them to the battalion headquarters you testified to, 
is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q And you never saw those prisoners after that time, is 
that correct? 
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A The company headquarters and battalion headquarters 

are located in different parts, and since their duties are 
different, I do not Icno^, 

Q Did you see the prisoners which were taken in Silay 
after they were brought to battalion headquarters? 

A All I saw was the trucks going. 

Now how about the prisoners that were taken in Talisay, 
where were they brought? 

A They were taken to the battalion headquarters. 
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Q How many other investigations have you gone on where 
prisoners were captured? 

A Are you referring to 194-4, or while I was stationed on 
Negros? 

Q 1944? 

A What I remember of prisonors was just those two at 
Silay and Talisoy. 

Q Was there any time when you had prisoners confined at 
the North Elementary School? 

A Yes. 

Q On how many occasions? 

A Are you referring to 1944? 

Q Yos? 

A I don't remember the times very well, but I believe 

that there was two or three times. 

Q How many prisoners were confined on each of those 
occasions? 

At I am no sure of that. The number was uncertain, but 
I bclievo at the greatest time there were four or five. 

Q Were these prisoners taken after a trip had been con¬ 
ducted? 

A When the company acts in coordination with the battalion 
the company docs not receive .any prisoners. 

Q How did you acquire these prisoners? 

A At times the company is ordered by the battalion to go 
on rounds of inspection of the security areas, and prisoners 
captured at such times when the company acts independently 
arc kept temporarily, but they arc handed over to battalion 
headquarters. 
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Q How long did you kcop these five prisoners which wore 
confined in your garrison? 

A After questioning them as to their ago, name, place of 
capture, and address, they are handed over to the battalion 
headquarters. 

Q They would then be handed over the same day that they 
were captured, is that correct? 

A There are such instances, but, however, there were 
times when this was delayed for one or two days, because of 
the actions of the company. 

Q Now, on these occasions when you had prisoners in your 
company, was that before the Sllay investigation, or after 
the Sllay investigation? 

INTERPRETER NISHIHARA: May I have that question? 
(Question read by reporter.) 

A I believe that it was after. 

Q When did your unit move into the North Elementary School? 
A I believe that it was about the beginning of February, 
1944. 

Q At that time was there any light fixtures in the build¬ 
ing? 

A About a month previous to the moving in of the company, 
carpenters and other workers had prepared the building for 
quarters, and such fixtures as lights, etc., wdre taken care of. 
Q Were any new partitions made in any of the buildings? 

A I believe that the partitions were left as they were. 
However, we changed the flooring and fixtures such as windows, 
lights, etc. 
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Q Do you remcmbor having any eloctrical repair work done 
in the building during the months of April or May,1944? 

A I have no memory of such details. 

Q Do you recall having ropair work done on the buildings 
during the month of April or May, 1944? 

A There were carpentors in tho Army, and I believe I saw 
some of them working. 

Q Did they have any Filipinos who assisted them in their 
work? 

A I have no memory of such things, as company commandor, 
sinco there was another man in charge of such things. 

Q How much schooling did you have before you came into 
the Army? 

A I graduated the higher normal school. 

Q Did you learn to speak English and French while you 
were going to colloge? 

A I studied German and English. 

Q When you were in Negros, did you learn to speak any 
Visayan? 

A I did not. 

Q Did you learn to speak a little Visr.yan while you were 
there? 

A No. 

Q Did you get so you could understand any Visayan while 
you wore in Negros? 

A I could understand very little. 

Q While you were in Japan prior to the war, did you teach 

English in ->ny college, school university? 

A No, I did not teach. 
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Q You havo heard the testimony of several Filipinos who 
have testified that they saw relatives of theirs confined in 
the North Elementary School during April and May, 1944. How 
do you explain this discrepancy betwoon their testimony n nd 
yours to this Commission? 

A I heard the testimony as the accused, and if I were to 
give reasons, they are: first, the Filipinos ore in orror 
and confused with another incident. Secondly, due to the in¬ 
creased activity of the garrisons in April and May of 1944, 

I was absent many times, rand even if there were such incidents, 

I would not know of thorn. 

Q Then it is possible that eleven Filipinos could have 
been confined in the North Elementary School, and you would 
not havo known of that fact; is that what you are telling this 
Commission? 

A As I s~id before, it must be one of the two conditions 
I mentioned previously; however, if there were eleven Filipinos 
confinod there, I would know of it. It was mentioned that 
eleven Filipinos wore tied around or near the flag pole, and 
since that flag oole is in front of my office I should kn^w. 

I oliovo that even in my absence there should not have been 
such incidents. 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission will recess until 
1300 this afternoon. 

(The Commission adjourned at 1130 hours, to reconvene 
at 1300 hours, 8 October 1946.)

of tho prisoners, which wore captured in Tnlisay, trJeen with 
tho Jc.panoso troops at that tir.:o? 

A I don't think thcro was ,:y 3uch tiling. 

^ Woro any Filipinos takon with tho Japanoso troops ct tho 
tiao they wont to Kabankalan? 

MR. COHN: If it please tho Coaaission, I v/ill 
objoct to that question on tho ground that it is too nobulous 
and too indofinito. Will you s .ooify as to whothor you uoan 
Filipino civilians, or Filipino 3oldiors? 

COLONEL CHASE: It is innatorial. 

MR. ROBB: I don't boliovo it is innatorial. 

COLONEL CIL.SE: I noan tho quostion as to v/hothor 
tkay woro civilians or soldiors appoars to bo innatorial. 
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Evoryono knows that thoro woro no organized Filipino forcos 
of tho Philippino govornnont in tho fiold by that tino, and 
tho guorrillas probably at tiros rosuiiod civilian status. 

MR. COHN: What Mr. Robb has in nind is a littlo 
bit difforont.

and woro taken by you to Kabankalan? 

A Thoro is no such thing. 

MR. ROBB: I havo no further quostions, 

(V/itnoss riudo a statonont in Japanoso.) 

INTERPRETER NISHIHARA: Ho asked no whothor tho 
prosecutor had askod hin whothor ho had takon tho prisonors 
or not, and I oxplainod to hin that tho quostion of tho 
prosocutor was as to whothor it was a truo statonont and that 
tho prisonors takon in Talisay woro in fact confinod in his 
garrison and had boon takon along to Kabankalan. Obviously 
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ho understood it. 

COLONEL CHA.SE: Did Jie change his statonont? 
INTERPRETER NISHIHARA: No, ho did not chc.ngo his 
statonont at all. 

FURTHER EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 
BY COLONEL JONES: 

t’i Whet was tho difforonco in tho partitions separating 
tho roons at tho High School, and those soparating tho roons 
at tho Elonontary School? 

A Tho North Elonontary Sohool was fomod in a shape 
rosonbling a lottor "Ko" in tho Japanoso olphcbot which would 
bo tho sane as tho lottor M U M with tho botton to tho right, 
and tho High School was square. At tho High School whoro I 
was staying, thoro was an oponing botwoon tho top of tho 
partition and tho coiling.

Q V/hat is tho approxinato width of this oponing botwoon tho 
top of tho wall and tho coiling at tho High School? 

A I rononbor that it was about ono to ono and ono half 
foot. That is concorning tho roan that ny conpany was using. 
q What was tho location of tho flag polo at tho North 
Elonontary School? 

A It was north oast of tho conpany coriander's roon. 

Q Whoro was tho conpany comandcr's roon locatod? 

A It was at tho oast ond of tho southorn portion of tho 

nain building. 

$ Thon tho flag polo was near tho guardhouse, whioh was 
oast of tho sohool? 

A It was noar, but I boliovo that it wap fourtoon or

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f if toon notors apart. 

Q What was tho location of tho flag polo at tho High 
Sohool? 

A I boliovo that thoro was no fine polo at tho High School. 

COLONEL CHASE: Any furthor quostions by tho 
jCor.nission? Doos tho dofonso havo any quostions? 

MR. COHN: No furthor quostions. 

COLONEL CHASE: Tho prosocution? 

MR. ROBB: No quostions. 

COLONEL CHASE: Tho witnoss nay bo oxcusod. 

(Witnoss oxcusod.) 

MR. COHN: Tho dofonso at this tino would lilco to 
root its caso and go into final argunonts. 

COLONEL CHASE: Tho Connission has roquostod tho 
prosocutor to attonpt to obtain 3ono witnesses to givo us 
furthor light on this,cspooially on tho subjoct of tho 
possibility of sooing ovor tho partitions. I askod him to 
have this Juan Barlota, tho first witnoss,nvailablo for 
rooall and, if possible, to got sonoono olso who was foniliar 
with tho building. Havo you boon ablo to acconplish anything 
on that? 

MR. ROBB: Wo havo at prosent f-or rocall boforo this 
Comission Juan Barlota. Wo havo two other witnesses who havo 
not appeared in this caso boforo. X should say one witness, 
who has novor appoa.rod in this ease boforo, and we havo one 
of tho official intorprotors of this caso who is faaiiliar with 
tho North Elonontnry School. 

COLONEL CH/.SE: Tho Connission is vory anxious to 
cloc.r up this conflict in regard to tho construction of theso

called as a rebuttal witness by the prosecution, having been 
previously duly sworn, testified as follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

MR. COKN: If it please the Commission, after the 
prosecution is through with the witness, I would like to have 
them separated from the other witnesses so that they can't get 
together and speak about what transpired here in the courtroom. 

COLONEL CHASE: If there is no objection I think 
it would be well to have them in here one at a time. 

MR. ROBB: We have none of the other witnesses who 
will testify present in the courtroom, and after this ‘ 
witness testifies, I will request he be taken from a place 
different from where the other witnesses will be. 

Will the interpreter remind this witness he has taken 
an oath and is still obligated and bound to toll the truth 
and whole truth. 

(Interpreter Belaong interpreted to the witness.) 

' MR. COHN: Will the interpreter remind the witness 
also if he doesn't speak the truth, he is liable to punitive 
action by the members of this Commission. 

• (Interpreter Belaong interpreted to the witness.) 

A I do. 

BY MR. ROBB: 

I want you to tell this Commission where the building 
vas, where you saw the Filipino prisoners being beaten, in 
relation to the main building ©f the North Elementary School? 

A That building is near the North Elementary School. 
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Q Draw a rough diagram for this Commission showing the 
relationship of this building to the North Elementary School. 

COLONEL CHASE: You can let him sit at the table, 
it will be more convenient for him. 

MR. ROBB: Put in the directions of the compass. 

Let the record show — 

COLONEL CHASE: Can you lay that on the bench here 
in the presence of the witness, so the Commission can see it. 

MR. ROBB: Let the record show that we have a rough 
drawing which consists of a "U" shaped building with the bottom 
of the "U" facing east, as indicated by the closed side to the 
east. The open side of the "U" shaped building, to the west. 
That immediately to the south of this building are two small 
squares, one a little larger th.n the other. To the south¬ 
west is another square which is sub-divided into four parts 
numbered from 1 to 4, consecutively. In the northwest is 
another square without markings. Immediately to the east of 
the building are two circles with a dot therein 
and between the two circles are two small dots. 

Q Will you explain this rough draft to the Commission? 

A This is the main building of the North Elementary School. 

MR. ROBB: Let the record show that the witness has 
indicated the large "U M shaped building. 

A The two circles fronting the building were used formerly 
as fountains. The two dots botv>een the two circles are used as 
flag poles. 

COLONEL C TT ASE: Are those the flag poles in the 
vicinity of which you saw the prisoners tied up? 
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A Ygs, sir. 

COLONEL CHASE: Proceed. 

A Witness indicatos the largo square on the south as the 
former Home Economics Building. The next square smaller "’as 
used as a kitchen for the Home Economics Building. 

MR. ROBB: Let the record show the witness has 
indicated the smaller of the two squares immediately south 
of the large "U M shaped building. 

A V/ hen the garrison was stationed here, this was used 

by the garrison as a cooking place, 

• MR. ROBB: Let the record indicate that the wit¬ 

ness has pointed to the square to the northwest of the "U" 
shaped building. 

A These two were formerly used as toilets for the school 
and also when the garrison was there it was also used for the 
same purpose. 

HR. ROBB: Let the record indicate the witness 
has pointed to two small squares immediately west of each 
point of the "U" shaped building. 

A The building between the two toilets was used, half of 
which, for toilet purposes also, and- the other half for 
vacant quarters, 

MR. ROBB: Let tho record show the witness has in¬ 
dicated an elongated rectangular square between the two 
squares which were prior hereto designated as toilets. 

A This building was made only when the garrison was 
stationed here. 

HR. ROBB: Lot the record indicate the witness is 
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still pointed to the elongated rectangular square. 

A This building is where I saw the prisoners being 
punished. 

HR. ROBB: Let the record indicate that the wit¬ 
ness is pointing to the square which is to the southwest of 
the "U" shaped square and the one which has partitions and 
is numbered from 1 to 4- consecutively, 

A Room No. 1 was used as the cell for the prisoners and 
also the No. 3 room which was there where I saw the prisoners 
being punished. 

MR. ROBB: Let the record indicate that the witness 
has pointed to sections 1 and 3 of the numbered squares. 

A The room No. 2, it was vacant at the time. 

Q In v/hat room were the prisoners at the time they were 
being beaten? 

A They were in room No. 3« 

Q In which room were you at the time the prisoners were 
being beaten? 

A I was in room No. 4. 

Q What type of a wall or partition was between room No. 3 
and room No. 4? 

A It was made of wood. 

y Was this wall solid from the floor to the ceiling, or 
was there an aperture in any part thereof? 

A It is not solid. 

Q Where was there a place where it was not solid? 

A On the upper part of the walls. 

Q Was there any structure of any kind at all between the 
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solid portion of the wall and the ceiling? 

A There is. 

Q What type of structure was that? 

A There is a wooden structure spaced about three or four 
inches so as to permit the free flow of air between the rooms. 

Ci When you say a wooden structure, would that be a structure 
of poles in the shape of a fence, or describe more fully the 
structure you are referring to? 

A It is only wooden and standing, that is all. 

h How wide were these wooden slats that you are referring 

to? 

A It is the size of one inch by two inch. 

Q I am indicating a 2x4 in this building, and I want you 

to tell me how this 2x4 would correspond in relation to the 
■structures which extended from the solid portion of the wall 
to the ceiling. 

A Those ventilators were standing, 

■j What size were they in relation to this 2x4 that I am 
indicating? 

A It is only about half that. 

Q You mean that there is only about half the v/idth of this 
2x4? 

A The width is only half of that wood, but the thickness 
is about the same. 
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MR. ROBB Docs the defense hrve any questions? 

MR, CORK. Yes. 

CROSS-EX/.! IN TION 

BY MR. CORN 

Q You hove testified that you s rxi 11 people being brought 
into the North Element; ry School garrison, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q ’'here were you at the time you saw them? 

I was in one of the rooms in th't building, 
o in Bli t building? 

A :t the place I have indicated, but not the main bujlding 

0 Fov? were you able to see these people? 

A Because when they got down from the truck, t!*oy wore 

brought there. 

0 t ov’ did you happen to see t'esc people? 

/ Because 3 .^s working there. 

a By v f !"t means were you able to see them? You just testi¬ 
fied you were inside of the building. T ow did you happen to 
see them? 

Brcruse in that building where J was there was a spaco 
for ventilation, and when the noise of the truck was be~rd by 
me, T got up ; nd took a look. 

n hat did you mean by a spree for ventilation? 

P From the ceiling to the floor there was a space where 
vou could peep or take a look through. 

r here • ere you at the time that you saw them; were you 

on the ground or on a ladder? 

I was downstairs ’hen they were coming, and I saw them, 
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and I went up too. 

Q Is it not true that you have previously testified that 
the spaces between the top of the partitions and the ceilings 
were eight feet above the ground? 

!!R. ROBB: I am going to object to that negative 
question, because through translation you can get a "yes" 
answer, which would not be responsive to the question itself. 

I suggest that the counsel as!: if such and such were the case, 
make the statement, and then ask if that is true, instead of 
making a negative statement. It is very hard in translation. 

COLONEL C T -TASE: I think I will let him ask along 
the present line. 

(To reporter.) I wish at this time you would read back 
so that we may get it clearly, just how he said he saw them; 
that is, his answer which led to this last question. 

(Two last preceding questions and answer were read by 
reporter.) 

COLONEL CI’ASE: Ask the question of the witness 

again. 

A Prom the ground to the top of the wall was about eight 
feet. Fro-i the top of the wall, the ventilation space with 
that of the ceiling is about three or four feet, 

Q Would you please indicate in relation to this ground 

how far above the ground the ventilation space was? 

A From the ground up to the top of the wall the distance 
is about eight feet. 

IIR. CO T iN: Would you repeat the question to the 
witness. This witness understands English, has heard commands 
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in English, yet he answers in a delaying and procrastinating* man¬ 
ner. Read the question back, please. 

MR. COHN: I am going to object to all this read¬ 
ing. 

COLONEL CHASE: Let her read it back. 

(Question and answer read by reporter.) 

COLONEL CHASE: Ho has answered your question 
directly. What do you want? 

MR. COHN: He said the distance from the floor to 
the ceiling was about eight feet. I said to indicate how 
far the hole where the ventilation was from tile floor. He 
Just testified it was three or four feet. I have never heard 
of a hole being three or four feet. 

COLONEL CHASE: I think you misunderstood the 
testimony. The last question was referring to the height 
of the floor from the ceiling, ,nd he gave you an answer there 
of about ten feet. Now whether or not he v?as talking about to 
the top of the ceiling at the wall line is not yet clear, but 
he didn't say that it was two feet. 

MR. COEN: Three or four feet, he said, so I asked 
him the question how he could have possibly seen the thing 
above the ventilation if the hole were eight feet above, and 
he said he was able to see because the hole was three or four 
feet above the floor. 

COLONEL CHASE: He didn't say above the floor. 

The Commission will take a short recess. 

(Short recess.) 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission is in session. 
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MR. ROBB: Will the witness bo reminded that he 
is still under oath. 

(Translated through interpreter to witness.) 

COLONEL CHASE: The defense may proceed, 

Q Would you please tell the court the distance from the 
ground to the first opening in the wall of the building in 
which you were at the time you saw the prisoners brought in? 

A From the ground up to the place of the opening was about 
eight feet. 

Q Were there any other openings other than the one eight 
feet above the ground? 

A There was no other. 

Q You have previously testified that you were on the ground 
at the time that the prisoners wore brought in; how could you 
possibly see over an eight foot partition if you were on the 
ground at tho time the victims were brought in? 

A I did not say that, but I declared that from the opening 
where first I saw, which was eight feet from the ground, I 
came down, and then I went to the door, and took a look again. 

Q What happened to these men after you first saw them? 

A They were brought to the place at the room, and the room 
was closed. 

Q What room do you mean that they were brought to the room? 

A The room which I indicated before, which was room No. 1, 

they wore brought there, 

Q And you were in that room at the time, is that correct? 

A I was at the room, but when I saw them, I went down. 
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Q Do you know whoro? 

*>. I wont down on tho floor. 

Q, In that sano ro on? 

A No. 

Q In what roon? 

A Nunbor throo. 

Q Did you fron r«or.i nunbor one to roon nunbor four by 

noons of n door to onoh of tho roons? 

A If you g° °nt frori roon nunbor ono to roon nunbor four, 

jou will havo to go down fron tho builtlinG, so that if you go 

to roon nunbor four you havo to 3°^ out. 

Q, Whet roon wore you in at ohat tino? 

COLONEL CHASE: Plooso nako that question dofinito 
as to what tino you aro talkinc nbout, tho tino ho first saw 
tho prisoners brouGht in or what? 

MR. COHN: If it plcaso tho Commission, I an follow- 
inG directly fron tho rocord and I know tho witnoss understands 
it fron tho rooord. On every quostion I havo thus far nslcod 

I would liko to show subsoquor.tly his answors in relation to 

the rocord. 

COLONEL CHASE: In rocerd to this particular quostion 
you aro cskinG hin v/horo ho was, but you nro not spocifyinc tho 
tino. 

Q \Ihc.t roon v/oro you in at tho tino tho prisoners woro 
broucht into tho section in which you woro locatod? 

A I was in roon nunbor four. 

Cl V/horo was tho roon in which you woro then locatod in 
relation to tho roon whoro they put thoso olovon Filipinos? 

A Thoso olovon prisoners woro in roon nunbor ono. 
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Q, What room were you in in relation to room number ono? 

A I was in roon numbor four. 

Q What happonod aftor that? 

A On that flay, whon thoso yrisonors woro brought in, I 
havo not soon anything that happened to thorn. 

(i What happened aftor that? 

A That afternoon of that day, about five o'clock I wont 
homo to Talisay. Tho following morning about sovon o'clock, 
whon I cana book for work, I already saw those prisonors 
strippod to tho waist, tiod against tho flag polo. 

Cl Whoro woro you at the tlr .10 you saw thorn strippod to tho 
wcist and tiod to tho flag polo? 

A I was walking on my way, coning to tho garrison whoro 
I worked, bocauso you will havo to pass by tho flag polo or 
that vicinity if you go to tho garrison. 

Q, What do you moan whon you said thoy woro naked? Did you 
moan thoy had no clothes on at all? 

A I moan thoy woro strippod only of shirts. Thoy had thoir 
trousors on. 

MR. COHN: If .lt ploasa tho Commission, at this 
time I would liko to road sovoral quostions aslcod of tho 
witnoss on a provious oocasion and his answors thoroto.

COLONEL CHASE: I want to get his answer to this 
-ono clear, that thoy woro strippod only to tho waist and hed 
thoir trousors on. 

INTERPRETER BELAONG: Yos. 

MR. COHN: I would liko to road two previous ques¬ 
tions, which soon to leavo 3or.io doubt in ny mind, and which 
would cast doubt on this witnoss. 
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MR, ROBB; X ari Going to objoct to counsol reading 
anything froa this record at this tirao, Tho rocord is 
buforo this Go; mission. If the Coanission wants to road it, 
it is up to then, bat I an goiiit to object to counsol 
roitoratine facts into the rocord that has alroady transpired. 
I do not think it is nooossary and, furthornoro, I think 
it is highly inpropor. 

COLONEL CHLSE: I don’t know what ho intonds to do. 
Ho hasn’t attonptod to inpoooh hin horo. 

MR. COHN: I wish to inpoach tho credibility of t-ho

COLONEL CHASE: Ho has a right to refer te previous 
tostir.ony frort tho rocord. You can proceed along that lino 
and soo what develops.

Ho can ask this question - if ho 
has asked a cortain question on such and such c tino boforo 
and thon, aftor ho rocoivos that answer e.s to whether or not 
ho was asked that quostion, ho can ask ilia what his answor 
was to that quostion at that tima.

Ci v/hat do you mean that you went down the steps from the 
ladder? Do you mean you went outside of the building or not?

MR. COHN: The defense has no further questions. 
COLONEL CHASE: The witness may be excused. 

(Witness excused.) 

EULOGIO NARAGDAO, 

called as a rebuttal witness by the prosecution, having been 
duly sworn, testified as follows:

COLONEL CHASE: I think the record should show 
tho recall of the previous witness, and this witness, as 
Commission witnesses. 

MR. ROBB: All rl t, sir.

A In the city of Bacolod.

Q Are you familiar with what is known as the North Ele¬ 
mentary School in Bscolod? 

A Yes, 
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MR. ROBB: Will you instruct hin to answer yes 
instead of nodding his head. 

(Interpreter Beloong interpreted to the witness.) 

Q To what extent arc you familiar with the structure of 
the North Elementary School in Bncolod? 

A Because I went up in that building. 

Q Why? 

A Because I was called upon by the nan in charge of tak¬ 
ing core of the high school building. 

Q For what purpose woreyou callod? 

A I was colled there to repair the water pipe. 

Q When was that? 

A In the year 1940. 

Q Have you been in the building since that time? 

A No more. 

Q I want you to describe to this Commission the structure 
of the walls which separated the various rooms in the North 
Elementary School? 

A Yes, sir, I can. 

Q Please describe these structures or partitions. 

MR. COHN: Before this witness completes his answer 

to the question, I would like to object on the grounds the 
question is irrelevant, immaterial and incompetent. The 
previous witness testified tho building was built since the 
Japanese occupation and not before. Therefore the testimony 
as to how the walls were in the North Elementary School build¬ 
ing is irrelevant, immaterial and incompetent because there is 
no evidence that he had been confined thore. 
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COLONEL CHASE: Tho provious witness tostifiod 
that they were in that building. 

MR. COHN: This is tho building used since the 
Japanese occupation. This man is saying 1940 and this was 
in 1942. 

COLONEL CHASE: You re attempting to develop the 
construction of tho main building, is that correct? 

MR. ROBB: That is right, sir. 

COLONEL CHASE: I'll lot that description go in 
duo to possible conflict of testimony as to what tho actual 
building was in the original testimony of Juan Barleto; he 
may answer. 

A That building was built with a wooden wall. 

Q Describe the structure of the partitions or walls which 
separated the various rooms in that main North Elementary 
School building? 

A The walls were so constructed that tho hoight of the 
walls was about 7 or a little more in feet, and from the top 
of the wall there was ventilation provided for. 

Q From the top of the solid portion of the wall to the 
coiling, what was the distance? 

A Ab-ut 3 foet. 

Q Aro you familiar with the structure of the other build¬ 
ings other than tho large main North Elementary School building? 
A Yes, sir. 

Q I show you a rough sketch which has been prepared by a 
prior witness and I am indicating a "U H shaped drawing which 
is tho main building of the North Elementary School. 

COLONEL CHASE: Let the record show that the sketch 
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rcforrod to is that prepared by the previous witness, Juan 
Barleto, when he was rocalled. 

Q Are you familiar with the structure which is in the south¬ 

west corner of the North Elementary School and is marked on this 
Touch draft by a square subdivided into four parts with numbers? 
A Yes, sir. 

Q What was the appearance of that building in 1940? 

A It was all right. 

Q Was that building divided into rooms in 1940? 

* Yes. 

MR. ROBB: I have no further questions. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION 

?Y MR. COHN: 

0 Could you tell mo what kind of school that school is 
chat wo have just referred to you in the sketch? 

A That is the building rcforrod to n:id kn^wn as Bacolod 
North Eloncntary School. 

<3 In answer to a previous qucst3.cn- did you not state that 
you went to a high school to cto some plumbing? 

A No, I didn't. 

MR. COHN: The defense has no further questions. 

MR. ROBB: The Commission havo any questions? 

BY COLONEL JONES: 

Q Did you just testify that the building indicated by the 
numerals one, throe and four inclusive had partitions in 1940? 

A What I understood that you were talking about those 

partitions as those referred to ns part of the partitions in 
the main building. 
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Q Then was this building all one room or not? 

A At the tine whon I went there this building had a floor 
of cenont and I never saw any partition in that building. 

Q Then it was? 

A Yos, sir, it was one r on. 

BY COLONEL CHASE: 

Q Do you know what that snail building horc, we have just 
been talking about, was used for before the war? 

As far as I can remenber, that was being used also as a

i COLONEL JONES: 

Q How nnny tines were you in the North Elenentsry School 
jxior and preceding 1940? 

Before 1940 I hove not been there.

Q During the year 1940? 

A In 1940, yes. 

Q Why do you rononber that it was that year?

COLONEL CHASE: If there are no further questions, 
the witness nay be excused.

A The walls are made of boards, and divided into -- 
<4 You mean by divided into, that there is a division from 
the main portion of the wall to the ceiling, is that correct? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q How high is the solid portion of the wall from the floor? 

A It may be from the concrete floor to that board crossing 

the ceiling here. (Indicating) 

Q Are you indicating this board, here? 

A No, this one here, this first one. That is the solid 

wall, and part of it, about, well, it is more or less one 
meter. It Is made of board railings. 

MR. ROBB; Let the record show the witness has indicate 
the solid portion of the wall to be approximately nine or ten 
feet. 

A With a sort of Filipino r^hitecture of fancy designs. 

W Are you familiar with the other buildings which are used 
by the North Elementary School? 

A Yes, sir. 

s- I am showing you a rough sketch which was drawn by the 
witness, Juan Barleta, and I am pointing to a square whic t is 
sub-divided and marked with numerals, this square being at the 
southwest portion of the North Elementary School Building* 

Can you describe that building as it was in 1940? 

A I remember there was the left side, the Home Economics 
3uilding, the right was the Industrial Arts Building, and the 
southern wing, was the counter lunch, the rear of the building 
•.ere the toilets, and this one here, I don't remember this one. 
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I can't recall this building here. 

Q Was the Counter- Lunch Building near the rear of the 
south wing? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q And slightly to the west? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Describe this Counter-Lunch Building, how long was it, 
and how wide was itt 

A I can't give the e^ct proportion of the building, but 
it was — there are no walls, it just had a top, a galvanised 
top, and concrete flooring. 

Q Was it approximately the same dimensions of this room? 

A About. 

MR. ROBB: Let the record show that the dimensions 
to which this room has been made is approximately twelve yards 
long and six yards wide. 

Q Did that building in 1940 have any rooms, was it divided 
into roons? 

A Which building? 

Q The Counter-Lunch Building. 

A No. 

MR. ROBB: I have no further questions. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY MR. COHN: 

Y/hen vas the last time that you saw the North Elementary 
Sc.hool? 

A Last July, 1945. 

Q Did you see it in between 1940 and 1945? 
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A No. 

Q In what condition was it then in July, 194-5? 

A The main building, the Home Economics Buildings were 

burned. 

V Was the building which the prosecution, Mr. Robb, 

showed you still standing? 

A No. 

Q Was that building also burned? 

A Yes, sir. 

MR. COHN: That will be all. The defense has no 
further questions, 

COLONEL CHASE: The witness may be excused. 

(Witness excused.) 
COLONEL CHASE: Has either side anything further 
to present in the way of evidence? 

HR. ROBB: No sir. 

MR. COHN: The defense has nothing further in the 
way of evidence. 

COLONEL OHAS3; Ths Joramission will recess until 
0830 tomorrow morning. 

( The Commission adjourned at 1500 hours.)

CLOSING ARGUMENT FOR THE DEFENSE 
MR. COHN: Gentlemen of the Commission, 1 
understand it is the purpose of these trials to determine 
whether or not the accused was guilty of committing acts 
which were in dlreot contravention of the rules of law 
as laid down by the Geneva Conference. It is apparent 
that in all games which we play in the roles of human 
beings we must follow certain rules and regulations, 
the breach of which rules and regulations is supposed to 
result in severe punishment for the one who has beenthus 
guilty, but there is nothing in such rules and regulations 
which maices any distinction in their breach on the basis 
of the race, the color, or the creed, or that the many 
should #o Judged by the actions of a few. I, therefore, 
hope that this august body will for the moment try to 
forget the racial and color differences of the accused, 
and try to eliminate from their minds all thoughts of 
previous crimes v/hich have been committed by the same 
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members of his race. 

Let us turn to the words of the oath which the 
Commission is sworn to. uphold, tl-'.t t!>.’s rill be r fH.r rnd 
impartial trial of the guilt of the accused to be 
determined solely by the evidence in the case. Therefore, 

I hope that in the presentation of ray evidence that the 
accused^ guilt or innocence will be determined solely on 
the basis of that evidence, and on no other considerations. 
Thus far, the prosecution has offered in evidence only 
one witness to substantiate the charge of Specification 
No. 1, and has offered in evidence no witnesses to subu 
stontiate the charge in Specification No. 2. That is, 
the proseoution has offered in evidence only one witness, 
who has not in any manner established or tried to estab¬ 
lish any correlation between the accused, that is,as to 
his identity, and the acts committed, but in order to 
maintain a certain amount of continuity to my final argu¬ 
ment I shall endeavor to deal with each specification 
separately, thus following every letter and detail of the 
trial as it progressed before the Commission. 

The first point which I ”ould like to consider is 
Just exactly what evidence the prosecution has presented 
to establish the guilt of the accused to Specification 
No. 1, which rends as follows: “In that Yuzuru Nnkajlma, 
a member of the Imperial Japanese Army, did at or near 
the city of Bncolod, Province of Occidental Negros, 
Philippines, in or about the month of April, 1944, >. 
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during the time of war between the United States of 
America, its allies, and dependencies, and Japan, 
wrongfully and unlawfully permit soldiers under his 
command to brutally mistreat and torture an unascertained 
number of Filipinos, including Rafael Toledo, Romeo Junco, 
Loreto Lopez, Felix Sapltola, Jovita Caslple, Evangelista 
nlgarme, vVonceslao Birondo, in violation of the laws of 
war. 

In support of this charge the prosecution has 
presented and offered in evidence the testimony of a 
single witness, Juan Barleta, a witness who has testified 
to having seen the mistreatment and torturing of the 
victims from the top of an eight-foot, fan-shaped ladder. 
He also testified thrt at t!v sane time t\ ot \\r s taking 
cognizance of such mistreatment and torture that he was 
fixing an electrical installation, which was centered in 
the middle of the room. At this point I would like to 
quote directly from the record the question asked of 
Juan Barleta, and his answer thereto: "Were you fixing 
an electrical installation at the same time that you 
also saw the beatings?" Answer, "Ye3.“ Yet he, on a 
subsequent occasion, testified that he had moved his 
ladder away from the installation in order to better 
observe what was going on. 

I would like to lay the situation of Juan Barleta 
directly before the Commission. The electrical instal¬ 
lation was in the center of an eight-by-ten room, and 
the ladder upon which ho stood ho 3 eight feet high,

p.nd the partition which reached from the ground to a height 
of eight feet, then broke off, and from the center of the 
position to the ceiling there was free space. Juan Barleta's 
position was on a direct level with a partition above which 
there was free space, Being a fan-shaped ladder, there was 
no space on the top for Juan Barleta to stand up on it, and 
it would be therefore necessary for him to be down on the 
ladder in order to maintain his position. 

From this distanco he has also claimed that he was 
able to identify positively the officer who wg,s giving the 
command,as the accused, Nakajiwa. We asked how he was able 
to identify the accused and he answered that he was able to 
do so by reason of the fact that it was the custom of 
Lieutenant Nnkajima, the commander of the North Elementary 
School Garrison, to give him, Juan Barleta, a mere hireling, 
his everyday instructions as concerns his daily duties. 

Again the witness was asked what language he spoke, 
and I again quote from the record: “Answer: Visayan,“ 
and yet on a prior occasion he testified that he understood 
the conversation that took place in an adjoining room 
because of the answers which the so-called victims gave to 
their interrogator. There has been no evidence presented 
that the accused spoke any other l-'jiguago than Japanese 
and English. There has been no evidence presented that 
he spoke Vlsayan; in fact, he has specifically denied that 
he spoKo ax ty Visayan, and only anderstood a very few words 
and yet the witness, Juan Barleta, has testified that he 
understood the conversation between the victims, and the 
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accused, because of the answers, which were given in 
Visayan. 

Finally, this witness has identified the accused 
by a nolo on his face. There was no further identity of 
the witness except the question of the prosecution: 

"Can you point out the accused in this courtroom?" Thus 
it was perfectly natural for the witness to point out the 
only Japanese prisoner in this courtroom who had a mole 
on his face at that time, the jcused, Lieutenant Nnkajlma. 
rtt best, this witness's testimony was sketchy, contradictory, 
and very vague, and yot this is the only witness which the 
prosecution has thus far offered to establish the guilt of 
the accused to Specification No. 1, whereas, I have offered 
in evidence the testimony of three witnesses who testified 
not only that the partition separating the rooms in the 
garrison were solid, though that question seems to be 
of some debate and if it were solid,that it reached from 
the floor to the ceiling and it would have been impossible 
for the prosecution's main and only witness, to Specification 
No. 1, Juan Baricta, to have seen what transpired in the 
next room. 

I have offered in addition the testimony of Colonel 
Yaraaguchi, who has testified in open oourt that no prisoners 
taken at Talisay were ever sent to the North Elementary School 
Garrison, which Lieutenant Nakajiroa commanded, but were 
rather taken to his headquarters in Bacolod. 
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Gentlemen of the Coramission, I contend and hope 
that the cvidenco shows that the accused could not possibly be 
guilty of Specification No. 1. But to hang in balance 
a man 1 s life and liberty on the weak and uncorroborated 
testimony of one witness whose testimony is in dispute 
would be truly criminal. 

Now let us turn to Specification No. 2. This reads 
as follows: “In that Yuzuru Nakajiraa, a member of the 
Imperial Japanese Army, did at or near the city of Bacolod, 
Province of Occidental Negros, Philippines, in or about 
the month of Lay, 1944, during the time of war between 
the United States of America, its allies, and dependencies, 
and Japan, wrongfully and unlawfully permit soldiers, 
under his command, to kill an unascertained number of 
civilians, in violation of the laws of war." I hope, 

Gentlemen of the Commission, that I can prove that I have 
proven, that I con show, .and that I can offer that even 
less testimony and less cvidenco has been offered to prove 
this specification, than has been offered to prove the 
previous one. Of all the witnesses that the prosecution 
has produced to prove the truth of this specification, not 
a single one has testified to seeing the accused at the time, 
or anywhere noar, or at any time prior or during the execu¬ 
tion, nor have any of the witnesses testified to having 
recognized any of the Japanese soldiers who took part in 
the executions as being the soldiers of Lieutenant Nakajima. 

An affidavit was offered in court by the prosecution 
by a witness, no explanations being given for his 
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nonappearance, who swears that a Captain Korada performed 
the exe ution, and upon the positive testimony of two 
witnesses, and without the prosecution having established 
that a Captain Korada was ever in the Nokajima unit. 

We have established that there was no Captain Korada in 
the Nokajima unit. 

This affidavit describes Nakajlma in a rather obscure 
and humorous manner, of a person with a lot of gold teeth 
and a mole on his face, and such identification would be 
absurd if it were not so amusing. There is no place in 
the affidavit where the witness, who was sworn in the 
affidavit, connects the accused with either of the specifi¬ 
cations. Rather he swears it was some unknown person who 
committed the acts, who was supposed to be part of the 
unit, by the name of Captain Korada, and Saito San. 

There is still another discrepancy in the testimony 
of the prosecution witnesses in the examination of the 
v/itness, Francisco Sapitola. She testified in Volume II, 
Pages 64 and 65, that the skeletons had no clothing on 
whatsoever, but she was able to identify her son, because 
he was wearing a belt around his waist. As we all know, 
the bones of skeletons, unless wired together, will 
fall to pieces at all the Joints. I cannot,therefore, 
see that if there had been such a leather belt around the 
waist of her son, wny it v/ould not have dropped from 
around the waist upon the deterioration, and the decay 
of the flesh from that skeloton. The possibility that 
the skeleton could have, or would have, in some manner 
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retained that belt, v/ould b« nothing short of humorous. 

In order to further continue with my argument, 

I would like at this time to cite an illustrative 
story, the tale of General Marshall’s deceased relative. 
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In 1942 a relative of General of the Armies, George Marshall, 
was killed at Corrcgidor. In 1945 when v:e again retook 
Corregidor, General Marshall was very anxious to identify 
the remains of his relative. At that time two skeletons 
with dog tags having the name "Marshall" were found on the 
Island of Corregidor. 

At this point the army inspectors wore at a loss and 
the family dentist of the deceased, Marshall, was sent for. 
The dentist of the deceased, Marshall, after three long, 
difficult days of highly skilled and highly technical work 
that only a dentist was ablo to do, was only then able to 
identify *hich of the two bodies was that of the relative 
of General Marshall, And yet we have the testimony of three 
uneducated, untrained, and superstitious natives to substan¬ 
tiate the identity of the remains of the victims as being 
those indicated in the Specifications. 

There is one further remark that I t.-ould like to make 
with regard to the investigation and the identification 
made of the victims,presented by the prosecution,of the five 
identifying Witnesses. Three such identifications were made 
by means of dental similarities and two by certain belts 
which the victims,v/ero supposed to have v;orn around their 
waists at the time of their execution. Such similarities of 
stories does not seem to mo to be altogether purely coinciden¬ 
tal. There also seems to me to bo quite a contradiction 
among the prosecution's witnesses as to v;hcthcr or not the 
victims Y/ore or ’.ere not wearing clothing. 

It would take an expert, I contend, plus a highly ' 
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trained technician to make any identification of any skeletons 
as to their identity. I, thoroforo, feel that any further 
romarks as to the testimony of these identifying witnesses 
offored by the prosecution would bo an absurdity. 

The defense has offered in evidence the testimony of five 
witnesses, two of whom were subsequently held by this court 
for perjury. The testimony of those two witnesses only be¬ 
came altered and colored after having spent one night in the 
compound with the prosecution witnesses. It scorns to be a 
common heritage of the Filipino witnesses in those trials to 
exaggerate and prefabricate. Of my.three witnesses, I turn 
first, and rather hurriedly to the testimony of Colonel 
Yamaguchi. He has testified th t ho was in command of, 
took part in, and controlled the Talisoy incident and the 
prisoners taken therein; that all prisoners taken in that raid 
were thereafter brought to B^.colod; that none of such prisoners 
were ever returned, taken to or confined at the North Elementary 
School garrison, which was commanded by the accused, Lieutenant 
Nakajiraa. 

He has also testified that on April 27tli Lieutenant 
Nakajima made v/ith him and his company an expedition to 
Kabanknl.nn; that they returned from such expedition on or about 
May 10; that they remained in Bacolod one or two days and again 
returned to Kabnnkalan, staying there until the latter part of 
I lay before again returning to B.colod, In such circumstances 
it would have been quite impossible for Lieutenant Nakajima to 
have in any way participated in the execution of the victims 
named in Specifications 1 and 2. Colonel Yamaguchi gave his 
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testimony, knowing '.ell of tho possibility that ho may be 
indicted -and tried for the same. 

Then there re the too soldiers, that wore under the 
command of Lieutenant Nakajima, who h avo likewise testified 
to the same set of circumstances with regard to tho ICabnnkalan 
expedition, as did Colonel Yam guchi. In my estimation it 
has been the only positive testimony offered in this case to 
establish the whereabouts and tho identity of Lieutenant 
Ilaka jima at the so-called executions. 

I don't at this tine like to conclude in a perfunctory 
or casual manner, nor do I like to leave the loose ends of 
•any untied ' strings hanging in suspension. 

Therefore, I should like to again repeat that if, from 
the set of circumstances tho accused, my client, Lieutenant 
Nakajinr, can bo found guilty, I then have not done my job 
because from all the evidence there is,in my estimation, not 
on- shred of positive or indictativo evidence that can 
establish any correlation between the accused and the 'cts 
done. The evidence as presented by tho prosecution has boon 
nebulous, sketchy and contradictory, I am firm in my convictior 
nd my belief that upon review of all tho evidence, the court 
vill find that I have spoken tea truth. I am also sure that' 
this august -nd worthy body will, ..ithout prejudice or personal 
malice, render a just verdict. 

I ’ ould like at this time to thank the members of the 
Commission, the court reporters , and the interpreters for all 
the courtesies and consideratior .rich they have shown to no 
nd to ray client, 1 "ould also like to especially thank the 
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prosecution for the consideration which he has shown to mo. 
Thank you very much, 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission will hear the final 
argument of the prosecution. 

CLOSING ARGUMENT FOR THE FR03ECUTI0N 

MR. ROBB: The prosecution, in its closing argument, 
wants to first summarize the evidence which the prosecution has 
presented before this Commission and then, secondly, attempt 
to tie in nil the loose ends of the discrepancies in the testi¬ 
mony which has been presented both by the prosecution and by 
the defense so that it might bo possible to make a cloar, con¬ 
cise and overall picture of what actually transpired in or 
around Bacolod during the latter part of April and the month 
of May. 

In summary let me first turn to Specification 1, as 
counsel for the defense has done. V/c have alleged in Specifi¬ 
cation 1 that certain persons by name wore mistreated and 
abused by persons under the command of this accused, Lioutonant 
Nakajima. The names of these persons are Rafael Toledo, 

Romeo Junco, Loreto Lopez, Felix Sapitola, Jovita Casiplc, 
and Evangelista Algarme. In support of Specification 1, 
that those named persons were mistreated and abused, v;e have 
the testimony of one witness, Juan Barlcta, and wo also have 
before this Commission the affidavit of Angel Covalios, 

Now, as we take the testimony of Ju".n Barlcta and the 
affidavit of Angel Covalios we can find that there arc two 
names, two persons named in Specification 1, for which there 
is no proof that they were individually beaten by members of 
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the command of Lieutenant Nnka.Jima, and those two persons aro 
Rr.fr.el Toledo r.nd Loreto Lopez. 

Now so far as the prosecution is concerned, it is quite 
propor for this Commission, by exceptions, to strike their 
nemos from Specification 1. As to Rafael Toledo the testimony 
of Juan Barleta is that he v:as seen at tho North Elomentary 
School in the garrison of this accused, tv/o days after the 
Talisay expedition, which would be April 21, 194-4. However, 
he gave no testimony whatsoever that he saw this man beaten, 
Tho only testimony of mistreatment which is before this Com¬ 
mission is that he saw this man tied to the flag polo during 
the heat of the day in what he called a naked condition. Now 
I think it is clear before this Commission that when tho wit¬ 
nesses • ore referring to tho condition of a person as being 
naked, they were testifying that the person was naked from 
the waist up, that he had pants on, so I will not go further 
in refuting that contention of the defense counsel. As co 
Loreto Lopez the same thing is true. Ho was seen by Juan 
Barleta. at the North Elomentary garrison two days ~ftor tho 
Talisay expedition on the 21st day of April. However, there 
is no testimony that he personally was beaten. The only 
testimony is th".t ho was tied to a flag pole in the heat of 
the sun, likewise naked. 

However, as to -Romeo Junoo there is direct ovidenco 
that on tho day after he was brought to the North Elomentary 
garrison he was soon by Juan B-rlcta,taken into a room which 
was adjacent to tho room that Juan Barleta was in at that 
time, .nd was heard being interrogated. 
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Barlotn cannot testify to the questions and answers 
which were given, because he said he could not clearly under¬ 
stand them. He ms able to understand some English, which 
was given in the examination of this man, and some Visayan, 
but he said that he could not clearly underst and -11 tho 
questions and answers in this interrogation. 

Now let us look at this interrogation for a. minute. ’Vo 
have a. man here who is accused and who has testified that he 
understands English, ’•/o h-ve a person who is being interro¬ 
gated. Now I do not know, and there is no evidence which can 
bo presented before this Commission, as to whether or not 
that person understood English and understood the questions 
which wore propounded to him. He speaks Visayan, He would 
naturally talk in Visayan, Therefore, Ju.an Barlota could 
hear and understand the English, which was spoken in that 
room, and he could hear and understand this Visayan, but 
there is no direct proof that ho could hear and understand 
the questions and answers vhich were propounded to this person 
who was being interrogated. 

He was in a position to bo able to look over the par¬ 
tition bctv.’ocn these two rooms. Considerable testimony has 
cor.o before this Commission as to what type of p-.rtition 
there existed. I think it has beer? clearly established that 
it was a partition which was quickly erected in the Filipino 
style, with space at the upper portion over which a parson 
could look. 
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He was standing on a ladder, . r ow when we view the scene of 
these two rooms, we must also consider that there were people 
in both of these rooms and people have some hei'hth. The people 
in the rooms where this Filipino was being interrogated, and 
where the accused vas at that time, exceeded over five feet. 
Therefore, if a person was able to merely glimpse over the 
partition, he should be able to see the people in the adjoining 
room. I do not think it is necessary we should go further in 
arguing whether or not witness Juan Barleta could see. He 
testified he saw the beating of Romeo Junco. He testified he 
saw the beating of Felix Sapitola. He testified he sew the 
beating of Jovita Casiple. So we have positive proof that 
these three persons named in the Specifications were beaten 
by members of the command of this accused. 

Jo have in this affidavit three people v/ho were named as 
having been beaten by members of the command of this accused. 
They were beaten by one, Saito. In the command were two people 

who had the name Saito. One was a corporal and one was a 

sergeant. Le testified that he sav; Felix Sepitole being 
beaten by Saito. In his affidavit he stated he saw Jovita 

Casiple beaten by Saito and stated also that he sew Evangelista 

n.lgcrme bee ten. Bet ween the testimony of one, Juan Barleta, and 
the affidavit of Cevalios, we have shown that four people were 
actually beaten. Of these four people, there were two persons 
who were seen beaten on two different occasions, one by tile 
witness who testified and one by the person v/ho made the 
affidavit. The other two were seen beaten on one occasion, 
one being beaten on an occasion which was seen by Barleta, 
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and one by Cevalio3. 

So I do not think there is any question before this 
Commission that this accused is guilty oi J Specification 1, 
end should be so found. 

Specification 2 is more ifficu.lt to analyze. I third: we 
havo clearly established the fact that eleven Filipinos were 
beheaded on or about the 21st cv 22nd of Bay 1944 near the 
Barrio of Banago. Counsel contends that there is e question of 
identification of these people, he have two which were identified 
by belts and v/e have three which were identified by means of the 
structure of their teeth, or the absence of teeth from the jaw. 

I do not know whether the skeleton which was picked out by this 
person was in fact her brother or her husband. But I do know 
this, that there were two belts, or I should say a buckle and 
a belt which came from two different people end those v/e re 
found in the hole where these eleven people were. And there 
were three others, who, in their own minds, and to their own 
satisfaction, were able to identify these skeletons r.3 being 
r brother or o husband. Bov; when wo get to the relationship 
of identifying skeletons who are closely connected to us, if 
I was going to identify a wife, brothor or sister, for my own 
personal satisfaction, 1 would be pretty sure in my own mind 
that this skeleton which I selected, and later buried, was that 
of my brother, or if I was o woman, that of my husband, end I 
do not believe that there is any doubt in the minus of these 
witnesses but what the skeletons they selected were the skeletons 
of their brothers or husbands. So I do not think that this 
Commission can find otherwise than the people who were buried 
in Banago were the people who these witnesses say they were. 
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i.ow those people who woro identified l'ron thoir skeletons 
woro seen by five pooplo in the forth klogioutai'y School 
gcnrison which \iu s ootnandod by this accused. .«c hove tes¬ 
timony or witnesses, witnesses for the defonso, that the so 
people wore in thoro. Howevox, lot us go down tho list oi 
these ncaow and see v/ho iuontii'J.ed thorn as being present in 
tho school a urine *-p*il and Hay 1 -344. Houoo Jin.co is mentioned 
in S..ecificetion £. nomoo Junco was so or. tho lest timo by 
Juan Barletr during the end of ..pril 1944. That was the last 
tLiio ho was soon by any person clivo, However, ho is definitely 
pic cod us b^in^ tied to the flcg polo at the end of ..pril 1944 
end was Identified by kos^rio Junco and co co xing free tho 
.'.•.ole dug or. tho 21st of Hey 1944. Halix HiapitoK , v/cs lest 
Sv.cn by Juan Eerietc. tied to the flag polo at the cr.d of 
..pril 1944. Ho was also sc. j by fngcl Covclios -'her. taken 
fro.- hie coll on the dry ho was executed, end that cell was in . 
the forth ^.1 silent ary hehool iris on. He wee rise soon by 
. aor.?oion --i tipox da on the 29tk of .-.px'il I9"-4 .t. on -h_ visited 
her husband at that garrison. .* was also Coon by A;.tonic 
nlgsrmo on the 30th of ioay 1944. Antonia Algerine testified 
that she saw this porsox at the Santo I-.ino prison, and 1 
talirvo vo uStai ii.-.Lod that this prison is «_ p..,rt of t.io North 
hlonontary School garrison. So thoru aro four people v/ho saw 
this one individual in the North 31omentary School garrison 
betwoor. tho tine ho was t>. Icon thoro, tho 21st of *.pril 1944, 
and tho 20th of iiay 1944. 

The roxieirs of this person were identified by his father, 
Francisco Sapitola. He testified tho remains wore dug from 
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a hole wliorG sloven people ’./ere Icillod on ■'oho ,22nd of Hay 1944. 

Lot us turn to tho second, Evangelista Algarno. Ho was 
scon by Angel Ccvalios on tho day ho was lod from his cell in 
tiio North Sloncntary School garrison. Ho was also soon by hi3 
sistor on tho 20th of Hey 1944, which was tho day boforo ho was 
Icillod and soon ct tho Santo Nino prison ’Which is c part of tho 
North Elauontary School garrison. Two pooplo saw that victin. 

Bernardino Pabillo was last soon on tho 20th day of April 
1944 by do re. cion i-ntiporda. Sho saw him in tho North Elemen¬ 
tary School garrison. He was also seen: on tho seme day by 
*.nciolina Paloc. Thoro are two pooplo to idontify this person 
as being imprisoned in tho North Elemontary School garrison. 

Wonooslao Birondo was seer by Angol Covrlios end was 
soor. by Antonia Algarmo on tho 20th of May 1944. Ho was soar 
by ...doiacion -..ntipordc on tho 29th day of April 1944 and was 
seer, by ^nciolina Paloc on tho 20tl. day of May 1944. .aid his 
remains wore soon coming from tho hole where cloven people had 
bOv-n thrown after being hilled. Those pooplo r.-nou i:i Specif¬ 
ication 2 are by five witnos3os pie cod in tho North Elomontary 
School garrison during tho months of ^pril and May 1944, 

Persons who wore not nen-d in tho Specification but whoso 
roue ins wore dug from tho hole o:i tho 22nd of Liay 1944 wore 
SorafJLn Portosa and ^nciolir.o Paloc. Thoro is no evidence 
before this Commission that theso persons wore in tho North 
Elomo.-tery School garrison, but they v/oro Icillod along v/ith 
the people who -were in tho North Elementary School geriison. 

To summarize this v/holc thing, lot us trice two major 
premises. Let us tcho tho major premise of lav/, which i3, 
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•yhsn a fact is woven to exist, it is presumed to continue 
to exist until the contrary is shown. We have rr ven 
these people were in the N< rth Elementary School garrisn, 
so this presumption should continue to exist until the con¬ 
trary is shown, and it was shown by the prosecution, — 

MR. COHN: If the Commission please, I would like 
to object on the grounds counsel is quoting the law of 
agency, which is not applicable in criminal law cases, 

MR, ROBB: I dispute counsel on that point, but we 
can't argue law around here. 

COLONEL CHASE: Proceed. 

MR. ROBB: Now counsel contends, or the defense 
contends, that presumption that a fact once proven to exist 
will exist until the contrary is shown. The contrary was 
shown when it was proven these people were not in fact in 
the North Elementary School garrison. They have brought three 
witnesses who testified they did not see them there. We have 
five witnesses who testified they were there. In order to get 
a clear picture of this case, let us analyze these two con¬ 
tentions, the one of the prosecution, and the one of the defense. 
We have one saying there was one there, and one that they were 
not there. 

MR. COHN: I object on the granod that there is no 
evidence to the effect that five witnesses saw the accused 
at the North Elementary School garrison, rather they saw the 
victims being executed at the Banago wharf. 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission will draw its own 
conclusion as to the evidence. Counsel may proceed. 
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in. ROBB: Those fire two contradictory st toraonts. 
Each ono contradictory to tixo other. It is up to this Coniiis- 
sior. to decide which is true me. which is false. 

Lot no turn to another, not a presumption, hut c fact 
that this Connission can tako linowlodgo of. It is customary, 
and any psychiatrist will toll you this, that when a parson 
is going t0 give ^ taibi, or is going to ettanpt to rofuto 
the charge which is against him, ho will grab on to cortain 
olor.iunts of fact which ho knows arc true, • nd thon ho will 
attonpt to shadu those facts, in not tolling tho whole truth* 
but tolling partial truths in ordor to mr.ko those fit in with 
tho contention which will dofont tno contention of tho othor 
side. 

I think in this caso this dofondant has told partial 
truths and I think tho witnesses for tho dofonso have told 
partial truths. They have said thc.t thoy went to Kabankalan 
leaving the latter part of April 1944 and returned on tho 
10th of Ley 1944 and left egei 1 - ir two or three days and 
returned, I boli.vo the accused said, about the 25th of May 
1944. 
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I was interested in the expression of this accused 
when I asked him the question, "Did any Filipinos go with you 
on this expedition to Kabankalan," and when I was asking him 
questions relative to whether or not Filipinos were with the 
Japanese on that expedition. If the Commission will go through 
the record, and remember the testimony of this accused, you 
will find that this accused gave iecidedly evasive answers to 
those questions which were propomded to him. He did not say, 
until the last question was propt undod to him, he did not soy 
that there wore no Filipinos there. He said, "I have no 
recollection, I have no recollection," and I was able to view 
the face of this accused when he was giving those answers, 
and in my ovm honest opinion, when those questions were being 
propounded to this accused, he was telling half truths5 he 
was not facing the fact that ho knew that cortain Filipinos 
were taken with the Japanese on this expedition to Kabankalan. 

Then when I propounded the question to him: "Did these 
Filipinos which were captured at Talisay, and which were taken 
to your garrison, wore they taken on the expedition to Kabank¬ 
alan," he naturally answered "No 1 ," but I am thoroughly convinced 
that if this accused wore to tell the truth he would state that, 
"Ahosc Filipinos wore in my garrison between the 21st dry of 
April, 1944 until the 29th day of April, 1944, a.t which time 
an expedition of Japanese went to Kabankalan, ~nd these eleven 
Filipinos were t-'ken with that expedition to Kabankalan. They 
were brought back from Kabankalan at the time the garrison 
returned,which was ab^ut the 20th or 21st of May, *nd that 
thereafter they were put to dc'th." 

There is no question in my mind but what that is the 
true picture when wc analyze all the evidence. 
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Now, I am frank to r.dmit that, during this entire proso- 
cution I have pondered the quea.lm of v/hy certain Philippine 
witnesses saw those victims in the North Elementary School 
Garrison until the 29th day of April, and they were not seen 
by any of those witnesses until the 20th day of May, 1944, a 
lapse of almost a period of a month, and I pondered and I 
raked my mind trying to answer that question, of why these 
Filipinos were not seen by their relatives, and the only 
logical conclusion that I can come to is that those Filipinos 
were taken by the Jnpa.nesc on that expedition to Knbankalon, 
and I think if this Commission sits as G-2's, gathering all 
the ovidencc that they have before them, they can logically 
come to that conclusion in this case. 

To go further into the question of whether or not those 
Filipinos wore in fact at the garrison, I want to likewiso 
call this Commission's attention to the testimony of Colonel 
Yamaguchi, and I think this testimony of Colonel Ynmaguchi is 
one of the crucial things in this case to disprove the contention 
of the defense, and sustain the contention of the prosecution. 
Colonol Yamaguchi testified that these prisoners who were cap¬ 
tured in Talisay wore taken from Talisay to the high school, 
which was the battalion headquarters in Bccolod. He testified 
that he did not know, ■'nd does not know, what happened to those 
prisoners after they were taken there. He did not testify that 
they were taken to the North Elementary School Garrison. In 
fact, if you check his testimony, you will find that Colonel 
Yamaguchi testified that there wero numerous occasions when 
prisoners wore held in the North Elementary School Garrison,

^nd I want to read from his testimony. I am referring to 
examination by Captain Hills "If there wore prisoners at the 
school -during the period mentioned, who would have been respons¬ 
ible for their administration? 

"A Each unit would go out on expeditions to capture prison¬ 
ers and suspected guerrillas, and to investigate them. At 
times the battalion would go out -"nd capturo them, and during 
combat tLere -was many tines when prisoners were captured, and 
it was very difficult for us to ascertain whether they were 
guerrillas or not." 

Continuing the questions by Capt. Kills 
"Q Could it have been possible for any of the prisoners 
taken to Talisay on the 19th of April, 1944, to have been con¬ 
fined in the North Elementary School without your knowledge? 

"A Yes." 

There is another time when Colonel Yanaguchi testified 
that there wore many tines the prisoners wore in the North 
Elementary School Garrison, so in summation, I think the prose¬ 
cution has established Specification 1, and has established 
Specification 2, that people were in the North Elementary 
School Garrison, victims who wore captured at Talisay were 
token there, and were retained there, and were by persons of 
the command of this accused, put to death on the 22nd day of 
May, 1944. 

The finger of fate has written. It has writton the f^tc 
of this accused, and I do net believe that this Commission in 
all fairness, and weitO the facts before it, should take away 
from the devil his dues. 
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MR. COHN*:. If it plcr.sc the Commission, at this 
tire the accused has a short statement, which ho would like to 
read to the Commission. 

COLONEL CHASE: The Commission will take a short 

recess. 


(Short Recess) 








COLONEL CHASE: The Connission is in session. Is 
the interpreter prepared to furnish the Commission with the 
translation of the statement by th© accusod? 

INTERPRETER NISHIHARA: Yes, sir. 

STATEMENT OF THE ACCUSED, NAKAJIMA 

(Through Interpreter Nishihnra) 

"I will mention matters which I was unable to in this 
court and present it to the President of the Commission, -'s 
well as to the rest of you, os material for a just decision. 

"1 - The prosecution witness, an electrician of Bacolod, 
testified that the prisoners taken in Tnlisay wore put in tho 
company's auditorium, which was partitioned into four rooms. 
However, that structure was not partitioned into rooms, but 
had been left as one big room as it always had been. The room 
to keep prisoners of war was beside tho guardhouse on the oast 
side of the quarters. Such pr3- nors of war need constant 
supervision, they must be placed in the guardhouse which is 
responsible for the immediate security of the barracks. I also 
wish to make clear that such was the case. 

"2 - A certain witness, a member of the victims, stated 
that the family had gone to visit tho prisoners at their place 
to tako some food. Howover, within the company, such a thing 
was not permitted. Even the families of tho Japanese soldiers 
were prohibited from coming to the barracks with tho food. 
Moreover, the fact that such things wore not permitted at this 
tine, the months of April and May, 1944, when guerrillas wore 
attacking every garrison and when law and order wore confused, 
should be a fact xi ell understood by tho members of this Con¬ 
nission who, as soldiers, have been on tho bottlofield. 
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"3 - Tho accused, Nakajimo, is a company commander. The 
situation at that time was very bad and the company which was 
the reserve of the battalion, was always on expeditions and 
security marches. Therefore, it was usually the situation 
that the main strength of the company was absent and only a 
very small strength was loft behind. Therefore, there is no 
reason for placing security guards, other than the usual guards, 
in tho auditorium. I remember that tho unit commander had 
frequently cautioned me on having as many men as possible 
participate on the expeditions. 

"4 - I shall go on further in relation to Specification 2. 

"According to the testimony of tho prosecution witness, 
the head of the neighborhood association of Bnnage (about 
April, 1944), 'I heard that it was Nakajiraa's orders at the 
pier guard post,* 4 and also that, ’it was May 20.’ At that 
time the accused was in the mid-t of an expedition in the 
vicinity of Knbankalan, a place approximately 100 kilometers 
south of Bacolod, together with Colonel Yanoguchi. At the 
company, 60 men, including 2nd Lieutenant Ilotte, were loft 
behind. (This force left behind consisted of 30 Japanese and. 

30 members of the Philippine Standing Army. The men of the 
company, including 2nd Lieutenant Hotta, wore men unable to 
go on this expedition duo to ill health.) The majority of tho 
30 Jape.nose soldiers were raw recruits in the midst of train¬ 
ing at headquarters. 

"5 - I remember the guard unit of this pier to ernsist 
of five soldiers under an NCO, supplemented by three members 
of tho Philippine Standing Army. The duties of these guards 
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were to ropulso infiltration fron tho coast north of Bacolod 
and to soo to tho security of the pior. The forward edge of 
tho pior was patrolcd by one or two members dispatched by the 
Kempi Tai. Those guards of tho pior petroled or policed 
Barrio Banago daily. Therefore, if any such incident as 
charged in Specification 2 is assumed t^ have happened, then 
there must have been negotiations with the residents of Bnnrgo 
through the soldiers of the guar'* 1 . It con also be believed 
that ccnforcnces wore held. Howovor, the residents of Banago 
havo tostifiod hero that the officers and non wore ones they 
did n^t recognize. If they had been officers and nen of the 
company, tho witnesses should have been able to recognize then." 

COLONEL CHASE: Does the prosecution or defenso 
have anything further to present? 

MR.. ROBB: The prosecution has nothing further to 

present. 

MR. COHN: The defense has nothing further to 
present, sir. 

COLONEL CHASE: ' Tho Commission at this time will 
go into closed session and will meet again in open session at 
1430 this afternoon, at which time it is hoped that a verdict 
in this case may bo rendered. Will the senior military police 
soldier here inform the company commander of the mooting at 
1430. 

(The Commission recessed at 1010 hours, to reconvene 
at 1430 hours.)

(The Commission reconvened, pursuant to adjournment, 
at 1430 hours, 9 October 1946, in Court No. 4, High Com¬ 
missioner's Residence, Hanila, P. I.)

ROBB: Let the record show at the time the 
Commission reconvened all members of the Commission, the 
accused, together with persona^ interpreter, defense counsel, 
court interpreters, and court reporter, ".nd members of the 
prosecution were present.

The Commission, in closed session, with two-thirds or more of the 
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members present concurring in each vote on the findings and sentence, 
foundi the accused Yuzuru NAKAJIMA of Specification 1: GUILTY, except 
for the words "RAFAEL TOLEDO and LORETO LOPEZ". Of Specification 2 NOT 
GUILTYj of the Charge GUILTY. Accused was sentenced to he imprisoned 
at hard labor for five years (R-337). 

FORMAL MATTERS 

The Commission and Counsel were appointed and trial was had pur¬ 
suant to: 

a. Letter Order, AG 000.5 (5 Dec 45) LS, General Headquarters, 
Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers dated 5 December 1945, subject: 
"Regulations Governing the Trials of Accused War Criminals". 

b. Letter Order, AG 000.5 (3 June 46) LS, General Headquarters, 
Sumpreme Commander for the Allied Powers, subject: "Trial of Yuzuru 
NAKAJIMA]! and 1st indorsement thereto from General Headquarters, United 
States Army Forces, Pacific, dated 3 June 1946. 

c. Paragraph 15, Special Orders No. 221, Headquarters, United 
States Army Forces Western Pacific, dated 26 September 1946, designat¬ 
ing the members of the Commission, the counsel for the prosecution and 
for the defense and paragraph 17, Special Orders No. 224 dated 30 Sept¬ 
ember 1946 correcting the rank of the President of the Commission. 

d. Letter Order, President of the Commission dated 2 October 
1946, subject: "Swearing of witnesses for the trial of Yuzuru NAKAJIMA". 

e. The accused was served with a certified copy of the Charge and 
Specifications together with a true and complete translation thereof on 
30 September 1946. The record indicates that defense counsel was appoint¬ 
ed 14 September 1946 and was furnished a copy of the charge and specifi¬ 
cations on that date. 

f. The rights of the accused were read and translated to the 
accused (R-6). 

g. The, members of the Commission, the prosecutor, the reporters 
and interpreters were sworn (R-5). 
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h. Accused was represented throughout the trial by counsel 
duly appointed for that purpose pursuant to the provisions of para¬ 
graph 15, Special Orders No. 221, Headquarters, United States Army 
Forces Western Pacific, dated 26 September 1946. 

i. All the members of the Commission were present throughout 
the trial. Three members were always present according to Ihe rules. 

It may be noted that only the testimony of witnesses pertain¬ 
ing to Specification 1, has been summarized in this review as the 
accused was found "Not Guilty" of the offenses charged in Specifi¬ 
cation 2. 

PROSECUTION EVIDENCE 
SPECIFICATION 1 

Juan BARLETA . age 46, electrician, testified: During the month 
of April 1944 he was working at the North Elementary Japanese Garrison 
at Bacolod. The accused Yuzuru NAKAJIHA was in command of the garrison, 
according to Mr. ISHIWATA, Japanese Construction chief and BARLETA's 
boss. BARLETA identified the accused as NAKAJIMA. The accused often 
gave him orders concerning his work around the garrison. On 19 April 
1944, eleven people were brought in from a raid on Talisay. He recog¬ 
nized six of these as Rafael TOLEDO, Romeo JUNCO, Loreto LOPEZ, Felix 
SAPITOLA, Jovita CASIPLE and Dominador GARCIA (R-17). The next morning 
when he came to work he saw the people tied naked to the flag pole in 
front of the building (R-18). That afternoon he saw accused and another 
Japanese soldier with Romeo JUNCO in a room. They questioned JUNCO and 
the soldier beat him unconscious with a piece of firewood about the 
size of a man's forearm then dragged him out and brought in Felix 
SAPITOLA and gave him the same treatment. Witness saw all this while 
he was on top of a ladder in the next room, looking through a railing 
at the top of the wall and pretending to be working on light fixtures. 
Others were being beaten when he left the garrison (R-22). Jovita 
CASIPLE and others were also beaten (R-23). BARLETA again pointed out 
the accused as the officer doing the questioning at these times (R-24). 
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All eleven people had bruises (R-25). In three days he saw six people 
interrogated and beaten. Accused spoke English and Japanese during the 
investigations and used no interpreter. The witness understands Visayan 
and English (R-32-35). When he heard people screaming and crying he 
would enter the next room and watch the torture (R-36-39). 

Genaro GUAN5CN . age 55, Filipino, testified: He has been a 
resident of Banago for twenty five years and is a fisherman. He was 
the president of the Neighborhood Association. He identified accused 
as Capt. NAKAJIMA in command of the North Elementary School Garrison 
(R-41). 

The Prosecution was unable to locate Angel CEVALIOS so intro¬ 
duced the Affidavit of Angel CEVALIOS (Pros Exh 4) dated 16 March 
1946, which was admitted in evidence and states (R-60): Affiant is 
a Filipino, age 30, residing at 115 Babanan Street, Talisay, Negros 
Occidental. On 7 March 1944 he was arrested and taken to the North 
Elementary School garrison where he was beaten every day for a week 
to make him admit he was a guerrilla. He was not given food or water 
during this week. About 19 April more Filipinos were brought in among 
whom he recognized; Felix SAPITOLA, Jovito CASIPLE, Evangelista 
ALAGARME and Wenceslao BIRONDO. A Japanese named Saito SAN beat them 
several times with a piece of wood. 

Affiant states that Capt. NAKASKIMA was the commander of the 
Bacolod North Elementary School and he wore four bars and three stars. 
NAKASHIMA was thirty years old, 5 feet, 8 inches tall, weighs about 
140 lbs, light complexion, small mustache, handsome, plenty of gold 
teeth, neat dresser, wore glasses and his hair was cut short. A photo¬ 
graph of NAKASHIMA, Yuzuru 1st Lt. 5U-150343 was shown the witness, 
who identified the person shown as NAKASHIMA, the garrison commander 
of Bacolod North Elementary garrison. 

After the first week the affiant was allowed out in the town 
every Sunday without a guard and on 10 September 1944 he escaped. 

The prosecution then produced three women who testified as 
follows:

Antonio ALGARME . age 26, testified Evangelista ALGARME, now dead, 
was her brother whom she last saw alive is a prison cell at Santo Nino 
where the Japanese lived. Wenceslao BIRONDO and Felix SAPITOLA were 
also there. Her brother was not a guerrilla but was apprehended about 
19 April 1944 (R-70-77). 

Adoracion ANTIPORDA . age 23, testified: Bernardino PABILLO was 
her husband, whom she last saw alive 29 May 1944 at North Elementary 
School, he was thin and bruised (R-83-89). 

At this time, the commission requested that Juan BARLETA and 
Ciriaco GUANCO be recalled (R-90). 

Anciollna PALSC . age 19, testified: Wenceslao BIRONDO was her 
husband and she last saw him alive 29 April at North Elementary School 
in the custody of the Japanese. He had cuts and bruises on his body. 

He was a fisherman and was not a guerrilla or Philippine Army man. Wit¬ 
ness accounts for the differences in his and her name by the fact she 
is now carrying her maiden name (R-103-106). 

Three of the witnesses who had previously testified were recalled 
at the request of the commission and gave the following testimony: 

Juan BARLETA . recalled and questioned by the Commission, testi¬ 
fied: When the eleven people were tied to the flagpole they had on 
pants. When he saw them beaten he was not working on the light fixtures 
in the center of the room but on the wiring near the partition separat¬ 
ing the room, in which he was working and the next room in which the 
beatings took place (R>112-114). STIPULATION between Prosecution and 
Defense that certain area in the terrain handbook No. 52 of Series 162 
to be pointed out is the North Elementary School (R-117). 

Genaro GUANSON . recalled, testified: The North Elementary School 
garrison is composed of about five buildings and is under the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Santo Nino Barrio near Santo Nino (R-119-122). 

Antonio ALGARME . recalled, testified: Santo Nino Prison was 


about thirteen yards from the North Elementary School which is U-shaped 
and the prison was within the U (R-123-125). 











DEFENSE EVIDENCE 
SPECIFICATION 1 

Igmedlo APUHIN . age 25, Filipino, testified! That he was a 
member of an unorganized guerrilla group after the Japanese invasion 
(R-135). Rafael TOLEDO was a member of an unorganized guerrilla group. 
Romeo JUNCO was not exactly a guerrilla. Loreto LOPEZ and Felix 
SAPITOLA were not guerrillas. He doesn’t know whether Jovita GASIPLE, 
Bernardino PABILLO and Evangelista ALGARME were guerrillas. Wenceslao 
BIRONDO was a reserve USAFFE (R-136). On 19 April 1944 at Talisay he 
saw Wenceslao BIRONDO mistreated and then he, the witness, was beaten 
unconscious by the Japanese. Col YAMAGUCHI was in command of those 
Japanese according to his information. He did not see NAKAJIMA at 
Talisay. At the time when the Japanese first invaded the Philippines 
the prisoners had been guerrillas but were no longer guerrillas when 
the Japanese took them prisoners (R-136-148). 

Serafin VINGSON . age 21, Filipino, auto mechanic, testified: That 
he was never a guerrilla; that Felix SAPITOLA was a civilian; Romeo 
JUNCO joined the hill fighters; Nenceslao BIRONDO was a USAFFE of 
Mindanao and that Rafael TOLEDO joined the guerrillas (R-149-151). Wit¬ 
ness did not see the tortures and mistreatment in April 1944 (R-154)• 

On cross examination witness admitted that he acted as procurement 
agent for the hill fighters but he cannot remember on what dates the 
above mentioned men were guerrillas (R-159-161). 

One of the Commissioners, Col. CHASE then stated that he believed 
the witness was lying and ordered him held (R-161). Upon reconvening the 
Commission admitted two affidavits into evidence for their probative value, 
marked Defense Exhibit M A n and "B" (R-164) which are summarized as 
follows! 

Affidavit of Serafin VINGSON . age 21, dated 18 September 1946, 
states! That affiant is a mechanic helper in Talisay. He was a guer¬ 
rilla under Lt. Diosdado CELESTIAL and that Rafael TOLEDO, Romeo JUNCO 
and Wenceslao BIRONDO were in the same battalion but that Felix SAPITOLA 
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was not a guerrilla. That the affiant was temporarily a procurement agent 
operating inside and outside the town. On 19 April 1944, all the inhabit¬ 
ants of Talisay were ordered to assemble and the men separated from 
the women. Several of the men were beaten with the butt end of rifles 
including the affiant. He heard shots and was later informed that 
Dldtrico GARCIA tried to escape and was shot to death. Some of the men, 
arrested, tortured and killed were guerrillas, some were suspects. Col. 
YAFAAGUCHI was in charge of the investigation in Talisay. He does not 
recognize the man in the photo as Lt. NAKAJIMA. 

Affidavit of Igmedio IPUHIN . age 25, market vendor (Def Exh "B") 
testified: That he personally knows that Romeo JUNCO and Rafael TOLEDO 
were guerrillas in Co. B, Sub-Section D and TTenceslao BIRONDO was a re¬ 
serve USAFFE. Lt. Jesus DISCOTIDO was the commander of the Unit. Affiant 
was a 1st class private and acted as procurement agent. On 19 April 1944 
at Talisay, Japanese soldiers gathered up the people in the town and 
separated the men from the women. The men that had amnesty papers were 
separated and the rest were tied, beaten and tortured. Two of them were 
killed: one was beaten senseless then bayoneted; the other was shot to 
death trying to escape. Affiant was struck a severe blow on the ear to 
make him point out guerrillas, so he pointed out TTenceslao BTRORDO and 
then he was released because he had amnesty papers. Some of the men 
arrested, tortured and killed were guerrillas and some were suspects. 
Affiant does not recognize the photo of Lt. NAKAJ3MA. 

At this time the Commission took over Serafln VINGSOH. as its 
witness and he testified: That Rafael TOLEDO, Romeo JUNCO, Felix 
SAPITOLA, Wenceslao BIRONDO and Bernardino PABILLO were his intimate 
friends but he does not know Loreto LOPEZ, Jovita CASIPLE and Evangelista 
ALGARME. That he, Serafin VINGSON was a supply agent for the guerrillas. 
Nenceslao BIRONDO was a guerrilla but he is uncertain about Rafael TOLEDO, 
GARCIA and Romeo JUNCO. They were killed as suspected guerrillas. That 
Col. YAMAGUCHI was in charge of the group gathering up the people and 
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and investigating them. He doe3 not know Lt. NAKAJIMA (R-165-171). 
According to civilian information, Romeo JTO'CO, Rafael TOLEDO were 
guerrillas, Wenceslao BIRONDO was a USAFFE. Felix SAPITOLA was neither. 
But he does not know if any of these men were still active. They had 
been guerrillas before the organization of the hill fighters in 1942 
but he does not know about since then (R-171-174). (Upon completion 
of his testimony no further action was taken by the Prosident of the 
Commission to detain this witness, and no further comment concerning 
his testimony was made). 

Igmedio APUHIH . recalled, testified: That he has no occupation. 
That he knows Rafael TOLEDO, Romeo JUNCO, Loreto LOPEZ, Felix SAPITGLA, 
Evangelista ALGARME, Wenceslao BIRONDO, Bernardino PABILLO, and does not 
know Jovita CASIPLE. Some were guerrillas before and at the time the 
Japanese landed and some were not. APUHIN was a first class private 
operating in and outside the town. He says on 19 April 1944 about 1 or 
2 o’clock in the afternoon, the inhabitants were gathered up in the 
place, the men separated, some pointed out as guerrillas, and these 
were beaten with rifle butts and their hands tied behind their backs. 

Then some were taken to Kempei Tai, some to the provincial jail and 
some to the North Elementary School. He never saw the accused NAKAJIMA 
before (R-174-184). 

Masakazu YAHAGUCHI . Colonel, testified: He was the commander of 
the 172nd Independent Infantry Battalion and had five companies under 
his direct command and three other companies in April and May 1944. 1st 
Lt. NAKAJIMA was the commander of one of the companies. He remembers 
twenty-three prisoners from Talisay taken to Bacolod High School. Wit¬ 
ness was shown a map of Bacolod upon which he identified his headquarters. 
He does not know what happened to the prisoners after they were brought 
to the High School (R-186-193). NAKAJIMA was the commander of the 4th 
Company of about 170 to 180 men (R-193-195). That Capt. TAKAHASHI was 
the commander over the prisoners on 20 May and was responsible for law 
and order in Bacolod. Also that on 20 May 1944> Lt. NAKAJIMA was away 






from Bacolod (North Elementary garrison) on the second expedition to 
Kabankalan. A small portion o? NAKAJIMA unit was left at the school 
(R-197-207). Prisoners wre confined at the garrison headquarters and 
the commander of the garrison headquarters was changed each week. 
Witness received no reports of mistreatment of prisoners by NAKAJIMA 
(R-207-211). YAMAGUCHI went there to break up a seige by 600 guerrillas 
of the thirty men garrison and to rescue it. They temporarily accom¬ 
plished the mission and returned to Bacolod 10 May but had to go back 
in a couple of days. There were no trials given to guerrillas (R-211- 
227). 

Akio SAITO . age 24, former Corporal, YAMAGUCHI Unit, testified 
that 1st Lt. NAKAJIKA was his Commanding Officer in April and May 1944. 
That he was stationed in the North Elementary School garrison at Bacolod 
and the walls between the rooms extended from the floor to the ceiling 
and had windows in them. That his unit went on two expeditions to 
Kabankalan and NAKAJIMA was with them. He does not know and never heard 
of any torture, mistreatment or killing of Filipino guerrillas or 
civilians during this time (R-219-240). There was a steel flagpole with 
a cement base in front of about 15 to 20 meters from the guardhouse 
(R-241-246). 

Kazuo INCUS , age 31, Sergeant Major, attached to NAKAJIMA Unit,Jn 
1944, stated: That he also went with NAKAJIMA on two expeditions to 
Kabankalan from last of April until 10 May and about 12 May until.1 June. 
The walls of wood in North Elementary School building ex+ended from 
floor to the ceiling. The Intelligence room where prisoners were ques¬ 
tioned had solid walls. He has no knowledge of prisoners being brought 
there or tortured (R-247-262)• 

Yuzuru NAKAJIMA . the accused, ape 41, 1st Lt. of the YAMAGUCHI 
Unit, first being advised of his rights testified: He was stationed 
at Bacolod during April and May, 1944. He took prisoners from "Silay" 
to the High School Battalion Headquarters by truck. Neither he nor his 
men mistreated them. That he never had any prisoners from Talisay in 
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his care,custoday and control, and was away from Bacolod on a trip to 
Kabankalan during the latter part of April until Way. They never tor¬ 
tured or mistreated or tied anyone to a flagpole in his absence or he 
would have heard of it (R-265-290). On EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION, 
witness testified that the wall partitions in the High School did not 
extend to the ceiling but they did in the Elementary School. The flag¬ 
pole was near the Guardhouse (R-280-281). STIPULATION , between Prose¬ 
cutor and Defense Counsel that defendant’s "Exhibit C" is a rough 
sketch of the town of Bacolod and shows relative distances and rela¬ 
tionship of buildings and streets. 

PROSECUTION REBUTTAL EVIDENCE 

Juan BARIETA . recalled, testified: The building where the 
prisoners were beaten was very near the main building of the'North 
Elementary School and the walls did not extend to the ceiling. He 
drew a diagram and did most of his testifying from that. Most of his 
testimony concerned the relationship of one room to another and one 
building to another as shown on the sketch. He also repeated his ori¬ 
ginal testimony regarding the mistreatment of the Filipinos (R-283-300). 

Bulogio NARAGDAO . plumber, testified: In 1940, walls in the 
main building of the North Elementary School had open spaces at the 
top between ceiling and there were no partitions dividing rooms 1, 2, 

3 and 4 as shown on the sketch. It was all one room (R-301-305). 

Filomena ZOSA . testified: That she was a physical education 
teacher from 1937 to 1940 at the Bacolod North Elementary School, and 
the walls were made of wood and had an open space near the top (R-301- 
309). 

MOTION AND OBJECTIONS 

At the close of the prosecution's case the defense made a motion 
to dismiss Specifications one and two on the gounds that there had 
been no identification of the accused nor sufficient "establishment" 
that his client was there when the acts took place (R-127). It was 


overruled (R-129). 

Several defense objections to evidence were made on the ground* 

(1) that there was no sufficient foundation for the questions asked. 

(2) that the cross examination was outside the scope of the direct. 

(3) that the matters were irrelevant, immaterial and incompetent. 

(4) that they were leading questions or that the prosecution was tes¬ 
tifying. These objections were overruled (R-15-24-129-195-213-228-232- 
302 ). 

Two of the prosecution objections were sustained (R-133-152) on 
the grounds that* (l) no foundation was laid showing the witness had 
knowledge of the facts on which he was questioned. (2) Defense was try¬ 
ing to impeach.its own witness on immaterial matters. 

OPINION 

1. As to JURISDICTION and PROCEDURE. 

a. The Commission was properly appointed and had jurisdic¬ 
tion over the offenses charged and the person of the accused. 

b. The accused was advised of and accorded all r.'ghts re¬ 
quired by the prescribed regulations. 

c. Findings and sentence were returned upon concurrence of 
two thirds of the members of the Commission. 

2. As to MOTIONS. 

The motion of the defense to dismiss Specification 1 was obvious¬ 
ly not well taken and was properly overruled for the following reason* 
That Juan EARLETA identified Yuzuru NAKAJIMA in Court as the Commander 
of the North Elementary School garrison during April and May 1944 and 
the officer directing a Japanese soldier to beat the Filipinos named 
in the Specifications with a large club while the officer asked them 
questions. This evidence alone is enough to make a priraa facie case. 
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There is other testimony given in Specification 2 which shows NAKAJIMA 
was the commander of the garrison at this time. 

The defense was not prejudiced by the overruling of any of its 
objections or by the sustaining of any of the prosecutions objections 
during the trial. 

3. As to EVIDENCE. 

The defendant is charged with permitting soldiers under his 
command to mistreat and torture Filipino civilians at or near Bacolod, 
Occidental Negros, in April 1944. One witness Juan BARLETA testified 
that he saw the Filipinos tied to a flagpole naked in front of the 
garrison the morning after their capture. He also testified that in 
the Bacolod Garrison he later saw several of them beaten with a club 
by a Japanese soldier in the presence of and by the direct orders of 
the accused NAKAJIMA. There is also the testimony of several relatives 
that they saw the prisoners in the North Elementary School garrison 
with bruises on their faces and bodies; there is testimony by several 
witnesses including the accused NAKAJIMA, that NAKAJIMA was in command 
of the North Elementary School garrison and was present there at the 
time shown in Specification 1. 

The only evidence against his guilt was the accused's own denial 
of committing the brutalities, and of having any knowledge of them and 
the testimony of some of the Japanese soldiers that they knew nothing 
about the atrocities. The finding of guilty as to Specification 1 was 
in harmony with the evidence before the Commission. 

It is therefore concluded that the findings of the Commission were 
correct and the sentence imposed was just. 

RECC? 3SNDATI0N 

It is recommended that the sentence herein be approved and the 
record of trial be forwarded to General Headquarters, Supreme Command¬ 
er for the Allied Powers, pursuant to paragraph 2, 1st Indorsement, 
General Headquarters, United States Army Forces, Pacific, dated 3 June 
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1946, to basic letter, file AG 000.5 (3 June 46 ) IS, General Headquarters, 
Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers, dated 3 June 1946, subject: 
"Trial of Yuzuru NAKAJIMAl 

A form of action designed to effectuate the foregoing is 
attached.
